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Wolf-kill Foes Run Wfld in Whitehorse

WHITEHORSE, YUKON TERRITORY— Friends of the Wolf, 
BC, gave the murderous thugs running the Yukon Govern- 
ment a Christmas gift they won't soon forget. To celebrate the 
Solstice, we blocked the Alaska Highway, stormed the legisla- 
ture, and exposed a scandal that the government would rather 
have kept quiet 

Complementing our field operations against the Yukon 
Government's barbaric aerial wolf-kill program, we decided a 
nice public spectacle would serve as a reminder to the govern- 
ment that we too would be spending our holidays in 
Whitehorse, and would be looking forward to stopping their 
dirty business in the New Year. We blocked the main route to 
the airport and performed some street theater to deliver our 
message. To allay tensions, we ananged the blockade so that 
vehicles could get by — eventually. We fixed up a large van to 
look like a helicopter, complete with rotor blades and a tail, 
and protest signs draped over the sides. For drama, we had a 
wolf costume, Santa Claus, and a makeshift mask and cos- 
tume of the draggle-tailed gutter-snipe mainly responsible for 
the wolf-kill program, Renewable Resources Minister (no 
"environment" ministry up here) Bill Brewster. 

We pulled the van out into the middle of the highway, 
handed out leaflets to a largely sympathetic and patient 
public, and did our skit for the cameras. The blockade lasted 
about 10 minutes, until we were asked to leave by the RCMP. 
Wp_rhrksfl.not tn get arrested, an d took the protest downtown. 
Friends of the Wolf revealed to the local and national media 
that the Yukon Government has received funding for its wolf- 
kill programs and studies from a sleazy bunch of wise use 
trophy hunters, the Foundation for North American Wild 
Sheep. 

Next, we took the show to the Legislature. Marching right 
in, howling in costume with earner as in tow, we asked to meet 
with the illustrious Mr. Brewster. Unfortunately this was 
prevented by the quickly shut-and-locked doors to the execu- 
tive offices; the comer where our prey was rumored to be 
hiding. Our wolf howled and scratched at the door, and even 
wished Bill a merry Christmas, but to no avail— Mr. Brewster 



would not come out. So we improvised. Our "Brewster" came 
running from behind a comer, cardboard rifle in hand, 
powder-blue jacket with sleeves barely covering his elbows, 
camouflage pants half-covering his flat, hairy butt, and scream- 
ing at the top of his lungs in an Elmer Fudd voice. Santa Claus 
pleaded with Bill to stop, but Brewster chased the "wascally 
wolf" all around the interior of the building and eventually 
out the door. 

By now we were having so much fun that we decided to take 
the show to Main Street There Santa and the wolf handed out 
candy canes and leaflets to gleeful Christmas shoppers. Mean- 
while, the helicopter/van slowly crawled up and down the 
street, with PA system blaring Wagner's Ride of the Valkyries 
and machine gun fire. Brewster rode topside, doing his best 
imitations of Rambo andjohn Travolta. This last bit of fun was 
just a little too much for the boys in blue to take; they zapped 
us with two tickets for riding on the outside of a vehicle.

Will Jack Ward Thomas 
Make a Difference?

In March of last year I received a 
call from a high-level official in the 
Washington Office of the Forest 
Service. He told me that newly con- 
firmed Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture Jim Lyons had justinformed 
F. Dale Robertson that a new chief 
wouldbe appointed within the next 
year. The official predicted that "the 
next chief will have three first 
names." 

Nine months later, in a dramatic 
break with tradition, research ecolo- 
gist Jack Ward Thomas, author of a 
ground-breaking report on the 
northern spotted owl and leader of 
the team of scientists that devel- 
oped the Clinton plan for North- 
west forests, was named the new 
chief of the Forest Service. 

Thomas, who is not a member of 
the Senior Executive Service (the 
elite corps of high-level federal bu- 
reaucrats from which the past two 
chiefs have been selected) becomes 
the first politically appointed chief 
in more than 80 years, a fact which 
has irked many senior officers in- 
side the embattled agency and some 
members of Congress 

Meanwhile, Robertson, underin- 
creasing fire from a variety of fronts 
for the past three years, leaves office 
as the first chief ousted for overtly

Stone Mountain 
Incline Der ailed

Plans to build an Incline Railway up Georgia's Stone Mountain have been 
defeated. On November 29, the Stone Mountain Memorial Association (SMMA) 
voted to halt all consideration and preparation for the proposed project. The rail 
would have fragmented and destroyed forest habitat on the world's largest granite 
outcrop. The oak-pine forests on the mountain are home to a great diversity of plant 
life, including many rare or unusual species. 

If built, the rail would also have destroyed critical habitat for two federally listed 
species; the black-spored quillwort and file poolsprite. The quillwort is known to 
be found in only eight sites in the world. With the incline debate over, serious efforts 
can now begin to implement an already complete US Fish and Wildlife Service 
recovery plan for these species. 

The vote to cancel the Incline project came just 16 days after a protest led by 
Friends of Stone Mountain Park (FSMP). The protest, calling for an immediate end 
to the plan, attracted statewide attention. The protest's purpose was to draw 
Governor Zell Miller into the debate. It worked very well. Both SMMA Chairman 
Walter Gordon and Georgia Department of Natural Resources Commissioner Joe 
Tanner slated that the Governor had called them urging reconsideration of the 
project. The SMMA specified that environmental concerns and public opposition 
were the main reasons for canceling the project. After the Governor's calls to park 
officials, almost if by magic, all of the concerns expressed by FSMP were suddenly 
100% valid. The SMMA had still been staunchly defending the Incline proposal just 
days before. It was dear the Governor wants no controversy in an election year. 

Another important factor in the rail's demise was the imminent involvement of 


the state's major environmental groups. After months of hard work by FSMP, the 
Atlanta Audubon Sotiety now opposed the project. The Georgia chapter of the 
Sierra Club was likewise about to announce its opposition. Others opposing the 
Incline project induded the Georgia Conservancy and the Georgia Botanical 
Soaety. 

When the meeting that cancded the Incline Rail pro j ect finally ended, there were 
tears of joy and hugs all around. Naturally, there was an enormous feeling of relief 
among members of FSMP. Many people had worked long and hard to stop this 
potential disaster and at last the battle had been won.

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Monkeywrenching! What a loaded term. It used to 
mean stopping a machine in progress by inserting a 
foreign object into the gears, in much the same way 
that the early Luddites threw their wooden shoes into 
the powerlooms at the dawn of the industrial age. The 
wooden shoes were called sabots in Dutch, hence the 
word sabotage. V. I. Lenin wrote 
before the Russian Revolution 
that good communists should 
strive to "throw a spanner into 
the gears of the capitalist state." 

A spanner is a monkeywrench, 
and while I'm certain this must 
have been a figure of speech be- 
fore Lenin coined it, ever since 
then the term "throwing a 
monkeywrench into the works" 
has meant to disrupt an ongoing 
process with the clever use of a 
familiar object 

It was of course Edward Abbey 
who gave us the verb 
"monkeywrenching" in his book 
The Monkeywrench Gang, about a 
merry band of environmental saboteurs. 
Monkeywrenching in this sense has the same defini- 
tion as "ecotage," which came into the vernacular in 
the late sixties, and was the title of a book published by 
the now fairly conservative organization Environ- 
mental Action shortly after the first Earth Day in 1970. 

There is a belief by some that monkeywrenching is 
always synonymous with ecotage. Iwouldargueagainst 
such a narrow view for the following reasons. First, "to 
monkeywrench" already has a widely accepted defini- 
tion throughout the world, and indeed is in many 
dictionaries. Second and I think more important, if we 


define monkeywrenching only as acts of ecotage, then 
when we speak of it we are always talking about 
something secretive and criminal, when many of the 
best monkeywrenches are neither. 

In the real sense, monkeywrenching is neither vio- 
lent nor illegal, but has to be extremely disruptive by 
definition, such as a timber sale ap- 
peal, a lawsuit, or sometimes superglue 
that really screws up the whole pro- 
cess. In this sense, ecotage could also 
be something that was not particularly 
disruptive or productive, and there- 
fore not really monkeywrenching at 
alL 

That having been said, I want to 
make it dear that I sometimes think 
ecotage is justifiable, and even neces- 
sary, but only under the following 
conditions: * 

1) There must be what a reasonable 
person would see as a violation of the 
law. This is, above all, a matter of 
conscience. If you are convinced that 
it is illegal, or immoral, to cut down an 
old growth forest, as a dtizen you have a right and a 
responsibility to intervene or you may share some of 
the responsibility yourself. This is the main thrust of 
the so-called Nuremberg, or necessity defense. 

2) Other avenues for you to intervene must have 
been exhausted. 

3) You have a reasonable chance to succeed. Again, 
it is the individual who must make this call, not the 
state. 

4) The intervention is a lesser crime than the original 
act This is to say that intervention, like punishment, 
must fit the crime. 


5) You must accept full responsibility for your ac- 
tions. Forget the nonsense about not getting caught 
Don't do the crime if you can't do the time. If you feel 
you need to be secretive, fine, but if are caught, you 
shouldbe honest about why you didit, even if itmeans 
going to jaiL 

I don't think all this is very complicated or even that 
controversial. If you are walking down the street, and 
youwalkby a window and see someone being attacked 
with a gun, you have every legal right and moral 
responsibility to try and intervene. If you decide that 
the best way is by sneaking up on the son of a bitch and 
cleaning his clock with afire iron, then you are a model 
citizen. If you have to take similar actions to protect an 
endangered species, then from a biocentric point of 
view you are also a good citizen. 

This is not to say that we take the law into our own 
hands. The law is an abstract concept and exists 
independently of our individual and collective ability 
to define or codify it Sometimes both individuals and 
institutions break the law, sometimes both individuals 
and institutions do so with the intent to serve the 
common good, and sometimes both individuals and 
institutions take their moral responsibility seriously 
and will intervene in the commission of a crime even 
when itis not the safe or easy thing to do. In either case, 
they may or may not have the law on their side. 

Monkeywrenching and ecotage can be the acts of a 
responsible citizen of the biotic community, or those 
of a loose cannon or provocateur. If you need a legal 
defense, community defense and survival are an estab- 
lished part of common law. If you want a moral 
defense, look into your own heart for the answer, 
because no one else can tell you.

In the recent Samhain edition of the EF! 
Journal, accusations were made against the 
Western Ancient Forest Campaign (WAFC), 
regardingrelatednegotiations with the spot- 
ted owl plaintiffs and their attorney's at the 
Sierra Club Legal Defense Fund (SCLDF). 
Quite plainly Justin Time, the author of the 
accusatory article has wrongly concluded 
that WAFC is somehow a villain in these 
questionable dealings. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

The fact is that WAFC was never and is 
not now a plaintiff in the spotted owl law- 
suit brought before Judge Dwyer. However, 
it is correct that some members of the board 
of directors are also members of grassroots 
enviro groups that are plaintiffs. As a WAFC 
board member I assure all EF! readers that 
WAFC has never taken a position on the 
plaintiff/administration negotiations. Fur- 
thermore, the assertion is made that WAFC's 
"capitulating" ways will be carried forward 
(with the national forest reform campaign, 
I presume) to the rest of the country, and, 
one would surmise from the tenor of the 
article, give the forests away. How you can 
draw such a conclusion begs for an an- 
swer!!!??? 

The WAFC has been from it's very outset 
a representative of the grassroots. Whereas 
it is true that substantial grant money has 
been received, it should also be noted that 
this money has been spent setting up a 
Washington, DC, office, a faxnet, mailnet, 
and has provided up-to-date information to 
grassroots activists throughout the country. 
Day-to-day operations of the DC office re- 
quires a well qualified staff in a city with a 
high cost of living. All of this cost a tremen- 
dous amount of money, but services pro- 
vided by this office have been available to 
the grassroots at all times. WAFC has been, 
and will continue to be an open forum for 


the grassroots. WAFC has been tremen- 
dously effective in applying continuous pres- 
sure on Congress with regards to the ancient 
forest/roadless issue, and has been instru- 
mental in bringing back grassroots activists 
from the Northwest to meet with members 
of Congress to discuss the ancient forest 
issue. 

WAFC has from the very beginning ar- 
gued for the most protective option possible 
for the ancient forests. A professional biolo- 
gist was hired to write a critique of Option 9, 
the analysis from which was made available 
to the grassroots so as to winnow down the 
FEMAT report, and make it more under- 
standable. 

It is my hope that WAFC will be around 
for some time to come. Rest assured that as 
long as WAFC remains in existence, it will 
be a pipeline for information to the 
grassroots, one need only know how to use

While front line direct action/grassroots 
EF! activists are meetingin southern Califor- 
nia, a few miles to the north in San Francisco 
the self-selected respectable elites from the 
mainstream "forest" groups will be holding 
a meeting of their own. These same "repu- 
table" organizations which have compro- 
mised, lobbied, capitulated and piecemealed 
the remaining forests away will be manipu- 
latively vying for a chunk of the milli ons 
being dangled before them by the largest 
environmental foundations in the country. 

Pewcharitable trusts, who get their money 
from Sun Oil, is poised to proffer several 
million dollars to fund a campaign it deems 
worthy. Other foundations such as Bullit, 
Walton Jones and the Rockefeller Family 


Fund stand ready to throw their money into 
the ring of these respectable "environmen- 
tal" contenders. 

WAFC, NRDC, NWF and TWS are among 
the potential monied finalists in this office 
bound paper shuffling game. WAFC in par- 
ticular has a plan to expand its campaign to 
become the "representativeforthe grassroots 
forest groups nationwide." They are rumored 
to be likely to receive a substantial amount 
of these foundations' funds. 

Other rumors abound as well. Some say 
that Pew is using its money to dictate what 
is acceptable as a forest campaign. Others 
say WAFC and mainstream groups are mis- 
leading Pew and other funders. Whatever 
the reality, the result is the same. A zero-tut 
on national forest campaign (focusing on 
protecting, maintaining and restoring the 
last remaining natural lands) which holds 
the Forest Service and BLM accountable for 
the cumulative destruction, which bans all 
logging exports and non-ecologically viable 
imports, and which mandates private for- 
estry to truly ecologically sustainable lev- 
els— will not be funded Instead we will see 
more of the same pandering to Congress 
and the Clinton administration which has 
resulted thus far in co-"option 9" and the 
capitulation of the plaintiffs in the spotted 
owl lawsuit 

The schizophrenia which has pervaded 
the mainstream forest "movement" remains. 
Grassroots and especially direct action ac- 
tivists remain under or non funded- at- 
tempting to finance the intensive, time 
consuming 'in the forest* work of research, 
documentation, monitoring, outreach and 
actually stopping timber sales- out of pov- 
erty emptied pockets. 

Meanwhile the reputable groups, such as 
WAFC, which hired ex-CongressmanJ.Jontz 
at $30,000 and which together have squan- 
dered millions, continue their office bound 



whirlwind illusion at effectiveness. Unable 
to see beyond their blizzard of faxes and the 
glaring lights at their innumerable press 
releases, the continuing destruction of the 
northwest's and the Earth's forests and natu- 
ral lands. 

Those of us actually in the forest have all 
seen the reality. When sales are shut down 
inone region, when some old-growth is put 
off limits— suddenly more private lands, 
state forests, the "dead and dying" eastside 
forests, are ravaged, "salvaged," clear-selec- 
tive-seed tree-shelterwood-high graded-"res- 
toration"-cut, destroyed, milled, chipped, 
exported, imported— and the insatiable cor- 
porate profit-driven consumptive insanity 
bulldozes the Earth's life down. 

There is an all too pervasive pathetic 
attitude among these reputable elites and 
funders that those of us who are un-funded 
activists are so dedicated we will continue

Does Trashing Endangered Species Habitat Have any Effect? USFS Is Apparently Unsure

In the name of science, Virginia's Jefferson National 
Forest is logging the mature forest habitat of the Peaks 
of Otter Salamander, a dark, brass-flecked salamander 
that has one of the most restricted ranges in North 
America. The project started out as a harmless-looking 
paragraph in the 1993 proposed projects list for the 
Glenwood Ranger District: "An inventory and moni- 
toring study will be accomplished on 68 acres in the 
Middle Creek area for the Peaks of Otter sala- 
mander." By the time the decision memo 
for the Glenwood Salamander Study 
was released in May, 1993, the inven- 
tory and monitoring study had been 
transformed into a study of what 
would happen if fresh logging 
proceeded on 17 acres chosen 
specifically because they 
contain populations of 
the salamander. 

The Peaks of Otter sala- 
mander is a long-time 
resident of the ridges, 
gaps, and coves of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of central Virginia. Stark and 
beautiful, the Virginia Blue Ridge forms a winding 
knife-edge of mountains from one to six miles wide. It 
begins its ascent north of Roanoke, dipping to the 
valley of the James River, Tye River, and other river 
systems, regaining its height along the line. To the 
north, the Blue Ridge passes through Shenandoah 
National Park and makes its way to the Potomac. 
Although narrow, the area nevertheless has an unex- 
pectedly large number of forest interior species, in- 
cluding black bears, eastern cougars, and 200 kinds of 
birds. The area is also home to three salamanders with 
highly restricted ranges: Peaks of Otter Salamander, 
Cow Knob salamander and Shenandoah salamander. 

These three species (all of the genus Plethodon ) are 
lungless salamanders. As such, they have evolved to 
survive in a limited range of environmental condi- 
tions. Lungless salamanders must keep their skin sur- 
face moist by living in areas with sufficient humidity, 
soil moisture, and forest canopy and by limiting 
activity in daylight and periods of dry weather. Nu- 
merous studies have linked declines in lungless sala- 
mander populations to conditions associated with 
dearcutting such as drying of forest floor microhabi- 
tats and sedimentation of streams. 


The large size of cutting units is also devastating to 
salamander populations. Individuals of some mon- 
tane salamander species travel no more than a few 
meters in their lifetime; a single dearcut can easily kill 
a large number of salamanders and force the survivors 
to make a difficult trek across hundreds of meters. 
Finally, there is the threat of competition between 
endemic salamanders and more common salamanders. 
In some cases the latter are better suited to early 
successional forests, disrupting the food supply and 

isolating 



breeding populations of endemics. 

While habitat of some rare Blue Ridge salamanders 
is protected by wilderness designation (e.g. most of 
Shenandoah National Park and other small to me- 
dium size wildernesses), the habitat of the Peaks of 
Otter salamander is located almost entirely in the 
Glenwood Ranger District, one of the big timber 
districts in the Jefferson. The Glenwood, headed by 
Joseph H. "Hardhead" Hedrick, has a record of getting 
the roads in and the timber out... no matter how steep 
the slopes. In two decision notices for nearby areas, 
appealed by SouthPAW in 1992, Glenwood proposed 
harvesting 11.8 million board feet of timber over a 5 
year period. Hedrick is still trying to get these original 
sales through — piece by piece. His reward? Supervisor 
Joy Berg of the Jefferson is now promoting the 
Glenwood Ranger District as a model of "efficiency." 

Given the Glenwood's record for clearcutting in 
Peaks of Otter salamander habitat, SouthPAW was 
amazed when it learned that a new study with new 
logging was needed to determine the effects of even- 
aged logging on the species. According to Larry Smith 
of Virginia Natural Heritage, there have been docu- 


mented occurrences of the Peaks of Otter salamander 
in the Parkers Gap area and in the nearby North Creek 
area. 

the Peaks of Otter salamander is estimated to have 
a range of only 28,800 acres. Natural Heritage Resource 
Lists estimate that only 5 to 20 populations of the 
salamander exist and very little is known about its life 
history. The Natural Heritage program and other agen- 
cies have suggested a number of studies yet to be 
conducted including research on behavioral ecology, 
population dynamics, range definition, interspecies 
competition, diet and abundance, reproduction, and 
condition data for salamanders in various aged 
clearcuts. Such information would provide much 
baseline data that is lacking. The Forest Service 
only understands "action" — keeping those 
little green trucks moving. The story is an all 
too familiar one: the Jefferson pushes for 
timber sales in Peaks of Otter salamander habi- 
tat A conservation agency proposes a study 
first. For reasons unknown, funding is only 
available for a short-term study on a limited 
topic: logging. Logging follows. Logging 
and more logging. 

In an effort to stop this unnecessary study, 
SouthPAW and Virginians for Wilderness filed an 
appeal and intervenor comments. Unfortunately, we 
could do nothing to sway the agency that issued the 
decision. In the meantime, the Glenwood Ranger 
District has proposed a new sale in the cove forest 
below Parkers Gap. The sale, involving even-age man- 
agement methods, would take place near the site of 
documented occurrences of the Peaks of Otter sala- 
mander. The Jefferson National Forest does not allow 
any even-age logging where salamanders are the fea- 
tured species. Virginia Natural Heritage has recom- 
mended that the Peaks of Otter salamander be desig- 
nated the management indicator species for "all lands 
within the present and former range of this species." 
Management indicator species designation and fea- 
tured species are technically different so the Jefferson 
National Forest has chosen not to allow this proposal 
to impede "management" of a very rare, endemic 
salamander.

Congress Puts ESA on “ Injured Reserve

Although the Endangered Species Act (ESA) expired 
in 1991, Congress is still dragging its feet on re- 
authorization. Two bills are currently before Congress. 
HR 2043, introduced by Representative Gerry Studds 
(D-Mass) would leave the ESA as it currently stands, 
with a few minor tinkerings. It has about 105 cospon- 
sors. On the "other side," HR 1490 (BillyTauzin, D-La) 
is the Bill from Hell, gutting the ESA. With major 
support from industries and developers, this atrocity 
has garnered support of at least 93 members of Con- 
gress. These "choices" seem to leave our endangered 
friends with two chances for survival: slim and none. 
This pushes the already abused program even further 
out on a limb; just one stroke of the budget-cutting axe 
would leave all the wolves, owls, and salamanders 
unprotected. 

However, even the lesser of two evils isn't guaran- 
teed passage. Not only did last year's debate over the 
Biological Survey ensure that all Non-Governmental 
Organizations would be excluded, but the debate was 
a chance for the Evil Machine to practice its ESA abuse 
techniques, employing classic wise-use rhetoric about 
family, jobs, etc Given this icy climate, those respon- 
sible in the House of Representatives have decided to 
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wait and improve the atmosphere surrounding the 
ESA. Such spin control will be performed by going 
along with Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt's "compro- 
mises," basically sell-outs to development, in an at- 
tempt to show how "flexible" the ESA is. Laws may be 
flexible, but extinction is FOREVER, an extremely 
inflexible concept! 

Since thegovemmentisblowingitinthebiodiversity 
department, its up to the pissed-off citizenry to peti- 
tion for aredress of grievances. Write to Representative 
Studds and tell him you want the ESA to have some 
REAL teeth. Write to Billy Tauzin, and tell him to stuff 
it Write to your congresspeople (House and Senate) 
and DEMAND equal representation for ALL species. 
The addresses are US House of Representatives, Wash- 
ington, DC 20515; US Senate, DC 20510 

ESA protection starts when a species is listed as 
threatened or endangered; there is currently a backlog 
of over 3000 species waiting for US Fish and Wildlife 
to list them. Some ways to get through this logj am are: 

1. Have specific criteria, such as absolute population, 
or size of habitat, as indicators of endangered status. 
For example, if any species falls to less than 1000 
members, or less than a square mile of habitat, then it 
is automatically listed. 

2. Improve and enforce state ESAs. Most states have 
their own ESA, but itis usually only alist of species, and 


the state relies on federal protection, which is highly 
suspect. 

3. While the current version of the ESA demands 
that critical habitat be designated concurrent with 
listing, for many species this is postponed or deemed 
not necessary. Such a ruling only allows the bulldozers 
free reign. Demand critical habitat for ALL listings, 
past, present, and future. 

4. The ESA also requires recovery plans for listed 
species. However, many of these plans permit the fineil 
population to be LESS than that at the time of listing. 
That's not "recovered", it's "reduced". Tell 'em you 
want REAL recovery — a robust population through- 
out the original range. 

5. Demand ecosystem-wide protection. Individual 
species listing leads to the "divide and conquer" men- 
tality. It's past time to look at whole areas (or whole 
planets) for their unique qualities and to preserve 
them for their intrinsic value. 

6. The Supreme Court, in Lujan, v. Defenders of 
Wildlife, decided the ESA didn't apply to US govern- 
ment actions outside of the US. This means it's okay for 
the Army Corps of Engineers to help China dam the 
Yangtze. Tell Congress that biodiversity doesn't follow 
boundaries, and endangered species are just as impor- 
tant in China as in the United States. 



Forest Service Sued 


Illegally Turns National Forest System Over to ADC

The Greater Gila Biodiversity Project, Friends of the 
Bow, Predator Project, and Wildlife Damage Review 
have filed suit against the entire National Forest Sys- 
tem for illegally transferring control of predator mur- 
der to the murderers themselves: Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Services (APHIS), aka Wildlife Ser- 
vices, aka Animal Damage Control. We have asked the 
courts to rescind the transfer and all predator control 
plans finalized since. We charge that the transfer was 
completed without public notice or environmental 
review in violation of the Administrative Procedures 
Act (APA), the National Forest Manage- 
ment Act (NFMA) and the National 
Environmental Policy Act (NEPA). 

In 1990, the Forest Service signed 
a Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) with APHIS, establishing the 
Service as the lead agency for all 
National Forest predator control 
projects. As such it is responsible for 
NEPA compliance, environmental 
analyses and decisions to kill preda- 
tors. In 1991, the Forest Service is- 
sued two Forest Service Manual di- 
rectives codifying the MOU as a For- 
est Service Regulation. The MOU 
and Regulations also require that 
each national forest annually up- 
date its predator control plan. 

Now the problem with this, if 
you're a recalcitrant, liver-lillied, 
predator-hating, deodorant-using 
Freddie, is that some loudmouth, 
bunny-hugging, subaru-driving left- 
ist who doesn't even wear under- 
wear or matching rocks might just 
appeal your annual plan. Not only 
that, she might win. Or sue. In fact, 

Animal Damage Control has taken 
such a beating of late, they had to change their name 
to Wildlife Service. They've been banned from operat- 
ing on state lands in New Mexico (thanks to then State 
Lands Director Jim Baca), and have been greatly cur- 
tailed on BLM lands due to an almost sane decision by 
the Interior Land Board of Appeals. The Board ruled 
ADC's methods to be inhumane, outdated and decid- 


edly unscientific (seems they weren't sciencey enough 
about roasting those coyote pups alive in their dens). 

And just what would happen if the BLM rulings were 
used to challenge the Forest Service? Why, crescendos 
of coyotes would make cutlets of complacent campers, 
the landscape would be bathed in the blood of abillion 
baby bovines, the shredded sinews of slaughtered 
sheep would be strewn like caesar salad across the 
savanna! So, in a memo designed to save civilization 
and stifle democracy, James Overbay, the Deputy 
Chief of the Forest Service, entered the alliterative fray 
in August of 1991, declaring that the national forests 
would prepare "no new NEPA" decisions. From now 


on, APHIS would be responsible for predator control 
NEPA procedures and decisions. APHIS, as luck would 
have it, has no appeals process. This memo was made 
official by a 1993 Master Memorandum of Under- 
standing between APHIS and Forest Service. 

Now, the Forest Service is required by NFMA to 
amend the Forest Service Manual to reflect the new 


MOU. If they amended the Manual, however, they 
would be issuing a rule, and would thereby be subject 
to the Administrative Procedures Act which requires 
that the public be notified and their comments sought. 
They would also be subject to the dreaded NEPA and 
would thereby have to analyze the environmental 
consequences of turning the National Forest System 
over to a band of bloodthirsty barbarians. As this 
would cause an excessive degree of democratic in- 
volvement, the Forest Service simply didn't bother to 
amend the Forest Service Manual. Very bad 
Thus far, APHIS has issued annual operating plans 
on the Apache-Sitgreaves (A-S), Lincoln and the Challis 
National Forests. The A-S had just 
finished preparing the Environ- 
mental Assessment of its operating 
plan when APHIS took over. APHIS 
proceeded to exclude vocal envi- 
ronmentalists from the NEPA pro- 
cess. It issued a decision to kill 
coyotes on the forest despite the 
following protest from Deputy For- 
est Supervisor Doug Barber: 

"In response to your request for 
comments from employees, here's 
my personal (vice official) view. 
ADM should go out of business. 
They're a total waste of taxpayers' 
money. If grazing permittees can't 
take care of their own animal dam- 
age problems under state law, they 
ought to also go out of business. It 
should not be the government's 
business to protect them from the 
forces of nature, which we should 
be allowing to assume their natural 
role in the ecosystem. Now, since 
most of that is outside the scope of 
your study, you're free to delete it, 
but I feel better for having sent it!" 
We have asked the courts to halt 
predator killing on the A-S, Lincoln and Challis Na- 
tional Forests, and to refrain from issuing operating 
plans on every other national forest until the Forest 
Service fully complies with NFMA, NEPA and the APA.

Congressional Investigation Demanded for USFS and BLM

A call has been put out for environ- 
mental activist groups throughout the 
nation to join in the growing demand 
for a General Accounting Office 
(GAO) — and Congressional — investi- 
gation of the US Forest Service and 
Bureau of Land Management (BLM). 
Forests and natural ecosystems 
nationwide are being destroyed by the 
illegal mismanagement antics of these 
corrupt fronts for corporate industry. 
Across the country, activists are 
struggling with these agencies, seeking 
to protect, maintain, and restore the 
ecological viability of our remaining 
natural lands. Yet these agencies 
persist in their illegal plans, further 
devastating the last viable habitat of 
numerous imperiled wildlife species. 
The cumulative impacts of illegal 
deforestation, mining, grazing, 

Animal Damage Control programs, 
off-road vehicle use, and "recreational 
developments" are converting the 
nation's natural heritage to road- 


riddled stumplands, sickly forests, tree 
farms, cow pastures, toxic pits, de- 
graded waters, and mechanized 
playgrounds. 

It is time to join together and 
demand accountability of these out- 
of-control agencies. On January 11, 
representatives of grassroots, regional, 
and national environmental organiza- 
tions working in eastern Oregon and 
Washington issued a press release and 
letter to members of Congress, de- 
manding a GAO investigation and 
assessment of the Forest Service and 
the BLM. 

We need a complete restructuring of 
these federal agencies. Their past 
failures are legend. Yet they continue 
to exhibit poor judgement, respond- 
ing to budget reductions by ridding 
themselves of the very specialists 
needed to implement ecosystem 
restoration. Because of seniority rules 
and internal reprisals, the agencies are 
left with the same people who 
brought us to this crisis. We cannot 
rely on them to get us out of it 


The groups are asking Congress to 
order a GAO investigation and 
assessment of the two federal agencies 
to determine how they can be re- 
formed so they can do a credible job. 
Restoration of the US Forest Service 
and the nation's Forests are inextrica- 
bly linked. Despite the good inten- 
tions and sincere efforts of many 
people within these agencies, the 
Forest Service and BLM are systemi- 
cally poisoned by political motiva- 
tions. They cannot be trusted to 
implement even the most ecologically 
sound restoration plans. 

We cannot let ourselves be fooled 
by the recent cosmetic change of the 
agency's figurehead — Forest Service 
"Chief” Jack Ward Thomas. Thomas 
signed off on co-"option 9" wherein 
no old growth forest habitat is safe 
from the ravages of industrial saws, 
and his original spotted, owl plan 
would have allowed half the surviving 
population of an already imperiled 
species to be killed by the pursuit of 
corporate plunder. Despite their 


scientific pretense and new 
greenwashing eco-speak, these agen- 
cies remain essentially unchanged; 
composed of the same archaic timber- 
biased hierarchy, attempting to herd 
us down a dead end road to yet more 
"ecosystem-management" destruc- 
tion. 

It is with this realization that the 
call for the GAO investigation (which 
acheived full consensus among groups 
throughout our region within 
minutes of its proposal) is being 
issued nationwide. We are calling for 
groups and individuals to sign on by 
writing your own letters to cover the 
issues in your areas, and distributing 
these regionally and nationally to the 
media and members of Congress.

|n 1991; the Gila : National Forest in New 
Mexico outraged the public by presenting 
a blueprint for aggressive commercial 
cattle developments across 120,000 acres 
of the Gila and Aldo Leopold Wilderness 
areas. The Forest Service's "improved wilderness 
management" for the Diamond Bar Allotment 
included plans for 33 new stock tanks to be gouged 
into springs, seeps and mesa tops deep within the 
wilderness in order to maintain 1 188 cattle and 
protect the investment of a Texas bank. Although 
the agency has scaled down its plan somewhat after 
two years of pressure from environmentalists, a 
recently released Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement still proposes the construction of 20 new 
tanks in the wilderness. If accomplished, this action 
would set a dangerous precedent for wilderness 
development throughout the west. 

How is it that the Forest Service is willing to 
sacrifice wilderness ecosystems for public lands 
ranching? The answer is a twisted system of 
doublespeak in which

species funds for livestock developments. In the 
Gila, this attitude is so entrenched that when faced 
with 95% utilization in a riparian area and the 
virtual destruction of a wilderness stream, Gerry 
Engel, the Diamond Bar District Ranger, snorted, "So 
what? It's been grazed for a hundred years." 

The struggle for wilderness protection on the 
Diamond Bar is a graphic example of the permit 
system run amuck. Because cattle can be grazed on 
the range year-round in warmer climates, public 
lands ranchers in New Mexico typically have no real 
"ranch" on which to run their livestock. With base 
properties as small as forty acres, they depend on 
public lands for their entire cattle operation. The 
base property for the 145,000 acre 
Diamond Bar grazing allotment is a mere 
one hundred acres. Ten years ago that 
property— in the middle of nowhere — 
sold for $850,000 only because of pres- 
sure from the bank and capitulation by 
the Forest Service. 

In the 1970s, the First Intermediate 
Bank of Texas had loaned a rancher 
somewhere in the vicinity of one million 
dollars on the property — secured by the 
1200 cattle "capacity number" for the 
attached Diamond Bar allotment When 
the rancher sold out after six years, the 
permit was automatically transferred to 
the new owner, who ran the operation 
^ into the ground and went bankrupt two 
| years later. 

? In 1982, the bank became the permit- 
| tee by default, obtaining the permit 
| during the foreclosure proceedings. At 
§• the time, the Forest Service was conduct- 
ing range studies, and in a 1983 Notice of 
Cow shit and trampled barks in the Gila Wilderness Dedsion ^ livestock capacity was 

lowered to 833. But when the bank's officers learned 
of the reduction they were "jolted," according to 
correspondence in Forest Service files. They claimed 
they would lose half a million dollars in the sale of 
the property if cattle numbers were reduced, and 
threatened to "play hardball." The Forest Service 
brought in the Range Improvement Task Force, 
"range specialists" from 
New Mexico's Aggie 
college, NMSU. This arm 
of the Cattlegrowers' 

Association proposed 
double counting the forage 
and increasing cattle 
numbers to 2000 head! 

Then mysterious "math 
errors" were discovered in 
the original analysis, from 
which all field data had 
been destroyed, and high 
elevation lands formerly 
designated as "non- 
suitable for grazing due to 
steep slope and dense 
timber" were reclassified as 



the Forest Service on 
one hand claims that 
federal grazing permits 
have no value, and on 
the other sets up those 
permits as collateral for 
enormous bank loans to 
grazing permittees. 

Because public lands 
grazing leases are 
cheap — often 80% 
below the cost of 
leasing private land — 
the federal grazing 
permits have a market 
value that banks have 
been wheeling and 
dealing for years. 

Because the permits 
themselves cannot be 
bought and sold, their 
"equity" is hidden in T 
the inflated value of the 
base property — private land to which the permit is 
attached. 

It is not only ranchers, but the banking industry, 
supported by western politicians with financial 
interests in federal grazing allotments, that is driving 
the destruction of entire ecosystems on western 
lands, driving the water tables downward, driving 
species to extinction. 

Pressure to maintain the false market value of 
grazing permits accounts for much of the overstock- 
ing and overgrazing that occurs on Forest lands. 
Banks typically have loaned public lands ranchers 
approximately $1000 per cow — to the tune of 
millions of dollars throughout the west When 
livestock numbers are reduced (or grazing fees 
increased) the permit's "equity" disappears and the 
loans suddenly become unsecured. The significant 
livestock reductions necessary to protect the west's 
fragile ecosystems would result in chaos for the 
banking industry. This explains the almost fanatical 
resistance by western politicians, bankers and the 
cattle industry when faced with livestock reductions 
or fee increases. 

The Forest Service has perpetuated this public 
lands scam over the years by ignoring the realities of 
western ecosystems and pandering to the needs of 
the cattlemen. They have issued "escrow waivers" 
and "Memorandums of Understanding" to guaran- 
tee the transfer of grazing permits with the sale of 
base properties. Their collusion with the industry 
has resulted in widespread ecosystem abuse to 
which the agency turns a blind eye. As a result, the 
American taxpayer is actually paying ranchers to 
destroy western public lands. 

How far will the Forest Service go to protect these 
ranching/banking interests? They will skew scientific 
data, issue fraudulent Notices of Decision, withhold 
documents from environmentalists and justify the 
bulldozing of wilderness under the guise of “re- 
source protection." They will propose hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in fences and water develop- 
ments to maintain unsustainably high numbers of 
cattle in an arid landscape where cattle have never 
belonged. They will appropriate wildlife funds, 
wilderness dollars and threatened and endangered 


streams were reduced to muddy trickles. Threatened 
and endangered species habitat — or former habitat — 
was ignored as the Forest Service relied on the 
permittee's "expert advice" for land management. 

Like most permittees in the Gila, Kit Laney is 
ignorant of the ecosystem he "manages." Bom and 
raised on a New Mexico ranch, he has probably 
never seen a functioning riparian area. New 
Mexico's landscape is so impaired from a century of 
overgrazing that the wide, shallow, shadeless 
streams, the barren banks, seem normal. These 
riparian systems described by early settlers as dense, 
tangled thickets bordering deep, cool, tree-lined 
creeks have been altered almost beyond recognition. 
For decades cattle have congregated in the stream- 
beds, eating every tree seedling and shoot, leaving 
only a few ancient cottonwoods, scraggly willows 
bitten back by constant grazing, and invader species 
such as rabbit brush and juniper. Looking across one 
such stream, Kit's wife Sherry thought that "there 
never were any big trees here." 

Living on the land does not mean understanding 
the land, especially when one is a product of the 
patriarchal paradigm and the expansionistic mindset 
of western culture. Public lands ranchers are not 
mgged individualists or mythical heroes. They are 
not "good stewards" of the land. They suck more 
subsidies and wield more political control than any 
other special interest group in the nation, and they 
represent the patriarchal archetype which views all 
things wild as "savage" and "evil"— to be brought 
under control, tamed, subjugated, managed— raped. 

The Forest Service has failed to educate ranchers as 
it has failed to manage the lands entrusted to its 
care. Motivated by the ranchers' need to service 
their loans, the agency has fallen into the role of 
industry lackey, justifying the degradation — "Its a 
soils problem" — while the ecosystem continues its 
downward spiral. Today, hundreds of thousands of 
miles of western riparian systems are on the verge of 
collapse as the last old trees die and the seed source 
disappears. Water tables have dropped and perennial 
streams no longer flow. During the rainy season, 
storm runoff rips down entrenched stream channels 
and the occurrence of devastating downstream 

flooding in- 
creases. As more

Eleven months later the Forest Service issued a 
new Notice of Decision reinstating 1188 cattle and 
authorizing the construction of 15 new stock tanks 
in the wilderness — without public notice or input 
The deal was guaranteed by a Memorandum of 
Understanding between the Forest Service and the 
bank, and the property was sold to a rancher who 
could afford the $300,000 down payment 

That same year the new permittee, Kit Laney, 
aware when he "bought the ranch" that the 1188 
capacity number was unrealistic, approached the 
Forest Service with plans for 45 new stock tanks in 
an attempt to accommodate the numbers of cattle 
he needed to make his loan payment The agency, 
in turn, obediently re-entered the lengthy and costly 
allotment planning process to accommodate the 
rancher. While Ranger Engel shuffled numbers, Kit 
increased cattle numbers to almost one thousand 
head. Riparian areas were stripped of vegetation, 
stream banks collapsed, and already damaged trout

elsewhere across 
the west, the 
agency's "solution" is exorbitantly costly water 
development projects which do little more than 
move tiie damage from the streambeds to the 
upland watershed. The stock tanks proposed for the 
Diamond Bar are a typical solution, although the 
Diamond Bar plan represents the first hard push to 
commercially develop wilderness lands. 

The Diamond Bar stock tanks would be blasted 
into mesa tops with dynamite and scraped into wet 
meadows with bulldozers. In some areas, long 
furrows or "wing ditches" would be cut into the 
landscape to direct rain runoff into the tanks. Cattle 
would congregate around the tanks in arid uplands 
that cannot support heavy grazing, creating huge, 
barren "sacrifice areas" — all in the name of "resource 
protection." 

Last year the Forest Service was close to a decision 
to construct 33 tanks on the Diamond Bar, but due 
to strenuous objections from environmentalists and

What a 
classless Earth First! er I 
must seem, as it's taken 
me over two minutes 
and the help of Dana to 
get myself securely 
locked down. The OSM 
secretary gawks at me 
with a mixture of 
disapproval and embar- 
rassment.

"Lock it in front of you, so you can see what you're 
doing," Dana explains. Frustrated, we try to shove 
the two pieces together, hoping that by some denial 
of physical reality the one would snap into the 
other. "This isn't working..." This wouldn't happen 
in Idaho or Clayoquot, I'm thinking. If these bureau- 
crats want to, they could have made this job much 
more difficult Each second might be critical... 

But they had been taken by surprise; this was 
probably the first time that they had had their office 
taken over by the likes of us. "This stuff is not 
supposed to happen in Ohio," thought the OSM. 
"People's lives are either too busy or dull to really 
care." In time, the lock jammed together. 

Ohio will be silent no longer. The Buckeye Forest 
Council, which is the Ohio extension of Heartwood, 
has taken on the agencies and profiteers who are 
responsible for the plunder of our state. It's a 
struggle, because so little of what is really Ohio is left 


to protect The Chestnut, once dominant in these 
Central Hardwoods, is all but gone. With it, we lost 
our elk, bison, wolf, bear, mollusks, salamanders... 
And that is why the protection of what is left is so 
crucial. 

In December, the Buckeye Forest Council, with 
the help of Greenpeace and Earth Firstlers, demon- 
strated at the OSM, in opposition to a proposed 
1800-acre stripmine in the Wayne National Frag- 
ment (managed by the same Freddies who have 

brought Ohio dearcuts, oil wells, 
ORV trails a-plenty). The Wayne 
NF is the only national forest in 
the East to allow strip mining, 
due in part to the incompetence 
of the likes of the OSM and the 
Forest Service. What's worse, the 
decision to open these 1800 acres 
to mining may set a precedent 
affecting millions of acres in the 
midwestem US. 

The mining should not even 
have been an issue, because of 
the Surface Mining Control and 
Reclamation Act of 1977 (SMCRA 
or "smackra"), which prohibits 
such mining on public land. As with many of our 
half-assed, half-implemented laws, the loopholes 
pass thehuck to often inept agendes. In this case, 
SMCRA allows those with "valid existing rights" 
(VER) to hold their deeds to the minerals under the 
land. Sixteen years later, the government has still 
not rendered a definition of VER. The result is that 
the rights have been tied up in the courts and linger 
as a constant threat to public lands. 

Bdville Mining Company of Ohio possessed some 
of these sub-surface rights (wrongs). Belville's deed, 
which expired in 1989, afforded them a five-year 
extension only if they were engaged in commerdal 
mining operations between 1984 and 1989. Al- 
though the land was not mined, and the language 
of the deed was not met, OSM granted that they had 
VER and could still mine the land. The OSM under- 
went some administrative changes, and reversed the 
decision to Belville VER, but the damage was done. 


Bdville took the issue to court and won. The OSM 
appealed the decision, and with the bungling hdp 
of the Department of Justice, failed to challenge 
Bdville on the language of the deed, limiting the 
court's ability to indude vital evidence in the ruling. 
The 6th Circuit Court of Appeals noted this error, 
confirming that the mistakes of the OSM and 
Department of Injustice may seal the fate of the 
Wayne. 

In the takeover of the OSM Columbus office, we 
learned that the folks employed there ("90% of us 
are environmentalists; we don't want to see this") 
have their hands tied, and are receiving orders from 
above in Pennsylvania (after all, they know better; 
they have a distanced, more objective perspective). 
OSM's lack of control at the local level directs us to 
assume that this decision can only be part of a 
greater scheme to open up moire public lands for 
stripmining. 

The devastation of Ohio's ecosystems has come 
and gone and come again. And without much of 
anything wild left to admire, most Ohioans lack the 
vision that seems much more prevalent in the West 
The Wildlands Project is incomprehensible to most 
in our stripped, cut, and poisoned state. ("We got 
zoos, don't we?") But we struggle on. We are con- 
vinced that the abuses must stop here, and growing 
numbers (including the Sierra Club and Greenpeace) 
are uniting with the likes of us, committed to 
preserving the Wayne. 

At this point, we need to put pressure on the OSM 
and the Ohio Division of Reclamation, the agency 
that will ultimately grant the mining permit Letters 
need to be sent to Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources, Glen Kiezer, Division of Reclamation, 
Fountain Square, Columbus, OH 43224, and Office 
of Surface Mining; Department of the Interior, 1951 
Constitution Ave. NW; Washington DC 20240. For 
more info, call Whaley on the contact list. 

Update: On January 24, Ohio Earth Firstlers stormed 
the Office of Surface Mining in Columbus. Twenty-five to 
thirty chanting, singing demonstrators occupied the office 
for several hours. The occupation ended when police 
moved in and started arresting people. The Uprising is 
just beginning.

the formation of Gila Watch to scrutinize the 
agency's every move on the project, the Forest 
Service consented to prepare an Environmental 
Impact Statement (EIS). 

The "preferred alternative" in the EIS withdraws 
grazing from the high elevation country formerly 
classified as "non-suitable" — but it concentrates 
cattle in the lowlands. The EIS reduces cattle num- 
bers to 600-800 head, but it ignores the fact that 
even with the entire allotment open last year, 25% 
of the 960 cattle had to be removed in June because 
the forage was gone and cattle were beginning to 
starve. (The agency's own estimate of the carrying 
capacity of the allotment without further develop- 
ment is 300 cattle). The document is flawed by 
deliberate omissions and misrepresentation. There is 
no analysis of the 90 miles of riparian habitat that 
remain unprotected from cattle and would actually 
receive increased grazing pressure under the plan. It 
is claimed that gr azing is "improving" the Gila 
River's east Fork, when a net soil loss to that system 
has been documented, and what is actually occur- 
ring is at best a "slower rate of decline" 

The Forest Service is demonstrating that it will go 
to any length— monetary or environmental — to 
sustain grazing. The "improvements" proposed for 
the Diamond Bar would total $129,000. The fact 


that the money to implement, monitor and main- 
tain the projects just isn't there is completely 
ignored. The fact that it will take the agency decades 
to recoup its capital investment is also ignored- And 
the feet that the 
project would 
irreparably alter 
and degrade a 
wilderness 
ecosystem is 
covered up in 
skewed and 
misrepresented 
data. 

In the Gila, 
stating these 
irrefutable facts 
is viewed, even 
within the 
environmental 
community, as 
"polarizing the 
issue." To speak out as Gila Watch has done is to be 
branded "extremists" by the hand-holding Bambi- 
and-flowers-type environmental crowd, and as 
"pagan nature worshipers" by creationist cowboys 
who ride the range in $30,000 pick up trucks with 
CD players and cellular phones. The Executive 
Director of the New Mexico Cattlegrowers' Associa- 


tion produced a series of radio ads last spring which 
targeted Gila Watch. The ads exhorted listeners to 
"not tolerate third party interference" in land 
management issues and accused environmentalists 
of teaching "pagan nature worship" and working ^ 
for the "destruction of civilization." A County 
Commissioner recently revealed that local ranchers 
are buying guns and ammunition to defend "their" 

land. Kit Laney has vowed 
to "kill if necessary" to 
protect his lifestyle. 

The Forest Service has 
muddled itself into the 
middle of the fight on the 
Diamond Bar. The permit- 
tee has enlisted the help of 
the Wise Use "folks" and is 
gearing up for a lawsuit 
over numbers reductions, 
and environmental groups 
are committed to go to 
court to defend the 
wilderness. Gila Watch has 
begun extensive hydro- 
logic and biotic studies to 
refute the agency's claim 
that all is well out on the range. 

The comment period on the draft EIS is open 
until February 28. We need letters of support, 
monetary support and moral support Please contact 
Gila Watch for more information.

worth debating- 
wrenching could not be 
stopped anyway. (I'm also 
an anarchist and proud of 
it) Who am I — or anyone 
else in the movement — to 
tell someone else what to 
do? We may have the 
power of persuasion at 
times, butcertainlynotthe 
power of dictation — I don't 
want it and we shouldn't 
For the means match the 
end. 

Destruction ofmachines 
is not a violent act, as long 
as care is taken not to kill 
or seriously harm any life. 

I don't know of a single 
instance of EF! 
monkeywrenching killing 
or seriously injuring any- 
one (except the 
wrenchers) — and I think 
we would have heard. It 
has been shown that the 
Cloverdale incident was 
not an EF! spiking, despite 
the predictable media 
hoopla to the contrary. 

Things have only gotten 
worse — except that there 
is a growing awareness of 
the problems and the increas- 
ing, reactive attempts at greenwashing by the 
government We have slowed down the logging of 
andent forests, but as the spotted owl plaintiffs' 
capitulation shows, imminent "victories" can all too 'W&M 
easily slip through our fin gers d ue to inbred naive fait 

in the system. So of all the times to pull out the stops and let our full efforts roar> N 
this be it, folks.^There are very few of us and we need to have the strength and effect

Retreating into the hills after their impressive takeover of four towns in southern 
Mexico, the Zapatista Army of National Liberation dropped two power lines and 
called on their supporters to engage in other acts of sabotage. 

Unlike Earth First!, the Zapatista Army does not publish a "Zapatista Journal," 
complete with tips on how to take down power lines, and listing the names, 
addresses, and phone numbers of the activists in a "Zapatista Directory." They 
understand the difference between above ground and below ground activities, and 
they understand that the survival of the movement requires separating the two. 

Earth First! has treated monkeywrenching like a boy scout panty raid. Our failure 
to recognize the seriousness of the tactic has helped to endanger public Earth 
Firstlers, isolate and discredit our movement, and drive away some of our best 
activists. Yet there are still people in Earth First! who think that if you won't publicly 
advocate monkeywrenching you are not a "real" Earth Firstier. That the choice is 
between monkeywrenching and becoming "a society of banner hangers." 

I think these attitudes stem from a failure to analyze and 
understand our tactics. Earth First! stands for 
biocentrism, no compromise, and di- 
rect action. Direct action does 
Bfev.y. not just mean demonstra- 

tions. It means action at 
the point of produc- 
tion, designed to stop 
or slow production. 
This is in contrast 
to indirect action, 
such as elections 
and lobbying. In 
a society where 
power and elec- 
tions are just a 
facade to main- 
tain corporate 
control, direct 
action at the point 
of production is one 
of the most effective 
places we can work.

of more. You don't need to publicly condone monkeywrenching or let your 
wrenching (or your "straight" activities) interfere with the other workyou need to 
do. We just need to do whatever is most effective in the situations we face. As Lao 
Tzu said, “In action, watch the timing." 

In quite a few cases, from the Cedar River Action Group campaign in Washington 
to the ancient forest campaign as a whole, the use of the full range of tactics seems 
to have brought positive results. Why is there so much media/govemment reaction 
against monkeywrenching (including spiking)? Because they're scared of it; it 
weakens them. All they care about is money— it's what fuels their destruction. So 
monkeywrenching has a valid role to play: it ups the ante; it puts greater pressure 
on them to consider if the project being wrenched is economically or politically 
viable. In some cases, it works — usually in combination with many other tactics in 
a concerted, long-range campaign which did not organize the monkeywrenching. 

Even where wrenching is not associated with a larger campaign, it drains the 
system's energies, makes it easier for other activists to get a foothold in their attack. 
Who cares about our reputation as CD activists? The earth is at stake and the feds 
will attempt to do whatever they want to us anyway. If your group runs into 
problems because of association with monkeywrenching, change your group's 
I name, but not its commitment That has worked for many. 

As for civil disobedience campaigns, the Franklin River blockades are a good example of 
whalmust happen in this country— butweneed to get many more people involved at that 
level of risk. It will take more and better organizing and education than we have dona At 
this point we may not be able to attract enough people to remote areas to pull off that 
kind of sustained, large-scale CD, but we can try. We need to try everything that 
looks strategically effective, working together or separately — with mutual respect 


Civil disobedience and sabotage are both examples of direct action at the point 
of production. Both temporarily stop production. Both are principled and coura- 
geous. Both have been effective. And neither can work in the long run without 
public support. 

People who puttheir bodies in front of the bulldozers are depending on prevailing 
moral standards and the threat of public outrage to protect them from attack. 
Unfortunately, prevailing public opinion in this country, at least in the timber 
region, is that if sabotage is involved, they have a license to kill. Until that changes, 
mixing civil disobedience and monkeywrenching is suicidal. 

Similarly, people who put sand in gas tanks are depending on their anonymity 
to protect them from arrest or attack. They sure don't need the public spotlight that 
comes with a civil disobedience campaign. They also don't need the access provided 
for FBI infiltrators when they associate with a public group like Earth First! 

None of this is theoretical. We have 12 years of experience to back it up. How 
many more of us need to be bombed, jailed, or scared away before we figure this shit 
out? 

England Earth First! has been taking some necessary steps to separate above 
ground and clandestine activities. Earth First!, the public group, has a non-violence 
code and does civil disobedience blockades. Monkeywrenching is done by Earth 
Liberation Front (ELF). Although Earth First! may sympathize with the activities of 
ELF, they do not engage in them. 

If we are serious about our movement in the US, we will do the same. Earth First! 
is already an above ground group. We have above-ground publications, public 
events, and a yearly Rendezvous with open attendance. Civil disobedience and 
sabotage are both powerful tactics in our movement. For the survival of both, it's 
time to leave the night work to the elves in the woods.

Burson-Marsteller is one of the largest public relations firms on Earth. 
With offices in 27 countries and a list of customers that includes national 
governments and transnational corporations, B-M is an extremely power- 
ful institution. 

Let's forget for now that B-M has represented the US Army, as well as gross 
human rights violators, like Nigeria, South Korea, Romania's ex-dictator 
Ceaucescu, and the UNITA terrorists in Angola. Let's set aside for the moment 
that B-M's lobbying unit has downplayed the dangers of cigarette smoking for 
the American Tobacco Institute. Let's skip those issues and look at this firm's 
handling of the world's environment. 

Burson-Marsteller promotes an elite form of "environmentalism" that serves 
the needs of the corporate world. The main purpose of this shallow environ- 
mentalism is to make the public believe that 1) the environmental crisis has 
been exaggerated by sensationalist and irresponsible activists, and 2) that 
"responsible" environmentalists work with, and not against, the corporate 
establishment 

B-M's clients have included: 

•Union Carbide, of Bhopal tragedy feme. This corporation admits keeping files 
on activists, and alleges (in a leaked memo in 1991) that grassroots activists are 
linked to communists. 

•Exxon, which hired B-M to counter the negative publicity from the Valdez oil 
spill. 

•Babcock & Wilcox, builders of the Three Mile Island nuclear reactor. 

•A.H. Robbins, makers of the Daikon Shield I.U.D. 

•British Columbia Forest Alliance, a wise use anti-environmental group. 

•The union-busting, clear cutting, wise use movement-backing Louisiana- 
Pacific. With B-M's help, timber corporations like L-P are trying to convince 
their employees and the public that rural unemployment is caused by environ- 
mental fanatics, not by unsustainable logging practices. 

B-M was hired by Eli Lilly (a pharmaceutical company that once had 
George Bush on its board) and Nutrasweet, a Monsanto subsidiary, to 
promote the use of BGH hormone, a product of both corporations which 
Increases milk output, but has been linked to cows developing serious 
udder infections, and calves bom with birth defects. 

B-M is currently promoting Hydro-Quebec's James Bay II project, which if 
completed, will be the most destructive hydroelectric project in the history of 
North America. To promote the project, B-M flacks formed a bogus group of 
"concerned citizens", and hired a Vermont lobbying firm to neutralize the 
state's growing opposition to buying power from Hydro-Quebec. 

James Bay II is only a small part of a vast water canalization project, 
which will re-route dozens of Canadian rivers for the exclusive use of 
transnational corporations in the western US and Mexico. The legal and 
political barriers that keep this plan from being carried out will be elimi- 
nated by the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) ...and guess 
who promoted it in Washington DC? 


Yes, you guessed it 
The Mexican govern- 
ment hired B-M to 
promote NAFTA in 
the US. B-M subcon- 
tracted the job to 
William Brock's 
lobbying firm. Brock 
has been a senator, 

Republican party 
chairman, US trade 
representative, and 
secretary of labor. He 
participated in early 
negotiations of the US-Canadian Free Trade agreement, and has co-chaired the 
MTN Coalition, which "educates" the public about, and lobbies for the environ- 
mentally-destructive GATT. 

B-M's operations in Canada are directed by Alan E. GotJieb, deputy chairman 
of the Trilateral Commission, a super-elite think tank, founded by Kissinger and 
the Rockefellers, that promotes free trade as the solution to all the world's 
problems. Commission members include former EPA chief and current CEO of 
Browning Ferris Industries William Ruckelshaus, as well as top executives of 
AT&T, Chase Manhattan, CNN, Coca-Cola, Dow, DuPont, General Electric, ITT, 
Mitsubishi, Sony, and Xerox. George Bush, Bill Clinton, Warren Christopher, 
and UNCED secretary Maurice Strong are among the Commission's veterans. 

The Trilateral Commission recently published Beyond Interdependence: Meshing 
the World's Economy and the Earth's Ecology, a book that has become the capital- 
ist manifesto on environmental matters. This document argues that the aca- 
demic, political and business elites of North America, Western Europe and Japan 
are the only people qualified to save the world's environment. In an incredible 
Orwellian intellectual maneuver, the environmental crisis is used as a justifica- 
tion for a brutally undemocratic world order. 

With this sort of environmental record, it should not come as a surprise that 
Burson-Marsteller was hired by the Business Council for Sustainable Develop- 
ment (BCSD), the flagship of "green capitalism." The BCSD, brainchild of the 
Swiss multibillionaire banker and Nestle board member Stephan Schmidheiny, 
is little more than a corporate front charged with packaging hard-line capitalism 
as the only force that can save the world's environment BCSD members 
include the CEOs of Chevron, Dow, DuPont, Mitsubishi, Nissan, 3M, Shell, and 
Browning Ferris Industries as well as business interests from many countries. 

in conclusion, the powers-that-be are using PR agencies like Burson-Marsteller 
and pro-business think tanks in an all-out effort to contain the formidable 
challenge of grassroots environmentalism by co-opting it, and making it "safe" ' 
and uncontroversiaL When one hears cute expressions like "our common 
future," one should ask questions such as: Does a Puerto Rican fisherman, a 
subsistence farmer in Botswana, or a carpenter in Oregon share a common 
future with an executive of DuPont or Exxon?

This is a great victory 
for future generations.

calls of the owls. My feelings were hard to describe, like none I've experi- 
enced before. Words do not really suffice, it was a feeling that was over- 
whelming and enveloped all my senses. I can say it felt damn good; the 
mountain was safe... at least for now. 

Equally good news is that the proposed rowing venue for the 1996 Olympic 
Games has been moved from the park. This would have required major recon- 
struction of the Park's lakes, likely by blasting. The event will now be held on 
Lake Lanier north of Atlanta. The lake is one of the Corps of Engineers' infa- 
mous power-generating holding ponds, so the impact in these areas will be less 
significant Environmental problems, public opposition and projected cost 
overruns were cited as reasons for relocating this venue. 

The overall Olympic outlook for Stone Mountain Park is greatly improved. 

The original eight proposed Olympic venues have withered to only three. Plans 
for tennis, archery and cycling areas are all that remain. Of these only the tennis 
courts have been given a go-ahead by the SMMA. 

There is still much work to be done. Unfortunately the same management 
team that concocted these outrageous projects is still intact We will have to 
remain vigilant in our efforts. There's a recovery plan to implement, three 
federal candidate species to protect, refocusing future management decisions to 
put nature first, and other Olympic and master plan projects to question. We 
must also now work to legislate permanent protection for the park's designated 
Natural District, including all of Stone Mountain. 

In closing I want to thank all our new friends across the country (and 
Europe) who have written to offer support, help, and much appreciated 
advice and guidance. I also especially want to thank the Earth First! 
Journal staff for putting the word out about Stone Mountain when no 
one else would listen or seem to care.

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New Jersey Pinelands: 

Nation’s First National Reserve Needs Help

The Pinelands National Resale, comprising roughly 
1.1 million acres of southern New Jersey, was estab- 
lished to preserve a natural treasure. A relic of the last 
glacial retreat, it is one of the rarest ecosystems in 
North America. Small expanses are scattered along the 
Atlantic seaboard, with the New Jersey tract being the 
largest Relatively unpopulated and undeveloped, it 
represents the greatest hope for wildland recovery 
along the mid-Atlantic coast But like so many other 
wild places, the Pinelands is under constant threat 
from development. The agency responsible for its 
protection, the State Pinelands Commission, is power- 
less to enforce regulations governing land use in the 
region. Now there is a move to give the Commission 
the power it needs to stop those who would destroy 
this beautiful and unique area. The mining industry 
and others who stand to gain from ecosystem destruc- 
tion have mobilized against further protection for the 
Pinelands, and their voice is strong. Preservationists 
continue their push, but like the rest of the wild earth, 
time for the Pinelands is running out 

History: Natural and Otherwise 

Named the "Pine Barrens" by die Europeans because 
of its sterile and sandy soil, the Pinelands ecosystem 
comprises approximately 1 .3 milli on acres. It is a land 
of dense pitch pine and low elevation oak forests, 
dotted with sweetgum and red maple, slow-moving, 
unpolluted, tea-colored streams, cedar swamps and 
coastal marshes. Over 11,338 species of birds, mam- 
mals, plants, reptiles, amphibians, fish and inverte- 
brates call it home and today at least 578 of those are 
either endangered or threatened (not counting the 
invertebrates — no one's sure about them). The bobcat 
and the black bear have been extirpated in the area as 
a result of human activity. The beaver, once locally 
extinct due to unregulated trapping, has been reintro- 
duced successfully ‘and is now common in the region. 
The eastern coyote appears to be a newcomer and by 
all accounts is increasing in both range and population 
density. 

In the Pines, 299 species of birds have been identi- 
fied, 163 of which are local breeders. All of these 
identified species are classified by the state of New 
Jersey as either endangered or threatened, with two 
species, the bald eagle and peregrine falcon, listed as 
endangered by the federal government The coastal 
marshes of the Pinelands provide a needed stopover 
for migratory waterfowl as well as wintering areas and 
habitat for waders and raptors such as the osprey. 

The total number of amphibians and reptiles in the 
Pinelands is unusually large for an area with a north- 
ern climate. Fifty-nine species, including 18 varieties 
of snakes, 15 frogs and toads, 12 turtles and 1 1 species 
of salamanders have been identified in the Newjersey 
Pinelands. Nine of these have been listed as either 
threatened or endangered by the state, the most fa- 
mous being the Pine Barrens treefrog. 

It is the vegetation, however, which gives the 
Pinelands its distinct character. The mosaic created by 
two primary vegetation types — an upland complex 
dominated by pine and oak forests, and a lowland 
complex of hardwood and cedar swamps, bogs, pitch 
pine and coastal marshes — directly influences the 
distribution of individual species and community 
composition. In these complexes are found 580 spe- 


cies of plants native to die region, 72 of which are 
currently facing extinction. It is also here that 133 
species of plants reach the northern or southern termi- 
nus of their geographical distribution. Species like the 
blazing star and Pickering's morning glory are consid- 
ered endemic, while others like the broom crowberry 
are considered by botanists to be relict; their once 
widely distributed populations now limited to only a 
small area. ■a — 




The waters of the Pinelands are slow-moving and 
tea-colored, the result of a high tannin content Here 
run twenty "Wild and Scenic Rivers" according to the 
standards of the Newjersey Department of Environ- 
mental Protection. Within these forests of pitch pine 
and cedar bogs four major watersheds originate, re- 
charging a 17 trillion-gallon aquifer, one of the 
continent's largest. 

In short, the Newjersey Pinelands is a very special 
place. 

Yet this was not always recognized. As with much of 
the rest of the northeast, the Pinelands were plundered 
quickly following European occupation. Very little 
virgin forest remains. Parts of the forest have been 
dearcut as many as five times over the past centuries, 
with the trees going to feed the furnaces of the iron 
industry and supply the shipbuilding trade. Sand and 
gravd mining operations have been active in the 
region since the late 1 700s, supplying the raw material 
for glass manufacturers. With the settlers came roads, 
crisscrossing and fragmenting the forest But as the 
furnaces cooled and the western frontier was invaded, 
families that colonized the Pines began to leave, towns 
disappeared and the forest began to reclaim its birth- 
right 


In the early 1960s, however, civilization once again 
reared its ugly head and looked toward the Pines. The 
New York Port Authority and the Pines' remaining 
small villages saw the area as the prime site for con- 
struction of a new jetport and small city designed to 
attract a quarter of a million people . In response, local 
conservationists petitioned the federal government 
for the creation of a Pinelands National Monument. 
They didn't get exactly what they asked for. hi 1978, 
in a rare demonstration of wisdom, Congress created 
the Pinelands National Reserve, the first in the nation. 
Five years later the United Nations recognized the 
region as an International Biosphere Reserve. The 
jetport and city were never built 

The National Reserve covers 1.1 million acres of the 
Pinelands Ecosystem and is a patchwork of public and 
private lands. It is divided into a number of areas, each 
receiving a different degree of ecological protection; 
an ill-named preservation area, an agricultural pro- 
duction area, special agricultural areas, a federal instal- 
lation area, forest areas and rural development areas. 
Overseeing all this is the State Pinelands Commission 
(SPC), a state agency mandated to enforce the regula- 
tions laid down in the Pinelands Comprehensive 
Management Plan (CMP). 

The CMP is not an ecologically perfect document, 
but the government has yet to produce one. It does, 
however, contain provisions which address issues that 
many activists still only dream of having in their forest 
plans. The need for dispersal corridors is discussed in 
depth, as is forest fragmentation, and the plan man- 
dates that such corridors be maintained and fragmen- 
tation reduced to a bare minimum. It calls for the 
preservation of areas of critical ecological importance — 
watersheds, roadless areas, etc. It sets down strict 
guidelines for all resource extraction and these regula- 
tions apply equally on both public and private lands. 
Unfortunately, for all these decent regulations, the 
SPC was never given enforcement powers through the 
levying of fines or other legal action. Private industry 
had been left to follow the CMP at its leisure, and the 
land is suffering. 

In 1 9 92 Newjersey State Assemblyman Lee Solomon 
and State Senator William Gormley introduced a bill 
which would give the State Pinelands Commission the 
power to levy fines against violators of the Compre- 
hensive Management Plan. The mining industry (an- 
gered over recently being denied further expansion 
within the Pinelands) and abuse groups have mobi- 
lized against the bill, hoping to defeat it and weaken 
the SPC. 

A hearing on the issue was held on December 15, 
1993, where environmentafistsandminers facedoff in — 
what will probably be a long and heated conflict 
Christine Whitman, the newly elected governor of 
Newjersey, has declared that "the environment is not 
an issue," and it appears the bill will not receive much 
state support Although painted as a state issue, it is 
not — no more than the Alaskan wolf murders are. 
Outside support for this legislation is needed to re- 
mindNewJerseythat this is aNational Reserve and not 
a playground for locals to wantonly exploit.

here is this place. It's a mysterious 
place, where landscapes of red 
desert are side by side with tem- 
perate rainforest, where dense stands of 
giant old trees are adjacent to open pine 
savannah carpeted with native bunch- 
grass. Mountains here run primarily east 
and west in contrast to the north to 
south orientation typical of mostmoun- 
tain ranges. These mountains are made 
of rocks so old they are beyond our 
understanding of time, some more than 
200 million years old, eons to the hu- 
man mind. These old craggies, like the 
feces of some very old men, are weath- 
ered and deeply furrowed; gullies and 
ravines run in all the directions of the 
compass, with steep, nearly vertical walls. 
There are many species here, very many. 

This place has several names: the 
Kalmiopsis, the Siskiyous, the Klamath 
Knot. It is home to the most biologically 
diverse forest in the western United 
States, and is the most diverse conifer 
forest in the world. If biodiversity is the 
hallmark of the tropical rainforest, then 
surely this is the rainforest of the west, 
with more than 3,500 different species 
and subspecies of plants. This is a region 
of co-evolutionary paradox, where relict 
endemics make their last stand among 
rapidly evolving new species. Big and 
wild and vulnerable, over 300,000 acres 
of unprotected wilderness remain against 
all the odds of technological consump- 
tion. 

This place is also called National For- 
est, so the bulldozers and chainsaws 
have already taken a grim toll. While 
much has been lost forever, still more is 
wanted to feed the voracious appetites 
of the timber industry. Even though 
these mountains hold the largest unpro- 
tected roadless wilderness on the west 
coast from the Canadian border to 
Mexico, this last refuge for a tremen- 
dously varied community of life would 
be gutted under the Clinton 
administration's proposed Option 9 
logging plan. The government cares not 
at all that according to 
paleobotanists, the 
Siskiyous have been con- 
tinually vegetated for 
over 100 million years, 
isolated from the 
great lava flows of 
western North 
America and re- 
peated ice ages. The 
ancient forest, 
memory of an 
unrepeatable natu- 
ral history, is being 
put at risk by the 
vagaries of political 
compromise. 

Walking along a 
ridgeline through 
an ancient forest of 
weeping spruce, 

Port Orford cedar, and Shasta red fir, I 
think about this latest proposed plan for 
the Siskiyous. How can the world not 
seem turned upside down? In front of 
me stands a massive weeping spruce, a 
tree found in only a score of stands in 
these mountains and nowhere else in 
the world. As impressive as that indi- 
vidual tree is, consider that the weeping 
spruce as a species survived the chang- 
ing of the guard from the age of dino- 
saurs to the age of mammals. 

When reptiles ruled the earth and our 
antecedents scurried for cover, the 
Kalmiopsis was an island off the western 
coast of North America. The Klamath 
mountains, carried along with the 
continent, were moving inexorably 
north. At that time the Klamaths were

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low rolling hills and the land was cov- 
ered by a tropical forest 

The tectonic plate that the offshore 
island rode ground against the conti- 
nent and was forced beneath it, or sub- 
ducted. The island was sheared off its 
descending plate, resulting in a massive 
collision between the island and the 
North American plate. It was the 
geological equivalent of smashing to- 
gether two layer cakes, each buckling, 
twisting turning on end. Through the 
fault lines created, other rock from deep 
within the earth was forced to the sur- 
face. 

The most unusual of all the different 
types of intrusive rock was the serpen- 
tine-peridodite. Characterized by a high 
content of heavy metals and low soil 
fertility, it is a harsh base for plants to 
adapt to. In the south Kalmiopsis, one of 
these peridodite intrusions covers over 
150square miles. Known as the Josephine 
Sheet, it is the world's largest known 
body of this rock. In a land that receives 
more then 80 inches of rain a year, this 
dissected plateau is a red desert Still 
unforgiving in its soil chemistry, this 
area is the site for many of the rare and 
endangered plants found in the 
Siskiyous. 

As island and continent crashed, a 
temperate climate was replacing a tropi- 
cal one. The seasons became cooler, 
though mild and moist. By 75 million 
years ago, the tropical forest had 
retreated south. In its place grew an 
evergreen forest — giant redwoods, 
ancestral cedars, lowland firs, and 
hemlocks covered the Klamaths and 
vast stretches of the west. Primitive 
tailed frogs and giant salamanders lived 
beneath the towering canopy, archaic 
rodents calledaplodontia chewed sword 
ferns; to this day their lives continue 
much as then. For millennia the 
mountains were relatively quiet and the 
wild streams and rivers of 
r. the redwood forest 
eroded the peaks, 
melted the stone, 
wore them round. 

The regime of sea- 
sons we experience 
in this place now, 
hot dry summers 
and mild wet win- 
ters, slowly began to 
intensify about 30 
million years ago as 
a general trend, give 
or take the occasional 
ice age or xerother- 
mic period. As the 
summers grew drier 
across the inland 
empire of the west, many species includ- 
ing Port Orford cedar, pacific yew, and of 
course the redwoods, withdrew to the 
north coast side of the Klamath range, 
where they continue to thrive today. 

Increasingly dry and hot summers re- 
sulted in the steady migration of 
another forest community as theredwoods 
retreated. Moving north from the Sierra, 
drought tolerant and fire adapted forests 
of pine mixed with madrones and other 
broadleaf evergreens, occupying the low 
and midslope elevations. Many of the 
species associated with this mixed pine 
forest, such as sugar pine and Jeffrey 
pine, find in the Klamath mountains 
their most northern populations, their 
genetic edge. 



At about the same time the pines 
moved in, the Klamaths began a steady 
rise yet again, along with the Cascades. 
Similar mountain building continues 
today and is evidenced by the deeply cut 
river courses. 

With the advent of the recent series of 
ice ages, the northern boreal forest was 
pushed south. It may appear strange to 
consider a period that began some 
100,000+ years ago as recent, but here in 
these timeless mountains, it is as yester- 
day morning. Once again a community 
of life found sanctuary in the convo- 
luted ranges. Here, the ice sheets did not 
cover the land, glaciers about the peaks 
were small, and the cold mountain 
slopes provided 
the right habitat 
for spruce, true 
firandlodgepole 
pine. At the 
close of the last 
glacial phase 
about 12,000 | 
years ago, the | 
boreal forests re- 1 
treated north. In f 
sites where the I 
microclimate 
resembles that of 
the cold lati- 
tudes, you can 
still find relict 
stands of Alaska yellow cedar, silver fir, 
and weeping spruce. In the mountain 
hideaways of the Klamath Province are 
representations of every major forest 
type found in the west 

At contact, when miners arrived in the 
Kalmiopsis, they came to the junction of 
two creeks; there a band of Takilma 
people showed the newcomers the gold 
they lusted for. Settling the banks of the 
smaller creek, they named it Canyon for 
the watershed created by rock and water 
tumbling from the heights. From the 
top of Canyon Peak you can see where 
the sun sets on the Pacific, and from 
the head of the canyon falling to- 
ward the sunrise across the Illinois 
and Rogue Rivers to the distant Cas- 
cades stands the volcano Mt. 
McCloughin. Everything in view to the 
east was the home of the Takilma Na- 
tion. For untold generations they had 
lived here, but only seven years after the 
founding of the Canyon mining camp 
they would be driven from their home. 
The war thus begun has been going on 
for 140 years. The new logging plan is 
the latest battle. 

The Canyon headwaters are within 
the largest unprotected wilderness left 
inthecoastrange,the 105,000-acre South 
Kalmiopsis. On steep slopes of its tribu- 
tary streams ancient forests of pine, ce- 
dar, and fir stand as they did when the 
miners arrived. Most of the Klamaths 
have been logged now, but not here. 
However, the modem miners, the ones 
wearing the green shirts, are out in 
Canyon's ancient forest marking pieces 
to be cut down and locating where roads 
should be built And it's not only here 
that the Forest Service is planning to 
mine the wild— they also want the pri- 
meval forests of the North Kalmiopsis to 
be further reduced to so many 2x4s and 
sheets of plywood. 

The Clinton administration's logging 
plan, we are told, is based on science. 
Remarkably, roadless areas were not even 
considered during the planning. Forest

Service scientists never even looked 
at maps of what roadless wilderness 
remain. They never gave a thought to 
starting at the beginning, keeping 
the last of that memory of 100 mil- 
lion years, even though all the evi- 
dence of conservation biology tells even 
Forest Service scientists that to begin 
protecting biological diversity requires 
leaving what little is left alone. In- 
stead the Forest Service chose to take 
up where their immediate past had 
left off and call it compromise. So 
now this rugged world apart from 
saws and roads faces still another 
onslaught in the coming year if this 
is to be the final plan. 
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Canyon Creek Drainage 

Backin 1850, some of the gold-fevered 
miners that first came to the Kalmiopsis 
formed a group called "the extermina- 
tors." Their purpose was psychopathic 
and single-minded: to murder as many 
Takilma men, women and children as 
they could, and they did just that The 
same consciousness saw gold andblasted 
the earth, saw lush valley land and took 
it, saw wolves and grizzlies in these 
mountains and murdered them for sport 
and in the name of progress. That con- 
sciousness sees the remaining wild for- 
est and wants to cut it 

The miners who killed innocent people 
maybe long dead, but the consciousness 
that would exploit the last of the wild 
Siskiyous lives on in civilized bureaucra- 
cies and well-appointed board rooms. 
Walking through these forests, the 
memory of a human life seems such an 
ephemeral thing, institutional memory 
shorter still. Like the Takilma people and 
the wild mountains, do we have any real 
choice but to resist the short-term 
mindset of exploitation, of death? Howl 
for the timeless mountains, Howl for the 
wild. 

WHAT YOU CAN DO: Under the 
Clinton logging plan, the unprotected 
Wild Siskiyou would be opened to 
reading and clearcutting this year. It's 
time to expose this travesty before the 
forest falls. Come hike the Siskiyou this 
summer, before it's too late. Let the 
Forest Service know that the roadless 
Siskiyou is to stay wild.

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Austin Habitat ConservaHon Plan Defeated

In November, Austin defeated a $48 million bond issue to finance a 
Habitat Conservation Plan (HCP). Austin Earth First! found itself alone 
among area environmental groups in opposing the bonds. Why would 
we oppose raising 48 million dollars to buy 29,000 acres of habitat and 
park land for a habitat plan that Secretary of the Interior, bmce Babbitt, 
called a model for the nation? Because 200,000 acres of habitat would 
have been immediately opened to development and endangered species 
would have died in the process. 

Austin sits on the edge of two geological features, the beautiful Hill 
Country of the Edwards Plateau to the west and the Blackland Prairie to 
the east The Blackland Prarie was fertile farm land and was settled first. 
Most of itwas cleared and plowed under over a hundred years ago. All that 
remains of the original prairie is in a few graveyards dating back to the 
1800's. Luckily, the rocky soils of the Edwards Plateau discouraged 
farming, and development remained light while Austin remained a small 
town. 

But in the 1970s and 80s Austin's population doubled, and urbaniza- 
tion began to push west The Hill Country would have been bulldozed 
and paved long before endangered species were discovered on it had it 
not been for the savings and loan scandal, which turned our boom into 
a bust in the '80s. But the bulldozers of the high tech industry and some 
of the biggest developers in the country are now poised with only two 
small birds, five insects and Earth First! standing in the way of the new 
boom of the '90s. 

The Balcones Canyonland Conservation Plan (BCCP) was started five 
years ago to deal with the "habitat problem." From the beginning the 
BCCP committee viewed the plan much like one Sierra Clubber, who 
stated, "The BCCP will free developers from the straight jacket of the 
Endangered Species Act (ESA)." The committee was heavily influenced 
by the developers and politicians who made up its majority. When an 
Economic Impact Study was done by the University of Texas, it blatantly 
stated that more habitat would be developed with the BCCP than with 
no plan at all. This was seen as a plus by everyone except Austin Earth 
First! 

The BCCP would have protected less than 50% of the species habitat 
and as little as 29% in some cases. The habitat was fragmented into many 
small islands as influential developers were able to get their land left out 
of the habitat to be protected. The area began to look like Swiss cheese, 
with the remaining habitat being the holes. The proposed development 
was massive urban development — huge shopping centers, high-rise 
office buildings, subdivisions with golf courses and thousands of houses. 
Interior Secretary Bmce Babbitt saidhe saw the BCCP as a great urban park 
much like Central Park in New York City. That would be fine if we were 
trying to protect pigeons. 


They’re Dropping Like Flies! 


Toronto EFlers protest U ofT's involvement in the ML Graham project

Earth First! Toronto is celebrating! The University of Toronto's 
Astronomy Department has officially dropped out of potential 
partnership in the Mt Graham Columbus telescope project The 
action was taken after a December EF! demonstration and a press 
and letter campaign aimed at the department The reasons given 
were financial, but the groups involved here know that the depart- 
ment had received a lot of pressure from the press and the commu- 
nity regarding the project's ecological and cultural destruction. The 
quick response was exactly what we were looking for. 

So yes, boys and girls, some stories do have happy endings. Along 
with persuading U of T to drop out of the project, we have also 
educated a large number of people here in Toronto about Mt 
Graham, and our work on this issue will continue. Next, we're 
looking at contacting the other schools still considering participat- 
ing (U of Pittsburgh and Michigan State U), and persuading them to 
join U of T in scuttling the project 


The BCCP would be the only HCP in the country funded by local 
taxpayers. Not only would the habitat be opened to development, but 
taxpayers would be financing that development to the tune of $70 
milli on. The bond elections for the financing were divided in two. 
Austin's bonds for $22 million had already passed, and the county's 
bonds for $48 million were up for election on November 2nd. Environ- 
mentalists were told

cornered, the mayor 

of Austin opened negotiations with one of the major developers. The 
developer, Freeport McMoRan, owns the largest gold mine in the world, 
and their fertilizer plant in Louisiana is the worst water polluter in the US. 
Their proposed development lies in the middle of endangered species 
habitat and sits on the watershed of Austin's most sensitive creek. 
Freeport's lawyer sat on the BCCP committee and their property was left 
out of the plan. Austin environmentalists have successfully fought 
Freeport's development for four years, but now Freeport was proposing 
building almost 6000 houses and 5.7 million square feet of commercial 
space on 4000 acres. This was more than their previous proposals and 
more than city law and building codes would allow. Our County Judge 
then threatened to not put the county BCCP bond issue on the ballot if 
the city did not approve the development agreement with Freeport 
Environmentalists who supported the BCCP were now in the position of 
having to support Freeport's development to save the BCCP. They did. 

Of course Earth First! supported neither the BCCP or the agreement A 
coalition was formed with disaffected members of other groups and a 
three-month campaign was begun by occupying Austin's city hall and 
the mayor's office, where four of us were arrested for locking on to the 
mayor's chair. We then published three newsletters and distributed 
18,000 copies all over the city informing the public of the facts that the 
other groups and publications failed to mention. We testified at the 
almost nightly board and commission hearings, many of which were 
televised. The environmental community during this time was in chaos. 
Meetings became forums for public and personal attacks, many narrowly 
avoiding physical confrontation. Our coalition members were attacked 
by developers, politicians and environmentalists alike. But after three 
months, on November 2, the public defeated the bond issue by just over 
2,000 votes. Freeport's development agreement collapsed two days later. 

Although most environmentalists believed the threats that the BCCP 
was their only chance to save the habitat and would be the only plan they 
would get, a new plan was drafted within days. The new plan, almost 
exactly like the old one, has a timetable that culminates next August 
August is the first date, by state law, that a bond issue can be repeated. 

In the next 6 months, Austin Earth First! will oppose any repeat of the 
same plan and continue to push for a plan that will protect sufficient 
habitat and limit development The BCCP and other plans around the 
country are compromises forced by threat The reason they are not 
working is because of national policy. Section 10(a)(1)(A) and (B) af the 
ESA says that taking of an endangered species can be permitted for 
scientific study or if it is incidental. Only James Watt could consider the 
bulldozing ofhundreds of thousands of acres of habitat to build high-rise 
office buildings and shopping centers incidental to an already endan- 
gered species. The very first paragraph of the ESA says, "The Congress 
finds and declares that various species of fish, wildlife, and plants in the 
United States have been rendered extinct as a consequence of economic 
growth and development untempered by adequate concern and conser- 
vation." Twenty years later economic development is still untempered. 
Where is the change in environmental policy that all those recycling 
yuppies and liberals voted for a year and a half ago? 

In Austin, if the law continues to prevent the taking of private property 
to protect endangered species, we will push for building regulations on 
that land. One house per hundred acres sounds about right NO

The Oregon Bear and Cougar Coalition (OBCC) has 
launched a statewide campaign to stop bear baiting 
and hound hunting of bears and cougars. Asimilar but 
more restrictive initiative passed in Colorado in 1992. 

Currently, state law allows hunters to use these 
disgusting methods to hunt cougars and bears. On a 
typical bear or cougar hunt, a hunting guide releases a 
pack of radio-collared hounds which pursue the ani- 
mal. The hounds relentlessly chase the bear or cougar 
until eventually the frightened, exhausted animal 
climbs a tree to escape the dogs. The hunters pick up 
the radio signal on a hand-held directional antenna 
and follow the signal to its source. The trophy hunter 
then shoots the trapped animal at point-blank range. 

The proposed measure would also prohibit the bait- 
ing of bears. In this case, the hunter sets up a bait 
station by filling a 55-gallon drum with rotting meat, 
jelly donuts or candy. He then waits behind a blind or 
in a tree until a bear discovers the bait station, and 
shoots the animal as s/he feeds. Often bait stations are 
set up before the hunting season to get bears "habitu- 
ated" to the hunters' set-up. It is similar to shooting a 
caged lion in a zoo. 

The coalition is seeking volunteers to help circulate 
petitions to help circulate petitions to qualify the 
measure for Oregon's November, 1994, ballot. We 
need to gather 100,000 signatures by July, 1994.

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On December 10, 1993, the 
Biodiversity Legal Foundation filed 
a petition to list the Alexander 
Archipelago Wolf under the En- 
dangered Species Act Native to 
theislandsandmainlandofsouth- 
east Alaska, the wolf resides in the 
old-growth forests, and depends mostly on Sitkablack- 
tailed deer for its prey. 

Unrestricted hunting, logging, and roadbuilding 
have decimated the population. Although the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game doesn't know what the 
population is, it estimates that about 50% of the 
population is killed each year, mostly by hunting. This 
reductionis especially harmful to isolatedisland popu- 
lations, which may only contain a few individuals. 
The Tongass National Forest plans to reduce old 
growth stands in the area by 60-70%. 

Both the wolf and deer are dependerit 
on old growth. Deer are especially 
vulnerable in winter, when clear cuts 
are blanketed in snow, eliminating 
their source of foraged food. Second 
growth is also inadequate, because 
the dense canopy admits no light, 
and thus there is little undergrowth. 

The wolf is also much more vulner- 
able in heavily roaded areas, and can- 
not survive in areas with more than 
.58 km of road per square km, but the 
Tongass National Forest plans 1.55 
km/square km. This will allow hunt- 
ers and trappers to destroy more 
wolves than can be replaced each 
year.

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"The demand for raw logs by Asian countries is 
increasing. With much of the forest of the Pacific 
Northwest either destroyed, on the cutting block, or 
protected as spotted owl habitat, raw log exporters 
have set their sights on the northeast The volume of 
trees that these new exporters are hoping to ship to 
Asia is outrageous, and far outweighs the amount that 
present [New England] timber companies cut" — 
quoted from the Fall issue of the revolutionary ecologi- 
cal journal, Alarm. 

On November 26, 1993, several individuals from 
Massachusetts Earth First! decided to drop by the office 
of Cambridge Trading Services, Inc. (CTS) (a company 
involved in raw log exports) to express their outrage 
with CTS's president, Lawrence Meyers. 

Our anger was due to Larry's willingness to destroy 
New England forests for a quick buck. In an August 22 
story in the Boston Globe, Mr. Meyers stated that 
environmentalists need not worry about new log 
exports because New England's ports are too small to 
handle the shipping of large quantities of logs. So how 
large is large? Does a two-story nearly half-mile pile of 
raw logs sitting near the docks of Portland, ME, qualify 
as large? Apparently not according to Mr. Meyers. We 
however, beg to differ, and wished to express this 
personally to Mr. Meyers at his office in Boston. 

As we arrived at CTS, the building was surprisingly 
quiet. We saw not a soul, but the front door was open 
so we invited ourselves in. Checking the directory in 


the lobby, we read the listing "Cambridge Trading 
Services, Inc. - 4th floor." 

Reaching the 4th floor, we still encountered no pne. 
As we approached the CTS's office things got a bit 
disappointing. The office was apparently closed for 
the day. Damn! Though slightly discouraged, we were 
still determined to send a message. The "present" we 
brought (which we had hoped to deliver in person), a 
gift-wrapped package of sawdust, somehow began 
leaking its contents onto the carpet We're still not 
quite sure how this could have happened. But as we 
examined more closely, we noticed saw dust had also 
accidentally spilt in the elevator, and in the 
bathroom. ..and in the hallway. ..and in the 
stairway... and in front of the directory... and in the 
lobby. Truly a strange phenomenon! Things then got 
even weirder. A few of our six-legged forest friends, 
apparently having hitched a ride via our "present", 
began crawling out of the box (obviously through the 
same hole through which the sawdust had spilt) and 
started merrily frolicking in the hallway, showing 
their outrage as only a field cricket can. At this point, 
seeing that we would obviously have to come back 
another day to chat with Larry, we made our exit 
And so ends this chapter in the continually evolving 
tale of groves, greed and gluttony. Stay tuned till next 
time when we return to Cambridge Trading Services, ;

A Colorado state representative has plans to restruc- 
ture the Colorado Wildlife Commission and the Divi- 
sion of Wildlife (CDW), respectively the state's wildlife 
policy-making and implementing bodies. The pro- 
posed changes would mandate protection of biological 
diversity and endangered species as the agency's high- 
est priorities. 

The Division of Wildlife and the Wildlife Commis- 
sion have traditionally catered mainly to hunters. Far 
more pernicious is the agencies' hidden commitment 
to ranching interests. Three of the eight current wildlife 
commissioners have direct ties to the ranching indus- 
try, and four former commissioners were ranchers. 

The Commission has been adamantly fighting wolf 

and grizzly bear re- 
covery in Colorado 
for twelve years. 
Last year, the Divi- 
sion of Wildlife gave 
$36,600 to Animal 
Damage Control 
(ADC) to massacre 
predators. Just as 
bad, the Division 
has evolved an en- 
tirely passive ap- 
proach to habitat 
protection and en- 
dangered species re- 
covery; where po- 
tential conflicts oc- 
cur with ranchers, 
very little gets done. 

To make CDW accountable to different ideals, State 
Representative Dorothy Rupert, of Boulder, has intro- 
duced the Colorado Wildlife and Biodiversity Protec- 
tion Act The bill would reduce the number of ranchers 
on the Wildlife Commission; end "depredation" pay- 
ments to ranchers whose livestock are killed by preda- 
tors on public land; end payments to ranchers whose 
hay is eaten by elk in cases where their public land 
permits are rated in "poor condition" (overgrazing on 
public lands is often the reason elk are forced onto 
private lands to eat); end state payments to ADC; and 
eliminate local predator and rodent control boards. No 
longer would ranching interests form the foundation 
of the Division of Wildlife's institutional culture. 

Rupert's bill also mandates state endangered species 
habitat designation and protection, the main element 
in the Endangered Species Act (ESA) lacking in Colo- 
rado statutes. The act instructs the state to intervene in 
the federal land management planning processes to 
protect habitat The bill also gives the state agency 
jurisdiction over plants and invertebrates, in order to 
recognize the relationships within an ecosystem and 
provide protection for imperiled species before a fed- 
eral ESA listing becomes necessary. 

The act is based on a proposal drafted by Sinapu, 
Colorado's wolf reintroduction group. While elements 
of Sinapu's proposal did not make it into the final 
legislation, the bill is still a tremendous step in the right 
direction: a reformed agency, and real ecosystem pro- 
tection based on protecting the elements that make up 
an ecosystem. Unfortunately, the bill will first have to 
pass the Colorado House Agriculture Committee, domi- 
nated by guess which industry... 

What you can do: If you live in Colorado, contact 
your state representative and senator at the State Capi- 
tol, 200 E. Colfax, Denver, CO 80203. Write letters to 
editors of local papers in support of the bill. If you live 
outside Colorado, write letters to the Rocky Mountain 
News, 400 W. Colfax, Denver, CO 80204, stating that 
with this bill, Colorado has the opportunity to take a 
leadership role in protecting biodiversity.

Editors' note: In May of 1990, Judi Bari and Darryl 
Chemey were on their way to a Redwood Summer organiz- 
ing meeting when a bomb exploded in Bari's car in Oak- 
land, CA. Although it was clear that the bombing was an 
attempt on their lives, die Oakland Police and FBI imme- 
diately arrested the two, accusing them oftransporting the 
bomb. Charges were never filed, but neither OPD nor die 
FBIhaveeverinvestigatedthebombingas an assassination 
attempt. Bari and Chemey have since filed a civil rights 
lawsuitagainstbothagendes. This is the first of a two-part 
series. Part two will appear in die next issue. 

I knew it was a bomb the second it exploded. I felt it 
rip through me with a force more powerful and terrible 
than anything I could imagine. It blew right through 
my car seat, shattering my pelvis, crushing my lower 


COINTELPRO 

The events surrounding the 1990bombing can only 
be explained in the context of COINTELPRO, J. Edgar 
Hoover's Counterintelligence Program to "disrupt, 
misdirect, isolate and neutralize" radical groups in the 
US. The techniques of COINTELPRO include infiltra- 
tion, surveillance, agents provocateurs, disinformation 
campaigns, fake documents, and framing or assassi- 
nating political leaders. 

The FBI operation against Earth First! in Arizona was 
a classic example of COINTELPRO tactics (see Mark 
Davis' articles in the last two EF! Journals). Agents 
provocateurs infiltrated the group and misdirected 
them into doing an action that they would not have 
done on their own. The FBI also attempted to frame 
Dave Foreman, and certainly succeeded at neutraliz- 
ing him as a spokesman and inspirational figure in 
Earth First! 


The Uzi Photo 

The effort to disrupt Ukiah Earth First! and paint me 
as a terrorist began in November, 1988, a year and a 
half before the bombing. At that time, a man named 
Irv Sutley came to Ukiah to attend an abortion clinic 
defense that I had organized in coalition with Ukiah 
Earth First! and other local groups. We were truly 
outrageous at that demo, singing our new song, "Will 
the Fetus Be Aborted" to the Operation Rescue thugs. 

I knew Irv, although not well, from my earlier work 
in the Central America movement in Sonoma County. 
Irv was traveling with a good friend of mine, and after 
the demonstration we all went back to Darryl's house. 
We talked about our recent successful blockade of 
Cahto Wilderness, in which I had been arrested for 
vehicular trespass. We smoked dope and fantasized 
about imaginary actions, including creating an oil spill 
in our pro-oil congressman Doug Bosco's back yard 


backbone, andleavingmeinstantlyparalyzed. Slumped 
over in my seat, unable to move, I couldn't feel my legs, 
but desperate pain filled my body. I didn't know such 
pain existed. I could feel the life force draining from 
me, and I knew I was dying. I tried to think of my 
children's faces to find a reason to stay alive, but the 
pain was too great, and I couldn't picture them. I 
wanted to die. I begged the paramedics to put me out 
I woke up in the hospital 12 hours later, groggy and 
confused from shock and morphine. My leg was in 
traction, tubes trailed from my body, and I was abso- 
lutely immobile As my eyes gradually focused, I made 
out two figures standing over me They were cops. 
Slowly I began to understand that they were trying to 
question me. "You are under arrest for possession of 


The man in charge of my case at the FBI was Richard 
Held, director of the San Francisco FBI office. Held has 
a 25-year-history as one of the principle operatives of 
COINTELPRO. He is known for producing fake docu- 
ments, including death threats and insulting letters 
and cartoons, and sending them back and forth be- 
tween different factions of the Black Panther Party in 
order to terrorize or enrage the leaders and destabilize 
the group. Held was personally involved in the fram- 
ing of Black Panther Geronimo jijaga (Pratt) and 
American Indian Movement leader Leonard Peltier, 
both of whom have been in jail for decades for crimes 
that they did not commit I cannot describe the cold 
terror of waking up in the hospital, crippled for life, 
and finding out that Richard Held was accusing me of 


swimming pool. 

After a while, Irv opened the trunk of his car and 
showed us that he was carrying a modified Uzi 
submachine gun, which he told us was legal. We took 
turns posing for photos with the gun, laughing and 
trying to look tough. Irv placed the gun in my hands, 
showed me how to hold it, and arranged it so my Earth 
First! shirt was clearly visible. 

About a month later, unknown to me at the time, 
the Ukiah Police received a copy of the photo of me 
holding the Uzi, along with a letter from an anony- 
mous informant. The letter combined half-truths and 
outright lies to make me look like a terrorist. It read: "I 
joined Earth First to be able to report illegal activities 
of that organization. Now I want to establish a contact 



explosives," one of them said. And even in this devas- 
tated condition, my sur- 
vival instincts kicked in. 

"I won't talk to you with- 
out a lawyer, " I mumbled, 
and drifted back into un- 
consciousness. 

Now, three and a half 
years later, even the FBI 
has given up on saying 
that Darryl Chemey and 
I bombed ourselves. They | 
slandered us all over the 
national press, declaring 
us guilty of transporting 
a bomb they knew had 
been used to try to kill us. 

But in the end, they were 
unable to produce any 
evidence against us, and 
the district attorney re- 
fused to press charges. 

Last month, the US 
Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco turned down 
the FBI's third attempt to 
squash Darryl's and my 
lawsuit against them for 
false arrest and civil rights i 

violations. In addition, the House Subcommittee on 
Civil and Constitutional Rights has recently begun a 
congressional probe into the FBI's role in this case. 
Through these two venues— the lawsuit and the con- 
gressional subcommittee, we have gotten access to 
Oakland Police photos, reports, and depositions, and 
gained the release of 5,000 pages of FBI files on the 
case. As we peel back the layers of lies and deception, 
we can begin to reconstruct what really happened. I 
have had plenty of time now to ponder die magnitude 
and the horror of this attack. And I think it's important 
for all Earth First! activists to know this story.

to provide information to authorities. The leader and 
main force of Earth First in Ukiah is Judi Bari.

The letter went on to offer to set me up for a 
marijuana bust The police were instructed to 
take out a coded ad in the local newspaper if 
they were interested. They were and they did. 
Around that time, Irv Sutley called me up and 
asked me to sell him some marijuana. But while 
I may have been stupid enough to pose for joke 
photos with an Uzi, I was not stupid enough to 
sell marijuana. I refused to get him the dope, 
and I was not busted. 

The Uzi photo did not go to waste, though. 
Shortly after the bombing, the Ukiah Police 
released it to the press, and it was printed in all 
the large mainstream newspapers as "proof" 
that I was a terrorist

The FBI claims to have discontinued COINTELPRO 
after this exposure. Yet in the bombing case I find not 
only the resurgence of COINTELPRO, but also the 


Timber Industry Violence 

ibins During the years leading up to the bombing, 

Earth First! in Northern California had grown 
steadily in both size and prestige. We were everywhere, 
blocking log trucks, sitting in trees, protesting at the 
mills, or taking over the Board of Forestry dressed as 
animals. We saved Cahto Wilderness, we saved Trout 
Creek. By 1989, during Earth First! National Treesit 
Week, we were able to pull off 6 strong actions in one 
week in the Redwood region, with local watershed 
groups providing support and EF!ers showing up to 
block logging in a new location each day.

Meanwhile, side by side with the Earth First! work, 
we were building alliances with progressive timber 
workers to oppose the corporations. We formed IWW 
Local #1, affiliated with the radical Wobblies union, 
and started signing up timber workers and represent- 
ing them in workplace issues. We publicly denounced 
the timber corporations, not only for their treatment 
of the forest, but also for their treatment of their 
employees. We were getting too popular, and the 
timber industry had to put a stop to it. 

Increasingly, violence was 
being used as a means to 
repress us on the front lines. 

We were punched, shot at, 
and run off the road with 
log trucks, while the local 
police turned their heads 
and refused to intervene, ar- 
rest, or prosecute our attack- 
ers. The timber industry 
thought this was hilarious. 

When EF!er Greg King was 
knocked to the ground by a 
chainsaw-wielding logger at 
a demonstration in June, 

1989, Maxxam executive 
Dave Galitz sent the follow- 
ing memo to CEO Charles 
Hurwitz: "Enclosed is an ar- 
ticle on Chemey and King's 
latest stunt. As soon as we 
find the home of the fine 
fellow who decked Greg 
King, he has a dinner invita- 
tion at the Galitz residence. " 

The problem for big tim- 
ber was to be able to con- 
tinue the attacks on us with- 
out gaining public sympathy for Earth First! This was 
done, with the help of the highly cooperative press 
and local police, by creating the myth that both sides 
were violent. For example, in August, 1989, my car was 
rammed from behind, Karen Silkwood style, by a log 
truck that we had blockaded less than 24 hours earlier. 
My car was totaled, and three of us Earth First! activists 
and four of our children ended up in the hospital with 
minor injuries. The police refused to investigate it as 
anything but a traffic accident, and the press refused to 
print the proven fact that the truck driver was the same 
one we had just blockaded. 

Finally, months later, we were able to get this charge 
included in a small article buried on page B-3 of the 
Santa Rosa Press Democrat. Two days later, front page 
metro headlines screamed, "Slashed Tire Leads To 
AttemptedMurder Probe. " A log truck had gone off the 
road when it blew a tire, and the owner claimed that 
the inside of the tire had been slashed. 

Fake Documents 

But by the spring of 1990, it was getting harder and 
harder to discredit us. We had put out a national call 
for people to come to Redwood Summer. Student 
Environmental Action Coalition (SEAC) had publi- 
cized it to students all over the country, and it was 
becoming clear that we had both the support and the 
infrastructure to pull it off. We hadpublidy renounced 
tree-spiking. We had called for non-violent demon- 
strations in response to timber's repeated attacks. And 
we had formed an alliance with Seeds of Peace and 
other peace activists, so that we could really make it 
happen. 

Around this time, things started to get crazy. Fake 
press releases, containing the Earth First! logo but 
definitely not written by us, appeared in our commu- 
nity, distributed by the big timber companies. "We are 
in a 'war' with the north coast timber companies," 
read one of them. "We intend to spike trees, 
monkeywrench, and even resort to violence if neces- 
sary." Another, called "Some Thought On Strategy," 
rambled on incoherently about sabotage, randomness 
and invisibility. But they misspelled Darryl's name, 
and got my home town wrong. 

These false documents were widely distributed to 
timber workers and to the local press, who treated 
them as genuine despite their incredible inaccuracies 
and our repeated denials. Louisiana-Pacific distributed 
the fakes to millworkers at a mandatory meeting held 


on-the-dock at theis Sonoma^dp mill. At that meet- 
ing, according to a grievance filed by Pulp and Paper 
Workers Union Local 49, plant manager Fred Martin 
encouraged employees to intimidate environmental- 
ists by going to meetings and sitting down next to us 
"with rolled up sleeves, wearing work boots and hard 
hats." 

Maxxam also distributed at least one of these false 
press releases to out-of-town newspapers after they 
had privately acknowledged that it was a fake. In an 
internal company memo dated April 18, 1990, execu- 
tive Dave Galitz wrote, "Endosed is a flyer with the 
Earth First! logo, however, as Darryl's name is mis- 
spelled, we are not sure who 
put it out" One week later, 
on April 25, columnist Rob- 
ert Morse wrote in the San 
Francisco Examiner that he 
had just received this obvi- 
ously false press release in 
the mail from Maxxam. 
"Things are getting pretty 
weird up there, " wrote Morse. 
"Not only are trees being 
dearcut, but dirty tricksters 
are turning them into fake, 
press releases." ‘ - • 

But for all his dty sophisti- 
cation, Morse was right on 
the bandwagon with theoth- 
ers when I got bombed one 
month later. He wrote a col- 
umn ridiculing our claim of 
nonviolence, without realiz- 
ing that he was being influ- 
enced by the very 
disinformation campaign he 
had just exposed. 

Another fake document 
making the rounds right be- 
fore the bombing was a 
phony "Earth First! Terrorism Manual," distributed by 
the anti-environmental hate group, Sahara Club. In 
their April, 1990, newsletter, they printed a diagram of 
how to make a bomb, claiming it was from an Earth 
First! manual. Of course, this was false, but by saying 
it was from Earth First! the Sahara Club managed to 
simultaneously distributeinforma- 
tion about how to make bombs, 
while mating hatred against us 
and associating us with explosives 
in people's minds. 

Through this disinformation 
campaign, the timber industry was 
doing their best to erode our cred- 
ibility. But it's not as if we didn't 
help them along with some of our 
own mistakes. The worst of these 
was in March, 1990, when Darryl 
went on 60 Minutes and told 10 
million viewers, "If I had a fatal 
disease, I would definitely strap a 
body bomb to myself and blow up 
the Glen Canyon Dam, or the 
Maxxam building, at night after 
everyone had gone home." Darryl, 
who has never even pulled a sur- 
vey stake or lit a firecracker, would 
never really do anything like that 
He just wanted to get on TV. But 
that's why COINTELPRO works so 
well. They don't just make up what 
they say about you. They take your 
real weakness — in EF!'s case a ten- 
dency to brag about and exagger- 
ate monkeywrenching — and turn it into something 
that will destroy you— in our case, an image of EF! as 
a domestic terrorist group. 

Death Threats and Destabilization 

Along with the disinformation campaign that pre- 
ceded the bombing, there was also a destabilization 
campaign, designed to terrorize us and distract us from 
the organizing work that needed to be done. The most 
obvious form of this was the death threats we received 
starting in April of 1990. There were dozens of them, 
ranging from the truly terrifying photo of me with a 
rifle scope and cross-hairs drawn over my face, to the 
absurdly comical computer mail merge threats, sent to 
each EF! contact in our area. 


Unlike -the-violence on file fronMines, I never 
believed these threats were coming from unconnected 
individuals. For one thing they all came around the 
same time, and I have never received death threats 
before or since. Also, they were too good, often includ- 
ing artistic touches like hand-drawn logger boots or a 
hangman's noose. But there is other evidence that at 
least one of these threats was written by a professional. 

"Judi Bari, get out and go back where you came 
from," read the threat "We know everything. You 
won't get a second warning." It was typed on a manual 
typewriter, and when we compared it to the informant 
letter that had been sent to the Ukiah police along with 
the photo of me with Irv Sutley's Uzi a year and a half 
earlier, we discovered that they matched. The style of 
typewriter, the irregularities of the individual letters, 
and the format in which the addresses were typed all 
looked the same, even when we enlarged the type on 
a document analysis machine. 

The fact that one of the death threats matched a 
letter written by a police informant who had been 
conducting surveillance on me for a year and a half is 
not proof in itself that the FBI was involved in the 
death threat campaign. But matching letters are cer- 
tainly reason to investigate, and the FBI's refusal to do 
so makes me even more suspicious of them. We 
publicly handed the two matching letters to the FBI, 
and declared that Irv Sutley was the probable author. 
The FBI assured us they would investigate, but in my 
entire 5,000 pages of FBI files, neither the matching 
documents nor Irv Sutley's name appears even once. 

Not all of the threats we received were in writing. 
Wise Use Movement activist Candy Boak, leader of the 
Maxxam front group Mother's Watch, was a specialist 
at this type of harassment I remember her calling me 
on my home phone as soon as I got back from a 
Redwood Summer organizing meeting. She told me 
she had been watching us, and accurately described 
the people at the meeting and the cars they were 
driving. Then she said, "Me and my husbandjohn are 
coming over to visit you this weekend. We know 
where you live, over there in Redwood Valley." 

I tried to ignore the death threats, but it was getting 
hard to concentrate. I was scared for my children. I 
considered going underground. I took the written 
death threats to the County Sheriff, but Lt Satterwhite 
just told me, "we don't have the manpower to inves- 
tigate. If you turn up dead, 
then we'll investigate." I 
went to the County Board 
of Supervisors and com- 
plained about this treat- 
ment by the Sheriff's of- 
fice. But Supervisor 
Marilyn Butcher re- 
sponded, "you brought it 
on yourself, Judi." 

Besides the death 
threats, there were other 
forms of des tabiliza tion. 
At one of our Redwood 
Summer planning meet- 
ings, a man who was brand 
new to the group and un- 
known to any of us jumped 
up and got in my face 
when I suggested that we 
organize collective child 
care. "Hey,it'snotmyfault 
your old man ditched you 
andleftyouwiththekids!" 
he shouted. I had to be 
physically restrained to 
keep from decking him. 
Later I realized I was being 
baited into a fight which would have discredited our 
call for non-violence. People just don't say things like 
that in real life. 

Weirdness was everywhere. On Earth Day 1990, an 
expert team of EF! tree climbers had been planning for 
months to climb the Golden Gate Bridge and hang a 
huge banner in protest of the corporate greenwash. 
The night before, to the climbers' surprise, three power 
lines were cut down in Santa Cruz. We thought it was 
great at die time, and I, naively thinking I was safe 
because I was not involved, even told the press that the 
people who did it were heroes. But the communique 
taking credit for the power lines was signed "Earth

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English Tree Bulldozed 
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^ by Alec Smart, Black and White and Green 

Defiant Tree-dwellers Stumped 

A 250 year old chestnut tree on George Green, in Wanstead, England! 
that was occupied for a month by environmental campaigners (see Y ule 
'93 Journal) has been bulldozed. The tree lay in the path of a scheduled 
six-lane motorway link section. The chestnut tree, given legal status 
recently as a temporary dwelling in an unprecedented court action, 
became a symbol of nature defying the concrete highway construction 
juggernaut 

Rings Around the Tree 

On the the morning of December 7, two hundred demonstrators 
gathered around the tree in anticipation of a massive police eviction 
operation. The assortment of seasoned activists, environmentalists and 
local residents were tipped off to expect the police army, who arrived in 
16 vans with motorcycle escorts at 5:15 am. 

150 security guards, 200 police and 15 
High Court Sheriffs turned up to enforce a 
High Court order giving George Green, a 
public common, to the Department of 
Transport. 

The demonstrators linked arms and 
danced and sang, forming a ringtaround^. 
the tree to protect it. Police tried for an 
hour before breaking through this ring, 
and they in turn established their own 
cordon around the tree, four human chains 
enveloping it 

Some protesters were already in the tree's 
upper readies, chained to the branches, 
and another three broke through police 
lines and dambered up to join them. 

Cherry-Picking with the Metropolitan Police 

Police reinforcements arrived to provide an escort for a cherry-picker. 
As it was being maneuvered towards the tree, people began to obstruct 
its path by laying down in front of it. Five schoolgirls also joined in. 
They, like the rest of the demonstrators, were viciously punched and 
kicked by the police. One woman was run over by the cherry picker. 
Becky Lush, of the 'Dongas Tribe', (a group of full-time campaigners 
from the M3 motorway construction on Twyford Down, Hampshire) 
was taken by ambulance to a hospital. A security guard who fell over in 
front of the ambulance had his legs broken, and was similarly hospital- 
ized. There were eight other serious injuries sustained throughout the 
day, along with scores of bruised and bloody-nosed demonstrators. 

A BBC journalist asked a policeman if the violence was necessary. "I 
don't know" was the studied reply. Chief Superintendent Stuart Giblim 
remarked defensively: "Our job is to back up the sheriff. How they (the 
protesters) are removed is not our responsibility." 

There were 1 6 arrests for Breach of the Peace, all later released without 
charge. Another two were arrestedfor Threatening Words and Behavior. 
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250 Years Splintered to a Stump 

The muddy ground on George Green had to be flattened by a 
bulldozer to allow the cherry-picker to gain access to the tree. This in 
turn was hindered by a protester who Kryptonite-locked onto it 
Protesters couldn't be plucked from the tree's branches easily. Sheriff's 
officers had to saw through the chains of shackled tree-sitters, and cut 
the branches from around them. 

Some were removed quite easily, others put up a determined struggle. 
A police superintendent was splashed with a bucket of fecal excrement 
which poured down from the chestnut tree. By 1:20 PM the last tree- 
dweller had been hauled-off. 

All the trees on George Green had "Spiked" spray-painted on them to 
deter chainsaw operators from felling them; however, a mechanical 
digger was used to reduce the 250 year old chestnut tree to a sorry stump. 

Herbaceous Audacious 

Motorway minders then turned their attentions to the 4 other trees 

on the green that were similarly squatted. 

Dominic Herbaceous-Border was the last 
tree-dweller to be evicted after a ten hour 
operation involvingthe combined force of 
over 400 police and security guards. He 
described his removal from the last tree: 
"Police came up the ladder. There were 
only 3 or 4 points in the tree that I could 
stand on. This forced me onto one branch. 
I held onto my hammock. I tried to be as 
polite as possible to the guy on the tree 
with me. Then they got their 'Mr. Fixit' up 
in abulldozer bucket He tied arope around 
my ankles, and strained it around some 
beams. Used them like a fulcrum, tryingto 
pull me out of the tree. The Sheriff tried to 
snap the small branch that I was clung onto. If I hadn't submitted 
graciously I would have had broken thumbs. I was dragged down the 
ladder, which wasn't much fun." 

Resistance Continues 

Residents neighboring the Ml 1 construction are registering an official 
complaint citing police brutality throughout the tree eviction. 

160 houses have been squatted in the path of the planned motorway 
link road. Demonstrators are determined to stay put Recently, a whole 
streetful of their cars had windows smashed and panels dented by what 
appears to have been a construction worker or supporter armed with an 
iron bar. At the same time, the chestnut tree (then still standing witla 
three residents) was firebombed, severely burning all the tarpaulins and 
sleeping bags. Occupants escaped unhurt. The road builders are deter- 
mined to have their motorway.

Mitsubishi Tied to 
MacMillan-Bloedel 


Chopstick Factory 
Eating BC Forests 



A series of articles appearing in the Times Columnist newspaper in 
Vancouver has disclosed links between Mitsubishi and MacMillan- 
Bloedel, the target of Clayoquot Sound protests. Both companies 
confirmed that Mitsubishi purchased an order of 350,000 board feet 
of old growth red cedar and sitka spruce cants (squared off logs) from 
MacBlo's Queen Charlotte Islands logging operation. 

Mitsubishi Canada Ltd., a subsidiary of Mitsubishi Corporation, 
exports 3 million board feet of cants and whole logs from British 
Columbia, according to Shaw Tamura, Manager of MC's Lumber 
Dept Companies like MacBlo regularly regularly sell some of their 
highest quality wood in this partially manufactured form to compa- 
nies in Japan, the US and elsewhere. Because of its extensive logging 
rights, MacBlo often enters into selling and trading arrangements that 
are not publicly disclosed, making it difficult to trace where the 
wood is going without going to the mill and talking to the mill 
workers. 

The export of cants is especially controversial because cants are so 
clearly equated with the export of jobs. It is commonly believed that 
if British Columbia were to process the logs completely and ship the 
final product instead, it could reduce logging pressure on its forests 
while increasing jobs. 

Mitsubishi's and MacBlo's continuing assault reveals their utter lack 
of concern for remote northern communities, for the ecology of our 
boreal forests, rivers and wildlife, and for the health and survival of 
indigenous peoples like the Big Stone and the Lubicon. 


RAN has j ust released a report on the logging practices of Mitsubishi's 
Canadian Chopstick Manufacturing Company. The report concludes 
that CCMC wastes 85% of the harvested aspen, has failed to meet 
contractual obligations to utilize the waste, has not met original 
estimates of economic return to the community, is threatening the 
aspen genetic pool through "super-hy-grading" of the species, and 
poses new environmental threats if its allowable cut is increased. 
CCMC obtained a 20 year forest license in the Fort Nelson, BC area. It 
produces 7-8 million pairs of chopsticks per day — a product designed 
to be used once and thrown away. The company claims to be the largest 
disposable chopstick factory in the world. The British Columbia Ministry 
of Forests reports that CCMC has applied for a dramatic increase in its 
allowable cut Acknowledging that its 'residue' is too high, CCMC 
contends that a larger cut is needed to attract a plant that could utilize 
the waste. CCMC is trying to attract Louisiana Pacific (L-P) to establish 
such a plant L-P operates a plant in nearby Dawson Creek, which local 
residents claim is directly connected to increases in health problems. 
In the United States, L-P was fined $11.1 million (U.S), the second 
largest civil penalty ever, for under-reporting of toxic emissions from 
14 similar plants. In 1990, L-P paid a $2.9 million fine for dumping 
millions of gallons of untreated waste daily into the Pacific Ocean; 
more suits are pending. Michael Marx, who conducted die study for 
RAN, says "CCMC is a metaphor for the very worst of the forest 
industry."

More than 1,000 Ecuadorian Indians 
marched from their villages deep in 
the Amazon rainforest to an ARCO 
exploratory well in Villano to demon- 
strate their opposition to the oil-drilling 
project. The indigenous people form 
part of the Indigenous Organization of 
Pastaza Province (OPIP). They say 
before ARCO broke off communica- 
tions, OPIP had stressed their deter- 
mination to participate in an assess- 
ment of the project's environmental 
and social impacts, and demanded 
that ARCO sit down at the table for a 
serious dialogue. OPIP also pointed 
to ARCO's devastating seismic re- 
search in the area, designated by the 
Ecuadorian government as "Oil Block 
10," in which an independent commis- 
sion found that 372,000 trees were cut 
for seismic lines and helicopter land- 
ings. 

OPIP, oneofthemostwidelyrespected 
Indian organizations in the Amazon, 
has been in existence since 1979, and 
represents 130 Quichua and Shiwiar 
communities of Pastaza province. 
In April, 1992, OPIP made history 
when 2,000 indigenous people marched 
300 miles from the Amazon to the capi- 
tal, Quito. As a direct result, then Presi- 
dent Rodrigo Borj a recognized the com- 
munities' rights to more than one mil- 
lion hectares of traditional rainforest 
lands. 


Tensions between ARCO and OPIP 
have run high since ARCO helped spawn 
a new indigenous organization, the 
Independent Intercommunitarian 
Directive of Pastaza (DICIP), which it 
says represents the communities closest 
to the exploratory wells. ARCO sup- 
ports DICIP by giving food and a 
monthly payment to the leaders of 
about $550 (US) per month. Using divi- 
sive tactics from the worst of colonial 
times, ARCO sent a small plane with 
goods and roast chickens to share with 
the members of DICIP. 

According to Oscar Alvardo, spokes- 
person for OPIP, ARCO is involved in "a 
dirty game., .designed to break the unity 
of OPIP, corrupt the communities, and 
break up the land base of the Quichua 
people of Pastaza." He added "We are 
saying very clearly to ARCO that we will 
stand up to their attempts to buy the 
hearts and minds of our people." 

Aware of the indigenous mobilization 
and fearing a takeover as well, ARCO 
arranged for the total militarization of 
the area in which the well was being 
drilled and reinforcement of the mili- 
tary post already set up in Villano by 
additional armed military. This included 
a company of anti-subversive soldiers 
armed for combat, who were flown in 
airplanes paid for by ARCO. 

This military presence was meant to 
protect the well and impede the assem- 


bly. The indigenous representatives were 
searched, and any objects the military 
considered arms, including rifles, 
machetes, knives, lances, etc. were 
confiscated. 

Despite the military harassment, 
the OPIP representatives of 20,000 in- 
digenous people of Pastaza, legitimate 
owners of these territories, 
carried out the assembly 
which lasted until Decem- 
ber 18. 

The march to Villano, the 
assembly developed there, 
and the release of the 
Declaration of Villano, 
represent the beginning of 
the struggle of the Quichua 
and Shiwiar peoples of 
Pastaza in defense of their 
communities, the environ- 
ment, and biodiversity of 
file territories. 

It is crucial'. that Ecuadorian and US 
government officials, as well as officers of 
the company, be notified that ARCO will be 
held responsible for all consequences of the 
destruction of the Amazon rainforests and 
the harassment of the area's indigenous 
people. 

A new round of oil licensing by the 
Ecuadorian government planned for 
January, 1994 has heightened tensions, 
since the government is proj ecting three 
new oil blocks in Pastaza, meaning that 


800,000 hectares of indigenous lands 
will be directly affected by oil drilling. 
OPIP is calling for a fifteen-year morato- 
rium on new oil leasing.

Irreplaceable Natural Forest Under Destruction 

The Norwegian Society for the Conservation of 
Nature (NNV) and its youth branch Nature and Youth 
(NU) urge international environmental organizations 
to react against the deforestation of an irreplaceable 
wilderness area about 50 kilometers to the north of 
Oslo. 

Felling started in December in Skotjemfjell, one of 
the forests most deserving of preservation nationally.

A Costa Rican government agency has decided not 
to approve an Environmental Impact Study which 
would have okayed the construction of Ston Fores tal's 
wood chip mill in the Osa Peninsula. Ston Fores tal 
Costa Rica is a subsidiary of the Stone Container 
Corporation of Chicago. On December 13, the Envi- 
ronmental Impact Study Commission of the Costa 
Rican Ministry of Natural Resources, Energy and 
Mines (MIRENEM) stated that it has partially rejected 
Stone's study on the impact of a wood chip mill and 
port facility in the pristine Osa forest and Golfo Dulce 
marine environment The chip mill is to be fed by 
Ston's gmelina tree plantations in order to supply 
paper and cardboard for markets in the US and Asia. 

Although environmentalists are pleased that 
MIRENEM did not accept the report; they want the 
commission to recognize this area as a critical biologi- 
cal corridor between two national parks. Hidden 
within the annex of the EIS was a section specifically 
on the importance of the Los Mogos forest, the chip 
mill site, and how it serves as a natural corridor for 
animals to travel between Esquinas and Corcovado 
parks. 

According to Ecotec SA, author of the study, Los 
Mogos has several endemic species of trees and en- 
dangered birds. The study states that the chip mill 
and other development will adversely affect the flora 
and fauna and disrupt its function as a biological 
corridor. 

The proposed chip mill's 24 hour operation would 
increase truck traffic to over 180 tracks per day. The 
traffic, air and noise pollution and widening of the 
road will create a barrier making it extremely difficult 
for animals like jaguars, monkeys and tapirs to travel 
between the two protected forests. 

"Many environmental groups have invested time 
and resources in protecting the Osa peninsula, which 
is considered the jewel of Costa Rica, and they are not 
going to let it be ruined by Ston's chip mill," said 
Pamela WeBner, Greenpeace tropical forest campaigner. 


"This attempt by Stone Container is in line with 
their lack of respect for the regulations of Latin 
American countries and their desire to circumvent 
regulations that protect natural resources. " said Oscar 
Fallas, executive director of the Association of Costa 
Rican Ecologists. 

Stone Container has publicly stated that it is moving 
operations to Latin America in order to avoid compli- 
ance with the U.S. Endangered Species Act "Stone 
believes they can manipulate Central American 
governments andbusiness interests, but they underes- 
timate many people in these countries who will fight 
to protect the environment," said Randall Hayes, 
Executive Director of the Rainforest Action Network.

The endangered marbled murrelet, an elusive sea- 
bird, was delivered its latest threat on November 30, 
1993, when Maxxam's Pacific Lumber Company filed 
a Timber Harvest Plan to annihilate one of the largest 
ancient redwood groves left unprotected today. Lo- 
cated just north of Carlotta, CA, the 450-acre Allen 
Creek Grove contains old growth up to 800 years old 
and eight feet in diameter. It is also one of six old- 
growth groves slated for protection by HR 2866, Con- 
gressman Dan Hamburg's "Headwaters Forest Act" 
currently in the Agriculture Committee of the US 
House of Representatives. 

The Allen Creek logging 
plan, THP 1-93-513, was writ- 
ten by Maxxam forester Ray 
Miller, who admits that 
murrelets reside within the 
plan area. Miller nonetheless 
fabricates and proposes a new 
and biologically unfounded 
"Marbled Murrelet Silvicul- 
ture Prescription, " abbreviated 
MAMUSP, the alleged goal of 
which is to "provide high 
quality forest products while 
leading to the conservation 
and knowledge of the MAMU 
[marbled murrelet] , whilepre- 
serving key habitat." What a 
bunch of BS! 

Mr. Miller goes on to justify 
his "alternative silviculture prescription" by arguing 
that the plan's goal would not be met by his company's 
standard forestry methods (i.e. selection, dearcutting 
etc.) . Since we know that the standard methods do not 
in any way inhibit the extraction of "forest products," 
it is clear that Maxxam's own forester is citing the lack 


of murrelet protection inherent in traditional forestry 
to justify his creation of the MAMUSP. Miller is basi- 
cally admitting that his company's standard practices 
harm an endangered seabird. This is it, folks, straight from 
the horse's mouth! Miller's statement also contradicts 
Maxxam's current argumentin court thattheir "selective" 
cutting of Owl Creek Grove did not lead to a "take" of 
the bird. No, Maxxam, you can't "take" your murrelet 
and eat it, too. 

The primary protective measure in the MAMUSP is 
a no-cut circle with a radius of 40-60 ft. around each 
identified "potential murrelet nest tree." Sarcastic 

seasoned activists have 
dubbed these no-cut circles 
"raven feeding stations" be- 
cause of the murrelet preda- 
tion that will inevitably fol- 
low the opening of the forest 
canopy surrounding their 
mossy nests. 

The plan also proposes cut- 
ting of 30-40% of the trees 
surrounding the minuscule 
uncut circles. Considering 
Maxxam's policy of short- 
sighted profit maximization, 
we can be sure only the small- 
est trees will remain. The re- 
sultwouldnot even resemble 
the Allen Creek forest of to- 
. day. Excepting the laughably 
small murrelet nesting areas, 
an occasional, isolated tree would stand in the bare, 
dry, compacted soil crossed with logging roads and 
tractor "skid trails." A skid trail, being wide, steep and 
eroding, isn't even remotely reminiscent of a trail in 
any traditional sense of the word. Eight years of Earth 
First! forest activism in the Headwaters Forest area was 
provoked by such ecosystem devastation. 


All this, of course, is coming from the same corpora- 
tion that vehemently insists in court, contrary to 
enormous unrefutable evidence, that their 1992 
Thanksgiving Owl Creek Massacre (see Yule '92 EF!J) 
left the marbled murrelet unscathed. It is also the 
corporation that relentlessly butchered the ancient 
redwoods of Murrelet Grove in 1990 as countless 
murrelets frantically circled, relinquishing their nests 
to the chainsaw in panic. 

Curiously, the Allen Creek plan also strategically 
includes significant acreage proposed for "no-cut" on 
the edge of the 471-acre plan area. You might ask, "If 
they're not going to cut it, why is it included in the 
plan?" Well, it's because Mr. Miller deems the no-cut 
area mitigation for any "impact," meaning environ- 
mental damage, the rest of the plan might cause. It's as 
if Maxxam considers their decision to temporarily 
spare existing habitat from the axe as making up for 
the damage caused by nearby habitat loss, no matter 
what the effect of such destructive logging. 

Consistent with the unfortunate haste of Timber 
Harvest Plan approval at the California Department of 
Forestry (CDF), the public comment period on the 
Allen Creek plan expires as early as February 1. Since 
the agency, instead of enforcing existing law, fluctu- 
ates its policy with changing politics, we have a chance 
of affecting the plan's approval. We must send CDF a 
flood of articulate, heartfelt letters to show them that 
Allen Creek is a grove of great import to us all. 
Meanwhile, the Environmental Protection Informa- 
tion Center (EPIC) continues the Owl Creek lawsuit 
resulting from the 1992 Thanksgiving Massacre and 
prepares for a strong lawsuit for Allen Creek Grove to 
stop Maxxam's latest outrageous affront to nature.

Red Mountain Protesters Tried

A beautiful crimson sunrise, and a 
deep rose and lavender colored sunset 
on the trial day for 10 protesters charged 
with blocking a Forest Service road in 
the Red Mountain timber sale last July 
only reminded me of the fragile beauty 
of the snow-covered, craggy mountains 
and forests that ring the lovely San Luis 
Valley (Ed note: see Mabon '93 issue of 
die Journal for full report of Red Mountain 
actions). Somehow, the powerful and 
gorgeous beginning and ending to this 
day only made the events of this trial 
more painful, thinking of these great, 
wild spruce-fir forests on the horizon, 
and the threats to them from the log- 
ging this group of folks courageously 
tried to stop. 

The protesters lost their court battle, 
and were found guilty of blocking that 
road to Red Mountain— although it was 
never proven in court that the Federal 
Marshall who made the arrests ever saw 
any of the protesters actually blocking 
any logging vehicles, or any other ve- 
hicles or machinery, from using this 
Forest Service road. Found guilty, al- 
though it was never proven that the 
Federal Marshall ever saw anyone as- 
semble the rock and wooden barricade 
on the road, and even though the judge 
based his ruling upon the completely 
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contradictory and questionable testi- 
mony of two completely contradictory 
and questionable witnesses — including 
one who admitted that the other tried 
to drive over the protesters repeatedly 
with his logging truck. Guilty despite 
the fact that the rights of the forest, the 
plants and the animals were never dis- 
cussed, nor was it shown how the log- 
gingin a roadless area such as Red Moun- 
tain would block and interfere with the 
movement of every animal that lived in 
this forest Only the blocking and inter- 
fering with the movement of the log- 
gers was considered in this trial. 

Once again, no one to speak for the 
trees. Or the grizzly. Or the goshawk. Or 
the boreal toad. When the judge ruled 
that the closure order he imposed in the 
RedMountain sale area was necessary in 
order to protect the safety of the loggers 
and the protesters, no one mentioned 
that the safety of the forest wildlife was 
threatenedbythisentireloggingproject, 
and that the real closure needed would 
be a closure order prohibiting logging in 
roadless areas of old growth forest here. 
What about the safety of the trees?? 
Why only closure orders to protect hu- 
mans?? 

Despite the injust rulings in this trial, 
there were moments of justice. The pro- 
testers spoke eloquently on their be- 
half— and on behalf of file forest 


Several of the protesters read poems 
and acknowledged continuing the tra- 
ditions of Thoreau, Martin Luther King 
Jr., and Gandhi. 

They reminded the judge of the words 
of Thomas Jefferson, warning that the 
greatest threat to a democracy was when 
its citizens do nothing. 

The voice of the forest came through 
these people — and it rang strong and 
true. They spoke from the heart, and 
told the court why they were at Red 
Mountain, and why it needed protec- 
tion. They told about Forest Service de- 
struction of the last of Colorado's an- 
cient forests — and they spoke for all the 
forests. 

After the trial, I took a long walk in the 
afternoon sun along the fields of the 


Alamosa Wildlife Refuge. Seeing agolden 
coyote lope across the road, his full coat 
glistening in the late afternoon sun, and 
watching a great blue heron lift off from 
a cattail marsh into the deep blue sky, 
gliding across the wide open fields, I 
gave a grateful prayer of thanks, for the 
spirit of the wild, and for those willing 
to defend it. 

Ed. note: In total the Red Mountain cases 
resulted in 8 convicted, 7 dismissed (includ- 
ing Dave the Logger, who cracked under 
prosecutorial pressure and testified against 
his fellow defendants), 4 guilty pleas, 1 
acquittal, 1 no contest, and 1 warrant. Most 
received fines of $250 and were sentenced to 
24 hours community service. Treesitterjoni 
Clark received a 30-day jail sentence, which 
she is appealing. 


' BATS LIKE OLD GROWTH FORESTS' 

by Forest Guardians 

New research on forest bats in Arizona shows that eight of nine species studied 
roost in woodland snags, and not caves as previously thought. 

The study, conducted last summer by Bat Conservation International, the 
Forest Service, and Arizona Game and Fish Department, used radio transmitters 
to discover that most bats roosted underneath the flaking bark of standing dead 
trees in old growth forests. One species, Myotis evotis, preferred to roost in the 
trades of rocks found on the ground. 
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Will Headwaters Finally Be Saved? 



In 1986, when four young activists studied maps and 
set out to find the “Dark Forest of Northern California,” 
they uncovered the world’s largest unprotected ancient 
redwood forest. The hikers named the ancient redwood 
grove Headwaters for its location at the highest reaches 
of Salmon Creek and Little South Fork Elk River, which 
flow into Humboldt Bay. In these coastal watersheds, the 
majestic giants thrived for thousands 
of years unaffected by the birth of 
Christ and the arrival of Columbus. 

The ancient redwoods lived with 
black bears, fog larks and prehistoric 
tailed frogs. In 1986, the 2,000 year 
old trees were owned by Pacific 
Lumber Company, and their value 
attracted corporate predator Charles 
Hurwitz, CEO of Houston’s Maxxam 
Corporation. 

In the corporate world, outside 
the towering calm of Headwaters, 

Maxxam leveraged $750 million in 
junk bonds to buy out Pacific 
Lumber (PL). To pay off the junk 
bond debt, Maxxam raided the work- 
ers’ pension fund and hastily began 
liquidating PL’s 196,000 acres of for- 
est land. Almost overnight Maxxam 
transformed PL’s selective logging 
policy into one of clearcutting the 
last of their ancient redwoods. 

Environmental activists engaged 
in diverse strategies to protect these 
remnant forests from the corporate 
saws. Earth First! staged protests to 
awaken the public to the plight of the 
redwoods. Citizens took a wrench to 
the bureaucratic wheels by attending 
Board of Forestry hearings, reviewing 
logging plans and drafting initiatives 
to reform California forestry policy. Meanwhile the 
Environmental Protection Information Center (EPIC), a 
small grassroots organization, began a litany of lawsuits 
against Maxxam for violating environmental laws — tem- 
porarily protecting the groves until the moment was ripe 
for legislation to ultimately preserve Headwaters. 

Now in 1994, eight years of direct action, court bat- 
tles, ballot initiatives, public demonstrations and legisla- 
tive efforts are culminating in a promising bill to protect 
up to 44,000 acres of the redwood ecosystem. On August 
4, 1993, north coast Representative Dan Hamburg (D- 
Ukiah) and Pete Stark (D- Oakland) introduced the 
“Headwaters Forest Act” (H.R. 2866) based on a visionary 
proposal of local activists. The bill, now supported by 
105 cosponsors, proposes that Congress enter into nego- 
tiation with “willing sellers” to transfer 44,000 acres to 
the Six Rivers National Forest, starting with wilderness 
designation of the 3,000-acre pristine Headwaters Grove. 
Future Congressional action would appropriate funds or 
arrange a land trade. 

The Headwaters Grove is at the heart of the remain- 
ing redwood ecosystem, and forms the core of this 
wilderness bill. To understand the significance of pro- 
tecting the entire Headwaters Forest, it is important to 
understand the diversity of the coastal low-elevation 
forests and the political history of the “Timber Wars.” 

The original two million-acre coast redwood ecosys- 
tem extended from Big Sur to southern Oregon. Today, 
after 130 years of logging, over 96 percent has been 
destroyed. The remaining old growth lies in California 
state parks, Redwood National Park and in the hands of 
private timber corporations. Maxxam owns the largest 
stands of unprotected redwoods, and their liquidation 
practices threaten the survival of this ecosystem. 


Diverse habitats still exist in Headwaters Forest, including 
lowland riparian forests, ancient redwood forests, upland 
prairies, oak woodlands, residual old-growth and second 
growth stands. As the original redwood ecosystem 
becomes more fragmented, species dependent on old- 
growth, like the Northern spotted owl, Olympic salaman- 
der, tailed frog and the marbled murrelet face extinction. 

The marbled mur- 
relet is a rare, elusive 
seabird that flies inland 
to nest on mossy limbs of 
ancient trees. It is 
plunging towards 
extinction due to gill-net 
fishing, oil spills, and pri- 
marily the destruction of 
its nesting habitat from 
logging. Headwaters 
Forest is one of the 
bird’s three known nest- 
ing areas in California. 

Yet the importance 
of Headwaters goes 
beyond individual 
species. It represents an 
otherwise extinct land- 
scape, a redwood sur- 
vivor isolated by 50 
miles of logged-over 
land between Redwood 


National 
Park to the 
north and 
Humboldt 
Redwoods 
State Park 
to the 
south. It is 
a link with 
the Earth’s 
ancient 

past and a seedbed for future recovery of the redwood 
ecosystem. 

The fate of Headwaters has been controversial 
since Maxxam took over PL and tripled the cut to pay 
off the corporation’s junk bond debt. When forest 
activists started to protest Maxxam’s hostile takeover 
and liquidation practices, virtually no one outside the 
company knew what those lands contained. A vigorous 
independent mapping project soon revealed the pris- 
tine Headwaters Grove with pure streams, deep alluvial 
soils and some of the tallest, oldest trees on earth. Also 
uncovered were several small ancient redwood 
“islands” including Owl Creek, Shaw Creek, Allen 
Creek, All Species Grove and Elkhead Springs. 

Activists matched Timber Harvest Plans (THPs) with 
aerial photographs of old-growth to determine which 
areas were slated for logging. In 1987 Earth First! 
occupied All Species Grove and did tree sits and road 
blockades to stave off the destruction and publicize the 
situation in the redwoods. 

EPIC and Sierra Club successfully sued Maxxam to 
prevent a clearcut in the heart of Headwaters Grove. EPIC 
was already known for their watchdog litigation and a 


precedent setting ruling (EPIC v Johnson! which estab- 
lished that cumulative impacts must be considered in 
reviewing THPs. EPIC eventually won its first case 
against Maxxam, and over the next six years sued 
Maxxam, California Dept, of Forestry, the state Board of 
Forestry, Dept, of Fish & Game, and US Fish and 
Wildlife Service in a total of eight cases halting logging 
on over 1,500 acres of virgin redwood forest. EPIC’s liti- 
gation program has temporarily protected the remain- 
ing groves of old-growth redwoods while permanent 
protection is pursued through legislation. 

In 1990, lobbying organization Forests Forever 
qualified a bond initiative for the California ballot 
which authorized funds to purchase the Headwaters 
Grove. The initiative was narrowly defeated after a 
huge smear campaign funded by the timber industry. 
Simultaneously, Earth First! called “Redwood 
Summer,” a campaign of nonviolent direct action 
involving over 3,000 protesters, which helped to bring 
international attention to the redwood crisis. 

In the spring of 1993, Congressman Stark intro- 
duced legislation that would have imposed a 75% sev- 
erance tax on the “mining” of old-growth redwood. 
Stark testified, “Maxxam Corporation has been looting 
the redwood holdings of Pacific Lumber Co. from the 
day it took over the company in a corporate raid. This 
legislation will protect the legitimate interests of the 
American public in the remaining unprotected red- 
wood forests.” The legislation never passed out of 
committee. 

The current

However, Maxxam 
claims that they 
are only a “will- 
ing seller” of 4,500 acres which includes the Headwaters 
Grove and a surrounding buffer zone. Hurwitz wants half 
a billion dollars for land that he acquired through 
junk bonds and a Texas Savings and Loan scandal. 
State and federal environmental laws limit the 
potential to log these ancient forests. As Hamburg 
testified, “Price negotiations must establish a real- 
istic value based on the actual ability to harvest.” 
Earth First! and other activists advocate a Debt for 
Nature Swap for Hurwitz’s failed S & L debt to 
American taxpayers. 

It is urgent that we tell our legislators that we 
support strong protection of the redwoods of 
Headwaters without rewarding Maxxam. If 
Congress settles for a small acreage and pays an 
exorbitant price for the Headwaters grove, 

Maxxam will profit from the acquisition of 
Headwaters; and the environment, species diversi- 
ty, and rural economy will be impoverished by the 
compromise. Regardless, the Headwaters Forest 
Act, H.R. 2866, is our best hope for permanently 
protecting this non-renewable ecosystem. May the 
ancient trees of Headwaters forever stand tall! *

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Biological Diversity of 
Headwaters Forest 

A diversity of habitats exists within the Headwaters 
Forest including lowland riparian forests, ancient red- 
wood forests, upland prairies, oak woodlands, residual 
old-growth, and second-growth stands which are home 
for a variety of animals, plants, and micro-organisms. 
Among mammals are the California black bear, Pacific 
fisher, mountain lion, coyote, black-tail deer, flying 
squirrel and red tree vole. Birds include the Northern 
spotted owl, marbled murrelet, osprey, goshawk, and 
migratory and resident songbird populations. 

Amphibians include Pacific giant salamander, tailed frog 
and Olympic salamander. Anadromous fish runs of steel- 
head, trout, coho and other salmon complement resident 
fish populations. Coast redwood, Douglas fir, grand fir, 
western red cedar, Pacific yew, western hemlock, 
madrone, red alder, tan oak, California bay laurel and 
vine maple provide a multi-layered canopy. Salal, huck- 
leberry, salmonberry, oxalis, trillium, and numerous 
ferns blanket the forest floor. Old-growth forests contain 
mychorrizal fungi, invertebrate species and micro-organ- 
isms that are not found or equalled in cutover lands. 
Many of these species are federally and/or state listed as 
endangered or threatened, and others are candidates for 
listing. 



Marbled Murrelet 


The threatened Marbled Murrelet is a small seabird 
which flies inland to nest on the mossy limbs of old- 
growth trees. During the past century California’s mur- 
relet population dropped from 60,000 to an estimated 
2,000 to 8,500 individuals. Pacific Lumber’s ancient 
redwood groves in Humboldt County are one of three 
remaining nesting areas in California. Currently PL is 
developing a Habitat Conservation Plan that would per- 
mit a “take” of the threatened species. Biologist C.J. 
Ralph states, “I have seen no bird as closely tied to a for- 
est type. They are entirely dependent on old growth.” 
According to Ralph, the murrelet's breeding success rate 
in California is too low to keep up with mortality, and 
the probability of extinction is high. According to 
wildlife biologist Kim Nelson, "The location and habitat 
characteristics of the Headwaters Forest, coupled with 
the fact that little suitable habitat remains in the his- 
toric range of the species in California, make the acqui- 
sition and preservation of the Headwaters Forest key to 
the survival and recovery of the murrelet in California."

Owl Creek embodies the transition from lowland redwood forest to upland prairie and 
butte. Giant redwoods and Douglas fir provide habitat for federally listed threatened 
species including marbled murrelets and spotted owls. Since 1989, half of the 900 acre 
grove has been logged by Pacific Lumber (PL). What remains of the northern half of the 
grove is now protected because of a recent victory by EPIC in the CA State Court of Appeals. In 1992 PL 
illegally logged twice in the southern part of Owl Creek in defiance of the Board of Forestry conditions 
that they conduct valid murrelet surveys. The two clandestine logging operations went unprosecuted by 
state and federal regulators. EPIC filed a federal lawsuit, Marbled Murrelet v. Pacific Lumber against PL 
for violating the Endangered Species Act (ESA) by logging in Marbled Murrelet nesting habitat. The fed- 
eral lawsuit is the first challenge of the ESA over private logging practices in California and is part of a 
national effort to uphold the ESA. EPIC anticipates receiving a federal preliminary injunction which will 
hold off further destruction of the grove until the merits of the case are heard in July, 1994. 


Little South 


CDF approved an Elk River Timber Company Timber Harvest 
Plan to clearcut 155 acres of mature second growth redwoods on 
Fork Elk River nor -^ ern boundary of the Headwaters Forest. The grove on 
the Little South Fork of the Elk River is beginning to recover 
old-growth characteristics and provides an important biological corridor and buffer zone for 
the ancient Headwaters Grove. EPIC successfully negotiated an agreement to delay the cut- 
ting schedule in order to allow time for acquisition under the Headwaters Forest Act. 


Coho Salmon Northern Spotted Owl 



During the Headwaters Forest Act hearings Dan 
Hamburg submitted written testimony from fisheries 
biologist Dr. Peter Moyle who maintains, “Streams in the 
Headwaters Forest area are important habitat for anadro- 
mous fishes, especially coho salmon.” Moyle estimates 
that 5 to 10 percent of the remaining wild coho salmon 
in California spawn in these drainages. The federal gov- 
ernment is currently considering listing the coho 
salmon as a threatened species. 50 years ago an estimat- 
ed 200,000 wild coho salmon spawned in California 
streams, a number that Moyle says has been reduced by 
97 percent. Moyle concludes, “These figures demon- 
strate the exceptional importance of the streams in the 

areas protected by the 

Headwaters Forest Act.” 
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The final element in the Clinton administration’s pre- 
ferred Option 9 for the forests of the Pacific Northwest 
will be the publishing of a Sec 4(d) Endangered Species 
Act (ESA) rule affecting nonfederal lands within the 
range of the Northern spotted owl. U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service (FWS) wants to relax federal prohibi- 
tions against “incidental take” of Northern spotted owls 
on private lands. According to the ESA, it is unlawful to 
“take” an endangered or threatened species. 

Take means to “harass, harm, pur- 
chase, hunt, shoot, wound, kill, 
trap, capture or collect.” In 
California 45 percent of the 
threatened spotted owl live in 
mature forests on nonfederal 
lands. In order to achieve 
recovery of the Northern spot- 
ted owl it is impera- 
tive to protect the 
species on both public 
and private

Who is Charles Hurwitz 
and why is he destroying our forests? 

Pacific Lumber - “Happy Mill Town” 

Founded in 1869, Pacific Lumber Company promoted long-term strategies for maintaining both 
the forest and jobs, demonstrated by selectively cutting only the mature trees, generously funding 
the employee pension fund and reducing the work week instead of laying off personnel when the 
demand for timber dropped. Pacific Lumber was effectively debt free and held more ancient 
redwood forests than all other lumber companies combined. 

Maxxam Corporation’s Junk Bond Buy-out 

In 1986, Maxxam floated $660 million in junk bonds through Drexel Burnham Lambert to take 
over Pacific Lumber. Michael Milken orchestrated the takeover and has since been convicted of 
securities related felonies. Charles Hurwitz, CEO of Maxxam, pressured stockholders into selling 
their shares and commenced liquidating over $400 million in assets including the welding and cut- 
ting division, PL’s San Francisco office building, and the employee pension fund, depriving retired 
workers of their economic security. Hurwitz visited Scotia and enlightened timber workers about 
the meaning of the Golden Rule: “He who has the gold rules.” He tripled the cut, decimating PL’s 
16,000 acres of virgin redwood and Doug fir. If logging continues at its current pace, all of PL’s 
ancient forest and the endangered species that live there may be gone by the turn of the century. 

How to Get Rich Quick 

Recent restructuring by Maxxam suggests that the company may be preparing PL holdings for a 
federal buyout. Hurwitz split Pacific Lumber into two companies: Scotia Pacific Holding Co., 
consisting of 179,000 acres of PL’s cut-over lands with $385 million of debt; and the new Pacific 
Lumber which was to own the town of Scotia, the lumber mills, and all the old-growth forest 
holdings including Headwaters, with a $235 million junk bond debt. At the last minute, Hurwitz 
created a third company, Salmon Creek Corporation, to control 6,000 acres including Headwaters 
Grove and 3,000 acres of surrounding buffer zone. It appears that Salmon Creek with the most 
valuable holdings carries no debt at all. Now Hurwitz is demanding “fair market value” for the 
Headwaters Grove. Congressman Hamburg says that Maxxam's high price-tag doesn't reflect 
"the reality of the state and federal laws that restrict opportunities to log the grove." 

Debt for Nature and Jail for Hurwitz! 

There is a direct connection between the Savings and Loans scandal and the clearcutting of 
California’s ancient redwoods. According to John DeWitt of Save the Redwoods League, 
"Hurwitz still owes the FDIC and depositors, with this whole savings and loan that went defunct in 
Texas [United Savings Assoc.], $548 million. Hell, he'd have a steal if the FDIC forgave him the 
debt and said he won't go to jail if he donates Headwaters to the federal government." The bank 
collapsed and the redwoods are still crashing. Even the FDIC alleges that Hurwitz's bank owes the 
taxpayers a minimum of $548 million for misappropriating depositors’ funds. Meanwhile the 
Headwaters Forest Act is moving through Congress with support from the Clinton administration 
and 105 Congressional representatives. Citizens are concerned that Hurwitz could receive federal 
dollars for the ancient redwoods before he has paid back his S& L debt of $548 million, which is 
close to the amount that Hurwitz is asking for the Headwaters Grove. The solution is clear: Debt 
for Nature. Please write the FDIC and encourage them to act on the claim against Hurwitz’s 
United Financial Group.

Sierra Club's PR Disaster

It would seem obvious that Bill Arthur, Northwest Regional Director of the Sierra 
Club, would want to provide a good example of sustainable forestry and go beyond 
the state requirements for a selective cut on his own land. He did not In fact, by the 
time cutting was finished on Arthur's 10-acre parcel, only 10 percent of the trees 
remained and the environmental community was left with an unrivaled PR 
disaster. 

Bill Arthur grew up in northwest Montana and eastern Washington, where his 
family operated a logging and Christmas tree business. He inherited a 42-acre parcel 
of land along the Pend Oreille River in northeast Washington, bordered on three 
sides by the Colville National Forest. The entire 42 acres was logged in the early part 
of the century. By the time Arthur first cut it, the area was a second growth forest 
with abundant Douglas fir, ponderosa pine, white fir, and cedar. He logged eight 
acres of the parcel twelve years ago and used the money to put himself through 
graduate school. 

A Sierra Club member for 20 years (ten as a volunteer and ten as paid staff), he 
spoke on the first panel during the 1993 Clinton-Gore Forest Summit Echoing the 
vice-president of Weyerhaeuser (the tree exporting company!) he told Clinton, "I 
have nothing against log exports, I just prefer finished wood exports." This 
infuriated grassroots activists who see exporting as just one more way for the forest 
industry to make a fast buck at the expense of forests and workers. 

In December of 1992, Arthur sold the timber rights on ten acres to one of the 
northwest's chief log exporters, Global Pacific Forest Products, for $ 10,000. Global 
uses phone banking, offering a lot of money to entice private woodlot owners to 
sell. Nonetheless, Arthur claims to have chosen Global over a local mill because he 
thought it unlikely that second growth fir and pine would be exported. Besides, the 
local mill hosted then-President Bush in a campaign against reinstatement of the 
Endangered Species Act 



The permit for the sale called for the removal of 70 percent of standing timber 
volume, an estimated 85,000 board feet The sale conformed to all the Washington 
Department of Natural Resources requirements, including taking out all "mer- 
chantable timber," but leaving two "wildlife trees", two seedling trees and two 
downed trees per acre. A total of 150 trees of any type, including seedlings, saplings 
and whips (tall, thin, spindly trees) were to be left behind on the ten-acre cut None 
of the logging occurred in a riparian zone; in fact, the eight to ten acre parcel was 
chosen for its flatness and distance from the river. 

Steve James was one of the loggers hired by Global to cut Arthur's land. He knew 
the owner of the land was a member of the Sierra Club so he saw this as a chance 
to leave a nice looking stand of trees. James was proud of the amount of fir and pine 
left behind. "My wife said it looked like a park," he recalled. But Global sent him 
back with another logger to take more trees, and James was amazed Arthur would 
allow it According to James, Arthur had a hands-off approach; not once was he seen 
on the logging site and he was completely unaware of several 270-year-old cedars 
that were taken out It didn't take long for James to find out that Bill Arthur wasn't 
just a Sierra Club member but the Regional Director. James decided to contact Ken 
Kohli, spokesman for the Intermountian Forest Products Association, a forest 
industry lobby group, and predictably Kohli took the ball and ran with it 

In early December the story of the environmentalist who cut his own land was 
in every paper in the northwest and even The New York Times. Ken Kohli and his 
cohorts easily used it to their advantage, claiming Bill Arthur, the Sierra Club, and 
environmentalists in general were indeed a hypocritical bunch, as the forest 
industry claimed. In southern Oregon, a cafe owner taped the story to the counter 
for all to read, and certainly that wasn't the only place where the "joke" was shared 
with the morning gossip. "It's a total disaster of shame and embarrasment for the 
Sierra Club," said Tim Hermach of Native Forest Council. "Arthur obviously does 
not and can not represent our environmental concerns. He sounds and acts no 
better than the forest industry." 

If the Sierra Club considers the job done on Arthur's ten acres a responsibly 
harvested selective cut, forest advocates have a lot to worry about The forest 
industry refers to 70 percent removal as a moderate clearcut, so the Sierra Club's 
claim that Arthur's 90 percent removal is "selective" seems laughable. Oddly 
enough, Sierra Club staffer Mark Lawler admitted that a true selective cut would take 
out only 20 to 30 percent 



Dear Ms. Demeanor:

Miss Demeanor responds: 

Dear Ms. O Pedia: 

Oh my, this is a distressing pickle 
indeed, but it is very important not to 
behave in an unseemly fashion, no 
matter how tempting that may be. 

Imagine this dreadful scenario: you 
arrive for a cheery baby shower, beam- 
ing at the expectant parents and pre- 
senting them with a decorated box of 
condoms. You see your friends frown, 
then purse their lips into a forced smile 
more like a sneer. You try to recover, 
falsely explaining that the condoms are 
a gift for the child, an investment in the 
future, like a savings bond. Even your 
most politically incorrect friends would 
know that human genitalia take more 
than a decade to mature. Such an epi- 
sode could only end in your embar- 
rassed departure, hopefully unharmed. 

Likewise, encouraging your friends to 
allow their babies to decay into compost 
would not be well-received. Certainly 
you would no longer be invited to din- 
ner. Once all your friends have ignored 
your advice about birth control, it's best 
to acknowledge the new being gurgling 
on your lap. Personally, I enjoy the 
company of children, as long as they're 
not my offspring. 

I recommendyouinform your friends 
as I do — discreetly and politely of 
course — about an utterly marvelous 
adaptation of marmosets, small mon- 
keys who live in Central and South 
America. Only one female in each band 
has offspring, but all community mem- 
bers of both genders raise the babies 
collectively. Other adult females in the 
band do not even ovulate (for the brainy 
set, you can explain that the process is 
called ovarian suppression). 

This topic provides an excellent intro- 
duction for remindingyour friends with 
babies, and those contemplating the 
future of their gametes, that it is only 
polite to share. 


When this information went public, Arthur was accused of having a conflict of 
interest, publicly dismissing log exports while selling his own timber to a log 
exporting company. Later he claimed that at the Forest Summit he misread his 
script, (all speakers were required to submit scripts prior to their speech, an effective 
way to control exactly what they said). During the same panel he spoke against 
exporting as being responsible for the low amount of domestic timber. At this point 
it is unclear what Bill Arthur and/or the Sierra Club's stand on log exporting is but 
a public statement denouncing exports would only help to unite the Sierra Club 
and the grassroots. 

The Sierra Club claims that the future of the forest industry lies with second 
growth cutting of privately-owned woodlots. Forest advocates disagree with that 
stance. "The future of the timber industry is NOT in the fleecing of small woodlot 
owners by rape-and-run raw log exporters," stated Michael Donnelley of Friends of 
the Breitenbush Cascades. National groups like the Sierra Club tend to see the forest 
with human-imposed borders that Earth Firstlers and deep ecologist know do not 
exist A 42 acre parcel may seem like just that to the mainstream, but if it's in 
northeast Washington along the Pend Oreille, it's a part of that ecosystem and 
private ownership doesn't change that. 

To Bill Arthur's credit he admits he made a mistake. He stands by his decision to 
cutbutif he could he'd do it differently, employing aprofessional forester and using 
new selective forestry methods. He would then call a press conference and present 
his ten acres as a model selective cut It's also important to remember that the forest 
industry was the messenger and for them to criticize Bill Arthur for bad forestry is 
beyond ludicrous. But can we afford to lose even that small amount of forest when 
every year thousands of acres more are lost to the voracious appetite of the timber 
industry? 

That Arthur used his $10,000 for improvements on his retirement home and for 
his daughter's college education seems irrelevant to grassroots organizers, working 
on the frontlines and barely able to make ends meet Regional directors of the Sierra 
Club are highly paid so it's not surprising that some class resentment exits between 
those who volunteer their activism and those who can afford second homes, 
especially if forest destruction supplements their income. What it comes down to 
is that an environmentalist stood by and let 25-30 truckloads of trees, including 
270-year-old cedars, leave his land and later said he would have felt better if it had 
been only 15-20 truckloads. Just what kind of mentality are we up against?

This is the text of a presentation prepared for a panel 
discussion, "Green Futures or a Green Future— what is the 
correlation between sustainable and ecological forest prac- 
tices?" at the First North American Temperate Forest 
Conference, in Burlington, VT, on November 14, 1993. 
Other members of the panel were Tracy Katelman, of the 
Institute for Sustainable Forestry, and Richard Miller, of 
Forest Partnership. Only part of this text was presented. 

Sustainable forestry and sustainable 
society: 

I had some trouble seeing what the title of this panel 
actuallymeant, andfinally deddeditwas aboutwhether 
or not there could be a sustainable forestry within 
industrial capitalist society. So I will not in this talk 
outline the features making up an ecological forestry. 
From my perspective as a Green forestry activist, sus- 
tainable forestry requires a sustainable society, and this 
will be my focus. As activists we need that 
spirit of, "You have to want to fight" But 
we also need to understand and project in 
our organizing a vision of the type of 
society where a real sustainable forestry 
would be possible. 

In the video Thinking Like A Forest A 
Case for Sustainable Selective Forestry, Merv 
Wilkinson's forestry practices are presented 
as a case study of sustainable selective 
logging on Vancouver Island, carried on 
over a period of about fifty years. How- 
ever, this video and the book Wildwood: A 
Forest for the Future, by Ruth Loomis and 
Wilkinson (which should be read in con- 
junction with the video), although very 
helpful, do not question the overall pre- 
mises of industrial society. (The video is 
also human-centered, showsalackof spiri- 
tuality and emphasizes yuppie fossil-fu- 
eled machinery.) 

Similarly the book by Herb Hammond, Seeing The 
Forest Among The Trees: The Case For Wholistic Forest 
Use, the best Canadian book on forestry that I know of, 
does not fundamentally question the premises of 
industrial capitalism. Hammond, who presents very 
interesting ideas on community forestry boards and 
wholistic forest use, explicitly states in his book that he 
would keep corporations, the capitalist market model, 
and the world timber market As Hammond says, “We 
would establish real free enterprise in the British Co- 
lumbia timber industry." Also he notes, “Timber com- 
panies can and will continue to exist" 

Opposing capitalist industrialism: 

Forestry activists must face up to the fundamental 
question of whether or not real long term sustainable 
forestry can be practiced within this society. In my own 
view, it is a deceptive illusion to advocate the path of 
sustainable forestry within industrial capitalism. This 
does notmean we sit back and do nothing, and wait for 
the revolution. We need reforms which help to disin- 
tegrate, not consolidate capitalist industrialism. 

I think that a lot of the work we do as activists helps 
consolidate the system. For example, we hear the 
comment that consumerism is the main problem. 
There is little talk about continual industrial growth, 
with consumerism as an aspect of this. If consumerism 
is the problem, then manipulating consumer choices, 
e.g. "consumer boycotts" (consumer sovereignty?), 
becomes a focus of organizing for many forestry activ- 
ists. Growth remains unchallenged by our practice 
“Niche marketing," for designated forestry products, 
labelled as produced sustainably, also leaves the system 
untouched. The “Silva Forest Foundation, " which Herb 
Hammondis a member of, speaks of the “Certification 
of Ecologically Responsible Forest Uses and Products." 
Yet “green" marketing remains a promotion of con- 
sumer products and part of the engine of corporate 
growth. 

Winona LaDuke, who spoke at the conference, 
pointed out that capitalism requires continual inter- 
vention into other lands and cultures. David Suzuki 
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showed that in our culture the economy determines 
the society. So activists had better make sure they 
understand the nature of the economy they are oper- 
ating in. 

What then is a sustainable society? We surely need 
an understanding of this if we are searching for a 
sustainable forestry. A sustainable society is one which 
does not destroy our ecology or our communities and 
which has social justice as its core. Values which 
promote this are crucial for forestry activists. Forestry 
conflicts are clashes between basic values. 

We have to understand and oppose the basic values 
of capitalist industrialism in our forestry work — and 
along with our activism — hold and put forward an 
alternative philosophy. All the mainstream political 
parties in Canada (Liberal, Conservative, New Demo- 
cratic Party, Reform, Bloc Quebecois, etc.) have the 
same basic values as the forest industry: maximum 
wood production, and the use of whatever extraction 
methods can do this the most cheaply. , > v> -

Unsustainable society core values: 

The corevalues of the unsustainable society which we 
live in, and which are reflected throughout the forest 
industry, center around two basic sets of beliefs: 

1. The belief in economic growth, sometimes called 
"development" Consumerism is part of this and is 
presented as the meaning of life. Philosophy is now 
turned on its head. It is no longer "I think, therefore I 
am," but "I consume, therefore I am." There is also the 
unchallenged view that there can be unlimited popu- 
lation growth. 

2. The belief that nature is a "resource." This is the 
view that ethics is totally human-centered. (I think we 
should, as activists banish the frequently heard term 
"resource," as a description of trees, fish, minerals etc. 

This term conveys a human-centered perspective that 
nature is only for human use. It is a form of conceptual 
enclosure.) We must continually think hard about the 
basic values we reflect in our organizing work, and the 
language we use to express ourselves. We must put our 
minds as well as our bodies on the line. 

Wolfgang Sachs, a German thinker, shows in the 
article "Development: a Guide to the Ruins" (The New 
Internationalist, ]\me 1992) how "development" was an 
American-generated concept introduced after the Sec- 
ond World War, "designed to remake the world in the 
image of the United States of America." The US was 
promoted as the model of the good life to which other, 
"underdeveloped" countries must aspire to. 

At the NFN conference, stories were told of US 
environmental interventions in other countries, envi- 
ronmentalists doing good works abroad. But, under 
the US flag, the United States has intervened militarily, 
economically and culturally all over the world. One 
must therefore atleast question interventions by Ameri- 
can environmentalists in the countries of the Two- 
Thirds World, or the former Soviet Union and Eastern 
European countries. Personally, as a Canadian living in 
Nova Scotia, I am quite sensitive to American-generated 
maps of "north woods, " published in WtidEarth, which 
include a large chunk of Canada, drawn up without 
consulting with Eastern Canadian forestry activists. 


An alternative pMlosophy: 

I think the bones of a basic alternative philosophy 
for our forestry and other environmental work draw 
on traditional native and deep ecology thinking — the 
eight-point deep ecology platform — and with a strong 
social justice component which has its roots in the 
socialist tradition. This alternative philosophy ex- 
presses anewrelationship to nature, which is biocentric 
or ecocentric, not human-centered. 

Putting the Earth first means ecosystem rights before 
human rights. When considering human rights, give 
native/indigenous rights first consideration, but not at 
the expense of ecosystem rights. From such a perspec- 
tive, I cannot support the pulpwood logging of La 
Verendrye Park in Quebec, or similar situations, even 
if endorsed by some native people. Similarly, a 
biocentric perspective cannot endorse commercial fur 
trapping, nomattertheimpassioned defense ofthis by 
Winona LaDuke. Social justice is only possible in a 
context of ecological justice. We have to move from a 
shallow, human-centered ecology to a deeper all- 
species-centered ecology. 

The social component of the alternative philosophy 
must advocate building a movement against industri- 
alism, and advocating a no-growth economy. We 
need to raise the banner of living more simply and 
reduce population. We must advocate the cancella- 
tion of debts for countries in the Two- 
Thirds World, and the transfer of wealth to 
"have-not" countries. Our orientation has 
to be that governments and industry in 
"developed" countries are partners in envi- 
ronmental crimes. The values we advance 
in our work as forestry activists, or in the 
illusive pursuit of a "certifiable" sustainable 
forestry, cannot help destroy the natural 
world. 

An American philosopher, Andrew 
McLaughlin, whom I first met at a Vermont 
Earth First! conference back in September, 
1989, has produced a book which com- 
bines a deep ecology and social justice 
perspective coming out of the socialist tra- 
dition. His book is called Regarding Nature: 
Industrialism and Deep Ecology. The final 
chapter, "ForaRadicalEcocentrism," should 
be required reading for any environmental 
activist seeking an alternative world viewto 
industrial madness. 

Theoretical weapons of the industrial 
expansionary class: 

Discussions of forestry in Canadian industry or 
government circles now speak of "sustainable devel- 
opment,"notsustainedyielcL Thefederalgovemment's 
Green Plan, which has a major influence on environ- 
mental activity in Canada, is permeated by the 
language of sustainable development The general 
bogus idea behind this human-centered concept is 
that the world can continue growing economically, 
with unlimited expansion, and we can still "protect" 
the environment Solutions to environmental prob- 
lems are to be addressed through market forces and 
through existing social structures. Lobbying elected 
politicians, as we are continually exhorted to at this 
conference, in the process legitimates the govern- 
ment-sanctioned system of industrial expansion and 
corporate order. 

The 1987 UN report, Our Common Future, known as 
the Brundtland report, makes the theoretical case for 
sustainable development (See the Green Web Bulletin 
#16, Sustainable Development Expanded Environmental 
Destruction, February, 1990,foracritiqueofthevarious 
aspects of sustainable development.) Many main- 
stream environmentalists in the government-funded 
Canadian Environmental Network also use the termi- 
nology of "sustainable development." This can lead to 
disputes between mainstreamers and developers over 
whether or not a particular "development" is an 
example of "sustainable development!" 

My argument in this presentation is that those who 
pursue the road of sustainable forestry within the 
existing system are pursuing a mirage and essentially 
operating within the sustainable development frame- 
work of unlimited industrial expansion. Society in 
Canada or the United States is not ecologically viable, 
and there can be no sustainable forestry without a 
fundamental and revolutionary change to ecological 
and social sustainability. We must advocate this in our 
organizing work. 



Tie Tree Huggers

Tree hugging— nonviolent civil resistance to defor- 
estation — has a long and revered history in India. To 
Hindus, the world is a temple and all life sacred. The 
Buddha found enlightenment sitting with a tree. The 
spiritual practice of die Indian people manifests itself 
in both the practice of nonviolence and in the willing- 
ness to sacrifice the self in defense of the Earth. 

The story of Amrita Devi and the Bishnoi villagers is 
a story of courage and sacrifice. It is a chronicle that 
demonstrates the devotion of people committed to 
protecting the forest. 

Mohandas Gandhi, who led India in nonviolent 
revolution against the British Empire, gained strength 
and inspiration from the spiritual legacy of India. In 
turn, the Gandhian revolution, centered on organiz- 
ing India at a village level, laid the groundwork for 
modem India's Chipko andolan (movement to em- 
brace the trees). 

Amrita Devi and the Bishnois 

A long drought brought death to many of the trees 
and hardship to the people of Rajastan India in 1485. 
During this time of parched suffering, Jambhoji, the 
son of a village headman, was gifted with a vision. In 
the vision he saw the people fighting with the forces 
of nature. This, he understood, was the cause of their 
suffering. Inspired by the vision, J ambho ji (now called 
Swami Jambeshwar Maharaj) set down the tenets of 
the Bishnoi faith. These included a prohibition on the 
cutting of green trees and a ban on the killing of 
animals. As the Bishnois practiced their faith, their 
environment responded and soon they prospered, 
once again living in a lush and fertile land. In the non- 
Bishnoi areas of Rajastan, desert and famine contin- 
ued. Today, through oral tradition, Bishnoi children 
grow up learning to embrace and talk with the beloved 
trees. Perhaps themostinspiringstoryis that of Amrita 
Devi . .. 

One day in 1731, the Maharaja of Jodhpur, Abhay 
Singh, deciding to build a new palace for himself, sent 
axemen out to procure wood for his lime kiln. Led by 
Girder Das Bhandari, the axemen came to the Bishnoi 
village of Jalnadi, which was surrounded by luxuriant 
forests. Bhandari ordered the axemen to cut down the 
trees. Amrita Devi ran to the men and begged them to 
stop! Unmoved by her plea, the men continued their 
work. Amrita Devi dung to the first tree marked to be 
felled. She refused to be moved. "One chopped head is 
cheaper than afelled tree," were the last words that she 
spoke before the axe cut through her body, soaking the 
forestfloorwithher blood. Each of herthree daughters 
rose in turn to take Amrita Devi's place. Each daughter 
in turn was cut through by the axe. 

Bhandari withdrew to gather reinforcements and 
the Jalnadi villagers sent out a call for help to the 
surrounding Bishnoi villages. When Bhandari returned, 
he warned the villagers that they too would die if they 
continued to resist. The Bishnois hdd to the trees. That 
day 359 people from 49 different Bishnoi villages were 
massacred by the axemen. 


The axemen had been able to secure only 
one-third of the wood required by the Maha- 
raja. Infuriated, the Maharaja raged and de- 
manded an explanation. When told of the 
bloodbath that was responsible for the delay, 
the Maharaja stopped work on his new pal- 
ace and determined to visit the site of the 
slaughter. Realizing the horror of what had 
happened, the temperamental ruler under- 
went a change of heart and pledged that the 
Bishnois would never again be called upon to 
provide timber for the realm and that hunt- 
ing would be forbidden in the areas sur- 
rounding their villages. 

Today in the village of Amrita Devi an 
annual fair called Khejarli (in honor of the 
trees) is held to commemorate the martyr- 
dom of the 363 who died. Thousands of 
Bishnoi men all dressed in white and women 
dressed in bright colors pay homage, remem- 
ber, and reaffirm their commitment to mili- 
tant conservationism. 

Gandhi and 

the Chipko Movement 

Mohandas Gandhi based his practice of 
satyagraha (sat truth, agraha: force) on In- 
dian tradition. "My life is dedicated to service 
of India through the religion of nonviolence 
which I believe to be the root of Hinduism." 
Swaraj, or Indian independencemeantmuch 
more to Gandhi than throwing off the British 
rule. For India to gain independence from 
Britain only to become subject to a new 
ruling elite or caught up in the drive tp 
become a westernized consumer based cm- 
ture was not his intentXiandhiprpached the

"^TriMarch of 1973, a local forest collective inthe 
Garhwal region of the Uttarkhand Himalaya resisted 
the government sale of timber in the Mandal forest. 
Following the Mandal resistance, Sunderlal Bahuguna, 
Uttar khand's chief sarvodaya worker, undertook a 
march or padayatra across Uttarkhand to promote and 
publicize the need to save the forests and teach the 
philosophy of nonviolent direct action, satyagraha. 

The following autumn brought increasingly horren- 
dous flooding and landslides to the hill country. The 
people living in the hills recognized that the destruc- 
tion was a result of logging. That spring forest officials 
announced that a compensation was to be paid to" 
people whose landhadbeen appropriated by the army 
during the recent Chinese invasion. The payments

were to be made on March 16. That day, while the men 
of Malari, Reni and Lata villages were absent, axemen 
moved into the Reni forest. Though the axemen took 
a trail that avoided the village they were seen by a 
young girl. The girl ran to tell Gaura Devi, head of the 
local women's circle. A group of 27 women and girls 
rushed to the axemen imploring them to leave. One of 
the men carried a gun and threatened the women. 
Gaura Devi stood before him and challenged him to 
shoot her. The women explained the importance of 
the forests to the men who reluctantly recognized the 
truth. Too ashamed to fight with the determined 
women, the men withdrew. For four days the villagers 
closely guarded the forests. Then, on March 31, the 
largest demonstration the hill country had ever wit- 
nessed took place and the Reni forest was saved. These 
actions were the birth of today's Chipko movement, a 
movement with roots deep in the spiritual legacy of 
India. The movement has branches extendi ng across 
all of India, branches re aching ou t tolo ucHTlfo wo rldr 
Further Readings: The Doctrine of the Sword by 
Mohandas Gandhi and Hugging the Trees: The Story of 
the Chipko Movementby Thomas Weber; Penguin 1989.

Night Action Group." Darryl had recently produced 
the famous Earth Night poster, and was (also naively) 
openly and publicly distributing it Now, in retrospect, 
I realize that whoever chose the name Earth Night 
Action Group for the Santa Cruz power lines was either 
equally naive, or maybe a provocateur. Because, no 
matter what you think of the action itself, the use of 
that name implicated Darryl, a highly public Earth 
First! organizer, in a serious act of sabotage that he had 
nothing to do with. 

When the EF!ers were arrested on the Golden Gate 
Bridge to hang the Earth Day banner, Darryl, who was 
committing no crime making press calls from a nearby 
telephone, was caught up in the sweep. And strangely, 
even though the arrests took place on the Marin 
County side of the San Francisco bridge, the Oakland 
Police Intelligence Unit was on the scene, as well as the 


FBI. They impounded and searched Darryl's car with- 
out a warrant, and confiscated his belongings. In- 
cluded in the items taken was the pasted up master 
copy of the Earth Night poster. Yet no public state- 
ments were made about this find, and the police 
simply let Darryl go without even questioning him 
about it 

This lack of comment on Darryl's link to the Earth 
Night poster was especially odd because the Golden 
Gate Bridge climb and the Santa Cruz power lines were 
blended together in the press coverage, in the FBI's 
internal files, and in the public's mind. Headlines like 
"Eco-Terrorists Cut Power" and "Earth First! Militants 
Storm Golden Gate Bridge" equated the two, and 
photos of downed power lines accompanied stories 
about the banner hanging. 

The worst of these "eco-terrorist scare" stories ap- 
peared in the San Francisco Examiner a few days after 
the bridge climb. It began with this fantasy, "The 
scenario: Terrorists, whether religious fanatics or po- 
litical zealots, attack the Bay Area. They plant explo- 
sives on the transmission towers of key electric lines. 


They bomb switching stations. They poison the wa- 
ter..." The article went on to talk about the Golden 
Gate Bridge climb, the Santa Cruz power lines, Earth 
First!, and Redwood Summer. 

So while the real Earth First! in northern California 
was renouncing tree spiking building coalitions with 
workers and peace activists, and responding to timber 
industry violence by calling for mass non-violence, 
the public was being taught to associate us with bombs 
and terrorism. By the time the bomb went off in my car 
they were well primed to accept the FBI's incredible lie: 
not only are EF!ers violent terrorists who carry bombs 
around in our cars, but we are stupid violent terrorists 
who hide live anti-personnel bombs under our own 
car seats.

With these seemingly innocuous words in late 
1990, Cielo and Leaf Myczack, Riverkeepers of the 
Tennessee River, began warning of an impending 
invasion of voracious machines of forest destruc- 
tion. Like most activists along "the scenic sewer of 
the South," we already had our hands full of envi- 
ronmental equity issues, DOE pollution, incinera- 
tors, dumps, scam recyders, and other projects. We 
did not need another distraction. Fortunately the 
Myczacks persisted, and upon further examination 
of the implications of these machines and the 
consumption monster pushing them, trying to draw 
the line in the forest became the most intense battle 
for biodiversity and economic/environmental 
sustainability yet seen in the South. 

Background 

The Tennessee Valley authority's (TVa) 1980 
biomass burner study began the promotion of 
market development for the "low grade" forests that 
"plague" our bioregion. It noted that if such a 
market were created, it would mean significant 
changes in land ownership patterns as pulp corpora- 
tions moved in to ensure their supply of forests. 
TVa's 1984 report, Forestry In The Tennessee Valley, 
Looking Beyond The Year 2000 (bardy), determined 
that sharply increasing exports would facilitate the 
removal of "over-abundant, under-utilized, low- 
grade hardwood forests." Despite the unfortunate 
irony of the report being p 
written by overabundant, 
underutilized, low grade 
TVa foresters, the word 
was sent out to the global 
market not only were we 
ripe for destruction, but 
southern states would 
welcome forest rapists 
with huge tax incentives 
and taxpayer-subsidized 
water transportation to 
export facilities on the 
Gulf. TVa, state, and 
private forestry biostitutes 
abounded, hdping to 
convince landowners that 
they had “high-graded" 
their forests into nothing 
but "green trash" and 
"junk" species. "The only 
recourse now is to dear- 
cut, chip, and ship the 
'junk' away, to release 

that vibrant, young healthy forest" being suppressed 
somewhere in the forest floor. "You can dearcut 
'em all you want; you can't stop them from growing 
back stronger," was the battle ay of the biostitutes. 

These forests were already second, third, and some 
scrawny fourth growth. In the 1930s, when the TVa 
was created, (God wasn't there that day, thus no big 
A in authority) Tennessee Valley forests were highly 
degraded from the cut-and-run timber assault that 
ended in the 1920s. TVa, charged with creating 
economic growth and flood control, helped Civilian 
Conservation Corps reforestation efforts to stabilize 
the most severely eroding lands. Farmers were 
encouraged to get the cows out of the remaining 
forestlands. The loss of biodiversity, nutrients, and 
forest resiliency in that era remains one of the great 
unknowns. 

These recovering forests now face significant 
anthropogenic assaults. Add rain, nitrogen oxides, 
low-levd ozone, air toxics, excessive nitrogen 
deposition, stresses from inaeasing weather ex- 
tremes, and.pptpasing UV radiation are working in 
additive and synergistic ways. The damage is 
showing up aswaldsterben (forest death), foliage 
and root damage, and forest susceptibility to for- 
merly benign "pests" and pathogens. Nearly 100 
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spedes of trees and plants are showing stress-related 
damage and decline, according to Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park researchers. The south is 
pine beetle heaven, with millions of research dollars 
being spent trying to understand how to control the 
beetles, aside from not replacing forests with 
monocultures. In addition, a variety of exotic 
insects, introduced via "free trade," (but not in- 
duded in the debit column) are bearing down on 
us. Trees in the 40+ year age dass (southeastern "old 
growth") are already in decline in our region. 

Despite all the aforementioned doom and gloom, 
our bioregion is blessed with the Mixed Mesophytic 
Forest, considered by evolutionary ecologists to be 
the grandest, most diverse dedduous ecosystem in 
North America, if not the world. This ecosystem has 
remained virtually intact for the last 60-100 million 
years, evolving and serving as the genetic library for 
the entire east as inland seas and gladers receded. 
There are vast tracts of healthy contiguous forest- 
lands on the plateaus, mountains, and escarpments 
and a number of old growth pockets, most in the 
canyons, that have thus for escaped human impact. 

The Invasion 

Chip mills, pulp mills and paper mill expansions 
now threaten to destroy millions of years of evolu- 
tion for the global paper market With an effidency 
and voraciousness never seen in these parts, dozens 
of high capadty chip mills are attempting to devour 
the remaining native biodiversity of the south to

sate and perpetuate the inordinate global paper and 
pulp consumption. We are under the same assault 
as the world's rainforests, the boreal forests of 
Canada and Siberia, the forests of Tasmania, and 
numerous other native forestlands. The chip mills 
are not coming to the south for hardwoods to make 
quality paper for "quality" consumers, but to 
destroy hardwood ecosystems to make way for pine 
plantations. Many of the transnationals that have 
destroyed the forests of the northwest are moving to 
the south. Using the hardwoods of the south is just 
incidental to the plan to convert us to an intensive 
pulp lot US Forest "Service" researchers have noted 
that in 1952 only 2% of southern forest was in pine 
plantations. By 1992, that number was over 36%. It 
is projected that by 2030, over 70% of southern 
forests will have been destroyed for chemical- 
dependent pine farms. According to American 
Forest and Paper Association (oxymoron) spokes- 
men, if logging of public lands were discontinued, 
"all non-industrial private forestland will have to be 
managed as intensively as industrial forests are 
today, to even begin to meet our demands." 

Every bit of what Weyerhauser chips in the south 
goes to Japan; Scott paper is increasing exports to 
Japan; Parker Towing/Canal Chips exports to 


various Pacific. Rim transnationals; Donghae pulp, a 
Korean conglomerate, is setting up numerous 
chipping and shipping facilities to feed their indus- 
tries. The Port of Mobile has become the 4th largest 
forest "products" export facility in the US, showing 
a 16% increase in exports last year while the top 
three, all western ports, showed declines. Dozens of 
chip mills are devouring the lower 2/3 of Alabama 
and Mississippi. Alarming biodiversity loss is occur- 
ring in the forest feeding frenzy. Private landowners, 
the initial targets of the chippers, control 90% of 
remaining forestland and native biological diversity. 
But, as in the northwest, public lands will soon feel 
the pressure as local industries displaced by the 
transnationals beg for public forests to keep them 
afloat a little longer. 

The line in the Forest 

The chip mill battle fell into our hands in late 
1990. There were over two dozen proposed chip- 
ping facilities looking to set up chop in the Tennes- 
see Valley. One chipper had been given permits in 
west Tennessee despite local opposition. The 
original permittee couldn't build the thing due to 
mysterious, persistent mechanical failure of his 
construction equipment. Champion is now pro- 
ceeding with that one. 

There were four chip mills planned for a 12-mile 
stretch of the Tennessee River near the Tennessee/ 
Alabama line west of Chattanooga. This meant that 
over 3,000,000 acres of the region's forest would be 
dearcut within 10-20 years depending on how 
many shifts would operate and landowner gullibil- 
ity- 

At the first dog and pony show of a hearing, 
Donghae Pulp was thanked for their donation of 15 
computers to the local school, and welcomed to the 
town of Bridgeport, Alabama, with a promised $5 
million new road. After a dozen or so local politicos 
completed their giant sucking-up sounds, a lone 
voice questioned the sanity of denuding the beauti- 
ful mountains, exacerbating already dangerous 
flooding conditions, losing hunting and fishing 
(the usual litany of environmental concerns) and 
voiced the need for a full sourcing area Environ- 
mental Impact Statement (EIS). Four people in the 
crowd of 200 heard this side of the issue and joined 
the movement to oppose the chip mill invasion. 
Tennesseeans, Alabamans, and Georgians for 
Environmental Responsibility, (TAGER) was quickly 
formed as a network of citizens and environmental 
groups from the three state impact zone to do battle 
with the "Paper Tiger," a term coined by the Hard- 
wood Research Council to describe the voracious 
chip mill invaders, 

TVa and the Army Corps of Engineers were the 
agencies responsible for issuing permits for the 
project. They tried to deny the need for the next 
chip mill hearing, citing inadequate interest A last 
minute flurry of calls salvaged the hearing and 
solidified a growing network. In the hearing that no 
one was interested in there were 600-700 people in 
attendance with the vast majority in vocal opposi- 
tion to the invasion. The hearing went on until 2 
A.M. with a concerted call for a full sourcing area 
cumulative EIS. Emotions ran high after some dirty 
tactics by the TVa/Corps gang, and the hearing 
culminated in a magnificent one-finger salute to 
each of the representatives of the agencies in front 
who would judge the future of our bioregion. 

The Handles... 

Both TVa and the Army Corps are obligated under 
NEPA to address cumulative impacts of any federal 
activities on the public, as well as minimizin g 
impacts to threatened and endangered species. 
Additionally, the US Fish and Wildlife Service is 
responsible for consultation under the ESA. EPA is 
responsible to ensure those agencies adhere to NEPA 
and the ESA. 

Our call for the cumulative sourcing area EIS was 
met with amused skepticism by the Corps, TVa, and 
some in the media. However, within weeks of the 
last hearing, concerned citizens led by Tammy Bean 
managed to gamer the support of USFWS and EPA 
Region 4 in backing our demand for the EIS. Senator 
Jim Sasser, Representatives Marilyn Lloyd and Jim 
Cooper, and finally, the former A1 Gore, then 
Senator, weighed in to support our calL

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The Done Deal Gang and corporate leaders of the 
"wi$e u$e" movement screamed that an EIS on 
private lands was beyond "regulatory Jurisdiction'' 
and a "power grab" over the sacrosanct rights of 
land "owners" to liquidate ecosystems at will. (The 
mono-generational greed-heads of the abuse move- 
ment believe that the right to destroy land is far 
more sacred than the land itself). But USFWS and 
EPA officials held their ground and the TVa and die 
Corps conceded to do a rush job EIS in 6 months. 
Fortunately, the EIS took a year and a half, giving us 
sufficient time to educate ourselves and the public 
about the consequences of the proposed multi- 
million-acre timber liquidation. Like roaches when 
the light comes 
on, the other 
chip mills and a 
huge Mead paper 
mill crawled into 
their dark cracks 
to await the 
outcome. 

The Work 

We took our 
message to the 
media, wrote 
letters to "lead- 
ers" and the 
papers, re- 
searched, net- 
worked and 
continued to 
broaden our base 
of support for drawing the line in the forest We 
successfully urged reporters, local and national, to 
look at the chip mills chewing up Alabama and 
Mississippi. Those of us who made the trek to the 
other side of the "line" were aghast at the acceler- 
ated pace of dear-cutting and conversion to non- 
forest pastures and pine farms. Many in Alabama 
and Mississippi are desensitized and actually think 
pine farms are forests. 

We knew we had to quickly transcend the inevi- 
table jobs vs. environment debate that was already 
being touted by the u$ers. One dtizen in our crew 
took it upon himself to investigate impacts to the 
local hardwood-dependent, value-added industries. 
His travels to chip mill-infested areas confirmed 
what we had been hearing: not only were formerly 
stable local industries being put out of business by 
the chippers, but the much touted "multiplier" jobs 
to be created were grossly exaggerated. Logging 
crews were succumbing to "one-stop chopping," 
delivering the "junk," mature timber, and growing 
stock to the chippers instead of their local furniture 
company. Clear cutting employs machinery instead 
of people, and a chip mill with 8-12 employees can 
displace a furniture company that employs 200. 
Photos of nice, straight, young stock (tomorrow's 
jobs) piled up for the chippers hdped dispd the 
myth that they were just after the "junk." The chip 
mills epitomize overharvesting, high mechaniza- 
tion, and exports without value added, the very 
things that destroyed the northwest The chipper 
pushers hated references and comparisons to the 
northwest, which further encouraged us to more 
closely examine their performance there. 

In a bold and scary move, environmentalists 
mailed out information packets on chip mill im- 
pacts on the future of the 300-plus local hardwood- 
using industries. Bob Mitchell (Mitch) then took on 
the task of solidifying the Tennessee Valley Hard- 
wood Alliance (TVHA). Representing over 5000 jobs, 
TVHA quickly turned a major part of the debate 
into short term boom-bust liquidation of forest vs. 
stable (relatively) sustainable high value added, high 
employment local industries. Environmentalists and 
TVHA agreed that not only would chip mills suck, 
but that the widespread clearcutting would result in 
an economic/environmental disaster. City councils, 
chambers of commerce, county executives, and 
tourism and planning officials soon joined the vast 
majority of the bioregion's residents in opposing 


the chip mill invasion and encouraged TVa and the 
Corps to deny all permits. 

TVa and the Corps completed the EIS, and public 
hearings were held on the draft and the finaL The 
public outcry for denial of permits was strong. The 
USERS picked up momentum with 3 USERS groups, 
2 working out of the Alabama Farcetree Commis- 
sion Office. Yet they were still widely acknowledged 
to be just a greedy minority. USFWS then issued a 
Jeopardy Decision on 17 threatened and endan- 
gered species. Despite TVa's inclination to issue a 
permit on a trial basis, the Jeopardy Decision meant 
they would be violating the ESA. 

TVa, in a precedent-setting move for them at 
least, went through the NEPA process and as a result 
of the findings, did a 180-degree policy shift and 

denied all permits near 
South Pittsburg. 

Since the permit denials 
over a year ago, no new 
chip mills have attempted 
to site in the Tennessee 
Valley. Instead they are 
now attempting to site 
whole log export facilities 
to feed existing chippers in 
Alabama/MississippL 
"Residual chip" facilities 
(foot in the door scam) 
and off river chippers are 
attempting to site, trans- 
porting chips to existing 
Corps permitted facilities. 

The US Army Corps 
remains the weak link in 
our national defense of 
regional sustainability. The Corps still maintains 
that our situation was special and that they've no 
obligation under NEPA or ESA to do sourcing area 
impact evaluations on existing permits. We main- 
tain that it is illegal and immoral for our own Army 
to knowingly sell us down the river, allowing the 
destruction of our region's economic/environmen- 
tal health. EPA, USFWS, TVa, the Corps, and other 
agencies have all basically agreed that an 
"ecoregional" EIS would greatly help determine the 
state of the regions resources and help set future , 
policy to deny activities that would destroy the 
region's viability. Though they agree on the need, 
none of them wish to risk any of their shrinking 
budgets to move the process. We are still pushing 
for the vision of regional sustainability. All state and 


federal agencies must accept their responsibilities to 
protect society at large, present and future, from 
threats as big as this. 

If we can get our Army on OUR side, we can have 
hope for this vision. Letters to Senator Sasser, Katy 
McGinty, Bruce Babbitt, and the Former Gore 
demanding accountability by the Corps to NEPA 
and ESA in our situation could ultimately have 
positive implications for the nation and the planet 
Let them know how the situation here could 
adversely affect your bioregion if the Corps persists 
in its betrayal Help us demand full sourcing area 
impacts for all forest "product" related applications 


for new and existing permit modifications. Nowhere 
in NEPA does it say that everyone should obey the 
law except the Corps. 

Chip mills are moving into all navigable water- 
ways of the east Eastern export facilities showed 
increased forest export activity last year as western 
ports showed substantial declines in exports reflect- 
ing the end of the western timber frontier. 

We don't consider it to be "compromising" to 
broaden our base of support, to play peacemaker 
between the big environmental groups in the 
region, or to attempt to make the NEPA process live 
up to its potential. We don't have the time or the 
energy to allow turf wars and holier than thou 
environmentalism to divide and conquer the people 
that give a shit The "wi$e U$ER$" are entirely 
happy to divide and conquer communities. We're 
now working on tax valuation incentives to keep 
small woodland owners on their land and to keep 
that forestland intact to benefit society at large. 

Land "owners" rights groups are the challenge in 
the east We have to take the lead in the land 
stewardship ethic that doesn't commodify remain- 
ing biodiversity for mono-generational greed. Get 
the young, the future landholders, to start speaking 
out for their rights to an uncontaminated and 
undamaged Earth, and to start taking to task the 
"wi$e U$ER$" who expound capitalist extremism. 
Society at large, particularly the masses of urbanites 
who benefit from the forested lands that provide 
their flood protection, air, dean water, planet 
habitability, and the rest of the good stuff, have to 
be made aware of the need to keep remaining forest 
lands intact and healthy. They not only are needed 
to support tax structures and programs that will 
accomplish this, but they need to know that it is 
their behavior, their consumption that is driving 
this forest feeding frenzy. 

Myself and others have banged away on the 
Native Forest Network and the Forest Reform 
Network to begin a serious, concerted attack on the 
waste, consumption, and over-copulation monsters 
driving this planet-eating binge. Unless we all quit 
being NIMBYs and start being NOPEs (Not On 
Planet Earth) the deforestation will continue un- 
abated somewhere else for every little local battle we 
win. Oftentimes, I'm afraid it seems that forest 
activists and organizations feel threatened by the 
aspect of not being forest warriors if we did, by 
some fluke, succeed in moving into the realm of 
sustainability. Either that, or we're all chickenshit, 
for being afraid to deal with the source of our 

distraction. We have a window of 
opportunity with Bill and A1 to 
move the US from the leader of the 
planet-eater status toward a 
responsible, positive force for 
sustainability. It may be a small 
dirty window, but Ross or Rush 
ain't gonna care when/if they're 
elected. We have to boldly pull 
together (infiltrate, don't hate the 
top ten), grab the waste and 
consumption/overcopulation 
monsters by the horns and shove 
'em up the collective assets and 
consciousness of our society and 
its "leaders." It's gotta be done 
soon before the window closes and 
this has all been a holy and fun 
but futile death dance. Okay?

political reasons since President William Howard Taft 
fired Gifford Pinchot in 1910 over his public criticism 
of Interior Secretary Richard Ballinger's giveaway of 
coal resources in Alaska. Many historians argue that 
Pinchot's dismissal forged the demise of the Taft presi- 
dency. 

Associate Chief George Leonard, often called the 
shadow chief for his keen political instincts and fierce , 
advocacy of the agency's timber program, was also 
removed from his position. 

Theremoval of Robertson andLeonardappears to be 
the first step in a top-down purge of the agency that 
some insiders speculate may reach all the way down to 
the forest supervisor level. A so-called "hit-list" of top- 
level Forest Service personnel has been circulating 
between national environmental groups and admin- 
istration officials since soon after Clinton's election. 
Among the names on the hit-list Deputy Chief James 
Overbay; Director of Timber Management Dave Hessel; 
and a crop of regional foresters, including David Jolly 
(Region 1), Larry Henson (Region 3), John Lowe (Re- 
gion 6), Floyd Marita (Region 9), and Michael Barton 
(Region 10). 

A staffer for the Senate Agriculture Committee told 
me: "Jim Lyons [former chief of staff for the House 
Agriculture Committee] has always believed 
that the Forest Service's problems were largely 
people-oriented. I think he plans a total house 
cleaning, replacing old-time timber beasts with S

An elk biologist by training and avocation, Thomas 
first gained national attention in the late 19 70s when 
he authored Wildlife Habitats in Managed Forests , a 
book that undercut many of the prevailing assump- 
tions about wildlife management in the West This 
book made two novel assumptions: first, Thomas 
argued forcefully that old-growth and unmanaged 
forests were not biological deserts, but rich repositories 
of biodiversity; second, Thomas deconstructed the 
myth that aggressive timber management regimes 
benefited most wildlife, even big game species like elk 
and deer. Like most of the non-commodity-oriented 
work produced by Forest Service research scientists, 
including Jerry Franklin and Barry Noon, the manage- 
ment recommendations in Thomas' book and dozens 
of other articles rarely translated into changes in how 
the national forests were managed. But if district 
rangers ignored Thomas' work, environmentalists 
devoured it, learning the elements of landscape ecol- 
ogy and then turning the research back on the agency 
through appeals and litigation. 


later described as the most detailed examination of a 
single species in the history of ecology) which con- 
cluded that unless drastic conservation measures were 
adopted, the spotted owl would be doomed to extinc- 
tion in many parts of its range in less than 50 years. 

The Thomas Report called for placing more than 6 
million acres of forest into Habitat Conservation Areas 
(where no commercial timber sales, salvage or thin- 
ning could occur) and recommended the regulation of 
harvesting on the managed landscape, including state 
andprivate lands. In all, timber harvests on the spotted 
owl forests were expected to fall by about a third from 
forest plan levels. 

As draconian as this may have seemed to some in the 
northwest, the Thomas Report was actually a bare- 
bones strategy that attempted to balance political 
reality with the biology of the owl, a strategy that 
sacrificed up to 50 percent of the remaining owls and 
old growth in the region with hope of growing enough 
old forest habitat inside the HCAs to stabilize the owl's 
population by the year 2100.

We know that when Thomas took the initial eight 
alternatives developed by FEMAT to Washington, DC, 
Babbitt and Lyons rejected them because none cut 
enough timber. So Thomas went back to Portland and, 
along with Jerry Franklin, quickly cobbled together 


elevate the standing of biologists within the agency 
and thereby improve Option 9 and other strategies 
from the inside out? 

These are troubling questions that have no defini- 
tive answers. It does seem clear, however, that Jack 
Ward Thomas's brand of "political science" is em- 
blematic of the direction Bruce Babbitt and Jim Lyons 
want to take the nation's public lands: toward an ethos 
of management without lines, consensus-based con- 
servation agreements, and experimentation across the 
landscape. 

Thomas told the Portland Oregpnian that he expects 
logging, grazing, and mining to continue to play an 
important role in the future of the National Forests. 
"We cannot expect to sustain human life on this 
planet without exploitation of natural resources. The 
question is how it will be done." 

Thus, while Thomas may want to transform the 
underlying mission of the Forest Service from mul- 
tiple-use to ecosystem management, this does not 
mean the end of widespread commodity development 
on the national forests. Instead, it may signal the 
institutionalization of ecological forestry and ecologi- 
cal grazing. 

Of course, many of these changes may come at a 
high price to the environment and our nation's envi- 
ronmental laws. In the summary of the FEMAT report, 
Thomas himself says that we are now entering a period 
of ecological triage, where some species may have to be 
sacrificed and some laws must be altered to fit "every- 
day reality." 

Jack Ward Thomas's ascendancy to chief was greeted 
with what one reporter called "universal accolades” 
from conservationists. In fact, many environmental- 
ists are already acting like eager acolytes for Thomas's 
quest to impose "ecosystem management" as the new 
template governing resource exploi- 
: . tation on the national forests.

The Gang of Four 

The only positive feature of the rightly reviled Sec- 
tion 318 of the 1990 Interior Appropriations Bill (the 
Rider from Hell) was a little noticed provision calling 
for an interagency task force to develop a conservation 
plan for the northern spotted owl. Several members of 
the northwest delegation supported the task force 
under the belief that the team of scientists would 
finally demonstrate that the owl could survive in a 
managed forest landscape, thus averting its listing as a 
threatened species and, more importantly, keeping 
the cut near historic levels. Thomas was named team 
leader. 

Six months later, the scientists rocked the northwest 
when they released what came to be known as the 
Thomas Report (a 300-page "conservation strategy" 


Option 9, a forest management strategy that runs 
counter to many of Thomas's core ideas about protect- 
ing old growth and spotted owl habitat 

For example, Option 9 permits salvage logging and 
thinning to occur inside late-successional reserves, 
which Thomas had previously rejected as inappropri- 
ate. "We simply don't know how to recreate old 
growth," Thomas said in 1992. "Until we do, these 
activities should be restricted to the managed land- 
scape." Option 9 also dropped regulations for harvest 
on “managed" areas and any restrictions on private 
lands. 

Did Thomas's knowledge that he was a leading 
contender for chief of the Forest Service in any way 
affect his decision to sign off on Option 9? Does 
Thomas really believe, as one of his fellow scientists 
suggested to me, that from the chiefs office he can 


species is not necessarily a matter for concern, if the 
ecosystem itself continues to "function." 

The terrain of our terminology has been colonized 
by industrial foresters, pork-barrel politicians, and 
federal bureaucrats. Ecosystem management. 
Biodiversity. The very meaning of these terms has 
already been corrupted to the point where they now 
become the justification for environmentally destruc- 
tive and economically disastrous activities. If s going 
to be a hard fight winning them back. 

So in my mind, the most important question is not 
whether Jack Ward Thomas is up to the job of being 
chief, but whether the environmental community is 
capable of defending the National Forests under Tho- 
mas' tenure as chief and providing the kind of creative 
tension necessary to advance the cause of ecosystem 
protection, not management

While reading an article in the 
October 26, 1993 edition of the 
Daily Sitka Sentinel of Sitka, Alaska, 
I became enraged.

Targets Alaska 
Ferry System," describes how your group is 
urging people who are unhappy with 
Alaska's wolf control policy to make phony 
reservations on the Alaska Marine Highway 
System. In Bellingham, Washington, the 
ferry system's southernmost port, stickers 
are being handed out which read: 

"Make reservations for the whole family, 
yourneighbors' family, your preacher's fam- 
ily. Runuponehellof abilL Fillup boatafter 
boat, then cancel all the reservations until 
Alaska gets the picture." 


Making false reservations on the ferry 
system will not change the wolf control 
policy. Instead of bringing about the change 
you desire, this technique will only hurt 
people who live in an area geographically 
isolated from the rest of the state. Southeast 
Alaska is far removed from the region in 
which the wolf control policy is being imple- 
mented. 

I would like to encourage your organiza- 
tion to change its method of protest to one 
that would be beneficial to your cause. Tar- 
geting a small percentage of the state's popu- 
lation will not work. Alaskans are a hardy 
group of people who will not bow to pres- 
sure put on by environmental groups lo- 
cated out of the state. You must also realize 
that the Alaska Marine Highway System will 
cancel all unpaid reservations within thirty 
days. The plan simply will fail. 

Instead of making false reservations on 
the ferry system, you should contact mem- 
bers of the Alaska State Legislature and ex- 
plain yourposition.

Too many things have been going on 
with the Lakota people for a long time. 
People are using our religion for their own 
purposes. This is the only thing we have we 
can truly call our own, yet today, people 
treat our religion with no respect It is the 
most perfect religion in the world because 
we have no devil. 

The canunpa represents nothingbut good, 
respect, honor, fortitude, courage, humble- 
ness, purity, honesty, love and payinghom- 
age to the Great Spirit. 

How can any one use the Great Spirit to 
throw bad medicine? What is bad medi- 
cine? It must be voodoo. 

We must heal our nation internally be- 
fore we go out and try to help people. There 
are a great many people who go about 
representing our people's spirituality. 


These people call themselves healers, spiri- 
tual leaders, medicine men and women, etc. 

If they are such, why aren't they healing 
our people, helping our people walk the 
Spiritual road with their powers? 

It's our religion. We are broken people 
with wounds that may never heal. 

What is going to help put them back 
together? Only we can do that We can set 
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limits and say, "Hey, this is going to hurt our 
Sioux people." We set rules for our ceremo- 
nies in our nation. 

We have far too many non-Indians com- 
ing to our yearly ceremonies making them 
like side shows. 

As for the people who go about making 
ceremonies for non-Indians for money and 
material goods, this has got to be the lowest 
form of making money. I call them "spiri- 
tual vampires." They suck the good out of 
our sacred ways of life for individual profit. 

Meanwhile, back on the reservation we 
still live in poverty. I may not be the best 
person to say these things, but I cry for our 
Lakota people. 

I love our Lakota people. We can do 
better. We can be on top of the world. 

People should understand this. Ceremo- 
nies are for special prayers. I must ask for 
forgiveness from our ancestors when I write 
this because along time ago the cammpa and 
ceremonies were so sacred that our grandfa- 
thers and grandmothers did not speak of 
them and, if theydid, itwaswiththeutmost 
reverence. 

Nobody flaunted or bragged about sun 
dance scars. A warrior loved his people and 
shed sweat and tears so that his people 
might live. 

Our religion is beingdestroyed, degraded, 
abused and exploited. There are many Pipe 
carriers, but they are some of the most 
shallow, self-centered, selfish, coldblooded 
people I know. This is not an insult to all 
Pipe carriers, but to the few who use it as a 
form of self-glory. 

It takes many years to understand what 
canunpa represents. You can't just go out 
and buy one. One has to be worthy first. 
This means helping people, respecting el- 
ders, children, women and people less for- 
tunate. 

It means offering food to the people, 
giving thanks and saying only good things. 
Materialism and money don't exist in this 
way of life. The Great Spirit will (or shall Isay 


Tunkasila will) recognize you when you die. 
Your spirit will not stay around the material 
things you couldn't part with. 

The Red Road or Spiritual Road is a hard 
road to walk, but being a Pipe carrier and 
living it is the hardest The canunpa was 
brought to the Lakota and Dakota Sioux 
nation by a woman. She was met by two 
warriors, one with good thoughts and the 
other evil. The evil one was destroyed, only 
the good shall touch the canunpa. 

Today, men should have more respect for 
women. Again, I am speaking of afewtoken 
Indians. The canunpa, our sacred Pipe and 
land and the people are one. This is our 
religion. Tunkasila gave us Lakotas a gift 
with which to communicate with him. 

The canunpa is for the Lakota Sioux na- 
tion. They come first. Have respect for our 
Lakota people and their land. There is only 
one great spirit, Tunkasila, the creator of all 
things. It doesn't matter how or where we 
communicate with him, it doesn't cost a 
single cent to pray from your heart. 

The canunpa is made from the blood of 
our people. 

Remember this, prayer is the most power- 
ful force on this earth, our Mother Earth, do 
not play with it 

I ask pity for saying these things, but 
today is a new day. We can bring hope for a 
better tomorrow for our Sioux people. We 
are a sovereign nation, so let's start being 
strong about things that concern us. We 
must all work together, put aside the vani- 
ties, the egos, the pettiness. 

When we rise above, all the good things 
will come of it. 

Unity means coming together as a people, 
with one mind and one spirit. We can be 
friends, but let us not overstep the bound- 
aries that make us unique. 

There are so many non-Indians that are 
Pipe carriers that it amazes me. 

Where are the Lakota Sioux? It's our reli- 
gion.

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Earth First! Blockades MacMillan Bloedel

I've been telling myself for years, I would be willing 
to die for the revolution. The bombing of Judi Bari and 
Darryl Chemey in 19 90 and all the attacks on environ- 
mental activists internationally — home-burnings, 
knifings, shootings — gave form to the abstract idea of 
putting my life on the line for my beliefs. I had 
something to visualize when I had such thoughts. 
Reality is much less romantic. So I modified my motto 
to: I'd be willing to break my arms for the revolution. 
That's how I ended up elbow-deep in two 500-pound 
cement-filled barrels, part of two three-person, three- 
barrel chains that were placed in front of the gates of 
Macmillan-Bloedel's (MacBlo) cedar lumber distribu- 
tion center in Tacoma, Washington. 

MacBlo is one of the worst culprits in the destruction 
of the forests in British Columbia, especially in 
Clayoquot Sound. They practice the harshest 
clearcutting techniques, employing automation so 
their labor costs are low. They make vast clearcuts and 
process ancient trees into pulp for telephone books 
and newspapers. Then they flood the world market 
with this pulp so they can control the price. (For more 
details see Yule '93.) 

The intent of tire blockade was two-fold. First, we 
wanted to call attention to MacBlo's crimes and the 
crisis facing the BC forests. Second, we wanted to stop 
production at the yard in hopes of making a David- 
sized dent in Mac-Blo's Goliath profits.

The activists at this action were from all over the bio- 
region, or at least up and down the 1-5 corridor. We 
arrivedattheyardatabout5:45 am, onEF! time(alittle 
late). The workers were already there, but the Goddess 
was on our side. We managed to unload the barrels 
from our rentedmoving truck (complete with hydrau- 
lic lift-gate) before anyone tried to stop us. We set the 
barrels in place and sat down between them, stuffed 
our arms into the pipes, and locked ourselves onto the 
rebar. In a matter of minutes, we settled in. 

It was 26 degrees and needle-like ice crystals, called 
ice fog, hung in the air. I visualized myself in Harry 
Merlo's hot tub, so I didn't get hypothermia till the 
very end. I would advise anyone repeating this action

Lockdown in Toronto

On Wednesday, January 19, Earth Firstlers inToronto 
decided to take our concerns about MacMillan Bloedel's 
clearcutting in Clayoquot Sound (and elsewhere) to 
their doorstep, directly. It was the coldest January 19 
on record (with the wind chill, the temperature fell to 
-40 degrees Celsius), but we were undaunted. Armed 
with 17 bike locks, lots of willing heads and a herd of 
enthusiastic support people, our caravan headed to 
the wilds of Weston (in northwest Toronto) to rock 
MacBlo's world. By 9:50 am, we had locked all seven 
gates at MacBlo's lumber distribution center shut and 
had activists' heads locked to all of those gates, just to 
add to the fun. Supporters wrapped those locked on in 
blankets and sleeping bags to keep out the biting cold, 
and we settled in, vowing to stay until "MacBlo stops 
clearcutting in Clayoquot Sound." 

As trucks rolled up to do business with MacBlo, we 
told them that the business was closed due to environ- 
mental atrocities committed, and sent them away. It 
took a while for the employees to figure out that we 
had come to stay as long as we could, and to cost them 
some business and dollars in the meantime. Banners 
were affixed on the main customerservice gate reading 
"MacBlo — Go Clearcut in Hell!" and "Clayoquot 
Sound not Clearcut Sound." Along with the eight 
people who initially locked on, there were more than 
30 supporters, plus some media types who braved the 
cold.

What Do You Mean 
You Won't Arrest Us?

In January we took over the Office of Surface Mining (OSM) in Columbus, 
Ohio to protest a strip mine in the Wayne National Forest. The mine could set 
the precedeht for opening 40 million acres of hardwood forest on public lands 
to strip mining. We were told that the orders to mine were coming from the 
Regional Support Office in Pittsburgh. Pittsburgh? So we all crawled into our 
cars and headed east. Our objective? Well, take over another office, naturally. 

The press greeted 30 of us at the front doors, eager to see our reindeer and 
squirrel suits as we entered the building that we would occupy for the next 
eleven hours. Our message, simply enough, was, "The Buck Stops Here, and 
we're not leaving till we get what we want." 

The office would never be the same. No cops present, so we took it over with 
ease. Rifling through files, using the copy machine, "borrowing" documents, 
banging on walls, beating up trash cans, using fax machines, ordering pizza, 
calling our relatives long distance, reviewing resumes... true to Earth First! style. 
"Office of Rape and Scrape," was how we answered the phone. 

We called all the media we could think of, giving live interviews from the 
takeover. We called the Citizen's Coal Council and Heartwood for endorse- 
ments of the action. I called my mom and told her I might need money in case 
I got arrested. I called the EF! Journal, just so they could share in the festivities. 

Joe Hazelbaker, of the Buckeye Forest Council, eloquently explained to Carl 
Close, the office guy in charge, what the OSM is doing wrong and why the strip 
mine was their fault. This is what he said: 

"The mining should not even be an issue because of the Surface Mining 
Control and Reclaiming Act of 1977 (SMCRA or "smackra"), which prohibits 
such mining on public land. As with many of our half-assed, half-implemented 
laws, the loopholes pass the buck to often-inept agencies. In this case, SMCRA

used the valid existing rights clause to hold the deeds to the minerals under the 
land. Sixteen years later, the government has still not rendered a definition of 
valid existing rights. The result is that mining rights have been tied up in the 
courts and linger as a constant threat to public lands." 

"Belville Mining Company of Ohio possessed some of these subsurface rights 
(wrongs); the land above was managed by the Forest Service. The Wayne NF's 
management standards do not always indude purchase of subsurface rig hts. If 
Belville mines the land, this case may be the precedent for defining valid 
existing rights. According to a representative for the Department of the Interior, 
this will determine the fate of forty million acres of land."

Any vestigial illusions environmentalists may have 
dung to regarding the benign character of Bruce 
Babbitt's mission for the Department of Interior col- 
lided with harsh reality when he ca- 
pitulated to the demands of a cadre of 
right-wing western polititians by or- 
dering the ouster of Jim Baca, the em- 
battled head of the BLM. 

Baca, a Hispanic and a westerner, was 
theadministration's strongestvoice for 
grazing and mining reform, and there 
is speculation that his removal may 
have been part of a deal cut months ago 
with conservative republicans to en- 
sure the passage of NAFTA, a deal that 
also induded a commitment by the 
administration to curtail its grazing 
reform agenda. Whatever the motives 
behind the firing, the crackdown on 
Baca was strongly reminiscent of the 
Bush administration's removal of John 
Murrnna from his position as regional 
forester for the northern Rockies and 
sends a similar message that the Lords 
of Yesterday still rule over the public 
lands and resources of the West. 

The strange saga began on January 
23, when Tom Collier, chief of staff for 
Babbitt's Interior Department, deliv- 
eredaheavy-handedultimatum to Baca: 
accept a directed reassignment out of 
the BLM, or dse. Unlike many in this 
administration, however, Baca dem- 
onstrated courage and convictions. He didn't buckle, 
but stood firm and demanded to meet with Babbitt 
personally. 

At their encounter three days later, Baca told Babbitt 
that he was unwilling to accept the reassignment or to 
resign. Baca made it clear that he intended to stay at 


the BLM. If the adm inis tration wanted him out they 
would have to fire him. This placed Babbitt, a critic of 
the Bush administration's treatment of John Mumma, 
in a nearly untenable position. His fingerprints would 
be all over Baca's dismissal, not a desirable credential 
for the self-proclaimed paladin of 
the New West 

In the meantime, southwestern 
forest and grazing activists, who 
knew of Baca's deep commitment 
to grazing reform from his tenure 
as New Mexico state lands com- 
missioner, mounted a furious cam- 
paign on his behalf aimed at A1 
Gore's office. Their message got 
through. Gore announcedhis sup- 
port for Baca, but was eventually 
overruled by Babbitt and appar- 
ently, the President 
So on February 4, Baca was fired. 
Afterwards, Babbitt proclaimed 
that the dismissal resulted from a 
difference in management styles. 
In his truly unique brand of inces- 
sant chatter, Babbitt prattled on 
about his unflagging vision for "a 
New West" and pronounced that 
the administration's grazing 
agenda remains "unchanged." Pre- 
varication in the first degree. 

But Baca, in typical fashion, im- 
mediately set the record straight 
Baca called Babbitt's description 
of his firing "bogus." "Frankly, 
this came about because those 
western elected officials are worried about fundraising 
from those traditional extractive industries," Baca 
said 

The western resource industries gloated at their 
triumph. The president of the New Mexico Cattle 
Growers Association, a long-time nemesis of Baca's, 
exclaimed "One down and 100 to go." 


What was this curious affair about? Under direct 
assault from western governors and ranchers (who 
scented the blood flowing from past policy wounds at 
the Department of the Interior), Babbitt tried to make 
Jim Baca the political scapegoat for the administration's 
botched grazing reform initiative. But the blame right- 
fully rests with Babbitt, Gore, and Clinton for intro- 
ducing a compromised policy to begin with and then 
retreating at the first sign of political hostility. 

As usual, Babbitt selected a surrogate to deliver the 
bad news. Indeed, this is not the first time Collier has 
served as Babbitt's strongman. During the days sur- 
rounding the president's Northwest Forest Summit, 
Collier arm-twisted environmentalists into agreeing 
that log exports, regulation of private forests, and 
eastside forests would not be on the agenda. 

Now Baca's gone and other reformers inside the 
agency are chastened. But what does this sordid affair 
tell us about Bruce Babbitt? That he was disingenuous 
about his public land reform campaign? No, we've 
known that since April, when he backed down to 
western senators on grazing fees, below-cost sales, and 
mining reform. The initial impression was reaffirmed 
with his aggressive positions on the Northwest forest 
issue. Babbitt, after ill, was the first and strongest voice 
in the administration calling for a sufficiency rider "to 
lift the edges of the court injunctions." He exerted the 
pressure on the leaders of the national groups to 
release old growth for cutting, culminating in the 
infamous "deal of shame." 

What we now know is this: When pressed, Babbitt 
palliates; he lays blame. Thus, according to Babbitt, the 
Baca debacle wasn't his fault at all. Babbitt made clear 
the fault rested with the White House environmental 
policy adviser Katie McGinty's insistence on cutting a 
deal with ranchers; it resulted from the relentless 
pressure of western governors; it was bungled by Tom 
Collier, who was acting outside his authority. 

Clearly, Babbitt learned well the self-preserving les- 
son of the Reagan-Bush years: plausible deniability at 
any cost

The University of Arizona says their ob- 
servatory will draw thousands of tourists to 
Mt. Graham's remote, isolated summit. To 
capture these tourist dollars, business inter- 
ests in nearby Safford, Arizona are promot- 
ing a "Museum of Discovery." That 
museum's literature exalts this desecration 
of our sacred Apache mountain as the "sec- 
ond age of discovery," 500 years after Co- 
lumbus. It also praises the White settlers' 
farming and mining discoveries — on lands 
they took from our reservation without 
compensation or permission. 

UA lawyers suing us Apaches say the rider 
they lobbied through in the final hours of 
Congress in 1988 exempted them from all 
cultural and religious protection laws as 
well as all environmental laws. The mu- 
seum would exalt a project of the first U.S. 
university to sue Indians for their religious 
beliefs and to exempt itself from the nation's 
environmental laws. This insults indigenous 
people striving to protect their cultures. 

At a recent museum lecture, I told the 
speaker, head UA astronomer Peter 
Strittmatter, how distressing his project was 
to Apaches. While I spoke, hekeptlaughing. 
Did he think what I was saying was a joke or 
some curious superstition of ignorant 
people? UA ProfessorThompson spoke about 
UA's archeological dig on our reservation. 
An Apache asked if the University had 
Apache permission to dig, and if it would 
return the bones and sacred artifacts. Dur- 
ing this questioning, Thompson's wife 
laughed. Was it laughable to her that any- 
one would question the University's au- 
thority? 

Museum director Kukuk hurriedly cut off 
questions though hands were still raised. 


His repression of public dialogue matches 
UA's refusal to allow application of cultural 
and environmental laws to their telescopes. 

The Vatican's historic May, 1992 state- 
ment that our Apache beliefs were "a religi- 
osity which must be suppressed with all the 
force we can muster" sums up the 500 years 
of cultural destruction the museum and 
telescopes will "celebrate."

In any 
case, the letters I have received make me 
confident that there are people who love 
Michigan's wild places andit'sonly amatter 
of time before these sentiments begin to 
spread. Thank you for understanding our 
dilemma. Keep up the good work.

On Febmaiy 24, Hydro-Quebec (H-Q) announced that it will proceed with the 
construction of its Sainte Marguerite IH (SM3) dam. Work is set to begin this spring with 
the construction of a 50 km access road into presently inaccessible areas, and with the 
dearcuttingofcorridorsfortheintroduction of power lines, andforestedareasthatwould 
be submerged beneath the project's three reservoirs. If built, SM3 will be the fourteenth 
hydro-electric project in Nitassinan, an Innu territory which has never been ceded or 
surrendered Ancestral burial grounds and lands the Innu have used for hunting, fishing 
and gathering medicinal plants for over 9,000 years will be flooded and destroyed 

This announcement came on the same day as a significant Supreme Court ruling 
stating that H-Q cannot build new power facilities for energy exports without an initial 
federal environmental review. After decades of hydro-electric development in Quebec, 
and several years of court battles over the issue, the need for a federal environmental 
review process has finally been recognized. But environmental assessments in Canada 
are non-binding and it is not dear if federal assessments will have more influence than 
the provincial reviews, which, as in the case of SM3, have been slight Quebec's decision 
to make its announcement on the same day as the Supreme Court ruling appears to be 
very intentional and a response to this blowto its desire for sovereignty. The SM3 Project 
isnotaffectedbythe ruling despite thecondusions of the Quebec Environmental Board 
(BAPE) hearings, which judged the project unacceptable. 

Among other things, BAPE questioned Quebec's energy demand forecasts, recom- 
mending that they be substantiated by a group of "independent experts." The govern- 
ment, however, does not intend to follow the board's recommendation and has dedded 
that "eventually” Quebec will need the power despite the prevailing weak demand 

Only last week, Hydro Quebec had to caned several of its co-generation contracts 
because of sagging demand In the past, export markets have provided H-Q with a 
justification for its hydro-electric devdopments. Already, however, the United States is 

backing out of its con- 
tracts with H-Qbecause 
itdoesnotneedthedec- 
triaty and because of 
publicopposition. Que- 
bec encourages wasteby 
providing cheap elec- 
tricity, andincreasingly 
thepublicintheUSdoes 
not agree with pur- 
chases of H-Q power 
that would discourage 
thedevdopmentofeon- 
servation measures. 

BAPE also found the 
SM3 proposal to be defi- 
dentinits environmen- 
tal forecasting. The proposal to divert the Moisie river, which it notes is one of the last 
important riversin the region notyet altered or dammed (damned), wouldbe "extremdy 
risky” to the salmon that run in its waters. While the government has promised to study 
the problem more carefully before proceeding with the scheme, it has not abandoned 
it and is "confident" its studies will find that the diversion can be accomplished without 
risk to the salmon. 

The board has also suggested that H-Q review its claims that the effects of methyl 
mercury contamination have a life span of only thirty years, observing that contamina- 
tion levels in the Sainte Marguerite 2 reservoir have yet to return to normal after thirty- 
sixyears. Meanwhile, the Innu suffer from the serioushealth effects ofmercury poisoning 
and have become experimental subjects, "objects of observation for the advancement 
of technological controls on methyl mercury's effects on human beings." 

Despite all of these problems, Quebec's Premier Johnson is sure that H-Q can 
demonstrate that the project is "extremdy sound and also profitable... So everybody is 
confident that ultimatdy all the studies will point in one direction." 

That direction is a downward spiral towards biological mdtdown on a vast, unprec- 
edented scale, and towards the cultural extinction of the Cree, Inuit and Innu peoples. 
The "project of the century" has only just begun, and the "land of tomorrow," as the 
James Bay Devdopment Committee sees it, will be one gargantuan plumbing system. 
The last significant wilderness areain eastern North America, habitat of the caribou, polar 
bear, freshwater seal and Bduga whale— where once were life-giving rivers, carrying the 
largest supply of fresh water in the world— will go the way of the LaGrande, becoming 
a series of stagnant reservoirs, virtual toxic sinks, surrounded by shorelines of mud and 
dead trees, incapable of supporting the rich and varied wildlife it once did 

And where do the Cree and the Inuit fit into this picture as seen by these devdopment 
visionaries? In response to growing public criticism of the environmental and human 
insult of hydro devdopment, H-Q has created a think tank called GRAME, whose 
purpose is to "make hydro-dectric power the champion of sustainable devdopment" 
This group has come up with the idea of creating state-run parks, or biospheres, where 
the Cree would be employed as derks and groundskeepers, thereby continuing in their 
role as "stewards of Nature.” Fundamental to this scheme is the belief that hydro is a form 
of devdopment that is capable of "geographically containing its impacts." The Cree, 
then, would be expected to live on the shores of these imagined impact-boundaries. 

But whether any other form of activity — or life— is possible around energy devdop- 
ment on such a scale is questionable. GRAME's proposal demonstrates to what extremes

of absurdity H-Qis willing to go in defense of its 
megalomaniacal scheme, which is becoming 
increasingly difficult to justify on any grounds. 

Divestment by Dartmouth College and more 
recently by Tufts and Boston Universities, the 
thumbs-down verdict of the International 
Waters Tribunal, and H-Qs recourse to .the 
public relations services of Burson-Marstdler 
are all indications of its failing moral credibility. 

Neverthdess the "project of the century" 
continues. Phase II of the James Bay Project, 
which is currently under environmental re- 
view, proposes to flood an area equal to what 
was flooded in the first phase, again causing 
mercury contamination which this timewill affect thesealsandBdugawhalesofHudson 
Bay. Phase III is more of the same with the Nottaway Rupert Broadback (NRB) Project and 
Phase IV is a colossal water diversion scheme intended to provide the southwestern 
United States and northern Mexico with fresh water, apparently for the devdopment of 
agribusiness zones in the desert At the end of all of these projects, an area the size of 
Northern Ireland will be entirely submerged, eleven major rivers will be dammed, and 
the entire ecosystem of the James Bay bioregion — an area the size of France— will be 
destroyed. 

This would seem a high price to pay-one that is not just a "national" sacrifice— for 
electricity and agribusiness that no one needs. H-Q's megadevdopments and the frontier 
devdopment bravado that has surrounded them have been essential to the province's 
separatist politics and to its economic independence. This independence is rather like 
that of a malignant tumor with respect to its host organism. H-Q will continue to go its 
own way, in defiance of the consdence of the world and in defiance of economic sense 
and basic humanitarian instincts. And beyond James Bay, even beyond its magnitude, 
H-Qis cooperating with the government of China in the Three Gorges Project, a mega- 
dam that would far exceed anything H-Q has ever built or proposed, and which has 
already relocated 50,000 of the 1.2 million people that will be displaced 

The Coalition for Nitassinan, a resistance group with 800 Innu members, despite a 
court injunction banning their public demonstrations, vows that "we will continue to 
fight H-Q and are willing to give up our lives, if necessary." 

On March 3, the NY Power Authority announced the cancelllation of its contract with H-Q. 
But the battle is not over, as it appears that Con Edison is negotiating the 800-megawatt, contract 
that the NY Power Authority has cancelled.

The Threat to the Maine Coast Increases

Located midway up Maine's coast, Penobscot Bay 
is one of the most important spawning and nursery 
areas for the fish and shellfish of the Gulf of Maine. 
More than three dozen fish and shellfish species use 
the island-dotted waters of Penobscot as larvae, 
juveniles and adults, from major predators like cod, 
dogfish, lobster and flounder (yes, these are preda- 
tors!) to numerous smaller species equally important 
in the ecological scheme of things. Shrimp, menha- 
den, mackerel, smelt, sculpin and many others 
make their way from the Atlantic Ocean into 
Penobscot Bay to its fertile brackish upper estuary. 

In this shallow region of tidal clam flats and 
submerged eelgrass beds lies Sears Island. Dense 
spruce and fir forest covers 90% of the 946-acre 
island, with the rest a mosaic of marshes and tidal 
wetlands. 

The island and hundreds of acres of surrounding 
seagrass beds are an important part of the Gulf of 
Maine coastal marine ecosystem, supplying major 
fish and plankton spawning, nursery and forage 
areas for the central region of the Gulf. Vernal 
pools, streams and freshwater wetlands are found 
throughout the island. The shores are edged by tidal 
flats rich with mussels and seaworms where many 
thousands of seabirds feed at low tide, and fish and 
crustaceans feed at high tide. 

But this important link in the global ecosystem is 
threatened by changes in ownership of the forests 
that cover most of Maine. 

The Free-Traitors have brought forth a proposal to 
liquidate the forests as quickly as possible by mas- 
sively increasing export of raw logs and wood chips. 
The new plans call for the creation of chip mills 
throughout the Northern Forest and for the conver- 
sion of Sears Island into a cargo port for the export 
of chipped hardwoods to the 
international market. Fish, 
gulls and eagles be damned, 
there's money to be made! 

As regions elsewhere along 
the Atlantic coast have 
discovered, this sort of 
operation quickly denudes its 
region of both mature and 
younger forests. Wal-mart- 
like, the exporters undercut 
local sawmills, furniture 
makers and other competi- 
tors by offering better prices 
to woodlot and forest owners 
for their hardwoods. 

No tree is too big or too small to feed the hungry 
jaws of the wood chippers. The thriving interna- 
tional market for woodchips dictates that by the 
end of the decade, 600,000 tons of ground up 
northern forest could pour into Sears Island annu- 
ally by truck and train, thence via flotillas of cargo 
ships to the markets of Europe and Asia. This would 
require the clearcutting of about 62,000 acres per 
year. 

But none of this need come to pass. Sears Island 
and environs need not become another Mordor-by- 
the-sea. Just because an unholy alliance of road- 
building, woodchipping and shipping interests have 
put their sights on despoiling Maine and its coast 
doesn't mean we should despair. The bigger they 
are, the harder they fall... 

The chipper cabal is made up of Maine Governor 
McKern an, Maine Department of Transportation 
(MDOT), the Bangor-Aroostock Railroad, the Bangor 
Investment Corporation (a New Hampshire-based 
financial arm of the Weskeag Corporation, makers 
of Cannon towels), the Maine Forest Products 
Council, the Maine Department of "Conservation," 
the Maineport Council (a pro-chip mill group), and 
Bowater/Georgia-Padfic, among others. 

MDOT, anxious to expand its bureaucracy with 
another port and lots of railroad and highway 
construction, is the public mouthpiece for the 


project. The other Maine government agencies, 
fearful of the Guv's wrath, are either publicly in 
favor of the project or are keeping their mouths 
shut. 

MDOT has resorted to lies, slander and everything 
else it can marshal to push the view that the only 
opponents of the chipper port are a few members of 
the Sierra Club from "away." MDOT and the Guv 
shamelessly claim, in the face of considerable 
scientific findings to the contrary, that destruction 
of the island's wetlands, seagrass beds and clam 
flats, followed by "mitigation," is the solution. 

Preposterous. There has never been a successful 
artificial wetland, seagrass bed or clam flat created north 
of Cape Cod. Not one. Why should we expect any 
difference here? 

Forest- and fish-huggers have the weight of 
science on their side, and the support of the re- 
gional offices of the US Fish & Wildlife Service 
(FWS), the National Marine Fisheries Service 
(NMFS), the EPA and even, bizarre as it may seem, 
the Army Corps of Engineers, each of which has 
recommended against the chip mill port. 

NMFS is against the plan because of the obvious 
harm to the spawning and nursery areas that the 
port would dredge away, and FWS opposes it 
because of its harm to tire residents of the hundreds 
of acres of forests, swamps and wetlands on Sears 
Island, which is virtually free of human habitation 
or structures. 

But the Environmental Protection Agency is the 
important federal government body here. It has 
veto authority in this case, and the New England 
regional office of the EPA has been giving this 
project a big thumbs down. 

The following regional offices of these agencies 
oppose the cargo port Drop them a line. They need 
to know there's support out there for their position.

DeepDoo-Doo 


It's becoming increasingly obvious that certain self- 
styled deep ecologists are publicly writing Earth First! 
off as an effective force within the so-called long range 
deep ecology movement. In an article published last 
year in a British ecological magazine, Bill Devall goes 
on at length to explain how the Earth First! movement 
in the US was derailed as of 1990. After being the 
vanguard, of the deep ecology movement, it is now, 
Devall asserts, a refuge for bumed-out leftists, hippies 
and malcontents. You've heard it all before. It's amaz- 
ing that this discussion is still taking place at all, but 
let's take a minute and deal with this question. Are you 
with me on this? 



First I get the feeling that we're taking all this too 
seriously. Really! Did any of these people ever really 
read Ed Abbey? Or how about the timber industry 
propaganda, which usually lists Earth First! as public 
enemy number one? 

To anyone paying attention, the Earth First! move- 
ment is alive and well. This is evidenced by the level of 
direct action currently occurring all over the United 
States, Canada, and elsewhere. If you think actions 
speak louder than words — and I think you do — then 
you can easily see that the overwhelming majority of 
these actions are in defense of threatened biodiversity, 
not justforknee-jerklefty causes. Andthesearenot just 
random acts of frustration. These are campaigns con- 
ducted by skillful and tenacious grassroots activists, 
and many are netting results. 

When you get right down to it, most of the criticism ( 
coming from the deep ecologists comes down to 
lifestyle. Behind Bill Devall's revisions of Earth First! * 
historyisanunderlyingdislikeofanythingthatsmacks 
of west coast hippieism. You'd thinkthatby 1994 we'd 
be beyond judging people by their background and 
appearances. You'd think maybe we'd judge them by 
their accomplishments and commitments. But no. 
Without ever citing a specific example, Devall, Dave^ 
Foreman, and Paul Watson (among others) continue^ 
to tour the continent shooting off their big mouths >« 
about Earth First! being taken over by hippies and / 
slipping from the vanguard. Then they tell us that their,/ 
work is on the cutting edge, the most important, 
simply the best They never tire of quoting each other. 
Am I the only one to notice this? I don't think so. 

Meanwhile, grassroots groups all over the country 
are up to their necks in freddies, cops, and high-paid 
timber industry lawyers while standing up to defend 
what's left of wild nature. I don't know what it takes to 
break into Mr. Devall's little deep ecology dub, but if 
it doesn't indude Erik Ryberg (now doing two months 
in an Idaho jail for his work in the Salmon Sdway\ 
wilderness), Jan Wilder-Thomas, Anne Peterman, 
Aimee Mostwill, Billi Barker, Dwight Metzger, Judi 
Bari, Macdonald Scott, Jake Burbridge, or the many 
others like them who have toiled for years and made 
- many sacrifices to defend wilderness, then I don't want 
to be in it, either. The nerve of some people! / 

We know where the vanguard of the ecology move- 
ment is. It is in the international grassroots movement 
to protect the world's forests and other threatened 
ecosystems. This encompasses the most broad-based, 
diverse, cross-cultural movement ever to exist on this 
planet The movement indudes millions of people and 
hundreds of thousands of organizations from indig- 
enous people and peasant farmers to academics and 
writers. They come from practically every country in 
the world and share a set of values that we sometimes

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BRITISH ROAD WARS 


Less than 1% of England's land is 
ancient woodland; land that is con- 
stantly under threat. "Ancient, semi- 
natural woodland" is the nearest we 
have in England to virgin forest It is 
land thathas never been clearcut, how- 
ever it has been grazed by cows and 
sheep. Few woods are more than 100 acres, and of that most are small isolated 
pockets. England is the second most deforested part of Europe, with only some 5% 
forest and woodland cover remaining. So, as small as it seems, any land must be 
defended as a vital biological bank — an ecosystem, not to mention being the 
nearest we have left to "wilderness." WE HAVE NO VIRGIN WOODLAND OR 
WILDERNESS LEFT- IN ENGLAND. Let this be a warning and inspiration to those 
of you who still have wilderness left to protect! 

The Mil (and A1 1) are all part of an elaborate 20-year roadway plan by the British 
government. The Ml 1 is a six-lane motorway that will carry traffic 75 mph through 
a residential area. There will be few ways of crossing for those on foot, on bike or 
without the personal use of a car. 350 homes lie in its path — housing for 1000 
people. This is all located in a poor area of London where die homeless already live 
on the streets. All of this to cut 20 minutes off of the rush hour commute. That's 
right, this link road is only three miles long! Instead of putting money towards 


improving public transportation, the government insists on spending £200 million 
on this road project 

Unfortunately, the Mil and All projects are not only picking on small 
communities; they are also ripping through small woodland areas. The proposals 
for Contract 3 will destroy a small but important area of woodland linking Epping 
Forest to Wanstead Flats. Bush Wood has an area of about 1.5 acres. This is not a 
typo. We repeat, an area of 1 .5 acres! These trees range from seedlings to mature trees 
of 200 years or more in age. In an effort to slow down the contractor, activists are 
squatting empty houses in the area. The Department of Transport and the 
contractor must seek special permission from the courts to evict them, a sometimes 
lengthy process. 

In a densely urbanised country like England, environmental and social battles 
cannot be separated. As the last chunks of forested area are threatened, it is apparent 
that many different campaigns (traffic, global warming, pollution, habitat destruc- 
tion, homelessness and community) must unite. One of our rallying points should 
be around the government's disastrous and out-of-control road building plans.

The Resistance

At 5 am, the busy All commuter road in front of 
Wanstonia and other local streets were closed to all traffic 

At 6 am, the police ringed the area to stop any new 
protesters entering. 

At 7 am, the bailiffs announced on a loud-hailer that we 
were trespassers and asked us to leave. This was followed 
by a wild cheer and chanting of "No More Roads!" 

At 7:02 am, the assault started... 

It took 7 hours with power hammers to break into 
the room where two women were locked on to a 
concrete-filled washing machine in the massively 
barricaded top floor room dubbed the "final refuge," 
and another three hours to chip, them out of the 
concrete. Meanwhile other bailiffs worked up through 
the house floor by floor, through lighter barricades, 
into the attics and then finally onto the roof, where 30 
hardcore eco-freaks were locked on. 

One by one they were cherry-picked off. 

Then the bailiffs went for the tree-houses. The last 
heroic protester was removed in floodlight with a 
cherry-picker from a half-tori concrete lock-on 60 feet 


up in a branching chestnut tree that had been slowly, 
but skillfully, reduced to a single idiotic stem. By 7:30 
pm, the weary protestors could be found at a loci pub.

Norfolk Earth First! and allied groups attempted to 
stop work on the Wymondham All bypass by occupy- 
ing a disused railway line subject to a compulsory 
purchase order. Protesters claim that the purchase 
order was illegal. The protest camp at the site caused 
work delays, finally making the construction compa- 
nies seek a Court Injunction. Hired security approached 
the camp the day it was established and requested that 
the protesters leave. Security wants to repossess the 
land and begin fencing it off for roadbuilding. Protest- 
ers refused to leave and vowed to disrupt any work. 
Some protesters have been scaling cranes and wrap- 
ping themselves in winch cable, while others have 
blocked the progress of lorries to the area. The anti- 
roads movement is growing all the time and gaining 
new allies on all sides of politics and society.

Protesters are calling for a Month Of Action on 
the Mil to begin March 15. Continuous opposi- 
tion will cause severe headaches for Norwest 
Holst (the contractor) and the Department Of 
Transport. The Ml 1 is already proving very slow 
to build and huge amounts are being spent on 
security. Two contracts for this road have yet to 
be awarded, and if opposition increases, no com- 
pany will want to get involved in such an unpre- 
dictable and unpopular job.

Bordered by old growth, Heintooga-Round Bottom 
is an area of biological significance. Several rare wild- 
flowers and songbirds listed in the North Carolina 
Natural Heritage Program database are found in the 
general area. Of even greater importance, the addition 
of new roadless acres in the park could be vital to the 
efforts to save the black bear from poachers, reintro- 
duce extirpated species, and speed self-reintroduction 
by some species. The exact acreage of the potential 
roadless addition was not available (to us) from park 
officials. It is' much smaller than the Joyce Kilmer- 
Slickrock Wilderness (17,013 acres), but is still as large 
or larger than the typical eastern wilderness. 

The Great Smokies was named a United Nations 
International Biosphere Reserve, because of its spec- 
tacular wilderness qualities and tremendous 
biodiversity. By eliminating this incursion into the 
interior of the park, the NPS could 
make the 163,000 acre "big wilder- 
ness" on the east side of the Smokies 
a much larger roadless area. Popu- 
lation development pressures are 
on the rise in the South; there are 
virtually no undisturbed roadless 
areas in the southern Appalachians 
other than those on federal lands 
(Jackson, Mountain Treasures atRisk, 
The Wilderness Society). 

To begin the work of ecological 
restoration, we must increase roadless areas whenever 
we have the opportunity. Although the park itself is 
large, blackbears and red wolves, as well as gray wolves 
and eastern cougars, all have home ranges far greater 
than thatprovided on the heavily fragmented tracts of 
most federal lands outside of the Smokies. The NPS 


captured and relocated about 40 black bears per year 
between 1980 and 1989inthe Smokies7mostly due to 
interaction between people and bears. In recent years, 
capture rates have been as high as about 16% of the 
resident population of 400-600 bears (Bear Manage- 
ment Plan, Project Statement Sheet, 1990). Other 
species are affected to a greater extent By the NPS's 
own admission, "even as the park's red wolf popula- 
tion nears carrying capacity, the total number of red 
wolf breeding pairs will be relatively low inside the 
park (Red Wolf Monitoring, Project Statement Sheet, 
1991)." 

Letters and phone calls are needed immediately. 
Here are some points to include: 

* The road should not be reconstructed. A new policy 
of non-motorized use should be instated. 

* The NPS should do a full environmental impact 
statement prior to any action. 

* The addition of new roadless acres in the park is 
vital to the success of efforts to save the black bear from 
poachers, increase the range of the federally endan- 
gered red wolf, reintroduce extirpated species, and 
speed self-reintroduction by other species.

Forest preservation in the west has been in the 
headlines often, particularly over the last few years. 
There are major concerns regarding forest conserva- 
tion in other areas of the US as well. 

Without public notice, public hearing, or prepara- 
tion of an environmental assessment, Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park is preparing to reopen over 
10 miles of a non-functional backcountry road which 
a flash flood washed out in September of 1992. 

The Heintooga-Round Bottom Road, located on the 
southeast end of the park, is a one-way gravel road that 
winds through some of the most ragged and scenic 
territory in the Smokies. Bordered by old growth, 
portions of the road run alongside a river which could 
be seriously harmed if road reconstruction occurs. 

The National Park Service (NPS) claims that its plans 
to rebuild the road are "categori- 
cally excluded" from the NEPA con- 
servation process because the road 
is a reconstruction of an existing 
roadway. However, no project can 
be categorically excluded if it could 
have a significant impact on natu- 
ral, cultural, recreational, or other 
resources of the area or if it could 
involve significant air, water, or 
noise impacts [23 CFR 771.117(a)]. 

The NPS funding request to the 
Federal Highway Administration admits that heavy 
machinery would be used to repair sections of the 
road. Trout and other fish, riparian plants, red wolves, 
black bears, and other species would be adversly af- 
fected by construction of the road and by the heavy 
machinery involved.

‘Tollroads Bankrupt?’

Orange County’s Foothill Tollroad 
was pushed further behind schedule 
and deeper into debt by the 
" southland's most successful anti-road 
demonstration to date. In the pre- 
dawn hours of February 8, seven Earth 
First! activists boarded and occupied 
three cranes being used to build a 
highway bridge across Arroyo 
Trabuco. The FoothillTollroadis one 
of three proposed for Orange County. 
If completed, it will slice up coastal 
sage scrub habitat, further fragment- 
ing one of North America's most 
| threatened ecosystems. The road will 
also induce massive urbanization 
I along its relatively undeveloped 
3 route. 

° Arroyo Trabuco was once a healthy 

riparian area supposedly preserved as 
Tlze engine room barricade, mitigation for earlier development. 
The area was originally sycamore-oak riparian woodland and coastal sage scrub. 
After an illegal midnight grading session to destroy high-quality cactus wren 
habitat (the wren is an Endangered Species Act candidate species), nothing much 
was left but a few carefully fenced and widely spaced trees, and shin-deep mud. 
Illegal grading has reached epidemic proportions in the region and usually goes 
unpunished, as it did in this case. 

Tempers flared early in the demonstration, and some unfortunate scuffles 
occurred between workers and demonstrators. In the worst of these, an emotional 

crane operator slid an eight by six- 
foot steel door into several activists 
attempting to barricade themselves 
inside the crane's engine room. 
One person's glasses were ripped 
from his face and deliberately 
crushed as workers attempted to 
break the human chain. They failed. 
After brief but constructive nego- 
tiations, the activists agreed to leave 
the engine room in exchange for a 
guarantee that the machine would 
be shut down for the day. Unaware 
of what exactly was going on be- 
low him, another activist looked 
down from nearly one hundred 
feet above with amusement. As the 
occupiers exited the engine room, 
yelps and howls filled the air, fuel- 
ing the county supervisor's worst 
nightmares. 

Two hundred yards to the north, 
two activists scaled a one hundred 
and fifty-foot crane, hanging a

forty-foot banner 
reading, "No More 
Roads, Earth 
First!" and pictur- 
ing a giant stone 
hammer crushing 
a road. Another 
activist locked 
himself to the cab 
of the crane, pre- 
venting any sub- 
stantial work from 
takingplace there. 

At the opposite end of the fourteen hundred-foot bridge skeleton, two more 
activists occupied a third crane. A climber at the top of the one hundred-foot 
machine hung a banner reading, "Stop the Corridors of Doom," and another u- 
locked herself to the cable mechanism at the bottom. 

A fourth large banner reading "Tollroads Bankrupt, " was dropped from the bridge 
skeleton. The banners were visible for great distances, reminding thousands of local 
residents of the coming superhighway and the loss of native habitats. Dozens more 
demonstrators joined the action at ground level. This was a bad dream county 
politicians just couldn't seem to wake up from. 

Shortly after noon, the Orange County Sheriff's Department arrived to assess the 
situation and take appropriate action. In the meantime, thugs representing the 
various economic interests in the project politely cruised the work site with video 
and still cameras recording the faces of their adversaries. Few things scare lie 
enforcement agents as much as staring into the lens of a video camera, so activists 
also kept the film rolling, keeping the landrapers on their toes. 

By two o'clock all the workers had left the site and the machinery remained idle. 
"You win," exclaimed one worker as he left. Other workers complained of the loss 
of income, but openly admitted some support for the activists. 

Only two sheriff's deputies re- 
mained behind to guard the indus- 
trial dinosaurs of progress. By this 
time the sun was shining brightly 
and the eighteen remaining activ- 
ists rested. Red-tailed hawks and tur- 
key vultures soared above; yellow- 
rumped warblers and scrub jays frol- 
icked in the few remaining oaks. If 
you closed your eyes you could al- 
most pretend nothing was wrong. 

Satisfied with achieving their goal 
of stopping the work day and keep- 
ing the bridge frame from reaching 
the north side of the creek, the activ- 
ists began descending the machin- 
ery at about two-thirty. No charges 
were pressed and no arrests were 
made. 

Provingmore successful with each 
action, Orange County Earth First! 
vowed to continue fighting the 
county's three tollroads and prom- 
ised to return. 



U of A Clock Tower Occupation! 

In the early morning hours of February 22, New Mexico Earth First! activist Abel climbed to the top of the University 
of Arizona's clock tower to protest the telescope project on Mt. Graham. He remained perched on the tower for almost 
a week. Five banners were hung from the tower, several directed at U of A President Manny Pacheco. Pacheco is cur- 
rently being considered for an advisory position to President Clinton. 

The University of Arizona has spent considerable time and money over the past decade to ensure that the telescope 
project remain on Mt Graham. With the help of the Vatican, UA has completed two of the four planned telescopes 
despite the threats to native species, including the Mt. Graham red squirrel. UA and the Vatican have also been guilty 
1 of complete disrespect of the Apache people, for whom Mt. Graham is sacred. 

| U of A and Tucson police kept surveillance on Abel around the clock, while Abel's friends kept the cops under 
| surveillance the entire time. During the night, to keep Abel awake, police blew whistles and shone lights on the tower 
| top and generally made asses of themselves. 

Late in the evening of the 25th, while several people kept the guard distracted with conversation, an unidentified 
activist ducked under the police line and clipped a large bag of goodies to a rope lowered by Abel. Though initially 
grabbed by the guard, this mysterious figure managed to twist away and fade into the night, leaving the cop 
with nothing but split pants. 

On February 28, at noon, Abel was voluntarily removed with the help of the fire department's cherry picker. 
A crowd of several thousand congregated to watch. There were cries from the crowd, mostly supporting Abel's 
action and decrying the telescope project. One of U of A's "finest," sophomore business major and racist Greg 
Chapin said, "I want to see him beat, I want to see Rodney King all over." 

After spending three hours in jail, Abel was released to his friends and the party commenced. The U of A is 
claiming $10,000 in expenses plus another $2310 for installing a trap door in the dock tower's roof and several 
thousand more for surveillance cameras on the tower. It seems like a waste of money with all the nice tall trees 
campus. They are also scheming to get the $10,000 back and are threatening to file a SLAPP suit against 
Abel. Stay tuned. 
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Terra Primal Rages On.

Well, it's business as usual on Vancouver Island— log log log. Recently, 
the Commission On Resources and the Environment (CORE), headed by 
Stephen Owen, released a series of proposals for land use on the island. 
CORE has been the hope of the environmental community ('cept maybe 
us) and many are disappointed with the recommendations. CORE has 
advised that two-thirds of the intact section of the W albran Valley and the 
entire upper Carman ah Valley be set aside from logging. The Klanawa (a 
nearby watershed) is entirely unmentioned in the recommendations. 
However, they will not recognize First Nations sovereignty (which a non- 
federal body -can't do anyway). CORE was set up to make non-binding 
recommendations and it is hard to guess which way the government will ^ 
swing. 

Three years ago, the British Columbia government, under the right- 
wing Social Credit Party, ignored another commission's recommenda- 
tion that the Walbran be deferred (not logged) for two years for further 
study. The New Democratic Party (NDP) was elected in the fall of 1991, 
but they have not shown themselves to be significantly more progres- 
sive than the Socreds on environmental issues. On the other hand, it is 
unlikely that the NDP will want another Clayoquot-style fiasco. So it is 
a waiting game. 

In the aftermath of CORE, Terra Primal is reaffirming its commit- 
ment to recognition of native sovereignty, which led us to stay out of 
the CORE process in the first place. We are committed to 
stopping roadbuilding and logging of old growth 
rainforest in the areas not included in CORE'S rec- 
ommendations. We plan to start next summer's 
campaign on May 1 (Beltane). We are also prepar- 
ing ourselves for die arrival of the Commonwealth 
Games, scheduled to happen in Victoria this sum- 



mer. We plan to make the multi-million dollar event a tiring one for the 
Victoria police. Busy, busy... 

In the first week of February, Terra Primal, University of Victoria's 
Temperate Rainforest Action Group (TRAG), and Students for Environmen- 
tal Action (SEA) played businesspeople for a day. Two dozen people wearing 
Chief Forester John Cuthbert (anon-elected official with as much power as 
the Minister of Forests) masks showed up at the Ministry ready for work. The 
Cuthberts intended to get to "their" office. All the Johns were demanding 
changes in the provincial government's policy of issuing cutting permits on 
unceded First Nation's lands. Meanwhile, some other folks hung a banner 
that read "No Treaty - No Logging!" on another wing of the building. The 
executive assistant minister wasn't too thrilled, and would not allow the 
Johns to get to their office or use the fax machine. In fact, she was so against 
the "New and Improved John Cuthbert" that she called the police and 
fingered two Terra Primal organizers for assault, despite the absence of any 
kind of violence by the Cuthberts at the action. Another TPler and aTRAG- 
er were arrested and charged with obstruction for refusing to let go of the 
two TPlers. One assault charge was dropped, but the other was pressed as 
some kind of "warning" against radical action in the future. Everyone 
was released after a couple of horns at the cop shop. Great fun was had 
by all and the press was.. .. well, it was bad, but press is press (we take what 
we can get, and walk away laughing.) 

Onward, and upward. We are trying to round up vehicles and funds 
for the upcoming summer campaign. We are also preparing to do 
a food run to support sovereigntists on the mainland, 
who are preparing to blockade. And we're training 
climbers for the summer. You can write us at our 
new address (in the Directory), or call (604) 595- 
4569.

Vancouver Island Gets COREd

In January, 1992, British Columbia Premier Michael Harcourt unveiled a 
comprehensive land use initiative known as the Commission on Resources 
and Environment (CORE). Stephen Owen, a former Provincial Ombuds- 
man with a reputation for fairness, was chosen to head the Commission. 
Another process was thus created with the stated intention of solving once 
and for all (again), the valley-by-valley disputes that have characterized 
forest protection issues in British Columbia. The negotiation process for 
Vancouver Island commenced in November of 1992. 

Over the next two years CORE became increasingly intertwined with the 
Protected Areas Strategy (PAS), another Harcourt initiative, introduced in 
June of 1993. PAS was created largely to "protect viable, representative 
examples of natural diversity in the province." PAS uses the figure of 12% 
as the yardstick by which to measure how much protected area is needed 
for environmental sustainability. Over the last year 
the lumbering CORE/PAS process has become an 
energy-diverting nightmare for many in the BC 
environmental community. Frustrating exercises 
dubbed "talk and log shows" have been boycotted 
by a significant number of groups. 

The first major regional recommendations by 
CORE were recently released in the form of the 
Land Use Plan for Vancouver Island, and are disap- 
pointing to say the least The percentage of the land 
base protected increased marginally from 10.3% to 
13%, with 23 proposed new Protected Areas. These 
include some very contentious areas such as: parts 
of Tashish-Kwois watershed (Kyuquot Sound), the 
lower Tsitika (a NE Island watershed above the 
unique Robin's Bight Killer Whale rubbing area), the upper Carmanah and 
lower Walbran (approximately 70 miles south of Clayoquot Sound), and 
others. In most cases, only pieces of these areas are protected. A promising, 
but potentially risky element of the recommendations Erthe 8% of the 
Island classified as Regionally Significant Land (RSL). Designed as corridors 
linking the Protected Area network, much of thisTand is already cut to a 
significant degree. Many of them force wildlife to learn rock and ice 
climbing techniques in order to make it from one PA to the next Within 
RSLs activities such as logging and mining may occur "provided that these 
uses are carefully managed so they do not interfere" with environmental, 
cultural and recreational values. We are forced to rely heavily on the 
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largesse of the Ministry of Forests (MoF) to treat these lands carefully. Their 
track record does little to inspire confidence. 

With three percent of the island set aside for food production (Cultivation 
Use Areas) and three percent for Settlement Land, a total of 73% is left for 
Multi-Resource Use Areas, the bulk of the commercial forest This includes 
significant private holdings on the south east part of the Island. CORE has 
recommended that these lands, like the Crown (public) lands, be subject to 
the recently proposed Forest Practices Code. Says CORE'S head Stephen 
Owen, "The key to the success of this plan will be what happens outside of 
Protected Areas." In other words, the plan will succeed only if the industry 
is not allowed to continue the horrendous forest practices (overseen by 
MoF) which have characterized its past performance. 

Remember, these are only recommendations which the Provincial Cabi- 
net must still consider. This will likely happen within the next month, so 

now is the time to express your opinions. Call 
CORE at (604) 387-1210 for a copy of the recom- 
mendations, and call BC Wild [phone (604) 384- 
2686, fax (604) 384-2620] for a copy of their 
Backgrounder. Call, write or fax the following 
people to express your opinions (perhaps say 
that 13% is not nearly enough, that the Region- 
ally Significant Lands should be protected lands, 
and that interim protection for all proposed 
Protected Areas and RSLs is needed). 

The industry, through Share (wise-use) groups 
and the Vancouver Island Community Coali- 
tion, has mounted an intense campaign against 
the "21 %" saved (13% Protected Area + 8% RSL). 
Facing 900 possible direct job losses due to the 
decision, they are demanding that no more than 12% be set aside. This is 
in the face of approximately 25,000 job losses due to mechanization and 
automation in die last ten years. Discussion is impossible in meetings 
described as industry speakers whipping community members into anger- 
filled frenzies. 

It's hard to believe that this is it for Vancouver Island, that we may be stuck 
with a paltry 13% of the jewel in the rainforest belt.

Temporary Injunction! Try to Remain Calm

The next stage of the battle for Cove 
Mallard has begun: and we are victori- 
ous. For the first time, an Idaho Court 
has enjoined a major timber sale. In the 
late afternoon of February 17, Judge 
Harold Ryan ordered the US Forest Service (USFS) to halt logging, road construction, 
planning, designing, preparation or sale within the Cove and Mallard timber sale 
areas. The Preliminary Injunction is the first part of what we hope will be a short 
chapter in the victory in Cove Mallard. 

Judge Ryan, when handing down his decision, commented that the litigants were 
likely to prevail in their accusations of mismanagement, and that irreparable harm 
might occur if these sales were to go through as planned. Both sides must file their 
legal paperwork by April 15, at which time a hearing date will be set. This marks the 
beginning of the end for Region One's huge timber sale. "The Forest Service here 
is rotten at the top and the wriggling maggots of willful corruption are spilling out. . . 
within four months a major environmental scandal rivaling the spotted owl will 
emerge and this outlaw agency will be headed to the gallows. Expect Mike King's 
and [Region One supervisor] Dave Jolly's heads to be the first ones to roll," 
commented Ron Mitchell, director of the Idaho Sportsmen's Coalition. 

I hope they sell tickets. 

For years, activists in Cove Mallard have known that these sales were illegal; that 
Biological Assessments (BAs) were never completed, that the Endangered Species 
Act (ESA) was totally ignored in the planning of these sales, and that they violated 
both the National Environmental Protection Act (NEPA) and the National Forest 
Management Act (NFMA). It was easy for the Forest Service to deny the EF! 
allegations to the public. But when these same allegations were brought into court 
by the Idaho Sportsmen's Coalition, it became more difficult for the Freddies to 
sidestep all of the charges against them. 

The litigants are confident they will win a permanent injunction on the following 


grounds: the Forest Service was negligent in deeding with water quality issues; NEPA 
was ignored when dealing with the well-being of the gray wolf and chinook salmon, 
as well as old-growth issues; the NFMA was not followed when dealing with issues 
of biodiversity, including the significance of the wildlife corridor. The USFS is also 
guilty of painting a tainted picture of nature for the general public. Publicly denying 
accusations is something the Forest Service has always been good at, but they are 
finally fessing up to their PR double-talk. During the court proceedings the USFS 
finally admitted that there is, in fact, chinook habitat in Cove Mallard (something 
they denied in the past). Also, in May of 1993 (five years into the planning of these 
sales), Darlene Lavelle, district biologist, attached an addendum to the Biological 
Assessment (BA), stating that the BA was incorrect and that the gray wolf would in 
fact be adversely affected by these sales. 

The Idaho Sportsmen's Coalition litigants will 
send briefs from the suit to Jack Ward Thomas 
demanding that he stop these sales. We all know 
that Cove Mallard is just a reflection of the illegal 
practices the Forest Service embarks on every day. 

The litigants will express this to Thomas, and de- 
mand that he begin cleaning up all USFS practices, 
beginning with Cove Mallard. 

All the work of activists andlitigants maybe finally 
paying off, as it looks like we may be at the point of 
victory in Cove Mallard. 

But work halted tomorrow won't replace what has 
already been stripped from Cove Mallard. Noble 
Road is built, Small Sale is logged, Grouse Road is 
built, and Grouse Sale is logged. These are the 
realities of Cove Mallard — regardless of the injunc- 
tion. So when and if we celebrate let there still be a 
recognition that Cove Mallard was and will always 
be scarred. 



Shut Up and Behave?!

Any person who solicits any other person, or con- 
spires with any other person to commit any crime 
against property or person with the specific intent to 
halt, impede, obstruct, or interfere with the lawful 
management, cultivation, or harvesting of trees or 
timber shall be guilty of a felony." 

In some ways this bill is a reality check for anyone 
planning to partake in any sort of CD/publioprotest- 
ing in Cove Mallard this year. Whether this bill passes 
or not it seems the powers-that-be in Idaho really want 
to see a conspiracy theory proven. The trumped up 
charges last summer of "Conspiracy to Commit Grand 
Theft" (of a road) seem to be the beginning of some- 
thing real stinky in Idaho. Look at that bill again and 
you will seeonehellofa gag order. This bill isn't aimed 
solely at groups of folks who are sitting on roads 
protesting. It is eagerly awaiting anyone who openly 
says "Hey, there is something wrong here..." They are 
going to attack everyone who supports the C/M cam- 
paign and openly advocates protesting against it.

Rybeig Jailed and Other Cove/Mallard Stories

In a surprising move on February 1 st, the Federal Government took abold step toward easing the housing crisis 
for activists in Central Idaho by jailing Erik Ryberg. Convicted in November for interfering with a Forest Service 
Officer, Ryberg was sentenced to six months followed by two years probation. However, Judge Edward J. Lodge 
suspended four months of the sentence, for the time being, anyhow. 

"At least I'll have a roof over my head and three squares a day until April," declared the prisoner. 

Should spring prove to be cold and wet, Ryberg has several options open to him. Judge Lodge sternly warned 
him that any probation violation, including not paying his $500 fine plus reimbursing the Court for the cost 
of his public defender, would result in his immediate re-arrest to serve as much as two full years. Mused Ryberg, 
"I guess I'll just stick my head outside on April 1st, like Punxatawney Phil on Groundhog Day, and sniff the air." 

(Author's note: In case fudge Lodge is reading this, please be advised that Erik didn't say any of these things, actually. 
I'm merely exercising my literary license, which I just had renewed.) 

In a related incident, the assailant who attacked and severely beat local activist Steve Paulson in August 
received a sentence of twenty days in jail and was fined $100. 

The good news is that this disparity in sentencing did not go unmentioned. In reference to Ryberg, a recent 
editorial on the international edition of the Moscow-Pullman Daily News read, in part "Giving hard time for 
such a petty offenses only lends credence to those who accuse the Forest Service of having ulterior motives in 
the Nez Perce National Forest. And in Ryberg's case, jail will only make a martyr out of a misdemeanor 
miscreant" 

Since your loyal but worthless scribe had nothing else to do, I visited the misdemeanor miscreant a few times 
after February 1st, and he looked like he was enjoying himself.

Tim Haugen's "Wild Ranch Manifesto" ( Yule 1993 
EF!J) got my feeble cranium agitated and inspired 
me to sit down and crank out something I've been 
cogitating on. You are right on, Tim — we have 
much to laugh about. I've spent the last twelve 
years or so learning how to scrounge, how to get by 
minimally. I live on four or five thousand dollars a 
year, way below so-called poverty level. But there is 
little I want for (of course I'm rich compared to 
most people on the planet). Undoubtedly I could 
make more money, but what for? What do I lack? 

What I lack is a drudgery-filled job which keeps 
me enslaved 40 hours a week. I lack a tyrannical 
boss breathing down my neck. I lack an aggravating 
commute to work. And I have yet to meet someone 
dealing with all this who thinks I'm missing out on 
something! More often people are fascinated and a 
bit jealous that someone can get by without the 
normal nine-to-five. 

Why then do so many people take on these 
"occupations" which keep them running to and 
from work, scrambling to get things done on 
weekends, dreaming of the few weeks and holidays 
they get off from work, thrashing themselves in a 
frenzy of travel and partying during time off? One 
main reason: security. The "American Dream" is 
really just a frantic attempt to ward off the world 
howling outside the door, to get financial 
security, a secure home, a health plan, regular 
sex, assured sources of entertainment, kids 
who will take care of you when you get old, 
a secure lifestyle with few unknowns. 

People are told they need all these 
things— that attaining them will bring 
about happiness and freedom from 
worry. 

Sorry folks. It's a hoax. What real 
security do we have any more? 

Have you heard of the ozone hole? 

Global climatic disruption? 

Deforestation? Extinction? Envi- 
ronmental meltdown? Urban 
chaos? Earthquakes? Floods? 

Many people, of course, are far 
too busy attaining security and 
worrying about their future to put 
much thought into these prob- 
lems. When will they realize that 
much of the environmental crisis, 
any one aspect of which could 
mean the end of life as we know 
it, is caused by this myopic drive 
to obtain big houses, big families, 
multiple autos, and high-paying 
jobs? In the drive for security, we 
are unwittingly destroying its very 
basis. 

Security to me does not mean a good salary and a 
swell health plan from a big corporation. I am not 
about to entrust my future and offer all my best 
creative talents, indeed the best years of my life, to 
some nameless, faceless corporation which could 
care less whether I exist and would as soon replace 
me as not. I take far more solace in the sight of a V 
of white pelicans flying with synchronized wing 
beats, or in a gathering of close friends around the 
council fire, than I ever could in obtaining a new 
car or nailing down a job higher up the ladder. 

True security to me would be knowing my favor- 
ite wilderness area will not be laced with logging 
roads the next time I go to visit. It would be know- 
ing I don't have to anticipate a world without 
grizzly bears. It would be a world where my friends 
are not being jailed and beaten for voicing their 
opinions and standing up for their beliefs, where 
my nephews and niece could look forward to 
staring the planet with the same diversity of life 


and cultures that I have known, where I wouldn't 
have to fear nuclear holocaust or environmental 
mayhem. As far as I'm concerned, there is no real 
security as long as there are 10,000 more people on 
the planet every day, as long as species are going 
extinct every hour, as long as the last, best roadless 
areas are slated for logging. Therefore, I would much 
rather put my time into fighting for the preserva- 
tion of those values which offer me true comfort 
than into striving for what society tells me I ought 
to have. 

TAKING THE LEAP 

More and more of us are taking on the happy 
chore of eschewing "traditional" western values. 
Some of us never accepted the American Myth to 
begin with, or, in my case, couldn't 

figure out what was so great

first place, 
us are just 
lazy (a 



trait not given enough praise). Many of us have 
realized that mainstream society does not reward us 
for doing the real work: that of fighting for the 
natural world, for cultural diversity, for evolution. 
So, in order to continue our activism, we seek other 
ways to get by, and thereby discover that it's not so 
bad living minimally! In fact, like Tim Haugen, we 
find we are laughing all the way to the Rendezvous. 
It's not that hard, really, to make the break, to work 
seasonally, scrounge some, have little money. 
Especially in this rich society. With a little ingenu- 
ity, we can live better on the stuff people discard 
than those doing the discarding. 

I'd like to offer some of what I think are the keys 
to living minimally as an activist, not all of which I 
have entirely figured out how to do: 

• Avoid getting stuck into a job with a big corpo- 
ration, or with the government. It is these huge 
corporate entities that are destroying this beautiful 
world, and whom we must oppose. Not working for 


them makes it a lot easier to subvert them (unless 
you are an expert at internal sabotage). 

• Be willing to work at many different jobs. Work 
seasonally, work multiple odd jobs. Develop skills 
you can fall back on when other sources of income 
aren't available. Or come up with a valuable, low- 
impact product you can make and sell. Barter for 
stuff. 

• Support one another! If we are to live free from 
overdependence on corporations, we have to look 
after each other. A close friend of mine is struggling 
with the classic dichotomy of wanting to cut loose 
but also wanting or at least feeling- obligated to 
strive for the standard home, family, etc. She needs 
support and encouragement, which are hard to 
come by, for this culture does not offer direct 
rewards for avoiding its temptations. We are all 
struggling to some extent with this dichotomy, and 
cannot go it alone. 

We need to look after one another directly, too. 
Activists have an ever-growing extended family. 
Families offer support in times of need. Sure, we're 
rough tough individualists, but we need to drop 
some of our facade and really try to provide some of 
what we all need — emotional, financial, strategic, 
emergency — all sorts of help. 

Scrounge. Learn the best dumpsters. Learn 
where to get cheap food. Accept handouts gracefully 

(and offer them when you can). If you are in a 
college town, learn when the students leave. 

Check out the dumpsters. Hippie Christmas! 

• Ask for what you need. Don't be shy. I 
have had 2 cars and 4 computers given to 
me. Many people we know have a lot more 
money than us. Remember, if you are 
volunteering a large amount of time to 
work for the Earth, you deserve hand- 
outs. No martyrs. 

• Grow food and preserve it. Find 

a patch of land somewhere you can 
have a bit of a garden and put up 
some of what you grow. Leam 
about wild edibles. Hunt if you feel 
it's appropriate, but leam to do it 
with respect. — - 

• Try to establish a low-cost home 
base. Some of us seem to be able to 
get by without a real home, but 
many more of us need some sort of 
stability. This may be the closest 
thing we get to security. 

• Unplug from the grid as much 
as you can without crippling your 
effectiveness as an activist. 

• Take care of the things you do 
own. Make them last Get a bit 
attached to them; there's nothing 
wrong with that if it keeps you from 
buying new ones. Repair stuff till it's 

worn out. 

• Develop mechanical skills. We all have to deal 
with machines of one sort or another; it's better if 
we can fix them ourselves than depend on someone 
else to do so. 

• Keep yourself in as good shape and health as 
possible. This is key. The healthier you are, the less 
you must depend on the corrupt medical profes- 
sion, the less you need some big corporation to 
support you with a health plan. I do not mean to 
put down anyone with a health problem they 
cannot overcome. But for those of us mobile 
enough to get around in the woods, we have got to 
be able to outrun the bastards. 

These are the things I see as most important. No 
doubt, it's complicated taking on an "alternative" 
life. But you can be an inspiration to others, and the 
more you do it, the farther you take it, the better 
you get at it. What works for you? We need dia- 
logue, for it's a long road ahead of us.

The People for the West! (PFW!) national campaign, which came to Missouri only a year 
ago, now has six chapters in the state. The Western States Public Lands Coalition, which 
runs the PFW! campaign, is a typical "grassroots" front group for corporate "wise use" 
interests. The group uses scare tactics to get local residents to join the fight, for fear of losing 
their jobs and way of life to environmental protection (the very thing that sustains rural 
communities). Life-long residents of small communities are brainwashed into believing 
the extractive industries that fund PFW! are actually concerned with local interests. Tim 
Wigley, an organizer at PFW! headquarters in Colorado, says, "we believe public lands are 
there for the enjoyment of the public." Perhaps Mr. Wigley has confused the "public" with 
the mining, oil and gas, and off-road vehicle industries that pay his salary. 

The mineral industry provides the bulk of the group's financial support. Four of the six 
Missouri chapters are centered on the state's active mining area, or "New Lead Belt" on the 
Salem/Potosi district of the Mark Twain National Forest (MTNF). This sparsely populated 
area produces 90 percent of virgin US lead, according to the industry. 

The other two PFW! chapters are located near the Eleven Point District of the MTNF, an 
essentially wild landscape bordered by two national scenic rivers and covered with scores 
of crystal clear springs — among the largest in the country. Mineral development in "Big 
Springs Country" has been hotly contested for more than a decade. Based in Viburnum, 
MO, the Doe Run Company, a subsidiary of the Fluor Corporation, owns five of the state's 
eight mines and leads the nation's lead production. The company finally gained access to 
the Eleven Point District last winter when the Forest Service and Bureau of Land 
management authorized exploratory drilling there. 

Last year, Doe Run ran a guest commentary by Bill Grannell, former executive director 
of Western States Public Lands Coalition, in Elements, the company publication. "The 
campaign has transformed more than 100 communities into proactive citizen coalitions 
to advocate support for multiple uses such as mining, recreation, timbering, and livestock 
grazing on public lands," Grannel wrote. 

It's not surprising that today two of the six PFW! chapter presidents in Missouri work 
for Doe Run— including the company's chief geologist/exploration manager— and at least 
two more work in the mineral industry. Gary Boyer, who heads one of the chapters, is not 
just a miner, but a top executive with Doe Run. 

Last summer, Doe Run postponed its exploratory activities along the Eleven Point 
indefinitely, citing a poor market for lead and low mineralization in the core samples. But 
John Carter, Doe Run's environmental manager, suggested another reason during a 
personal conversation in August. Carter claims that Doe Rim had blown its entire budget 
for new exploration by June of 1993 and would have to wait until the end of the fiscal year 
before they resumed drilling. Meanwhile the Fluor Corporation has been trying for a year 
to dump Doe Run and all its liabilities on some unfortunate buyer. For the moment, with 
lead prices at historic lows, Big Springs Country is not being violated by new mineral 
exploration. Expect drilling to resume when base metal prices rise. 

In the meantime, PFW! is supporting destructive horseback trail rides on the Ozark 
National Scenic Riverways (ONSR) and touting a Forest Service plan to construct up to 300 
miles of new all-terrain vehicle trails on the MTNF. Already the Salem/Potosi District of the 
MTNF has received applications for special-use permits from the Midwest Trailriders 
Association, a PFW! supporter, for a huge ATV event in June, 1994. 

The National Park Service, which manages the ONSR, has yet to produce an Environ- 
mental Assessment on the horseback trail rides, but continues to renew a special use permit 
allowing the visitors to ride through the park in tremendous numbers. Over the past ten 
years, the rides have grown from 1300-2000 annual participants to nearly twenty times 
that number last year. The riders leave trash and sewage while the horses swim through 
the stream and trample vegetation creating mud trails wide enough for tractor trailers. 

PFW! has fought any environmental review of the trailrides and for the "right" of 
participants to ride through both public and private property near the Jack's Fork River, 
one of the "protected" national scenic rivers. The Environmental Protection Agency, 
responding to pleas from local activists, has taken note of the problem. Citing probable 
water quality degradation, the EPA recently wrote to the ONSR and encouraged the NPS 
to do a full environmental impact statement on the special use permit application. 

As of yet, PFW! is not been publicly active in timber issues. This is probably not for lack 
of interest, but lack of need. During the past year, the MTNF has proposed scores of timber 
sales on all of its districts, most of which have been cut without public comment. 

The 3900-acre Carman Springs Wildlife Area on the Willow Springs District has been 
proposed by the state for inclusion in Missouri's Natural Areas System, which generally 
precludes logging. While Carman Springs includes several pristine, spring-fed Ozark 
streams and is one of the few large blocks of forest left on the district, MTNF Supervisor Eric 
Morse selected an alternative that would support the state's Natural Area designation for 
only 2800 acres. In addition, the decision left open a loophole allowing "high-grading" of 
large oaks. 

Accordingtothepreferred 
alternative, timber harvest 
will only be allowed "for 
the purpose of maintaining 
restoring, or enhancing 
natural communities. The 
amountoftimber harvested 
under these management 
guidelines will not be 
significant.. but could con- 
tribute up to 1.2 milli on 
board feet to the...local 
economy." Although local 
residents whose property is 
adjacent to the proposed 
natural area support desig- 
nationforthefull3900acres, 
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Morse catered to the 
interests of local 
timberman Mark 
Garnett, President of 
the Missouri Wood 
Products Association. 

Using his influence 
as a "life-long Demo- 
crat and industry spokesman," Garnett appealed the Forest Service 
decision on the Natural Area designation, arguing that no MTNF land 
should be removed from the timber base. While the MTNF came out 
in favor of the state designation (on a smaller scale), virtually no land 
will remain free of logging. As a result of Garnett's whining, the Forest Service decided to 
"mitigate the issue of timber supply" by opening a designated old growth area to logging. 
That way, according to the Forest Service, there will be "limited impact on Productive Timber 
Base Land." 

Efforts to counter the activities and misinformation campaign of PFW! are currently 
underway in Missouri. While PFW! pushes for industrial development in the Ozarks, the 
fight to protect the Big Springs Country continues.

The Freddies are pushing their multiple abuse agenda in the Ozarks again, but this 
time it's not just clearcuts, not just lead mining, but more ATV trails! The only 
difference in the latest campaign by the Forest Service to destroy the Ozark Ecosys- 
tem is that many locals are finally pissed off at the Freddies. A group called the 
Coalition for the Protection of Public Lands has organized to fight the proposed 308- 
mile ATV trail system in the Salem/Potosi District of the Mark Twain National Forest 
(MTNF). Members of the diverse group even include small scale ranching and timber 
operators in the six counties affected by this plan. These people are so upset by the 
way the Freddies have ignored public opinion that they planned to bum the DEIS in 
front of the office of Forest Supervisor Eric Morse. Though the action hasn't occurred 
yet, it has given long-time forest activists in the bioregion renewed optimism in the 
fight to stop the Forest Circus. 

Everyone from local landowners to Missouri Governor Mel Carnahan asked for an 
extension to the February 23 deadline for comments but (no re-)Morse refused to 
grant one. This is truly absurd considering most politicians in the state believe the 
proposed trails are illegal. One state representative said that if the Forest Service tries 
to implement the planned 193 stream crossings in violation of Missouri's Streams 
Act, "there is no question we are going to sue." 

The only public group pushing the trail proposal is the Midwest Trail Riders 
Association (MTRA). These rich, city types (surveys show the average rider makes 
$50,000 a year) are using big bucks from the wi$e u$e movement to buy the right to 
destroy our public lands. They "loaned" 4 Japanese off-road vehicles to the Forest 
Service in 1989 and 1990 (one of which, they still have). At that time the first 
federally sanctioned trails in the MTNF were constructed, and since then the Mark 
Twain Forest (dis)Service has been hell-bent to implement new trails. Coincidence? 
Here is another story: on May 16, 1992, the Forest Service had a secret meeting with 
the MTRA. A Freedom of Information Act request for the minutes of the meeting 
received the response that no records were kept The DEIS is loaded with data from 
the Motorcycle Industry Council that purports to show the low impact of the 
machines. Hell, they even put a couple of motorcycles on the cover of the latest 
MTNF travel map. 

Existing ATV trails in the MTNF are plagued with the usual problems of noise, 
litter, air pollution, trespassing, vandalism, and off-trail riding. Soil loss and erosion 
is especially severe; some of the trails are worn down to the bedrock. Siltation of 
streams is another negative consequence of the little peckers on their overgrown 
toys, especially ones who get their kicks shredding riparian areas. The proposed trails 
will cause a decline in colonies of gray and Indiana bats, federally listed endangered 
species, which feed on aquatic insects in these streams. Many other species of wildlife 
will either be run over or forced out of already devastated habitats, inclu ding 
recovering populations of black bears. These flatulating machines will destroy 
vegetation and prevent its regeneration. 

All indications suggest the Freddies plan to put out the Final EIS without address- 
ing public comment as required by law. Make sure this doesn't happen. Letters of 
outrage can be addressed to Darsan Wang, Mark Twain National Forest, 401 Fair- 
ground Road, Rolla, MO 65401 .

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MAINE-IACS TAKE OVER

On February 1, over fifty activists from the Mount Blue Coalition 
took over the first floor of Maine's Parks and Recreation Department 
in Augusta. The Coalition, protesting timber cutting in Mount Blue 
State Park, held the first floor from 9:30 am until after 5 pm when 
authorities arrested twelve of the occupiers and forced the others out 
of the building. 

A horrible stench permeated the first floor at one point during the 
occupation. Parks and Rec officials claimed protesters set off a stink 
bomb. A spokesperson for the Coalition countered, "In actuality the 
smell came from the deal between that department and Timberlands." 
Timberlands Inc. is the company doing the cutting at Mt. Blue and has 
various deals with the state. 

This is the second year of protests by the Coalition concerning the 
Mt. Blue cut More demonstrations are promised if Mt. Blue is not left 
alone by the timber industry. The Coalition has called for the imme- 
diate resignation of Herb Hartman, Maine Director of Parks and Rec.

Wolf Nation Takes Seat 
in Yukon Parliament

On the weekend of February 5-6, hunters killed twenty-four coyotes 
and twelve foxes in a hunt sponsored by the Campbell County 
Chamber of Commerce. The area of the hunt included 75 private 
ranches and some public land near Gillette, Wyoming. Bret Taylor, 
president of the Chamber of Commerce, said the event was designed 
to heighten awareness of predator control. 

Wildlife advocates protested with letters to the local and national 
press vowing a boycott of the county and a "Slob of the Year" award 
to the Chamber of Commerce. 

To avoid a confrontation , the chamber moved the drop-off area for 
the corpses to a private ranch. Taylor said the move was intended to 
keep anyone from taking photographs of piles of bloody coyotes and 
foxes. "A lot of animal rights groups would like to take advantage of 
a pile of dead animals — a picture of a pile of dead animals — and 
sensationalize that." Taylor also stated, "They would send out a 
picture of dead animals and say 'gee, isn't that a terrible thing.' That's 
not the message we want to send out" 

The Chamber intended to send the message that ranchers want 
predator control to save their livelihoods, Taylor said. "As long as 
ranchers are losing thousands of dollars a year per family, we're going 
to have to deal with that" 

In response to the protesters, Taylor stated, "There'll be a portion of 
the parking lot roped off for protesters. We're completely in favor of 
free speech." 

Cameras were banned at the ranch and some hunters refused to 
identify themselves. A hunter who killed one of the coyotes said he 
didn't want to be identified and thereby attract the attention of 
animal rights groups. But he believed the event was important — and 
enjoyable. "I had fun, had a good time," he said. 

The fun was limited to the hunters, however, as the hunt offered a 
$500 cash prize to the team that killed the most coyotes and to the 
hunter who killed the largest coyote. In addition, hunters collected a 
state-funded bounty of $25 per coyote and $5 per fox. 

Night hunting was allowed and spotlights could be used on private 
land as long as the rancher gave permission. State regulations allow 
almost unrestricted killing of animals classified as predators, includ- 
ing the use of airplanes or snowmobiles. Machine guns can't be used, 
however, nor can hunters fire from a public roadway. 

Craig Bechtold of Craig, CO, shot the biggest coyote, weighing 33 
pounds. Darrrel Wendling of Moorcroft, WY, shot the largest fox, 12 
pounds, and local hunter, Joe Toohey, killed six coyotes and a fox.

On January 17, Friends of the Wolf. (FOW!) gave the murderous 
thugs running the Yukon government another uncompromising, in- 
your-face message of resistance on behalf of the Wolf Nation. Like 
most Yukoners, the group was fed up with the Yukon government's 
cowardly refusal to give information on its barbaric helicopter wolf kill 
program. To make their point, FOW! decided to shut down the 
crankcase of the machine, the putrid cesspool of "democracy," the 
scene of the crimes: the Yukon Legislature. The timing couldn't have 
been better. Throngs of Yukoners came to the legislature gallery that 
day in response to a flurry of newspaper ads put out by the speaker of 
the House, begging them to "come and watch your elected represen- 
tatives at work." 

Among the silent, respectful crowd in the gallery were two wolf 
defenders, throats dry, palms sweaty, adrenaline glands barely held in 
check, forced to sit up straight by the heavy chains curled around their 
waists and the Kryptonite locks around their necks. Meanwhile, 
outside, more Earth defenders were hanging a banner between two 
flagpoles to divert the security people and give the guys inside time to 
lock down. 

It was all too easy. At precisely 14:05, the guys got up, calmly undid 
their jackets, joyously let the chains around their torsos (that had 
squeezed them for so long) noisily uncoil onto the floor, wrapped 
them around a railing and themselves once again, and joined the locks 
around their necks. From deep within their lungs they brought forth 
prolonged howls of joy, sorrow, and defiance. Chaos. 

"HEAR YE, HEAR YE..." 

"Order! Order! We will not hear fro — " 

"Friends of the W olf! affirming the role citizens play in a democracy, 
where politicians and their programs are accountable to the public..." 

"This is an outrage! This house will adjour — " 

"Recognizing that the wolves of the Aishihik and Kluane Park are 
under attack by the Yukon Party Government..." 

"Get a job!" 

"Concerned that First Nations' concerns are not being addressed..." 

"Why don't ya just jump, ya — " 

"Aware that government leaderjohn Ostashek has a hunting camp 
in the killing zone... 

And so it went The confusion created was so complete, so utterly 
thorough that one of the banner hangers actually had the opportunity 
to walk right into the gallery past about 14 dazed "security" guards, 
and lock down with the other guys in a legislature devoid of politi- 
cians. Friends of the Wolf, had won — kicked the bastards out of their 
own stronghold — stopped the machine dead in its tracks. Business as 
UNusual... for awhile anyway. Ittookthem four hours to call the cops, 
and it took the cops more than an hour to figure out how to use bolt 
cutters, but the "Whitehorse Three" were busted.

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‘BLf Petitions to 
List Dakota Skipper 
(Butterfly 

On January 15 the Biodiversity Legal Foundation 
petitioned the US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) to 
list the Dakota skipper butterfly as a threatened spe- 
cies. The petitioners contend that the Dakota skipper 
is biologically threatened due to the destruction of its 
mid-grass prairie habitat. The remaining populations 
are confined to small, isolated locations scattered 
across ttrree states, making the skipper's continued 
survival uncertain. 

The Dakota skipper historically flourished across 
North and South Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, and Illi- 
nois. It may no longer exist in Iowa and Illinois and 
has been forced into scattered patches of habitat across 
the other three states. The skipper's habitat has been 
destroyed by conversion to agriculture and other 
human encroachments. Grazing disturbs the prairie 
ecosystem to such an extent as to make it uninhabit- 
able for the butterfly. Non-native plant species fre- 
quently invade skipper habitat in the wake of agricul- 
ture. Spraying to remove these plants destroy nectar 
sources key to the butterfly's survival. Isolation of the 
remaining populations makes survival much more 
difficult. 

Other threatened species share the Dakota skipper's 
prairie habitat, are showing consistent population 
losses, and would benefit from the skipper's federal 
listing. The federally listed western prairie fringed 
orchid and the regal fritillary butterfly, an Endangered 
Species Act (ESA) candidate, are two species which 
frequently share habitat with the Dakota skipper. The 
Arogos skipper and Powesheik skipper butterflies have 
also been recommended as ESA listing candidates. 

The Dakota skipper's declining population reflects 
the worldwide loss of invertebrates. This is cause for 
great concern, since the world's 751,000 known spe- 
cies of invertebrates are the biological building blocks 
of all natural ecosystems. Petitioners hope this action 
will bring more attention and concern to the threat- 
ened status of prairie ecosystems. The native prairie 
ecosystems are the most damaged in North America — 
only about 1 percent remain.

Ocean Dumping off Northern California

One of the largest ocean-dumping projects of its 
kind has been launched by the US Army Corps of 
Engineers and the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). If Federal planners get their way, a 
huge area near the Gulf of the Farallones, Monterey 
Bay and Cordell Bank National Marine Sanctuaries 
will become an ocean dumpsite for 400 milli on 
cubic yards of mud dredged from San Francisco Bay 
over the next 50 years. 

The US Navy is currently dumping an average of 
10,000 cubic yards (roughly 1000 dump truck loads) 
of mud dredged from the bay every day in order to 
establish "historic use" of the ocean site — qualifying 
criteria for the larger dumpsite. The EPA has ap- 
proved this dumping based on a spurious sediment- 
testing regime under fast-tracked conditions that 
have alarmed scientific researchers. 

The dredged San Francisco Bay mud is highly 
toxic to marine life— so toxic, in feet, that these 
materials cannot be dumped in the Bay itself. The 
mud is laced with PCBs, DDD, DDT, mercury, lead, 
polynuclear aromatic hydrocarbons, selenium, 
bacteria, oil and grease, zinc, chromium and radio- 
isotopes, among other contaminants. 

Many threatened and endangered species will be 
put at risk by direct and indirect exposure to the 
dumped mud. They include many species of marine 
mammals, leatherback sea turtles, peregrine falcons, 
seabirds, and winter run Chinook salmon. 


EPA's recent environmental analysis acknowl- 
edges that bottom-dwelling marine organisms will 
be smothered by the mud. But they neglect to 
recognize the serious risk to marine mammals, 
seabirds, pelagic and demersal fishes, fish larvae, 
plankton communities, and pelagic invertebrates, 
all of which will endure repeated exposure to dredge

sediments in the water column and on the sea floor. 
The EPA asserts that the bay mud will have "no 
significant effect" on the marine environment, 
based on a highly theoretical computer model that 
has never been adequately tested. 

Dr. Nancy Foster, Acting Assistant Administrator 
for Fisheries, National Marine Fisheries Service 
(NMFS), stated in a letter to the Army Corps of 


Engineers, "Evidence available to NMFS shows a 
direct link between contaminated bottom sed im ents 
and physical abnormalities, tumors, and mortality 
of fish and shellfish. Such effects appear where high 
levels of all PCBs, polynuclear aromatic hydrocar- 
bons, pesticides, and/or heavy metals are present 
Any one of these contaminants [has] been associ- 
ated with adverse biological effects." 

The dumping of dredge spoils on the east coast 
has led to serious declines in commercial fisheries 
and to the proliferation of non-native species. A 
similar ocean-dumping proposal near Half Moon 
Bay, CA, encountered a legal battle from commer- 
cial fishermen worried that the introduction of 
toxics, unusual turbidity and the burial of benthic 
organisms would harm fisheries resources. 

Fully protective criteria for sediment quality have 
not yet been adopted by the EPA, although many 
citizens have urged testing reforms. Federal project 
planners rely on "loose" criteria endorsed by the 
Corps of Engineers, whose harbor navigational 
projects account for 95 percent of the dredge 
materials dumped in the ocean. 

Coastal Advocates and Save Our Shores strongly 
encourage the public to request the Environmental 
Impact Statement to ensure that they are fully 
informed on the issue.

Wared Valley AAay Be The hdext I lanforcd

First off, it is important to dear up some common 
misconceptions about southern Californians. They 
are not ah surfers and beach bunnies, lolling lazily 
under transplanted palms, soaking in the ultraviolets 
and worrying about the size of the next wave. More 
than a few of us stick it out, enduring the stigma of the 
aforementioned because (contrary to what you may 
have heard) there's still a lot worth saving down here. 
That said, I turn to the reason I'm writing: to implore 
each and every one of you reading this to join our 
battle to save a small part of the eastern Mo j ave known 
as Ward Valley, CA. 

So what is the big deal about Ward Valley? For 
starters, Ward Valley was recently induded in the 
critical habitat designation for the ancient and threat- 
ened desert tortoise, whose population has dimin- 
ished in some areas from 50 to 1 per square mile since 
the 1920s, and by 50% overall in the last six years. 

Ward Valley is situated on tribal land, sacred to both 
the Chemehueve and Ft. Mojave tribes. It is 15 miles 
from the Colorado river, right on top Of an aquifer 
(estimated to contain 8.7 million acre-feet of water) 
that likely feeds directly into the Colorado itself. But 
Ward Valley is also the site selected to accommodate 
a proposed "low-levd" radioactive waste (LLRW) dump 
for the Southwest Compact, to be operated by the 
infamous US Ecology (USE). 

For those of you who may not understand the 
implications of this, here's a bit of LLRW info. "Low- 
level" is a designation peculiar to the US. Essentially, 
it's a “disguise" term (courtesy of the nuke industry) 
employed to deceive the uninformed. While medical 
and bio-tech waste are a part of it, so is a whole 
generation of nuclear power plants. What's "high- 
level" waste? The fuel rods and little else. Everything 
from hand tools and pipes to the reactor vessels 
themselves, irradiated by years of neutron bombard- 
ment, can be classified under current regulations as 
"low-level." 

During the legislated 30-year operating lifetime of 
this proposed dump, all of the 112commercialnudear 
reactors now on-line in the US will reach the end of 
their projected lifespans. Eighteen states (including 
DC) have formally petitioned the Southwest Compact 
to bring their LLRW to Ward Valley when it opens. It's 
the closest to opening of 1 7 sites planned nationwide. 
Added to this is the Nuclear Regulatory Commission's 
ability to grant "emergency access" to any generator 
that requests it Conceivably, every nuclear reactor 
decommissioned in the US in the next 30 years (that's 
all of them!) could end up in this "low-level" dump. 

But surely the design of this proposed facility must 
be state-of-the-art, considering the potential waste 
stream, right? Not quite. It calls for open, unlined 
trenches into which waste would be dumped, covered 


over, and revegetated. Yep, you guessed it... it's our old 
friend, the landfill. Mindboggling, isn't it? 

If that wasn't enough, let me say a few words about 
US Ecology, the designated operator of this fine facil- 
ity. USE has operated four other sites to date. Two, at 
Maxey Flats, KY, and Sheffield, IL, have been shut 
down due to off-site contamination. Maxey Flats has 
been declared a "Superfund" site by the EPA. The 
remaining two at Beatty, NV, and Richmond, WA, are 
supposedly leaking.

How did this company get the W ard Valley job? The 
other four applicants were selected in turn and then 
withdrew, dtingliability issues and leaving US Eeeek! 
as the one-and-only bidder. Already, they've been 
issued a license by CA Governor "Plutonium 
Pete" Wilson (via the Department of Health) in f 
a maneuver designed to trick a gullible public i 
into believing that this dump is a "done 
deal." But it's not. Ward Valley is still Fed- 
eral land, under BLM control. Unless Inte- 
rior Secretary Babbitt transfers the land to 
state control, Wilson's bogus licensing of 
USE doesn't mean a thing. 

So where do we stand now? It's been a 
long, see-saw battle. We nearly lost on 
the eve of the Bush administration's exit 
when then-interior Secretary Lujan / 

transferred the land in a devious 
backroom deal which was barely halted 
by an eleventh-hour injunction. Then 
Babbitt took over and promised to seri- 
ously investigate; this at the same time 
Governor Wilson was reneging on aprom- 
ise to Californians to hold evidentiary j 
hearings. Activists sued for the hearings / 
and lost, but other lawsuits are pending. 

Next, out of the blue, Wilson issued the 
license, which pissed Babbitt off. So Babbitt 
demanded a hearing before the transfer. But 
our cheers turned to jeers when we learned of 
Wilson's letter to Babbitt suggesting the frame- 
work for "our little hearing." There was to be no 
“discovery" (public access to records kept secret by the 
Department of Health or USE), no references to USE'S 
record, dump design, or waste stream issues. All envi- 


The Range wars are Seating lie

On February 14, Gila National Forest (GNF) Act- 
ing Supervisor Carl Pence announced that the con- 
troversial Alma Allotment Management Plan had 
been withdrawn. The Allotment Management Plan 
(AMP) was appealedby the Greater Gila Biodiversity 
Project (GGBP) on December 14, 1993. The group, 
based in Silver City, NM, contended that the deci- 
sion to re-authorize the allotment was not in con- 
formance with the National Environmental Policy 
Act (NEPA) and that cattle grazing practices on the 
allotment jeopardized numerous threatened and 
endangered species found in the San Francisco 
corridor including the loach minnow, spikedace 
and Southwest willow flycatcher, clearly violating 
the Endangered Species Act 

The appeal victory was the fourth in a series of 
successful appeals of GNF grazing AMPs by GGBP. 
A total of four decisions to implement AMPs were 
withdrawn after being appealedby the GGBP. Very 
few appeals of Forest Service grazing AMPs have 
been attempted in the southwest; even fewer have 
been successfuL 


The Alma allotment includes nearly three miles 
of the San Francisco River. This section of the river 
is proposed critical habitat for the southwestern 
willow flycatcher. The Forest Service did not men- 
tion the flycatcher or the proposed critical habitat 
anywhere in their Decision Memo, which re- 
authorized grazing along the river and the rest of 
the allotment. The plan also would have allowed 
for continued cattle grazing along the San Fran- 
cisco River, which GGBP asserts will violate the 
Endangered Species Act GGBP Director Kieran 
Suckling said that it's obvious the Gila National 
Forest is trying to push through as many grazing 
plans as possible before genuine range reform is 
implemented. 

The appeals are part of an ongoing desert rivers 
campaign by the Greater Gila Biodiversity Project 
and its associate group, Phoenix-based Southwest 
Center for Biological Diversity. The campaign seeks 
to protect key watersheds in southwestern river 
systems. Call, fax, write or visit your senators and 
congresspeople and urge them to call for an end to 
livestock grazing and watershed degradation. 


ronmental groups were to become one party with a 
single spokesperson. The judge would be precluded 
from issuing any findings except a brief report to 
indicate whether any new information was presented. 

Activists from all over California threw a collective 
fit. We demonstrated, wrote scathing letters to Wilson 
and Babbitt, and demanded that our representatives 
represent us. Enter Senator Barbara Boxer with three 
USGS geologists in tow, screaming "COVER-UP!" These 
men were experts on the Ward Valley region who, in 
effect, were muzzled by their superiors because of the 
questions they raised.The next thing we knew (on 
Thanksgiving day last year) Babbitt reversed himself, 
stating that he was postponing the transfer, the hear- 
ings, everything, until pending litigation regarding 
this issue was resolved. In effect, Babbitt tossed the 
dump into limbo... the timetable is now in the hands 
of the courts. 

Well, since we're all aware of what that could mean, 
you might be asking yourself, "where's the urgency 
here?" Well, the "Big Boys" are playing hardball. That 
is, the nuclear power industry, hiding behind the 
white coats of medicine, has launched a media cam- 
paign of frightening proportions in California. Sud- 



denly, the LA Times and other papers are carrying 
giant, $50,000 ads portraying bread lines to indicate 
lost jobs. They tell the public that unless this dump is 
built in Ward Valley now, they'll be knee deep in 
hazardous waste. "Call Babbitt," these ads urge. 
"Change his mind. Let him know the public's health 
is more important than politics." 

Here's the urgency. Babbitt could simply change his 
mind-again. If this media campaign is successful and 
public opinion starts to "weigh in" pro-dump... well, 
you get the picture. And even though we've got critical 
habitat, they've got bullshit mitigation measures, so 
we can't rely too heavily on justice. However, they're 
throwing so much money at us that it's cause for some 
optimism. We must have them scared. 

If their campaign works and Babbitt jumps through 
the hoop, then we all lose. The desert tortoise loses. 
The Ft. Mojave and Chemehueve tribes lose. Our 
beautiful desert loses. The potential consequences are 
enormous. Twenty-four thousand years is a very long 
time. 

What can you do? Well, what USE can do with 
money, we can do with spirit. Write letters; call Bab- 
bitt; do anything you can think of to counteract their 
media blitz and "weigh in" to put the EARTH FIRST! 

We have all struggled against seemingly insurmount- 
able odds, never really conceiving of victory, but 
acting anyway because a personal moral imperative 
demanded it I believe that this time we could really do 
it — this time we could win. We are so close! 
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Saving the Upper Ouachita

The D'Arbonne and Upper Ouachita (wa-she-taw) 
national wildlife refuges are two of over 470 in the US. 
Their primary objective of a wildlife refuge is to pro- 
vide for the conservation and protection of all species 
of wildlife, according to the handout provided by the 
local US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS). One might 
question this objective after observing the manage- 
ment practices of the refuge foresters, managers and 
biologists. They call the clearcuts "regeneration cuts 
for the good of the future forest." 

I'll begin with a little history. The D'Arbonne Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge was established May 19, 

1975, and the Upper Ouachita November 20, 

1978. The majority of the refuges' landmass is < 
forested wetland; over 2,500 acres of the ^ 
D'Arbonne refuges' 17,421 acres are under wa- 
ter. The D'Arbonne Bayou, a recently designated ’-.v 

state scenic stream, flows through the middle of 
the D'Arbonne refuges before joining with the 
Ouachita River a mile or so north of Monroe, 
Louisiana. The Upper Ouachita National Wild- 
life Refuge is a 22,000 acre bottomland hard- 
wood ecosystem on the Ouachita River. The -A 
northern boundary lies along the Arkansas- /]L 
Louisiana border. Both refuges are rich in native 
biodiversity and are part of the historical range \ / 
of many threatened and endangered species y 
including the Louisiana black bear, bald eagle, L 
peregrin falcon, interior least tem, Bachmann's , 
warbler, red cockaded woodpecker, and ivory 
billed woodpecker (extinct in the US). The area ' i 
is rich in migratory and stationary waterfowl as 1 
well as reptiles, amphibians, and invertebrates. ' 
There are plants on both the state and federal 
threatened and endangered list whose historical 
range includes both refuges. I enjoy the flying squirrels 
and raccoons, as well as listening to the bullfrog music 
during those long summer nights. 

In the early 1970's the US Army Corps of Engineers, 
along with local industrialists and barge shipping 
companies, constructed a lock and dam network along 
the Ouachita River. The purpose was to raise and 
maintain the water level for a permanent, nine-foot 
channel for navigation and irrigation. As a result of the 
water level increase, the adjoining bayous and flood- 
plains experienced water saturation above historical 
levels. The elevated water table is driving forest succes- 
sion in the area to adapt to the higher water table. 
Consequently, the USFWS refuge officials, foresters, 


and biologists recently declared an emergency situa- 
tion on the refuges. By late August, the push began for 
an emergency salvage logging of around 3, 000 acres — 
primarily willow oaks that are supposedly dying. 

An interagency memo from Ray Aycock, USFWS 
supervisory wildlife biologist from Jackson, Missis- 
sippi stated that "the situation has deteriorated so fast 
and is so widespread so as to go beyond my wildest 
expectations." He concurred with refuge foresters Steve 
Pagans and Dan Breauxs' assessment that in some 
areas, 30% of the remaining trees were in very poor 
shape, with dying crowns infested with carpenter ants. 
The memo states that you Can readily observe a stand 
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in poor shape at a distance by observing the amount 
of light reaching the forest floor, and by the tremen- 
dous amount of herbaceous vegetation on the ground. 
Refuge Manager Lee Fulton told me that his office 
authorized "regeneration cuts" (aka clearcuts) in af- 
fected acres scattered along the bayou in the past and 
no matter how much they cut, more continues to die 
— a reason for continued cutting. The rising water 
table, hygrading prior to service acquisition, and poor 
soil quality are the explanation for the dying trees. 
Removing tons of biomass will never improve soil 
quality. 

I was aware of an ongoing program of "thinning" 
within the refuge for some time. The forests are also on

a 100 year rotation; when a tree reaches maturity — its 
peak of mast production — it is "harvested" before 
deterioration beyond a merchantable condition. I 
could not understand how the insistence on cutting 
trees was compatible with the purpose of a wildlife 
refuge. The purpose a wildlife refuge is to provide 
habitat for all species of native wildlife (biodiversity), 
not only merchantable trees. 

When I learned of the latest push to clearcut nearly 
3,000 acres last September, I couldn't stand by and 
watch. The forest was doing what it was supposed to 
do — evolve. I challenged Lee Fulton's motives with 
phone calls and personal visits. Not satisfied with his 
excuses, I scheduled several appearances on local 
television talk shows and called in regularly to the 
local talk radio programs with my concerns. I received 
no support from locals, and Was blacklisted by the 
Ixmisiana Wildlife Federation as not represent- 
ing the organization's view.

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Siberian tigers Captured!

In the Lazo region of Khabarovsk Krai, in the Russian Far East, two 
Siberian tiger cubs are currently in the custody of the local hunting 
department. Geologists discovered a starved and weakened cub while 
in the woods. Its mother is suspected to have been poached. The 
geologists caught the cub and brought it to a local resident, Kruglov, 
who works as a professional trapper for zoos. A second cub, found 
starving in a trap laid for sable, was also brought to Kruglov, since he 
is skilled in caring for animals. 

Both tiger cubs are approximately four months old and were being 
held in a small box in Kruglov's garage. They have started eating and 
are regaining their health, but they may never see the taiga again 
unless we act quickly. Khabarovsk Krai has two "licenses" for the 
capture of tiger cubs for sale to zoos. The licenses were granted for 
1993, but were extended into 1994 because they were unused. 

The licenses are granted by the Ministry of Ecology, the agency 
responsible for all endangered species. The current plan is to send the 
tiger cubs to zoos in Moscow and Perm. (The UN Convention on 
International Trade of Endangered Species (CITES) prohibits the sale 
of the cubs outside of Russia). The local branch of the Ministry states 
that all decisions (about the fate of these tigers) are being made 
through Moscow. It is crucial that these tiger cubs remain in their 
native habitat. 

In Primorye, Dr. Yudin recently finished the construction of an 
outdoor "kennel” for tigers. Dr. Yudin is a renowned tiger behavior 
specialist, experienced in reintroduction of animals into their wild 
habitat. The kennel is part of a program he designed for reintroduc- 
tion of tiger cubs whose mothers have been killed by poachers. It is 
possible that the tigers have already been moved to the zoos; Dr. 
Yudin is willing and anxious to help the cubs. 

What can you do? The fate of the tiger cubs is being decided by the 
Ministry of Ecology in Moscow. Please fax them at the number below 
to express you concern that the tiger cubs remain in tiger territory— 
not be shipped to zoos. As I have already mentioned, the tigers have 
regained their health, so we must move quickly. If the Ministry can 
be convinced that the cubs should be given to Dr. Yudin with the 
goal of eventual reintroduction, we must be prepared to find money 
to possibly compensate for money "lost" by not selling them to the 
zoos.

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The World Bank Is 
Really Getting Old 

1994 marks fifty years of existence for the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) and the World Bank (WB). Their joint annual meeting 
this year will take place in Madrid, Spain, in the beginning of 
October. This provides a great opportunity for activists from Europe 
and other continents to organize an international campaign 
targeted at both institutions. We will highlight their role in the 
ordering of the world economy. The consequences of IMF/WB 
policies have, both for people in the south (increasingly in the east) 
and for the global environment, shown how inherently 
undemocratically they operate. 

The campaign consists roughly c f four parts: (1) spreading 
information on IMF/WB policies and related subjects such as the 
ongoing debt crisis and the "free" trade debate (NAFTA, GATT); (2) 
organizing several national and regional meetings around May to 
get attention for the upcoming Madrid meeting; (3) organizing 
actions in July and September; (4) the Madrid meeting itself, with 
an alternative activist gathering and several actions. 

Today, 134 ongoing WB-financed projects are forcibly 
resettling two million of the poorest people on earth; an- 
other two million will be replaced by projects to be ap- 
proved between now and 1996 (600,000 in 1994, alone).

San Paulo — A venomous species of caterpillar whose sting 
can cause fatal bums and internal bleeding has claimed its 
fifth victim in Brazil's Rio Grande do Sul state, health 
officals said. 

A 57-year-old woman from the town of Venando Aires died 
in a Porto Alegre hospital. Joao Batista Torres, a doctor at the 
Porto Alegre Toxicology Center, said the caterpillar, whose 
scientific name is Lonomia obliqua, is known as the "fire cater- 
pillar." The hairs of the caterpillar, "act like hypodermic 
syringes," he said. "The venom injected interferes with the 
coagulation of the blood." He said the result is internal bleed- 
ing and related complications that can cause death. 

Scientists in Rio Grande do Sul said deforestation and the 
disappearance of wasp and fly predators may have led to the 
increases in the stinging caterpillars near towns and dries. 
There is no know antidote to the venom.

Yanomami Invaded Again 

The Yanomami Indian Area, located in Brazilian Amazonia, is 
once again being invaded by miners. The National Indian Founda- 
tion (FUNAI) estimates that about 1000 miners have already 
managed to invade the area. According to the Commission for the 
Creation of the Yanomami Park, three armed miners were seen by 
indians of the Mako village, home of the survivors of the 
Yanomami massacre of last year. 

The indians of the Mako village say they can hear the noise of 
airplanes carrying the miners. Another sign of invasion is that two 
indians have died of malaria, a disease brought by the invaders in 
December. Several other indians have caught the disease. Early this 
week, the Federal Police and FUNAI visited the region where the 
village is located, but they did not find any miners there. Villagers 
say the miners hid in the forest. 

FUNAI keeps some surveillance stations in the area, but due to 
the shortage of funds and personnel they are of little assistance to 
the Yanomami. In Boa Vista, Roraima, miners are encouraged by 
businessmen and politicians to invade Yanomami land. 




In an ongoing campaign to save the forests in East 
Gippsland, Australia, a hand full of activists have 
delayed work in the woods and in the chip mill for 
years. The largest forest protest ever in Victoria's 
history was held in November an old growth 
logging coupe in the headwaters of the Delegate 
River. The sight of 300 people marching down a 
narrow logging road with banners flying high was 
an impressive launch for our summer actions. The 
event was non-conffontational and received good 
media attention. 

One night we evaded the Forestry) Protection 
Society's attempts to blockade the base camp's front 
gate. A small group simply snuck out the back gate 
(much to the embarrassment of the three FPS 
women who were left blockading an empty camp 
with their little green signs). The team avoided 
roaming police on the plateau all night. Come 
daylight, a blockade of logging operations was in 
place on the Misery Range. The group was soon 
joined by the rest of the camp — a total of about 
100 people. 

A huge five-meter tripod and bipod blockade 
complex was set up next to a bridge. Later in the 
same, week a bulldozer and log loader were 
captured with another tripod before police 
swooped in. Two women locked on to the bridge 
to prevent the cherry picker from moving up to 
the tripod sitters. The 50 police moved the 
protesters back while allowing members of the 
timber industry front row seats to film the 
dismantling of the blockade and throw crude 
insults at the blockaders. The bridge timbers were 
chainsawed to remove the women, and a cherry 
picker moved in to grab the two tripod sitters. 

Elsewhere, a group of eight daredevils managed 
to hold up a chip truck leaving the notorious 
woodchip outlaws' hangout at Cann River. They 
"locked on" in helmets and coats, holding the 


truck captive for over an hour before escaping back 
into the bush to ride again another day. 

The actions kept rolling a couple of days later 
with a blockade of a bridge on the Imlay Road 
leading from East Gippsland directly to the 
woodchip mill at Eden in New South Wales. A huge 
tripod was erected in the night to prevent woodchip 
trucks from crossing the border. At dawn, trucks 
began to cart East Gippsland's forests to the Japa- 
nese-owned mill, but found a group of non-violent 
protesters blocking the way. In retaliation, a group 
of loggers blockaded the detour track (for fair- 
dinkum travelers) and attacked cars trying to get 
through with a club. It didn't do their cause much 
good as they clobbered a cameraman's car along 
with the rest Two tripod sitters were arrested.

DEFENDED 


Roadbuilding for a new logging coupe, in the pro- 
posed Great Western Tiers National Park in Tasmania 
has been stoutly resisted by local activists. Park cam- 
paign members discovered the new road during rou- 
tine reconnaissance in the Huntsman Valley in early 
February. The road, a spur from a longer logging road 
running through private forest, has been pushed 
through to access an area of mixed old growth/second 
growth forest in the foothills of the Great Western 
Tiers. A timber harvest plan released by the Forestry 
Commission of Tasmania indicates that over 220 
acres will be clearfelled, burnt, laid with 1080 wildlife 
poison and sprayed with atrazine herbicide, prior to 
possible conversion into a monoculture plantation of 
exotic eucalypt trees. Although part of the area has 
been logged in the past, the proposed sale contains 
several significant stands of old growth stringybarks; 
some of which are over 60 metres tall. The area 
provides a vital wildlife corridor from the lowlands to 
the escarpment forests of the Tiers. Part of the area is 
on the Federal Register of the National Estate. 

Members of the campaign have occupied the site 
and reclaimed the area as part of the proposed Great 
Western Tiers National Park, unofficially declared by 
Professor David Bellamy and the Native Forest Net- 
work (NFN) in November, 1992. Rehabilitation of the 
site as a Regeneration Treatment Area has begun, and 
the road has been ripped and revegetated with local 
species. This is standard practice in dealing with de- 


graded areas within Australian national parks. Forestry 
Commission officers and road contractors looked on 
while regeneration went ahead and the proposed 
coupe has now been abandoned by the Commission. 
North Forest Products plans to log this area in April, 
sending these magnificent forests to Japan as 
woodchips. Protests are expected to increase through- 
out March and April as the Commission plans to 
"divide and rule" by logging several areas on the Tiers 
at once. Mass demonstrations and arrests are planned.

The next action was in Canberra, where a group 
of East Gippsland blockaders camped on the lawn 
of the Parliament House. A line of banners was 
strung up in front of the Parliament House and 
street theater was performed, complete with a 
chainsaw-wielding logger. This was during a crucial 
time when the renewal of woodchip export licenses 
were being debated. Our presence was definitely a 
positive influence on the debate and brought the 
thorn of East Gippsland to their very sides. 

The last action was again across the border on the 
road which leads directly to the Daishowa chip mill 
at Eden. About 50 protesters bodily blocked the 
road and held up a 1 km line of chip trucks for 
about three hours. Police arrested 19 people. 

All of these actions have had very good media 
attention receiving TV coverage and all scoring 
radio and newspaper reports. The weary crew of 
planners, media spokespeople and blockaders must 
be congratulated for their stamina, conviction 
through the sleepless and often foodless stints to 
make these events newsworthy and successful. For 
information or contributions to the East Gippsland 
campaign write CROEG, Bonang PO 1888, Victoria, 
Australia. 


World’s Biggest 

Pulp Mill

In Sumatra, six miles south of Pekanbaru, 4000 
thousand men are working day and night to build 
the Riau Andalan pulp mill. The mill's annual 
capacity will be 810,000 tons of bleached pulp. If 
completed, the Riau mill will be the biggest single 
line pulp mill in the world. Pulp will be bleached 
by chlorine dioxide, but the mill can also make 
totally chlorine-free pulp. The project started less 
than two years ago, and the first pulp will be made 
early autumn. The soda boiler, the heart of the 
mill, is almost ready. 

The Riau mill belongs to a corporation called 
Raja Garuda Masi, a corporation owned by an 
Indonesian businessman Sukanto Tanoto. Finn- 
ish companies have been able to get various orders 
from the project. From Riau's production, two- 
thirds will be exported to neighboring countries in 
southeast Asia, the rest will be used in Indonesia. 
The biggest risks for the mill are transports and 
wood supplies, both of which are not guaranteed 
at the moment The mill uses tropical wood and 
requires 1 1,000 cubic a day. This means that there 
will be a log truck coming through the mill gates 
every two minutes. The Riau mill proposes to log 
tropical forests for at least ten years. The forests in 
the Riau region are already in bad condition 
because sawmills and plywood factories have 
logged the valuable trees. 
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Contiguous Populations 

Do Not a Recovery Make

Well, they got it partly, right. Page 23 of the new 
USFWS Grizzly Bear Recovery Plan states: "...bear 
populations in Canada immediately north of the C YE 
(Cabinet-Yaak Ecosystem) and in the Canadian por- 
tions of the SE (Selkirk Ecosystem) and Northern 
Continental NCDE (Divide Ecosystem) are small. Con- 
tinuing human development in areas in Canada north 
of these ecosystems is threatening to isolate these 
grizzly populations from other bear populations in 
British Columbia" 

This is certainly true. While the 
northern edge of the continental 
United States is relatively sparsely 
settled, most of the Canadian popu- 
lation lives near the US-Canada bor- 
der between the 49 th and 50th paral- 
lel. It is in this 70-mile strip, therefore, 
that the highest human impacts to 
wildlife are generally felt Despite gov- 
ernment agency claims to the con- 
trary, grizzly populations in southern 
BC and Alberta are in decline, with 
cumulative effects adding up rapidly 
and generally unchecked. 

Logging, mining, oil and gas explo- 
ration and development, facilitated 
by ever-expanding networks of roads, 
are destroying and fragmenting habitat Hunting and 
poaching claim hundreds of grizzlies every year. Mas- 
sive migration from the crowded west coast is causing 
an epidemic land rush in southern BC. Population 
pressure means more "problem bear" kills. 

But not to worry, all is apparently well since "both 
(SE and CYE) bear populations are contiguous with 
larger populations to the north in Canada." The impli- 
cation, and one that is being used to oppose uplisting 
of the grizzly in the SE from threatened to endangered, 
is that these larger populations are gearing up to move 
south into the recovery zones. A look at grizzly behav- 
ior is in order here. 

Grizzlies have very large home ranges: up to 500 sq. 
km for females and 100 sq. km for males. Territories 
may overlap with those of other bears, but grizzlies 
generally avoid each other's company except in rut- 
ting season. A grizzly may well have a home territory 
that spans both sides of the border, but the territory 
itself is unlikely to change drastically once established. 
Though territories may shift slightly from year to year, 
in response to changes in climate and forage or to 
reflect pressures from human influences, this is an 
anomaly. 

Natural dispersal occurs when young grizzlies are 
ready to leave their mother and establish their own 


territories. Young females may overlap their territories 
with their mother's significantly and young males are 
more likely to avoid overlap with adult bears. 

Remembering, as always, that we understand very 
little about grizzly behavior, it seems clear that most 
dispersal takes place in this "ripple effect" pattern. As 
females only begin breeding at age 4-8, and have only 
one or two cubs every two to five years. Dispersal is an 
extremely slow process indeed. 

When considering recovery patterns, we should also 
keep in mind that we have little or no experience with 
shrinking habitat availability and its effects on grizzly 

behavior. Some 
studies suggest that 
habitat competition 
makes grizzlies more 
aggressive to each 
other and poten- 
tially to humans, in- 
creasing the chance 
of "problem bear" 
interactions. 

Biologists believe 
the so-called "zone 
of extirpation" for 
Canadian grizzlies is 
moving north. One 
thing is certain: 
there are no hordes 
of grizzlies massing along the border. They are gone 
from the Lower Mainland, most of the Cascades, the 
Okanogan, and much of the Kootenay Trench and 
Cabinet-Yaak. The populations which exist in the 
Monashees, the Granby, and the Selkirks are under 
significant pressure from humans. Unless things 
change, the long-term prognosis is not good. 

Environmental groups suing to "uplist" the grizzly 
in the US portion of the Selkirk recovery zone (RZ) are 
countering claims that grizzlies are moving into the RZ 
from areas west of the Canadian portion. If so, they are 
moving slowly indeed. In a 1988 report to BC Parks, 
bear biologists Wayne McCrory, Erica Mallam, and 
Stephen Herrero reported that grizzlies were probably 
extirpated from Champion Lakes and Nancy Greene 
Provincial Parks and the surrounding areas. This area, 
which lies to the west of the Selkirk RZ, has been 
severely degraded by years of clearcutting to the point 
where there is little good bear habitat left Hunting 
statistics for these areas support this; there has been no 
grizzly hunting in this area since at least 19 76. If there 
were bears there, you can bet the Wildlife branch 
would be giving out permits on them. 

Wide differences in management approaches re- 
main. Grizzlies are managed in BC for maintenance, 
not recovery. The BC Wildlife Branch plans to give out 


three hunting permits in the Selkirk RZ for the spring 
1994 hunt, with a likely result of one grizzly kill, 
following its mandate to "maintain a low level of 
harvest" How does this relate to the US Recovery Plan 
goal of zero mortality in both the US and Canadian 
portions of the RZ? According to Guy Woods of the BC 
Wildlife Branch, "It's their recovery plan, not ours." It 
is misleading, given this situation, to state, "the criteria 
for population recovery will be applied and quantified 
within the entire recovery zone on both sides of the 
border. The management authorities in BC concur 
with this approach." The US may want 90 grizzlies in 
the Selkirk RZ, but BC seems content with 40. 

For all the flaws of the US recovery Plan, wildlands 
advocates in Canada would welcome implementation 
of many of the management strategies outlined therein. 
In the Selkirks, we could start with a road access 
management plan to curtail human activities in the 
RZ. The area is honeycombed with roads, but road 
density information is non-existent, and deactivation 
plans are sketchy and poorly enforced. Field checking 
indicates gates are seldom actually closed, and don't 
stop humans on dirt bikes or ATVs anyway. 

Grizzlies frequent areas of human settlement in the 
spring, increasing the potential for conflict The high 
number of black bears shot every year in yards and 
garbage dumps in the area illustrates a serious waste 
management problem. We are unaware of any moni- 
toring efforts which involve the public, despite grizzly 
sightings occurring regularly. 

The Protected Areas Strategy offers a ray of hope for 
bear recovery. It places much of the Selkirk RZ high on 
the list of areas recommended for interim protection 
as protected areas study candidates. In the Canadian 
portion of the Cabinet-Yaak RZ, only one small area is 
recommended for protection. Again in the Canadian 
portion of the North Continental Divide RZ, both the 
Flathead River corridor and the relatively small 
Akamina-Kashenina (7659 ha.) are rated high enough 
(#1 and #2, respectively) to make interim protection 
likely. Protection for the Wigwam River area is also 
possible, but less likely. It is yet unclear when these 
decisions will be made and interim protection applied 
if indicated, or whether this wifi.impart- hunting. 

If the US is serious about grizzly bear recovery it 
should not rely on contiguous populations . Bears from 
Canada are not going to save the US grizzlies. In fact, 
if things don't change in BC and Alberta, nothing is 
going to save the grizzly over the long term, especially 
not in transboundary areas. Recovery activities must 
be realistic or they are doomed to failure. Whether 
stemming from conscious misrepresentation, bad in- 
formation, or wishful thinking, relying on contiguous 
Canadian populations to replenish American grizzly 
stocks is management roulette. 
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WAll ON THE HEAR

I was awakened early one fall morning to the 
sound of barking hounds as they ran through the 
woods on the heels of a black bear ( Ursus 
ameriamus). Within several hours the report of far 
off gun shots meant another dead bear, another 
member of the rapidly declining bear nation 
slaughtered in the name of human arrogance, shot 
out of tree by men with guns. Here in the Siskiyou 
mountains of southwestern Oregon we have 
always had a strong population of black bear, 
probably due to proximity to roadless areas and 
an abundance of good habitat; i.e. woods, lots of 
forest edge, and sub-alpine meadows. Neverthe- 
less, observers have witnessed an eerie but unmis- 
takable decline in the frequency of bear sign over 
the last five years. This is the most significant data 
we have, in the absence of good population data 
for this region, which is non-existent. A local 
houndsman admitted that bear hunting has led to 
a marked decline in the local population. Bear 
sign and even sightings were common up in the 
hills just five years ago, but now one is more likely 
to see a carcass minus the paws and gall bladder 
lying by the side of the road. 

The decline of bears worldwide is but a symp- 
tom of what is being called the "biodiversity 
crisis," in which our planet is losing millions of 
years of evolutionary history in the blink of an eye. 
Conservation biologists call bears an indicator 
species for the overall health of the landscape; 
lumbering and snuffling over the mountains, 
consuming up and down the food chain, needing 
a lot of space to fulfill their requirements, some of 
which are very specialized. Bears occupy a eco- 
logical niche similar to that of humans and are 
extremely prone to direct competition with hu- 


mans, and it is the bear that loses. It is the inability 
of the humans to share the planet that is sending 
bear populations into the abyss of extinction. 
Poaching for medidnals and parts, habitat loss, 
trophy hunting and damage control killing are the 
main factors contributing to their decline. 

Today, the bear population worldwide may 
number less than one million. The huge majority 
of those are found in North America, in the form 
of two species, Ursus arctos and Ursus americanus, 
and each have further evolved into distinct sub- 
species. The brown bear is called grizzly when 
residing inland and Kodiak when living on islands 
off the coast of penisular Alaska. The black bear is 


white in the coastal mountains of British Columbia 
(kermode), blue in the interior of Alaska (glacier), 
and red in the high Sierra (cinnamon). All species 
of bears evolved from a common ancestor, Ursus 
minimus , perhaps 20 million years ago. The polar 
bear may have broken off from the ancestral line 
only 100,000 years ago! All eight spedes are in a 
precarious condition now. We must pause and 
consider the significance of this situation. To 
quote bear biologist John Craighead, "If the 
human spedes cannot preserve the grizzly bear, it 
probably cannot preserve itself." 

The grizzly ( Ursus arctos) was what they meant

Threats to the Black Bear 

The American black bear faces pressures from 
human encroachment into its habitat, continued 
persecution by barbaric methods of hunting, 
and poaching for the sale of body parts on the 
black market. 

In Washington and Oregon, tree farmers on 
corporate plantations hire control officers 
(trappers) to snare and shoot bears that strip tree 
bark from saplings-grown in bear country. In 
California, bears are poached by well-organized 
criminals as part of an insidious Padfic Rim 
trade in gall bladders. Enforcement is at an all- 
time low. In Utah, houndsman continue to 
press for more kill permits, since the spring 


hunting season was dosed. In Colorado, activists 
are watching new legislative attempts by rural 
lawmakers to secure a new spring hunt with bait 
and hounds - after a landslide defeat of these 
practices in fall 1992's ballot initiative. 

After a thorough purge of bears during the 
early heyday of ranching in the Southwest, 
sightings in Texas have been reported. Talk of a 
hunt is imminent - although the animal is 
endangered. Florida's bear hunt was stopped 
recently, due to the proposed listing as threat- 
ened by the US Fish and Wildlife Service; bears 
continue to die on the highways through the 
Ocala National Forest. The nations first under- 
pass for bears is under construction in that state. 
Florida bears die in large numbers on Florida 
highways and habitat is being destroyed in the 
name of condominia. 

Bears in New Hampshire are hounded vigor- 
ously, except where private owners have erected 
thousands of "NO BEAR DOGS" signs through- 
out the countryside. Maryland is murmuring the 
language of a hunt, despite continued reports of 
bear poaching for gall bladders and daws. 

Just across the lake from Ontario, where an 
incredible number of black bears are killed by US 
sporthunters, Michigan activists are seeking an 
end to houndhunting. The upper peninsula is

POLAR BEAR 

Ursus maritimus : Resides throughout the ice 
flows and tundra of the Arctic circle. This 
animal is extremely sensitive to human 
activity within its habitat. CITES listed 
Appendix 1. 

BROWN BEAR or GRIZZLY BEAR 
Ursus arctos: World population is estimated 
at 100,000. Several subspecies, including the 
European brown bear and the North American 
grizzly are totally extirpated from large 
tracts of their historic range. Currently, many 
existing European, Asian, and North American 
populations are threatened due to habitat loss 
and hunting. CITES listed App. 1. 

SPECTACLED BEAR 

Tremarcos ornatus : The endangered spectacled 
bear ranges in the forested zone of the Andes 
at altitudes of up to 11,800 ft. Wild 
populations have been severely reduced by 
habitat encroachment, deforestation, trophy 
hunting, lethal damage control, and 
subsistance hunting. CITES listed App. 1. 

AMERICAN BLACK BEAR 
Ursus ameriamus : Currently occupies much of 
its historic range, though certain isolated 
populations are going extinct. Represents one 
of two bear populations that may be viable in 
the long-term, though habitat loss and 
hunting are accelerating. CITES listed App. 1

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LOSING ENDANGERED BEARS 

The term " jinbu" in Taiwanese roughly means that through eating certain parts of an animal, the 
consumer takes on its traits. For thousands of years Asian cultures have consumed wildlife as a 
cultural practice. With the recent economic and population growth in many Asian countries, as well 
as the loss of wildlife habitat worldwide, many species used by Asian consumers are severely 
threatened with extinction. The tiger, rhino, and bear are among those animals whose populations 
are being drastically reduced to provide animals and their parts to Asian consumers. 

Throughout China, Hong Kong, Macau, Japan, Korea, Viet Nam, Laos, Malaysia, Nepal, 
Singapore, and Taiwan, bears and their body parts are used extensively in traditional medicines, 
especially the gall bladder, which is a "cooling" medicine prescribed for liver, spleen, and gall bladder 
disorders. Bear paws are considered a delicacy in many Asian countries, fetching thousands of 
dollars per plate. The sum of the bear's parts can be worth $10,000 in Korea. 

Asian bear species, which include the Asiatic black bear, the brown bear (closely related to the 
grizzly), the Malayan sun bear and the sloth bear have been so heavily exploited due to hunting for

medidnals and habitat loss that many observers don't expect them to survive into the next century. 

With the near extinction of many of native Asian bears, bear parts traders are beginning to 
promote rampant poaching here in the US and Canada. Legal trophy hunting provides an open 
door to poaching with large monetary incentives for the unscrupulous hunter. A gall bladder of a 
North American black bear can fetch upwards to $500 wholesale. 

If we are to save the bear and all potentially threatened wildlife, we must acknowledge that a 
serious problem exists and address it. Many wildlife advocates recommend a moratorium on trophy 
hunting of bear due to the huge potential for abuse. We must pressure Asian countries to enforce 
the international wildlife protection laws, or to enact stricter regulations. The plight of the rhino, 
which has declined 90% in the last 20 years because of the value of its horn for Asian medicines, 
provides a stark example of what could happen to the bear if current trends continue. Bears and their 
habitat require urgent protection to insure their long-term survival. 


MALAYAN SUN BEAR 
Ursas (Helarctos) malayanus: The smallest 
bear, historically ranging from northeast 
India and southern China, south to Indo- 
China, Sumatra, and Borneo. The Sun bear is 
severely endangered due to loss of forest cover 
and hunting for gall bladders and other body 
parts. CITES listed App. I. 

SLOTH BEAR 

Melursus ursinis: The Sloth bear once 
inhabited much of the forests of southeast 
Asia, but rapid hunting and habitat loss have 
left only isolated populations in the foothills 
of western India, and Sri Lanka. CITES listed 
App. I. 

GIANT PANDA 

Atluropoda melanoleuca: Giant Panda 
populations have declining for thousands of 
years throughout their historical range, the 
montane forests of central China. Large scale 
deforestation of the Panda's habitat and 
hunting have left this species 
barely viable. Perhaps 700 individuals 
remain in the wild. CITES listed App. I.

when they said the taming of the West Big and fierce 
enough to be rare, though widespread in its range, the 
griz could knock the head off a horse. It was extermi- 
nated as mercilessly as the bear hunters could manage 
with their #12 leg hold traps and big-bore rifles, 
making the West safe for ranching and farming in the 
former bear's domain. Now found only in Alaska and 
Canada and a few isolated populations in the lower 48, 
the grizzly bear is still hunted as a trophy. 

Black bear occupies some of the grizzly bear's former 
habitat though it prefers the woods. The poaching 
epidemic has hit North American black bears particu- 
larly hard, as they are easy targets for hounds equipped 
with radio telemetry collars. Legal trophy hunting 
provides excellent cover for these despicable activities. 
Unfortunately for bears, they do not rebound well from 
exploitation due to their low rate of reproduction. No 
one knows how many black bears there are. State 
wildlife agencies estimate that U.S. populations are as 
high as 500,000, but many observers point out that no r 
hard population data exists for black bears. Bear 
populations are extrapolated from such data as 
sightings and road kill numbers which often indicate ” 
a declining, stressed population rather than a 
strong flourishing one. The voluntary submis- 
sion of teeth by hunters, akin to allowing the fox 
to guard the hen house., is anecdotal information 
at best. From a biological perspective these 
estimates are not based on science. Considering v 
the world-wide decline of bear species, it would 
be prudent for wildlife managers to err on the 
side of caution, rather than continue the risky 
stresses that hunting creates. 

Some estimates indicate that male black bears 
require eight to fifteen square miles of wildland 
as home range. As humans intrude farther into 
the "urban-wildlands interface" the bears recede. 
Vacation homes, subdivisions, freeways, 
clearcuts, and logging roads are removing large 
tracts from the habitat base. Recent findings in 
the science of conservation biology say that more 
(habitat) is better. 

Qose relatives of the black bear, the three 
Asian black bear species have experienced 
human exploitation for centuries, having reached 
a critical level in recent years. These populations 
have been severely reduced by an increasing 
demand for parts such as gall bladder, teeth, 
paws, and skulls to be used for traditional ..m, 
medicines. The sum of a bear's parts can be W 

worth $10,000 dollars in Korea. Judy Mills of the 
World Wildlife Fund says, "Bear gall bladders 
may be one of North America's largest black 
market exports to the far east" According to Jr 

California Fish & Wildlife agent of 17 years, Miles 
Young, "You've got billions of people demand- 
ing bear gall bladders, and the only real source is 'it 
North America. This is where the bears are." * 

To ensure the long term survival of those bears, 
many experts are recommending a complete 
moratorium on trophy hunting to stem the 
epidemic of poaching, beefing up anti-poaching 
patrols, protecting large tracts of land from 
human encroachment To truly restore the 
populations of bears and other large mammals, 
vast areas of habitat must be reclaimed to 
maintain biodiversity.

plagued by houndsman who offer little respite for the 
state's bears. The same ferocious bear hunt mentality 
persists in British Columbia, where large numbers of black 
bears and grizzlies are killed for trophies and gall 
bladders. 

Efforts are growing nationwide to ban the use of bait 
hounds and the spring hunt for black bears. State initia- 
tives have been launched in Oregon, Idaho, and Michigan; 
legislative and administrative solutions are being ex- 
plored in Utah, Washington, New Hampshire and many 
other states. 

Bait is a cowardly and, unfortunately, most effective 
mode of hunting. It allows the "hunter" to habituate the 
bears to his piles of doughnuts , pig guts, bacon grease, 
and frosting, then shoot the animal from a tree stand while 
the bear' s head is down eating. The practice habituates 
spring bears away from natural food sources to the 
hunters' rotting pile of bait This unethical practice 
promotes unnatural congregations of bears, causing them 
to fight and habituates bears to human food sources, 
increasing bear/ human conflicts. Many dependent cubs 
are fatally orphaned when their mothers are shot at bait 
stations. 

Hounds are relentless in their pursuit of quarry. The 
bear is not physically equipped to run long distances, as 
are the hounds. Thus the bear is easily trapped, treed, and 
shot at close range by the hunters pistolHbr the video 
camera and a bear rug. The carcass is left skinned in the 
forest Of course cubs are abandoned on the way, or treed 
early on by the mother. These youngsters have little 
chance to survive. Since the bear cub stays with its mother 
through its second summer, most females have cubs in foe 
vicinity of foe chase. Houndhunting seriously lowers foe 
reproductive rate of surviving bears, chased but not shot 
as they go into hibernation with far reduced fat stores. 


Bears chased for hours by dogs experience permanent 
damage to their temperature regulatoiy system during 
summer and fall chases, sometimes to foe point of 
permanent spinal cord damage. Hound packs running 
lose in the woods often injure or kill non-target species. 
Unable to outrun hounds, bear cubs are sometimes caught 
and maimed or killed before the hunter arrives. Hunters 
routinely equip their dogs with radio-telemetry collars to 
even further outweigh foe bear's chances in their "search 
and destroy missioa" Until hounding is banned, the 
room for poaching is wide and lucrative-given the 
minimal field presence of fish and game wardens in foe 
public land of foe west 

Spring hunt seasons are foe most insidious. Bait and 
hounds accompany these hunts, and foe bear is most 
vulnerable in its first searches for food after five months of 
denning. Females stay dose to the den with their cubs. 
Young males roam farther searching for food and new 
territory, which brings them into contact with hounds in 
new terrain. Spring hunting is considered unethical in foe 
hunting of elk and deer, why is it permitted for an animal 
whose reproduction is among foe slowest for mammals? 
The unsportsmanlike timing of spring hunting is insult on 
top of injury for foe maligned black bear. 

CITES (the UN Convention of International Trade for 
Endangered Spedes) was formed to halt foe exchange and 
sale of endangered spedes and their parts. The American 
black bear is listed as a Appendix I Threatened, under 
CITES because it is nearly indistinguishable from endan- 
gered Asian populations. By including "our" bear on foe 
list of endangered spedes, a major loophole is closed. 

Until bears are perceived as an integral part of the 
ecosystem, rather than pest and killer of livestock, it will 
only continue to suffer in reproductive success in already 
marginal habitat

Late on Friday, February 18, US marshals handcuffed 
and hauled off Deb Stout and Kim Trimiew, two more 
targets of grand jury Animal Liberation Front (ALF) 
investigations. Deb and Kim become the third and 
fourth people, afterjonathan Paul and RikScarce, tobe 
jailed in Spokane, WA, in connection with this inves- 
tigation. Kim was jailed for fifteen days in October for 
refusing to testify to an earlier federal grand jury 


University raid and possibly similar incidents at Or- 
egon State University and Michigan State University. 
Coronado was indicted by a Michigan grand jury in 
July, 1993. The current investigation concerns a suc- 
cessful ALF raid on WSU animal research labs in 1991 
(refer to Litha 93 and Yule 92). 

Kim exercised her right to remain silent before a 
grand jury in Oregon, March, 1993, and in Washing- 
ton, September, 1993. Deb was subpoenaed to Wash- 
ington andMichigan in 1992, both times invokingthe 


Mark Davis 

Mark Davis is working on his third year of a six year 
sentence. Known as one of the "Arizona Five," Mark's 
arrest and subsequent conviction were the result of 
extensive FBI surveillance of Earth First! Markreceived 
the stiffest of sentences; the others' ranged from six 
months to three years. Mark is the only one still in 
prison.

Mark has been repeatedly denied parole, and needs 
all the support that we can offer him. 


investigating the 1991 ALF raid at Washington State 
University in Pullman, WA. She is also the target of 
grand jury harassment in Oregon and Michigan. 

US District Judge W. Fremming Nielsen ruled that 
the two women are in Contempt of Court for refusing 
to answer questions before the new grand jury. An 
earlier grand jury investigating the same raid expired 
in December, 1993, after eighteen months of work 
with no indictments. Nielsen listened to two hours of 
arguments as to why attorneys believe it is unconstitu- 
tional to make Deb and Kim testify. Unless govern- 
ment prosecutors go to greater lengths to guarantee 
that Deb's and Kim's testimony won't be used against 
them elsewhere, the women's rights shielding them 
from self incrimination are violated, attorneys Stephen 
Houze, Les Weatherhead, and Philip Wetzel argued. 

Both women have been granted limited immunity 
from prosecution in Spokane. But because there are so 
many states and jurisdictions involved in the nation- 
wide ALF investigation, there is a high probability that 
anything they say will be used against them by an- 
other grand jury, Houze argued. 

The US supreme court has ruled that defendants axe 
entitled to a "Kastigar" hearing, in which the govern- 
ment has to prove it didn't use their testimony against 
them. However, in some courts the process is ignored 
and in others it is merely a perfunctory hearing. 
Nielsen should have laid out guidelines forcing every 
jurisdiction investigating Kim and Deb to grant them 


Fifth Amendment. Members oftheir families have also 
been harassed by unexpected FBI visits, threats, ques- 
tioning and subpoenas. 

Deb and Kim say they will never talk, though federal 
law allows incarcerating them without charges until 
the grand jury expires in sixteen months. "The whole 
thing is absurd, that people can be forced to go in and 
discuss their lives, friends, and relationships with 
people they don't know and then go to jail, without 
being charged, fornot talking," Deb saidshortlybefore 
the hearing. "There are lots of really important things 
for me to do besides playing these political power 
games." 

Speaking of playing games, the US attorney con- 
vinced the judge to impose a separation order, so the 
jail has put Kim in solitary confinement. Both Kim and 
Deb would appreciate support for their refusal to 
cooperate with the grand jury and their stand against 
animal injustices. Look for a letter from Deb in the next 
issue of the Journal. 

Anthony Miller 

Anthony Miller is a long-term animal rights pris- 
oner. He was sentenced to ten years in a New Mexico 
state penitentiary in June 1990, the price paid for 
setting free 250 wild horses captured by federal and 
state agencies. The federal government dropped the 


Paul Watson 

In July, 1993, the Sea Shepherd Conservation Soci- 
ety escorted a Cuban trawler off the Grand Banks of 
Newfoundlands attemptto protect endangerednorth- 
em cod. Although the incident took place outside 
Canada's 200-mile territorial waters and did not result 
in any property damage or injury, the Canadian 
government arrested Captain Paul Watson. In fact, the 
government intends to punish Paul for doing exactly 
what Prime Minister J ean Chretien promised he would 
do— chase the foreign draggers from the Grand Banks. 
Apparently the government does notlikeits citizens to 
carry out the shallow promises of its politicians. 

On March 21, Paul will stand trial in Newfoundland 
on four felony counts of criminal mischief. He faces a 
maximum sentence of three life sentences for three 
counts and ten years on the fourth charge. Pressure for 
a conviction is coming from Iceland, Norway, Japan 
and Newfoundland in an attemptto endSeaShepherd's 
campaigns to protect the ocean's wildlife.

Kastigar hearings, with the right to probe every aspect 
of where the government had obtained evidence, 
Weatherhead said 

Oliver North's conviction in connection with the 
Iran-Contra scandal was overturned because he did 
not get a fair Kastigar hearing. "If people like North, 
with a well funded criminal defense, don't get a fair 
hearing, what can the average citizen expect?" Houze 
asked. 

"The troubling thing to me is the (Kastigar) cases 
reveal that there is no right to remain silent in the 
United States, and there is no right to immunity," 
Wetzel said. 

In an earlier hearing, US Attorney Frank Wilson 
noted that Nielsen had offered more sweeping immu- 
nity to Stout and Trimiew and was told they still 
wouldn't testify. "The district court in Spokane has no 
business setting guidelines for other courts," Wilson 
said. 

Federal investigators believe Stout, Trimiew and Rod 
Coronado are responsible for the Washington State 


charges against Miller, only to have the state of New 
Mexico pick them up. The charge was "...felony crimi- 
nal mischief." Anthony faced 130 years in prison, but 
plea bargained down to 10. 

The state is insisting that he give names of others 
involved in the liberation, but he refuses. He has also 
been turned down for parole because he refuses to 
renounce his strong beliefs, therefore he is expected to 
serve out the remainder of his sentence and be released 
in 1997. 

Anthony is in need of financial assistance, he is 
trying to remain active in jail, but can't even afford to 
do mailings. Besides financial support Anthony needs 
to start to receive some support in North America. As 
it sits right now, the bulk of his support is coming from 
the England's Animal Liberation Front Support Group. 

Two hundred fifty horses are still wild Tliey are not 
someone's pet sitting on ten acres, wearing a saddle. 
Remember this, and that Anthony Miller is in jail for 
his compassion.

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DAISHOWA DESCENDS ON ALBERTA

In northern Alberta, Canada, peace no longer reigns on the great Peace River. 
Japanese conglomerate Marubeni-Daishowa is operating a massive bleached kraft 
pulp mill 15 kilometers from the town of Peace River. Its annual pulpwood 
production is 340,000 metric tons, 80% of which goes directly to Japan without 
further processing. Completed in 1990 and the first of its kind in Alberta, the mill 
is also Daishowa's biggest overseas investment ever. It is designed to make use of 
formerly "undesirable" aspen, balsam poplar and northern white spruce, consum- 
ing 4 million trees annually. 

In 1988, without any public or environmental review, the Alberta provincial 
1 government granted an area the size of Britain (pretty much the whole northern tier 
of the province) to international paper companies for pulp production. Pulp would 
be obtained by dearcutting the region's vast bored forests, which are mostly 
wilderness. 

A 1991 lawsuit by the Alberta Wilderness Assodation, the Peace River Environ- 
mental Sotiety and the Sierra Club of Western Canada was unsuccessful in 
overturning the agreement between Alberta and Daishowa. The three groups 
brought suit against Alberta for alleged violations of the Canadian Forests Act, 
attempting to prove that the Daishowa agreement would violate sustained yidd 
regulations. The judge threw out the lawsuit in a blatant act of support for the 
government and the industry. 

In building the Peace River mill, Daishowa was the first 
multinational to really cash in on this massive Alberta timber 
giveaway. However, troubled by huge debts (430 million yen 
as of 1992), Daishowa sold out to Marubeni-Daishowa (a 
Canadian joint venture — Daishowa retains partial owner- 
ship) in 1992. Marubeni Trading Company is probably the 
largest importer of tropical timber into Japan, bringing in 
hardwoods from all over the globe. Daishowa, through its 
subsidiary Harris-Daishowa, has been taking 850,000 tons of 
chips per year from Australia's National Estate forest in New 
South Wales and. Victoria, arousing massive protests during 
the last several years. Daishowa also bought 180,000 acres of 
timberland in northern Maine in 1990, making them the 
first Japanese multinational to buy paper company land in 
the US. 

Wood Buffalo National Park has also been suffering from 
dearcutting by Daishowa. Yes, in Canada they log national 
parks! Wood Buffalo is Canada's largest, and is a UN World 
Heritage Site. It is also home to the world's largest free-roaming bison herd, nesting 
grounds for the endangered whooping crane, and contains the world's largest 
boreal freshwater river basin. Daishowa, via a wholly-owned subsidiary called 
CanFor, logged Canada's last stand of white spruce in Wood Buffalo Park. 

Daishowa and infamous Japanese multinational Mitsubishi were granted 15% of 
the entire Alberta lease in the 1988 agreement The land granted to Daishowa, an 
incredible 40,000 square kilometers of virgin boreal forest, indudes all of the 
traditional territory of the Lubicon Lake Cree band — 10,000 square km. 

Lubicon Lake Cree Struggle for Survival 

The Lubicon, like so many indigenous peoples, have been struggling for many 
years against cultural genoade. They never gave up theirland by treaty or war, and 
retain unextinguished aboriginal rights to their territories and full sovereignty as an 
independent First Nation. According to Friends of the Lubicon Update, "...Canadian 
government polities and attempts to assert either federal or provintial ownership 
and jurisdiction on Lubicon territories is nothing short of colonialism and theft" 
The Canadian federal government promised the Lubicon a reserve in 1940, but 
never granted it The subsequent discovery of great quantities of oil and gas under 
their land has resulted in thousands of miles of roads and seismic lines and 
hundreds of wells, causing widespread degradation of their land and disruption of 
traditional ways of life. The Lubicon Nation estimates that $6.5 billion in natural 
resources have already been illegally appropriated from unceded Lubicon lands 
through devdopment activity controlled and directed by the Alberta government. 
The Lubicon have not taken all this lying down, forcing Norcen Energy and Petro- 
Canada to cap 20 oil wells in November 1989. The wells stayed capped for over a 
year, costing these companies over $10 million in lost revenues. Now the Lubicon 
are dealing with a huge multinational which has the full backing of the province. 


Despite many promises by Daishowa to not log Lubicon territory until the land 
rights issue was settled, logging and road construction commenced in 1990. A road 
was bulldozed through the traditional trapline of Lubicon Chief Bernard Ominayak, 
who has led the resistance against Daishowa. The Lubicon had promised to eject 
any logging company, and $25,000 in damages resulted when logging equipment 
and a bunkhouse were burned. Thirteen Lubicons were charged with arson, 
mischief, possession of explosives, and disguise with intent. As yet Daishowa has 
not resumed logging on Lubicon land, but they refuse to make any promises one 
way or the other. 

Daishowa Expansion Halted 

The Lubicons' most successful campaign has been a nationwide Canadian 
boycott of Daishowa products, based on the promise by Daishowa not to log 
unceded native lands until the reserve question is settled. Daishowa gave up plans 
to dearcut on Lubicon lands during both of the last two winters due to the boycott 
and the rising international outcry against the multinational. They canceled a $ 700 
million expansion of the pulp mill scheduled for 1993 and warned that the boycott 
campaign threatens not only Daishowa, but development activity in northern 
Alberta generally. What a shame! Support for the Lubicons has emerged in 
European countries, as well as Australia and the US. On January 20, the Austrian 
parliament unanimously passed a resolution to use its influence with the Canadian 

government to bring about a 
mutually satisfactory 
settlement in the Lubicon 
land claim. Austria wants 
Ottawa and the Lubicon to 
settle three issues: the 10,000 
square kilometer land daim, 
compensation for the 
Lubicon for resources already 
stolen from their land (up to 
$10 billion worth of oil and 
gas), and what to do with 
existing resources. 

As of the end of 1993, fifty- 
nine international human 
rights, native rights, women's 
rights and environmental 
organizations supported the 
boycott, and forty-three com- 
panies had sworn to stop buying Daishowa products. The Lubicon recently 
announced that Woolworth Canada (with 1,600 stores) has joined the boycott and 
will no longer carry Daishowa paper bags. 

The following are among those still targeted for boycott, having been found to 
use Daishowa products: 

Company's Coming Bakery/Cafe (Ontario/Alberta), various Best Western hotels 
nationwide, University of Calgary Bookstore, Italian Bakery (Victoria, BC), Inns of 
Banff Park Hotel, Holt Renfrew (national), Roots (national). 

What you can do: 

Join the Boycott! The most likely Daishowa products you will encounter are paper 
bags. Check the bottom of bags you receive, looking for the "Daishowa" or "Elite" 
symbols. Pass on the info on who is using them to Friends of the Lubicon (Toronto),

to do it in warmer weather. Even with someone else's 
hand in the pipe and two pairs of gloves, metal rebar 
is cold in winter. 

It seemed like hours before the police arrived and the 
real confrontation started. Meanwhile, activists slowly 
trickled in and gave us back-rubs and food. Harry from 
the Citizens' Band and Casey Neill sang lots of songs. 
It was the funnest party I've ever attended while 
freezing my ass off. Unfortunately, Mac-Bio had to lay 
a wet blanket on the good mood. 

Everyone assumed that our gate was less strategically 
significant because it was already closed when we got 
there. Someone put a Krypto 
on the middle section. We were 
prepared to have our blockade 
dismantled, but we really ex- 
pected the other gate to be 
cleared first We were wrong. 

MacBlo employees disas- 
sembled a large section of chain 
link fence, moved it aside, and 
drove three loaded semis out 
over the curb. They had to 
squeeze between the end bar- 
rel and thefencebuttheyman- 
aged. If we only had more 
barrels or more people, they 
wouldn't have gotten out. It 
was completely demoralizing. 

I just wanted to go home, get a 
full-time job and a credit card, 
buy a color TV and get cable 
with remote control. 

Casey Neill injected a little 
optimism into the situation 
with his visionary tune, "Danc- 
ing on the Ruins of the MacBlo 
Corporation." As the day pro- 
gressed, more activists piled in 
from all over — 250 atthe peak. 

From my viewpoint, it was the 
densest field of kneecaps and 
thighs I had ever seen. 

Atthe other gate, theTacoma 
police officers were plotting 
how to remove the blockades. 

After pooling their collective 
"genius," they came up with 
the idea of tipping the barrels 
over on their sides. Amidst 
much protest from the barrel 
occupants, supporters, and even some other Tacoma 
cops, testosterone ruled 'the day and they tipped the 
three barrels over. Fortunately, no barrel occupants 
were hurt. Unfortunately, some of those brave protest- 
ers who tried to physically stop the police received 
some nasty blows from nightsticks. Fortunately, the 
police finally realized how stupid, macho, and danger- 
ous it was and didn't try it at my gate. Unfortunately, 
just as I was contemplating what it would feel like to 
have my sternum split by two 500-pound barrels 
rolling in opposite directions, a worker drove his car 
into the crowd of people in front of us. 

He must've been doing 20 mph and he hit three 
people. He then backed up very fast and hopped out of 
his car, ready to pick a fight People started chanting, 


"no violence, no violence" and successfully averted a 
lynching. The sergeant in charge would not listen to 
the three people who wanted to press charges. Rumor 
has it that the guy's paint job is no longer what it was. 

At some point, brave and sneaky protesters managed 
to enter the yard, climb onto the warehouse roof, and 
hang an EF! banner on the front of the building. These 
heroes or sheroes escaped unmolested. 

As the images of Harry's hot tub faded, we heard that 
the other people at the gate were being chipped out of 
their barrels by a nice man with a sledgehammer. They 
were soon freed and incarcerated. 

The sergeant came over to our barrels and offered us 
a deal. If we unlocked voluntarily, we wouldn't get 
arrested. Very sneaky, but it takes a fatter worm than 
that to get this fish to nibble. Our solidarity with the 

other human/barrel chain 
was strong and we decided 
to stick together no matter 
what. 

The nice sledgehammer 
man came down and started 
on us. He was very gentle 
and very careful with our 
arms. He covered us with 
blankets to protect us from 
flying cement. He was so 
nice, he even slipped my 
carabiners to my support 
person although the second 
'biner got snatched from her 
hand by the grabby police. I 
thanked the sledgehammer 
man for being so good. 

Now it was our turn — out 
of the concrete into the 
handcuffs. However, we 
couldn't leave in the paddy 
wagon because a brave 
young EFler locked down to 
thesteeringbarofthepaddy 
wagon. Unable to break the 
lock, they took the vehicle 
apart arid arrested her on 
felony charges, "Interfering 
with a Police Emergency Ve- 
hicle." She is 17, so they 
wereprobablytryingto scare 
her. The charges were later 
reduced. All the barrel occu- . 
pants were charged with 
"Criminal Trespass" and 
had to spend the night in 
jail. Our charges have since 
been changed to "Obstruct- 
ing a Police Officer" and "Obstructing Vehicular and 
Pedestrian Traffic." 

For all the years I've worked with EFlers, I've done 
legal and media support for lots of wacky stunts, but I 
was always too chicken to lock down (who says 
chickens aren't brave?) The craziness and grief I feel 
watching my favorite planet being destroyed gave me 
the courage to overcome the fear. When it got right 
down to it, it was easier than doing nothing. I wish I 
had found the guts to do something back when 
Kryptos alone were effective. That seems easier than 
cement. However, it looks like cement is here to stay. 
If I can do it, then anyone can. If anyone and everyone 
can and does, maybe we can effect change. GET 
CRAZY WITH CEMENT!

Police were called and a total of seven cruisers and a 
paddy wagon showed up. The main gate was the 
primary concern for the MacBlo employees; police set 
to cutting off one of the two protesters who locked 
onto the main gate. They thought that once they had 
him removed, they were going to be able to open the 
main gate for business. 

Boy, were they in for a surprise! ! As they carried that 
first activist away, we skittered off for our extra lock 
(ALWAYS bring an extra lock!!), andourmedia spokes- 
person abandoned that post and locked onto the space 
left behind on the gate! This kept that gate closed and 
created much consternation in the MacBlo camp, to 
our delight. 

The bolt cutters were brought in again and the cops 
began to remove people. First, the two atthe main gate 
were removed and tucked into waiting police cars. 
Then, another locked on to a nearby gate was taken 
away. At this point, they trundled three of the arrested 
(charged with breach of peace) into one police car and 
headed out to places unknown (the police would not 
reveal the destination, even to the arrestees). As others 
were being removed, and the main gate was opened, 
a group of determined activists and support people sat 
down and linked arms in front of the oncoming trucks 
entering the main gate, and stayed there until they 
were dragged off to the waiting paddy wagon. 

Thirteen people were arrested and charged with 
breach of peace. They took one of the arrested out to 
coffee and then released him without charges, and 
dropped off another three activists at a local shopping 
mall, again without charges. The others were taken to 
the local station and released, free as birds. 

. All in all, it was a kicking action. We gave MacBlo a 
loud wake up call, educated a lot of cops and media, 
and got away scot free. To have over forty people come 
out in that cold to face off with MacBlo was amazing. 
The police were even nice enough to return both of our 
banners and two of the bike locks that weren't dam- 
aged. Go figure! It just goes to show that everyone 
knows MacBlo's eco-destroying practices are dead 
wrong. 

Our favorite media quote? From one of MacBlo's 
wise employees; "What we've got here with these 
Earth First! folks is people that are unwilling to accept 
any kind of compromise at all." No shit, Sherlock!! 

Anyway, we still have locks left, and a host of people 
enraged by MacBlo's cut and run policies. SO DON'T 
GET COMFORTABLE, MACBLO — WE'LL BE BACK!!

NO MORE CLEARCUTS! WE SAY NO TO MACBLO!! 
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The barrels were made by pouring as much cement as would fit into 30 to 50 gallon cardboard barrels. The cement 
was reinforced with chicken wire, rebar, big chunks of old concrete, and pieces of wood. About halfway up, 4" PVC 
pipe was inserted horizontally across the barrel. At the center a collared PVC T-joint was attached to the inserts from 
each side of the barrel. A piece of rebar was placed vertically down the center of the barrel through a hole drilled in 
the T-joint. The T-joint provided space for hands to move around, while the rebar provided a point to anchor your 
wrists. We had bracelets made of chain link with a carabiner on the end to hook to the rebar. 

Some advice: 

1) If you want to stay a long time, use metal drums. 

2) Leave plenty of time for the cement to cure (a week?), and/or use cement hardener. 

3) Make sure the blockade is wide enough. 

4) Toilet training: no eating day before, no drinking day of. 

5) Include a piece of PVC pipe as filler with a donut inside for the cops. 

6) Use wide barrels and thin diameter PVC pipe to ensure a tight fit and difficult access (for them). 

7) You can use actual stumps, like New Jersey EF! did in a G-P action last year. Holes were drilled into the sides of the 
stumps with a chainsaw and eyebolts were screwed in the holes as attachment points.

Sustainable Forestry 

Why We Bother

First More than 96% of the ancient redwood forests 
where I live are gone. Ninety percent of the ancient 
forests of the Pacific northwest, and 95%+ of the 
original forests of the US are gone. Many of these 
forests were clearcut and then left, with little concern 
for their recovery. What has happened since the last 
round of logging? To help the landscape recover, we 
must attempt to answer this question. 

Many of these lands are degraded— their ability to 
support natural ecosystem functions and processes 
has been reduced. It is our responsibility to try to undo 
some of this human-caused destruction. In the best of 
all worlds, we could let Mother Nature do all the repair 
work. But given that 
our landscape has been 
so radically altered, 
there may not be time 
to let her do it all. We 
need to help, in some 
specific ways in some 
specific places. I am not 
advocating a free-for- 
all "management" of 
our remaining de- 
graded forest lands, but 
rather a focused effort 
employing forest prac- 
tices that work with 
Nature, instead of 
against her. 

Second: Modem humans are consumers. We con- 
sume many, many products of the forest. North Ameri- 
cans, no matter how eco-groovy we maybe, are among 
the worst offenders. We must find ways to live on the 
planet that are less offensive and impactive, and more 
ecologically sane. If not, we will lose our forests and 
many other ecosystems as well. 

Those of us in the "movement" are especially guilty 
of consuming forest fiber in the form of paper. Lately 
we have heard the rallying cry of "tree-free" paper. This 
is a potential cop-out. It just doesn't work to simply 
switch from exploiting one resource to another. A 
sustainably managed forest has the potential to be 
much more ecologically sound than current agricul- 
tural fiber production. 

Instead of simply switching, we need to severely 
reduce our consumption of all "resources," including 
forest products. A campaign to achieve this is desper- 
ately lacking. We should mine our landfills for fiber 
(and metal and methane, etc.) and re-use everything 
until it can be used no longer before we turn to virgin 
materials. Then, for those items that we absolutely 
must remove from the forest, we must do it in the least 
impactive way possible. It is naive to think that we can 
remove anything from an ecosystem without having 
an impact, but we need to figure out just how much 
impact is acceptable, how much that ecosystem can 
sustain. 

I agree with David Orton's contention that "sustain- 
able forestry requires a sustainable society." (Brigid EF! 
Journal) For the above two reasons, I have chosen to 
work on furthering the concept and reality of " sustain- 
able forestry," as a component of a sustainable society. 
It is definitely an ongoing process. 

"Sustainable forestry" is a popular catch-phras e now, 
but it means very different things to different people. 
It is also called ecological forestry, ecosystem-based for- 
estry, ecoforestry, stewardship forestry, restoration forestry, 
restorative forestry, and wholistic forestry. I prefer the 
term "restorative forestry" to describe the practices we 
employ in the redwood region, because we are at- 
temptingto restore ecosystem processes and functions 
in degraded forests. But these days many of these terms 
are used by the timber industry to greenwash their 
destructive practices. It's critical to understand the 
context, perspective, and purpose behind these terms, 
and ultimately, to understand what they translate to 
on the ground (see "Un- Managing Forest Health" [Yule 
EF! Journal], for a great example of how the term "restora- 
tion forestry" is used to "salvage" old growth). 
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Managing a forest for production while at the same 
time maintaining its ecological values as a forest is 
integral to "sustainable" forestry. In essence, we are 
tinkering with Nature and operating with a feel for 
what seems right, based upon our understanding of 
natural forest ecosystems. But we can't assume that 
managed forest lands will be fully wild. We must set 
aside sufficient non-managed wild lands as well. "Sus- 
tainable forestry" can't work if there are no intact, 
functioning, wild forests to learn from. 

We must work to allow the natural life forms and 
processes within the forest ecosystem to at least sur- 
vive, and hopefully thrive under any management 
scenario. 

Is it arrogant to think that humans can actually 

improve a forest through 
restorative forestry prac- 
tices? Yes! But we stillneed 
to take responsibility for 
human damage done to 
the landscape and try to 
undo some of it. We can't 
evade our responsibility 
of how to act, because to 
not act is itself manage- 
ment. With every action 
we take in the forest we 
must recognize our his- 
toric human tendencies 

for arrogance and destruc- 
a tree on a project near GarbervUle, CA.^ behavior , and keep 

those in mind. We must also be careful, as Aldo 
Leopold advised, to keep all of the pieces in working 
order while we tinker, ideally advancing the science 
and art of restorative forestry. 

We must keep forestry out of our few remaining 
andentforests, as well as many healthy forests of other 
successional stages. Those are our biological legacies 
andrepositories ofgeneticwisdom. Forestry in antient 
forests is not sustainable at a landscape level, because 
too little is left. Instead, we must try to foster old- 
growth conditions in our younger forests to help 
diversify the landscape. (I do not want to imply here 
that I believe we can grow an old growth forest. 
However, we do understand some of the basic struc- 
tural components of these forests and we can and must 
try to replicate them in younger forests.) 

As long as humans roam the planet, the economic 
sustainability of our communities is vitally linked to 
the long-term ecological sustainability of our forests. A 
stable human community dependent upon "sustain- 
able" forestry practices has a vested interest in protect- 
ing that forest (whether they recognize it is another issue). 
This is best exemplified by traditional indigenous 
peoples, such as the Penan of Borneo, who have been 
able to live in and off the forests for centuries. 

Now, however, we have become enslaved to the 
profit cyde, powered by a surreal, o'nce-in-a-billion- 
years hydrocarbon blow-out binge. Multinational cor- 
porations take profits (energy) out of our communi- 
ties, both forest and human. We no longer live our 
lives according to natural cydes. Breaking out of this 
addiction and renewing our link to natural energy and 
nutrient cydes is the greatest challenge to "sustain- 
able" forestry and achieving a sustainable sodety. 

* * * 

On the north coast of California our forests are 
highly degraded. There were once far more redwood 
and Douglas fir stands, but 140 years of the European 
invasion has left us with an ecosystem out of balance. 
The softwoods have been systematically removed, and 
the hardwoods have quickly grown in to fill the empty 
spaces in the canopy. There is now an overabundance 
of native hardwoods in the natural species mix. We are 
trying to restore the "natural" balance of native tree 
spedes and ages, working with the dregs of out-of- 
control industrial exploitation. With local restorative 
forestry practices, we remove some of the hardwoods 
gradually, thereby slowly openingupvery small gaps — 
usually not larger than one or two young trees — in the 
forest canopy and allowing the conifers — redwood 


and Douglas fir— to regenerate naturally, but with a 
little help. We sometimes remove young redwoods 
and Douglas fir trees in order to reduce competition to 
nearby healthier ones. All heavy equipment stays on 
the roads to minimize soil compaction. 

Disturbance is a natural part of our forest ecosystem. 
It provides for diversity, and hence resiliency, at the 
landscape level. The fire cyde is an important natural 
process that has been radically altered in our region, 
and in many other parts of the western US. The Native 
Americans were likely burning the same patches of 
land every 10-15 years for the last 5000 years here. But 
that stopped when the European savages invaded late 
last century. Now, because of our culture's inherent 
fear of fire and the vast landscape of young, dense 
recovering clearcuts, the forests have built up a fuel 
load that is literally explosive. If we don't try to reduce 
that fire hazard in our forests, we will lose some of 
them to catastrophic fire. We're living in a virtual 
even-aged forest across a vast landscape. The redwood 
region no longer has the diversity, resiliency, and old 
growth to survive these potential fires. These fires 
could be very different from historical natural fires and 
Native controlled burning. Native burning kept the 
fuel load down, and hence their fires usually burned

The Ten Elements of 
Sustainability 

The following are the certification criteria 
for the Pacific Certification Council, a coali- 
tion of organizations in the Pacific Northwest. 

1) Forest practices will protect, maintain 
and/or restore the aesthetics, vitality, struc- 
ture, and functioning of the natural processes, 
including fire, of the ecosystem and its com- 
ponents at all landscape and time scales. 

2) Forest practices will protect, maintain 
and/or restore surface and groundwater qual- 
ity and quantity, including aquatic and ripar- 
ian habitat 

3) Forest practices will protect, maintain 
and/or restore natural processes of soil fertil- 
ity, productivity and stability. 

4) Forest practices will protect, maintain 
and/or restore a natural balance and diversity 
of native species of the area, including flora, 
fauna, fungi and microbes, for purposes of the 
long-term health' of ecosystems. 

5) Forest practices will encourage a natural 
regeneration of native species to protect valu- 
able native gene pools. 

6) Forest practices will not include the use of 
artificial chemical fertilizers or synthetic chemi- 
cal pesticides. 

7) Forest practitioners will address the need 
for local employment and community well- 
being and will respect workers' rights, includ- 
ing occupational safety, fair compensation, 
and the right of workers to collectively bar- 
gain, and will promote worker owned and 
operated organizations. 

8) Sites of archaeological, cultural and his- 
torical significance will be protected and will 
receive special consideration. 

9) Forest practices executed under a certified 
Forest Management Plan will be of the appro- 
priate size, scale, time frame, and technology 
for the parcel, and adopt the appropriate moni- 
toring program, not only to avoid negative 
cumulative impacts, but also to promote ben- 
eficial cumulative effects of the forest. 

10) Ancient forests will be subject to a mora- 
torium on commercial logging during which 
time we will participate in research on the 
ramifications of management in these areas.

"Belville's deed expired in 1989, but allowed them 
a five year extension if they were engaged in com- 
mercial mining operations between 1984 and 1989. 
Although the land was not mined, and the language 
of the deed was not met, OSM granted that they 
had valid existing rights and could still mine the 
land. The OSM underwent 
some administrative 
changes and reversed the 
decision, but the damage 
was done. Belville took 
them to court and won. 

The OSM appealed the 
decision, and with the 
bungling help of the 
Department of Justice, 
failed to challenge Belville 
on the language of the 
deed. The 6th Circuit court 
of Appeals noted this error, 
confirming that the 
mistakes of the OSM and 
now the Dept, of Injustice 
may seal the fate of the 
Wayne National Forest 

At this point, Mr. Close 
and the OSM tried to do 
exactly what we had 
predicted. They told us to 
go to Washington, DC. 

(One of us, the one in the deer suit, had on a shirt 
which read, "THE BUCK STOPS HERE.") After brief 
contemplation, we concluded that 

1) we were too broke to go to DC. 

2) we didn't want to support BP any more than we 
had to. 



3) we were comfortable. 

4) we had already taken over the office, and discov- 
ered how to use the phones, so we should just call 
DC. 

We got on the horn with Nancy Garrett, acting 
assistant director of OSM, in DC. We read our 
demands, and then faxed them to her— why not, it 
was free. Our demands? 1) Explore the legal avenues 

to stop the mine, 2) 
explain how this case will 
impact valid existing 
rights, and 3) place a stay 
on mining until a full 
investigation can be done. 

Nancy thought things 
over. 

She decided to have us 
arrested, and told Carl 
Close to call the cops. A 
good bureaucrat, he 
followed directions (even 
though he had promised 
we could spend the night) 
and so we braced our- 
selves, excited. Three of us 
were designated arrestees, 
including one reindeer. 

We thought about cops 
and waited. 

And we waited. Then 
the phone rang. Instead of 
answering, "Rape and 

Scrape," Joe said a simple, "Hello." The conversation 
went like this: 

"This is Officer Freddie. I hear you're having 
problems down there at the OSM." 

"Yeah, that's right," we responded, realizing that 
they thought we were the OSM.

through a forest cool and low to the ground. After 
native burning, habitat was probably still intact. Be- 
cause of fuel buildup, modem wildfires bum hot, often 
reaching the canopy and threatening tree survival. 
What is left afterwards is a virtual moonscape, with 
little wildlife habitat. Our forest practices must reintro- 
duce fire to the landscape to allow for a more natural 
disturbance regime. Occasional catastrophic distur- 
bance is good, but we need to avoid it across the 
landscape, especially now, when many forests are in a 
state of recovery. This is also crucial for providing a 
diversity of needed wildlife habitats. 

In the redwoods, we are continually researching the 
most ecologically sound methods to reduce fire haz- 
ards. The challenge is to remove the fuel load while still 
keeping the nutrients in the system. In our restorative 
forestry practices, the young hardwoods are pruned to 
remove the "fuel ladder." This means that lower 
branches are removed so the fire can not climb into the 
canopy and kill the crowns of the trees. Sometimes 
small slash piles are burned to reduce the fuel load on 
the forest floor, while in other cases no burning is 
done. 

' Most of the lands in the redwood region are privately 
owned. There is virtually no public land except for a 
few parks and scattered BLM tracts. The least degraded 
forest stands are often found on lands owned by "non- 
industrial private forestlandowners" — people who are 
not earning their primary income from their forest- 
land. Much of this land was previously clearcut and 
subdivided. (The vast industrial ownerships have of- 
ten been cut several times since. For information on 
liquidation logging in the redwoods, contact Ecotopia EF!) 
Small holdings — under 5,000 acres — comprise one- 
fourth of the forestland in California. The timber 
industry— which has clearcut its northern California 
lands for perhaps the last time before moving back to 
the east coast — now seeks to fill its "timber gap" by 
offering tempting short-term profits to these land- 
owners. If they are successful, it will be the final cut for 
our north coast forests. We will have no hope of 
bringing the salmon and steelhead back to our streams, 
already so heavily blitzed by industrial forestry. 


To counter this, many of us (the Institute for Sustain- 
able Forestry, the TREES Foundation/Vision 2020, the 
Mendocino Real Wood Coop, the Mattole Restoration 
Council, the Pacific Forest Trust, etc.) are trying to offer 
an ecological alternative to forest landowners in the 
Redwood Region. This is where we are trying to put 
sustainable forestry concepts into on-the-groundprac- 
tice. Attempting to foster a healthier forest ecosystem, 
we are developing a forestry model based on ecological 
forest product certification and value-added process- 
ing that we hope will provide long-term, steady in- 
come to small landowners. Our forest practices are 
guided primarily by the ecological needs of the forest. 
For example, several tan oak trees in a stand might be 
removed to allow for natural regeneration of Douglas 
fir. Residual Doug firs, however financially valuable 
they might be, would probably not be removed. But 
every site is different. Local site conditions must dictate 
local forest practices. 

A key to sustainable forestry is stewardship. People 
need to get to know a piece of land, love it and take care 
of it This can mean protecting it into the future, or 
hying to undo past destruction. The key here is scale. 
Forestry needs to be human scale. If you are going to 
manage a forest, you need to be able to walk it and 
know it intimately. 

Unfortunately, we still haven't figured out how to 
break out of the profit cycle, so people can afford to 
spend time restoring the forests. For acommunity to 
have a sustainable relationship with the forest, the 
profits from the forest must stay in the community. 
We need to make it affordable to do restorative forestry 
under the squeeze of the current economic system. 
Obviously restoration is not as profitable as cutting 
and selling big, old trees. But forest-based communi- 
ties and regions can benefit more by producing, selling 
and exporting finished and partially-finished certified 
products than by exporting raw, virgin tree trunks. 
This will encourage better forestry practices under all 
the current industrial economic systems. But certifica- 
tion is only atransitional strategy. We must encourage 
people to work with the by-products of forest restora- 
tion and add value to them by processing them locally. 
This is inherently more sustainable than just about 
anything going these days. 


"Well, we've got a bit of a problem here our- 
selves." 

"What's that?" 

"We're not going to come arrest 'em." 

Grinning, we hung up. And we wondered aloud, 
"It's now 9:00 pm; what do you mean they aren't 
coming to arrest us?!" So we ordered another round 
of pizzas, banged on the walls some more, and 
prepared for a camp-out at the OSM office. 

To our surprise, Garrett called back from DC, and 
said that she was ready to deal with our demands. 
We put her on speaker phone and the negotiations 
began. In a half an hour, we struck a bargain, 
agreeing to leave the office for certain concessions. 
What did we get? A meeting, a public hearing, 
clarification of valid existing rights issues, and an 
investigation. Not exactly a halt to the strip mine, 
but enough for a day's work. We'd made all three of 
Pittsburgh's television network news channels, 
many papers, the Ohio AP wire, and someone said 
we were on National Public Radio. Claiming victory, 
it was time to go Eat n' Park for nature burgers. 

Today the battle rages on. We've still got several 
fronts on which to fight the mine. A citizens' suit is 
in the works and our Congressperson just promised 
to contact Interior about reopening the court case, 
so that the OSM could challenge Belville on the 
language of the deed. 

We need the support of other groups. If your 
organization is interested in signing on to the 
campaign, call Joe at (614) 459-0675.

Another important transition strategy is to change 
tax laws. The Native Forest Council has suggested a 
substantial import/export tax for any unfinished for- 
est product. The Ecoforestry Institute and others have 
called for a depletion tax: tax those who are not 
practicing the most sustainable forestry (and other 
"resource extraction") methods possible. Others have 
called for a user tax. Society is now realizing there is a 
value to clean air, dean water, biodiversity, etc., so let 
them pay for it, instead of externalizing it under the 
current economic system and getting it "free." All of 
the monies generated by these taxes should go into 
funds for restoration. Restoration is expensive, and if 
we depend on the government to pay for it, it won't 
happen at the levd that is needed. 

* * * 

The forest is a dynamic ecosystem. "Sustainable" 
forestry requires the flexibility to adapt to change, and 
a willingness to allow natural processes, however slow, 
to run their course. Our forest practices will evolve over 
the coming decades as we learn what works and what 
doesn't work in particular circumstances and on spe- 
cific sites. Through community-based forestry prac- 
tices, we are learning many valuable lessons for living 
with nature and within her means. However, unless 
each of us minimizes our consumption of forest prod- 
ucts, the best forestry practices and preservation strat- 
egies still won't be enough to save our forests. Our only 
hope is in a combination of consumption reduction, 
conservation, preservation, and "sustainable" forestry.

For the last two and a half years the Forest Service has pushed its 
sinister arson-salvage scheme for the Warner Creek Bum in the 
Compatch Roadless Area (see EF! Journal Samhain 1993). Regional 
Forester John Lowe is expected to reject the dozen administrative 
appeals against the project, giving the go-ahead to auction the 
Warner Fire Salvage Sales this spring. Soon it will be up to his boss, 
Forest Service Chief Jack Ward Thomas, to choose whether or not to 
order a "discretionary review" and issue a draft supplemental EIS on 
the project. Thomas was the lead scientist on both the Interagency 
Scientific Committee (ISC) and the Forest Ecosystem Management 
Assessment Team (FEMAT) that developed the Freddies' now- 
defunct spotted owl conservation strategy and Clinton's "option 
nine" forest plan. Both plans offer salvage logging loopholes but it 
is rumored that Thomas is not keen on salvage in westside owl- 
inhabited forests (eastside forests are another matter entirely!). 

Warner Creek will be the test case to see whether he is truly reform- 
oriented or merely the latest hatchet-man to hold the Chief s office. 
Thomas is fully aware of the precedent being set for salvage logging 
in "protected" forest reserves and will likely give Warner Creek a 
serious consideration if there is a strong enough public outcry. This 
salvage scam was originally pushed through by George Bush and 
Bob Packwood during their re-election campaigns. Although Bush 
and Packwood are no longer openly prodding the agency, the 
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Warner Creek offers a sneak-preview of the kind of arson-fire salvage scams and 
"ecosystem management" smokescreens to come under Clinton's regime. In a 
chilling display of Orwellian double-speak, the agency claims that its salvage 
logging plan is for the sake of "habitat recovery" and "research," not commercial 
timber extraction. Salvage units target the largest, most commercially valuable 
snags in the entire 8,900-acre bum, under the claim that in the event of a future 
"catastrophic" wildfire, they would present the most extreme hazard to firefighters 
working beneath them. Meanwhile, the agency will leave thousands of acres of fire- 
killed trees of much less size and commercial value under the claim that these stands 
will present an opportunity to study natural succession. Thus, the plan will extract 
from the area the most prime wildlife habitat structures — large snags and downed 
logs — while ignoring the most severe fire hazards — small dead trees and logging 
slash. In an incredible, greed-driven logging prescription that harkens back to the 
days before "new forestry" schemes were hatched, salvage units will be completely 
clear-cut, stripped bare of every single snag or log in order to make these areas safer 
for loggers to work with helicopters and easier for firefighters to cut fire lines. This 
sinister salvage logging plan will carve over a hundred new clearcuts into the 
Compatch Roadless Area and fragment the home ranges of the seventeen pairs of 
spotted owls known to inhabit the Warner Creek fire area. 

As the Freddies raise the stakes in this project, resistance grows. The salvage units 
have already been marked with the yellow "Clearcut Boundary" markers and the 
Freddies are gearing up for a blitzkrieg attack this summer with helicopter assault 
teams of fallers and haulers. Meanwhile, plans are being made to take the Freddies 
to court A lawsuit on a fire salvage sale has never been victorious, but never has a 
fire salvage projectbeen so delayed, nor the Freddies so smeared by scandal as in this 
case. Stay tuned for updates on legal campaigns and/or direct actions in Warner 
Creek. Meanwhile, do what you can to help stop the salvage saws in this spotted 
owl sanctuary. 

What you can do: phone calls, letters, faxes, envelopes of sawdust and bird 
feathers, whatever you can muster should go to Chief Thomas NOW!! Tell him how 
you feel about arson-salvage logging in spotted owl habitat reserves. Urge hum to 
withdraw the Warner fire salvage sales and send a clear signal to his agency and the 
industry that further "light-it and log-it" management of our wild, native forests 
will not be tolerated.

Hello, I am writing this letter in hopes of 
receiving some information or the Journal 
which you circulate. I am staying in a cabin 
in Clayoquot Sound with Betty Krawczyk. 
Betty was arrested when she protested the 
dearcut logging of Clayoquot soundonjuly 
6th '93. She was jailed that day when she 
refused to sign an agreement saying that she 
would no longer protest. Betty is 65 years 
old and she ended up staying in prison for 
four and ahalf months. I met Betty while on 
trial. I was also arrested on July 16th and 
both of us were part of the first trial in which 
the first 44 people arrested were tried. Our 
trial lasted seven weeks. We were found 
guilty and sentenced to 45 days in jail and 
heavy sentences. I got to know Betty in jail 
and we both agreed that next time we were 
arrested, it would be for more than civil 
disobedience. The dearcut logging of Clay- 
oquot Sound continues, each day andent 
trees fall. We are writing to you in hopes 
that you will send us 
some "monkeywrench- 
ing" techniques and we 
will be able to get some 
ideas from your Journal.

The way I see it, EF! has been a tremen- 
dous force in launching the revolution in 
the perception of our environment, our 
fellow species, our own existence on this 
planet.

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Hello. I am, as of this writing, halfway through a 
60-day sentence for "obstructing a Forest Service 
Officer" in an incident that arose out of last 
summer's straggle against the Forest Service in the 
Cove and Mallard roadless areas in central Idaho. 

He tried to ran over me with his truck. The Forest 
Service here has made a project of rehabilitating me 
because I am local and we have a history of dis- 
agreements. I don't bear them any grudge: if I could 
put them in jail, I would. Not for their rehabilita- 
tion, certainly, but simply for the sake of protecting 
what's left of our forests, fish and wildlife. But as it 
is, they own the jails and courtrooms and so I must 
make the best of it 

Each morning I awaken at 6:00 am, when the 
barred partition between our sleeping area and the 
"dayroom" opens (by remote) and the light comes 
on. Generally I doze off again until around 7:00 
when the guard arrives and loudly announces 
breakfast, which he pushes through a slot in the 
main door. 

Breakfast is generally pancakes, french toast, or 
oatmeal, and a piece of fruit Each Saturday I buy 
little coffee packets (they're like tea bags) and I use 
them in the weak coffee they serve us at meals to 
strengthen it a little. If all goes well for me, my 
cellmates (generally there are four or five) go 
straight back to bed after breakfast, and I am left 
alone to enjoy my coffee. 

This is my favorite time of the day because it is 
quiet, and being half-awake and drinking coffee is a 
circumstance I am familiar with in my normal life. 
On worse days, one of my cellmates will stay up and 
turn on the TV to watch "Three's Company'' and 
"The Price is Right" and I will retreat to my dark 
bunk and hope he tires of this entertainment 
quickly. The TV can be heard and seen throughout 


reading in the dayroom. There is only a steel table 
with flat steel benches so it isn't very comfortable. If 
I'm lucky the caffeine wears off around 11:00 and I 
can speed the morning along with a short nap. 

Lunch is usually a sandwich or soup and a 
“salad." Again I fortify the jail coffee with one of my 
purchased coffee packets. By now my cellmates 
have inevitably begun to awaken for good, and it is 
only a matter of time before the TV is turned up and

all hope of reading or concentrating in the dayroom 
is dashed. In the early afternoon I receive my mail 
and retire to my bunk to read it The TV is usually 
too intrusive by now to do any other reading, so I 
do a crossword puzzle a friend has sent, or I chat 
with my cellmates. 

At this point my carefully orchestrated stimulant 
schedule comes into play. Through precisely timed 
intake of coffee and candy, I regulate the caffeine/ 
sugar crash so that it coincides as closely as possible 
with the broadcast of "The Geraldo Show," thus 
enabling me to sleep through it, or at least, dully 


during Star Trek, at which I dumbly stare until 
dinner arrives. At dinner I drink no coffee, since my 
cellmates are by now completely awake and prepar- 
ing for the evening's offerings of crime shows, 
which I hope to avoid by sleeping. 

Around 9:00 pm I begin making an earnest effort 
to sleep, but I am usually thwarted by the TV and 
noise of my cellmates, as they gorge themselves 
with candy and loudly editorialize on the TV shows. 

My cellmates by and large are easy to get along 
with and accepting of our predictable political 
differences. I am up front about being an Earth 
Firstler, even to the loggers who come through. My 
sentence is longer than just about everyone else's so 
people come and go while I stay. 

At 11:00 pm the partition closes, the TV goes off, 
most of the lights dim, and I am left again to the 
wonderful freedom of dreams. 

I do not ever forget why I am in here, and for that 
reason my spirits remain high. I know that even this 
windowless cage rests on a planet, my only planet, a 
planet of wonder and joy and life and fear and 
death. I know that not far from here is a place still 
wild, a place where salmon still spawn and die, a 
place where wolves and boreal owls and spotted 
bats still live out their lives wild and free. I also 
know that place is getting smaller. Right now the 
bull trout, still present in Cove/Mallard, are making 
an abrupt and unscheduled departure from this 
planet thanks to my species' deranged and engorged 
culture, and thanks to the Forest Service's mad- 
dened assaults.

Dear Ned Ludd, 

This information was obtained from 
the manager of a large logging mill 
when I was checking on thinning and 
milling fir trees on a piece of private 
property located in town. 

The mill would not take my trees 
because of the possibility that ceramic 
wire insulators (even small ones), once 
put on the tree (which may have grown 
around the insulators) would be in the 
logs. Apparently, ceramic will com- 
pletely destroy a $10,000 saw blade, 
effectively shutting down that particu- 
lar line. 

Ceramic, unlike steel or metal, is not 
detectable except perhapsby x-ray. Trees 
spiked with ceramic spikes at sporadic 
heights between 8' and 30' and shot in 
1/2” past the flush line would be safe 
from logging interests once their condi- 
tion was made known. 

The height is important because the 
most valuable board feet of lumber come 
from the lower 28' of the tree. If a few 
trees are spiked above 28', the mills 
cannot use the second (or upper) log. 

The spikes can be shot into the trees 
with a Hilti or other gun for shooting 


fasteners into hard surfaces. Ceramic, 
unlike metal, will not deteriorate and it 
will not harm the tree. 

Steel spikes in trees rust rapidly and, 
while they hinder individual loggers, do 
not slow down the timber industry. 
Steel can be detected in the mill and cut 
out. Mill saws can also cut through steel. 

Once the most effective ceramic com- 
posite is determined, ceramic manufac- 
tures can be found through the aero- 
space industry or companies thatmanu- 
facture ceramic knife sharpener rods. 

If anyone decides to use this method 
of old growth protection, Japanese buy- 
ers should be informed so there will no 
longer be the export outlet for our trees. 

Consideration might be given to spik- 
ing as many endangered forests (i.e. 
potential timber sales) as possible before 
informing timber companies/buyers. 
This method of old growth protection 
could stop more timber harvests than all 
environmental politics to date. 

Because I live and work in a small 
logging community I am sending this 
anonymously. I sincerely hope this can 
be of some use to you.

Since the megamachine has yet to 
collapse and roads are still encroach- 
ing on the precious, irreplaceable wild, 
yet another season of woods action 
approaches. It is always wise to review 
which tactics have worked, which have 
not, and which new ones might be 
applied to oppose the destruction. 

Some of Australia's finest exports 
are inventive andinnovative blockad- 
ing techniques. In the Walbran Val- 
ley, at Cove/Mallard, on Mount Gra- 
ham and elsewhere we have seen 
methods developed in Oz applied ef- 


fectively to physically disruptrand delay 
business as usual. Now you can get a 
guide to these techniques right from the 
source. But remember this is confident 
tial! The manual says, "Please do not 
read this thing if you work for the po- 
lice, uncool government bureaucracies 
or nasty transnational forestry compa- 
nies!" Ha! 

Written in Oz itself, the Inter Conti- 
nentalDeluxeGuidetoBlockading(ICDGB) 
is a crude but concise manual laying out 
how to go about putting yourself in the 
way. Via basic drawings and lively de- 
scriptions, the feisty folk from Down 
Under share some tried and true, and 


some not-so-tried blockade methods. 
Tbe ICDGB offers a lot of good tips, 
though some of it applies only to Aus- 
tralia. It's written in cocky Australian 
slang which can be a bit thick. If studied 
carefully, the meaning is fairly obvious. 

Inside we find a page laying out the 
basic tools you'll need, then a section on 
tree sits (high and low tech), and then 
the good old-fashioned tripod. I know 
some folks who could have used this 
guide when theystruggled to set up the 
first-ever US tripod blockade on the 
Grouse Road at Cove/Mallard. Next we 
get into variations on the tripod, then 
into some more exotic means such as

author also reveals some possible 
methods that so far are only fanta- 
sies. The method given the most print 
is the Dragon , and its variation the 
Deluxe Sleeping Dragon. If you want to 
find out about this "easy to construct, 
comfortable (even luxurious), diffi - 
cult-to-remove" method, you'll just 
have to get this manual. 

Also included are techniques which 
do not require a person or persons to 
be intertwined, though most are de- 
signed to be used in conjunction 
with human blockades. One of the 
most unusual but basic is Hot Rocks 
(yikes!). Finally, a series of tips for the 
Big Night are offered, along with dia- 
grams for ropes and knots and things. 
This is a working document, starting 
with the disclaimers, "This document 
does not pretend to be authoritative" 
and "If you fall off something (or it 
falls down) it's not my fault!" So read 
this, spread it around, suggest addi- 
tions, corrections, etc. via the Journal 
or through personal contact. Or re- 
write the damned thing as you see fit. 
But above all, use it!

Bonesteel's Living Dangerously and You Gave, I'd 
Bum reflect this same theme while his more subtle 
Truckstops and Coyote Tracks paints a mental picture 
of a nighttime desert scene where the wildness and 
ruggedness still humble the invading Hydrocarbon 
Man. 

One of my personal favorites on the album is Life 
During Wartime At The Majestic, where Bonesteel 
describes having breakfast at one of Atlanta's more 
colorful eating establishments during the outbreak 
of the Gulf War.

One of the most powerful songs on the album is 
I Am A Savage, Koepenick's musical adaptation of 
the original Chief Seattle's famous response to 
President Franklin Pierce's proposal to buy land 
(-"Earth does not belong to man, man belongs to 
the Earth... we are merely a strand in the web of 
life.. .all things are connected...") While the fascists- 
that-be have enjoyed trashing the chief's classic 
speech, especially its authenticity, most of you 
reading this would have to agree that regardless of 
its origins, it's a great speech. Koepenick ingeniously 
lays down a major scale over minor chords to give 
the song a native feel. 

Last summer while standing behind the yellow 
police ribbon watching my friends get put in the 
paddy wagon at the University of Arizona adminis- 
tration building, I spontaneously began to strum 
the song I Am A Savage. I realized that this would 
make a great song for actions. "All things are 
_ connected." All things ARE connected. How can 
you buy or sell a sacred mountain? "I am a savage, I 
do not understand.”

Upon sliding Exit 13 into the CD player, the first thing I did was turn up the 
volume. This is music that begs to be played loud or not played at all, also 
known as "you love it or you hate it" music. 

We received this CD in December along with other demo CDs people hope 
we will review. I took a brief listen and realized it was high time the Journal 
reviewed a different "style" of music. Not every EF!er out there wants their eco- 
music to be in the form of folksy, guitar strumming, laid back, hand drumming 
shit Some folks want their music to rattle the speakers when it is on. Exit 13 
delivers good "hardcore grind." 

It's been my experience that hardcore music is either really bad or it hooks 
you in. This band has the key elements that I like in music. The combination of 
Joel Dipietro (bass), and Pat McCahan (drums) creates the backbone of their 
music. Along with the guitar playing of Steve O'Donnell and Bill Yurkiewicz 
spilling out riff upon chord of eco-sodal anger, it all adds up to one hell of a 
musical experience. Screaming (literally) for ecological and social justice, this 
band covers a lot of bases in a generous 25 tracks. In just over 60 minutes it hits 
you with everything from hemp legalization to deep ecology. When I opened 
up the CD to check out the lyrics, I was a bit surprised. If you turn off the music 
and just look at the lyrics, it's kind of funny; they are just like other EF! songs. 
Exit 13's lyrics hit the nail on the head in Societally Provoked Genocidal Contem- 
plation: "My remedy for Earth's situation is total human being negation." 
Sounds like EF! music to me. 

I am impressed. Exit 13 takes a holistic look, at the environmental issues the 
Earth is facing, which people are causing, beginning with deforestation and 
ending with over population. "Inauthentic zombies caught up in trivial lies, 
egotistic habitation that causes Earth to die..." (from Terminal Habitation). 

Exit 13 has the potential to find an audience that doesn't have this sort of 
message readily available to them, and at the same time is great to listen to.

Glen Canyon Environmental Studies in Flagstaff 
just completed the draft Environmental Impact 
Statement on the Glen Canyon dam. It is an easy 
read of 700+ tree pages, or you can scour the 65- 
page summary by writing the folks at Bureau of 
Reclamation, Glen Canyon Environmental Studies 
Office, POB 22459, Flagstaff, AZ 86002-2459. If’ 
you're not phone bill disabled call (602) 556-7363. 
You can also find out exactly where and when the 
formal public hearings are being held in LA, Flag- 
staff, Salt Lake City, Denver and DC. The comment 
period ends April 11, so be sure to drop this fella a 
note before then! Mr. Lee J. McQuivey, Colorado 
River Studies Office, Bureau of Reclamation, POB 
11568, Salt Lake City, UT 84147, or tell him how 
you feel at (801) 524-5479. But if you want to tell 
them to remove the dam thing, it's not up for 
consideration since it's not a "reasonable" alterna- 
tive. 

Some native fish of the once untamable river face 
extinction, as does the southwest willow flycatcher. 
Native American cultural sites are under constant 
threat from the extreme water release fluctuations 
from the dam. These short-period releases are 
intended to maximize profit at peak power times

The Northeast Regional Rendezvous is planned for 
April 28 through May 1 in the Lamb Brook area of the 
Green Mountain National Forest (GMNF) in southern 
Vermont. Besides the obligatory discussions and work- 
shops, there will be music provided by Casey Neill and 
others, plus general mayhem (remember last year's EF! 
Olympics?) 

With the timber industry coming back to the east in 
its 100-year rotation, this is the last stand for the 
eastern forests. If our tree-covered landscapes are not 
allowed to re-wild, biodiversity and evolutionary po- 
tential may be lost forever. This rendezvous follows a 
two-year direct action campaign in Maine's ML Blue 
State Park. 

Why was the Lamb Brook site chosen? It is an 
ecologically critical area for black bears and song birds, 
and is the largest roadless area in the GMNF. The Forest 
Service plans to build roads and log the area at a loss of 
over $ 100,000 for the taxpayers. It's time to get a sense 
of place in Lamb Brook. If court cases are lost, the 
roadbuilding could begin in early fall.

Those aliens may have to go unbap- 
tized after all: the Mount Graham Inter- 
national Observatory straggle is look- 
ing up. On April 5, several thousand 
activists joined together in a successful 
“International Day of Action for Mount 
Graham" sponsored by the Student En- 
vironmental Action Coalition, Apache 
Survival Coalition, Native Forest Net- 
work, Earth First!, Arizona AIM, Greater 
Gila Biodiversity Project, Mount Gra- 
ham Coalition, Environmental and 
Cultural Preservation, and Apaches for 
Cultural Preservation. 

Protesters gathered in over 40 cities 
worldwide to show their opposition to 
the tragically flawed University of Ari- 
zona telescope project Mount Graham 
is held sacred by the traditional San 
Carlos Apache, and is home to more 
than 18 endemic plants and animals, 
including the endangered Mount Gra- 
ham red squirrel. 

Italy's Arcetri Observatory, the 
Vatican, the US Forest disService, and 
the US Fish and Wildlife disService were 
targeted for their involvement in the 
project. The Vatican telescope is being 
built for the purposeof detecting alien 
life in the far cosmos. Or as Vatican 
Observatory director Father George 
Coyne describes, to "address the ques- 
tion of whether extraterrestrials might 
be brought into the fold and baptized." 
In the meantime, Apache claims to the 
religious significance of the 1 1,000-foot 
mountain are all but ignored.

One fine Alaska spring morning in 
1989, I woke up at 6 a.m. to hear the 
local radio announcer saying, "The 
Exxon Valdez is on the rocks at Bligh 
Reef and is leaking oil." 

Besides the usual morning fog, I had 
trouble believing what I was hearing for 
two reasons: 1) Bligh Reef is a well- 
known and well-marked submerged reef 
far outside the designated tanker lanes 
and 2) just eight hours earlier I had been 
representing the Prince William Sound 
Conservation Alliance in ameetingwith 
the Valdez City Council at which Ricki 
Ott had said, "It's not a matter of IF there 
will be a maj or oil spill in Prince William 
Sound, but WHEN." 

WHEN came at 12:30 on the morning 
•Sf March 24. As the world now knows, 
the Exxon Valdez spewed 11 million 
gallons of North Slope crude into the 
protected waters of Prince William 
Sound. As I arrived at the tanker that 
morning, oil was shooting six feet above 
the water line into the waters of the 
Sound, and by the time Alyeska clean- 
up crews finally dragged themselves out 
of Port Valdez a full 14 hours after Bligh 
Reef ripped the bottom out of the Exxon 
Valdez, the ship lay in a pool of oil two 
miles wide, six miles long and 24 inches 
deep.

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Violent Attack on Activists 
in British Columbia 


The Forest Action Network (FAN) got its start last summer in Clayoquot Sound 
on Vancouver Island, British Columbia. A few of us wanted to do more than just 
sit on the road to protest the liquidation of old growth ecosystems'. So we started 
practicing tree-climbing techniques and by the end of last year we had carried out 
three non-violent direct actions in Clayoquot Sound 1 shutting down road-build ing 
for a total of 25 days. 

'The group wanted to expand its actions outside of Clayoquot, so when we learned 
of road-building starting in S&M Creek, the last untouched watershed on Lilloet 
Lake, near Whistler, three hours north of Vancouver,, webegan to make connec- 
tions with some of the Lil' Wat p eople. The Lil' Wats have never ceded or treatied this 
land and have never stopped fighting to protect it. We learned that not only was 
thiTafea part of the extremely limited range of spotted owl habitat in Canada 
(perhaps as few as 50 pairs are left in the entire country]^ was also sacred ground 
for the Lil'W at-people^Eleven Lil' Wats had been arrested in nearby Ure Creek in 
1991 trying to stop road construction through tribal burial grounds. The area was 
being logged by forest giant International Forest Products (INTERFOR) who paid no 
heed to the Lil'Wats' concerns, desecrating burial grounds and blasting ancient 
petroglyphs, despite their designation as provincial heritage sites. 

On March 28 we set up a blockade on the road leading into both the S&M Creek 
and Ure Creek watersheds, erecting an 18-metre tripod in the middle of the logging 
road. It was occupied by Shelagh Franklin, who hung on a platform suspended on 
a rope which was tied off to a steel gate 30 metres away. The gate was normally 
locked by INTERFOR, to keep the public out of the forest, but now with Shelagh's 
life hanging on the line, we were holding the gate closed and keeping INTERFOR 
out of the forest Behind the tripod, strung between two trees, hung a 30-foot 
banner reading: "ROAD CLOSED DUE TO CORPORATE CRIMES." 

There were lots of reasons we wanted to stop INTERFOR from moving into this 
beautiful and sacred old growth area. Just a week before we got to the area, 
INTERFOR had clearcut right through a supposedly protected, active spotted owl 


site nearby on Lizzie Creek. A "miscom- 
munication" at the Ministry of Forest 
led them to grant a cutting permit for 
the area, despite the fact that they only 
have to look out for 12 active sites in the 
entire province. (All the others are in 
parks already.) 

Additionally, FANreconnaissancehad 
documented a violation of the Federal 
Fisheries Act in the one cutblock 
INTERFOR had already logged in Ure 
Creek. They had cut right down to the 
stream edge in one place, entirely re- 
moving the riparian zone. Ure Creek is 
a class 'A” salmon stream, and the *** 
salmon fishery, which has been greatly 

damaged by logging, is one of the most important means of sustenance for the 
Lil'Wat people. 

The government has yet to acknowledge the unceded, traditional right of the 
Lil'Wat Nation to these lands and make reparations for the theft and destruction 
of their burial sites, lands, waters, food chain, etc and immediately cease any 
further expropriation of Lil'Wat territory. 

On the morning of the 28 th, INTERFOR discovered our blockade and called in the 

police. The police asked us to take it down. We politely declined. The police told us 

they had a standing enforcement order for the road, dating back to the natives' 

blockade in 1991. We said we'd stay until our concerns were addressed. So the 

loggers decided it would be a nice day to start tearing apart and redecking a bridge 

about six kilometers from our blockade site, between us and the road out Of course 

they denied the fact that they were counter-blockading us. .

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Clueless Bill's Extinction Plan

The Final Environmental Impact Statement for the Clinton 
Forest Plan (Option 9) is out and the news is not good for the 
life support system. How bad is it? Bottom line is that the 
plan calls for cutting the habitat of almost half of the 
surviving spotted owls based on the asinine premise that 
this is OK because we'll grow more old growth in the future! 

The scientists who wrote the scientific report (FEMAT) 
and the seemingly unrelated political Option 9, studied 
over 1100 old growth-dependent species. This is way up 
from the 32 or so that were being studied as recently as two 
years ago. What they found was that viability (survival) of 
a species directly correlated to the size of habitat reserves. 
Imagine that! 

Homo Effluvens v. Strix Occidentals et al 

Option 9 provides a 
widelydistributed viabil- 
ity to a mere 300 of the 
studied species. Under 
Option 1, the study's 
most logging-restrictive 
alternative, about 650 
species would have this 
viability. Only by stop- 
ping all logging on 11.5 
million acres of owl for- 
est on public lands and 
reserving another 1.5 
million acres of State and 
private lands would we 
get a decent probability 
of survival of all 1100- 
plus species. 

The plan calls for cutting a billion board feet per year 
(13,000 acres), over half of which will come from further 
dearcut logging of andent forests. 

In a nutshell, Option 9 sets up two categories for westside 
federal forests: 60 percent would go into "reserves," and 40 
percent would become "matrix," or cutting zones. Both 
categories are comprised of 30 percent prime habitat (i.e. 
andent forest) and 70 percent "other" (i.e. roads, clearcuts 
and plantations). 

Another way of looking at it is that it amounts to trading 
off dubious protection of 60 percent of the remaining multi- 
canopy andent forest (in the reserves) for dearcutting of the 
other 40 percent (in the matrix). 


Therefore, the plan is predicated on the gamble that we 
can cut the old growth in the matrix over the next ten to 
twenty years because we are going to let the non-habitat in 
the reserves grow into old growth. The salient point is that 
the growing process will take at least ISO years. On its face, 
a seriously flawed gamble. And the reserves themselves are 
not inviolate, but subject to logging under the guise of 
"salvage, forest health, restoration and habitat enhance- 
ment." 

Meanwhile, 46 percent of the owls will lose their homes 
and lives based on the criminally anthropocentric premise 
that the decline in owl numbers will stop short of the point 
of no return and recovery for the spedes will begin as the 
non-habitat areas of the reserves grow into old growth more 
than 15 decades from now. It's bad. 

The Politics? As bad or worse 

The plan's Record of Dedsion (ROD) was presented to 
Judge Dwyer on April 15. On April 20, the 11 plaintiffs 
(minus the Forest Conservation Council, who had the good 
sense to bail after the Deal of Shame) told the judge thatthey 
had no problem with him terminating the injunction. The 
surprised judge pointedly asked the Sierra Club Legal De- 
fense Fund (SCLDF) lawyers, "Does this mean you have no 
problem with a renewed timber sale program?" Their 
Reaganesque answer was not only did they not have a 
problem with it, but that it would "create a window of 
opportunity for new sales." 

This dearly shows that the attorneys simply lied last fall 
when they browbeat the plaintiffs to give up the Deal of 
Shame sales with the argument that if they didn't, they 
would never be able to hang on to the injunction — a little 
self-fulfilling duplidty. 

So this leaves us with at least two other rushed lawsuits in 
the making. These will soon be filed by a number of 
grassroots groups. However, it's entirely likely that SCLDF 
has poisoned the well and that Judge Dwyer will say in effect 
to the new plaintiffs, "Hey, you guys already had a lawsuit 
and an injunction and you gave it away. I have no further 
time to be jacked around while you play political games." 
And who could blame him? 

The Real Action 

If, miraculously, a new lawsuit brings on another injunc- 
tion, then we can expect Big Timber Senator Mark O. 
Hatfield to try and pass (for the ninth time) a "sufficiency" 
rider banning judiaal review and exempting Option 9, plus 
an assured additional billion or more board feet timber 
program, from current environmental laws. Senator Bob 



PACwood has already called on Clinton to ask Congress to 
pass sufficiency — admitting that the plan is illegal and, 
therefore, cannot be implemented as is. Even if Option 9 
goes into effect without a Green challenge, the industry will 
still ask for a rider because Option 9 simply isn't voracious 
enough. 

Just as architects of extinction Hatfield, PACwood, Clinton 
and all the rest of the Big Timber collaborators cannot see 
the connection between all natural ecosystems, they are 
clueless to the underlying consumption dysfunction and 
life support issues. No mention is made of curbing popula- 
tion, overconsumption and waste nor of alternative fiber 
sources in the plan. Life support doesn't even hit the radar 
screen. Continuedloggingisadvocatedinpartsof Portland's 
watershed despite the potential need for a $200 million 
treatment plant that would otherwise be unnecessary. It 
would be cheaper to just give the greedy timber beasts the 
$200 milli on and forego the future operating costs. 

On and.on and on it goes. Over two billion board feet of 
raw logs were exported from the northwest last year. Add in 
chips, pulp, and 700 milli on board feet of public lands 
slabbed off old growth and the raw material equivalent of 
10.2 billion board feet went out unprocessed last year alone! 
No mention in the plan. Ten times the volume of the 
proposed plan and it slipped by unnoticed! 

Transition? Same as It Ever Was 

Community Stability is the catch phrase behind Option 
9's emphasis on timber production over habitat protection. 
Yet, just as the plan fails to protect species, it also comes up 
way short in helping ease die transition of federal timber- 
dependent communities. 

The basic government "throw money at it" principle is at 
work here. Over $1.2 billion in transition funding is in- 
cluded in Option 9. That works out to about $24,000 per old 
growth industry worker ($120,000 per projected job lost 
under Option 9). But the money is not going to workers. 

The Community Economic Revitalization Team (CERT) 
process has become another federal trough for a feeding 
frenzy of the rural oligarchy. Every sewer, industrial park 
and wetlands development scheme on the shelf has been 
pulled down and proposed for funding. 

This Reaganesque trickle-down theory — the "if you build 
it, they will come" theory — states that workers benefit when 
these projects go forward. As, unless you have the infrastruc- 
ture, you can't attract new business that will hire the 
displaced timber worker.

A number of people wrote of their hesi- 
tancy to bring up some topics: would I 
rather not hear about their last backcountry 
ski trip, their beer brewing success, elabo- 
rate details of a six course meal? One even 
suggested I print up "guidelines for writing 
prisoners." 

I wonT go that far but I will say that you 
can't go wrong, writing a prisoner, even if all 
you can come up with is a postcard and a 
single; line to thank them for their work. 

If you are writing a prisoner you don't 
know don't be afraid to give an account of 
some experience of yours in the wild. Tell 
them why you feel the wayyou do aboutthe 
wild, share with them the story of your own 
decision to breaks the maddened frenzy of 
consumer culture and to side, instead, with 
the bears. 

If you have met the prisoner at a rendez- 
vous or campaign, remind him of those 
moments and something that struck you 
during that time. If the prisoner has taught 
you something or if her actions or her 
writing has affected you in some way, tell 
her so. And send along a stamp. 


It can be bleak at times, jailed for the love 
of the wild and wild creatures. Words from 
outside to 'remind the prisoner that she or 
he is still in the thoughts of many go a long 
way toward keeping despair at bay, toward 
giving the prisoner the strength to stare 
down the days and retain a bit of sanity and 
joy.

"The pallid sturgeon also 
are threatened by water pollution, including sewage and 
petroleum runoff. The fish is demonstrating that we have 
water-quality issues that we have to deal with on a grand 
scale. Populations are now so low that they are interbreed- 
ing with other sturgeon species," he says. 

Now being bred in captivity, the fish might be reintro- 
duced to the river systems, however reintroduction won't 
be enough without addressing the problems that endan- 
gered the fish in the first place, according to Figg.

"It looks like a war zone out there," remarked an officer of the St. Louis County 
Police Tactical Squad as he escorted his prisoners to the booking counter at the 
county jail. Outrage and CD shenanigans prevailed on April 1 at Times Beach, 
Missouri, the proposed site of a dioxin incinerator. About 50 demonstrators showed 
up to face off with government-industry forces to demand a halt to the construction 
of the toxic waste burner. 

The Times Beach Action Group (TBAG), a coalition of EFlers, dioxin victims, and 
other outraged citizens conducted their own "test bum" in front of the offices of 
the EPA and Syntex Agribusiness, both partners in crime. As their "solution" to the 
dioxin contamination crisis in eastern Missouri, the EPA-approved incinerator will 
bum contaminated soil (bum the evidence) resulting in the dispersal of unknown 
amounts of dioxin and other toxins all over the area. 

Though it doesn't take a weatherperson to know Which way the wind blows, 
demonstrators in white chem-suits and protective masks lit smoke devices in the 
stacks of amock incinerator. TBAG members were arrestedfor trespassing on federal 
(public) property as they breached a police barricade in an attempt to attach a 
banner reading "STOP EPA LIES! NO INCINERATOR" to abridge over the Meramec 
River. One "really, civilly disobedient" protester, as referred to by the police, was 
wrestled to the ground by two officers. This led protesters to pelt cops with smoke 
bombs, shouting, "Arrest the EPA!" Microphones and camera lenses bobbed and 
darted through the smoke cloud as news reporters scurried for position. 

Just when it seemed the authorities had effectively quelled the uprising by 
stuffing the lawbreakers into a squad car, the rebel forces' long-awaited air support 
droned onto the scene. An airplane towing the message, "NO DIOXIN INCINERA- 
TOR AT TIMES BEACH" began circling over the battlefield. 

The incident resulted in three arrests: area residents Lydia Roberts, Steve Taylor, 
and myself were later released "pending application for warrants," according to 
police. (Donations for legal support will be greatly appreciated.) 

\fo.a Ramada Inn parkirtg lot five miles away from the surrealistic conflagration, 
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Syntex flak-runner Gary Pendergrass nervously chanted his hellish PR mantras for 
TV cameras. A full body shot would have no doubt revealed his pants down around 
his knees. "Truthfully..."hebeganhis comments, and the rest we've all heard before 
about the reliability and safety of the incinerator project. 

"Test bum" refers to the method of monitoring stack emissions which has already 
failed at the Vertac burner in Jacksonville, Arkansas. Vertac failed to meet EPA 
standards of destruction and removal of dioxin in their test bum and were ordered 
to shut down by a federal judge. However, that decision was nixed on appeal when 
the EPA (Every Polluter's Ally) weighed in on the side of chemical waste outlaws 
establishing their claim that a Superfund site cannot be sued until after it is 
completed and all the damage is done. With the judicial system cementing the 
government-industry alliance, in spite of democratic will and ecological sanity, the 
people have decided to take matters into their own callused hands like so many 
crates of tea, symbols of the arrogance of centralized government power thrown 
overboard in file dark of night. 

TBAG is demanding: 

1 . No incinerator at Times Beach! The Missouri Department of Natural Resources 
must re-open the consent decree allowing real democratic participation; 

2. Actual compensation for dioxin victims in Missouri and around the nation; 

3. Uncovering the dioxin cover-ups including the falsification of toxicology 
research and reports by the US military and Monsanto; 

4. A Congressional investigation into the EPA and its unethical relationship with 
the chemical waste industry; and 

5. President Bill Clinton keep his promise to support a moratorium on the 
construction of hazardous waste incinerators.

After 4 
days in jail, he was finally released on 
his own recognizance.

The crane actions have proved to be a 
galvanizing force for Orange County 
Earth First!, with empowerment 
within the group steadily growing and 
public support for Earth First! and 
opposition to the roads at an all time 
high. The Transportation Corridor 
Agency, in charge of building the 
three roads, is now under investiga- 
tion by the state Attorney General's 
office for fraud in connection with 
deliberate omissions of controversy in 
the bond prospectus for the San 
Joaquin Hills Tollroad. Due to activist 
outrage and pressure on Babbitt [See 
below], the Fish and Wildlife Service is 


reconsidering the negotiations now 
underway for a section 7 exemption 
from the Endangered Species Act for 
the Eastern Tollroad.

Reality Bursts Babbitt's NCCP Bubble

Southern California Earth First! activists recently glanced into the posh 
lifestyle enjoyed only by select developers, politicians and mainstream environ- 
mentalists. The scene was horrifying. Politicians including Interior Secretary 
Bmce Babbitt, and head of California Resources Agency, Doug Wheeler were 
mixing it up with two-hundred of the region's academics, building industry 
executives and environmentalists. Lining the rear of the La Jolla Hyatt confer- 
ence room was the nation's media. At a table near the front sat seven Earth 
First! ers. A dozen others demonstrated at the entrance of the hotel. 

The luncheon was supposed to be a celebration of California's Natural Com- 
munity Conservation Planning (NCCP) efforts in southern California — a habitat 
conservation plan that has the potential to destroy more than half of the 
remaining coastal sage scrub in southern California. But the activists, armed 
only with the truth, had other plans. They politely corrected the speakers when 
their words were less than correct and hissed when they were outright lies. 
Dominating the two question and answer periods, the activists drilled speakers 
with questions about illegal grading of alluvial sage scrub, mountain lion 
protection, Orange County's disastrous toll roads, the Endangered Species Act 
and something about the quantum physics of heavy machinery design and 
operation. Although they got no answers they did get results. 

It has been said that the truth hurts. On this day a lot of people left feeling 
very sore. Not coincidentally, changes on some of the projects involved with 
NCCP have already come. Stay tuned because a habitat plan like NCCP is 
coming soon to an ecosystem near you. 


DRUGS AND LOGGING IN THE 
SIERRA MADRE

Southern California's road wars 
continued on March 10 as Orange 
County Earth First!, in perhaps the 
first ever crane sit, stopped construc- 
tion on the nefarious Foothill 
Tollroad. 

Orange County's three tollroad 
projects, the Foothill, Eastern and San 
Joaquin Hills, are perhaps the greatest 
threat to southern California's coastal 
sage scrub ecosystem. Coastal Sage 
Scrub, home to the California gnat- 
catcher, cactus wren and over 100 
other endangered species, is consid- 
ered one of the most endangered 
ecosystems on the mainland US. No 
wonder coastal southern California is 
expected to become the epicenter of 
US extinctions in the coming decades. 

The three tollroads will not relieve 
the gridlock traffic common to the , 
area; numerous traffic engineers have 
stated as much. Why build them 
then? So that two developers, the 
Phillip-Morris owned Mission Viejo 
Company and the Irvine Company, 
will have the infrastructure in place 
to further develop their vast land 
holdings which file roads will 
traverse. 

Inspired by a highly successful 
action a month earlier at the same site 
(see the Eostar edition of the Journal), 

OCEF! decided a day on the cranes 
was simply not enough. So we re- 
turned in early April, under cover of 
darkness and fog, this time with a 
platform and plenty of food and water. 

The platform was rigged so that if 
the crane was lowered, the platform 
would tip with it, risking dumping the 
occupant. The support crew set up a 
base camp a quarter mile up the 
creekbed. 

SENATE 
APPROVES 
DESERT 

PROTECTION ACT 

On April 13, 1994, eight years after it was origi- 
nally introduced, the California Desert Protection 
Act was finally approved by the' US Senate by an 
overwhelming vote of 69 to 29. This action virtually 
assures that the Act will become law this year, as the 
Clinton administration supports it and it is ex- 
pected to pass the House easily. 

The Act will enhance protection for nearly seven 
million acres of fragile desert lands in southern 
California, creating 74 new wilderness areas. Three 
million acres will be added to the National Park 
system by expanding Joshua Tree and Death Valley 
National Monuments and redesignating them as 
National Parks, and by creating the new 1.2 million- 
acre Mojave National Park. This is a major victory 
for wildlife and a defeat for the off-road vehicle, 
mining and hunting lobbies. 

The Act unfortunately does not remove livestock 
from much of the land, but bars new gr azing 
permits. 

The legislation will now move to the House of 
Representatives for a vote, so please contact your

Murder of community leaders is common in the 
Sierra Madre, where violence and destruction of 
indigenous forests benefits both logging companies 
and drug traffickers. Old growth forests are taken 
. from the locals, clearcut and replanted with mari- 
juana and opium. 

Three or four people are being killed every week 
in the Baborigame area, mostly Tarahumara or 
Tepehuan people, for control of their land. Narco- 
traffickers are increasingly growing drug crops on 
land taken from the traditional subsistence farmers. 
Entire communities are threatened. 

The last remaining old growth in the Sierra Madre 
Occidental of Chihuahua is also endangered by 
uncontrolled roadbuilding. This forest hosts a 
unique combination of tropical and temperate 
species, many of which are endangered such as the 
thick-billed parrot, jaguar, and over 400 species of 
plants used by the native people. Over 50,000 
Tarahumara and Tepehuan cling to a traditional, 
subsistence lifestyle, despite centuries of exploita- 
tion. These cultures have retreated to the most 
mgged areas in the Sierra. 

Illegal logging, corruption, and drug trafficking 
are tied to local political bosses, the caciques. 
Logging companies profit from favorable contracts 
and partnerships with caciques. New federal laws 
enable them to buy Indian land. Local communities 
are exploited and are helpless to renew contracts or 
stop logging. 


Most, of the land in the Sierra is part of a commu- 
nal land system (ejidos) which was long ago cor- 
rupted by the caciques. Today, most ejidos are held 
in a system of debt peonage to powerfiil logging 
companies allied with the caciques. 

Forest Guardians of Santa Fe, NM, is teaming up 
with Edwin Bustillos, a grassroots organizer in the 
Sierra, to assist Tarahumara and Tepehuan commu- 
nities in regaining control of their lands. The 
Federal Attorney General, Teresa Jardi, is cooperat- 
ing to restore justice to the Sierra, but support is 
needed from the Mexican and US governments.

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Marine Mammal Protection Act 

Up for Remrihorizatmm

The Maine Mammal Protection Act is up for reauthorization and the fishing 
industry is lobbying heavily. In 1988 the act was extended for five years and when 
the extension ran out last fall, it was shelved pending public and industry input for 
six more months. Although right, humpback and sperm whales are listed as 
endangered species, it seems the National Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS) has little 
interest in protecting them. As many as 100,000 marine mammals are killed 
annually in US waters. Most are caught in gillnets, some die tangled in lobster gear. 

The National Marine Fisheries Service is federally funded with an annual budget 
of over two hundred million dollars .The NMFS doesn't have a pro- 

gram to enforce the fishery licensing rules regard- 
ing gillnet-entangled marine mammals. The 
category 1 (the gillnet fishing category) 
fishers are supposed to self-report any 
mammal "takes" (kills), but are ram- 
pantly underreporting. 

Gillnets are monofilament 
(plastic) nets abouttwenty feet 
deep and are about one half 
mile long. Anything that < 
gets tangled in this "web of 
death" is killed. After they 
are set, whatever is in 
them is retrieved when 
the fisherman can make 
it back, usually within 
one to three days. WeTe 
sure it's a slow, agonizing 
death. According to 
NMFS, in the summer fish- 
ing season there are 440 
gillnet vessels in the Gulf of 
Maine. The fisherman's 
bycatch (which is sometimes 
more than their target catch) is 
simply cut out of the net and left to 
sink and become crab food. Dead 
whales float and are marked with a note 
in a plastic bottle by mammal entanglement 
organizations to eventually wash up on shore some- 
where. 

We asked the NMFS about a particular humpback that was trapped in a gill net 
off Big Green Island Penobscot Bay last summer. They didn't seem to know much 
about it and referred me to Allied Whale at the College of the Atlantic. The NMFS 
agent said he saw something about it in the local paper but he didn't seem very 



interested. It seems to them this is more of anuisance than anything. We have given 
a video of the event to legislators and authorities with the message that this 
entanglement wasn't reported, recorded or investigated. We seem to have gotten 
some attention. 

Two pieces of legislation will be coming up for vote in April. One is Senate bill S. 
1636 (Kerry, Packwood and Stevens) and the other is House bill HR2760 (Studds). 
Both are designed to weaken the Marine Mammal Protection Act The house bill 
would legalize the import of polar bear parts (from trophy hunters). S. 1636requires 
"streamlin[ing] the procedure for authorizing the incidental taking of marine 
mammals in commercial fisheries consistent with the long-term objective of 
identifying and taking such steps [to] reduce mortality and serious injury incidental 
to commercial fishing operations to insignificant rates approaching zero." They 
have been saying this since 1972, but the streamline part is new. The proposed 
appropriations for the Departments of Commerce and Interior and the Marine 
Mammal Commission for five years total $169,339,000. In a recent 
conversation with a congressperson we simplified the thing by suggest- 
ing that the money be paid to fishermen to not fish. At least the fish 
would come back and the whales would be saved. That’s like paying 
a developer not to develop. This is basically what it has come to in 
Canada with the cod fisheries depleted and the government 
forced to support the fisherman. 

Although the Gulf of Maine is the summer feeding ground for 
the right and humpback whales, their protection is minimal, 
most of it volunteer. The two organizations covering whale 
entanglements off the New England coast are tiny, have few 
boats and are self-funded. During the past year eleven whales 
were reported tangled in fishing gear. A sperm whale, some 
humpbacks, some minke whales, and a right whale were all 
found dead. The information is sketchy to say the least. On 
some, the species wasn't even identified. NMFS lists only 350 
right whales left off the Maine coast and scientists believe that 
at this rate of kill there won't be any by the year 2000. Right 
whales are very elusive and swim alone, only three were sighted 
this past year. 

In 1992 the harbor porpoise numbered 28,000 in the Gulf of 
Maine. The potential biological removal figure was 280. That's the 
number of safe removals by fishing gear before the species is threatened. 
The NMFS's figure for porpoise deaths was 1250. Last summer the NMFS 
and National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration sent out a vessel and 
counted enough animals to keep them off the threatened list. 

Since the Marine Mammal Protection Act as it stands today is a weakened version 
of the original bill of 1972, and since the agencies responsible for enforcing it are 
inadequate and incompetent, we need stronger laws to protect the remaining 
marine mammals. Action is needed today to see that the proposed Senate and 
House bills are not passed.

Criminal Stupidity in the Deep

The Scripps Institute of Oceanography is planning 
an experiment to study global warming and its effects. 
It involves placing a loudspeaker off the coast of Big 
Sur, California and another near the island of Kauai in 
Hawaii, with listening devices at various distances 
from these points. They will then blast loud noises 
across the pacific, using the relatively new science of 
acoustic thermometry in order to study the warming 
of the ocean due to the greenhouse effect. The venture 
is being funded by $35 million from the Department 
of Defense. 

The basic principal behind this is that sound travels 
fester through warmer water. The scientists involved 
claim that they will be able to detect even minute 
changes in sea temperature. The speakers will produce 
sounds at 195 decibels for twenty minutes six times a 
day for the first two months . Scripps says that they will 
assess the data collected in order to reduce future noise 
sessions to a minimum. 

When news of the experiment was picked up by the 
media in March, there was an immediate public out- 
cry. One of the greatest controversies surrounding the 
Scripps project is that it may induce a great amount of 
harm on the marine mammal populations living near 
the loudspeakers. The 195 decibel level of the experi- 
ment is ten million times as loud as the 120 decibels 
known to disturb whales. Futhermore, the loudspeaker 
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off of Point Sur is situated smack dab in the middle of 
the Monterey Bay Marine Sanctuary which is home to 
many endangered species such as the sea otter and 
elephant seal. All told, the sponsors of the project say 
the noise could affect over 2/3 of a million marine 
mammals. 

Because of the public outcry, Scripps has agreed to 
spend 2.9 million to observe the effect the blasts will 
have on the surrounding wildlife. At the first sign of a 
problem they say that they will stop the experiment. 
However, with so much money at risk it is diffi cult to 


imagine the wheels of the project stopping once 
they've gathered momentum. 

A public hearing will be held in Santa Cruz on May

Friends of the Wolf Yukon Campaign , 1993-94

The Yukon Government is staggering, punch-drunk, 
after a multi-faceted campaign by Friends of the Wolf 
(FoW) and individual Earth Firstiers. The corruption 
and arrogance of the government leaders has been 
exposed. Collusion between a government ministry 
and trophy hunters' lobbyists has been revealed. Vari- 
ous acts of strategic civil disobedience, and reports of 
sabotage (tampering with fuel caches, destruction of 
radio telemetry gear on aircraft, and damage to "Re- 
newable" Resources vehicles) and telephone harass- 
ment of government employees combined to make 
the winter of 1993-94 one that the Yukon Territorial 
Government (YTG) will never forget. 

The campaign began in February of 1993, when I 
revived FoW, which was founded by Paul Watson. 
Paul, myself, and three other activists traveled to 
Whitehorse as soon as we heard of the YTG plan to kill 
150 wolves in the 20,000-square-kilometer Aishihik 
region. A report of that intervention appeared in the 
EF! Journal last spring. The following ten months were 
spent building the organization, helping independent 
chapters in BC, Ontario, and the Yukon get set up, and 
preparing for a major campaign in the Yukon. 

Year Two of the Yukon intervention began last 
December, when FoW BC's advance team of twelve 
arrived in Whitehorse. Within a week, the govern- 
ment adopted the Yukon Wolf Conservation and 
Management plan, which although anthropocentric, 
represented a significant advance for wolves in the 
north. Three weeks later, following a highway block- 
ade, Friends of the Wolf exposed funding from the 
Foundation for North American Wild Sheep (a trophy 
hunters lobby group) for Yukon wolf-kill programs. 

In January, three of us occupied the Yukon Liaison 
Office in Ottawa (two arrested for criminal mischief, 
and a week later, Friends of the Wolf BC occupied and 
shut down the Yukon Legislature (see article last issue). 

I arrived in the Yukon in early February to work with 
FoW BC leader Dennis Alvey in refining strategy and 
launching a tourism boycott campaign. Five of us 
spent several days at a base camp one hundred miles 
into the Aishihik wilderness. Temperatures hovered 
around forty below zero. The base camp, established in 
mid-December, was effective in keeping government 
wolf-killers out of the central portion of the Aishihik. 


A news story in mid-February revealed that the 
government leader, John Ostashek, had taken 68 
moose in his last two years as a trophy-hunting guide 
in the Aishihik. Yet he still had the audacity in a radio 
interview to insist that outfitters should not have 
hunting quotas (or limits) like the rest of the people in 
the Yukon. (Ostashek also killed 98 Dali sheep in his 



last four years in the Aishihik— resulting in an un- 
healthily low sheep population. What a man!) 

We received word from the Journal that our publica- 
tion of the home phone numbers of the Government 
Leader John Ostashek, Minister of "Renewable" Re- 
sources Bill Brewster, and the Renewable Resources 
Communications Director Dennis Senger, has led to 
hundreds of phone calls from deep ecologists across 
North America. The communications (read: "propa- 
ganda") guy is apparently on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown. Awwwww! Keep up the good work (the 
phone numbers are listed below). 


To finish off our campaign, we put up billboards at 
the BC and Alaskan borders (over existing ones, of 
course) urging a boycott of the Territory. Then we 
disrupted the end of the (in)famous Yukon Quest dog- 
sled race, athousandmile eventrunning from Fairbanks 
to Whitehorse. Dressed as a wolf, a fighter pilot, 
Ostashek, and Brewster, we played guitar and sang 
"Lone Wolf' by David Rea, a song about threatening 
wolf killers with aerial warfare. The reaction from the 
crowd was mixed (perhaps with frozen fingers at thirty 
below we didn't score points for musical talent), but 
the action did disrupt the end of the race and make U S 
television as well as local media. 

After determining that the government had stopped 
flying for this year, we mounted a strategic withdrawal 
to begin full-scale promotion of the tourism boycott of 
the Yukon (write and let them know why you won't 
visit). We highly doubt the government will risk 
another year like this one. We predict the program will 
be called off at the technical review in October. If not, 
we will be back in force, and make this winter look like 
a picnic. Field activists, mark next December to March 
on your calendars! 

Friends of the Wolf is mounting numerous other 
campaigns. We remain all-volunteer and grassroots. 
We encourage EFIers in any present or potential wolf 
habitat to start independent chapters. We can help 
you with letterhead, start-up costs, information, and 
activists. Contact the Friends of the Wolf office in 
Ottawa for further information (address below). We 
would also like to cooperate on any campaigns to 
protect wolf habitat from logging, roads etc.

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PENNSYLVANIA STATE FORESTS 

Slated for the Chainsaw 




New forest road in

Today, almost 60 percent of Pennsylvania, some 17 
million acres, is considered to be "timberland." A 
century after the chainsaw massacre of the Appala- 
chians, the forests of the Allegheny, Susquehanna, 
and the Delaware are returning, with some demon- 
strating strong old 
growth potential 
and with small vir- 
gin tracts still being 
discovered. But just 
as native ecosys- 
temsbegin to regain 
aholdintheregion, 
the US Forest Ser- 
vice (USFS), in an 
inventory of 
Pennsylvania's for- 
ests released this 
year, declared that 
93 percent of the 
acreage considered 
to be "timberland" 
was "appropriate 
and available for harvest" In response, the Pennsylva- 
nia Bureau of Forestry (PBF), which oversees some 
460,000 acres, has drafted a document titled "Heading 
Into Our Second Century of Stewardship," a 15-year 
management plan for the state's forests, and a recipe 
for widespread ecosystem destruction. 

The plan, which focuses exclusively on timber pro- 
duction, wouldincrease logging by 50 percent over the 
next fiveyears. Additionally it calls for 100-acre clear cut 
limits on all but three state forests, where the allowable 
limit would be 50 acres in order to satisfy aesthetic 
concerns. The Bureau has freely admitted that these 
large acreages, when compared with the USFS limit of 
40 acres, are intended to satisfy economic concerns 
and accommodates mechanized harvesting. 

Pennsylvania's forests of oak, cherry, beech and 
poplar are today among the most valuable in North 
America. At 33 trillion board feet, Pennsylvania is 
home to America's largest hardwood reserve, and with 
a billion board feet a year leaving the state, it leads the 
country in the production of hardwood timber. Today 
timber is the sixth largest employer in the state, 
providing nine percent of the state's jobs and 14 
percent of its industrial employment 

The hardwoods of Pennsylvania remain more prized 
that those to the south because slower growth, com- 
bined with the soils of the region, lend to the wood the 


finer quality which is sought after for products such as 
doors and veneer, the sheets of fine wood used in 
furniture production. 

The plan proposed by the PBF is completely inad- 
equate and unacceptable. While referring to maintain- 
ing biodiversity and implementing "ecosystem man- 
agement," it offers no specific guidelines for accom- 
plishing such, and Mis to 
even suggest compiling an 
inventory of Pennsylvania's 
native biodiversity. Likewise, 
the proposal to increase log- 
ging by 50 percent, with em- 
phasis on large clearcuts, 
demonstrates little concern 
for the protection of wildlife, 
the maintenance of long- 
term productivity or overall 
sustainability, given the cur- 
rent scientific knowledge.

In addition, over 15 

percent of the state's plant and animal species 
are considered to be threatened or endan- 
gered. Issues such as old growth, fragmenta- 
tion, and exotic species are all but ignored, 
with the PBF policy being that they will be 
dealt with "when applying forest manage- 
ment practices." If the diversity of life is to be 
preserved in Pennsylvania, large tracts of 
public land, like state forests, will play a 
necessary role. The proposal to continue, let 
alone increase logging, seriously jeopardizes 
the hope of ecosystem recovery in the region. 

The plan also fails to discuss the widespread 
problem of deer browsing on state land and 
the simplification of biological elements 
within the forest as a result of such. The 
prescription for continued and increased 
clearcutting will only increase deer habitat 
and food supply, perpetuating this destruc- 
tive outbreak. 

In creating its plan, the PBF has only allowed for 
public response, not participation. Similarly, citizens 
have no right to administrative appeal as a response to 
proposed projects. 

In reaction to the PBF's sham, Preserve Appalachian 
Wilderness (PAW) has submitted a report to the PBF 
entitled "Facingthe Conservation Challenge — A Long- 


Term Vision for PA State Forests," which outlines and 
details those issues which the state conveniently ig- 
nored. The report covers issues such as: arguments for 
preserving native biodiversity, the effects of climate of 
forest ecosystems, extinctions and ecosystem services, 
maintenance of agenetic library, indirect endangering 
of species, old growth, and a discussion of reserve 
model theory and a call for the creation of a system of 
core wilderness reserves connected by corridors and 
surrounded by buffef zones. PAW has also recom- 
mended that the PBF hire a staff of ecologists, environ- 
mental scientists and specialists other than foresters so 
that conservation goals can be better infused into 
forest management, and that a system by which the 
PBF's proposals can be appealed be created. 

Lehigh Valley Earth First!, in its comments on the 
proposed plan, essentially agreed with the PAW report 
and proposals. Our differences lie in that our position 
is that no logging should be allowed at all in 
Pennsylvania's state forests and that native ecosys- 
tems should be 
allowed to return 
in their entirety 
and across as 
much of their 
former range as is 
now possible. Ad- 
ditionally it is our 
position that the 
PBF should begin 
the process of 
identifying pri- 
vate forest hold- 
ings of ecological 
significance and 
that the state 
should purchase 
them for ecosys- 
tem preservation.

This year 
our focus shifted to Timberslime's of- 
fices and those of Parks and Recreation. 
Christmas caroling, vaudeville-like 
lockdowns, office occupations and tree 
sits in Timberslime's owners' frontyard 
(complete with sympathetic 
Timberslime employees) quickly 
brought the issue to a boil. 

Needing a grand conclusion, we con- 
fronted post cutting truck operations.

tires misplace their valve stems — none. The price — one arrest for criminal mischief. 
The next day was the most fun. We found an unprotected truck with the driver 
loading logs. So someone climbed up into the cab and shut the rig down. Needless 
to say there were quite a few unhappy people. But the truck was locked and the keys 


had mysteriously disappeared. What ensued was a period of fun, souvenir photos 
and control (ours). Finally a set of spare keys arrived. But then our good cop 
discovered another promo for krypto locks. The steering wheel and our intrepid 
EF!er had grown rather fond of each other. It took a hacksaw to remove her. 

The rest of the afternoon brought three more arrests, including another attempt 
at the truck cab and an assault(?) on a cop.

So where are we now? The cutting is over for the year. We are anxious to bring 
our misdemeanors to jury trial, hopefully with the help of some recently met high- 
strung criminal lawyers. 

Two months of continuous actions have led lastyear's smallish Mt. Blue coalition 
to become a movement to be reckoned with in the status quo forestry of the powers 
that be. 

On the cut, our goal is to get an injunction and open the process up again to 
challenge the ethics and economics, and the cutting plan itself. 

What you can do: 

If anyone has any success-proven injunction strategy (especially starting out 
without standing — yeah, we might not have standing), please send that along to 
the Solon EF! address (in the directory). We hate to openly solicit letters on tree flesh 
or other technodeath nuisances, but if you must, write to Herb Heartless, Parks and 
Recreation, ME DOC, State House Station 22, Disgusta, ME 04333. Demand that 
the cut be stopped. 

Being in the park isn't quite as much fun anymore, especially if you're a tree.

Monkeywrenchers 

Sentenced 

Whitefish, Montana, activists Michael and Sean 
Carter were sentenced April 1, 1994, for a variety of 
felonies, including tree spiking, vandalizing road con- 
struction machinery, and cutting down billboards in 
Flathead County from 1989 to 1991. The brothers 
made their final appearance in District Court before 
Judge Michael Keedy after pleading guilty to the case 
in December, 1993. 

The brothers both confessed to tree spiking and 
cutting down an Exxon billboard with an acetylene 
torch, andrece iyed^tQtalofnineyears,j[Dsuspended^j 
and were ordered to pay restitution to tfreUepartment 
of State Lands and a private sign owner. 

In addition, Michael Carter admitted to vandalizing 
road construction machinery north of Whitefish in 
the summer of 1991 . Fortius, Judge Keedy gave him a 
maximum ten-year prison sentence, all time suspended," 
and directed Michael to spend 90 days in the Flathead 
County Jail. Commenting that the costly damage 
done to the machines showed a "flagrant disregard for 
property rights," Keedy told Carter, "I think you at 
least temporarily abandoned all reason and responsi- 
bility." 

Michael said that given the circumstances of the 
actions, and that both Keedy and State Attorney Tom 
Esch are both facing reelection this year, the sentence 
was as fair as he could reasonably expect. "I'm not 
what you'd call thrilled about cooling off in jail," he 
said, "nor about this astonishing amount of restitu- 
tion, but objectively speaking, it was appropriate. It 
could have got really ugly, really fast." Carter noted 
that a five-year prison sentence was a real possibility, 
and credited his attorney's skill and affable relation- 
, ship to the judge as an important aspect -of -'therela- 
? tively lenient sentence, S \ . ..

A Letter from the Pokey in Spokey 

Here it is, April 5, and I have yet to motivate my brain to get something written for this issue of the Journal. 
There is, of course, no way for me to blow it off as the editors of the last issue had the foresight to put in print 
that I'd be writing something. Nor do I have the excuse that I've been busy and haven't had the time. Since I'm 
too embarrassed to be honest and admit that my brain is currently in the process of extreme atrophy, I guess 
I'll just get on with it. 

Jail, as many of you know, is a rather unpleasant experience. There are, of course, all the usual complaints... the 
food is pale and unimaginative, generally either under or overcooked and often exits in the same form it entered. 
The clothes are of an appealing shade of forest-green, a more vibrant color than any of the vegetables I receive, 
but are 50/50 (which these same vegetable may also be). I have to tolerate a light on in my cell 24 hours a day 
so I can be observed even in my sleep. Then there's the television, which Mr. Ryberg has expounded on 
sufficiently [ seeEostarEFlJ ], so I will reserve any further comment But these are all things I've gotten used to over 
the weeks. 

There are other things about this place I will never get used to. My life is now Controlled and has reverted back 
to the status of a seventh grader, with jailers acting as glorified baby-sitters. I am to bathe every two days and 
have my bed made (properly) between the hours of 10 a.m. and 6 p.m. I am allowed a maximum of two pieces 
of fruit in my cell at a time, any more of which will get me 24 hours of lock-down. Extra laundry, 24 hours. No 
feet on the wall. No tipping back in the chairs. No singing. No raising the voice. No arguing. Horseplay. ..24 horns. 
I am often concerned about being nailed for impure thinking and am grateful that technology for thought 
policing has not been perfected (yet). Of course, my natural respect for authority has made all these little 
annoyances much easier... 

There is just one women's module in the jail. Kim was moved from her previous location of relative isolation 
to this module about two weeks after I was. Unfortunately, the assistant US attorney is being unusually spiteful. 
He has requested a separation order, barring us from any contact or communication. To ensure this separation, 
we are placed in lock-down during alternating hours of the 
day, making for a lot of time in isolation. Should we fail to 
comply with this request, one of us will be relocated to 
Yakima, a nasty, under-budgeted hole. Needless to say, 
we're not pushing the issue. His request stems from his 
concern that, should we have our "own little support 
group" here, our incarceration would not be coercive. As if 
complete removal from community and being locked in- 
doors for an unspecified number of months isn't enough. 

The reality of tire situation is that our incarceration, as I 
see it, isn't for coercive reasons, nor is it punitive. The issue 
is not gathering evidence and solving a crime. And the 
possibility that it ever was is open to debate. At any rate, 
what is now occurring is best described as a bureaucratic 
temper-tantrum. The state, unable to force testimony from 
anyone after two years and many thousands of dollars is, simply put, throwing a fit 

The process of investigation and "justice" has become nothing more than a gross display of power. If you won't 
talk, we will take away your freedom. If you won't talk, we will harass your friends and intimidate your family. 
We will demonstrate for you who holds the power, who runs the system, who owns the state. Just because we 
can. 

And if that doesn't work, we will make you eat uncooked lentil goulash and canned ding peaches in heavy 
syrup! HA!! We'll see just how much you can take! 

Well, you can see just how absurd the situation is. But I think I'll have the last laugh yet. You see, there's 
something these people just don't get., .something their cold hearts and little bureaucratic minds can't seem to 
grasp. And that is that their power, in the big picture, means absolutely nothing. It is a power that does not 
translate into my version of reality: tiie world of the forests, the oceans, the deserts and the prairies. It's amockery, 
a sham. And if I weren't in jail, it would be more laughable. - , 

It's this thought that makes jail bearable. I can occasionally chuckle atit all despite the wretched food and the 
cheesy Harlequin romance novels. It is not easy missing spring, and I am still coming to terms with the fact that 
I will, most likdy, lose out on the summer as well. I miss the sounds of the river and the voices of the returning 
birds, the fed of the sun and smell of the rain-dampened earth. I am angered that this has all been taken from 
ie. I even miss all the low-baggers in Missoula. 

But despite their most evil intentions and exhaustive efforts, I intend to stay right here with my mouth shut, 
cept for the occasional laughter that escapes when I contemplate the fact that we're winning...

Jaguar Liberated

had been altered. A request was then made for county records which revealed that Mr. Miller had been 
incarcerated for liberating a Jaguar (blue, 1991). Upon further investigation, they found that Mr. Miller is known 
to seek contact with organizations who support jailed animal rights activists. Although we applaud Mr. Miller 
for liberating vehides from their owners, we are disgusted that he stooped so low as to pose as an animal liberator.

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Cutting trees. For more than 
two decades in the Northwest, 
this act, in its industrial form, 
has created a controversy that 
has spread like a wildfire 
through the nation. What was 
once a local fight to save some 
big trees is now a nationwide 
battle to save our forest ecosys- 
tems. In every bioregion 
around the country, the call 
has gone out to stop. Stop the 
clearcutting. Stop the 
overcutting. Stop degrading 
our water quality and fisher- 
ies. Stop the destruction of our 
ecosystems. And who is call- 
ing for a halt to these activi- 
ties? Not just environmental 
activists, but scientists, em- 
ployees in the Forest Service and Bureau of Land Management, and everyday 
citizens, who upon learning what havoc has been wrought on our federal lands, are 
demanding that our federal government do better. 

Out of this controversy over our forests, a call has emerged from the wilderness. 
It is a call that started off as a lone voice in the hills, but has since gained in strength 
and numbers. It is the call for an end to commercial logging on federal lands. 

Zero-cut, no-cut, no commercial logging. However you say it, the messageis clear. 
Due to excessive road building and logging for economic gain, our forest ecosys- 
tems are but tattered remnants of their former selves. The more we leam about these 
ecosystems, the more we understand the need to restrict logging and other 
destructive activities to make up for past abuses. 

So how do we stop commercial logging on federal lands? The first step is 
education. We must communicate a basic understanding of why commercial 
logging on federal lands must stop and what zero-cutreally means. This canbe done 
by looking at the science, the economics, the law and the politics. 

The Science 


In the Pacific Northwest, the controversy over the northern spotted owl has 
forced the federal government to produce the most detailed scientific assessment 
of any forest ecosystem in the world. The resulting science has shown us that in 
order to maintain viable populations of all native forest spedes across the land- 
scape, we need to reduce logging down to near-zero levels. The Forest Ecosystem 
Management Assessment Team (assembled in 1993 under the direction of Presi- 
dent Clinton) produced a report showing that the only way to ensure a moderate 



to good chance of maintaining viable 
populations of all spedes in forests 
west of the Cascades is to halt virtually 
all logging on federal lands. Unfortu- 
nately, the Clinton Administration did 
not choose an alternative that heeded 
this science. According to the 
government's own documents, the cho- 
sen alternative (Option 9) for Clinton's 
Forest Plan will allow for many spedes 
to be "extirpated" from federal lands. 
Given the increased overcutting on 
private lands in the Northwest, extir- 
pation from federal lands is certain to 
mean extinction for these spedes. 

Sdentific evidence has been crudal 
in driving the policy debate over North- 
west forests. Without the science, spe- 
des would not be listed under the En- 
dangered Spedes Act, courts would not 
have evidence to base injunctions on, 
and activists wouldnot have a valuable 
tool to educate Congress and the pub- 
lic with. In the Northwest, the science 
has helped chip away at the politics of 
forest destruction for profit (Unfortu- 
nately, as evidenced by the Clinton 
Forest Plan, politics still holds sway). 

Elsewhere in the forests of California, 
Oregon, Washington, and Idaho, sd- 
entific teams are beginning to assess 
the forest ecosystem in the bioregion 
east of the Cascade crest the eastside 
forests. Given thateastsideforestshave 
been even more abused than westside 
forests (e.g. fire suppression, grazing, 
less old growth and roadless areas left, 
etc.), it is likely the sdentists will rec- 
ommend a virtual halt to logging on 
federal lands in these forests also. 

The same dire warnings are being 
heard around file country. As sdentists 


leam more about the particular ecosystem they are studying, they find hundreds 
of spedes are declining at alarming rates. The majority of watersheds in the fores ts 

have substandard water quality, and the ecosystems themselves are unraveling. In 
most cases, the federal forest lands are reaching a threshold of no return, and most 
surrounding private lands have been logged so heavily and so repeatedly that they 
can not support the native spedes in the ecosystem. 

The lessons sdence provides are invaluable. In each region around the country, 
dtizens must read the sdentific findings being made about their bioregion's 
ecosystem. Activists must work with sdentists to use the specific knowledge about 
their immediate ecosystem to educate, inform and influence public debate. 
Emotional appeals and political arguments are important, and should still be used, 
but sound sdence has proven to be the most effective tool in changing forest policy 
under existing law. 

The Economics 

The timber industry would have us believe that if logging on federal lands is 
reduced even slightly, the result will be economic disaster for timber mills, the 
housing market, and the American economy as a whole. However, the facts indicate 
otherwise. In 1992, approximatdy 90 billion board feet of timber was sold from 
United States forests . Of that 90 billion board feet, only 4.5 billion came from federal 
lands. This means only five percent of the total timber volume sold in the United 
States in 1992 came from federal lands. Five percent. This five percent could easily 

be made up for by recycling 
lumber and restricting log ex- 
ports. Last year, in the Pacific 
Northwest alone, 2 billion 
boardfeetofrawlogsandmini- 
mally processed wood prod- 
ucts were shipped overseas in- 
stead of being infused into lo- 
cal economies. Additionally, 
large volumes of lumber and 
wood products are thrown into 
our landfills each year instead 
of being recycled back into the 
"supply" stream. By just look- 
ing atrecyclingandrestrictions 
on log exports, it would not be 
hard to find the volume the 
industry so desperately claims 
it needs. 

Ending logging on federal 
lands will mean a loss of some 
jobs in the timber industry. 
However, in many instances 
most of these jobs are on the 
verge of ending already. The increasing mechanization of the industry has steadily 
eroded timberjobsaroundthe country. Theovercuttingonboth private andfederal 
lands in many regions has removed much of the sustainable timber base. In the 
Northwest, for example, most experts agree that the old growth will run out within 
a decade if logging continues at present rates. And the jobs will go with it. Ending 
commercial logging on federal lands may bring about a loss of some j obs earlier than 
expected, but they were not long-term sustainable jobs to begin with. 

Sustainable jobs and sustainable economies can be createdby ending commercial 
logging on federal lands. If one takes a medium or long-term economic view, it is 
clear that there is more money to be found in forest and watershed restoration, 
fishing, recreation and tourism jobs — all of which are sustainable — than there is 
in the short term jobs logging provides. Economic indicators already show this to 
be true. In many states where National Forests are present (e.g. Oregon), recreation 
and tourism industries are on the rise, while the timber industry is on the decline. 

There are other direct economic benefits to ending commercial logging on federal 
lands. Ending below-cost timber sales and eliminating costlyroadmaintenance will 
save the federal government, and taxpayers, millions of dollars. Ending the bloated 
timber-sale planning bureaucracy in the Forest Service and BLM will save additional 
millions. 

The economic arguments for ending commercial logging on federal lands are 
compelling. Many fiscal conservatives may join in the fight to end logging once 
they realize that taxpayers are bfeing swindled out of millions of dollars to subsidize 
the destruction of their public lands. 

The Law 

There are two important laws that govern the activities of the federal government 
on Forest Service lands. These are the National Forest Management Act (NFMA) and 
the Endangered Species Act (ESA). (The Federal Land Policy Management Act and 
O&C Act apply to BLM forest lands, but this article will only focus on laws affecting 
Forest Service lands, as the Forest Service manages the vast majority of our federal 
forests.) At President Clinton's 1 993 Northwest Forest Summit, Jack Ward Thomas 
(since appointed Forest Service Chief) offered one of the best explanations of how 
the two laws, NFMA and the ESA, work together to guide forest management on our 
federal lands. He said: 

The NFMA is a tough law. It calls for the maintenance of viable populations of 
native and non-native vertebrates well distributed across the landscape. This law 
should be taken seriously, the federal courts have said it should be considered 
seriously. 

If you don't perform under the NFMA, you get to go to the penalty box called 
the Endangered Species Act We often forget that the first paragraph of the ESA 
says that it's not the species that is listed, it's the ecosystem on which the species 
depends. 

If you consider these two things in combination with the case law, it seems 
obvious to me that we have a de facto policy of biodiversity protection, 
particularly on national forest lands. In fact biodiversity protection becomes an 
overriding objective of federal land management. 



The lessons learned in the Pacific Northwest regarding the protection of certain 
species have shown us that too much logging of the ecosystem has already taken 
place. As a result, viable populations of northern spotted owls and marbled 
murrelets could not be maintained and court injunctions stopped the logging of 
the forest ecosystem. As indicated above, scientific studies now show us that 
logging must nearly come to an end on federal lands in the Northwest in order to 
maintain viable populations of forest species. It is clear that compliance with the 
NFMA and the ESA requires a virtual halt to all logging in the Northwest. 

Around the country, similar legal cases are being mounted to enforce NFMA and 
the ESA. The grizzly bear, the red-cockaded woodpecker, the Mexican spotted owl, 
the northern goshawk and a multitude of salmon runs across the country — are all 
threatened by increased logging and roadbuilding in their respective forest 
ecosystems. The requirements of NFMA and the ESA, along with the mounting 
science showing that more habitat preservation is required, create a compelling 
case to slow or halt logging in many of the ecosystems where these species exist 

But under existing law, the best science and the most objective court systems will 
still not be enough to end commercial logging on federal lands. 

The Politics 

In this article, the references to ending commercial logging on federal lands have 
all been qualified; "near-zero" and "virtual halt" are the phrases most commonly 
used. This is because an argument based on science alone reaches a conclusion that 
still allows for some commercial cutting. In the Pacific Northwest, the science 
indicates that protection of all plant and animal species will still allow an estimated 
200 million board feet to be cut annually from federal lands. 

Based on this science, and other factors, the Oregon Natural Resources Council 
(ONRC) recently called for an end to commercial logging on federal lands in the 
Pacific Northwest. The science led ONRC to make the political leap to zero-cut. But 
science alone was not the deciding factor. With the allowable cut at such a low 
level, a value judgment based on economics, recreation, and other societal values 
was made. ONRC argues that: 

1) such a small timber program cannot justify the multi-million dollar federal 
timber sale bureaucracy bent on further destruction of the forest ecosystem; the 
huge amount of money pumped into the federal timber sale program produces 
such a small timber supply on the tail end that it just can't be justified; 

2) compliance with NFMA and the ESA create a near-zero cut; compliance with 
additional laws such as the Clean Water Act, Clean Air Act and the National 
Environmental Policy Act may further reduce cutting levels; 

3) other societal concerns for recreation, clean drinking water, and wilderness 
values demand that commercial logging end on federal lands in the Pacific 
Northwest. 

In some limited circumstances, such as in stands overstocked due to fire 
suppression, the careful use of a chainsaw as a tool for ecological restoration may 
be necessary. However, his- 
tory has shown that the 
chainsawis never an ecologi- 
cal restoration tool when used 
in the context of a timber 
sale. Eliminating the timber 
sale part of the equation helps 
insure that any use of a 
chainsawwillbefortrue eco- 
system management, not 
ecosystem destructionfor pri- 
vate profit. 

ONRCisnotthefirstgroup 
to advocate for an end to 
commercial logging on fed- 
eral lands. Many other groups 
have called for zero-cut on all 
federal lands or on federal 
lands in their region. For 
many years the Native Forest 
Council in Oregon was the 
lone voice in the Wilderness, 
calling for a halt to all log- 
ging on federal lands. In re- 
cent years, the Native Forest 
Council has been joined by groups like Heartwood in Indiana, and numerous 
chapters of the Sierra Club around the country in calling for an end to logging on 
federal lands. Many people are realizing that zero-cut is in fact a moderate position. 
In many instances a more radical proposal of restricting logging on private lands 
and restoring wilderness is required to save forest ecosystems. 

National environmental groups have not yet joined the call. But political winds 
within many of these organizations are pushing them ever closer to a zero-cut 
position. The recent Sierra Club initiative calling for no logging on federal lands 
is an example of local chapters pushing the leadership of a national organization 
toward a zero-cut goal. Additionally, national environmental groups like the 
Wilderness Society made comments on the Clinton Forest Plan that if adhered to 
by the federal government, would result in zero-cut It seems that the national . 
groups are already there, they just aren't ready to say it 

Across the country, more and more people are making the decision that no 
commercial logging should occur on their National Forests and BLM lands. 
Environmental groups are listening to their members and making the call in public 
arenas. People are beginning to ask leaders the relevant question: If we continue 
to allow cutting on our public lands, what species are you willing to sacrifice, and 
whose watershed will be polluted? 


GATT ATTACK

We all know that the goal of the Wise Use Movement is to promote extractive/ 
consumptive land uses for profit by disguising their true goals under misleading 
names and rhetoric. Imagine the Wise Use Movement in control of global politics 
under a "World Trade Organization" and you have what the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) has become. 

The GATT, which up to now has basically been a trade contract between countries, 
has been around since 1948. What is new is that the negotiations completed on 
December 15, 1993 for this round of GATT would impact areas far beyond normal 
tariffs. Called the Uruguay Round, this round of the GATT would create a new 
international organization called the World Trade Organization (WTO) which would 
replace the current GATT. The 117 countries would be called members and it would be 
each member's obligation to ensure that their domestic laws conform with the 
substantive trade rules of the WTO. 

During the Uruguay Round, negotiations were expanded to create global trade rules 
regarding "non-tariff' barriers to trade. This would give the WTO power to impose 
new restraints on non tariff issues, such as domestic laws, which impact international 
trade. National laws and goals would be required to take a back seat to corporate profit 
goals. No member would be allowed to protect resources for use of domestic industries 
without risking challenge from another member of the WTO. 

Any member could challenge the environmental or safety standards of another 
country under the guise of "illegal trade barriers." All disputes will be deliberated in 
secret by a three member committee of the WTO. To qualify to be a member of the 
committee, individuals must have a history of protecting trade related special interests. 

Forest activists are used to fighting the Forest Service's bias to protect our forests and 
having to appeal their decisions to the same bodies that made the original decision. A 
country trying to protect a domestic law under GATT will find basically the same 
process as activists with the Forest Service. Decisions will be enforced by fines or 
sanctions if the offending country doesn't change its law or policy. 

So if you were wondering why the Clinton Administration didn't advocate the 
obvious solution to supplying timber for the Pacific Northwest of halting raw log 
exports, blame GATT. Laws protecting dolphins from tuna harvesters and banning raw 
log exports could be eliminated under GATT. 

Cutting our forests to supply chip mills that export pulp for paper to be manufac- 
tured outside of our country, or the use of expensive foreign made equipment for 
logging are examples of bad economics. Both send the wealth of the forest community 
out of the region leaving the region poorer as a result. Work to better the economy of 
rural communities by doing value added production at the regional level will be 
seriously hampered if not prevented under the current round of GATT. 

If the GATT passes and the WTO is put in place there will never be another round of 
GATT for the US Congress to approve or disapprove. The prospect of a "Green Round" 
is being held out to get environmentalist support, but this is just a deceptive attempt 
to again divide the environmentalists as with NAFTA. The support base of the environ- 
mental groups that are considering supporting GATT have more in common with the 
philosophy of the wise use movement than the conservation movement. GATT, with 
its goal of increasing world trade by accelerating consumption of natural resources, is 
incompatible with conservation goals. 

Most environmental activists do not have time to fight full time for the defeat of 
GATT. This is a form of political reality, but so is the fact that if we lose the fight 
against this round of GATT we may also lose all of the gains already made through our 
environmental activism. 

My suggestion is to let your members of Congress and others know of your concerns 
about this GATT. Then start to form alliances with groups such as farmers, labor 
unionists, textile workers, indigenous people and others who similarly realize the 
harm that will come to them with the implementation of this round of GATT. In 
doing so you will not only be working for a common cause, but you can use the 
opportunity to bufid alliances for other major battles that he ahead.

The Conclusion 

What will it take to end commercial logging on federal lands? In the Pacific 
Northwest, strategic lawsuits and timely scientific findings have attempted to 
achieve the goal. But in many regions the science is not yet complete and the federal 
government has become more adept at fending off lawsuits. In all cases, even with 
additional ecological protections in place, commercial logging will still occur. 

Only an act of Congress will 
accomplish the goal of end- 
ing commercial logging on 
federal lands. As everyone 
knows, pushing legislation 
through Congress is messy 
business, with no guarantees 
of actually reaching the goal 
that is desired. But the goal is 
worthy, and most impor- 
tantly, the goal is correct. It 
stakes out the moral high 
ground. And this is the stuff of 
which grassroots campaigns 
are made!

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PACFISH Released 

To Sink or Swim 

On Friday, March 25, the United States Forest Service (USFS) and 
Bureau of Land Management (BLM) released the long awaited 
PACFISH, a strategy for restoring and protecting habitat for federally 
owned anadromous fisheries (fish that travel from the ocean to fresh 
water to spawn) and their watersheds in Oregon, Washington, Idaho 
and California outside of the range of the northern spotted owl. 
PACFISH is an interim management strategy that the federal govern- 
ment will follow for approximately 18 months while geographically 
specific environmental impact studies (EISs) are developed for Eastside 
forests and other areas covered by this plan. 



Alternative 4 calls for "the designation of Key Watersheds within 
the proposed action area," which would be "selected from among 
those that are important to at-risk anadromous fish stocks, or those 
that are providing, or are readily capable of being restored to provide 
'good' anadromous fish habitat." Watershed Analysis would screen 
and characterize watershed conditions, and would be used to identify 
watersheds in need of immediate attention and restoration. 

The Preferred Alternative in the environmental assesment estab- 
lishes interim Riparian Habitat Conservation Areas (RHCAs) to "iden- 
tify areas in watersheds that are most sensitive to management. These 
interim RHCAs would consist of riparian corridors extending 300 feet 
on either side of fish-bearing streams, 150 feet on either side of 
permanent non-fish-bearing streams and around ponds, reservoirs and 
wetlands greater than one acre, and 100 feet in Key Watersheds (50 
feet in non-key watersheds) on either side of seasonally flowing or 
intermittent streams and around wetlands less than one acre and 
landslides and landslide-prone areas. In "non-forested rangeland 
ecosystems," the interim RHCA width for permanently flowing fish- 
bearing and non-fish-bearing streams would be the extent of the 100- 
year floodplain. 

At first glance, several PACFISH shortcomings are evident. This EA 
applies only to anadromous fisheries, and fails to address resident fish, 
such as bulltrout There is no list of critical watersheds, nor a method 
or criteria naming them. More important, there is no focus on protect- 
ing the old-growth forests that are a significant component of fisheries 
habitat in the watersheds of the West. While FEMAT hung its strategy 
on the protection of Ancient Forests in identified Key Watersheds, 
PACFISH provides no logging restrictions, no protection of roadless 
areas and no protection of old-growth forests. 

PACFISH's riparian corridors are identical to FEMAT's Draft Option 
9, which means that ephemeral streams are given less protection 
outside of Key Watersheds than the Final EIS for the northern spotted 
owl forests. PACFISH focuses on riparian conditions and instream 
strategies and fails to take into account upstream factors affecting 
fisheries habitat

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Save French Creek

The 170,000 acre French Creek/Patrick Butte roadless area on the 
Payette National Forest in Idaho is now being seriously threatened 
by the United States Forest Service (USFS) and the timber Industry. 
Rugged, beautiful, and remote, the French Creek proposed wilder- 
ness is the target of a systematic attempt by the USFS to log and 
build roads through the heart of a Wilderness proposed by conser- 
vationists. The Forest Service plans include 57 miles of new road 
construction and logging at least 32,000 acres of prime wildlife 
habitat and potential Wilderness. What's worse, the logging is 
designed to cut up the area so that much of it will be forever 
ineligible for Wilderness protection by the end of the year. 

In two years time, what is now healthy ecosystem in the French 
Creek/Patrick Butte highland will be badly fragmented; the area 
now supports wolverine, moose, rare plants, bear, elk, wolf, 
mountain goats, and many other wild animals. Several streams in 
the area support salmon, steelhead, bull and rainbow trout. French 
Creek itself is a popular and well known Wild & Scenic River 
candidate. 

Within five years, ten timber sales will have gutted the French 
Creek roadless area. There is no time to waste in fighting for the 
protection of one of the most biologically diverse roadless areas in 
the northern Rockies. Six Forest Service Environmental Impact 
Statements are aimed at massive logging projects in the French 
Creek roadless area in 1994 alone! These behind-the-scenes Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statements are aimed at producing sawlogs at 
any cost rather than at establishing an ecosystem approach to land 
management. Five of the six sales — Freight Landing, Fourmile, 
Hazard, Jenkins, Lower Elkhom — have already passed the public 
review and comment period and are currently waiting for the 
Record of Decision. The sixth proposed sale for this year is called 
French Creek and there is still time to comment. Ask the USFS to 
protect biological diversity, wildlife habitat, old growth forests and 
hiking trails threatened by the proposed logging. Demand a 
comprehensive ecosystem study of the entire roadless area before 
timber sales fragment the landscape. The French Creek/Patrick 
Butte roadless area is right next to Cove/Mallard, so if you're 
coming to Cove/Mallard, stop at the Payette National Forest on 
the way and tell Supervisor Dave Alexander what you think of his 
forest management style.

then sent to Oregon for DNA tests to determine whether it was a 
hybrid or a pure wolf. There was never any doubt that it wasn't a 


coyote, which remain subjected to an open hunting season. 


It tooksixmonths, butthe US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) has 
just released their findings. These findings confirm that the animal 
killed was a pure wolf with no signs of having been in captivity and 
escaped. Naturally there is great excitement that this will begin to 
show that wolves from Canada may be returning to Maine. Wolves 


were extirpated in Maine at the end of the last century. 

The USFWS has refused to develop a wolf reintroduction plan for 
the last 15+ years. The presence of an endangered species in Maine's 
rapidly deteriorating North Woods will hopefully continue efforts 
critical for the survival and restoration of this region. 




Suit Filed to Protect Jaguars

The Greater Gila Biodiversity Project and the South- 
west Center for Biological Diversity filed suit on April 
5, 1994 in US District Court (Phoenix) against the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service for failure to make a finding 
as to whether the jaguar warrants listing under the 
Endangered Species Act. The Fish and Wildlife Service 
was required to have made this decision by August, 
1993. 

The j aguar is currently listed as endangered south of 
the US/Mexico border but is not protected in the 
United States, despite proof that jaguars still occur and 
are extremely endangered in the United States. They 
have been seen in southern Arizona as recently as 
1993.Jaguarswerevirtuallyeliminatedfromthesouth- 
west by ranchers and a government sponsored preda- 
tor control campaign by the 1960's. Without Endan- 
gered Species Act protection, jaguars will never be able 
to fully re-establish themselves in the United States. A 
breeding jaguar in southern Arizona was killed by a 
rancher in 1986. 

Jaguars should have been proposed as an endan- 
gered species with critical habitat in August of 1993. 
Plaintiffs in the suit against Fish and Wildlife expect 
that a final rule to protect the j aguar will include a large 
portion of the Greater Gila Ecosystem in southeast 


Arizona and southwest New Mexico as critical habitat. 
The Greater Gila Ecosystem is the largest intact wilder- 
ness complex left in the southwest but it must have 
large predators to be complete. 

The jaguar was first listed as an endangered species 
south of the Mexican border under the Endangered 
species Conservation Act (ESCA) of 1969. Through a 
Fish and Wildlife Service "oversight," the jaguar was 
not protected in the United States when ESCA was 
replaced by the Endangered Species Act The Fish and 
Wildlife Service, therefore, promised to "take action as 
quickly as possible" to fix the error. They did indeed 
propose to list the jaguar in its US range in 1980, but 
had to withdraw the proposal in 1982 because they 
had dragged their feet too long. Despite its purported 
concern and self-admitted errors, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service let another ten years go by without any further 
effort to protect the jaguar in the United States. They 
were finally forced to reconsider listing in 1992 be- 
cause of a petition filed by IifeNet, a New Mexico- 
based group, and the American Southwest Sierra Insti- 
tute. Unbelievably, the Service is dragging its feet once 
again. They have failed to act upon the petition and are 
now being sued to do so.

Mass Activists Take Action 
Against Mitsubishi

Mitsubishi is a huge multinational giant of interwoven companies that span the 
globe. Mitsubishi-owned companies are currently involved in rainforest destruc- 
tion in Brazil, Bolivia, Indonesia, Malaysia and the Philippines, as well as destruc- 
tion of temperate and boreal forestsin Canada and Siberia. Together with Hyundai, 
Mitsubishi is logging the habitat of the last 200 Siberian tigers remaining in the wild. 
Not only are the forests and wildlife being destroyed, but also the cultures that 
depend on them, such as the Penan of Malaysia. With these things in mind, we 
decided to take action. 

On Saturday, February 19, environmental activists descended on two Mitsubishi 
auto dealerships in eastern Massachusetts to protest their unsustainable logging 
practices worldwide. 

The first of these protests took place at Bernard Mitsubishi in Natwick. The sales 
staff were less than thrilled to see us arrive as we began picketing their dealership 
at the start of their Presidents' day weekend sale. The protest included an activist 
in a tiger costume (in order to draw attention to the fact that Mitsubishi is moving 
into the habitat of the endangered Siberian tiger), a bullhorn-toting activist 
proclaiming Mitsubishi's environmental atrocities, as well as a banner and various 
signs. As our picketing continued, drivers slowed along route 9 in order to view the 
spectacle we were joyously creating. We kept this routine up for a while before 
moving on to another Mitsubishi dealership in Watertown, where we repeated our 
activities. 

The next day, our campaign against Mitsubishi continued. This time we set up 
shop in Cambridge, at Harvard Square. It was a pleasantly mild winter day and the 
crowds were out in force, browsing the many book stores, coffee shops and specialty 
stores. We hung a rather large "Boycott Mitsubishi" banner along the sidewalk, and 
again made use of the tiger costume. We spent the remainder of the day handing 
out information on Mitsubishi's destructive forest practices and answering ques- 
tions of passers-by. In addition, one woman activist did free tiger face painting for 
children.

Pele Viefory® 

The Pele Defense Fund and Hawaii's Rainforest Action Groups have reported a 
major breakthrough in the struggle to protect the Puna Rainforest in Hawai'i. Tme 
Geothermal Energy Company, based in Wyoming, has finally pulled out of its 13- 
year attempt to explore and develop geothermal power. "The deepest pockets of 
Wyoming's biggest landowner and the best public relations team of the state 
cannot force steam out of a dry hole," said Annie Szvetecz of the O'ahu Rainforest 
Action Group. Local, national, and international opposition through lawsuits, 
lobbying, protests, and grassroots education has been the primary cause of True's 
economic hardship. True's development lease with landowner Campbell Estate 
expired over 6 months ago, but the official announcement to Governor Waihee 
that True was "winding down its operations" due to "marketing problems" didn't 
happen until early March of 1994. 

It was almost five years ago when True Geothermal Energy Company first 
bulldozed a road and drill site. Protests all over the country have been organized 
since then to call attention to US rainforest destruction in an area which was 
previously designated as a Natural Area Reserve on the Big Island of Hawai'i. Since 
then the Pele Defense Fund, together with local and national environmental 
organizations have successfully waged a strong campaign to stop any further 
rainforest destruction in Wao Kele O Puna, the last expanse of lowland tropical 
rainforest in the US. 

"When Tme Geothermal opened a wound in the volcanic rainforest to drill into 
Pele, we conducted rituals to heal that wound. The Pele Defense Fund would like 
to thank all of the organizations and individuals who share in this victory for 
Hawaiian rights and native rainforests," said Palikapu Dedman, president of the 
Pele Defense Fund. Pele is the Hawaiian volcano goddess that has the distinction 
of being worshipped and/or respected by a large portion of Hawaiian residents. 
Pele's power is still strong. 

Campbell Estate, illegal landowner of Wao Kele O Puna, quickly mobilized a 
damage-control media blitz to discredit this environmental victory. The estate 
claims that it is at the bargaining table with a new "developer with substantial 
experience in geothermal. " Campbell claims that all of True's development permits 
would transfer over to a new developer. Any potential new developer would inherit 
10 years of litigation, Hawaiian rights issues, and national outrage over rainforest 
destruction .

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Hie Bombing Story 

Part 2: FBI Lies

Editors' note: In May of 1990, Judi Bari and Darryl 
Chemey were on their way to a Redwood Summer organiz- 
ing meeting when a bomb exploded in Bari's car in Oak- 
land, CA. Although it was clear that the bombing was an 
attempt on their lives, the Oakland Police and the FBI 
immediately arrested the two, accusing them oftransport- 
ingthebomb. Charges were never filed, butneithertheOPD 
nor the FBI ever investigated the bombing as an assassina- 
tion attempt. Bari and Chemey have since filed a civil rights 
lawsuit against both agencies. All quotes of police officers 
are taken from the officers' sworn depositions. This is part 
two of a three-part story. Part three will appear in the next 
issue. 

Normally, a car bombing in Oakland would fall 
under the jurisdiction of the BATF, not the FBI. So it 
was uncanny how fast the FBI showed up when the 
bomb went off in my car. The first agent arrived 
literally within minutes, and soon there were 12-15 
agents from the FBI Terrorist Squad on the scene. 

The FBI told the Oakland Police that they were going 
to "assist" in this case, and they quickly briefed Oak- 
land on me, Darryl, and Earth First! "They said that 
these were the type of people who would be involved 
in carrying a bomb," said Oakland Police Sergeant. 
Sitterud in his sworn deposition. "They told us that 
these people, in fact, qualified as terrorists." Ten min- 
utes after he arrived on the scene, based on the 
information he got from the FBI, Sgt. Sitterud made an 
entry in his police log describing Darryl and me as 
"Earth First! leaders suspected of Santa Cruz power 
pole sabotage, linked with federal case of attempted 
destruction of nuclear power plant lines in Arizona." 

Meanwhile, Special Agent Frank Doyle, 20-year vet- 
eran bomb expert with the (aptly named) FBI Terrorist 
Squad, had taken over examining my car. The damage 
was obvious. A hole was blown in the driver's seat — 
you could see right through to the street below— and 
the car frame was buckled directly under it When they 
unbolted the front seat and removed it from the car, 
there was a 2'x4' blast hole in the floor, with the metal 
curled back from an obvious epicenter under the 
driver's seat (see police photos). Any honest observer 
would have concluded that a bomb had been hidden 
under my seat, and that this was a case of attempted 
murder. 

But Doyle had other ideas. In defiance of all the 
evidence, he claimed that the bomb was located on the 
back seat floorboard; therefore, Darryl and I were 
knowingly carrying it, and it was our bomb. That was 
all the Oaldand Police needed to hear. The OPD has a 
long history, dating back at least to the Black Panthers, 
of fronting for the FBI in COINTELPRO operations. So, 
with a wink and a nod, they ignored the evidence in 
front of their noses and went along with the FBI's 
incredible lie. Three hours after the bombing, I was 
placed under arrest while still in surgery, charged with 
transporting the bomb that had been used to try to kill 
me. Darryl was arrested 12 hours later. 

The evening of the bombing, the FBI held a briefing 
meeting for the Oakland Police. They said that Earth 
First! was a domestic terrorist group who a year ago 
started downing power lines in Arizona, and now were 
on their way to California to do it again. They said 
Darryl and I were the prime suspects in the downing 
of the Santa Cruz power lines, and that I was also 
suspected in a recent pipe bombing at the Louisiana- 
Pacific sawmill in Cloverdale, near where I lived. They 
also said that an undercover informant who was "close 
to the leadership of Earth First!" had told them that 
"the heavies from up north" were on their way to Santa 
Cruz for some kind of "action." Darryl and I were 
indeed on our way to Santa Cruz, but the “action" was 
a concert, not a bomb. 

After the briefing, Oakland Police SgL Chenault 
wrote an affadavit for a search warrant on Darryl's and 
my houses. Chenault has testified that the FBI agents 
literally dictated while he typed. The affadavit says, "[I] 
viewed the white Subaru along with agents from the 
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Oakland Police photo taken 
immediately after the bombing shows 
the front seat blown clear through, and 
the back seat intact.

FBI. p] was advised by these agents that the bomb 
device was on the floorboard behind the driver's seat 
when it detonated." " [I] believe that Bari and Chemey 
are members of a violent terrorist group involved in 
the manufacture and placing of explosive devices. [I] 
believe that Bari and Chemey were transporting an 
explosive device in their vehicle when it exploded." 

Press Smear 

The media had a field day with this news, as the FBI 
and Oakland Police provided them with the images 
they needed to make it look like they had busted up a 
ring of terrorists. They raided the Seeds of Peace House 
without a warrant, turned the place upside down in a 
fruitless search, and led the occupants away in hand- 
cuffs, only to release them a few hours later, after the 
reporters and cameras had gone home. TV news that 
night included not only the raid, but an interview 
with a neighbor who said there were strange goings- 
on in that house, with lights on at all hours. When 
Seeds of Peace responded that they were a non-violent 
collective, cooking food for mass non-violent actions, 
the neighbor replied, "I don't know what they're 
cooking over there. It doesn't smell like food. Maybe 
PCP." 

Another image shown over and over on the TV news 
was the search of Darryl's van. Of course the police 
found nothing, but they sure put on a good show. 
They picked out a "suspicious" box of tapes of Darryl's 
incendiary music, cordoned off the block, and blew it 
up in front of the TV cameras, supposedly to see if it 
contained a bomb. "No additional explosives were 
found," reported the TV, as if explosives had been 
found in the first place. 

The standard bail for the charges against us was 
$ 12,000. Not only was this too easy to raise, but it was 
clearly not enough for the dangerous criminals they 
made us out to be. So, circumventing the normal 
procedures, the Oakland Police went straight to the 
judge, without even a lawyer there to represent us. 
Darryl and I were both declared a flight risk and a 
danger to the public, even though I was unconscious 
in the hospital with my leg in traction and my pelvis 
broken in 10 places. Our bail was raised to $100,000 
each, spawning a new round of headlines and giving 
credence to the charge of terrorism. 

The news quickly went national, with newspapers 
across the country screaming about Earth Firstlers 
carrying bombs. Itwas the only time we ever made the 
front page of the New York Times. The press ate up the 
police lies with a big spoon, instantly convicting us in 
their stories. "Two members of the radical environ- 
mental group Earth First! were injured Thursday by 
their own pipe bomb," began the lead article in the 
San Jose Mercury News. "Earth First! leaders hurt in a 
pipe bomb explosion yesterday have no one but 
themselves to blame for their injuries," smirked the 
blow-dried talking heads on the TV news. And I don't 
know how many of us are really aware of how much 
this hurt Earth Firstl's image on a national scale. Even 
today, particularly in places where there is no active 
EF! movement, bombs and tree spikes are the only 
things many people know about us. 

The Lord's Avenger 

Despite the image they were able to project in the 
press, the FBI must have known they would have a 
hard time pinning anything on us. The searches of our 
houses had turned up no explosives, no weapons, and 
no incriminating items. And, as the FBI knewperfectly 
well, the damage to my car proved that the bomb had 
been hidden from my sight. 

Also, the Earth First! ers were just not acting like 
terrorists. Rather than hiding out, 200 of them gath- 
ered in the lobby of the FBI building, singing, chant- 
ing, hugging and crying, and refusing to leave until 
Darryl was released from jail. Karen Pickett, Pam 
Davis, Kelpie Wilson and others came across as strong 
and credible spokespeople, citing our commitment to 
non-violence, holding up the death threats we had

received, and calling for a non-violent response to the 
terror inflicted on us. These views were getting some 
press attention, and if we managed to convince the 
public of our innocence, the FBI would need a good 
backup story. Because if we didn't bomb ourselves, 
there were only two other suspects — timber and the 
FBI. 

One week after the bombing, a strange anonymous 
letter arrived at the Santa Rosa Press Democrat, ad- 
dressed to top timber reporter Mike Geniella. “I built 
with these hands the bomb that I placed in the car of 
Judi Bari," it began. "Doubt me not, for I will tell you 
the design and materials such as only I will know." In 
flowery, biblical language, the letter went on to de- 
scribe my participation in an abortion clinic defense 
several years earlier ("I saw Satan's flames shoot forth 
from her mouth, her eyes and ears..."), and cite my 
pro-abortion stance, as well as my "paganism" and 
defense of the forest, as reasons to kill me. The letter 
writer then described in exact detail not only the 
bomb in my car, but also the bomb at the Cloverdale 
sawmill, which the FBI had already tried to pin on me, 
taking credit for both. The letter was signed, "The 
Lord's Avenger." 

The Lord's Avenger letter was chilling, and at the 
time, it even fooled me. Butin retrospect, itwas clearly 
a fake, meant to lead us off the trail. The Lord's 
Avenger claimed that he put the bomb in my car while 
I was in a meeting in Wiliits, up in the timber region, 
two days before the bomb went off. But the bomb in 
my car had a 12-hour timer, so it could not have been 
placed anywhere but Oakland or Berkeley, where I 
stayed the night before it exploded. 


The Lord's Avenger letter had several functions. It 
provided a plausible lone assassin not connected to 
timber or FBI. It threw a veil of confusion over the 
motives for the bombing. And it removed the investi- 
gation from Oakland, where the bomb was actually 
placed, to Mendocino County, where there are many 
crazy people to use as suspects. Masterfully, the FBI 
managed to simultaneously promote the letter as a key 
piece of evidence, while continuing their claim that 
Darryl and I bombed ourselves. Since we were the only 
suspects, they reasoned, the Lord's Avenger must be 
our accomplice. So, with great fanfare, they raided my 
house a second time, this time looking for "typewriter 
exemplars" to match the Lord's Avenger letter, and 
never mentioning that nothing they found even 
vaguely matched. 

No Evidence, No Charges 

Since we were declared the only suspects, the FBI and 
police did not even attempt to investigate the death 
threats, fake press releases, or any other evidence of 
timber industry violence. Their entire investigation 
for the first eight weeks consisted of sending the 
remains of the bomb in my car, the Cloverdale bomb, 
and the Lord's Avenger letter to the FBI lab for analysis. 
They also sent in 111 items seized from our houses, 
including tools, solder, nails, glue, etc., to try and 
match them to the bomb. 

But when the lab analysis came back, the- FBI had 
problems. The solder, tape, glue, etc., from the 
Cloverdale bomb and the bomb in my car matched 
exactly, and the two bombs matched the Lord's 
Avenger's description. But the solder, tape, glue, etc. 
seized from our houses did not match the bomb. 
Further, it was determined that the bomb in my car 
was an anti-personnel bomb, wrapped with nails for 
shrapnel effect. It also included a motion device, 
hooked up to the 12-hour timer. In other words, the 
bomb was a booby trap, triggered by the motion of my 
car, and quite unlikely to be knowingly carried under 
anyone's car seat. 

The lab analysis of the hole in the floor of my car also 
showed that the epicenter of the blast was under the 
driver's seat, not behind it And, to top it all off, they 
found that a blue towel had been placed over the 
bomb, making it even more unlikely that we would 
have seen it. The towel did not match other blue 
towels seized from my house. 

The FBI was hard put to keep the case going against

us. But they managed to find a straw to cling to for a 
few more weeks. Of all the 111 items seized, two nails 
allegedly had the same tool markings as some of the 
nails in the bomb. By this it could be determined that 
they were made on the same machine. But many 
hundreds of thousands of nails a day are made on each 
machine. The supplier, Pacific Steel, told the FBI that 
the nails come in 50-lb. boxes from Saudi Arabia, and 
are distributed at over 200 outlets on the north coast. 
So, logically, it would be concluded that the nails were 
too common to compare. 

But logic never stops the FBI. They just make up new 
lies. This time, according to an Oakland Police affida- 
vit, an FBI bomb expert told them that the nails 
matched in a batch of 200 to 1000. Apparently they 
didn't even try to make this argument in court, but 
they used it in the press for several weeks to counter 
emerging proof of our innocence, and they used it as 
part of the justification for the second raid on my 
house. 

The Oakland Police, who were technically respon- 
sible for the arrest, went to court three times in the 
eight weeks following the bombing to try to get the 
district attorney to bring charges against Darryl and 
me. But each time they could produce no real evidence 
against us. Finally, after the third try, the DA declined 
to press charges. Still we were not exonerated. The FBI 
and Oakland Police, although chastened by their 
inability to charge us with the crime, continued to say 
that we were the only suspects. Dumb enough to carry 
a live anti-personnel bomb under my car seat, but 
apparently too clever to catch.

77ze mountain plum pine, or Podocarp, is the only remaining pine species 
of the cool temperate rainforest. Part of the longest undisturbed plant 
community in Victoria, Australia, the Podocarp lives to well over 500 years 
old, and possibly as long as 1000 years. Concerned residents of East 
Gippsland conducted blockades in February to protect a remnant stand of 
Podocarp which has survived for thousands of years on the Errinundra 
Plateau. What follows is an account of one of the actions, from the Potoroo 
Review. 

A Department of 
Conservation and 
Natural Resources 
(DNRC) road crew had 
been discovered push- 
ingbulldozers into the 
heart of an old growth/ 
rainforest catchment, 
on the eastern edge of 
the Errinundra Pla- 
teau. This was in readi- 
ness for clearfelling 
part of the last un- 
touched forest in the 
Queensborough River 
headwaters. So, a 
blockade was planned 
that would have the 
police scratching their 
heads. 

A team of dedicated 
forest defenders posi- 
tioned two tree plat- 
forms 30 metres above 
the ground, during a 
weekend in early Feb- 
ruary. These platforms were the size of large doors. A complex web of 
steel rope and cable radiated out 80-90 metres from the platforms to be 
fixed to trees in the vicinity. This made the felling of trees extremely 
dangerous for the arboreal blockaders. They were well stocked with 
food, bedding, tarps, a stove and a library of good books.

KILL THEM 
SO THEY D0N7 DIE 

It was recently revealed that large-scale com- 
mercial fishing is being conducted on the 
lakes of the Kurgalzhinsky Nature Reserve in 
Kazakhstan. The Ministry of Ecology and 
Bioresources gave permission for this activity, 
supposedly because of the hard winter and 
falling water levels. Neither the ministry nor 
the regional administration did an environ- 
mental impact assessment (which is ridicu- 
lous anyway since the area is legally protected 
from any and all anthropogenic disturbance) 
or directed any attention to ecological conse- 
quences. 

The fishing is done in an atrocious manner; 
two tractors on either shore drag a net across 
the whole lake. Specialists assert that such an 
activity will exert a more devastating effect on 
the lake than any severe winter and ice could 
ever exert The aquatic ecosystems are being 
thrown off-balance. Two lakes have been thus 
devastated and a third is waiting. This activity 
is an appalling breach of the foundation of 
land conservation in the country. Not only 
are local laws broken, but also international. 
The Kurgalzhinsky Nature Reserve is an inter- 
national wetlands and migratory nesting re- 
serve of international importance. It houses 
the world's most northern colony of flamin- 
gos and many other exotic and endangered 
birds. The Tenghiz Lake, which is located in 
the reserve, is the twelfth largest lake in the 
former Soviet Union. 

The precedent that this activity sets is dan- 
gerous considering the numbers waiting to 
repeatsuch acts for profitin the country. If the 
Ministry of Ecology relates to the environ- 
ment in this fashion, who will be an advocate 
for the Earth? 


However, the wheels of destruction had to continue. A team of 25 
police were called in to clear the blockade and allow the machines right 
of way. They carried out a practice run on another blockade, 500 
meters off, arresting one person and quickly dismantling the camp and 
tripod barricade which had stood for almost a month. 

The dismantling of the tree platform site took a little longer. The tactic 
was to clear all support people from the area and leave the tree sitters, 
Minna and Wren, alone with 25 police and umpteen DCNR road crew. 
People were threatened with arrest for merely being on the site so were 
forced to leave. After lengthy negotiations, Anthony stayed on as the 
police liason person. Rob had also hidden himself away in the bush to 
witness police operations . Police from Search and Rescue climbed several 
trees and cut cables. These were left to lay on the ground and could have 
easily been snagged and pulledby the dozers working around them. The 
police believed that two women could be easily scared into coming 
down thus allowing the dozers to continue. Relentless intimidation was 
allowed but to no avails Police at one stage pulled on a cable to rock the 
platforms and tenorize the women. That not working, trees were felled 
to within 10 metres of the tree sitters in contravention of the Health and 
Safety Act for forest operations. The bulldozer began to nudge a tree 
connected to the platform's cable. Minna and Wren were screaming, 
fearful their platforms and themselves would be ripped from the trees 
and fall 30 metres to the ground. The police and dozer driver took no 
heed of either the women's panic or Anthony telling them how 
dangerous the situation was. As a last ditch effort, Anthony raced in 
between the dozer and the tree but was quickly arrested and marched 
from the scene. Rob was still nearby and decided to let the police know 
their actions were being witnessed. 

By the end of the day, 6 people had been arrested, but the women still 
refused to come down. 

Police stayed at the site until after dark waiting for the women. Only 
after much anguished deliberation did the two descend their trees once 
the police had gone. 

Early the next morning, the DCNR dozers destroyed the trees, 
platforms and gear by pushing them into the rainforest creek down the 
hill. It was a blatant breach of the Code of Forest Practices which the 
DCNR flaunt as their bible for logging operations. When they can't 
abide by their own regulations, what must the contractors get away 
with? (we all know the answer to that one.) 

We can only be humbled by the stamina, tenacity and commitment 
of these forest guardians, and hope their non-violent protest will force 
the government to reassess its blind push to plunder these last relics of 
the ice age forests. 


INDIANS BLOCK ROADS TO 
PREVENT INVASION 


For years the Makuxi, Wapixana, 
Taurepang, and Ingarik'o Indians who live in 
the Brazilian state of Roraima, located on the 
border with Guyana, have been requesting 
the government to remove miners from their 
lands. They never got any reply to their 
requests. On March 14, 600 Indians blocked 
two roads leading to the Mau', Contigo, and 
Quino A rivers to prevent the transportation 
of food and fuel to gold mines. They say they 
want to draw attention to the problem caused 
by the presence of miners in their lands. The 
rivers are located in the Raposa/Serra do Sol 
Indian Area. 

The Indians are only allowing the Federal 
Police, FUNAI, and officials of health agen- 
cies to enter the area. Civil 
and military policemen are 
not allowed to cross the bar- 
riers, as they have been ac- 
cused of arresting, beating, 
and torturing Indians by 
order of invaders of Indian 
lands; last year, a Makuxi 
was murdered by a civil po- 
licemen inside a police sta- 
tion. 

The Raposa/Serra do Sol 
Indian Area has been in- 
vaded by over 1,000 min- 
ers. According to the Indian 
Council of Roraima (CIR), 
the invaders have destroyed 


river banks and polluted rivers, have set up 
brothels, have increased the rate of diseases, 
and are trading alcoholic beverages in the In- 
dian territory. The Council, which is made up of 
representatives of all Indian peoples of the state 
of Roraima, says that the blockade is a means to 
pressure the government to remove the miners 
from the Raposa/Serra do Sol Area and to de- 
marcate it. 

A corporal of the Military Police tried to pass 
beyond the blockade with a truckload of diesel 
oil for the miners, but was prevented from 
doing so by the Indians. According to CIR, 
troops of military policemen may be mobilized 
at any moment to remove the blockade.

National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion researchers, returning from a two month 
survey of the Antarctic, have discovered that krill 
populations have dropped by eighty percent. The 
researchers had no explanation for the drop. 

Krill are the key to the southern oceanic food web. 
The relative simplicity of the Antarctic food chain 
makes it unique; krill feed on the photosynthetic 
phytoplankton and in turn form the single most 
important food item for the large carnivores of the 
Antarctic region (seals, fish, squid, whales, seabirds). 
With such simplicity, however, comes inherent 
instability; take away the krill and the entire ecosys- 
tem will be destroyed. 

Small, shrimp-like crustaceans, krill occur in dense 
swarms of a billion animals or more, but aren't 
uniformly distributed over large areas. Rather, 
populations are located in discrete patches separated 
by huge distances. Unfortunately, this patchy 
distribution makes them extremely easy to harvest. 


The removal of whole swarms of the animals can stock estimates for krill, as well as a very poor 
lead to drastically increased competition and understanding of the organism's life history.

Bangiadesu Plastics Ban Threatened 


On October 11, 1992 the Government of 
Bangladesh announced the prohibition of the 
manufacture of plastic bags for use in the country, 
to go in effect on January 18, 1994. This ban is now 
in jeopardy. 

Plastic bags were introduced in Bangladesh in 
recent years and have spread like locusts. The bags 
are piling up in the streets and fields, clogging water 
routes and blocking drainage, being eaten by 
livestock, and replacing environmentally preferable 
jute bags. UBINIG (Policy Research for Development 
Alternative), and other environmental organi- 
zations in Bangladesh have been campaigning u 
against plastic bags and welcomed the 
government's positive step forward. 

Immediately after the announcement, 
however, the plastics industry began pressur- 
ing the government to cancel the ban. On ""Sp 
December 8, 1993, the Dhaka Chamber of • 
Commerce and Industry (DCCI) held a 
seminar of speakers opposed to the ban. a. 

Claiming that disposable plastic bags are not a J p T 
major environmental problem in Bangladesh 
and calling the government's ban "whimsi- 
cal", they urged the government to withdraw 
the ban. 

The DCCI claims that the continued use of jfO 
plastic bags in the U.S.A. justifies their contin- i ^ 
ued also in Bangladesh.

especially ironic considering that the U.S.A. \ 
exports nearly 1 million pounds of plastic 


waste a day — primarily to less-industrialized coun- 
tries in Asia — to escape the environmental problems 
associated with plastic waste disposal in its own 
country. 

On January 13, 1994, the government of 
Bangladesh acquiesced to industry pressure and 
announced the ban would be delayed and reviewed.

SOLOMON ISLANDS 
COULD LOSE TREES 
IN 8 YEARS 


On March 16, 20 activists from three Russian 
groups — Rainbow Keepers, ECODEFENSE! and 
Radical Protection for Forests — took action in 
Moscow against a proposed military exercise in the 
Tigrovayaka Balka nature reserve in Tadjikistan. 

Some of the activists blockaded the gate to the 
General Staff of Russian Armed Forces by handcuff- 
ing themselves to a gate while others chanted "No 
Military Games!" The Military Guard, after an hour, 
was able to remove two activists after sawing 
through the handcuffs. A third activist remained for 
another half hour using only their hands. 

The Tigrovayaka Balka reserve is the last remain- 



ing wild and unpopulated piece of nature for 
thousands of miles in the area. Unique Tug<ji forests 
that contain more than 25 species of animals listed 
in the IUCN Red Data Book are found within the 
reserve. Species such as the Bukhara deer and the 
Amu Darya Shovelhead sturgeon are found nowhere 
else, along with peregrine falcons, asian dzaks, 
central asian otters, anatolian leopards and many 
other endangered plants and animals. 

The military exercises are a demonstration of 
power on the border with Afghanistan. The 
manuevers are officially called to suppress opposi- 
tion guerilla troops claimed to be hiding in the 
reserve, and will entail the bombing and burning of 
the reserve by tanks and heavy artillery. Further- 
more, the exercise will renounce the protected 
status of the reserve, leaving the tattered remains to 
be destroyed by agricultural development, which 
has long been threatened by surrounding farms.

The Solomon Islands is logging its forests fester than 
they can be regrown and will exhaust its timber 
resources in eight years unless it slows down. 

It is estimated that timber supplies on some islands 
will be exhausted in less than five years — in some areas 
less than a year. 

Log exports from the islands have doubled in 2 
years — from roughly 300,000 cubic meters in 1991 to 
nearly 600,000 cubic meters in 1993. Japan and South 
Korea receive 90% of the exports.

Here’s some more information about the Rendezvous: 

THE SITE - This year’s Rendezvous site is atop beautiful Whigg Meadow on the Tellico Ranger District, in the 
Cherokee National Forest. The area straddles the Tennessee/North Carolina state line. Whigg Meadow is a naturally 
occurring bald which was once used as pasture land. It is surrounded by a primarily hardwood forest containing mixed 
age groups of trees. The USFS maintains a pond nearthe meadow, which they say is a water reserve for fighting fires. 
The pond now functions as habitat for lotsa critters including salamanders, frogs, and waterbugs. As for camping, 
we will be in the mountains which down 
here means it will be hard to find totally 
flat areas to camp in, but there are plenty 
of gentle slopes and reasonably flat areas 
in the meadow and the surrounding forest. 

The area is home to black bear, so come 
prepared to hang your food. The site is 
approximately 5,000 feet up so it is very 
windy, bring some warm clothes. Also be 
sure to bring rain gear cause here in the 
mountains it rains alot in the afternoons.

The Tellico area is known for rugged mountains 
and wild rivers.

' Amtrak station. Greyhound also services Cleveland and Athens, TN which are also closer to the site. If you are going 
toneedtobepickedupfromanairport,train,orbusstation please contact the RRR travel aid contact John at (615) 
624-3939 ASAP and definitely 3 weeks before you are to arrive.

If you choose the paved alternative which works its way up the ridges rather than the drainage, stay left 

on 165 east at the juncture with FS 210. This will 
go on for about 20 miles until you come to a little 
brown sign indicating that you are at Stratton 
Meadows. Afteryou cross the bridge at Stratton 
Meadows immediately turn left and turn left again 
going under the bridge. You are now on FS 217. 
Follow it about a mile or 2 down to the FS 61. Turn 
left onto FS 61 and continue up to parking.

PERMIT? ... We don’t need no stinking permit! 

This yearis Rendezvous committee has decided to once again forego the permitting process. We based 
this decision on the nearly unanimous input from folks we talked to. There are several reasons why we decided to do 
this, thegreatestof which are that the Forest Service permitting process is bogus. The permit we would receive would 
be the same type which allows a logging operation to conduct its activities with bulldozers, skidders, chainsaws, 
knuckle-loaders and big trucks. These permits allow such equipment to operate in the forest with the claim that there 
is “No Significant Impact.” Should we respect the wishes and guidelines of an agency which obviously doesn’t know 
what the hell the^re talking about? 

A second reason for sidestepping the permit is that it would be necessary to'post a bond. This is typically 
done through an insurance company and can cost in excess of $1,000. The committee does not feel that Earth 
Firstlers who put up their hard earned donations for this event want to see a large portion of it sucked into the 
pockets of some greedy Insurance company who’ll probably invest it is some Earth destroying development scheme. 

We asked the district ranger’s office if there were any endangered species known to exist in the Whigg Meadows 
area. The ranger present told us that he couldn’t say for certain, there’s neverbeen a biological inventory of the area. The 
management method forthis high elevation open area is to bush-hog it with tractors. The committee is planning to conduct 
its own biological survey of the area as this goes to press. We are writing a site plan which will address the issues of sensitive 
areas and how we will avoid impacts.The integrity of the Forest Service permitting process (as well as the agency asa whole) 
is worth questioning and in the opinion of this year's RRR committee, worth rejecting. 
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The Mists of Katuah 

Rising out of northern Georgia, extending up through 
South Carolina, Tennessee, North Carolina, and into 
Virginia is the region the Cherokee called Katuah — the 
Blue Ridge Mountains. This Southern Appalachian 
Bioregion contains the highest mountains in eastern 
North America. Mountainbalds and red spruce/Fraser 
fir forests crest these highest peaks. Along the moun- 
tain slopes are cove hardwood forests, ancient rock 
outcrops, and highland bogs. Waterfalls channel into 
river gorges. Together, these and the other communi- 
ties of the Southern Appalachians form one of the most 
biologically diverse temperate forests on Earth. 

Walking through remnant old-growth in the South- 
ern Appalachians, one may find as many tree species as 
occur in all of Europe, with 400 year old white oaks and 
hemlocks. Sugar maples and Tulip poplars rise 150 feet 
high. Black bear, Myotis bats, and numerous songbirds 
nest and den in the largest cavity trees. The forest floor 
is rich with ferns, mosses, mushrooms, and wildflow- 
ers, such as painted trillium, ginseng, and Gray's lily. 
The leaf litter and creeks are home to salamand er popu- 
lations whose abundance and diversity is unequaled 
even in tropical rainforests . The largest of these are the 
hellbenders, which grow nearly three feet long. Under 
ridge rocks and boulders lie rattlesnakes and woodrats. 

The Katuah Bioregion is an area of about 16,000 
square miles. The region is blessed with large areas of 
public lands, relative to the rest of the eastern United 
States. The Chattahoochee, Sumter, Cherokee, 
Nantahala, Pisgah, and Jefferson National Forests to- 
gether with the Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
total 3.5 million acres. Additional holdings by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority (TVA), state forests and parks, 
and land trusts provide protection for other areas in 
lesser degrees. 

Following the catastrophic logging frenzy around the 
turn of the century, the federal government began 
purchasing cut-over lands which form our present-day 
public forests. Though logging, in a limited form, has 
been a part of the management regime of the Southern 
Appalachian National Forests since their designation, 
most of the lands purchased were so degraded that the 
only management option for hundreds of thousands of 
acres was benign neglect: restoration. 

Most of the forests in the region, however, are held 
privately. The timber industry and other corporations 
comprise a portion of these private landholders, but by 
far the majority are non-industrial private forest 
holders. Real estate ventures and development 
threaten to continue expansion on these private 
lands. Land prices escalate, and large tracts are subdi- 
vided and sold. Forest and farm inhabitants, both 
human and non-human are replaced with the seasonal 
migrations of people in automobiles. Communities 
and land-use patterns are forever changed and relation- 
ships with the land end up in divorce. 

This is not the first time these mountains have hosted 
a land "ownership" crisis. The Cherokee Indians, the 
original inhabitants and caretakers of Katuah, experi- 
enced the genocidal brunt of the early European set- 
tlers. Along with the clearing of land and the removal 
of primeval forests came the removal of the Cherokee 
people. The ’Trail of Tears' marks the point in history 
when in 1838 the US government ordered the forced 
march of the Cherokees from Katuah to Oklahoma. 
Many perished along the way, but a few hold-outs hid 
and survived in the mountains, resisting the removal. 
As a result Qualla Boundary Indian Reservation was 
designated and the Cherokees have been forced to live 
in a shadow of their former home and to live a life which 
bids them to abandon tradition and forsake the forest. 

Today we all face a crisis situation, and we need to 
think and act boldly to meet the ecological demands of 
our time. The current self-serving political and social 
realities are misconstrued due to a distorted world- 



view which values the continued dominance of the 
human species at any cost . To conform to these present 
misconceptions would only lead us further along a 
suicidal course. A bold new vision based on ecological 
reality is required instead. To correct the imbalance 
between the human inhabitants of these mountains and 
our natural habitat, and to preserve the original inhab- 
itants-the native species- we must act. 

These are several first steps that we believe need to be 
taken to bring us toward ecological sanity in the Katuah 
region: 

1) All 3.5 million acres of public lands in the 
Southern Appalachian Mountains shall be man- 
dated to be a regional evolutionary preserve. All 
inholdings need to be incorporated and the national 
forests be extended to the purchase boundaries to com- 
plete the evolutionary preserve area. All human use 
within the preserve area must conform to the demands 
of old-growth habitat to maintain ample numbers of all 
native species. A grassroots initiative will be needed to 


6) Bring human population to a level within the 
ecological carrying capacity of the bioregion - a size 
which does not interfere with the integrity or functions 
of the natural life community in the Southern Appala- 
chians. Rather than promote accelerated growth, we 
must work to decrease human numbers and simplify 
our style of living to bring our species to its proper level 
of influence within the region. 

7) Take a leading role in efforts to end atmospheric 
deposition/ air pollution that is destroying the South- 
ern Appalachian forests and contributing to global 
warming. 

8) Change our individual and social consciousness 
and lifestyles to harmonize more closely with the natu- 
ral conditions of the Southern Appalachian bioregion. 

Our vision is of an Appalachia once again including 
Eastern Mountain Lion, Grey Wolf, Red Wolf, Elk, 
Beaver, American Chestnut, and an abundance of fresh- 
water mussels. 

We must create a regional economy based on ecologi- 
cal agriculture, careful and ecological use of forest 
products, and strive to become regionally self-suffi- 
cient. 

We must change our consumption-oriented lifestyle. 
Simplify our lives to reduce our resource requirements. 

We must encourage a movement to re-establish the 
cultural heritage and traditional identity of the Chero- 
kee Nation with a goal of tribal autonomy. 


bring this issue before the federal Congress. 

2) There can be no further road construction within 
the regional evolutionary preserve, and the demands of 
habitat require that we physically close and restore at 
least 90% of the roads currently on the public lands 
including all roads not absolutely essential to region- 
wide travel. 

3) Commercial resource extraction in the evolution- 
ary reserve area must cease. This refers particularly to 
commercial logging at the present time. This would not 
be an undue economic hardship for the region, as only 
10% of the wood cut in the Southern Appalachian 
region comes from the areas presently in national for- 
est. Compared to the ecological and social value of a 
large preserve area, the dollar value of logging is incon- 
sequential! 

4) The Southern Appalachian Evolutionary Preserve 
must be connected to other natural areas to form a 
migratory corridor extending from Florida up to Nova 
Scotia. 

5) Restore extirpated species, such as the gray wolf, 
red wolf, golden eagle, and elk. Make urgent efforts to 
recover American chestnut, dogwood. Eastern cougar, 
and other critically endangered species. 


In the southern Appalachians our moun- 
tains are old and so are our memories. After 
all, few of us have forgotten innumerable child- 
i hood strolls through our backyards and over 
ithe next hill ... into places that literally drip 
with life. We know the sound of a wild river as 
I we descend from the heights ... a faintness that 
grows ... that steady roar announcing a river's 
presence: "You are entering my valley, the 
gorge that I made. "In these hills and hollows, 
all sights, smells, noises, and touchings are 
familiar. They are part of an old, old script that 
predates the human. We cannot manage it, 

; control it, or bend it to our will; putting such 
| delusions aside, however, we can sense it and j 
share in it. In the southern Appalachians, we 
put much faith in the restless creaking of trees 
in the middle of the night, in hidden coves that 
are emblazoned with wildflower s and ferns, in 
disorienting fogs high in the dark spruce, and 
in thunderclaps that come with the afternoon's 
drenching rain. We celebrate difficult treks 
through laurel slicks and across cliff faces, 
gnarled old oaks that grow in stony places, 
deep snows and icicles, and limestone caverns 
that silently carry the waters of the earth. 

To know these places in one's heart is, by 
itself, adequate justification for defending them. 
We in the southern Appalachians are tired of 
making excuses to unfeeling bureaucrats in 
mini-malls and office complexes - the very 
descendents of des Cartes and Pinchot. "If you 
have ears, then hear," said one Nazarene holy 
man. It is time to really howl! 









Katuah Bioregion 


Tennessee Waterways and Forests: 

The sordid history of the ongoing invasion of the chip 
mills began in the early '80's when the Tennessee Valley 
Authority (TVA) released a report virtually inviting multina- 
tional forest rapers to the Southeast. In 1990, four corpora- 
tions requested permits for barge loading facilities for chip 
mills along a 12 mile stretch of the Tennessee River near 
Chattanooga. Public outcry forced TVA to do an Environ- 
mental Impact Statement and also look at the other impacts 
the mills would have in the region. Tennesseans, Alabamans, 
and Georgians for Environmental Responsibility (TAGER) 
was quickly formed to educate the public about the threat of 
the chip mills and to put pressure on TVA and the Army 
Corps of Engineers (ACE), the other government slimeball 
organization involved in the permit process. Due in part to 
public pressure, TVA denied the permits for the three chip 
mill facilities. This was a hard-fought victory, but unfortu- 
nately not the end of the nightmare. Champion International, 
our old foes, have bought land and a permit for a chip mill in 
West Tennessee and Parker Towing, which has a permit for 
whole log loading near South Pittsburg, TN, is applying for 
a permit to load "residual chips". Enough pressure has been 
placed on the ACE that they are being forced to hold a public 
hearing regarding Parker Towing's permit application. Once 
again our government bureaucracies are lending a helping 
hand to the un-wise mis-use groups that will soon discover 
when the last tree is cut and the la.st river poisoned that they 
can not eat their money. 

Please write ACE and tell them you oppose the Parker 
Towing permit, and demand that they conduct region-wide 
EIS's following the precedence set by the TVA EIS. You 
write the Corpse at:

The Church- Jpyce Kilmer-Slickrock Wilderness 
Areas, covering 17,013 acres in the Cherokee and 
Nantahala National Forests^ consist mainly of the Little 
Santeetlah and Slickrock Creek watersheds, which are 
joined by a common ridgeline at their headwaters. 
These basins are extremely steep and rugged, with 
elevations ranging from 1;G86 feet to 5,300 feet. A 
dense hardwood forest, some of which is virgin, 
blankets these slopes. The Joyce Kilmer Memorial 
Forest, in the Santeelah Creek drainage, is 3,800 
acres of impressive remnant of the vas£ jjkrgin 
wilderness that once covered this regv 
The locals 'round here refer to this 
forest as "The Church". 


Wilds of the Great Smoky Mountains 


The Great Smoky Mountains National Park, an Interna- 
tional Biosphere Reserve, is one of the most biodiverse areas 
in the world. More tree species grow in the 812 square mile 
park than grow in all of northern Europe. With altitudes 
ranging from 900 feet all the way to 6,600 feet, its plant 
diversity is astounding - about 1500 flowering plants, 130 
trees, 65 ferns and fern allies, 330 mosses and liverworts, 230 
lichens and 1800 fungi are here! The park is, perhaps, thebest 
preserved temperate deciduous woodland in the world, one 
that includes a total of over 100,000 acres of eastern primary 
forest. Seventy-one mammals, 240 birds, 80 reptiles and 
amphibians and 45 fish species are all found within the 
confines of the park. The park is known as the "salamander 
capital" of the United States with 22 species presendy known. 

Trouble in Paradise 

National park status has provided the Smokies with a 
measure of protection unequaled in the southern Appala- 
chians, but the modern world is encroaching. 

Every day air flow patterns expose the park to deadl\ air 
pollution produced by a ring of incinerators, automobiles, 
and nitrogen-, sulfur-, and toxic-emitting factories and utili- 
ties. The situation is so bad that now the park is often referred 
to as the "Great Smoggy Mountains". Visibility has been 
slashed by about 60 percent in the last 40 years - 80 percent in 
summer months. Mountain top forests receive high doses of 
acidic moisture even during dry periods. The magnificent 
Red Spruce and Fraser Fir are dying due to two human- 
caused factors: acid rain and the introduced balsam woolly 
adelgid. In the mid- and lower forests, ground-level ozone is 
damaging over 97 different plant species. 

Elsewhere, exotics such as wild hogs. Rainbow Trout and 
Brown Trout have effectively displaced and killed many 
native forest and stream inhabitants. The American Chest- 


Stpne Mounta in , Georg ia: 

Located just 30 miles from Atlanta, Stone Mountain 
is one of the World's great Natural Wonders. It is the World's 
largest exposed granite monolith; making it a unique ecosystem 
and Natural landmark unlike any other on Earth. With at least 
15 rare plant species, it is home to near original forest and an 
abundant diversity of flora and fauna. 

Stone Mountain Park is owned by the citizens of 
Georgia and is managed by a state appointed authority, the 
Stone Mountain Memorial Association (SMMA), who un- 
fortunately has no supervision or accountability. They have 
used a mandate to be self sufficient as an endless excuse for 
new development. In the last 3 years this has accelerated in a 
park already suffering signs of overdevelopment and stress 
from recreational overuse. In spite of this knowledge man- 
agement has created schemes to build 8 Olympic venues for 
the 1996 Olympic Games: an Incline Railway on the Mountain, 
reconfiguring one section of the park to include a whole towi 
an Aquarium, a new park entrance fragmenting wildlife 
habitat, as well as many other projects. 

Park management has a history of violating State 
and Federal environmental laws as well as ignoring pi 
concerns regarding development and loss of wildlife habitat 
in the pursuit of profit.Recognizing that this trend must be 
stopped. Friends of Stone Mountain Park (FOSM) was formed 
in 1992 dedicating itself to the preservation and protection of 
the Mountain and it's surrounding Park. 

Thanks to FOSM many of these problems are finally 
being addressed. Five of the Olympic venues are now gone; 
including the rowing venue, the Incline Railway, and the 
Aquarium. Plans to implement a recovery plan for federally 
listed plant species are underway; including re-introduction. 
Plans to mange exotic species and conduct Park wide flora 
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inventories are being considered, and Park 
management is now having to abide by State and 
Federal environmental laws. 

In spite of these accomplishments much work re- 
mains. Continuing watch dog efforts will be necessary to 
make sure the above mentioned is carried to completion. 

Currently, in the wake of the Incline Railway, FOSM 
is fighting alternate plans for the Mountain's summit which 
30 years ago was desecrated by needless and ill advised 
buildings on the summit. 

Today Stone Mountain stands at a crossroads; those 
buildings will apparently be taken down only to be replaced 
by new structures. A new skylift will also by built. It's 
planned double capacity and associated development are no 
better than the previously contemplated Incline Railway. It 
nay very well be worse. A commitment to restore the summit 
o a Natural state will be ignored to accomplish this. The Stone 
Mountain Memorial Association should be forced to adhere 
to it's work; past mistakes must not be allowed to be repeated. 

The possibility to return Stone Mountain to nearly 
t'soriginal splendor does exist. If the currentStone Mountain 
Memorial Association does not fully explore this opportu- 
nity; they are no better than their predecessors. The time has 
come for Stone Mountain to be managed and respected for the 
Natural wonder it is; NOT as a cash cow for state bureaucrats. 

Please write and demand that the buildings be 
taken off the summit and let the Mountain restore itself to 
a natural state.

In the traditional Cherokee India n belief^ the creatures 
in the world today are only dimmutiys forms of the-mytiSte 
beings who once inhabited the world, but who now reside in 
Galuna'h, the spirit world, the highest heaven. But a few of 
the original powers broke through the spiritual barrier and 
exist yet in the world as we know it These -beings are called 
with reverence "'grandfathers". And of them, the strongest 


Yunwi Usdi, "the little man", as ginseng is called in the sacred 
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nut, once a flowering, nut-producing tree standing high 
in the canopy, has been reduced to understory shrub 
status by the chestnut blight. The Flowering Dogwood 
and hemlock are currently facing the threat of blight 
and pest infestation. 

The Road that Ju st Won't Gq Away 

The Park Service can do little to stop these threats without 
our help. Park Service officials, however, could immediately 
take steps to reduce the impact of the automobile in the park 
if they so desired. Nine million people come to the Smokies 
every year. Most visitors see the park via smog-belcher (car): 
the park has no public transportation system for any of its 
approximately 350 miles of roads. During the summer, no 
limits are placed on the number of cars allowed in the park 
and traffic is often bumper to bumper. As a result under- 
staffed rangers in the park spend most of their time dealing 
with traffic and other urban problems while the misdeeds of 
black bear and plant poachers go unchecked. 

In March 1994, representatives of SouthPAW, the South- 
ern Appalachian Biodiversity Project, and the Native Forest 
Network met with park officials and recommended that the 
Park Service amend the Park plan to allow the permanent 
closure of Heintooga-Round Bottom Road- a 13.5 mile gravel 
road washed out by a 1992 flash flood. The Park Service 
rejected the road-to-trail-conversion idea which was origi- 
nally the favored option in the formulation of the 1982 Gen- 
eral Management Plan (GMP). In the final document, how- 
ever, the park compromised with big-money interests and 
rednecks-on-wheels. Twelve years after the signing of that 
now-outdated plan, despite the GMP's assurance that "public 
transportation programs will be based on changing condi- 
tions and public opinion," Heintooga-Round Bottom Road 
remains open. Flash floods, fragmented and deteriorating 
forests can certainly be classified as changing conditions, 
what's needed now is more recognition of public opinion.

Red Wolves 

Deep in the hollers under the moonlit ridges of what we 
currently call the "Smokies" there is uttered a stirring and 
unsettling howl. One would be fortunate indeed to hear 
such a sound, for it's not been heard here for nearly a 
century. This is the voice of the red wolf (Canis rufus ), rising 
above the backdrop of a shrinking landscape- invaded by 
parking lots, streetlights, amusement parks, and an ever 
evaporating common desire to see the true spirit of the wild 
running amongst us. 

This beautiful creature once roamed freely throughout 
the southeast. Running in pairs and families rather than 
packs, it was able to outlast it's cousin the gray wolf and still 
resisted extinction in the wild by crossbreeding with the 
everpersistant trickster coyote. 50,000 wild canids, a large 
number of them red wolves, were destroyed between 1932 
and 1964 by state and federal predator-control specialists, 
including US Fish and Wildlife Service. The red wolf was 
listed as an endangered species in 1967. During the early 
1970's the Fish and Wildlife Service began the Red Wolf 
Recovery Program. It is ironic that the federal agency trying 
to save the species is the same one that launched aggressive 
predator control and poisoning programs against the red 
wolf. 

For now, the Great Smoky Mountains National Park is 
part of a re-introduction program, it's boundaries the limits 
for five red wolves with radio collars. 

For the wolves it is too early to know their fate. Until 
public sentiment and land use priorities change from the 
current situation toward one of restoration and an apprecia- 
tion for a greater, truer freedom the wolves will always be on 
the edge of extinction. Until that day these mountains wel- 
come the chance to once again be home to the red wolf. 

Canton. North Carolina: 

Champion International's pulp and paper mill in Canton, 
N.C. has been polluting the Pigeon River for over 80 years. 
The Pigeon River originates in the Shining Rock Wilderness 
Area of Western North Carolina, and flows along the north- 
ernboundary of the Great Smoky Mountains National Park. 
This multinational corporation has contaminated the river 
with high levels of dioxin. Dioxin is a product of the chlorine 
pulp bleaching process and has been found to cause cancer, 
miscarriages, and birth defects. TheEPA has said that dioxin 
is the most carcinogenic chemical known to humans, but 
they are unwilling to stop Champion from dumping their 
waste into the river. Over thirty miles of the Pigeon River is 
DEAD, and more than 167 people from the downstream 
community of Hartford, TN, population of 500 have died 
from cancer related deaths in the past 20 years. Champion 
also has been in violation of the Clean Water Act for over 20 
years concerning a color variance that allows them to leave 


the Pigeon River coffee colored. Although Champion Interna- 
tional Corporation claims they have instituted a moderniza- 
tion project at their Canton mill, the dead sections of the Pigeon 
River remain a testament to Champion's disregard for any- 
thing other than the almighty dollar bill. 

Please write the EPA in Atlanta and demand that 
Champion International be forced to come into compliance 
with the Clean Water Ace and stop using the Pigeon River as 
their waste water treatment facility. E.P.A.

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Confronts Jack Wanl Thomas

In early March, a few stalwarts from the Cove/Mallard Coalition (CMC) put 
on our political flak jackets and went to Washington, DC, for Cove/Mallard 
Action Week. We were intent on taking our message straight to Forest Service 
headquarters and to its new chief, Jack Ward Thomas. The coalition also wanted 
to generate interest in the campaign from some of the national environmental 
groups who could help to protect this critical habitat corridor. 

In a 45-minute meeting 
with the CMC, Thomas and 
two associates listened as we 
aired our concerns, goals and 
a bit of the Forest Service's 
dirty laundry. Surprisingly, 
they let us dictate the course 
of the discussion, allowing us 
to hammer on our key points 
and enunciate our demands. 

The main issue we reiterated 
throughout was the value of 
all remaining roadless areas 

in the northern Rockies to the region's biological diversity. Quite simply, we . 

stated that the roadless areas are the building blocks for restoring ecosystems 
and healthy, diverse forest communities. 

The other issue we stressed was the significance of the Cove/Mallard cam- 
paign in the context of the bigger battle— the fight to protect the Greater 
Salmon-Selway Ecosystem — the most intact native forest in the lower 48. The 
Cove/Mallard timber sales have illuminated Forest Service plans to road and log 
throughout the entire ecosystem to make up the slack for declining cuts in 
other regions. The CMC presented the following list of demands to Chief 
Thomas: 

1. Immediate cessation of all logging and roadbuilding activities in the Cove 
and Mallard roadless areas. 

2. The Forest Service should focus on creating RARE III (Roadless Area Review 
and Evaluation III) which would form the framework for ecosystem recovery 
and the creation of new roadless areas that were left out of RARE II. 

3. Removal of Region One Forester Dave Jolly and Nez Perce Forest Supervisor 
Mike King because they have blatantly broken the law and lied to the public. 

4. The Forest Service must cease the harassment of citizens exercising their 
constitutional rights on public lands. 

5. The Forest Service must inject more scientific knowledge into all issues 
affecting the Greater Salmon-Selway Ecosystem, the largest native forest in the 
lower 48 states. 

Representatives from the Native Forest Network, Save America's Forests, 
Greenpeace and the Center for Responsive Law all emphasized to Chief Thomas 
that this destructive project will not help change the public's perception of the 
Forest Service as the number one roadbuilding agency in the world. Despite 
their attentiveness and respect for the campaign, the kingpins of the Forest 
Service confirmed our suspicions— that the agency is committed to opening up 
roadless areas in the northern Rockies to timber production by implementing 
scientifically unsound Forest Plans. Referring to Cove/Mallard, Thomas stated, 
"We're going in. It's in the Forest Plans and we have to implement them." 

Despite the lack of progress on Forest Service roadbuilding and clearcutting, it 
was encouraging to hear Thomas express concern for the rights and safety of 
activists in the campaign. This was the most emotional part of the meeting as I 
explained in detail the incidents of violence and physical intimidation directed 
at Earth First! ers and other forest activists. Thomas was visibly shaken. He 
promised to communicate to Regional Forester Jolly and Forest Supervisor King 
that the Forest Service was very concerned about the risks of violence and that 
the agency was obligated to protect each activist's constitutional rights. This was 
the only positive aspect of the meeting, illustrating that the Forest Service was 
starting to understand the national scope of the campaign. 

Immediately following the meeting, the CMC held a demonstration outside 
the Forest Service. Three activists were arrested while hanging a 30-foot banner 
from an arch connecting the two Department of Agriculture buildings. The 
banner, which read, "Chief Thomas: SAVE ROADLESS FORESTS!" stayed up 
long enough for Thomas and company to have the message sink in. The point 
of the protest was to remind the Forest Service that the CMC will keep pressur- 
ing the agency until it stops encroaching on Cove/Mallard and other roadless 
areas in the Greater Salmon-Selway Ecosystem. 

The Cove/Mallard campaign 
is only the beginning in a 
much larger, more protracted 
struggle to allow the native 
forests, wildlife communities 
and wilderness characteristics 
of the northern Rockies to 
flourish. If we can glean any- 
thing from our meeting with 
Jack Ward Thomas, it's that 
forest groups and activists are 
going to have to earn every 
victory because the Forest 
Service isn't going to protect 
anything voluntarily.

Dams halt the flow of nutrients. Like 
a gardener spreading compost, flooding 
distributed organic sediments along the 
entire length of a river. Vegetative com- 
munities downstream of a dam are de- 
prived of these nutrients and decline as 
a result 

Natural salts, once quickly flushed 
from river systems, become concentrated 
in reservoirs. The non-native tamarisk, 
or saltcedar, is salt tolerant and has 
rapidly replaced native riparian vegeta- 
tion. Salts axe stored in their leaves which 
are dropped if concentrations are too 
toxic. The surrounding soil then be- 
comes salinated and few plants can suc- 
cessfully germinate under such condi- 
tions. The invasion is complete. 

The 1,450 mile long Colorado River 
drains an area of 244,000 square miles 
and is the most legislated, litigated, and 
debated river in the world. Seven major 
dams (Glen Canyon, Hoover, Laguna, 
Moreles, Davis, Parker, and Imperial) 
and a few smaller diversion dams have 
seriously damaged the environment of 
western America's premier river. Flow 
regulation from the Glen Canyon Dam 
has washed away beaches, wiped out 
vegetation, killed off the beavers, driven 
away the diff swallows, and reduced the 
Colorado squawfish and humpback 
chub to remnant populations. 

Other Water Projects 

Dewatering in the form of ground 
water pumping, stock ponds, and irriga- 
tion has also had tremendous effects. 
Lowering of the water table around Tuc- 
son and Phoenix is in excess of 100 
meters in places where it once was only 
a few meters below the surface. Re- 
cently, "unexplained" sinkholes have 
begun to appear in the vicinity of the 
nearly dry Santa Cruz River. 

A new river system in the southwest 
has been constructed in the form of 
concrete canals. Devised and built by 
the Bureau of Reclamation, the Central 
Arizona Project (CAP) diverts over 500 
billion gallons of water a year from the 
45 mile long "Lake" Havasu on the 
Colorado River, spreadingthe wealth all 
the way to end-of-the-line Tucson. The 
375 miles of canals cost Arizona taxpay- 
ers $4.7 billion dollars and resulted in 
some of the foulest tasting water in the 
US. Among other major diversions, a 
billion gallons a day leaves the Havasu 
reservoir and travels 242miles down the 
Colorado River Aqueduct to southern 
California cities. 

Channelization, the overall straight- 
ening of a stream, wipes out important 
aquatic habitat for fish and inverte- 


flood events. The Army Corps of Engi- 
neers deliberately channelizes rivers for 
flood "control," mostly around urban 
areas, because floodwaters are less likely 
to spill over the banks when sentthrough 
a straight channel. The entire Santa 
Cruz River has been channelized by 
both flooding and channel modifica- 
tion. 

Vegetation Removal 

Historically, conver- 
sion to cropland oc- 
curred almost exclu- 
sively along streams and 
in floodplains. Early set- 
tlers typically cleared 
mesquite bosques be- 
cause they provided 
fuelwood and indicated 
rich soil and ample wa- 
ter supply. And so went 
the incredible wood- 
lands and bosques of riv- 
ers like the Gila, Santa 
Cruz, and Rio Grande. 

Phreatophytes are 
plants that live in mois- 
ture saturated soil. The 
water "experts" of the 
mid-1950's thoughtthey 
could create more water 
and control floods 
through phreatophyte 
eradication programs. 

Major eradication 
proj ects were conducted 
by the Bureau of Recla- 
mation along lower 
stretches of the Gila, Salt, 
and Verde Rivers that 
were once the mainstays 
of Native American cul- 
tures. Up to 5000 acres 
were cleared at a time. 

The plan backfired. Without vegeta- 
tion to naturally impede floodwaters, 
the resulting higher, faster flows 
channelized rivers and both water and 
topsoil disappeared into the sea. The 
very plants that farmers and ranchers 
thought drank too much of their pre- 
cious water actually insured a high wa- 
ter table. 

Milling and Pollution 

High on the eastern slopes of the 
Santa Fe Mountains in New Mexico, the 
Pecos River qualifies as a Superfund site 
from heavy metal and lead contamina- 
tion from the Amax mining company. 
Sand and gravel companies, in response 
to rampant urban growth in Arizona, 
stripped economically desirable stream 
terraces and channels. Mining and pol- 
lution still significantly threaten south- 
western rivers. 
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The Rio Grande cuts -across Colorado, 
New Mexico, and Texas, traveling over 
1,800 miles and draining some 355,500 
square miles before sendingitspoisoned 
froth into the Gulf of Mexico. It's sev- 
enth largest tributary is the Albuquer- 
que sewer system. Contaminated with 
industrial waste, agricultural pesticides 
and runoff, municipal sewage, heavy 
metals, andmine wastes, pollution along 
the lower reaches separating Mexico 
and Texas has reached crisis levels. 


Other Impacts 

Today, commercial and housing de- 
velopments usually occur in floodplains. 
The continuing invasion of exotic plant 
species such as saltcedar and Russian 
olive creates less desirable habitats for 
native birds and wildlife. Lastly, recre- 
ational opportunities in the southwest 
often involve riparian areas and incur 
heavy human impacts. 

What's at Stake 
The loss of southwestern riparian eco- 
systems has profoundly affected the 
plant and wildlife communities of New 
Mexico and Arizona. Over 125 threat- 
ened riparian obligate or associate spe- 
cies occur across both states. These de- 
clining vertebrates are found where the 
best habitat remains, often without ad- 
equate protection. 

Riparian ecosystems in the southwest 
contain the highest bird breeding den- 
sities in the US and are essential travel 
corridors for neotropical migrants such 
as the southwest willow flycatcher, a 
proposed endangered species. Species 
of concern number in the dozens and 
include the yellow-billed cuckoo, el- 
egant trogon, black hawk, and black- 
bellied whistling duck. 

The fastest disappearing wildlife in 
North America is fish. Grazing and de- 
structive flooding continues to wipe out 
aquatic habitats and the survivors must 
compete with introduced game fish. 67 
non-native fishes have been dropped 
into the waters of Arizona. Some have 
| becomepredominateinwatersthrough- 
| out the southwest. By comparison, the 
£ 34 natives are not faring well; one is 
i extinct (gone forever - the Monkey 
Springs pupfish), two are extirpated, 
three axe recently reestablished, andonly 
four are not federally/state listed or can- 
didate species. Particular species of con- 



lhaccessible to cattle, this dry wash feeds into the San Francisco 1 kilometer upstream. There is much 
heavier vegetation of oaks, willow, and grasses than on perennial river below.

Herpetological communities are also 
vanishing. Leopard frogs are not only 
declining due to loss of habitat, dewa- 
tering, andcompetitionfromintroduced 
bullfrogs, but also from global night- 
mares such as ozone depletion and air 
pollution, including sulfur dioxide emis- 
sions from US andMexican copper smelt- 
ers. 

Mammals also rely heavily on ripar- 
ian habitat The grizzly bear has been 
extirpated from the southwest Hunt- 
ing records indicate a close association 
with riparian zones. The only beneficial 
dams ever built were once a huge flood 
control system maintained by beavers, 
until trappers decimated this expert hy- 
drologist To reintroduce the possibly 
extinct southwestern river otter and 
head-off extinction for the spotted bat 
increased riparian protection must oc- 
cur. 

Riparian plants were old when birds 
and mammals began to proliferate 65 
million years ago, but can they survive 
the humans? Once the most common 
riparian community, Fremont cotton- 
wood/Gooding willow forests is now 
North America's rarest natural commu- 
nity and only five extensive occurrences 
still survive. Mesquite bosques that once 
stretched for miles are presently listed as 
the fourth rarest plant community. Of 
at least 50 historically described occur- 
rences of cienegas (wet marshes), only 
one of fifteen remaining is protected.. 

Today, little of what's left is protected. 
The BLM designated 43,400 acres of the 
San Pedro River as a Riparian National 
Conservation Area and took the cows 
out. This 30 mile corridor supports some 
of the best remaining large broadleaf 
riparian areas and mesquite bosques, 
and serves as a migration route for 
pantropical wildlife species moving in 
and out of Mexico. The only other river 
known to have similarly healthy reaches 
of riparian forests is the undammed Rio 
Magdalena in the Sierra Madres of 
Mexico. A 40 mile portion of the Verde 
River and an upper segment of the Rio 
Grande are the southwest's two Wild 
and Scenic Rivers. 

Riparian ecosystems are old and es- 
sential. Whether or not they survive 
this generation depends on open minds 
and an end to the heaviest impacts. 
Livestock grazing in the west is a foolish, 
unsustainable endeavor; unless,' of 
course, the annihilation of the wildis an 
acceptable byproduct. The west has be- 
come one huge sacrifice zone for the 
perpetuation of the cowboy myth and 
survival of an economically insignifi- 
cant, but politically powerful industry. 

The withdrawal of grazing from ripar- 
ian areas is necessary, but only part of a 
solution which must include protection 
of upland watersheds. Instream flows 
must also be guaranteed and returned to 
the waterways of the southwest to facili- 
tate regeneration of riparian forests. And 
the dams have just got to go. Continued 
pressure on public lands agencies is help- 
ful andletters of commentarerequested:

million investment in the Columbus telescope (re- 
named Large Binocular Telescope). That sum is part of 
what is needed to complete the second half of the 
scope, but it won't be coming from Pittsburgh. The 
University announced it would invest its money else- 
where later that day, leaving only one American 
partner still invested, the Tucson-based Research Cor- 
poration. 

Federal agencies were targeted nationwide. A band 
of angry red squirrels descended on the Caibondale, 
Illinois, offices of the Forest Ser- 
vice. About 40 Earth Firstlers in 
Washington, DC, lowered a 
"BABBITT BEHIND BARS" ban- 
ner over the Interior Building in 
protest of Interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt's failure to order a scien- 
tific review on the Columbus site. 

As yet, there is no word of 
Babbitt's pending incarceration. 

DeForest Service offices in 
Burlington, Vermont, Minneapo- 
lis, Atlanta, were also targets of 
protest. In Portland, Oregon, 
some 50 activists followed a six 
and a half-foot red squirrel on a mile-long procession 
to the agency's Region 6 offices. 

The San Francisco archdioceseofthe Catholic Church 
played host to about a hundred people representing 
Earth First!, California American Indian Movement 
(AIM), Greenpeace, and the Student Environmental 
Action Coalition, and to a number of unidentified 
space aliens seeking conversion. Informational pickets 
were held during Easter Masses at cathedrals and 
churches in Tucson, New York, Santa Fe and Los 
Angeles. 

On an international level, 50 astronomers from 
universities and research institutes across Europe ap- 
pealed to U of A to stop building the telescopes on the 
mountain. Scientists from Oxford, Cambridge, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Durham, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Sussex, Belfast, the Netherlands, Germany, 
Copenhagen, Russian Academy of Science and many 
others signed a petition against the telescope project. 

Meanwhile, back in the Tucson office of the Re- 
search Corporation, the last American partner in the 
telescope project fought back. The not-for-profit scien- 


tific research foundation is offering $ 7.5 million to the 
U of A to help complete the eyes of Columbus. About 
25 activists gathered in their office, and three protest- 
ers refused to leave without speakingto the foundation's 
director. Thus they were arrested and charged with 
disorderly conduct and criminal trespass. Another 
student activist was arrested outside the building for 
taking pictures (such a public menace). 

The very same day, the Research Corporation began 
to put together a SLAPP suit against the four and "all 
persons calling themselves Friends of Mount Graham" 

(how many people is 
that, anyway?). The 
suit asks for damages 
and injunctive relief. 
They hope to gain 
compensation for lost 
business hours and 
damage to freshly 
poured concrete (that 
the cops, not the pro- 
testers, steppedin, by 
the way). 

But the threat of a 
suit couldn't dampen 
the spirits of Mt. Gra- 
ham supporters after the third victory. Several days 
after the Day of Action it was learned that Larry 
Henson had retired from the Forest Service after the 
release of an investigation on his conduct as the 
southwest's Senior Forester. In late November, thir- 
teen national, local, and grassroots environmental 
groups had banded together to demand Henson's 
resignation for various offenses, including creating 
hostle relations with the environmental community, 
allowing timber theft on public land, harassing agency 
biologists, and racism against the Apache people. 

In early December Henson hired an independent 
investigator, Dr. Laurence Jahn, in early December to 
look into these allegations, and in March, Jahn gave 
his report to Jack Ward Thomas. Jahn's findings were 
never released to the public A day after Tucson EFlers 
hungabannerwhich read "Henson isaradst, Henson 
must go,” Henson announced his retirement.

Mt. Graham Victory

The long fight to save ML Graham is one step closer 
to being won. On April 5, after the largest gathering 
that the University of Pittsburgh's campus has ever 
seen, Pitt's Assistant to the Chancellor, Nancy White, 
announced that the University "is not involved in the 
Mount Graham Telescope Project, and I have no 
reason to believe it is considering investment" This 
came as incredible news to the students who have 
been fighting this battle for over two years. 

Pitt's withdrawal of consideration came on the heels 
of a unanimous resolution passed by Pittsburgh City 
CounciL The resolution stated their opposition to any 
investment by the university in this project and up- 
held the sacredness of the mountain to the San Carlos 
Apaches, as well as reaffirming the impact of the 
telescopes on the eighteen endangered species that 
make their home on Mt. Graham. 

While the music of a local Pittsburgh band kept 
everybody dancing, banners were dropped by Allegh- 
eny Earth First!, boldly proclaiming some of the rea- 
sons Pitt would be wasting what little money they 
have. Banner slogans included "MONEY FOR EDUCA- 
TION NOT EXTINCTION" and "RESPECT APACHE 
CULTURE." One banner was over 75 feet long, and 
read simply, "STAY OFF MT. GRAHAM!" The banner 
caught a bit of a snag on the way down, but Mom 
Nature lent a helping hand in the form of a gust of 
wind to reveal the raging squirrel painted on the 
bottom. 
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Students from Ohio, Michigan, Toronto, New York, 
Newjersey, and all parts of Pennsylvania came to kick 
some dust into the lens on this International Day of 
Action. But the dissension was not only from the 
outside. Pitt professor Dennis Brutus was the keynote 
speaker. Invoking the spirit of Geronimo, he spoke out 
against the destruction of precious land, Pitt's disre- 
gard for Native people, and the greed of the upper class 
while the Earth suffers. 

After Professor Brutus got the 1,000+ crowd worked 
into an (unbathed) lather, His Eminence the Pope 
officiated an unholy marriage between Pitt Chancellor 
J. Dennis O'Connor and UA President Manuel Pacheco. 
Needless to say, many objections to this union were 
expressed. The marriage was considered null when 
Chancellor O'Connor ripped off his Oxford-doth 
shirt to reveal the green fist we have all come to know 
and love, and eloped with the red squirrel 

Surprisingly, we found enough energy to dance and 
rage through the day even after staying up all night 
drumming and networking with the other activists at 
an all-night campout/vigil on the lawn of the Cathe- 
dral of Learning (known to some as the Phallus of 
Carnal Knowledge). Attempts to shut down the gath- 
ering for not having an assembly permit proved fruit- 
less when the University Police were reminded of that 
immortal roll of toilet paper, the US Constitution.

So shine up your wrenches, 
and roll up your sleeves!

Six-Foot Squirrel 
Visits Portland

About 50 Native Americans and Earth First! activists 
participated in the Portland Day of Outrage for Mt 
Graham. We targeted the Portland Archdiocese as our 
local access to the Vatican and were led by members of 
the Native American community in a prayer circle for 
the sacred site of Mt Graham. 



The receptionist for the archdiocese was accosted 
but her only response was "I'll let the archbishop know 
you were here, he's out of town now." The Pope made 
a special guest appearance, mixing it up with the Mt. 
Graham Red Squirrel and a gaggle of aliens. Despite 
this minor disruption (and any rumors of accosted 
receptionists) our gathering was peaceful. 

Our next stop was Forest Service (USFS) Region Six 
headquarters in downtown Portland. We slowly 
marched 40 blocks, over the Willamette River— not 
knowing that dozens of police in cruisers, on foot, 
horse and incognito were sweating out our arrival in 
great anticipation. The Portland police were on yellow 
alert for two hours before the marchers even arrived. 

At USFS headquarters we had a fine time speaking to 
the gathering crowd while being photographed and 
filmed by the police and their lackeys. This time the 
Pope wasn't around to pester the Red Squirrel or 
baptize the aliens. Some of us loitered around the 
building afterward to keep the cops on their toes. We 
introduced Portlanders to the issue and received tre- 
mendous support from AIM and Willamette Valley 
Sacred Sites activists. USFS Region Six will never know 
what to expect from us, and someone had to pay for all 
that beefed-up security. The battle goes on, sometimes 
on the strangest ground.

Just for good measure, the loggers also placed a huge log across the road about four 
kilometers further down leaving the media and anyone trying to resupply the site 
with a nice ten kilometer hike in. It stayed there for the duration of our blockades. 
(And somehow the police didn't seem to have a problem with the logging company 
blocking the road.) They also placed another log and some large rocks directly in 
front of the vehicles at our blockade. 

Camped at the blockade site, we soon discovered firsthand the toxic effects of 
the herbicides and pesticides regularly sprayed in the clearcut areas. Burning 
rashes appeared on people's bodies after brushing against plants and slash in the 
nearby clearcuts which had been recently sprayed with Vision (active ingredient 
glycophosphate) and Release (active ingredient triclopyr). Local natives have told 
us that the glycophosphate has caused alarming numbers of 
fungal infections on the deer they hunt, and there were stories 
of salmon hung out to dry which phosphoresced at night. 

At 5:00 p.m. the next night, the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police (RCMP) helicoptered in (at taxpayers' expense) to serve us 
with their 3-year-old court order. It forbade us from "directly or 
indirectly interfering with or encouraging or counseling others 
to interfere with" INTERFOR's logging operations in the Ure 
Creek Drainage Basin. The police gave us a deadline of 7 p.m. that 
night to clear out of the area, although the bridge was still 
dismantled and the logs were still blocking us in. 

Things were pretty quiet the next day and we celebrated our 
success. But Thursday morning we were caught off guard and 
awakened at 5:30 am. to the unwelcome sound of, "RCMP, 
you're under anest!" A team of 15 cops had arrived to enforce 
corporate control of the forests. They woke the seven FAN 
supporters sleeping at the camp, including an independent 
documentary film crew, and gave us half an hour to leave the 
area. The log and rocks directly in front of the vehicles were still 
preventing us from leaving. 

Characteristic of the RCMP's behavior throughout the blockades, Sergeant Bmce 
Waite, the head of the local detachment, was overheard to say to one of his cop 
buddies, "This is really the kind of morning you want to start swinging your club, 
isn't it?" Waite was twice convicted of assaulting people held in his custody, and 
the RCMP paid the victims more than $20,000. But instead of punishment, Waite 
got a promotion to his present position, head of the detachment in an area with 
high racial tension and ongoing persecution of the native community for their 
continuing struggle to regain control of their land. 

The police escorted the rest of us the 10 kilometers out to the highway under 
threat of arrest — leaving Shelagh alone, hanging 18 metres up, at their mercy. 
(Or so they thought. We actually had one secret support person who hid in the 
woods, evaded the police dogs and managed to videotape what went down.) The 
RCMP spent the rest of the day attempting to remove Shelagh from the tripod. 
First they attached a clamp to the rope from which her platform was suspended 
and untied the rope from tide gate. Once the gate was open they called in a cherry 
picker to remove her from the 
tripod. The supporting braces 
which had been stabilizing 
Shelagh's tripod were cut away 
to allow INTERFOR vehicles to 
drive under the tripod. 

Harold Pascal, the watchman of 
the Lil'Wat Nation, who is re- 
sponsible under tribal law for pro- 
tecting all Lil' W at burial grounds, 
arrived atthesiteatll:30a.m. He 
had issued statements to the press 
the day before asserting that the 
blockade was not just an environ- 
mentalists' blockade, but was also 
supported by members of the ggc 

Lil'Wat Nation and was a funda- \ 

mental challenge to the jurisdic- 
tion of the BC courts over their sovereign lands. 

Harold Pascal was one of the lil' Wats arrested in 1991. At that time he had been so 
severely beaten by the police that his eyes were swollen shut for two days. He was held 
in custody for a week, and the police wouldn't release information on his whereabouts 
until much of the swelling and bruising had gone down. As soon as he arrived at the 
site of the FAN blockade he was arrested again, although this time the presence of 
cameras and white observers kept him from being beaten. By arresting him, the police 
were effectively dedaring him a trespasser in his own ancestral homelands. As he was 
arrested he said: "I have to be here. I have no choice. This is my job." 

To the extreme frustration of the RCMP, when the cherry-picker arrived it was too 
short to reach Shelagh. They were able to cut down all her equipment, food and water, 
induding her platform, but Shdagh evaded them by climbing higher on the tripod. 
She dangled in her harness for several hours as police tried every trick in the book to 
get her down. They even sat by as an INTERFOR employee explained to her that he 
knew "at least five guys in Pemberton" who would happily come out and cut her 
down, so she was pretty "lucky" the RCMP were there. Shelagh bravdy stuck it out 
alone until 6:30 p.m., long after the last press had left She eventually agreed to come 
down on her own after negotiatingthe return of all her equipment and a promise that 
she would be released immediatdy and not be held in jail until her first court 
appearance. 




Nothing we had faced so far in the action could have prepared us for the violence 
we were soon to face. We waited out the long holiday weekend and started getting 
ready to block them again when they went back to work. On Tuesday night, four 
of us paddled across the lake to do surveillance near the previous blockade site. It 
was the quickest way over to the site because INTERFOR was still being allowed to 
counter-blockade the road, even though the RCMP admitted to us that it was a 
public access road. We were discovered by security guards, who quickly called in a 
bunch of loggers to confront us. The loggers said that they were part of two hundred 
"coming in to beat the shit out us." 

We took off into the woods, split up, and were chased. When the filmmaker, who 
was accompanying us, made his way back to the boats he met two big, angry loggers 
on the beach. They smashed all but one of the paddles in the canoe before he could 
jump into it and take off. The neanderthal thugs then started bashing our other 

boat, a kayak, and poured gaso- 
line on it and set it on fire. The 
filmmaker managed to docu- 
ment this act of arson on video as 
he loon-called his way down the 
lake to try to rendezvous with 
the rest of us. We finally met up 
and managed to make our way 
back across the now-choppy lake 
in total darkness with our one 
remainingpaddlein abadly over- 
loaded canoe. 

Arson was just the beginning. 
The next day we had another 
blockade set up, this time with 
Deryk Wynaus hanging 21 
metres above the ground on a 
line which was tied off to a hy- 
draulic excavator. The intention 
was to close off the road by im- 
mobilizing the machine, which had been left in the middle of the road. An effective 
tactic we thought, because to move the equipment would endanger Deryk's life. But 
this didn't seem to pose a problem for the INTERFOR workers. As soon as they 
arrived in the morning and discovered him they told him, "People like you are 
gonna die!" and promptly chopped his line with an ax. By sheer luck, his platform 
fell only about ten feet before catching and wedging in a tree. He managed to secure 
a safety line to the tree and hung there while the workers used the excavator to push 
over the trees supporting our beautiful 30-foot banner, which they then burned on 
the road. 

The banner had been loaned to us by some of the Lil'Wat people who had used 
it during their more than 100-day blockade in 1 990 in support of the people of Oka. 
It read: "To Mother Earth, the eye of the eagle watches you, the wing of the eagle 
shelters you, the claws of the eagle protect you, the children of the eagle preserve 
you." It featured a huge native eagle which had been hand-painted by Haida-Gwaai 
artist Bill Reid, one of Canada's best known artists. 

Three of us arrived at the blockade site a short time later, having 
rowed two television crews across the lake to the new site. The 
RCMP arrived shortly after and attempted to force the media out 
of the area by threatening to arrest them under the same tired old 
court order. The Canadian Broadcasting Company's lawyers 
have since determined that this was an illegal use of the injunc- 
tion, but that didn't stop the RCMP from arresting me when I 
dared to question its validity (the second blockade was at S&M 
Creek, a different watershed altogether from the one named in 
the injunction) . Nor did the RCMP want to hear about the attack 
on Deryk. Their response was, "He knew he shouldn't have been 
there in the first place." Only after more violence was later aimed 
at us did the RCMP grudgingly accept our complaints. They 
claim to have begun investigations but they won't let us know 
what progress they're making. We're not holding our breath. 

Adding insult to injury, when we returned to our vehicles we 
found that they, and those of the TV crews, had been seriously 
vandalized. Tires had been slashed, radiators punctured, wind- 
shields smashed, and something green had been poured into the gas tanks. Graffiti 
had been left behind accusing us of "holding children for ransom." We called to 
report the vandalism and while the police were at the site investigating, a blue - 
pickup, driven by a logger we recognized from the blockade, drove into the parking 
area and took off again when he saw the cops. We got his license number, though. 
The same guy drove into our camp later that afternoon and slowly circled the camp, 
smirking, before driving out again. It was clearly a threat, meant to say, "We know 
where you are." We were camping on the Mount Currie reserve so we reported this 
harassment to the tribal police, who were enormously more sympathetic than the 
RCMP. 

We decided it was getting too hot where we were staying so we packed up most 
of our gear that evening. Under the cover of darkness a rescue party went across the 
lake to bring Deryk out. Only two people were left in the camp when at 1:00 a.m., 
the blue pickup led a convoy of ten trucks and about 40 guys in an organized raid 
on our camp. 

It was a scene straight out of a bad Ku Klux Klan movie. The two sleeping FAN 
supporters were assaulted and ordered to "get the hell out of town." Bright lights 
were shone in their eyes as masked and club-wielding maniacs dragged them from 
their tent and kicked and shoved them into their trade. The loggers then demol-

Wrenched 
on Mt.Graham 

More than $20,000 in damage was caused when 
someone monkeywrenched a piece of heavy equip- 
ment owned by the University of Arizona at the 
Mount Graham Observatory site sometime in 
December. 

According to a report filed with the Graham 
County Sheriffs Office, someone damaged a diesel 
loader by removing the valve cover and depositing 
grinding compound under it. A similar compound 
was placed in the transmission. 

The loader and a snow blower are used to clear 
snow from the road to the telescope site. 

A worker first noticed the problem with the 
machinery. The loader's engine lost compression 
while running. Upon further checking, the material 
was located under the valve cover. The snow blower 
also had the material and grease under its valve 
cover. 

According to authorities, suspects include Earth 
First! ers who were seen in the area in mid-Decem- 
ber. The feet that the material was placed under the 
valve covers shows premeditation and planning in 
order to sabotage the equipment, according to the 
SherifPs report 

"I'm not accusing (Earth First!) because there are 
several different groups that may have done this," 
said Sheriff Richard Mack. "There has been previous 
damage done such as throwing debris into culverts, 
digging up roads, and placing spikes, tacks and nails 
in the roadway. There are no suspects on that." 

This is the first time this method has been used 
locally. So far there are no investigative leads in the 
case. University employees say the equipment will 
be placed near the telescope to secure it better in the 
future. * l 

A spokesman for the Mount Graham Coalition 
called the incident a "stunt" pulled by the univer- 
sity. 

"The university is not above pulling this kind of 
tactic," said Roger Featherstone. "I'm not convinced 
there is any kind of sabotage. The university has a 
history of making these kinds of things up." 




A beaver knocked out power in two communities 
near Telluride for the second time in two months, a 
San Miguel Power Association official said Wednes- 
day. The beaver cut down a tree and it fell on a 
power line near the San Miguel River, said Jim 
Grindle, district manager for the utility. "Our crew 
had a hell of a night, but they got her all put back 
up." Power was out for nine hours in Sawpit and 
Placerville, from Monday night to Tuesday morn- 
ing. 


Bulldozer 
With a Problem 

G&H Tree Services reported that sand was poured 
into the gas tank of a bulldozer at a logging site on 
• " Gray Whale Ranch, near Santa Cruz, CA, during the 
week of March 7, causing $5,000 in damage. 

Gray Whale Ranch is being considered for inclu- 
sion in Wilder Ranch State Park. Funds to buy the 
area are part of the California Parks and Wildlife 
Initiative, to be on the 1994 ballot. Idaho-based 
developer Ron Yanke wants to build 72 luxury 
houses on the site, which is home to many rare 
species. Legal challenges to the development have 
been denied, and Friends of Gray Whale Ranch 
have staged demonstrations [see Yule EF!J].

A chance observation in March by a Hydro- ) / 
Quebec work crew led to the discovery of a trans- '1^ 
mission pylon severely damaged by explosives and a 
bundle of ten sticks of unexploded dynamite 
attached to another pylon. ' ) 

The explosion blew off one of the pylon's four 
feet and damaged another. H-Q spokesman Jean- 
Marie Pelletier said that if one of the pylons had 
fallen it could have caused a blackout affecting 
174,000 customers served by the 230-kilovolt line 
running south to the US border. The damaged 
pylon will have to be replaced. 



Both the police and H-Q were at a loss to explain 
the sabotage. They said no threats had been re- 
ceived and no one had called claiming responsibil- 
ity for the damage. Pelletier said that so far there is 
nothing to link the incident to any of H-Q's ongo- 
ing environmental disputes. Police have not been 
able to pinpoint the timing of the explosion, saying 
it could have happened several weeks before it was 
discovered. 

Pelletier said this is the first time in the history of 
the utility that someone has tried to blow up a j 
pylon. 

"We had no threats. We're totally in the dark," he 


said. , 

/'Pelletier acknowledged that it is impossible for the 
1 utility to ensure the protection of each of its thou- ^ 
sands of power pylons spread across the province.

ished the camp, pulling everything into a heap and 
dousing it with gasoline they'd brought with them. 
Then they torched it, carrying on the theme they'd 
started with the kayak and the banner. They also made 
off with my tent, containing dose to three thousand 
dollars worth of video equipment, as they smirked off 
into the night. 

We called the tribal police and they responded immedi- 
ately, managing to pull over one of the trucks as ittore away 
from the camp. They are investigating and hope to be able 
to press assault and; theft charges. The RCMP were called as 
well, but their response to our frantic call was, "Let me take 
your number and I'll have an officer get back to you for 
details." Small comfort when 40 crazed men are trashing 
your camp with who knows what other violence in mind! 

All this occurred in an area where a very strong anti- 
environmental group, the "Soo Coalition For Sustain- 
able Forestry" formed just last summer to oppose the 
protection of spotted owl habitat The executive direc- 


tor of the group just happens to be the contractor 
logging the area for INTERFOR where we were block- 
ading. A "real" environmentalist (as the loggers love to 
call themselves), this guy has been personally con- 
victed and fined for destroying fish habitat in his own 
back yard! The Soo Coalition is well known for its 
heavy-handed tactics. They like to initiate boycotts of 
local businesses perceived to be sympathetic to "tree- 
huggers." The area is also known to be a stronghold for 
white supremacists. 

The anti-environmental movement has been cre- 
ated and funded by the corporations and FAN holds 
the corporations responsible for the growing atmo- 
sphere of violence and hostility between loggers and 
environmentalists in British Columbia. The "Share 
Our Forests" movement, adherents of Ron Arnold's 
"wise-use" philosophy, frequently import speakers 
from the US, who bring with them a violent and 
divisive brand of politics. Forest workers are encour- 
aged to think of environmentalists as the enemy. 
They're indoctrinated to believe that we, in our 
"quasi-religious zealotry," are trying to take away not 


only their jobs, but their entire "way of life." (Of 
course they never stop to consider that the forest 
industry and their "way of life" are little over a 
century old, whereas the native people's way of life, 
which they're doing their best to destroy, stretches 
back many thousands of years.) After a decade of 
layoffs due to increased mechanization and 
overcutting, the forest industry is playing on its 
workers' fears about job security and using them to 
fuel the fires of hostility against us, the new enemy, 
the dreaded "preservationists." The corporations are 
using the workers to do their dirty work, turning a 
blind eye to the violence used to keep anyone else 
from having a say in the future of BC's last wilderness.

ing public movement, with the wrencheis 
wearing a different mask; and that may turn 
out to be a wise distinction. But I sense they 
got a quicker start on that. After years of 
publicly espousing sabotage, we've got one 
hell of a whitewash job cut out for us if we're 
going to shuck that image. Plus, a lot of 
Earth Firstlers just won't go for it. And it 
only takes a few bad apples. 

Also, there might be some value in con- 
tinuing as is. To the extent that we bow to 
mainstream morals in deciding what we're 
willing to admit to, we allow the status quo 
to define the terms of the debate. Must 
monkeywrenching be banished to clandes- 
tine whispers among paranoid revolution- 
aries? Many people would not have, and 
will not hear about or consider 
monkeywrenching except that we sound 
off about it. I see another benefit to being 
noisy about sabotage. Any plant or infiltra- 
tor, looking at a mob singing "Bum That 
Dozer," is going to have a tough time distin- 
guishing the debutantes and tourists from 
the real wrenchers. It is a kind of camou- 
flage, even as it appears to be just a "boy 
scout panty raid." 

I don't mean to overlook the very real 
threat of retaliation that such a posture 
entails. Judi Bari can tell you about that. But 
if you can't take the pressure of being in a 
movement that advocates 
monkeywrenching, perhaps you should 
move on. I say this with some trepidation. I 
fear that Judi will leave, and I want her to 
stay with us. Buttellme one thing, Judi. You 
joined a movement that advocates 
monkeywrenching, and it has done so all 
this time. When, and where, did you think 
that was going to change? 

I have a question for both Mike and Judi: 
whence all this concern about the public 
image of Earth First!? Doubtless both of 
them have spent much more time doing 
outreach and PR and media than I have.

the Journal since the monkeywrenching hap- 
pened. We interpreted this to mean that die 
Tucson group did not consider the story to be as 
important as the clock tower article. This, com- 
bined with the fact that it came in after dead- 
line, and that parts of the fax were completely 
unreadable (we asked them to fax it again — it 
didn't help) led the staff to consider the item to 
be a low priority (the story is on page 28 of this 
issue). Apparently we made this decision while 
Freebird was not overseeing us. 

We do consider style in publishing the Jour- 
nal. Freebird may not have to worry about such 
pedestrian concerns with his lofty ideals, butwe 
do. But until now we have not gotten a single 
complaint that the Journal emphasizes style 
over substance. Not one. Freebird is quite the 
pioneer in this regard. Perhaps he would be 
happier if we put out a xeroxed wall of text, but 
most of our other subscribers probably would 
not, and the Journal would soon die. 

As to the statement that the Journal does not 
print articles on monkeywrenching actions: 
anyone who has read the Journal at all, from 
long before it moved to Eugene right up to the 
present knows that this assertion is totally 
idiotic. Every single issue in the lastyearhas had 
stories onmonkeywrenching actions, techniques, 
the strategy of wrenching as it affects CD cam- 
paigns, etc. That Freebird makes this statement 
at all tells me that he does not even read the 
paper. 

bi deciding whether to print an article, we 
have to consider it together with all the other 
stuff we receive. As should be obvious even to 
Freebird, we cannot print everything — we sim- 
ply do not have space. With monkeywrenching 
items, as with everything else, we have to make 
editorial decisions. We do not include every 
wrenching story we get; every item about the 
spray painting of a butcher shop's windows does 
not get printed. If you consider this to be censor- 
ship, then you are confused, or more likely 
ignorant of the way the Journal functions. The 
main reason there are not more wrenching 
stories in the paper is thatwe do notreceive very 
many. We are very much dependent on people 
submitting news items to us, and cannot know 
about actions unless someone tells us about 
them. Perhaps Freebird could better use his time 
collecting and submitting monkeywrenching 
stories than writing inaccurate, whining letters 
about problems which do not exist. — 

If (as Freebird seems to imply) our brave 
warrior brothers and sisters monkeywrench to 
get acknowledgment or break their sense of 
isolation (and I don't think they do), they are 
monkeywrenching for the wrong reasons.

Dear Hellraisers, 

Let's start off by considering that just over 
50% of the population now lives in the 30 
largest US metropolitan areas. These urban- 
ites and their political opinions taken as a 
whole are probably a key factor in determin- 
ing what policies and what laws ultimately 
get enforced. This is enough regional de- 
mocracy in national government that the 
attitudes of urban dwellers controls our 
wilderness policy, despite opposition from 
western Senators. In the western states, tour- 
ism and a flood of urban refugees into the 
Rockies is replacing extractive industries as 
a source of wealth and creating strong new 
money pressures for preservation. 

Given that most urban dwellers don't 
have any good reason not to be environ- 
mentally sympathetic, and given that many 
scientists are becoming alarmed, the poli- 


tics tends to favor stronger environmental 
protections, even among comfortable sub- 
urban Sierra Clubbers. However, with wil- 
derness issues, there is not a strong pocket- 
book link to generate a strong consensus as 
there is with gasoline costs or the cost of 
cable TV, where Congress acts quickly. En- 
vironmentalism is the type of cause that we 
can expect to attract broad support, but not 
both broad and deep support. The basis of 
broad class support for environmental is- 
sues is that all classes suffer to some degree. 

I argue that the amount of timber saved 
by direct actions per 
se is probably small by 
any reasonable calcu- 
lation in comparison 
with the final impact 
of such actions as re- 
flected in political 
opinion. Direct action 
is first reflected in the 
media as political sym- 
bolism, later filters 
down as public opin- 
ion, and finally 
evolves into federal 
wilderness policy. 

For an organization 
to be full of talented 
media sluts makes a 
whole lot of sense in 
this context. EF! is 
good, often brilliantly 
good, at show biz. 
However, if you're 
flashy enough to grab 
headlines, the coverage will soon be simpli- 
fied to illustrate an example of either good 
or evil. On the tube, environmentalists with 
strong opinions are going to get portrayed 
either as longhair idealists protecting 
Momma Nature or as obsessed Charles 
Manson terrorist types, without too many 
intervening shades of gray to confuse the 
viewer. Under these conditions, you can’t 
base your political career on even talking 
about fucking shit up very long without 
being successfully typecast as tenorists. In 
the past when EF! was a little blip on the 
radar screen of media coverage, it was pos- 
sible to get away with a lot more than now, 
when we have the feds and media reamed 
up, poised to seize any opportunity to dis- 
credit EF!. 

To me, the best path forward is for EF! to 
keep the moral high ground, to cultivate a 
romantic idealist image along the lines of 
thecivilrightsmovementof the 1960'swith 
policies based on militancy, on civil disobe- 
dience, and on those seemingly reasonable 
or symbolic infractions of law that are hard 
for the media to inflate and discredit. In 
other words, to consciously stick to with 
policy that is already the bread and butter of 
EF! anyhow, and which continues to achieve 
considerable political success, if reflected 
only in the numbers dfr£F!ers hanging in 
there, despite problems. Sound political 
policy is so important to successful organi- 
zation that these sort of issues deserve a lot 
of discussion. It is particularly important to 
hammer out some sort of ground rules when 
you have a bunch of autonomous groups 


scattered all over the US doing their own 
thing under one banner. 

I realize I haven't said anything that is 
terribly original up to this point, but I would 
like to end up by pointing out that there are 
many key environmental issues in metro- 
politan areas where the ultimately decisive 
number of people reside. One of the ways 
"class" struggles get played out in the Austin 
area is through environmental issues, and I 
suspect thisls increasingly true elsewhere. I 
see environmental referendums forced onto 
the ballot against the interests of real estate 
tycoons. I see the interaction of a spectrum 
of environmental groups that includes the 
Siena Club, through EF! civil disobedience, 
etc. Suburban nimbies and conservative 
middle dass taxpayers worried about the 
tax impact of developer bailouts are often 
strategic allies on united front issues. 

I don't believe Austin, Texas is excep- 
tional, except in the number of activists 
who participate. Everywhere capital oper- 
ates freely, it builds rings of suburban sprawl 
accompanied by economic and environ- 
mental devastation. Inmany cities, patterns 
of class conflict are surfacing as a side effect 
of urban sprawl, the political grip of a con- 
stellation of automobile-related interests, 
and land development profiteering. Mean- 
while, local examples of environmental rac- 
ism (arguably types of dass discrimination) 
are becoming strong issues in Austin. 

Urban environmental activism has cer- 
tain built-in advantages over work in more 
remote areas. Whenever urban residents 
hear of local activism based on money- 
related environmental issues they can sym- 
pathize with in their own everyday life and 
urban context, they become more inclined 
to support related actions centered in the 
forests. Lets work together to strengthen 
these important links.

Support for NREPA Continues to Grow 


Sponsorship of the Northern 
Rockies Ecosystem Protection Act, 

HR 2638, has grown to 58 members 
of the US House of Representatives, 
including twenty-five who chair 
House committees or subcommit- 
tees. On April 12, the House Na- 
tional Parks, Forests and Public Lands 
Subcommittee, chairedby Rep. Bmce 
Vento (D-MN) held a hearing on this 
first ever bioregional public lands 
bill. The subcommittee heard testi- 
mony frombill sponsor Rep. Carolyn 
Maloney (D-NY), Chief Floyd Heavy 
Runner of the Blackfeet Crazy Dogs 
Society, grizzly bear biologist Derek 
Craighead, Alliance for the Wild 
Rockies (AWR) Boardmember Carole 
King, and Sierra Club public lands 
director Debbie Sease. In an interest- 
ing twist, no representatives of in- 
dustry testified. 

There were several heated ex- 
changes during the hearing. Rep. 

Craig Thomas (R-WY) grilled 
Maloney about water rights and ecosystems, while Rep. Pat Williams (D-MT) 
shouted that she should worry about the Adirondacks. He repeatedly vented his 
anger at the full-page New York Times ad run by AWR and other groups opposing 
his wilderness bill. He said NREPA is bad policy and would lock up too many mining 
claims. Rep. Larry LaRocco (R-ID) said it would prevent 220 timber sales planned 
for Idaho roadless areas in the next five years. 

One of the surprises at the hearing was the negative testimony from the Montana 
Wilderness Association. They endorsed the Williams bill, while attacking NREPA. 
They falsely claimed that the maps for NREPA are 16 years out of date, and said its 
wilderness designations contain gravel pits, downhill ski areas, mines, clearcuts, 
and roads. This sabotage, designed to undermine the credibility of NREPA, 
appeared to have been rehearsed. But their negative approach was overwhelmed by 
testimony from pro-NREPA witnesses. 

Maloney made a strong statement about the need for NREPA. She defended her 
right to sponsor the bill and said part of the reason was that she didn't like the idea 
of people being bullied and threatened into not introducing the bill. 

Carole King spoke eloquently on behalf of the bill and entered into the record a 
summary of a Forest Service public opinion survey in the northern Rockies that 
found over two-thirds of the public in favor of more wilderness, absolutely no 
logging or roadbuilding in roadless areas, less roads, less motorized recreation and 
more attention to wildlife and endangered species. Derek Craighead spoke of the 


habitat needs of the grizzly bear and quoted from a letter to Congress from more 
than 50 top scientists and resource managers strongly supporting NREPA. Floyd 
Heavy Runner spoke briefly yet powerfully for NREPA and its protection for native 
cultures. He shocked Rep. Williams with the news that the Blackfeet tribal council 
had rescinded their endorsement of Williams' bill. Debbie Sease said the Sierra Club 
"strongly and enthusiastically endorses NREPA." She praised the strong scientific 
and economic foundation of the bill. 

NREPA detractors could bring up nothing very substantive, relying instead on 
props and attacks against AWR. The Forest Service and Interior Department testified 
in opposition to the bill, even though they hadn't studied it. 

The hearing was the second critical step towards eventual passage of NREPA, and 
very positive progress. A joint hearing will be held in May by the Agriculture and 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries Committees. Co-sponsorship continues to grow 
and there is no more talk of the bill being "dead on arrival." Support is growing 
nationally, and with a lot of hard work this bill can eventually become law. 

Williams Bill Heads For House Floor 

On March 23, the House Natural Resources Committee passed Rep Williams' 
Montana "Wilderness" Act, sending the bill to the floor of the House for a vote as 
early as mid- April. The bill designates about 1 . 7 million acres as wilderness (mostly 
high elevation "rock and ice"), but would release over four million acres of 
inventoried and non-inventoried roadless lands for development. The bill contains 
an "Ecosystem Study" for the northern Rockies, defined only as federal lands in the 
state of Montana. It provides no interim protection for these lands during the study, 
which is to be coordinated by the Clinton Administration. The bill contains some 
"special management" areas, which allow logging, and it reserves no federal water 
rights for wilderness areas. Livestock grazing is allowed in all the areas designated 
by the bill, including wilderness areas. 

Apparently some committee members didn't even know what they were voting 
on. After the markup, one Congresswoman was heard to ask her aide, "What is 
release language?" 

Sources in Washington say that Williams insisted that release language be 
included in the bill, and his recent statements make it clear that this bill is a virtual 
wish list for the timber and mining industries. 

"I have accommodated the mining companies every single time they have come 
to us," Williams said recently. "With no exceptions." He said his bill could be a 
"boon" for mining companies. He has also stated, "This bill won't cost a single 
Montana job. Timber industry jobs in Montana are going down the drain in part 
because we can't get a wilderness bill passed." 

Call Rep. George Miller, Chairman of the House Natural Resources Committee at 
(202) 225-2095; or at the Natural Resources Committee office (202) 225-2761. Urge 
him to lead the defeat of the Williams and LaRocco bills in his committee. If we 
continue to put the pressure on, we can save these forests and put an end to 
Congressionally mandated sacrifice zones! Please get the word out — time is short

Wrong. Virtually all the construction jobs inherent in these projects go to big-city firms. 
There are already numerous empty industrial parks all over the northwest-financed by 
lottery funds. Of course, this begs the question of why, if the timber barons have been such 
good masters for these communities all along, isn't there a suitable infrastructure already 
in place? 

And now the commercial fishing industry that has been hard hit by logging's destruction 
of fish habitat also wants in on the transition funds. Hey, do you suppose they can build 
industrial parks on reefs? 

Movement Maneuvers n 

As has been the case, the forest movement is divided on how to respond. Some from the 
national groups praised Option 9 from the beginning. Others see it as flawed and have 
sought to "improve" it. And, as in the case of last fell's Deal of Shame, some (led by SCLDF) 
bray that "we're too weeeak" to challenge the plan and should accept it as the best we can 
get. Since, if we protest too successfully, that gives Hatfield et al the cover they need to pass 
sufficiency. (Give in to blackmail once and...) 

Considerable time and energy has been put into proposals to bring the grassroots and 
nationals into a coalition to work to change the timber paradigm. It all seems, however, to 
just throw more light on the historical splits. At the same time they endorse a no-entry into 
roadless areas position, the Sierra Club, in their inside-the-Beltway wisdom, can support the 
Williams Montana Wilderness (Destruction) Bill. 

The Natural Resources Defense Council (NRDC) recently leaned heavily on Alaska 
activists not to file ESA petitions, citing, once again, the sufficiency bogeyman — some 
threat, given that Senator Ted Stevens already has succeeded in exempting Alaska from new 
fish habitat management rules (PACFISH). NRDC was even given $40,000 to facilitate the 
very listing they suppressed! NRDC's head also recently crowed that "we broke the back of 
green opposition to NAFTA." With friends like these... 

light at the End of the Clearcut 

But there’s been a dramatic rise in support for the Zero Cut option. At virtually all recent 
gatherings of forest activists, Zero Cut (as espoused by the Native Forest Council) gets 
around 75 percent support. Unfortunately, that doesn't meet the lofty heights of lowest 
common denominator consensus. So to accommodate the 25 percent not-ready-for-zero- 
cut players in the attempts to j oin the nationals and grassroots, roundabout efforts to reform 
the agencies and shift the burden of proof are the common rallying points. If truly 
implemented, such reforms would amount to Zero Cut — the old, if it looks, walks and 
quacks like a duck, etc. 


The Real Deal 

Last fall I wrote, "rumor has it that Weyerhaeuser, the national groups, the foundations 
and Clinton cut a deal. The deal would have the timber industry fume about the lower 
federal cut. The final EIS would then be modified with a higher cut level. The national groups 
scream loud and clear and threaten suit. Which leads to the final being Option 9. All sides 
than claim a bitter compromise" [See Samhain, 1993, EFJ]. 

Interestingly enough, the day after SCLDF abandoned the injunction (fulfilling the 
nationals' end of the Faustian bargain), Weyerhaeuser CEO Jack Creighton went public, 
stating, "We support Option 9 and whatever means it takes to achieve it." 

Why, one might ask? Well, the administration exempted Weyerhaeuser lands from Rule 
40, which requires a 70-acre no-cut circle to be left around any owl sites on private lands. 
So Weyerhaeuser can cut away on the land they paid an average $6 per acre for while smaller 
private owners who paid up to $1000 per acre are required to bear the burden of habitat 
protection. 

Clever indeed. The national groups maintain their vaunted "access" with the adminis- 
tration. The small owners are left to take their anger out on local activists. Weyerhaeuser 
continues to liquidate and export its holdings, laughing all the way to the bank as their 
competitors are driven under. 

President Bubba learned his lesson way back in 1980. In his first term as Arkansas 
Governor he had taken on Weyerhaeuser over clearcutting in the Ozarks, and the big 
chicken farmers who were fouling (fowling) Arkansas rivers. He ran for reelection and lost. 
Bubba tried again four years later, but this time he was a changed man. Tyson Farms (the 
nation's largest chicken producer) and the timber giants were now his allies. 

The Siege Is On 

What this all means for EF! activists is that if Option 9 is implemented or when the new 
Hatfield "Rider from Hell" occurs — anything other than a continued or new injunction or 
mandated protection — it's back to the trenches. It means appealing every timber sale, 
mounting boycotts AND it may mean a return of westside blockades. 

And the absolute worst part of it all is that if logging is successfully stopped in the 
remaining westside ancient forest ecosystems, then the devastation will surely increase in 
the eastside forests from the Cascades to Colorado. As if these areas aren't in just as bad or 
worse shape due to mismanagement by the same timber-toadying agencies. 

The return to the owl forest blockades also means continuing the eastside efforts, which 
will spread people thin. So every possible tactic to enlarge the movement must be 
implemented. It's time to pick a piece and persevere. May the Forest be with you. It's now 
or never.

The workshop continued in fulminating bombastic rhetoric toward the 
irresistible topic of "Direct Action." Whereas Civil Disobedience can be "direct" 
or "symbolic," Direct Action means just what it says. It need not involve break- 
ing the law, although our Nation's most famous Direct Action, the Boston Tea 
Party, was both direct and disobedient As always, the question arose concerning 
just when a citizen can justify breaking the law and when he or she is obliged to 
continue to work within the framework established by traditional social mores 
and legal restraints. And, as always, the question was and is basically 
unresolvable. Socrates took one position; John Locke another; and Ghandi and 
King carved out a third philosophical niche. 

In the final analysis, after all the blah, blah, blah, it comes down to personal 
choice, the reality being that most of the citizenry will never approve of active 
disobedience, except in a historical context. All one may conclude is that rebels 
tend to rebel, conformists tend to conform, and rarely the twain shall meet. 

As the meeting wound down, a member of the audience posed the question 
of what to do when even Non-Violent Civil Disobedience and/or Direct Action 
doesn't produce the desired result. People stirred uneasily as he used the 
dreaded "M" word (monkeywrenching), at which point somebody else stood up 
and closed that avenue of discussion by proclaiming that the workshop was 
over, and we started to file out of the auditorium. Seizing the moment, and not 
even bothering to introduce myself or ask the time of day, I 
grabbed my button-wearing neighbor by the shoulder and 
announced: "I love your button. I must have it, no matter 
the cost!// __ 

, Maybeit was the fire in my eyes>Maybe it was the drool 
OTTmy lips. Maybe he was just a nice guy. In any event, 
he recognized Direct Action when he saw it 

"Here," he said. "It's yours."

Prince William Sound Five Years Later ...

After that, everything went to hell. 

During the next six months, I saw more dead and 
dying. animals than most people see in an entire 
lifetime, t saw Knight Passage turned into a city of 
10,000 Exxon employees in a wilderness that had 
never experienced more than twenty human beings at 
any one time over the last 10,000 years. I saw hump- 
back whales surfacing and blowing in a rainbow 
sheen; I saw sleek and graceful sea otters grotesquely 
contorted as they drowned in what had only moments 
before been their nurturing home; I saw thousands of 
seabirds, unrecognizable in their slimy coatings of 
viscous crude, thrown into huge piles on the beach 
and burned. Hell is not a pretty place. 

But now it's five years later and Exxon wants us to 
believe the oil is gone, the Sound is healed and there 
is no lasting effect from "the Valdez spill." Like hell 
there isn't! 

On the fifth anniversary of the Exxon Valdez Oil 
Spill, I can go to at least six different beaches in Prince 
William Sound where I can still’ put my hand into 
liquid, smelly oil lying in pockets just below the 
surface. In some places, asphalt coats the rocks and tide 
rack, and lies in clumps among the boul- 
ders and kelp fronds in the intertidal 
zone. Offshore, rocky outcrops that once 
were crowded with screaming kittiwakes, 
barking harbor seals and Stellar sea lions 
basking in the sun are now eerily silent 
andbarren. Wave-battered shorelines that 
were, once crusty with barnacles, peri- 
winkles and limpets are n ow simply rocky, 
devoid of visible life forms other than 
algae and mosses. 

To be honest, much of Prince William 
Sound appears as it once was. Sea otters float on their 
backs and dandle their young in the kelp beds, sea 
birds drift in graceful arcs through the startlingly blue 
sky and orcas sport amid the reflections of tidewater 
glaciers. "Though much has been lost, much remains, 
though much has been lost." 

The fact is that the Exxon Valdez Oil Spill began on 
March 24, 1989 and is still, to this moment, oozing its 
way through the food chain and biological systems of 
this fragile environment Even Exxon oil must obey 
the law of gravity, as it slides down the long incline 
from the rocky shores of Knight Island, Perry Island, 
Green Island andNaked Island, slowly working its way 
through gravel, sand, and organic sediments, being 


consumed by microbe, bacteria, crustacean, bivalve, 
halibut, cod, salmon, orca, humpback, kittiwake, 
glaucus gull, bald eagle, brown bear, deer, and even, at 
the top of the heap, by humans, old Homo sap himself. 
But ironically and tragically, not Exxon Homo sap. 

The pink salmon run, on which many of the human 
inhabitants of Prince William Sound depend, has 
failed for the last two years, as has the normally 
dependable herring spawn. Harbor seal and Stellar sea 
lion numbers have diminished up to 90% in some 
areas. One third of the orcas have disappeared from 
their pods, breaking up the delicate social structure of 
these wolves of the sea. Entire colonies of seabirds have 
failed to reproduce. 

Early days ago, as the Real People say, Prince William 
Sound was inhabited by the Chugachmiut, a maritime 
people who paddled their slender qayaq through the 
gentle waters, hunted whales solo with slate-tipped 
spears and lived in small villages between the waters 
and the dark spruce forests. They hadn't lived there 
very long by worldly standards, only about 8,000 years 
or so, but they had managed to evolve a lifestyle 
uniquely suited to this varied landscape, a lifestyle 
intimately tied to innua, the spirit that moves through 
all things. 

Each ani- 
mal, plant, 
pool, stream, 
glacier, 
mountain, 
and human 
contained a 
spirit, aspirit 
that was 
alive, watch- 
ful, aware, 
andtalkedto 

the humans. Every moment in the life of a 
Chugachmiut was suffused in meaning, every action 
took account of innua and took place in a continuum 
of relationships between the human and the spirit 
world. The strength and self-identity of the 
Chugachmiut was intricately bound with the strength 
of the spirit of the animal world in which he or she 
lived. 

Today we talk of Native subsistence as if it were a 
quaint way of going to the grocery store, somewhat 
archaic, out of step with the modem world, but 
necessary to preserveforsomeunspedfied, butvaguely 
romantic reason. We understand that the Exxon Valdez 
Oil Spill disrupted Native subsistence in Prince Will- 


iam Sound because many animals were killed and the 
people couldn't hunt and fish for a while because of 
the presence of the oil. 

But we don't understand. In 1989, the remaining 
Chugachmiutof Prince William Soundsawtheirworld 
utterly destroyed. When they saw seals and sea lions 
coated with oil, when they saw mussel beds and 
tidepools drowned in oil, when they saw oil covering 
salmon spawning streams and estuaries, seal rookeries 
and sea otter kelp beds, they saw their innua drowned, 
hopelessly fouled and smashed on the rocks of Prince 
William Sound. Not only could they no longer eat the 
once bountiful plant and animal resources they had 
depended on for ages, but they had images in their 
heads of the basis for their spiritual strength and 
identity fouled with the stench of Exxon oil. It was as 
if we had seen a combination of Safeway and the 
Sistine Chapel full to the rafters with Exxon crude. 

And to further the process, in order to survive, Alaska 
Natives were forced to take jobs with Exxon on the 
clean-up, which further pulled them into the Western 
money economy, and dragged them further from 
their traditional subsistence roots. In the! aftermath, 
the Chugachmiut are forced to deal with Exxon law- 
yers, propaganda flacks and government toadies in an 
attempt to gain a modicum of monetary recompense, 
in return for a lifestyle forever lost;. 

The only lesson of the Exxon Valdez Oil Spill on this, 
its fifth anniversary, is don't ever let if happen again. 
Once the oil is out of its container, be it tanker, pipeline 
or car exhaust pipe, it can never be put back in. Oil was 
bom deep in the bowels of the earth, capped by 
impervious layers of rock and soil, never intended to 
see the light of the post-Triassic world. We have 
opened the Pandora's Box, uncapped the Jinn's bottle, 
unleashed the Hounds of Hell. 

On March 24, 1989, the scream of metal on rock was 
the cry of Prince William Sound, calling out to her 
human spirit brothers and sisters to save something of 
what is left of this once-pristine land, this Alaska, this 
Earth. The tankers still cleave the waters of Prince 
William Sound, limping into Port Valdez with cracked 
hulls, laboring motors, overworked crews. The termi- 
nal facility at Valdez still spews more benzene, ethyl- 
ene, toluene and xylene into the air and water of 
Prince William Sound than any industrial site north of 
Los Angeles. And Exxon suits sit smugly in their 
penthouse offices in Dallas, secure in the knowledge 
that their billions of dollars of yearly profits are guar- 
anteed by their hired lackeys and compliant politi- 
cians in that quaint northern colony called Alaska.

Video by Gene Bemofsky

Video Director Gene Bemofsky has just come out with A River Cries, his fifth 
expose on mining in Montana. A River Cries focuses on two Montana gold 
mining projects: Zortman-Landusky, currently being operated by the Canadian 
firm Pegasus, and another, designated "7-Up Pete," currently being planned by 
Phelps-Dodge. 

The film's most frightening images are aerial shots of Zortman-Landusky, 
which is adjacent to the Fort Belknop Indian Reservation. One look at the lunar 
landscape of Zortman-Landusky, in contrast to the forests directly alongside, 
should convince anyone that human beings will never be able to repair some 
forms of environmental damage. 

The poisoning of water on nearby lands by the cyanide heap-leaching process 
used at Zortman-Landusky is described in the video by Joe Azure. Azure is an 
Assinboine active with Red Thunder, a Native American group working to close 
the mines. 

Bemofsky presents Zortman-Landusky as a warning. The same cyanide heap- 
leaching process is proposed at the 7-Up Pete Mine near Lincoln, MT, not far 
from the headwaters of the Blackfoot River. This proposal calls for cyanide 
heap-leaching pads to be built within 400 yards of the river! 

The Blackfoot is famous because of Robert Redford's film version of Norman 
McClean's fly fishing memoir A River Runs Through It (The working title of 
Bemofsky's video was A Sewer Runs Through It.) Bemofsky hopes that the 
recognition from the film may help save the river from the mine proposed by 
Phelps-Dodge. 

Even without the mine, the river needs help. It has been labeled one of 
America's most threatened rivers. The MiUtown Dam, where the Blackfoot flows 
into the Clark Fork, is one of America's largest Superfund sites. An unimagin- 
able horror of heavy metals is being flushed down from Annaconda Copper's 
operations in Butte. Old mines seep acid waste into the Blackfoot's headwaters. 
A recent flood that washed mine tailings into the river killed fish along a ten 
mile stretch. The video images of rust-colored add mine waste from the aban- 
doned Mike Horse Mine flowing into a tributary of the Blackfoot is disturbing. 

Recent efforts to mitigate damage from old mines around the river's headwa- 
ters will mean little if the Phelps-Dodge mine goes through. The proposed mine 
will be two-thirds the size of the massive Berkley Pit in Butte which is currently 
filling up with a witches brew of heavy metals destined to poison that city's 
ground water. The same thing will happen near Lincoln. 

The Montana Constitution has strong language on the redamation and 
restoration of mined land, but it has never been enforced. Montana has never 
been known to deny any major corporation a mining permit. Bemofsky be- 
lieves that the Phelps-Dodge proposal can be stopped by dtizens simply de- 
manding strict enforcement of the State's constitution. There is no way to dean 
up the poisons created or restore the land devastated by cyanide heap-leaching. 

Gene Bemofsky's ultimate goal is a moratorium on all new mining in Mon- 
tana until all the land destroyed by over a hundred years of mining is re- 
daimed. 

Bemofsky has established a tax-exempt organization, World Wide Film 
Expedition, for the production and dissemination of videos on mining in 
Montana. He hopes to expand his focus to produce new videos on mining in 
Canada, Idaho and Wyoming as well. His previous video, Undermining the 
Yellowstone has been instrumental in the fight to stop a massive goldmine 
proposed for the border of Yellowstone National Park by Noranda Mining.

The forests of North America are suffering from an anthropogenic disease: 
dearcutting. Clearcut— The Tragedy of Industrial Forestry is one hundred-eighty pages of 
pictures of the most disgusting dearcuts on Earth. Everyone who has seen this book is 
repulsed by the photographs. Washed out roads — resembling a bleeding Earth— cut 
into a mountain in Oayoquot Sound. Swaths of once thriving forests cut from horizon 
to horizon in Oregon, British Columbia and Washington. Former boreal forest dearcuts 
that look like a bomb testing range from the skidder marks. Beautiful dedduous forests 
in the fall contrasted with a waste land just a short distance away. There is even a photo 
of NopimingProvindal Park in Manitoba, with a gaping wound brought to you by 
Abitibi-Price Inc World War in has come, but this time it's against the Earth. 

Clearcut is not just a picture book It contains essays on everything from forestry 
critiques to the deep, long-range ecology movement Most important of all, Clearcut 
presents new ways of thinking about the natural world and explores alternatives such as 
ecoforestry. Not only does Clearcut tear a strip off industrial forestry, but it also offers a 
way out, a hope for the fixture. New forestry techniques that respect and sustain a forest 
can produce enough jobs and "resources" for our vital needs if you remove the profits 
for large multi-national corporations. 

Qearcut also exposes the economic myths of dearcutting. Our governments are 
subsidizing the destruction through land give-aways, low stumpage fees, and road 
building. We are paying for the destruction of our forests through our tax dollars. 
Industry funded "Share" groups try to tell workers that environmentalists have caused 
massive job loss within the forest industry, but it is mechanization which is responsible 
for the job losses. Union and industry dependent towns axe being exploited by multi- 
national corporations out for short-term profit 

Qearcut is the coffee table book of the radical environmental movement We can 
finally show people what we have been talking about for years. Clearcut is all the proof 
needed to show our sotiety the destruction of the natural world. There is now no 
denying that industrial forestry practices are truly unsustainable — environmentally, 
economically and socially. Do we have the vision and the will to prevent an ecological 
catastrophe? I truly hope this book will inspire many people to take action in defense of 
the forests.

AffighttoHow! - The Movie

A Night to Howl, the video by Andy Caffrey, has its flaws, certainly, yet I believe it is 
an accurate statement of the Warrior Poets Society and Earth First! (at the moment). 

It is a little uneven at first, but it soon settles into a rhythm that gets progressively 
stronger with each performance. Chicago Slam, LA beatnik, and other styles of poetry 
are mixed in with rap, Celtic harp, and good-natured banjo tunes. Each performer got 
off at least one good piece, usually more, and the variety kept it from getting boring. 

Video is a new medium for poets. So it's no surprise that a poetry video would have a 
few rough edges. It's surprising that it's as good as it is. 

What is it about? On a primal level it's about language. Deep down in the basement, 
however, where language lives, there are things — so it's also about things: living things. 

Rough, tough punk rock bears coexist here with babies about to be bom, and 
unsatisfied sperm. Wolves moving into former territories, fat bodies looking to 
discorporate, space shuttles and ghost towns and sweat lodges all make an appearance. 

Although my own performance was never better than competent, several performers 
turned out to be masterful showmen (and women). In feet, you may be surprised when 
you see this. It has a down home flavor to it, as if most of the performers knew each 
other (which, in feet, they do). 

This tape is like a family album, and will no doubt keep its freshness and originality 
when video poetry becomes as polished as, say, MTV. 

If you want to see for yourself (and I hope you do) a bunch of retro poets whooping it 
up on stage, buy this tape for $25 from the Warrior Poets Society.

In the pre-dawn hours of May 12, 
our people were up and moving. 
Loading the five concrete 55-gallon 
drums (which we learned how to 
construct from guidelines in the 
Eostar EF! Journal) labeled 'Freon 12' 
and 'Freon 113' and embellished with 
a DuPont logo, we were almost ready 
to go. "Have we forgotten anything?" 
The cameras were loaded, the barri- 
cades and signs loaded up, everyone 
had a seat in a car or truck. The eight 
vehicles were packed to the hilt and 
we were running a bit late. 

One has to wonder — are we already 
too late? Are the effects of ozone 
layer destruction sponsored by 
DuPont aiready too pronounced to 
hope for recovery? Are our efforts 
futile? Don't stop to wonder too 
long, the world waits for no one. This 
was the day that international 
corporate multi-mega polluter 
DuPont was rolling into our 
bioregion with its industrial 
greenscam bicycle race — the Tour 



DuPont. And this is the day that 

Katuah Earth First! chose to bring a 
message — Detour DuPont — into the 
public arena. An arena clouded by 
the overhyped bicycle follies, with 
corporate megadeath sponsorship 
stamped all over it. 


The public seemed somehow 
oblivious to the obvious and in dire 
need of alert. Perhaps increased UVB 
rays were massively affecting people's 
thinking abilities, or perhaps it comes

California Gnatcatcher Delisted

On May 2, 1994, the California gnatcatcher was stripped 
of its threatened status by US District Court Judge Stanley 
Sporking. The decision stems from a lawsuit filed in 1992 
by Orange County's Tollway Agencies (a public agency) 
and the Southern California 
Building Industry Association, 
which represents almost 2,000 
developers. The decision sets a 
terrible precedent that undermines the 
role of the scientific process within the 
Endangered Species Act. 

The gnatcatcher is one of more than 100 
species found in the coastal sage scrub ecosystem 
that are threatened with extinction. The songbird 
was listed as threatened instead of endangered to give 
California's Natural Communities Conservation Planning 
(NCCP) program a chance. NCCP is a voluntary (yes, 
voluntary) multi-species habitat conservation plan de- 
signed to protect coastal sage scrub. More that 85 percent 
of the presettlement coastal sage scrub has been cleared 
for agriculture and development and much of what 
remains is degraded. More than 50 percent of the 
remaining coastal sage scrub could be paved under 
the NCCP program. It should be pointed out that so far, no 
projects have been stopped because of the gnatcatcher 
listing. Southern California developers have again demon- 
strated their unwillingness to preserve even a small assem- 
blage of the region's biological diversity. 

The basis of the building industry lawsuit centered on the 
US Fish and Wildlife Service's (FWS) refusal to provide the 
land rape industries with the raw data of studies by orni- 


thologist Johnathon Atwood, whose 85-page status review 
of the gnatcatcher had been the basis of the Natural 
Resources Defense Council petition to list the bird. 

Atwood, as part of his doctoral research, had docu- 
mented the specific and interspecific differences found 
among black-capped, black-tailed and California gnat- 
catchers. Due to inappropriate statistical methodology, 
Atwood had at first incorrectly delimited the range of the 
northernmost subspecies of the California gnatcatcher. 
After reviewers questioned his methodology, Atwood re- 
analyzed his data and reversed his previous conclusion. 
These results were peer-reviewed and subsequently pub- 
lished in a scientific journal, and were 
included in the appendix of the 
gnatcatcher petition. 

The developers, grasping for 
/M straws when the gnatcatcher 
petition was filed, jumped on 
this seeming inconsistency and 
demanded that the FWS hand over 
the raw data Atwood used in these studies. 
Besides being utterly unprecedented, this was 
impossible for FWS. They rely on final reports for 
their listing decisions, and did not even have the raw 
data to disclose! 

Of course, if the developers were truly sincere about 
their desire for this raw data they could easily have col- 
lected it themselves. Atwood had made his measurements 
from stuffed gnatcatchers obtainable at the Smithsonian 
in Washington, DC. But they were more interested in legal 
technicalities than science, and in 1992 sued the FWS for 
their failure to provide that which they didn't have.

Sainte Maguerite-3 
BLOCKADED! 

from the Caribou Affinity Group 

On May 29, 1994, the Coalition for 
Nitassinan established Le Camp de 
Paix (Peace Camp) on the access road 
leading to Hydro-Quebec's Sainte 
Marguerite dam project on the North 
Shores of the St. Lawrence River, in 
Southeast Quebec. HQ began con- 
structing the access road and a camp 
for dam construction crews on April 
18, 1994. The SM-3 project, so named 
because it is the third dam complex 
clogging up the flow of the St. Mar- 
guerite River, would create a huge 
reservoir, drowning an area of 450 sq. 
km. Hydro-Quebec then plans to 
divert two tributaries of the nearby 
Moisie River, North America's most 
pristine Atlantic salmon river, to fill 
the SM-3 reservoir. The diversion of 
the Caarheil and Pekans tributaries 
would reduce the flow of the Moisie 
by up to one half. 

The Coalition for Nitassinan, made 
up of traditional Innu from several 
communities as well as some non- 
native people, has been struggling to 
stop this project in its tracks for several 
years. The Innu have been living in 
Nitassinan (an Innu word meaning, 
"our land") for 9,000 years, and have 
never ceded it to any government. It is 
home to caribou and black bear, ducks 
and loons, northern shorebirds, 
porcupine, and vast uncut acadian 
forests. 

The Coalition for Nitassinan needs 
all the help they can get in struggling 
against such a multinational power as 
Hydro-Quebec. The struggle is a 
complicated one, especially since the 
Band Council of Uashat and Mani- 
Utenam, the two Innu communities 
most directly affected by the project, 
has effectively been bought out by 
HQ. The Band Council has pulled 
numerous strings to weaken the cause 
of the Coalition for Nitassinan. For 
example, the Innu have an injunction 
in place against them that makes any 
protest against SM-3 (even such things 
as having meetings to discuss their 
present situation) illegal. 

In response to the Coalition's call for 
an international presence, a group of 
fifteen non-native activists arrived in 
Mani-Utenam on May 25, 1994. 
Within a few days, most of the group 
accompanied several Innu families, 
including elders and children, into the 
bush to erect the Peace Camp and 
serve as international observers at the

Our radio just brought the news: 
the famous "Dwyer injunction" on 
logging in spotted owl habitat in the 
Pacific Northwest has been lifted. The 
environmental groups that brought 
the lawsuit and won what was per- 
haps the greatest legal victory in our 
struggle to prot ect remaining ancient 
forests, supported the removal of the 
injunction. These groups assure the 
rest of us that it's all a part of their 

strategy to everi f uaUvn btain even 

more pr otecti on; but that won't help 
the west slope of 
Mount Grayback in 
the Siskiyous of 
southern Oregon, 
about to be logged as 
the Sugarloaf timber 
sale, or the steep 
slopes of Warner 
Creek. The surrender 
of the Dwyer injunc- 
tion by these groups, 
together with controversy over the 
level of control exercised by funders, 
has thrown the once fairly unified 
ancient forest activist community into 
turmoil. For myself, it has reawakened 
a long-simmering train of thought to 
which I shall subject you in these 
hallowed columns of text. 

All the current brouhaha over 
ancient forest politics is really irrel- 
evant on a certain level. Whether the 
issue is ancient forests, desert open pit 
mining, livestock grazing, or any of 
myriad other problems, consumerism 
really is the bottom line; it's what 
drives the machines of destruction If 
we continue our fractionated, inch- 
by-inch approach to wilderness 
protection, we will never catch up. 
There are far too few of us to keep up 
with the snowballing momentum of 
destruction. Deep, radical changes in 
the dominant lifestyle must occur 
before wilderness will truly be safe, 
and we need to start with our own 
lives. We need to look for ways in 


which we can unplug from the 
"system", while maintaining the 
ability to do our work. 

An article by Donald Snow in the 
latest issue of the "Utne Reader" on 
the Wise Use movement made a 
salient point: the success of the "Wise 
Guys" is largely due to the environ- 
mental movement's failure to address 
the issue of livelihood in any mean- 
ingful way. Mainstream groups are 
telling ranchers that they need to 
learn to serve espresso to tourists, 

while anarchists are 
preaching the virtues 
of freight-hopping 
and dumpster-diving 
to families caring for 
small children. 

People need concrete, 
realistic examples if 
we expect them to 
consider changing 
their lifestyles. 

Continuing a dependency on the 
industrial economy (at a lower wage), 
or living on the cast-asides of ram- 
pant consumerism are not sustainable 
answers. 

There is a distinction between 
activism as a full-time endeavor and 
activism as a part of living. I think we 
need more of the latter. Often there is 
tension between back-to-the-land 
farmer types and the more urban- 
centered activists. Activists are frus- 
trated by the unwillingness of 
lifestyle-oriented folks to get political. 
Those who devote their time to 
subsistence living often accuse activ- 
ists of being too negative, or of failing 
to help construct a new model of 
living. Both of these avenues are valid; 
they are simply different forms of 
activism. In these dark times, tending 
a garden can be a revolutionary act. 
The fact is, we need each other! 

We are engaged in a very long-term 
struggle with many immediate short- 
term needs. Environmental activists

tend to focus on the short-term (let's 
stop this timber sale or pass this 
legislation), while lifestyle activists try 
to find long-term solutions. We must 
recognize and embrace subsistence 
lifestyle models, and in turn, lifestyle 
activists must recognize the impor- 
tance of fighting to keep ecosystems 
intact until long-term changes take 
place. Keep a shovel in one hand and 
a monkeywrench in the other! 

What we need is more people to 
stand up and refuse to swallow the 
bullshit. We need more folks renounc- 
ing the consumerist lifestyle and 
clearing the path toward sustainable 
living. We need less of the "I have 
found the right path and you are just 
an unenlightened toad" attitude that 
some activists hold toward other 
activists working on different strate- 
gies.

Revolutionary Ecology is a term used by some 
front-line earth activists to help define their posi- 
tion, commitment, and guile in dealing with the 
problems besieging the planet and all of its inhabit- 
ants. This is by no means a definitive or conclusive 
piece concerning an ecosophical position of Revolu- 
tionary Ecology. Hopefully, this will open up a 
debate that may help if we are going to effectively 
continue the evolutionary potential of life on earth. 
This is not intended to be an academic treatise 
simply because it was not conjured up in a pro- 
grammed university setting and written by a profes- 
sor; this comes from the field. In this case, "field" 
means the place, be it a wilderness area, corporate 
board office or the streets where direct action takes 
place. 

So what is the concept of Revolutionary Ecology? 
Simplistically, ecology is the interrelationship of 
organisms and their environment (or studies 
thereof) and the term revolutionary means causing 
a very great change. In essence, Revolutionary 
Ecology is based on the assumption that all the 
conditions and circumstances affecting the develop- 
ment of life must be drastically changed if they are 
not in synchronization with the continuation of life 
itself. 

Revolutionary Ecology is part of an attempt, not 
only to define that assumption, but to foster an 
implementation in a direction that furthers the 
continuation of existence for all species to harmoni- 
ously live on earth. As Revolutionary Ecologists we 
are failures if we try to promote less. To be a Revolu- 
tionary Ecologist, one must move beyond theories 
and put principles into practice. 

But what are we assuming? In writing this com- 
municative article I am assuming that those who 
read this are folks disillusioned and angry with the 
current condition of life on earth: ozone layer 
depletion, extinction of species, the end of evolu- 
tionary potential, utter collapse of life support 


systems, abhorrent multinationalism, industrialism, 
and an elite few that control the digestive tracts of 
the many leading people into desperation, despon- 
dency and utter degradation while our planet and 
all living things suffer. 

Deep Ecology leads us to accept that all life is 
equal (a biocentric or ecocentric point of view). 
Social Ecology teaches to terminate society's hierar- 
chical structures in order to find ecological sanity 
between nature and society. Revolutionary Ecology

may be the synthesis of the two.* Other points jump 
up that must be made. Ecofeminism explains the 
connections between the domination of women 
and the domination of nature. Revolutionary 
unionism details class struggle with the analysis that 
all of us who work for others who profit from our 
labor are "wage slaves" and that the employing and 
working classes have nothing in common. Revolu- 
tionary Ecology recognizes that all forms of life are 
equal and practices of domination (which runs the 


gamut from homophobia to racism to speciesism, 
etc.) are part of a control pattern that leads to the 
exploitation of all life forms, which includes our 
living, breathing planet: Gaia. An injury to one is an 
injury to all. 

We must understand that everything is inter- 
connected. Multinational corporations that globally 
set up puppet governments in conjunction with 
military/industrial states (from the USA to Guate- 
mala and hell and back) have a very direct relation- 
ship with the extinction of species and the subjuga- 
tion of human beings for their profit motives. To 
the multinationals, we, all species, and the earth are 
viewed as resources to be gobbled up in their 
hideous nightmare of profit margins. Ecocide and 
genocide are quite profitable. 

If some of the problems have been identified, how 
do we then begin to implement solutions to the 
dilemma? Alexis de Tocqueville wrote of the French 
Revolution that the old regime ended when popular 
forces coalesced in a "powerful movement of 
reform." Although coalescence is definitely neces- 
sary, what is reform? Is our purpose to reform a 
hierarchical structure, such as the Forest Service or 
other governmental agencies, or should we be 
working for the disbanding of all agencies that 
"MANage" life? Revolutionary Ecology is a vision for 
the negation of any type of management. Manage- 
ment leads to domination and the subsequent loss 
of biological diversity through the manipulation of 
control and power. This is hard for many liberals 
and reformists to swallow because it forces them to 
confront their worldview. If the reform measure 
itself, however, prevents the extinction of a species 
or stops an imminent holocaust even temporarily, 
then we must work with the reformists toward this 
end. 

So how can we coalesce and implement our 
assumptions into a powerful movement? We need 
to make connections and links to others in the 
various struggles who are consciously battling forms 
of repression. As earth advocates who realize evolu- 
tionary potential, we must explain our ecocentric 
view to others in the various movements while 
radicalizing the liberals and reformers in both the 
environmental and social change movements. 
Symbiotically all sides must try and understand the 
views we are each presenting for a holistic compre- 
hension of how things work on earth. When a

Dear Fellow Riffraff, 

Imagine this scene: you are in bed asleep 
at 4 am, and suddenly you wake up to the 
sound of a door crashing open and someone 
yelling very loudly. You open your eyes and 
see a gun pointing right in your face. The 
person holding the gun is shouting your 
name and telling you to get out of bed. 
There are several men standing over you 
with guns ready, and the man whose gun is 
in your face is telling you that you're under 
arrest. You're forced out of bed naked, dress 
quickly at gunpoint, and are whisked out of 
your house and into a police car. You are 
charged with a crime which you know noth- 
ing about, and then thrown in jail. You are 
told you have been denied bail because you 
are deemed a flight risk and a menace to 
society. Eventually, after several months in 
jail, and limited contact with your friends 
and family, you go to trial. The prosecution 
reveals surprise manufactured evidence, you 
are found guilty of a felony you never com- 
mitted and are sentenced to several years in 
prison. 

Sound farfetched? Something like this 
could only happen in the third world? No 
way it could happen to you? Think again. 

Although I've always appreciated people 
in the EF! movement for their willingness to 
discuss taboos, one subject that is rarely 
talked about is PRISON. Maybe we're afraid 
of thinking and talking about it because 
deep down most of us know we could end 
up there at any time. Even if you've never 
monkeywrenched or blockaded or even 


smoked a joint — if you're an activist, espe- 
cially a hardcore radical environmentalist, 
you're at risk. You easily could be framed for 
a crime you didn't commit, or imprisoned 
on trumped up charges. Look at Leonard 
Peltier, Norma Jean Croy, Geronimo Pratt, 
Laura Whitehorn, and Mark Davis. It can 
happen here, folks. 

Many movements have been made or 
broken by their commitment to prisoner 
support. If movement activists end up in 
prison and receive minimal support, and 
when they get out they appear defeated and 
beaten by the system, then other activists 
likely will be afraid of risking jail time and 
will either tone down or drop out of the 
movement. On the other hand, if jailed 
activists receive plenty of emotional, spiri- 
tual and financial support while in prison, 
and emerge hero(in)es with renewed energy 
to inspire others in the movement, then we 
won't feel so restrained by the threat of jail 
and the movement can grow stronger. 

As I write this, there are five EFlers in jail, 
and many more facing grand juries with 
potential indictments and long prison sen- 
tences. The worst that any of them may have 
done was to release imprisoned animals or 
to safely dismantle equipment that threat- 
ened wilderness with destruction. Many did 
or will do nothing worse than refuse to 
testify or cooperate with the insidious grand 
jury investigations. Some will doubtless be 
framed for a plethora of victimless crimes. 
All in an attempt to quash the EF! and 
animal liberation movements. 



There are so few of us, and so much work 
to be done, yet it is extremely important 
that we all take time out from our own 
projects to support our friends and com- 
rades in jail. Write a letter, send a picture 
postcard, tell them a joke or two, enclose a 
few bucks to help them pay for stamps, 
writing paper, toothpaste. Tell your friends 
and family about their case. Spread the word 
about these political prisoners in our own 
country. Do it for them, do it for the move- 
ment, and do it for yourself. You may be 
thanking someone else for supporting you 
someday, if your turn comes around.

Champion 9 s a Comin

The Insatiable Corporate Beast Champion 
International wants the waters and forests of northeast 
Tennessee to be sacrificed to their paper-producing 
altar in Canton, North Carolina. For years, Champion's 
Canton Mill has been poisoning the Pigeon River and 
the communities along its banks with dioxin and 
other chemicals. Now Champion has announced its 
plans to buy at least 100,000 acres of forest, currently 
owned by the Beazer Corporation, for clearcutting in 
Campbell, Scott, and Anderson counties. This land lies 
at the core of a wild area that contains over two million 
acres of forest and includes the BigSouth Fork National 
Recreation Area and the Catoosa Wildlife Management 
Area. To add final insult to the injury, Champion will 
build a chip mill in the middle of the clearcut. 

Champion's move into the privately owned forests 
of East Tennessee is the result of several factors. The 
first is Champion's "reorganization of its priorities" 
away from forest products (plywood) production in 
the western US to pulp and paper production in the 
southeastern US. Actually, Champion had no way to 
stay in the plywood business after "liquidating its 
assets," cutting all but 1% of its merchantable timber. 
After selling all 867,000 acres of its Montana land for 
$300 an acre to the Seattle-based Plum Creek Timber 
Co. in October of 1 993, Champion had nothing left to 
keep them out west. Throughout the 1 980's Champion 
leveled entire forests at a rate that has not been seen 
since the cut-and-run logging days of the last century. 
They left behind not only the ravaged land, but 
hundreds of unemployed mill workers, busted 
mountain towns and communities, and more than a 
thousand square miles of heavily logged land. 

The second factor that has made east Tennessee's 
forests so attractive to Champion is the lack of timbering 
regulations on private land. In Tennessee, private land 
owners can cut as much as they want, as fast as they 
want, and from Champion's track record in Montana 
it's easy to see that they can cut a lot in a short amount 
of time. With one chipmill, in four years, Champion 
could cut and chip the 100,000 acres it hopes to buy in 
east Tennessee. 

The availability of large tracts of corporate land also 
makes east Tennessee attractive to Champion. Fifty 
eightpercent of Anderson, 44%of Campbell 
and 43% of Claiborne counties' timberlands 
are corporate-owned. Twenty five percent 
of all the forests within the 50 mile radius 
are corporate owned. This is half a million 
acres of corporate forest. With a chipmill in 
the area, will the corporations that own 
these lands wait 100-150 years for a diverse 
species hardwood forest to return from 
which they could harvest quality sawtimber, 
or will they make a quick buck by 
clearcutting the maturing forests for wood 
chips? One can easily guess what option 
the corporate mind will choose... 

But as in the case of their Pigeon River 
operation, citizens have vented their fury, 
and effectively started to wrench Cham- 
pion out of their hyper-destructive over- 
drive. An anti-Champion/clearcutting 
movement, led by a group of Campbell County Citi- 
zens has been organized by Save Our Cumberland 
Mountains (SOCM). They wrote a letter a week to The 
Lafollette Press, took out a full page ad , and led a 
"telephone Champion" campaign while Champion's 
plans were still just rumor. These actions created 
enough public interest to force Champion to respond 
with a high-profile public relations campaign of its 
own. Once Champion's plans were out in the open, 
the citizens of Campbell County rallied with activists 
to send Champion the message that the timber corpo- 
ration is not wanted. Now just two months after the 
first letter, The Lafollette Press is receiving more anti- 
Champion letters each week than it has room to print. 
Only one letter in favor of Champion has been pub- 
lished, that being from Tennessee State Forester Ric 
Walker. 
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Anti-Champion sentiment is now so 
widespread that one city council, Caryville, 
has passed an anti-clearcutting resolution 
demanding that state legislators Randy 
McNally and Jerry Cross introduce strong 
timber management legislation. SOCM is 
now taking this resolution to other city and 
county governments for passage. Another 
impediment to Champion's acquisition of 
this land are the environmental liabilities left behind 
by the long chain of corporate owners. Years of deep 
mining, strip mining, and dumping by various 
corporations in east Tennessee have left streams 
polluted with acid mine drainage and Superfund sites 
that are the responsibility of the land owner to clean 
up. It is fine irony when one polluting corporation 
can't sell land to another polluting corporation because 
of the toxic saturation created by the cumulative years 
of abuse. 

Predictably, Champion is now looking for a way to 
waive its own liabilities if it buys this land. Government 
agencies deny that such indemnification exists, but 
then again, Champion's pollution of the Pigeon River 
has continued for over 80 years partially due to a 
waiver of the Clean Water Act granted by North 
Carolina and EPA Region 4. 

Two Months Later 

The preceding article has been lying around, waiting. 
Re-reading it now with the perspective of two more 
months spent battling Champion, I am amazed at its 
optimistic outlook. It was written with the naive belief 
that if you don't want a monster to move into your 
town, you reason with it, explain to it why it should 
stay away, tell it to go back to its own spoiled lair. If this 
doesn't work, make a loud noise and surely it will turn, 
tuck tail and run. The article has been waiting for me 
to know the nature of the beast. 

Now I have seen the beast and it is a foul, destructive 
and deceptive mutant. It is so unnatural that it can not 
exist without governmental protection and a band of 
humanoid-like servants that try to conceal its corrupt 
nature as it spreads like a giant amoeba, ruining 
everything in its pseudopod path. 

I first glimpsed the Champion beast on April 4th 
when Steve Smith and I flew over its destroyed habitat. 
We flew over Cock County, TN, where the monster has 
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Canton chip mill and revolutionary loading deck 

devoured thousands of acres of forest, then south to its 
insatiable chip mill gullet with piles of former forests 
ready for delivery to the body of the beast — Champion 
Paper Mill, in Canton, NC. As we flew south, the air 
turned fetid. Suddenly we saw it, a giant cancerous 
parasite attached so tightly to Canton that we couldn't 
tell where the tumor ended and the town began. The 
monster's putrid breath spewed from protruding 
nostrils. As we circled, the glare shifted off the Pigeon 
River and we saw what an aberrant creature we were 
viewing. The Champion beast was shitting in its own 
water, fouling its own nest. The Pigeon River flowing 
clean and pure from the south turned black when it 
encountered the underwater asshole, the vent of the 
bowels of champion. I got it on film. I know I saw it. 

Two days later, Tennessee Conservation League 
(TCL), the Tennessee affiliate of the National Wildlife

Federation, gave Champion its Conservationist of the 
Year award. According to TCL's executive director, 
Ann Murray, the award might not have been given if 
Champion had not made an effort to clean up the 
Pigeon River. Tennessee's governor, Ned McWherter, 
a speaker at the awards ceremony, praised Champion 
and cited his own role in cleaning up the Pigeon River. 

"CLEAN?! LOOK AT THESE PICTURES, YOU 
IGNORANT BASTARDS!" I railed at the void, reading 
the propaganda press, shaking my fresh photos at an 
imaginary governor. 

Champion's public relations humanoids had done 
their work well. Ms. Murray later told me she had not 
actually seen the Pigeon River or Champion's clearcut 
timberland. In addition, she was not aware of 
Champion's bad behavior in Montana. I can only 
wonder if this award is won or bought. 

In response to TCL's award, SOCM presented 
Champion with an alternative award for Corporate 
Resistance to Environmental and Economic Protection 
(CREEP) on Friday the 13th. Although invited, there 
was no Champion representative to accept it. A few 
days later when I tried to hand deliver the CREEP 
award to Champion humanoid Ad Platt, he sputtered, 
"You can just keep your award." He sounded almost 
human. When confronted with the CREEP award, 
Champion humanoid Jennifer Plyer, a newer, better 
programmed model created specifically to investigate 
trouble groups like SOCM, explained that accepting 
awards is not in her job description. If only I knew how 
to open the battery boxes of these almost human 
corporate creations. Does it take a screwdriver or a 
wrench? 

The TCL award heightened my hatred for the cunning 
beast. I should have guessed what was to come next. 

In May, Campbell and Anderson Counties responded 
to the Champion threat by passing resolutions calling 
on the state to pass timbering regulations.. In April, 
Anderson County was considering a zoning ordinance 
that would enforce Best Management Practices (BMP's) 
and make Champion's clearcutting more difficult. On 
the same night, Campbell County was to consider 
Emergency 911 and the school budget. As it turned 
out, Anderson County's proceedings were disrupted 
and armed guards posted when an overzealous logger's 
wife attacked an older woman who was holding an 
armful of clearcut and erosion photos. Ad Platt looked 
on with what? — Satisfaction? It's so hard to tell with 
these humanoids. 

Meanwhile, back in Campbell County, E-911 and 
the school budget was never discussed. Instead, a 
roomful of well organized and worked up loggers from 
Kentucky held an impromptu "public hearing" and 
coerced and convinced our council with threats of 
economicruin, lies of existingregulations, and promises 
of clearcut profits. Under this pressure, the cowardly 
Campbell County commission rescinded its previous 
vote for regulation . Then, as if to convince the Kentucky 
raiders to stay home, the council voted to never 
consider the timber issue again — ever. 

Who could have organized these forces from 
Kentucky? Oh, I don't know. Could it have been 
Champion humanoids? Are they smart enough to 
divert and conquer? We didn't think their 
programming was that good, but we will never 
underestimate the Champion beast again. The Battle 
Goes On.

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When Will They Ever Stop?! 

Copper and Zinc Mining on the Cherokee and Nantahala National Forests 


by Southern Appalachian Biodiversity Project 

Broken Hill Proprietary Minerals (BHP) has applied 
for a special use permit to explore known copper and 
zinc deposits in the Wayah, Tusquittee, and Cheoah 
Districts of the Nantahala National Forest in North 
Carolina and the Ocoee and Tellico Districts of the 
Cherokee National Forest in Tennessee. The company 
is also looking at sites on private land. 

BHP will use hand tools to collect stream sediment 
and soil samples on 800 sites to determine if they want 
to go to the next phase of exploration, which will 
involve core drilling. Although the permit is only for 
initial prospecting, it is believed that Broken Hill 
would not prospect if they did not intend to actually 
mine public land. 

Broken Hill Proprietary, on the largest mining com- 
panies in the world, is a multi-national company 
based in Australia with revenues of almost $15 billion 


in 1992. The company is named after the famous 
"Broken Hill" wasteland in Australia. 

Mining of non-renewable resources causes serious 
environmental damage. Water is used in the extrac- 
tion of toxic minerals and as much as 100 tons of earth 
must be removed from underground and open pit 
mines for each pound of copper and zinc recovered. 
The abundance of water in this area will make the 
environmental impacts even worse. 

There has never been a successfully reclaimed 
copper sulfide mine. Ever. Not anywhere on Earth. 

Modem day mining is almost completely mecha- 
nized; which means short term, low wage, low skill 
jobs for local people. The higher paying, good jobs will 
go to people that BHP brings in, while the local 
communities pay the higher taxes for new services 
that will be needed. 

Local politicians will jump on the short term ben- 


efits BHP may offer the area in temporary jobs but we 
must let the community know that our way of life will 
be changed forever if BHP is allowed to mine in our 
National Forests. 

The Department of Interior's Bureau of Land Man- 
agement m akes the final decision on mining leases but 
the US Forest Service is taking comments on the initial 
prospecting being done now. Par for the course, there 
has been little or no news about this in the local media, 
and the Forest Service is doing its best to keep the 
whole thing mum.

from generations of corporate consumption without question. Our tactic was to 
capture headlines with our direct action antics and in the process directly affect 
DuPont's daily functions, thereby disrupting "business as usual" and not getting 
involved with the controversial tactic of disrupting the bicycle race itself. 
Something that many folk agreed would be very uncool. After all, the cyclists 
aren't the ones responsible for DuPont's global destruction agenda, they're just 
sucking up to the cash prizes and competition. Besides bicycle racing is OK and 
eco-friendly sporting events should be encouraged. Bicycles don't spew out 
noxious fumes, it's just the entourage of vans, cars, and motorcycles that 
accompany each cyclist in the race that should be questioned. 

So with a plan firmly agreed upon 
by our group, Katuah EF! set into 
motion. Our goal was simple — 
occupy the road until DuPont quits 
producing CFC's and HCFC's (both 
compounds which are ozone destroy- 
ers as you all should know by now), 
or until the bicycle race was over, 
four days later. Or a third and more 
likely possibility, until we got ar- 
rested. The latter turned out to be the 
case and though our blockade did 
not last nearly as long as expected, 
the public was alerted through 
regional newspaper, radio, and 
television media sources of the 
detour and reasons for our action: 

DuPont's major role in ozone layer 
destruction. 

Here's how the action unfolded: 
shortly after 5AM we unloaded the 
five concrete banels from pickup 
trucks, trying to beat the 6AM shift 
change which started moving around 
5:30 AM. A couple of earlybird go-getter industrial worker types were slipping by 
before we could totally get the barrelcade erected. Never mind — let 'em slip 
through. We were wearing radiation suits and moving around heavy banels 
with DuPont labels on them — nothing out of the ordinary. Probably just looked 
like a minor chemical spill or something of that nature. The workers just drove 
on by, barely even slowing down. As mentioned earlier, we had gotten a de- 
layed start due to logistical setbacks and general entropy. We quickly found the 
refrigerator dolly' useless in unloading the barrels and began rolling them out of 
the trucks, dropping them onto the asphalt (the banels weighed an estimated 
300 lbs. apiece). 

Within 5 minutes we had the "freon drums" in place and four of us locked in 
with chains around our wrists and carabiners linked solidly into the thick rebar 
concreted into the center of the drums. Wooden barricades (made from 
dumpster-dived shipping crates) painted white with day-glo stripes were set up 
well ahead of us in both incoming and outgoing lanes to keep workers from 
directly driving up on us. The first wave of workers arrived. Someone from our 
group had already gone to the nearest pay phone to let our person at the phone 
and fax know that everything was working and to start alerting the press. 

The headlights glared in our eyes. We glowed brightly in our white rad suits. 
The door of a 4x4 truck opened and slammed. Boots clumped across the paved 
surface. "What the hell's goin' on here?" A voice sounded out. "No work today, 
sir. This facility's being shut down today!" a voice replied. More workers began 
to gather round. And more insinuating questions began to erupt. "What's this 
all about, anyway?" 


Our designated mediators began to explain how DuPont is the biggest manu- 
facturer of ozone destroying compounds. They went on to tell how even 
though this specific factory (I refuse to call industrial complexes "plants") 
doesn't make these compounds, they do use them in great quantities and they 
happen to be the closest DuPont facility to which we could address the issue, 
especially on this day of the Tour DuPont. 

The workers began to get restless, concerned that they might not get to work 
on time. The insinuations and insults began to escalate. We began to catch flak 
for driving cars and being polluters ourselves. We surely couldn't haul our lock- 
down barrels on our backs. "Y'all couldn't pull a string out of a cat's ass!" Came 
reply from the other side of the headlights. But soon the police began to show 
up. A few trucks took to the ditch on my side of the barricade. They were 
driving by quickly and closer than a foot from the barrel on my right side. If 
one of them had hit me it would've ripped my arm off. A car tried to make it 

along the ditch and got stuck, effectively blocking 
any trucks trying to follow. 

As the sun began to come up, we could see the 
mass of confusion down the road. Hundreds of 
cars and a few delivery trucks were at a standstill. 
The gated road was soon opened and the cars 
trickled trough. The Waste Management truck 
and Pet Dairy truck turned and left. Meanwhile 
the Transylvania Sheriff's Department was schem- 
ing to get us out of the way. They began to put on 
latex gloves and tell us they had ways of making 
us unlock ourselves. They said they had a fire 
truck on the way, ready blast us with cold water 
and that they were also going to use "noxious 
chemical sprays" that would definitely make us 
release ourselves. This of course happened after 
our supporters were all chased off with the threat 
of arrest. The firetruck arrived. 

Being the young and inexperienced group that 
we are we decided to unlock to forego the option 
of pain. But we didn't unlock without first striking 
a deal. Two conditions. First, let us talk to the 
press on the way out. DuPont was not allowing 
them on the property to witness what might 
unravel. Second/let us have our barrels back. This was crucial as they were the 
biggest investment in our action and we figured we could probably recycle 
them, i.e., use them again in a future action. The cops agreed and stuck to their 
side of the bargain. Two of us spoke to the TV camera in handcuffs and rad 
suits. 

Our bond was set at $10,000, for our four misdemeanor charges — resisting an 
officer, failure to disperse, trespassing, and sitting on a highway. But thanks to 
our attorney we were able to walk without having to post bail. Our trial date is 
set for July 12, the day after this year's Round River Rendezvous. We hope that 
lots of y'all will show up at the Rendezvous and stick around to support us at 
our trial. 'The Ozone Layer Four,' as we're calling ourselves, would like to ask 
you to bring a tie or wear a nice skirt or other duds and kind of behave your- 
selves so the judge won't go too hard on us. But most importantly, be there and 
help make this an informative and eye-opening trial. 

The judge decided that since our attorney was from the neighboring county 
and in the same district that he was ineligible to be our appointed attorney. He 
asked if we would like to have him as our appointed attorney. We agreed to 
these circumstances and wholeheartedly decided to let the state of North 
Carolina handle our legal fees. 

We're asking that folks not send any money to us since NC is handling our 
legal costs. Instead send money to the Direct Action Fund to fill the little void 
we left to pull this action off. And remember, next time someone asks you, 
"What's the ozone layer for?" Tell 'em that its these four guys who got arrested 
in western North Carolina, trying to shut down a DuPont factory.

Activists Jailed 


On May 9, 1 994, Canadian activist David Barbarash was apprehended at gunpoint 
in Scotts Valley, California. As David and environmental/animal activist Jonathan 
Paul (Jonathan spent five months in jail for refusing to testify before a Washington 
grand jury investigating the Animal Liberation Front) were driving in separate cars 
coming from Jonathan's house, they encountered a three-car police roadblock set 
up on the only road to Jonathan's house. When David and Jonathan slowed down, 
they were surrounded by approximately 30 Scotts Valley police and FBI agents, who 
aimed semi-automatic rifles, shotguns, and pistols at the two activists. Jonathan and 
David stuck their hands out of their car windows and were handcuffed and put into 
separate cars. The police then searched both 
vehicles and seized David's car and its contents 
(including his address book) as evidence. 

Jonathan was released, while David was held 
on various charges. 

The FBI has been tracking David in connec- 
tion with Canadian charges of break and enter, 
mischief, and theft. The charges stemmed to a 
June, 1992, ALF raid on the University of 
Alberta, in which 29 cats were freed and to the 
Billingsgate Fish Company, where three trucks 
were burned (see article on Darren Thurston ). 

There are many theories but it is still unclear 
exactly how the authorities knew of David's 
location. Obviously, there was some level of 
surveillance of the Scotts Valley house, and of 
David, because the Scotts Valley cops had a 
description of his car and a tip from the feds 
that he would be there. 

David was handed over to Border Patrol 
authorities on May 12 and was detained in an 
immigration office in Salinas, CA. He was 

offered either an immigration hearing with the possibility of a $20, (XX) bond, or 
voluntary deportation. But then the FBI stepped in to question David about actions 
in the US, making his immigration hearing secondary and hischancefor bail zilch. 
At David's hearing on May 27, he was refused bond once more. At this point David 
decided not to fight deportation. David was extridited to Canada and now awaits 
trial in an Alberta holding center. 

this is the second time David has been arrested in connection with animal 
liberation charges. In January, 1987, David and four other activists were arrested in 
Toronto while spray painting the walls of a Kentucky Fried Chicken outlet. They 
originally faced a total of 46 charges connected to ALF actions in Toronto. All but 
three of these were dropped; the five received two years of probation, community 
service hours, and orders for restitution. 

David has a bail hearing on June 14. Whether he gets bailed or not send letters of 
support and money for legal defense to David Barbarash, c/o ALFSG, POB 75029, 
Ritchie PO, Edmonton, AB T6E 6K1, Canada. 

DARREN THURSTON BACK IN JAIL 

Darren Thurston, Canadian animal and environmental activist, is backin jail after 
the Crown successfully appealed his sentence for animal liberation actions in 1991 
and 1992. 



In June, 1992, 29 cats were liberated from the University of Alberta and the labs 
were trashed. Shortly afterwards, Darren Thurston was arrested and charged with 
the University of Alberta action and other ALF actions, including the burning of 
three trucks belonging to the Billingsgate Fish Company. The case against Darren 
rested on the four and a half hour video statement of Jessica Michelle Charlotte 
Sandham, a former activist who snitched on Darren. It is likely that this statement 
will be used against David Barbarash as well. 

The FBI, Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (BATF), and Michigan State 
cops accompanied Canadian police in a series of raids on Darren's home. The 

materials they seized, including literature and 
documentation of ALF actions, were used to 
characterize Darren as an "urban guerrilla" 
carrying on crimes of "urban intimidation." 
Darren continues to be scapegoated as the 
"leader" of the Canadian ALF. 

In September, 1993, after spending 15 
months in jail awaiting trial, Darren was 
convicted of arson, break and enter, and 
theft. He was sentenced to time served and 
two years probation, and ordered to pay 
$73,725 in restitution to the University of 
Alberta and Billingsgate. 

The Crown Prosecution decided to appeal 
this sentence, on the grounds that "the judge 
failed to impose a sentence which reflected 
the principle of general deterrence." On May 
12, after eight months of freedom, Darren 
was sentenced to two more years. The appeal 
judges warned that this new sentence is not 


the court is prepared to impose." 

Darren began serving his time on May 13. He is currently being held in the 
Calgary Correctional Centre but is hoping to be transferred to Fort Saskatchewan, 
which would put him several hours closer to family and friends. Darren's new 
sentence cannot be appealed; his lawyers will be pursuing early parole. 

Darren would like letters of support and magazines. He is not allowed to receive 
books at this time.

Mark Davis Needs Support 


Hello again, and greetings from lovely Federal Prison 
Camp Boron, my residence for most of the past three 
years and likely to remain that for one more. If doing 
time were baseball, you could say I'm rounding third 
and headed home. On second thought, it more accu- 
rately conveys the unique flavor of this experience to 
say I have completed three-quarters of a swim across a 
large septic tank. 

A few months ago, the Journal printed comments by 
the recently incarcerated John (Spicer) Blount about 
the benevolence of the prison camp setting. Having 
spent six months at higher security institutions, I agree 
with him that this isn't bad in comparison. And of 
course, none of these places begins to approach the 
hellishness of every daily life in Haiti or Somalia, much 
less the killing fields of Bosnia or Myanmar or any of 
a dozen other human-created abattoirs. It's pretty safe 
to guess that there are a half billion or so folks who 
would gladly trade living conditions with most any 
American prisoner. 

That this is not the worst of all possibilities doesn't 
justify John's assertion that this is therefore not really 
prison. In fact, I suspect that in a couple of years he 
may have a different perspective. There is an initial 
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relief upon entering the system when you realize that 
you're most likely not going to be knifed or raped after 
all, but this fades in time. The essence of prison is loss 
of freedom in all its manifestations. The conditions of 
confinement have a great deal to do with the amount 
of suffering the prisoner experiences, to be sure. Still, 
the basic punishment is confinement itself. 

Here at Camp we are fed, clothed, housed, and live 
in a relatively safe environment, all at taxpayer ex- 
pense. Yet if offered the chance, I and virtually every 
other prisoner would instantly walk away and spend 
the rest of our sentences living under a bridge and 
dumpster-diving for food. It's difficult to understand 
how powerful a need freedom is until it's gone. Per- 
haps the urgency is made more poignant for those 
who have not been anaesthetized by the seductive 
poisons of industrial civilization, who cannot bear the 
idea of the disappearance of the Wild, without which 
all freedom will vanish. 

This is another letter, hopefully my last, asking for 
money. One of the many unpleasant aspects of prison 
has been whining for help, for I have worked with my 
hands all my adult life and begging doesn't come easily 
to me. A job I intend to take on when I am again free 



is making sure that those imprisoned in the future 
don't have to repeat this — but that is then and this is 
now and I am broke again. The Legal Defense Fund 
needs another infusion of bucks for commissary, phone 
calls, legal expenses and so forth. So I am asking that 
i/you can afford it (don't send me your last ten bucks — 
I can't stand the guilt) and want to help, please send 
vast sums of money to Legal Defense Fund, HC 29, Box 
424, Prescott, AZ 86301.

D-Day for Northwest

As expected, the Sierra Club Legal Defense Fund 
(SCLDF) attorneys went before Judge William 
Dwyer and, on behalf of 11 of the 12 plaintiffs in 
the spotted owl lawsuit, argued for the lifting of the 
injunction on logging owl habitat. The judge 
reluctantly set the injunction aside. 

Now June 6, 1994, the 50th anniversary of D-Day, 
will also be remembered as D-Day for the forests — 
the day the final assault on our 
tattered remnant of an ancient 
forest ecosystem was sanctioned 
by the very groups who should 
have stood shoulder-to-shoulder 
in uncompromising defense. 

Just what can be going on 
when the same attorneys who 
convinced the judge to issue the 
historic injunction now acqui- 
esce in its lifting? And, the same 
attorneys have filed one of five 
new lawsuits challenging the 
Clinton Plan that now governs 
the very same new sales that 
lifting the injunction now 
allows. 

One theory is that as long as 
the case(s) can be kept in court, 
money flows to SCLDF. Already 
enriched by legal fee awards of 
around $5 million (five times 
their costs) in the just-abandoned suit(s), SCLDF 
stands to pick up even more millions of taxpayer 
dollars with their new Option 9 suit. With the owl 
lawsuit teat about dry, SCLDF seeks another cash 
cow. 


A theory espoused by new Wilderness Society 
president (and Montana rancher), Jon Rousch, is 
that by continuing to capitulate and say defeat is 
"victory," the national groups can keep the issue in 
the judiciary and avoid having Congress step in and 
pass yet another rider exempting new timber sales 
from the law. 

Such a rider would put a lock on the courthouse 
door and upset SCLDF's gravy train. But a rider is 
likely to happen anyway, no matter how much 

sacrificial timber if offered up. As 
the Civil Rights Movement 
found out, it is far better to 
smoke out one's oppressor. The 
sooner Congress meets stiff 
resistance and cracks down on 
our rights, the easier it will be to 
draw the appropriate battle lines. 

Considerable time and effort 
have gone into recent proposals 
to mobilize the grassroots and 
nationals into a coordinated 
campaign. Such detente with the 
nationals would, hopefully, still 
the chainsaws and protect our 
favorite areas. One hates to 
quote Ronnie, but with detente, 
one must "trust, but verify." 

And the nationals seem to be 
failing every recent verification. 
In addition to the acquiescence 
in lifting the injunction, we see 
national support for the horrid Williams Montana 
Wilderness (Destruction) Bill and the even worse 
Baucus Senate version of the same tragedy. Secret 
hearings were held last week on an even uglier 
Idaho Wilderness Bill. 



Grand Jury Convened in

Well, I don't mean to start a barrage of letters to shit 
fer brains, but my woes started with the Sea Shepherd 
Conservation Society. v 

I was the Sea Shepherd office peon from February, 
1992, through September, 1992. In the late spring of 
that year rumors of federal harassment of the animal 
rights movement started to 
circulate. The Feds started 
questioning people affiliated 
with the Sea Shepherd Con- 
servation Society (SSCS) and 
other environmental/animal 
rights groups. 

Injuly of '92, ScottSiemens, 

BATE /B ureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco & firearms) Michigan, 
called me at the Sea Shepherd 
office to ask me some ques- 
tions about individuals in the 
movement. I told him I had 
nothing to say to him. He was 
miffed, but nonetheless cor- 
dial. 

I found out later that dur- 
ing the fall of '92 (after my 
departure from the palm tree/ 
cement bioregion) federal agents had visited the SSCS 
office looking for me. Then they dropped by my 
former neighborhood in Venice. Apparently none of 
my ex-housemates were home so the agents killed 
some time by sharing photos with the neighbors 
(nope, I don't know what the photos featured). FBI 
agents also showed up at my sisters house on Hallow- 
een. Unfortunately my sister and I hadn't been in 
touch, so she was unable to assist them. 

That was it for a couple of years. Then, a week or so 
before this year's Spring Equinox, some Federales 
came to the store in New Mexico where I worked last 
summer . feess than two weeks later, two men strolled 


into the Seattle office where I work, looked at me and 
said, "Elizabeth, I'm Bob Houston, Spokane FBI, and 
this is John Comery, Portland BATF." 

That was the shittiest Tuesday I'd had in a while. 

I told them I wasn't going to talk to them. They said 
something about subpoenas and grand jury trials, and 
ended with the suggestion that I get a lawyer. I called 
the National Activist Network — those folks are golden. 

I hung up feeling immea- 
surably better, knowing I 
wasn't alone. 

The first- installment of 
this story is almost over. 
Bob Houston called me a 
couple of weeks ago to "give 
me one more chance be- 
fore we take more extreme 
measures." On June 1, a 
BATF agent served me a sub- 
poena for a grand jury trial 
in Portland, OR. I didn't 
even know there was a 
grand jury convened in 
Stumptown. 

So, I got on the horn and 
called friends, the Journal, 
and my saviors, the Na- 
tional Activist Network. 
And I realized, once again, that this movement is a 
family, albeit an amorphous, extended one. 

Since this is my first submission to the Journal, I'll 
take this opportunity to pontificate. If the feds come 
knocking, call activists and call the Network. None of 
us is alone, and we don't need to feel that way. It was 
an incredible relief for me to finally talk to a lawyer 
who knew what I meant when I said I didn't want to 
cooperate, in any way, with this bullshit. And to talk 
to friends (activists and otherwise) who understand 
that belief systems are not bargaining chips to be 
traded in to avoid some hassles. And, most of all to hear 
before you hang up the phone, "If there's anything I 




The nationals supposedly oppose the Idaho bill 
and any entry into roadless areas, but where were 
the alerts? Certainly not on the censored Western 
Ancient Forest Campaign (WAFC) fax network. 
While all this was going on, the only mass fax on 
the WAFC net was a self-serving copy of an atro- 
cious Washington Post editorial stating that by 
giving up the injunction, the "environmentalists are 
learning how to win." One would never know that 
anyone opposed the lifting of the injunction nor of 
opposition to the Montana and Idaho Bills from 
reading the "grassroots" WAFC net or any other 
communication coming out of green central in DC. 

In fairness, it should be pointed out that it's not 
just the nationals. Most of the plaintiffs are large 
regional groups (Oregon Natural Resource Council, 
Headwaters, Portland Audubon, etc.). The Montana 
fiasco is also supported by about half the local 
groups in that area (Greater Yellowstone Coalition, 
Montana Wilderness Alliance, etc.). 

It's getting harder to trust. Ninety-five percent of 
oiir ancient forests are gone. Salmon and other 
fisheries are depleted. Half of our nation's wetlands 
and 99 percent of the high-grass prairie is no more. 
Seventy percent of our topsoil is gone or contami- 
nated, and the same goes for 70 percent of our 
groundwater. Trusting the incrementalism of the 
national groups has led to this. And all we seem to 
be able to verify is that in the face of such abject 
failure, the nationals and big regionals seek only to 
continue collaboration as usual.

Goshawk 

Imperiled in the Tongass

On May 2, 1994, a coalition led by the Greater Gila 
Biodiversity Project and the Southwest Center for 
Biological Diversity petitioned to list the Queen Char- 
lotte goshawk as an endangered species. Coalition 
members included the Biodiversity Legal Foundation, 
Greater Ecosystem Alliance, Native Forest Network, 
Native Forest Council, Save America's Forests, Save the 
West, Eric Holle and Don Mueller. The listing of the 
Queen Charlotte goshawk will be a massive blow to 
the timber industry from the Olympic Peninsula to the 
Tongass National Forest. 

The word fierce barely begins to describe the Queen 
Charlotte goshawk. It's scientific name is Accipiter 
gentilis laingi, but it is far from gentle, being known to 
attack wolves, bears and even humans. To understand 
why it has been called nature's Ferrari, you need only 
see one screaming down from the canopy in defense

of its nest or rocketing through the understory in 
pursuit of prey. Its ability to maneuver at high speeds 
through the forest is astounding. In repose though, 
surveying its old growth kingdom from a perch in an 
ancient fir, it is something else again. This is Baz Nama, 
the King Hawk of Persian literature, held in higher 
esteem than even the legendary gyrfalcon. 

But the Persian forests are long gone and no amount 
of admiration kept the goshawk from following them 
toward oblivion's edge. This above all else occupied 
my thoughts as I traveled through mangled forests 
from New Mexico to Alaska in search of the Queen 
Charlotte goshawk. With a sleeping bag, rainjacket, 
bag of carrots, my laptop and 10 pounds of flies, I 
hitch-hiked, kayaked, motorboated, bushwhacked and 
stumbled Vancouver to Juneau through one of the 
world's last temperate rainforests. I had come to write 
an Endangered Species Act petition to protect the 
goshawk. I fell in love, got arrested, lost my backpack, 
and nearly pitched off a cliff, but did not find any 
goshawks. What I did find was a vast wilderness 
threatened by the incredibly mismanaged Tongass 
National Forest. 

Avast temperate rainforest, with two distinct halves, 
stretches along the pacific coast from Big Sur to Glacier 
Bay. The lower half, from California to the Olympic 
Peninsula, matches almost exactly the range of the 
northern spotted owl. This once highly contiguous 
old growth forest is now a patchwork of clearcuts. The 
coastal old growth has been virtually eliminated, 
which led to the listing of the Northern spotted owl as 
a threatened species in 1990. The road to the listing was 
paved with political intervention, suppression of sci- 
entific studies, an outpouring of public protest and 
endless litigation. Logging has decreased dramatically 
but the saga is far from over. It may be a long time 


before permanent protection 
is assured, even longer before 
we know if efforts to save the 
forest were in time. 

The same politics and denial 
which led to the old growth 
crises in the northwest have 
scarred the coastline from the Olympic Peninsula to 
the Alexander Archipelago of southeast Alaska. This is 
the northern half of the rainforest, and not coinciden- 
tally, it matches almost perfectly the range of the 
Queen Charlotte goshawk. The Queen Charlotte will 
very soon become this forest's spotted owl. Though 
Alaska is heading the way of the Pacific northwest, 
there is a real chance for sanity to prevail. Salmon runs 
are still healthy. Murrelets, wolves and grizzlies are 
threatened but still abundant. The clearcuts are mind 
boggling, but so is the old growth. But there is not 
much time. The Tongass National Forest is in the final 
phases of completing a disastrous Forest 
Plan which will seal the fate of goshawk 
and the coastal rainforest. 

Alaska is the Queen Charlotte 
goshawk's last hope. The Olympic Pen- 
insula has been trashed and Vancouver 
Island is heading that way fast. Of 90 
watersheds on the island larger than 
12,000 acres, only six have escaped the 
saw. Just one of those is permanently 
protected. The others are scheduled to be 
logged in the next five years. It is doubt- 
ful that more than a handful of Queen 
Charlotte goshawks remain there. The 
situation on the mainland coast is equally 
dire. A recent report by the Canadian 
government concluded: "At the current 
rate of logging, it is estimated that there 
will be no substantial ancient forest left 
on the coast of British Columbia by the 
year 2008." Only 2.6% of Canada's coastal rainforest 
is permanently protected. British Columbia cuts 17 
billion board feet of timber per year, nearly double the 
annual cut of the entire US National Forest system. The 
saws show no sign of slowing — in fact, 
one half of all the trees cut in British 
Columbia since 1914 were felled in the 
last 15 years. 

With no Endangered Species Act, no 
appeals process, and timber program prin- 
cipally administered by international cor- 
porations, it is unlikely that Canada will 
be able to adequately protect its dwin- 
dling Queen Charlotte goshawk popula- 
tions without a major environmental 
overhaul. 

In Alaska, the Queen Charlotte gos- 
hawk occurs only in the Alexander Ar- 
chipelago, which is almost entirely within 
the confines of the Tongass National 
Forest's 17 million acres. While this may 
seem like an ample habitat, 7 million 
acres of the Tongass are unforested and 
an additional 7 million are too shrubby 
to be of much value to goshawks. This leaves about 3 
million acres of suitable Queen Charlotte goshawk 
habitat distributed among a thousand islands along a 
600 mile coastline. These forest patches are separated 
from one another by saltwater bays, steep mountains, 
glaciers, and boggy muskegs. Unlike the Pacific north- 
west, southeast Alaska's forests are naturally highly 
fragmented. Fragmentation can prevent populations 
or individuals from interacting with one another, 
potentially leading to harmful inbreeding or local 
extinction. Fragmentation also creates loss of forest 
edge and relatively little interior. This gives edge-

loving species such as great horned owls and redtail 
hawks a competitive/predatory advantage over inte- 
rior loving species like the goshawk. 

Alaska's rainforests have another unfortunate char- 
acteristic for goshawks — they don't support a great 
variety or density of prey. Large rodents and year- 
round forest birds are less common here than in the 
dryer forests of the lower forty-eight or interior Alaska. 
Given the high degree of natural fragmentation and 
the relative paucity of prey, Queen Charlotte gos- 
hawks are susceptible to any human activities which 
increase fragmentation and decrease prey numbers or 
availability. On the Tongass, this means logging. 
Clearcutting is the dominant form of logging here and 
is concentrated along coastlines, valley bottoms and 
lower elevations. These support the best, most valu- 
able old growth, also the best goshawk habitat. 

Conservation biology predicts that raptors declin- 
ing due to excessive habitat fragmentation are likely to 
have low reoccupancy rates and very large home 
ranges. The Queen Charlotte goshawk displays both 
these traits. In the southern half of the T ongass, which 
has experienced tremendous harvest levels and is 
highly fragmented, one pair of goshawks is using a 
200,000 acre home range. The northern spotted owl 
and goshawks in the lower forty-eight, by comparison, 
typically use 6,000-12,000 acre home ranges. Radio 
telemetry studies have tracked this pair hopping from 
old growth stand to old growth stand amid a sea of 
clearcuts. To cover this much ground in order to feed 
its young, goshawks approach the limits of their 
energy budget. At some point, more energy is ex- 
pended gathering food than is received from the food. 
In the north Tongass, where there has been very little 
logging in the last 80 years, home ranges are smaller^ 
and populations are denser.

Pairs of goshawks may come and go for a variety of 
reasons, including natural death and disturbance by 
logging. Healthy populations, therefore, depend not 
so much on the longevity of individual pairs as they do 
on the ability of new pairs to establish themselves on 
abandoned territories. This is why the reoccupancy 
rate is a critical factor. Think of the forest as an 
apartment building. Every tenant will eventually leave. 
If new tenants are not able to locate empty apartments, 
they will become homeless and the building will 

eventually become empty. This is more likely to hap-

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Alaska Woip Kill Body Count 

Alaska Department of Fish and Game (ADF&G) has announced the results of the 
first season of a three-year state-funded wolf kill. From October to April, state-hired 
trappers killed 98 wolves in a 4,000-square-mile area just south of Fairbanks. 
ADF&G killed the wolves by placing bait in known wolf habitat, then saturating the 
areas around the bait with traps and snares. Predictably, these curtains of death 
netted more than just wolves; 13 foxes, 12 moose, six coyotes, two caribou, one 
snowshoe hare, one wolverine, a number of snow geese, and at least four golden 
eagles were also victims. With its typical convoluted logic, ADF&G blames the 
"incidental" killing of nontarget species on wildlife activists. Their theory is that if 
environmentalists hadn't raised such a fuss about their plans to gun wolves from 
helicopters, they could have been more efficient. 

Private trappers and hunters had already killed at least 37 wolves in the same 
area, but were permitted to continue the killing until April 30. State officials believe 
that the final body count "will be near the original harvest goal of 150 wolves." 
Harvest?

Like the Queen Charlotte goshawk, 
the Alexander Archipelago wolf is 
under extreme threat from Forest 
Service mismanagement. Its range is 
limited to Alexander Archipelago in 
southeast Alaska.

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pen if good apartments are far apart and difficult to 
find, and potential tenants are few in number. In a 
highly fragmented landscape, good goshawk habitat is 
scarce and widely scattered. It will take more time and 
energy for dispersing juveniles or displaced adults to 
find new territories and mates. It will also be more 
dangerous. Many will die or find a territory but no 
mate. Others will unsuccessfully attempt to nest in 
marginal habitat. 

Reoccupancy rates on the Tongass are frighteningly 
low. Only four of twenty-six Queen Charlotte gos- 
hawk territories which were definitely or probably 
active as of 1992 were occupied in 
1993. This contrasts starkly with 
70% to 80% reoccupancy rates for 
goshawks in the lower forty-eight. 

Queen Charlotte goshawks have 
evolved to live and hunt within old 
growth forests with tall, dense cano- 
pies, widely spaced tree trunks and 
relatively sparse understories. Their 
wings are short and rounded, al- 
lowing them to slip through the 
trees. They have long, rudder-like 
tails enabling them to quickly ma- 
neuver around obstacles while chas- 
ing down prey. Feathered eye- 
guards protect them from poten- 
tially blinding twigs. When old 
growth rainforests are clearcut, how- 
ever, they are replaced by shrubby 
thickets through which goshawks 
cannot fly or see prey. For this rea- 
son the Queen Charlotte goshawk 
is an excellent indicator of old 
growth health. The Tongass National Forest, however, 
has stubbornly resisted efforts to list the goshawk as a 
sensitive or even a management indicator species. By 
failing to take pro-active measures early on, the Forest 
has forced itself into a crisis whereby full protection 
under the Endangered Species Act has become neces- 
sary. 

There have been ample opportunities and warning. 
The history of the Tongass Land Management Plan 
Revision process is replete with missed opportunities, 
denial and outright hostility toward the goshawk. 
When complete, the revised Tongass Land Manage- 
ment Plan will direct logging and conservation plans 
for at least a decade while projecting management 
direction for the next 150 years. The Plan will deter- 
mine the fate of old growth dependent species on the 
Forest. It will either be a prescription for extinction or 
a radical break with historic management practices. 

The first indication of a problem, and the first 
opportunity to solve it, came in 1986 when a Forest 
Service working group proposed making the Queen 
Charlotte goshawk a management indicator species 
for the Tongass National Forest. This designation 
would require the Forest to monitor the status of the 
goshawk and make decisions about logging old growth 
based on its needs. The proposal was shelved by the 
Tongass Land Management Plan Revision team. In 


1990 the Forest Supervisor of the Ketchikan Area 
resurrected the proposal, warning that if pro-active 
steps were not taken, the Tongass would eventually 
face a "spotted owl situation." That recommendation 
was ignored as well. So was a recommendation by the 
Alaska Department of Game and Fish to list the 
goshawk as a sensitive species. Rejecting a sensitive 
listing, the absolute minimum level of protection, the 
Forest displayed its intent to ignore every warning 
signal and plunge directly into a forest crisis. 

The stage for the crisis was set later that year when 
the Forest issued its Draft Environmental Impact State- 
ment for the revised Tongass Land Management Plan 
without even mentioning the Queen Charlotte gos- 
hawk. The Forest Supervisor's 
warning almost came true. 
Alaska Department of Game 
and Fish immediately drafted 
a letter requesting the US Fish 
and Wildlife Service to list the 
Queen Charlotte goshawk as 
a threatened species. Planned 
logging and lack of conserva- 
tion measures in the draft Land 
Management Plan were cited 
as the main reasons for federal 
protection. The Forest Service, 
however, managed to suppress 
the request by promising to 
have its Wildlife Interagency 
Technical Committee review 
the Queen Charlotte goshawk 
for possible sensitive species 
status. 

The committee, made up of 
biologists from the US Forest 
Service, National Park Service, 
National Marine Fisheries Service, and the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game unanimously recom- 
mended that the Forest Service list the goshawk as 
sensitive species in March, 1991. This recommenda- 
tion was squelched several months later by the Direc- 
tor of Timber Management, who complained to the 
Regional Forester that: "the goshawk may be such a 
rare species in southeast Alaska that its designation as 
a sensitive species would lead to numerous inappropri- 
ate land management prescriptions," i.e. it would 
cause reductions in logging. 

By the summer of 1992, the goshawk was a major 
issue in the southwest and there was fear it would 
become so in Alaska as well. The US Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the Alaska Department of Game and Fish 
were becoming increasingly vocal about the impacts 
of excessive logging on the long-term viability of the 
subspecies. The Tongass was forced to establish in- 
terim conservation guidelines which barred logging 
within a 20-30 acre buffer around nests and limited 
logging in the surrounding 600 acres. They adopted 
this plan directly from the southwest region of the 
Forest Service even though the guidelines were already 
discredited and discarded there. The US Fish and 
Wildlife Service has repeatedly warned the Tongass 
that the guidelines will not maintain either individual 
goshawk pairs or a well distributed, viable population 


at the landscape level as required by the National 
Forest Management Act. 

Meanwhile, the Forest set up an Interagency Viable 
Populations Committee to make wildlife manage- 
ment recommendations. The committee quickly nar- 
rowed its focus to old growth-dependent species and 
began developing a landscape level old growth reserve 
system similar to that recommended by the Thomas 
Plan to save the northern spotted owl. The goshawk, 
because of its large home range and dependence on 
old growth, became the plan's flagship species. This 
didn't cotton well with logging advocates within the 
Forest. They resisted and unsuccessfully attempted to 
suppress the committee's report. The latest version of 
the draft Land Management Plan, in fact, rejects the 
concept of old growth reserves while proposing a 
massive road building effort in order to continue 
logging of the remaining high quality old growth 
areas. This version does address the Queen Charlotte 
goshawk, but dismisses the need for logging reduc- 
tions by claiming that existing wilderness and re- 
served areas are sufficient to protect it. 

Knowing that a petition to list the Queen Charlotte 
goshawk as endangered was being prepared, the Forest 
finally listed it as sensitive last February. Too little, too 
late. In March, the Tongass was slammed by 21 inde- 
pendent scientists impaneled to review wildlife man- 
agement on the Forest. The scientists' report praised 
the Viable Populations Committee, but recommended 
a much more ambitious old growth reserve system. It 
even suggested an "inverse habitat conservation strat- 
egy" whereby the Forest is managed for wildlife with 
the exception of special "logging reserves." The scien- 
tific reviewers recommended a moratorium on old 
growth fragmentation, road building in critical areas, 
and highgrading of low elevation stands. They were 
particularly concerned about the Queen Charlotte 
goshawk, which they predicted would eventually be 
listed as an endangered- species. - ^ - ■ — ■ - 

Thus far the Queen ChAffbtte goshawk' ktory is a 
tragic parallel td the spotted owl.' Massive 'appeals, 
riders from hell, litigation, protests arid Option 9 loom 
on the horizon. But so does the opportunity to create 
the first North American Biodiversity Reserve. Under 
intense pressure, the Forest recently canceled Mitsubishi 
owned Alaska Pulp Corporation's 50 year long-term 
timber contract. TTiis was one of two nightmare con- 
tracts responsible for most of the destruction on the 
Tongass. Shortly after the cancellation, Forest Supervi- 
sor Michael "Bobo" Barton walked out. Rumor has it 
that Bobo threatened to quit if Thomas made him 
revoke the contract... bye-bye Bobo (Mitsusleazy has 
offered to cover Bobo in grease and sink him in Tokyo 
harbor until Ross Perot gets elected). The Wildlife 
Society, meanwhile, just won a precedent setting 
lawsuit which should curtail highgrading and put 
some teeth in the Tongass Timber Reform Act, and the 
Biodiversity Legal Foundation has petitioned to list 
the Alexander Archipelago Wolf as endangered.

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Stop the Warner Salvage Sales!

The day before the Northwest Regional EF! Rendez- 
vous began, word arrived from Washington that For- 
est Service Chief Jack Ward Thomas had refused to 
withdraw the Warner Salvage Sales. This was the final 
appeal on the project. After two and a half years of 
public resistance and bureaucratic delay, the Freddies 
will now pull out all stops to get the cut out this 
summer. The Sierra Club, Oregon Natural Resources 
Council, and the Western Environmental Law Clinic 
(who brought about the original "spotted owl" law- 
suits against the Forest Service) are preparing a major 
lawsuit to stop this timber sale. The Willamette NF, 
however, is notorious for wreaking "chainsaw justice" 
by felling trees just before cases have their day in court, 
thereby making the suits moot. Hence, only direct 
action that effectively blocks cutting this entire season 
will save W arner Creek from the impending blitzkrieg- 
style helicopter logging assault. Indeed, Warner Creek 
will likely be one of the hottest action sites this 
summer, and eco-warriors from all over the country 
will be needed to defend this awesome wild place. 

Scorched Earth Deforestry 

Living up to their Freddy Kruger image, the Warner 
Salvage Sales show that Freddie timber beasts are 
willing to bum and slash their way through Cascadia's 
last stands of ancient forests in order to get the cut out. 
In fact, under the smokescreen of the Warner Creek 


fire, agency fire bosses ordered massive amounts of 
backburning and burn-out, accounting for up to 3,000 
of the total 8,400 acres burned! Warner Creek was 
essentially an ongoing arson fire from start to finish — 
much of the fireline perimeter neatly matches (no 
pun) the boundaries of the Compatch Roadless Area. 
It almost appears as if a surgical air strike of napalm- 
filled "smart bombs" had been launched against this 
place. Indeed, in its war against the Wild, the Freddies 


have truly resorted to scorched earth tactics, knowing 
that "there's green where there's black." With the 
strike of a match, the stroke of a pen, and the slice of 
a chainsaw, no place will be safe from arson-salvage 
logging, blessed by the best "biostitutes" money can 
buy. Today the northwest's forests are being torched for 
timber — tomorrow it could be yours! This is why the 
stakes of this struggle extend far beyond this individual 
pro j ect or place, and why environmentalists from across 
the country have protested this despicable timber sale. 

Fortunately, there was a minimum of "collateral 
damage" in the paramilitary pyromaniacal assault on 
the Compatch Roadless Area. Much to the agency's 
surprise and embarrassment, Warner Creek is teeming 
with native flora and fauna naturally re-covering the 
area. The ground is literally carpeted with fungi, fir 
saplings, and elk scat. The drumming of woodpeckers 
and howling of coyotes can be heard constantly. And 
most amazing, at least 1 7 known pairs of spotted owls 
continue to inhabit the burned forest. Evidently, for- 
est fires do not chase out spotted owls, but clearcuts 
clearly do. And clearcutting is exactly what the agency 
intends to do: up to 200 new clearcuts will be carved 
into this remote, mgged wildland. Thousands of trees 
have already been marked with bright yellow " Clearcut 
Boundary" stickers and special orange radioactive 
paint which, allegedly, a geiger counter can read even 
if the bark is stripped off. Cutting units have been 
plotted in perfect rectangles with straight edges and 
right-angle comers, like so many dominoes placed on 
the steep slopes of Bunchgrass Ridge. As a 
model for "ecosystem management" these 
clearcuts represent the ultimate in techno- 
cratic uniformity. 

Call to Actions 

At a time when the political and scien- 
tific credibility of the Forest Service is on 
the line like never before, the corporate- 
liberal Clinton/Thomas regime has abdi- 
cated its popular mandate for change, aban- 
doned its illusory game of reform, and 
| exposed itself as yet another shameless, 
servile lackey of Big Timber. In the midst of 
| the impending firestorm of logging that 
9 will raze Cascadia's forests, the effort to 
3 establish Warner Creek as a fire ecology 
Research Natural Area (RNA) continues. 
This visionary proposal was first outlined in 
Alternative EF of the Warner Project's FEIS. Last sum- 
mer, a gathering of the region's top environmentalist 
scientists, activists, and other concerned citizens toured 
the Warner Burn and further developed this idea. The 
second annual Warner Creek Fire Ecology Field Confer- 
ence will be held sometime in early July to complete the 
design of the RNA and formally draft the proposal. With 
or without the cooperation of the Forest Service, 
bioregionalist citizens will begin implementation of the 



Warner Creek Dynamic Ecosystem RNA, and do what- 
ever is necessary to prevent damage to the ecological 
and scientific integrity of this place. "Research and 
Rescue Teams" willing to establish permanent research 
plots and defend them from chainsaws are now being 
organized. Contact the Cascadia Fire Ecology Educa- 
tion Project and/or Cascadia Earth First! (address listed 
below) for more information on how to get involved in 
these upcoming activities and events. 

On the last day of the EF! Northwest Regional Rendez- 
vous, twenty carloads of EF!ers from all over the west 
toured the Warner Bum to reconnoiter the area for this 
summer's direct actions. The beaming white smiles on 
their blackened sooty faces gave glowing testimony to 
the many beautiful mysteries they discovered in this 
wondrous wild place. Warner Creek is truly a hiker's 
paradise, and will be the scene of awesomely adventur- 
ous backwoods actions and road blockades. So, if in- 
junctions keep the sawyers shut down in Cove/Mallard 
and Headwaters this summer, and you're bored "low- 
baggin' it" in basecamp, don't fret. Come all ye wild 
ones, ecodefenders and earthy spirits to defend Warner 
Creek and Stop the Warner Salvage Sales!

Atwood and the enviros, meanwhile, 
justly saw the unheard-of request for raw 
data as a way for the developers to further 
politicize the sdence surrounding the 
gnatcatchers, and an inappropriate in- 
trusion into the scientific process. Indus- 
try biostitutes and PR guys, who to this 
day have failed to produce any peer- 
reviewed documents, were blathering 
endlessly about the "millions of gnat- 
catchers in Mexico" (sic) and repeating 
erroneous conclusions thatthe reputable 
scientific community had long since dis- 
carded. 

Before the dedsion, many biologists 
expeded the bird to be upgraded to 
endangered status, espedally in the wake 
of last Odober's fires which had a drastic 
impad on many areas inhabited by the 
gnatcatcher. Understandably, the ded- 
sion came as a shock to the environmen- 


tal community, and to scientists familiar 
with the bird's declining numbers. 

The delisting of the gnatcatcher repre- 
sents a setback not only for southern 
California's endangered ecosystems, but 
for the role of the sdentific process within 
the Endangered Spedes Ad as well. Judge 
Sporking's ruling says, in effed, that peer- 
reviewed sdentific literature — the very 
foundantion of academic knowledge — 
is not considered adequate evidence for 
ESA listings in the eyes of the court. 
Industry may now be open to contest 
endlessly the sdentific merit of proposed 
listings. In fad, a spokesperson for the 
building industry said that the main 
reasoning behind the suit was to set a 
precedent for future Endangered Spedes 
listings. 

The effect of the delisting on 
California's NCCP program, of which 
the gnatcatcher is the cornerstone, is 
unclear. In a move described at the time 


as "trailblazing" and "historic" Bruce 
Babbitt incorporated the NCCP program 
into the listing package for the gnat- 
catcher in March of 1993. First proposed 
by The Irvine Company, Orange County's 
largest developer, the original intent of 
the program was to keep the gnatcatcher 
from being listed. The NCCP program is 
much like other habitat conservation 
plans, except it is focused on the ecosys- 
tem level, and it delegates authority for 
implementation from the federal to the 
state and local levels. . 

Although Babbitt has invested much 
politically in the NCCP, he has not yet 
taken the obvious route to proted the 
gnatcatcher, to "emergency list" it. At the 
state and local levels, where the develop- 
ers' grasp is most tenadous, NCCP sup- 
port remains strong. Only two days after 
being video-taped fishing on state time 
with a building industry lobbyist, Cali- 
fornia Department of Fish and Game 
Diredor Boyd Gibbonsdelivered a court 
declaration via BIA lawyers outlining his 


support for NCCP. He said the "approach 
ultimately may forestall the need for 
additional spedes to be listed under the 
Endangered Species Ad." Imagine that. 

Without the legal backing the ESA 
provided, it is likely that NCCP will re- 
vert to its original intent: a greenwashing 
scam to allow development to continue 
unimpeded, couched in the rhetoric of 
conservation biology and decorated with 
a faux reserve system of undevelopable 
(due to cliffs, faults, poor geology etc.) 
land. Then again, the FWS was generally 
unwilling to enforce the mandates of the 
NCCP when the bird was listed, so this 
may not mean any substantial deviation 
from things as they were. 

Few mainstream environmental orga- 
nizations have taken on the gnatcatcher 
issue, in keeping with a general disinter- 
est in the southern California area (de- 
spite the expedation that it will become 
the epicenter of mainland extinctions in

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REDWOODGATE: 

The S&L Scandal that Leveled the Redwoods

This August, EF! Redwood Action Team is sponsoring a 
month of actions against MAXXAM to protect the Head- 
waters Forest. This article provides background informa- 
tion on this ongoing campaign. 

He Sista plowed through the November cold, march- 
ing furiously through the stark lakeside streets of 
Burlington. Though the sleet pounded her face, she 
was determined to neither look left nor right. Call it 
therapy, call it Zen, call it 
myopic, she was focused only 
on what was in front of her. 

Suddenly, a gust of wind 
stronger than the rest pum- 
meled her face with a ferocity 
that overcame her will and, 
in reflex, she involuntarily 
turned left. And there she saw 
it. Standing four feet high, 
behind a wrought iron fence, 
a miracle beyond miracles: 
the tombstone of MAXXAM! 

Yes, MAXXAM. The very 
company we had come to 
destroy that week. Having 
conducted five years of re- 
search, we had finally deter- 
mined that Charles Hurwitz, 

MAXXAM's Chairman and 
Chief Bloodsucker, had 
crashed a Texas Savings and 
Loan and then laundered the 
money to finance the acqui- 
sition of Pacific Lumber (PL). 

The taxpayers subsequently 
bailed out the S&L to the tune of $1.6 billion, leading 
us to this inevitable conclusion: Pacific Lumber — we 
own it. Our mission in Burlington, at the Native Forest 
Network Conference, was to organize a campaign 
calling for Debt for Nature and Jail for Hurwitz. He 
Sista's graveyard sighting of the tomb of MAXXAM 
was a good sign. (Actually, the tombstone was for Azro 
Maxham (d. 1915), but the "H" looked like an addi- 
tional "X" from a distance, and besides, we had a 
poster of Hurwitz with a pig nose, making him MAX- 
HAM.) 

All that was back in the fall of 1993. Our campaign 
got off to a rollicking start. We hung a giant 20' x 40' 
banner in front of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FDIC) in Washington, DC. It contained 
but two words: JAIL HURWITZ. A solidarity action at 
the New York office attracted the attention of an 
Associated Press business writer whose scathingly ac- 
curate piece graced the front pages of most of the west 
coast business sections. This story covered our other 
key accomplishment: House Banking Committee 
Chairman Henry Gonzalez had written a letter to the 
FDIC chairman Andrew Hove asking that immediate 
attention be given to Hurwitz's S&L scam, given the 
fact that the Headwaters Forest Act was paddling its 
way through Congress. 

The Act would protect 44,000 acres of redwood 
forest currently being leveled by MAXXAM to pay off 
a billion dollar junk bond debt incurred in the acqui- 
sition. This would be great but for one thing: Hurwitz 
would be paid hundreds of millions for the purchase 
when the FDIC claims he owes taxpayers over $500 
million for illegalities concerning his failed S&L. Addi- 
tionally, Hurwitz doesn't want to sell the full 44,000- 


acre area. So with the $500 million asking price for 
Headwaters approximating Hurwitz's S&L debt, and 
appropriations being the bill's primary obstacle, the 
Sierra Club, Audubon Society, Rainforest Action Net- 
work, Earth First! and others have written the FDIC 
calling for a Debt for Nature swap. 

Gonzalez, along with Rep. Ron Dellums and Senator 
Howard Metzenbaum agreed, issuing statements and 
letters. Chairman Hove responded in a December 7, 
1993, letter to Dellums with encouraging words for 
redwood activists: "...we are 
mindful of the possibility that, if 
Pacific Lumber's parent company 
can be held liable for US AT losses, 
issues involving the redwood 
forests might be brought into 
play." 

One voice was noticeably si- 
lent through all of this, however. 
California Senator Barbara Boxer, 
a wine and cheese liberal and 
member of the Senate Banking 
Committee had declined to make 
a statement, or for that matter 
introduce the Headwaters Forest 
Act on the Senate side, where the 
void left an ominous feeling in 
the guts of redwood activists. So 
I by April 19, with the end of the 
! two-year Congressional session 
| only seven months away, we 
a were left with no choice but to 
| storm the Bastille — that is, hold 
a Jail Hurwitz rally at Boxer's San 
Francisco office. 

Hurwitz sez, "You can t make me pay!!" « Three strikes and you ' re out; " 

screamed Your Umpire, (or was it Your Honor) as our 
guerrilla theatre stood Hurwitz 
on trial for his three most hei- 
nous crimes: redwood rape, pen- 
sion fund pilfering and S&L loot- 
ing. Mistaking Marbled Murrelet 
for one of Baskin Robbins' flavors 
of the month, Hurwitz seemed 
more attentive to his watch while 
the trial took place, as if he had 
somewhere more important to 
be. The salmon, the murrelet, the 
retired and pensionless broken 
millworker all testified against 
Hurwitz and the people's verdict 
was clear: "Guilty! Guilty! Guilty!" 

Three strikes and the refrigerator 
box painted prison fell upon 
Hurwitz's head for life. And then 
it was time to meet with Boxer's 
staff, who had learned of the 
demo the previous week, and had 
called, asking us desperately, 

"What do you want?" 

"Jail Charles Hurwitz," said the 
bumpersticker we handed them, 
along with a copy of the book 
"Clearcut, " plus a Bergdorf-Goodman-boxed lipsticked 
Hurwitz head, wrapped delicately behind bars. Repre- 
sentatives from Forests Forever, EPIC, Greenpeace, 
sustainable forestry organizations and Earth First! cor- 
nered Boxer's aides, allowing not one excuse for inac- 
tion to slip by. The facts were indisputable: United 
Savings Association of Texas (USAT) and its parent 


company, United Financial Group (UFG) were con- 
trolled by junk bond king Hurwitz and three compa- 
nies in his conglomerate. The FDIC has an outstanding 
claim against UFG for $548 million, charging that the 
bank failed to maintain a minimum net worth. 

According to FDIC v. Milken (the lawsuit filed against 
Hurwitz's broker Michael Milken in 1991), many of the 
same companies that invested in Pacific Lumber junk 
bonds had previously received funds from USAT. These 
corporations included First Executive Life, which was 
also granted the PL pension fund after MAXXAM 
liquidated $55 million of "surplus" from it. First Execu- 
tive later went bankrupt due to its failed investments. 

We told Boxer's staff that with this marauding banker 
from Texas swindling their own state out of its ancient 
redwood heritage, it's time Boxer exercised her posi- 
tion on the Banking Committee to defend California's 
resources. They agreed to write a letter to the FDIC and 
to initiate an appraisal of the 44,000 acres. But they 
declined our request for a Senate Banking investiga- 
tion. Nevertheless, Boxer can rest assured that we, the 
American taxpayers, want our $548 million back and 
the ancient redwoods protected as well. She has the 
power to do both. 

The results of our rally and meeting at Boxer's office 
were impressive. The Wall Street Journal and Sunday 
Houston Chronicle ran feature pieces on the Debt for 
Nature swap. Ron Dellums has since written a new 
letter to the FDIC calling for the seizure of the entire 
Pacific Lumber Company. And the FDIC has retained 
six full time attorneys to go after Hurwitz. Their confi- 
dential recommendations are in, and the FDIC has 
stated that they'll make a determination of action by 
September. The momentum seems to be going our 
way. But Hurwitz has never lost a battle in his life. This 
may be our last chance to imprison the man the Wall 
Street Journal has called the Houdini of High Finance. 

Let's secure the chains of 
truth tight. And let's not for- 
get — even the real Houdini 
met his match in the end. 
And oh! what a relief it will 
be when we finally put 
MAXXAM back in its tomb 
to rest once and for all.

the coming decades). The rumor from 
Washington is that the southern Califor- 
nia development lobby is too powerful, 
and challenging it would lead to a dis- 
mantling of the Federal Endangered Spe- 
cies Act (as if that wasn't already com- 
ing?). Southern California, in this 
nario, would be a huge sacrifice zone to 


the greedheads. 

For a desperate few, however, there 
will be no surrender, despite the odds. 
After the delisting, Orange County Earth 
First! staged demonstrations at the BIA's 
Orange County Headquarters and in the 
path of the San Joaquin Hills Tollroad. 
The public expressed their support for re- 
listing the bird by yelling and honking 
their car horns. 

FWS appealed the decision on June 8. 


While Judge Sporking denied their mo- 
tion to rescind his decision as erroneous, 
he is considering reinstating protected 
status for the bird while the Service col- 
lects public input concerning Atwood's 
raw data. Regardless of Sporking's deci- 
sion on this second motion, it is urgent 
that people write and 1) Demand that 
Secretary of the Interior Babbitt emer- 
gency list the California gnatcatcher as 
an endangered species. An emergency 


listing would immediately protect the 
bird for 240 days while the matter is 
cleared up. 2) Insist that the FWS resist 
this encroachment into the very heart of 
the scientific process. Without intense 
public pressure the FWS will surely shirk 
its duties.

Coming from as far away as Michigan, environmental activists 
gathered among the melting snow and budding flora for the northeast 
spring rendezvous, from April 28 to May 1. We camped in the Lamb 
Brook region of the Green Mountain National Forest in southern 
Vermont. 

This location was chosen not only for its beauty, but also because the 
Forest Service has proposed timber cutting within this area. The Lamb 
Brook region is home to a thriving black bear population, as well as a 
host of migratory songbirds. The time in these woods was well spent, as 
I believe activists throughout the region were able to come away with 
a definite sense of place, so that if those toiling in the courts aren't able 
to save this area, perhaps a few well-placed bodies will! 

The movement in the northeast is definitely growing, judging from 
the increase in numbers over last year's gathering, Apparently the 
Freddies have also noticed that the movement in the northeast is 
picking up steam, as they were constantly dropping in on us to check 
on our "safety." 

Workshops included an update and discussion on the unfolding 
^jSijjjatipn concerning Hydro-Quebec, by Innu spokesperson Gilbert 
Hldt of the Coalition for Nitassinan, as well as a discussion on security 
and intimidation tactics used against activists. 

Nightly entertainment was provided by Casey Neill, Robert Hoyt and 
several other guitar strummin', drum beatin' folks from around the 
region. And as usual we all helped out in the singing department. 

It was great to see old friends as well as new faces, as many groups 
(Earth First!, Greenpeace, Native Forest Network, Green Mountain 
Forest Watch, to name a few) and places were represented. A beautiful 
forest, good friends, cold beer and great music; what the hell else could 
you ask for? All in all it was a great time. 


CALL FOR ACTIVISTS 


The Siskiyou National Forest has announced plans to award the 
extremely controversial Sugarloaf timber sale despite its location in an 
Ancient Forest reserve in the recently released Clinton forest plan. 

Sugarloaf is one of a number of sales encompassed in Mark Hatfield's 
infamous section 318 "rider from hell," which exempted numerous 
destructive timber sales from judicial review and public appeal in 1988. 
The Sugarloaf sale would "thin" 10.5 million board feet of timber from 
739 acres of wild, high elevation forest comprising the northwest flank 
of the 27,000-acre Kangaroo roadless area, a critical wildlife corridor 
adjacent to the Oregon Caves National Monument. 

The Sugarloaf area is the unlogged headwaters of the heavily frag- 
mented Grayback Creek drainage, which the new Forest Plan calls a "Key~ 
watershed," critical to the restoration of dwindling salmon and steel- 
head runs. Ironically, the Forest Service will be spending millions in 
taxpayer dollars to restore the Grayback Creek drainage, while deforest- 
ing its headwaters. 

Opposition to the sale is broad-based. Locals have been hiking, 
camping, and fishing in the area for over a century. The Boundary Trail, 
a National Recreational Trail, leads hikers to the top of the majestic 
Grayback Mountain in the Kangaroo roadless area. The 360 degree view 
of clearcuts and roads is enough to convince anyone that this priceless 
roadless area is worth fighting for. 

The Sugarloaf sale has been the focus of controversy since its incep- 
tion, with tree spiking, Federal area closures and angry confrontations 
occuring.

Tell them that 
starting off the Clinton Forest Plan with roadless area logging is not OK. 

2. Prepare for direct action. Come to southwest Oregon and survey the 
cutting units.

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GHz Lawsuit Filed! 


The Biodiversity Legal Foundation, the Fund for 
Animals, the Swan View Coalition, four biologists, 
and a coalition of grassroots environmentalists and 
organizations filed a lawsuit in US Federal District 
Court in Washington, DC, against the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service (FWS) claiming that specific 
portions of its grizzly bear re- 
covery plan were inad- 
equate and not in 
compliance 
with the En- 
dangered 
Species 
Act (ESA). 

The law- 
suit also al- 
leges that the 
FWS violated 
the ESA by de- 
nying a petition 
filed by the Biodiversity 
Legal Foundation to designate 
critical habitat for the grizzly bear. 

The grizzly bear — listed as a threatened species in 
the lower 48 states since 1975 — formerly ranged 
throughout western North America from Alaska to 
Mexico. Today, the grizzly occupies less than 2% of 
its original range and is represented by only six 
isolated populations in the lower 48 states. The 
survival of the grizzly continues to be seriously 
threatened by development, road building, logging, 
grazing, and mining. 

The recovery plan, which by law should establish 
specific criteria and objectives leading to the recov- 
ery and delisting of the species, is instead a prescrip- 
tion for extinction. The plan seems to hasten the 


delisting of the grizzly bear, not to hasten its recov- 
ery. 

Specific inadequacies in the plan include: a failure 
to describe site-specific habitat protection objec- 
tives; failure to address the regulation or elimina- 
tion of negative impacts such as road 
building, development, logging, 
grazing, and mining; and 
the omission of habi- 
tat corridors link- 
ing existing 
populations. 
The plan also 
fails to use the 
best available 
scientific evi- 
dence in formu- 
lating grizzly bear 
recovery strategies 
and criteria. Possibly the 
worst aspect of the plan is 
that it sets recovery levels below the 
population levels previously identified as recovery 
goals. 

In addition to the specific deficiencies in the 
plan, the lawsuit also claims that FWS violated the 
ESA by denying a petition to designate critical 
habitat for the bear. Because of the continuing 
decline in habitat quality and quanity, a critical 
habitat designation is essential to prevent the ex- 
tinction of the griz. 

In 1991, grizzly bear hunting was banned in Mon- 
tana. If the delisting by the FWS is allowed to 
proceed this hunting would be reinstated.

Mitsubishi Clamps Down on Demonstrators

Fifteen environmental activists spent the better part 
of Earth Day, 1994, in jail for disrupting a car show at 
the San Diego Convention Center. 

After making citizen's arrests, a gung-ho Mitsubishi 
Corporation, as part of a deal struck with the mayor's 
office, had the San Diego Police Department (SDPD) 
detain the activists for trespassing in a public place. 


At precisely 2:30 p.m., after slipping past 19 special 
security guards, three activists from Baja Ecotopia 
Earth First!, Rainforest Action Network (RAN), and 
Greenpeace handcuffed themselves to Mitsubishi au- 
tomobiles with metal tubes covering their handcuffs. 

About a half-hour later, two others fooled the thick 
security again by being catapulted up on displays with 
banners and bullhorns. The two activists informed car 
show attendees about Mitsubishi's continued plun- 
dering of the world's rain forests and urged 
everyone to boycott all Mitsubishi products, 
including Kirin beer and Nikon cameras, until 
the destruction is stopped. 

Several of those arrested by Mitsubishi were 
activists who merely watched the demonstra- 
tion. Many mild-mannered folk were threatened 
with arrest for just asking questions during the 
demonstration, and some were even frisked by 
the goons watching for so-called "suspicious 
looking persons." 

After being held for several hours at the con- 
vention center, the activists were handcuffed by 
the SDPD and taken to the downtown San Diego 
station where they spent several more hours. 
Next, they were ushered to the Wackenhut- 
operated city jail in Otay Mesa, 20 miles south on 
the Mexican border. After more than 22 hours, 
all had been released on $250-$2,500 bail. 

The next day, April 23, more than 50 demon- 
strators, including those arrested the day before, 
showed up outside of the convention center to 
hand out literature about the Mitsubishi boy- 
cott. A giant traveling inflatable chainsaw made 
its ominous presence at the demonstration as 
well. 

Mitsubishi's heavy handed tactics of arresting 
anyone appearing to be involved may lead to 
some embarrassment for the company. A local 
lawyer, Tony Prost, volunteered as a legal ob- 
server of the protest and was among those ar- 
rested. Plans to file a civil suit against Mitsubishi 
corporation for false arrest are being considered.

On May 24, in the Bank of America tower in Port- 
land, OR, Crown Pacific's plush headquarters and 
hideout was discovered and defiled by a band of merry 
pranksters (hooray for the riff raff). From the lobby of 
boutiques and polished people, we went up nine floors 
in the video equipment elevator to the rainforest 
hardwood of CP's executive suites. (The export com- . 
pany must have traded your forests for our floors.) 

Several of us have been to the controversial Wilson 
sale on the Heppner Ranger district in the Umatilla 
National Forest, among the Ponderosa Pine, Grand Fir 
and the old growth dependent species who are now 
being forcibly denied their right to exist. We have seen 
the red flash of the pileated's head, listened for the 
quiet thudding of the shy woodpeckers in mating 
play. We followed goshawk hopes through dense 
canopy, searching among high red rock cliffs for 
peregrine falcon, and knocked on snags for flammulated 
or great grey owl. We have watched the underwater 
swarming of caddis fly larvae encased in bark rolls or 
glued pebbles, wondering if they are the sensitive Blue 
Mountain Cryptochian. We have been submerged in 
the same creeks which the bull trout is dependent 
upon... The same creeks which are now being warmed 
by removal of tributary canopy and loaded with sedi- 
ment from reckless logging in riparian areas and 
roadbuilding banked into streams or plowed right 
through them. Crown Pacific/Forest Service has vio- 
lated their own Environmental Assessment as well as 
NEPA and NFMA in multiple ways. And as the Eastside 
Ecosystem Management Plan flounders, the ecosys- 
tems it is supposed to protect are being hurriedly felled 
by agencies and corporations in cahoots. 

Knowing that the legal process was being attempted 
by the Blue Mountains Biodiversity Project and was 
being met with concerted resistance from the courts, 
apathetic waffling by the FS, and increased felling by 
CP, we called for an emergency action. Twenty some 
people showed up on very short notice, and nearly half 
chose to risk arrest. CP's silk-suited execs responded 
with violence, frustrated at their impotence against a 
group of young raging, singing, people equipped with 
facts on their illegal and destructive activities. Four 
execs teamed up to squish two women activists in a 
doorway. Countless hands responded by letting slip- 
pery fish slide through their hands onto the execs 
white silk shirts and slave-labor imported carpets. The 
dead fish were initially used to demonstrate the aquatic 
carnage caused by CP and had been dumped ceremo- 
niously onto a map of Oregon. Meanwhile two activ- 
ists had slipped into the inner office and were convers- 
ing reasonably with a balky vice president. 

The Portland police arrived arid begarrbreaking afln>; 
locks. They loaded us into a s specially padded green 
elevator (for ecomaniacs?) as we sang '' Dancingoh the 
Ruins of Multinational Corporations." They were go- 
ing to keep us in the padded elevator until after five so 
no one else would have to see us, but they were able to 
sneak us out through the basement to jail where it was 
easier to hide us. We face misdemeanor charges of 
Criminal Trespass II and Mischief for the fish tossers, 
while CP goes free, violating federal laws and laws that 
are older than the Blue.Mountains. (Same old story).

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The Bombing Story 

Part 3: The FBI "Investigates"

Editors' note: In May of 1990, ]udi Bari and Darryl 
Chemey were on their way to a Redwood Summer organiz- 
ing meeting when a bomb exploded in Bari's car in Oak- 
land, CA. Although it was clear that the bombing was an 
attempt on their lives, the Oakland Police and the FBI 
immediately arrested the two, accusing them oftransport- 
ingthebomb. Charges were never filed, but neither the OPD 
nor the FBI ever investigated the bombing as an assassina- 
tion attempt. This is the final installment in a three-part 
series. Thefirsttwo parts appeared in theBrigid and Beltane 
Earth First! Journals. 

Phony Investigation 

By midsummer of 1990, it felt like the FBI had 
already committed every imaginable atrocity against 
us in the bombing case. They arrested Darryl and me 
while we were still in shock from being bombed, and 
refused to even consider any 
other suspects. They smeared 
us as terrorists in the national 
press. But they were not done 
yet. The FBI still had one more 
trick up their sleeve for Earth 
First! 

After July 18, when the DA 
had finally refused to bring 
charges against us for lack of 
evidence, the FBI would have 
been happy if this case had just 
disappeared. Instead, public 
pressure was mounting. A coa- 
lition of 50 mainstream envi- 
ronmental, labor and women's 
groups, along with Congress- 
man Ron Dellums, had de- 
manded a Congressional in- 
vestigation of the FBI's han- 
dling of the case. And letters 
were coming from all over the 
world, demanding that the FBI 
stop blaming the victims and 
start looking for the bomber. 

It was in this context that the FBI began their total 
farce of a bombing investigation. I did not know this 
part of the story at the time, but only discovered it 
recently when I got my FBI files on the case. In 
response to public pressure, the FBI did indeed widen 
their pool of suspects beyond Darryl and me. But they 
widened it only to include all other EFiers and red- 
wood region environmentalists. My 5,000 pages of FBI 
files show that no real investigation was ever con- 
ducted, and no non-environmentalist suspect was 
ever seriously considered. Instead the FBI used the 
bombing as a pretext to conduct a sweeping campaign 
of surveillance of EFiers, and other activists. My files 
contain names of and information about approxi- 
mately 800 environmentalists and our associates, both 
locally and nationally. 

The FBI began by sending a letter to the local 
newspapers in the redwood region. Under the guise of 
investigating the bombing, they asked these newspa- 
pers for access to their letters-to-the-editor files. Only 
the Santa Rosa Press Democrat, the largest and most 
urban paper in our area, refused, citing the chilling 
effect it would have on free speech if people knew that 
their letters were being turned over to the FBI. But in 
the rural areas of the redwood region, ten small-town 
newspaper editors, flattered by the attention, let the 
FBI look through their files and confiscate letters from 
environmentalists. Most of these letters were simply 
added to the FBI's database. But one letter to the 
Humboldt Life and Times, a poem about the earth 
with no imaginable connection to the bombing, was 
singled out and sent to the lab for fingerprinting, 
handwriting analysis, and behavioral analysis. 

The Santa Rosa Press Democrat may have avoided 
the letters sweep, but they were implicated in even 
more serious FBI interference with freedom of the 
press. In a memo to headquarters, San Francisco FBI 


director Richard Held complained about an article 
written by Press Democrat reporter Mike Geniella. In 
that article, Geniella documented the FBI's targeting 
of Earth First! in Arizona, Montana and California. To 
my knowledge, this is the only article ever printed in 
the mainstream press anywhere that linked these 
various FBI operations against Earth First! groups. 
Richard Held stated in his memo that he intended to 
complain to the Press Democrat's editors about Mike 
Geniella's reporting, and suggested that FBI chief 
William Sessions complain to the Press Democrat's 
parent newspaper, the New York Times. A few weeks 
later, Geniella was disciplined by the Press Democrat, 
and removed from his position as timber reporter 
despite his award-winning coverage of the issue. 

Info Gathering 

The FBI also interviewed the local police in the 
timber region. They asked them questions like who do 

they "consider to 
be the prominent 
environmental 
activists" in their 
towns. Without 
ever questioning 
why, police gave 
out names and 
addresses of vari- 
ous "respectable" 
environmental- 
ists, as well as 
Earth Firstlers. 
Humboldt Sher- 
iffs were asked for 
a list of "individu- 
als capable of en- 
gaging in violent 
activity." And 
even though none 
of these people 
had been in- 
volved with any 
violence before or 
since, the sheriffs gave the following names: "Mickey 
Dulas, Lincoln Pierce, Francine Allen, Bill DeVall, Greg 
King, Larry Evans, Lisa Henry and Darryl Cherney." 

Humboldt and Mendocino Sherrif's "Intelligence 
Officers" also came up with some wild stories about 
supposed internal j ealousies and intrigues within Earth 
First! One had Mickey 
Dulas and I pulling a coup 
on Darryl Chemey. An- 
other had Mickey crying 
"from being upset with 
Judi Bari, as Judi Bari was 
dictating how things 
should be ran from her 
wheelchair." In reality, 
we were all working to- 
gether, standing up to le- 
thal force with principle, 
courage, and non-vio- 
lence in a terrifying situ- 
ation. 

A Mendo sheriff report 
claimed that monkey- 
wrenching was being 
done by the Nomadic Ac- 
tion Team, led by Mike 
Roselle, with Lee Des- 
seaux (described as also 
associated the ALF) as a 
"suspected member. " An- 
other report quotes Hum- 
boldt sheriffs as saying that "members of the Earth 
First! in the tri-state area, believed to mean Washing- 
ton, Oregon and California and possibly Arizona are 
planning to travel to the north coast and attempt to 
take over, as they feel the local leadership is not doing 
enough. These outside Earth First! members, many of 
whom are former followers of Dave Foreman are 


planning a build up of activities... and there is’ some- 
thing unknown that is being planned." 

In addition to interviewing local cops, the FBI also 
interviewed management personnel from the timber 
companies, and anti-EF! organizers from the Wise Use 
Movement. They were asked to turn over any and all 
information about environmentalists, as well as any 
leaflets or printed material from the environmental 
movement. "Come To The Air Quality Hearing," says 
one of the leaflets turned in. "Hemp Festival," says 
another. 

John Campbell, president of Pacific Lumber 
(Maxxam), was the most active snitch of the bunch. 
He turned over Country Activist newspaper, a timber 
industry-produced booklet on "Earth First Quotes," 
and a copy of Live Wild or Die. He also turned in a list 
of 53 names and addresses that he claimed were Earth 
First! trespassers, even though the company admitted 
that "not all were formally charged, and I don't know 
the disposition." 

Wise Use Movement anti-environmental organizers 
were also given the opportunity to submit names and 
info on environmentalists. Candy Boak of Mother's 
Watch, who is well known in our region as one of the 
worst of the pro-timber hate mongers, told the FBI that 
of all the EF!ers she knew, Larry Evans and Bill DeVall 
were the ones she feared the most. The very same week 
that Candy talked to the FBI, she organized a "Dirty 
Tricks Workshop" with the Sahara Club to teach local 
timber goons new ways to terrorize us. This, of course, 
is not mentioned in the interview. 

Paula Langager of WeCare also had some interesting 
things to say to the FBI. She told them there is a "core 
group" of Wise Use activists who "like to play little 
jokes on the Earth First members and have issued false 
press releases" (These press releases, printed on EF! 
stationery and calling for violence, were discussed in 
Part I of this article as part of the lead-up to the 
bombing). Paula named a local timber stooge, Dave 
Cruzan, as the author of the fakes. But the FBI never 
followed up on this info, and never interviewed Dave 
Cruzan. 

Another surprise witness was John DeWitt, of Save 
the Redwoods League. DeWitt did not have any inside 
info at all, but he sure was eager to help the FBI convict 
Earth First!. He turned over a letter he had received 
from EF!er Greg King in 1987, pleading with him to 
stop selling out the redwoods. He also turned over a list 
of 14 EF! activists and associates, stating how much 
each of us had donated to Save the Redwood League. 
To our credit, none of us had given him a cent except 
Darryl, who only gave $5. And finally, a year later, 
John DeWitt turned over to the FBI a well known Wise 
Use poster that said "Wood And Paper Products No 
Longer Available, Wipe Your Ass With ASpotted Owl." 
DeWitt told the FBI that this flyer had been sent to his 
office by Earth First! 

Death Threats 

The FBI refused to investi- 
gate the death threats I had 
received, even when we gave 
them leads to follow. Al- 
though my lawyer turned over 
the originals of eight written 
death threats, the FBI listed 
them only as "possible evi- 
dence" and did not even send 
them to the lab for finger- 
print, typing or handwriting 
analysis. Death threats to 
Maxxam CEO Charles 
Hurwitz, however, were listed 
as official "evidence" in the 
bombing case, and sent out 
for lab analysis right away. 
Obsequious letters were sent 
to Maxxam, expressing the 
FBI’s concern, and an agent 
was sent out to teach 
Maxxam's secretaries how to 
handle letter bombs, even 
though none had been re- 
ceived or even alluded to. 

A death threat I received right in the middle of the 
FBI's month-long investigation in our region was the 
strangest one of all. In late July, the FBI wrote a memo 
saying that they had "determined that Judi Bari has a

understanding is achieved, the common enemy, the antithesis of life, will be 
easier to disassemble because there will more of us working together on a variety 
of levels. 

One way of stopping the enemy is through direct action at the enemy's point 
of production. That is a major reason why the ruling elite of this world have 
police and military at their disposal along with covert agencies to subvert any 
potential rise of resistance. That is also why the elite ruling class controls the 
flow of information through media. Media in this country, especially television, 
has been perhaps the most effective tool of the corporations for numbing down 
the populace. People think they are getting news when in fact they are getting 
secret sauce put on their McClintons. Those reasons are also why Revolutionary 
Ecologists believe in building a broader-based movement from the many 
struggles. There must be more of us working together to counter disinformation 
and promote real education and regain a sense of community. 

So what if a broader-based movement is successful in dismantling the old 
regimes through new collective strategies and tactics? We must look to the earth 
for guidance and refuse to allow hierarchical or patriarchal structures to de- 
velop. In North America (and elsewhere) we have the opportunity to draw from 
the traditions developed over thousands of years of existence by indigenous 
people. Those who have been sucked into believing technology is the solution 
had better move forward by looking back to an earth wisdom that anthropocen- 
tric cultures have never offered. Instead of any move to sustainable growth, we 
should be looking to no growth, reduction and subsistence living. 

This rambling on Revolutionary Ecology may seem too socially oriented for 
some. Another reason for writing this, though, is to try and call in question any 
type of environmental elitism and to humble us even further into a self-aware- 
ness of who we are and what we are up against. If this seems too serious, it is 
only because the question is life or death. How many species of life have gone 
extinct during your reading of this article? How many women have been raped? 
How many Rodney King-like attacks have there been? 

* author's note: for those of you who refuse any ideology except Deep Ecology, in "The 
Basic Principles of Deep Ecology" (written by George Sessions and Ame Naess and 
printed in the Litha, 1984, edition of the Earth First! Journal), #6 of an eight point 
platform states, "Policies therefore must be changed. These policies affect basic eco- 
nomic, technological, and ideological structures. The resulting state of affairs will be 
deeply different from the present." Principle # 6 seems to justify a social evaluation.

Satterwhite indeed investigated, according to my FBI 
files, and in mid-August an anonymous tip was re- 
corded in my file saying that the "hippys" in my area 
had "built a hideout for radical terrorist Judi Bari." The 
threat, which was found on my landlord's mailbox, 
gave exact directions to my "hideout" using the same 
language as the anonymous tip in my FBI file, and 
offered a " case of Coors to the stud who bums her out. " 
And, although the original of this threat was turned 
over to the Mendo Sherrif, and the Willits Police have 
told me it was discussed at a meeting between local law 
enforcement and the FBI, neither the threat nor any 
mention of it appears in my 5,000-page FBI file. 

Phone Sweep 

This totally bogus local investigation went on for 
about a month, and the names of about 150 local 
environmentalists were collected. Then, in Novem- 
ber, 1990, San Francisco FBI director Richard Held got 
a new idea. Even though he had found nothing in all 
his snooping to implicate any EF!er or environmental- 
ist in the bombing or any other crime, he wasn't about 
to give up. Held issued a memo to headquarters saying 
that he still considered Darryl and me to be the prime 
suspects in the bombing. And, he wrote, "investiga- 
tion indicates a number of individuals who associate 
with one another to include, in some cases, being 
arrested with each other." Therefore, he stated, "the 
investigation remaining will involve the computeriza- 
tion of the toll records" of these people's phone calls. 

With that, Richard Held embarked on the most 
outrageous wild goose chase of the entire ridiculous 
"bombing investigation." The FBI came up with 634 
out-of-state phone calls that we had made during 
April-May, 1990, and proceeded to investigate every 


one of them. The files the FBI gave me never tell who 
these core activists were whose phone calls were com- 
piled, only that there were 14 or 20 of us. But we can 
tell from the phone numbers they investigated that 
many of the Golden Gate Bridge climbers were among 
this group. 

The phone numbers were listed by area code and 
sent out to every FBI office in the country. And, for the 
next year, the reports trickled back in, listing, at Held's 
request, names, addresses, places of employment, 
physical descriptions, criminal records and political 
associates of 634 people whose only crime was receiv- 
ing a phone call from an EF!er. 

Our parents, grandparents, uncles and cousins were 
investigated. When a phone number was found to be 
unlisted, making the info on it unobtainable without 
a search warrant, the FBI made a "pretext call" to the 
number to see if they could get anything. One woman 
in Wisconsin, Louisa Hemachek, was cited for having 
a phone she called "the green line. " For this reason, the 
FBI talked to the local sheriff, who told them that 
Louisa is considered a "hippie" and is an environmen- 
tal activist. The Center for Constitutional Rights, a 
nationally known public interest law firm, is said to be 
linked to the Revolutionary Communist Party and the 
American Indian Movement, because they helped 
people from those groups file FOIA requests for their 
FBI files. 

All in all, the phone sweep is an absolutely unjusti- 
fied intrusion, violating people's rights to privacy and 
freedom of association, and recalling the red scares of 
the 1950's. It is also similar to the CISPES spying 
scandal of the early 1980's, in which the FBI conducted 
surveillance on thousands of people who did nothing 
more than attend a meeting or demonstration about 
Central America. But in the Earth First! case you didn't 
even need to go to a meeting. You were vilified just for 
knowing us. 

When the FBI field offices around the country fin- 
ished sending in their reports in October, 1992, Rich- 
ard Held had still not found anything to incriminate 
us. So he quietly closed the case, saying that he had run 


out of leads to follow. He didn't even notify the district 
attorney or Oakland Police that the case was closed 
until March, 1993. And, even though we had a lawsuit 
going against him for his handling of this case by then, 
he never notified us at all. 

In May, 1993, we released the Oakland Police's 
damning photos of my bombed car, showing that the 
FBI had lied about the bomb being in the back seat. The 
day after we announced our press conference to unveil 
the photos (which was held in front of the FBI office in 
San Francisco), Richard Held resigned from the FBI. He 
was 53 years old and at the height of his career, with 
25 years of experience in counterintelligence opera- 
tions. But he left the FBI to take a job as the head of the 
fraud department for the VISA company. 

Of course Held claims that there is no relation 
between this case and his sudden departure. But the 
timing of us waving incriminating photos on his 
doorstep while he sits upstairs in his office cleaning 
out his desk to leave is hard to ignore. I'm sure we can't 
take full credit. But the man ruined my life, and I 
certainly hope I ruined his career. 

I don't know how far our lawsuit and Congressional 
investigation will eventually take us with this case. I 
hope I can someday find out who bombed me. I hope 
we can expose the FBI's systematic attempt to disrupt, 
discredit, and destroy Earth First!, starting with the 
infiltration and set-up of the Arizona 5, and including 
the bombing and framing of Darryl and me, as well as 
many other more low-key operations across the coun- 
try. EF! took some heavy hits, and we have definitely 
suffered from them. But, incredibly, we have survived, 
and we're still together as a movement, still out on the 
front lines battling for the life of the planet. 

We can't minimize the forces we're up against. But 
I hope we can learn from these experiences, so we 
won't be so vulnerable next time.

Australia is not often associated with extensive forest ecosystems; 
indeed, the images seen abroad are of endless outback landscapes 
populated by kangaroos, sheep, crocodiles and the occasional gnarled 
gum tree. The continent is over 70% desert, but this is not the whole 
picture. Australia was once 10% forested. This original forest cover has 
dwindled by over half since European arrival. The remaining forests are 
home to the continent's most diverse flora and fauna, from the sloth- 
like tree-dwelling kangaroos of the tropical and sub-tropical zones to 
the "Nothofagus"-dominated temperate rainforests of the south. 

Tasmania's Forests 

Once over 80% forested, the island has lost almost half its forest cover. 
The woodchippers arrived in the 1970s. Extensive areas of rainforest 
and eucalypt, including some hard- 
woods, were clearfelled and chipped 
for export. An island of less than 
70,000 square kilometers, Tasma- 
nia now exports 3 million tonnes of 
air-dried chips annually to Japan, 
representing over one-half of 
Australia's national export. Like the 
US Forest Service, the Tasmanian 
Forestry Commission operates at a 
deficit, with logging roads being 
the chief expense. Despite a 30% 
increase in forest production in the 
past decade, jobs in the sector have 
declined one-half! 

Wet and dry schlerophyll forests, 
consisting of eucalypt species, are 
the predominant forest types in Tasmania. Under the main eucalypt 
canopy a rainforest understory often thrives. In regions like the Tarkine 
Wilderness of the northwest, extensive areas of climax temperate 
rainforest still exist. Tasmania is also home to the largest flowering trees 
in the world, Eucalyptus regnans, which reach a height of over 90 meters. 
Much of the flora of Tasmania has affiliations with North and South 
America: trees such as the pencil and King Billy pines (family T a xodiaceae), 
distant relatives of the redwood; and the southern beeches (family 
Fagaceae), found also in Chile. 

The Great Western Tiers 

On the northwestern rim of Tasmania's Great Central Plateau (an 
alpine region designated a UN World Heritage Area) rise the Great 
Western Tiers, steep forested escarpments punctuated by benchlands 
where huge eucalypt trees rise like spectres in the mist above the 
rainforest. Rainbow lorikeets swoop among the branches and flocks of 
huge black cockatoos descend from the rocky rims to perch and cackle 
on great snags. The Tasmanian wedge-tailed eagle soars the rims on 
thermals. 

Although selective logging has occurred in the past on the lower 
reaches of the Tiers, much of this forest remains intact, providing a 
home for white goshawks, owls, pygmy possums, numerous bat 
species, carnivorous marsupials, platypus, many reptiles, and thou- 
sands of species of invertebrates. 

Due to their immeasurable biological, cultural and scenic value, the 
Great Western Tiers are proposed by Tasmanian citizens for National 
Park status. However, much of the region has been designated a 
"permanent wood production zone" by the Tasmanian government. 
The state government seeks an increase in export woodchip licenses, 
while the Australian Heritage Commission has strongly recommended 
against the logging. 

The Campaign for the Tiers 

The campaign to protect the Great Western Tiers dates back at least 
to the start of woodchipping in the Huntsman Valley in the late 1970s. 
In the '80s, the campaign focus was on the Jackeys Marsh/Quamby 
Bluff area, with logging protests on Warners Sugarloaf. In 1989 five 
Greens were elected to the state parliament. As a result of the Green/ 
Labor Accord, the adjoining Central Plateau was given World Heritage 
status, along with a number of Forest Reserves along the Tiers. 

In January 1990, the campaign broadened to include most of the 
Great Western Tiers with the launch of a national park proposal. The 
Tasmanian Department of Parks, Wildlife and Heritage supports the 
National Park. On 15th November 1992, noted British ecologist Profes- 
sor David Bellamy, along with the NFN and others of the campaign 
group, declared the "official" opening of the park. 

The Tiers Under Assault 

On the morning of March 21, 1994, logging contractors, Forestry 
Commission officers, and supervisors from North Forest Products 
moved into two logging coupes, Warners Sugarloaf and Huntsman 
Valley, both within the proposed national park. Contractors are 
working in the two coupes in a bid to selectively log and clearfell 140 
hectares (320 acres) of second growth and old growth forests. Sixty per 
cent of the Huntsman coupe is to be clearfelled. Magnificent old growth 


trees are falling there now. Over 85% of all trees logged in Tasmania are 
being taken for woodchips, destined for Japan and the AMCOR pulp 
and paper mills at Wesley Vale and Burnie. 

Protesters temporarily delayed work by occupying the Sugarloaf 
coupe on March 21st, and a full-scale blockade with four arrests took 
place at both coupes on the 25th. Local residents along with Peg Putt, 
Tasmanian Greens Member of the House of Assembly, obstructed 
workers for six hours, causing the loss of 240 man hours of logging time. 
Police from across northern Tasmania were forced to move through 
three blockade fronts before confronting the arrestees. One protester 
chained herself to a Huntsman coupe boom gate, requiring removal 
with bolt cutters. To date there have been 24 arrests. Blockaders face a 
potential $20,000 fine or 1 year in prison and compensation fines for 
loss of work if arrested in the logging coupes. There have also been two 

very successful street marches in Deloraine 
and Launceston. The issue has been very promi- 
= nent in the Tasmanian TV and radio news, 
talk radio and letters to the editor, and the 
national media is now picking up on it. 

HELP!! 

Please support the protesters defending the 
Great Western Tiers. Demand that the Federal 
Government implement the Old Growth Log- 
ging Moratorium Clause as laid out in the 
National Forest Policy, and implement the 
recommendations of the Australian Heritage 
Commission. Call on the Tasmanian Govern- 
ment to halt logging and declare the Tiers a 
National Park.

KOALAS FACE EXTINCTION 


The koala, one of the most adored and recognizable animals in the 
world, may become extinct throughout much of its range in Australia 
by the turn of the century. Though the koala has survived for 25 million 
years, the species will soon be wiped out if the Australian government 
continues to allow logging and land clearing for agriculture and 
development to eliminate koala habitat areas. Though once widespread 
throughout eastern Australia, today the koala's range is restricted to 
isolated and fragmented habitat patches primarily in Queensland, New 
South Wales and Victoria. 

On May 3, an Endangered Species Act petition was filed with the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service requesting an endangered listing for the koala 
in Victoria and New South Wales and a threatened listing for the species 
in Queensland. The listing will have the immediate effect of making it 
unlawful to import koalas into the US without USFWS approval. 
Conservationists also anticipate that a listing for the koala u Ader US law 
will put pressure on the Australian wildlife authorities to take steps to 
immediately protect the koala and its habitat. Over 40 Australian and 
US conservation and animal protection organizations have endorsed 
the petition. 

The petition provides a detailed discussion of habitat destruction in 
Australia, koala diseases, 
and other factors, such 
as fire, automobiles, and 
dogs, that threaten the 
koala.

As you read this, somewhere in the urban wilderness 
of the poor East End of London the new British radical 
green and environmental movement is using massive 
non-stop civil disobedience and direct action to halt 
the construction of the environmentally and socially 
disastrous Mil Link Road. 

Using lessons learned from US EF!, the peace move- 
ment, and British animal rights activists and hunt 
saboteurs, we daily wreak havoc upon the government 
and their unhappy road contractors. 

Road building in England will never be quite the 
same again! 

The Road 

The Mil Link is a three-mile urban motorway (i.e. 
an interstate) which will tear through 350 homes and 
two public parks on its way to service the City of 
London, our 'Square Mile,' the British equivalent of 
Wall Street. It will, so the government claim, shave five 
minutes off a business commuter's car journey into 
London. Protesters say that as the government itself 
predicts a 140% growth in traffic in the next 25 years, 
it will just move the present traffic jams three miles 
and five minutes onwards. It will also cause more 
homelessness, more greenhouse gasses, more asthma, 
more cyclist and pedestrian deaths, more physical 
community division, and less money for London's 
crumbling public transport system. 

England needs fewer cars, not more roads. 

An Unlikely Direct Action Target? 

Last summer at Twyford Down, mass direct action 
came of age with the defence of a beautiful hill which 
we tried to stop being leveled for the M3 motorway 
extension. While we lost that battle, we won the moral 
high ground and the hearts of the media. (See Litha 
and Lughnasadh, 1993, EF!J) 

Well, w e shoo k ourselves down,. lickecLour wounds, 
and moved on to perhaps the most unlikely target of 
all. This time not a road through a beauty spot, but 
through a slum in the poor East End of London. 

The Government and the road building industry 
were taken utterly by surprise.

Why Fight an Urban road? 

In England, one of the most densely populated 
countries in the world, there is no wilderness left to 
defend, so all environmental issues overlap and com- 
bine with social issues such as the homelessness and 
our government's encouragement of the planet-de- 
stroying and resource-wasting 'Car Culture.' 

Direct Action Techniques in England 

The campaign is being fought by the twin tech- 
niques of invading the road contractor's sites and 
locking on to anything that moves, and the squatting 
of the empty houses, ready for demolition, on the line 
of the road. Squatting may need some explanation. In 
England, it is not illegal to occupy an empty house or 
piece of land, and then claim a right to live there. The 
owner, in this case the Department of Transport, must 
then undertake a lengthy court procedure to establish 
their ownership of the property and evict the squat- 
ters. When the court-appointed bailiffs come to evict 
us, they find the houses are barricaded and protesters 
are Kryptonited to the roofs. 

The History So Far 

Good news! Ten months into the Mil road con- 
tract, the contractors are already five months behind 
schedule, and seriously losing money. 

The first action was back in October when 50 sea- 
soned protesters unexpectedly squatted five houses, 
hung banners (Freedom to Breathe or Freedom to 
Drive) and tree-sat half a dozen trees. That first, early 
action lasted only a few days. Then other semi-derelict 
houses were invaded, squatted and repaired. Some are 
still occupied. 

The next target was a single 300-year-old, much 
loved Chestnut Tree at a local park, George Green, due 
to be felled for the road. Protesters set up a camp, built 
a tree house, and had a regular post (mail) delivery to 
the tree. A judge declared that as the tree had an 
address and a postal delivery, it was a dwelling! So 
when the Department of Transport finally got an 
eviction order, our excellent intelligence meant that 
the tree was surrounded by 150 defenders. The police 
foolishly sent in their riot squad, the nasty Tactical 
Support Group of the London police. After eight 
hours, the tree was finally felled. For the first and only 


Baedal Green Warriors Fight Back! 


Since the beginning of 1994, Baedal Eco-Society's 
Green Warriors have initiated several direct actions 
to confront the Korean government's laconic 
environmental policy implementation and law 
enforcement processes and to raise the conscious- 
ness of the Korean people as to their role in envi- 
ronmental protection. 

On January 18, in response to the appalling 
deterioration of the quality of the Nakdong River, 
Green Warrior members splashed into the Han 
River in the capital city of Seoul to protest the 
government's water policies. Two members rapelled 
off the busy Chamsil Bridge to hang banners saying, 
"If the water dies, we will die. If the water lives, we 
will live." The Green Warriors then conducted 
actions at the three other major south Korean rivers 
to draw media and popular attention to the need 
for clean water resources. On March 1, the anniver- 
sary of the 1919 Independence Movement Uprising, 


the Green Warriors began a five-day hunger strike 
on the top of Inwang Mountain, overlooking the 
Blue House. The Baedal Eco-Society issued an 
"Environmental Declaration of Independence" 
declaring independence from environmental 
pollution colonialism and environmental imperial- 
ism. This means independence from the importa- 
tion of hazardous wastes and the importation of 
polluting industries. They also released an analysis 
of the Kim Young-Sam government's environmen- 
tal policies during the first year of his term. 

On March 11, twelve Warriors were detained by 
police after they chained themselves to the front 
gate of the US 8th Army Headquarters in Yongsan, 
Seoul. The Warriors were protesting the leakage of 
hazardous wastes, particularly lead and other heavy 
metals, into areas surrounding US military bases 
throughout Korea.

time, the police used organised violence against totally 
passive resistance. This was the police's media (and 
legal) disaster, and thus our victory, for as well as 
thumping seasoned protesters, in the confusion of the 
3 am darkness they also assaulted ordinary local 
people — grandfathers and children — who were de- 
fending their tree. Every newspaper and TV channel 
carried the story. 

Actions sporadically continued until 'The Battle of 
Wanstonia.' Squatters had occupied and massively 
barricaded five large adjacent houses and declared the 
Independent Republic of Wanstonia. In what was this 
time a massive epic of street theatre, it took over 900 
(yes, 900!) police, private security and bailiffs 1 1 hours 
to remove 200 locked-on and barricaded protesters. 
The cost to the state and the contractor? £350,000, so 
the police say! 

'Operation Roadblock' 

After Wanstonia came Operation Roadblock: a 
month where each day, through site invasions and 
lock-ons, work was stopped somewhere on the three 
miles of the line of the road. Groups of radical protest- 
ers (eco-commuters) from all over the country came to 
London to add their own day or two of chaos. 

Tomorrow? 

We plan even more creative fun. The occupations 
and barricading of the 'Independent State of Claremont' 
and 'The State of Euphoria' are under way and a yet 
bigger and better Operation Roadblock is planned. 
The defence of the little ancient Bush Wood at the 
Green Man roundabout is in the cards, as well as much 
more that obviously can't be announced in a family 
newspaper with wide circulation such as the EF!J. 

It is going to be a hot, long, summer in Merry Olde 
England. 


HIV \ 
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On Monday, January 24, at 0145 hours, three Orcaforce agents successfully 
scuttled the Norwegian-registered outlaw whaler Senet. The vessel sank at dockside 
in Slevik-kilen, a small port on the Skagerrak in southern Norway near the city of 
Frederikstad. The engine room was completely flooded and damages to mechanical 
and electrical systems were estimated at $120,000. 

It was not an easy target. The Lofoten and Vesteralen police had issued a warning 
to the Senet in late December that they were a possible Sea Shepherd target. In 
response, Arvid Enghaugen, the owner and skipper of the sixty-foot pirate whaler 
moved his ship around Onsoy fjord and had just taken his vessel to Denmark for 
a three-day trip. The vessel could have been hit in Denmark but it was decided that 
it would be more strategic to sink it in Norway. 

A recon unit patiently watched the ship's movements and then notified the 
Orcaforce team when the ship entered Slevik-kilen on the evening of January 23. 
Two hours later, the demo team was in position and completing the final recon. 

The boat was brilliantly illuminated by lights on the dock. There was an occupied^ 
house only 30 meters from the ship and to reach it our saboteurs had to pass by ; 
several houses on foot. We knew that the occupants of 
the houses had been warned to look for suspicious 
activity near the whaling vessels. 

Orcaforce agent 069 passed the houses and gained 
.access to the Senet. He was not seen. Orcaforce agents 076 
and 017 watched from vantage points overlooking the 
road and the pier. They signaled all clear. 

The bridge was locked. This was not an obstacle but 
strangely, the engine room was unlocked and unsecured. 

Agent 069 did a quick search and determined that there 
were no people on board. The agent entered the engine 
room and located two cooling water intake pipes for the 
flush pumps. Both pipes were severed and the cold dark 
water of the North Sea burst into the machinery space. 

The engine room began to fill with water. 

Agent 069 calmly walked up the ladder to the deck, 
shut the door and secured it with a strong padlock. Before 
leaving, the agent posted a laminated card containing an ancient verse from a 
Spenser poem: 

"Whom when I asked, from what place he came, 

And how he hight, himselfe he did ycleepe 

The shepheard of the Ocean by name, 

And said he came from the main-sea deepe. " 

The verse was the calling card for the Sea Shepherd Conservation Society, so there 
would be no mistake that the Senet had been our target. 

Without looking back, the agents swiftly left the area and departed the country, 
arriving in Denmark a few hours later, well before the discovery of the sinking 
whaler at 0930 hours. 

The damage was discovered by Arvid Enghaugen. The ship was full of water and 
settling on the shallow bottom, listing to port. His attempt to enter the engine rooiri 
was frustrated by the padlock. He ran and called his neighbors and then called the 
police and the fire department. After two hours of pumping by the fire department, 2 
the ship was refloated. 

The High North Alliance headed by Georg Blitchfield in the Lofoten Islands 
attempted to save face for the whalers by claiming that the attempt to sink the ship 
had failed and that the ship had been saved. 

In a satellite interview with Norway's TV2, Captain Paul Watson of the Sea 
Shepherd Conservation Society said that he was very satisfied with the action. 


"The engine room flooded, that was our goal and it was achieved. The damage 
is extensive. We know that when we scuttle a ship at the dock that it will not 
disappear beneath the waves. It does not have to. The attack on the Senet went 
according to plan. We are very satisfied with our agents, they did an excellent job." 

In fact, the Senet had been selected as a target to focus public attention on illegal 
whaling activities in the south of Norway. The majority of Norwegians had not even 
been aware of whaling operations in that area. 

O The Senethad killed five Minke whales (three of which were pregnant) during the 
summer of 1993. A large profit was made and this was an encouragement for other 
fishermen to consider whaling in 1994. The Sea Shepherd attack on the Senet 
canceled profits from last year's illegal activities and sent a stern warning to other 
whalers to think very carefully about future plans for whaling. 

The attack was also costly for the other whalers throughout Norway. Insurance 
premiums, already inflated from our attack on the Nybraena in December, 1 992, are 
guaranteed to be raised again after the damage to the Senet. The whalers will also 
be forced to spend more on security measures.

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ThFjanuary 24 raid is being taken very seriously by the whalers 
and by the Norwegian government. They attempted to dismiss the 
Nybraena sinking as a one-time occurrence because we had hit when 
their guard was down. This time we hit while their guard was up and 
we did so easily and effectively. 

a Controversial whaler Steiner Bastesen moaned that the "Whalers, 
f/will be hurt hard by these actions. Itis already difficult for us to afford] 
i|the extra insurance premiums." 

' Even our supposed "allies" jumped onto the band-wagon of 
Norwegian condemnation when Ingvard Havnen, a press spokes- 
person for Greenpeace Norway denounced the Sea Shepherd Con- 
servation Society as a "terrorist organization." . 

With the attack on the Senet, five innocent Minke whales have 
been avenged and their killers have been deprived of their blood 
money. The clarion call of the "save the whales" movement has been sounded the 
length and breadth of Norway. The whalers have no idea where we will strike next 
and each and every one of them fear they will be next. 

This is a good thing. It's about time that the whalers felt some fear. Now perhaps 
they might be more aware of the fear a whale experiences as one of their fast killer 
boats tirelessly runs them down. Now perhaps they may imagine the unspeakable 
pain of a cold harpoon as it strikes viciously from a cowardly attack from behind. 
Perhaps they may catch a glimpse of the pain a whale calf must feel when its mother 
is coughing up gallons of blood and screaming horribly for mercy which never 
comes. 

Last year Jan Odin Olavsen, owner of the Nybraena, dismissed the concerns of 
cruelty to the whales when he contemptuously said, "There is no mercy in the 
Arctic." 

The Sea Shepherd Conservation Society has a message for the whalers of Norway 
and for Jan in particular, "There is no mercy in the Arctic." 

We will strike again and we will sink another and another and another of these 
cursed whalers until we wipe them from the surface of the sea and restore peace to 
the world of the most magnificent, peaceful, gentle and intelligent beings in the 
oceans — the whales.

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Marine Mammal Destruction Act Passed

The Marine Mammal Protection Act (MMPA) was written to protect whales, 
dolphins, seals, polar bears, and other aquatic mammals killed and injured as a 
result of commercial fishing and other human activity. The act is up for re- 
newal, and a dangerous situation developed in the renewal negotiations 
wherein the very purpose of the MMPA is being sacrificed to what has become 
known as the "Polar Bear Amendment." 

The Polar Bear Amendment was included in the House version of the bill as a 
concession to gain the support of the Sportsman's Caucus (hunting interests) in 
Congress. It was a compromise that Representative Gerry Studds felt he had to 
make in order to get the bill approved in his Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
committee. His rationale was, in part, that it only involved a few bears and they 
were already dead. The result: hunters got a provision for expanding sport 
hunting incorporated into a bill which has nothing to do with hunting. 

The Amendment lifts the prohibition on the import of polar bear pelts to the- 
US by hunters who kill them in Canada (and Russia). Canada allows about 50 
bears to be killed for sport each year. Hunters from New England lobbied their 
legislators in support of the weakened MMPA, and as a result the Act has been 
derailed from its purpose to manage and conserve ocean resources and has been 
debased into a hunters' rights weapon. This is not simply a matter of polar 
bears, it is a matter of hunters using any legislation they can manipulate to get 
more animals to shoot at— and it is just not right to use the Marine Mammal 
Protection Act for this. 

The MMPA's renewal has been a source of controversy for five years. Until the 
polar bear amendment, the controversy primarily involved conflicts between 
marine mammal advocates and commercial fishing interests. The fishing 


industry has lobbied hard to 
make the Act more lenient 
toward their interests and to 
relax laws against killing 
marine mammals. Environ- 
mentalists, animal rights 
people, and those who 
benefit economically from 
living marine mammals, such 
as whale watching businesses, 
want to see even stronger 
protections for marine 
mammals in the MMPA. The 
still unresolved issues be- 
tween fishermen and conser- 
vationists have taken a back 
seat to the controversy over 
the polar bear amendment. 

The House and Senate 
versions of the Act were negotiated into one piece of legislation and approved 
by a House-Senate conference committee on April 29, 1994. This bill is a wa- 
tered-down MMPA and includes the Polar Bear Amendment. President Clinton 
is expected to sign it. The new version has been called "The Marine Mammal 
Destruction Act" by marine mammal protection groups. A number of environ- 
mental groups supported this bill, including the National Wildlife Federation, 
National Audubon Society, World Wildlife Fund, and Greenpeace.

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The contours of crisis 


The Ozark Mountains are perhaps the 
oldest land form in the world, hav- 
ing remained uncovered by ancient 
oceans longer than any other area in 
North America and evading glaciation 
for up to 250 million years. They 
contain great biological diversity and 
are located just south of the 
confluence of the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers. The region is famous 
for its diverse landscape of deep hol- 
lows, connecting ridges, granite 
knobs, open glades, clear, cool-flow- 
ing streams, and numerous springs, 
caves, and sinkholes. Its diverse 
hardwood forests provide habitat for 
a variety of wildlife. 

All is not well in the Ozarks 
however. The ecosystem is is threat- 
ened by public forest mismanage- 
ment, lead and mineral development, 
all-terrain vehicle encroachment, 
clearcutting, road building, herbicide 
and pesticide application, air pollut- 
ing charcoal plants, and resort devel- 
opment. All these attacks have the 
effect of resource depletion, erosion, 
siltation, chemical contamination, 
habitat fragmentation and destruc- 
tion and loss of diversity, or in other 
words, ecological genocide. The Na- 



tional Park Service now lists nearly 120 plants and animals that are 
federally or state listed as threatened or endangered or are being 
considered for similar status in the area, including the eastern cougar 
and the bald eagle. 

The rural communities of the Ozarks are just as threatened as 
the ecosystem. Local economies are disrupted by the boom and bust 
cycles of extractive industries. The people are increasingly losing 
their historic self-reliance, becoming subject to the demands of a glo- 
bal industrial economy. Corporations with no allegiance to the re- 
gion or the people they employ are finding it easier to relocate their 
operations. This causes social problems like bankruptcy, depression, 
drug abuse, domestic violence, and suicide. Ecological damages left 
behind by these rootless corporations cause more problems, leaving 
communities to deal with degraded and contaminated soils, polluted 
air and water and risks to their health. 

The "Wise Use” movement is another looming problem in the 
Ozark bioregion. A Colorado-based organization, People For the West!, 
is attempting to convince local residents that corporate interests are 
the same as their interests. They have formed six pseudo-grassroots 
chapters in Missouri, four of which have presidents working in the 
minerals industry. They have received tens of thousands of dollars 
from the Doe Run Company to form a coalition of all-terrain vehicle 
users and chemical, ranching, logging, and mineral industries to open 
up public lands for further abuse. They are opposed to protecting 
endangered species and want to open up wilderness areas and na- 
tional parks to mineral and energy exploration. Their true agenda is 
greed and profit, not the concerns of local communities. 

To stop this deception and the continued abuse of the Ozarks 
your help is needed. By participating in Ozark Summer ‘94! you are 
voicing your support for a socially just and ecologically sustainable 
bioregion. 


When confronted with a crisis, we have two choices: one is to specu- 
late, and the other is to act. 

Ozark Summer ‘94! comes down 100% on the side of action. At 
the heart of our vision we hold that as human beings we have a fun- 
damental responsibility to the Earth; that we are a part of the world 
and not apart from it. Ecological devastation in the Ozarks is a symp- 
tom of a larger disease, a prevailing mindset that suggests people and 
nature are alike and are disposable and irrelevant at “the bottom line.” 

Ozark Summer ‘94! proposes that when the bottom line spells 
“extinction,” it’s time to get a new accountant. A characterstic fea- 


ture of the “bottom line” mindset is the positioning of people and 
nature as opposites. We exist in a world marked by the illusion that 
we are superior, impervious to the power of Nature, and that our 
future is unrelated to that of the Earth. 

Ozark Summer ‘94! rejects the view that offers the world as a 
commodity, and human interactions as limited to exchanges of those 
commodities. There is a pressing need to restore community in the 
deepest sense of the word. Our dependence on nature for all that we 
have tells us that when we talk about “community” we have to ex- 
pand that definition to include the environment. 

For too long, words like “crisis” have referred to other places 
and other times. We have to start thinking about our own backyard 
as a “crisis” and refuse to accept the idea that the grandeur and wealth 
of the Ozarks must slide into a pit of profitmaking and disrupted 
social fabric. The bottom line of Ozark Summer ‘94! is that people 
and the land have inherent worth and have no need to justify them- 
selves to the machine of “progress.” The Ozarks are not for sale.

Lead mining threatens 


The Eleven Point River, located in the Big 
Springs Country of the Missouri Ozarks, is under 
siege by the lead mining industry. The Doe Run 
Company has been allowed to continue its illegal 
exploration for lead and mineral deposits in the 
the Mark Twain National Forest. 

Big Springs Country 

In the midsts of hardwood forests covering the ancient Ozark 
Mountains, Big Springs Country is the home to numerous wild and 
pristine springs, streams and rivers. The Ozark National Scenic 
Riverways (ONSR) was established in 1964 to recognize the impor- 
tance of the Jacks Fork and Current Rivers and to protect Big Spring, 
North Americas largest spring,. In 1968 Congress gave the Eleven 
Point River special status as a Wild and Scenic River System. Greer 
Spring, recently purchased and "protected” by the federal govern- 
ment, more than doubles the flow of the Eleven Point National Scenic 
River. These magnificent rivers and springs are all threatened by the 
exploratory drilling and possible mining activities. 

The Lead Exploration is Illegal! 

The National Park Services Mining and Mineral Branch have 
determined that the US Forest Service and the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement did not followed proper procedures regarding permits to 
Doe Run Company on the Mark Twain National Forest. The prospect- 
ing permits for the exploratory drilling expired in 1983! 

From 1988-1992 the US Forest Service met continual opposition as it 
pushed for the completion of an Environmental Impact Statement and 
its subsequent approval. The Forest Service ignored its own guide- 
lines and denied the appeals of many local citizens, organizations 
and even the Attorney General of Arkansas in 1992. Two days after 
the appeals were denied Doe Run Company moved in the machinery. 

Doe Run has temporarily suspended its exploration, but has 
the permission of the US Forest Service to continue the drilling this 
summer. Yet Doe Run does not have the legal authority to enter this 
land and conduct drilling operations. A mining company may only 
drill pursuant to a prospecting permit or a preference right lease and 
at present Doe Run has neither. 

If the exploratory drilling is continued to be allowed and Doe 
Run finds enough ore body to be considered sufficient quantity and 
quality to mine economically, then they must submit a further plan 
to actually begin extraction. In the prophetic words of retiring Mark 
Twain National Forest Supervisor, Eric Morse, if Doe Run applied for a 
permit to mine it would be the “biggest damned war Missouri’s ever 
seen.” 


Geology and Water Quality 

"Like Swiss cheese.” 

-Eric Morse describing the subsurface area of the drilling 

The karst topography of the region makes drilling and mining 
even more hazardous. The abundant caves, sinkholes, springs and 
losing streams typical of karst topography are formed by slightly acidic 
rainwater flowing through limestone terrain. The surface waters and 
the groundwaters are intimately connected, forming aquifers that feed 
the areas rivers and springs and local residents water supply. There 
is grave concern that the Big Springs recharge area is the sole source 
of drinking water for 10-20,000 people in Missouri and Arkansas. Little 
is known about the complex hydrology of the region; the area’s water 
systems are not well enough understood to allow such potentially 
dangerous exploration to continue. 


Ozark Lead Towns 

The Ozarks have a long history of lead mining. The “Old Lead 
Belt” was mined by the French in the 1 8th Century and later devel- 
oped into one of the worlds leading producers of lead. In the 1950’s 
mining activity moved into the National Forest near Viburnum. This 
“New Lead Belt” became the next world leader in lead extraction. These 
mining operations leave behind the legacy of permantly scarred land- 
scapes, toxic pollution and unsafe dams holding back tons of lead 
tailings. 

The boom-bust effect on the economies of mining towns is evi- 



dent. When mining ends, as it always does, the jobs and economic 
expansion go with it. The “Old Lead Belt” is now an area with some of 
Missouri’s highest unemployment, and the same fate awaits mining 
based towns in the Viburnum trend. 

Lead Mining Threatens Recre- 
ational Opportunities 

The exploratory drilling and the possible lead mining threaten 
the natural wonders and recreational oppurtunities of Big Springs 
Country. Undeveloped areas of the Mark Twain National Forest could 
be covered with mines, mills, roads, powerlines, vent shafts and tail- 
ing ponds. The National significance of this area for outdoor recre- 
ation is undisputed. The springs and rivers bring many floaters and 
fisherman to the area. The Ozark Trail winds within a mile of the 
exploratory drilling, and the nearby Irish Wilderness would not be 
protected from the effects of the mining. The area’s recreation based 
economy and it’s geological and biological features are being risked 
because of unproven lead deposits and corporate greed. 


Employees Denounce Doe Run 

On July 30, 1992 Teamsters Local 688, employed by Doe Run 
began a strike against the company. They were smelter workers who 
had been earning $1 1.90 to $14.90 an hour but had been threatened 
with a 25 percent pay cut and the abolishment of work rules. Doe 
Run reponded by hiring strikebreakers from the states of Georgia, 
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5 topped the EPA's list of Missouri's toxic polluters in 1992. 


Texas and Oklahoma. Most of the striking workers had worked for 
the company for over 20 years. Many lived in the heavily lead con- 
taminated homes near the smelter in Herculaneum. Just before the 
strike, 41 of these workers signed a letter to the editor of The Daily 
Journal of St. Francois County. The scathing critique of the explor- 
atory drilling and their employer said that paying non-union workers 
$6.50 an hour, without benefits, is “ a portrayal of the tough times we 
are experiencing, and a hint as to how low The Doe Run Company is 
capable of stooping to gain permission to pollute and pilfer yet an- 
other beautiful piece of land.” 


Lead Mining is Unprofitable 

Falling world lead prices, costs of pollution control and envi- 
ronmental fines and cleanup costs all have contibuted to Doe Run 
Companies profit losses of 17 million in 1992 and 30 million in 1993! 
Another reason is that we don’t need the lead. Eighty percent of all 
lead is used for car batteries and 95% of that can be recycled. The 
new Viburnum lead recycling plant is testimony to the viability and 
economic gains of re-using exposed lead, not drilling for more. 

There are viable alternatives to lead in virtually every prod- 
uct. Given what we know about the effects of lead poisoning we should 
be using these alternatives not new sources. Missouri has the highest 
rate of lead blood poisoning in the nation with one in ten children 
suffering from abnormally high levels. It is no coincidence that as the 
nations #1 lead producing state, Missouri also has the most serious 
lead poisioning problem. 


What We Want 

1. Doe Run Company should immediatly halt all 
exploratory drilling operations on the Eleven Point District. 

2. The Eleven Point District of the Mark Twain Na- 
tional Forest should be removed from any future hardrock 
mining potential. 

3. The US Forest Service and the Bureau of Land 
Managment should be reprimanded for such cavalier dis- 
regard of federal regulations. 

What you can do:

Ozark ecology: Then and now 


The Ozark forests are speckled with a mixture 
of various oaks and hickories, remnant short- 
leaf-pine stands, and riparian areas dotted with 
basswoods and sycamores. The understory 
blooms of flowering dogwoods in the spring 
and the maple's colors invade the fall land- 
scape. Fallow fields succeed with eastern red 
cedar and sumac. Prairie grasses and wild- 
flowers find space in remnant savannas. 

".....open woods and a growth of wild 
prairie grasses and flowers filling the broad 
spaces between the trees... All the forests were 
free from undergrowth, and open and park like 
in appearance .” 

-L. Houck, Missouri historian describing Ozark 
woodlands in 1908 

Before the industrial loggers, miners 
and their governmental counterparts, the 
Ozark Mountains were home to spacious pine 
forests, savannas of hardwoods and grasses, 
and unique fens and glades. Early accounts 
tell of herds of bison, elk and deer as well as 
grand predators such as cougars, bears and 
eagles. The sawmills began popping up in the 
1890’s, making the Ozarks one of the largest 
timber-producing regions in the nation, but 
by 1920 the mills closed and the timber bar- 
ons headed west. The Ozarks were left with 
denuded soils, gravel choked streams and an 
estimated population of 2,000 deer in the re- 
gion. Suppressing an historic fire regime, the 
Ozark savannas, glades and prairies became 
congested with nonnative grasses and trees, 
contributing to increased competition and eco-

logical stress. The "managers” of the Ozarks 
began planting rows of trees, which have pro- 
duced many of our modern "forests.” 

" Forest fire control, harvesting of de- 
fective trees, and reforestation have all resulted 
in the quality forest Missourians now enjoy. 
“ Management may sacrafice individual trees, 
but the forest as a whole is perepetuated and 
maintained in a healthy condition .” 

-Missouri Department of Conservation publi- 
cation Missouri Forests. 1991 

Despite propaganda to the contrary, the 
Ozarks have recovered best in areas that have 
not been intensively managed. This manage- 
ment has been shared between corporations, 
private citizens, state agencies and the U.S. 
Forest Service. The returning Ozark forests 
are once again threatened by unsustainable 
industrial forestry on our public lands, as well 
as private lands. The primary method of de- 
struction is clearcutting. 

The Mark Twain National Forest (MTNF) 
of Missouri calls clearcutting "even aged man- 
agement” and tries to disguise the practice with 
terms like seedtree, shelterwood, and sanita- 
tion thinning. The MTNF cut 42.4 million 
board feet (mmbf) out of the total 58 mmbf 
using even aged management in 1993. They 
estimate even aging 12,000+ acres of forest in 
1994! Adding insult to injury, more of the 
wood goes into shipping pallets than all other 
uses combined. Most pallets are used just once 
before being incinerated or discarded. 

This logging has had an extremely nega-

tive impact, resulting in soil erosion, stream 
siltation, habitat fragmentation and a dramatic 
decline of many wildlife species. Neotropical 
migratory songbirds for example, are becom- 
ing rarer every year. These birds like the Ken- 
tucky warbler, ruby-throated hummingbird, 
and scarlet tanager migrate south to the Trop- 
ics for the winter and nest in Midwestern for- 
ests during the summer, but they are losing 
large, unbroken woodlands that they prefer 
to nest in. 

The Ozark National Forest of Arkansas 
is facing these and additional threats. The 
Forest Service has chosen the Headwaters Riv- 
ers of the Piney, Little Buffalo and the Buffalo 
National River for intensive roadbuilding, log- 
ging and toxic herbicide operations. The Head- 
waters are known for their massive hollows, 
soaring bluffs and ancient rivers. The Boston 
Ridge, the highest formation of the Ozarks, 
looks out into a vast patchwork of ugly 
clearcuts. 

The worst may be yet to come, unless 
action is taken to prevent it. As stands of sal- 
able lumber are exhausted in the Pacific North- 
west, several huge lumber companies are mov- 
ing their focus to the Ozark region. Four new 
factories are being constructed that will con- 
vert harvested trees as small as four inches in 
diameter to particle board. Will we allow the 
recovering Ozark ecosystem to be chipped to 
pieces? Not this summer!

Bad craziness. The environmental movement here is 
fractured into warring camps. Many of the govern- 
ment agencies charged with protecting the public 
domain from plundering multinationals are them- 
selves under the influence of corporate payola. While 
some scientists have maintained their integrity under 
these rapidly deteriorating conditions, they have paid 
a heavy price as their traditional sources of revenue 
have dried up. The others have completely sold out, 
and are directly under the influence of the industries 
they are supposed to be regulating. 

Large egos and turf wars between conservation groups 
here have severely hampered their ability to address a 
situation that grows increasingly worse with each 
passing day. No one seems to hold much hope for the 
future. There is only a small fraction remaining of the 
habitat needed to ensure the survival of this continent's 
once abundant wildlife. Ancient forests have been 
turned to dust and mud, tundra poisoned by oil 
development, and some of the world's most produc- 
tive fisheries killed off by toxic waste. 

The situation here was bleak, and we hadn't even left 
the Anchorage airport. 

Naturally all this prepared us for what we would find 
in the Russian Far East, so there were few surprises. 
Since arriving in Khabarovsk three weeks ago, we've 
been treated with warm and generous hospitality by 
local conservationists. They are waging a heroic battle 
against overwhelming odds. Our mission here is to 
help set up the first conservation GIS station in the 
Russian Far East. Geographic Information Systems 
(GIS) are to mapping what desktop publishing is to 
printing. Conservationists have long depended on 
good maps and accurate data to build support for 
habitat protection— and to counter the propaganda of 
the government bureaucrats and industry greedheads 
who would develop it. In the past these maps had to 
be hand drawn in a very time-consuming process. In 
addition, these maps were difficult and expensive to 
reproduce. GIS has been immensely effective in the 
northern Rockies, and my colleagues Tim Bechtold 
and Jiri Doskocil have developed what promises to be 
a productive and long-term relationship with the 


Wildlife Foundation, now a sister organization of the 
Ecology Center in Missoula, Montana. We are provid- 
ing equipment and training to the biologists who are 
at the forefront of the battle to save the Amur tiger and 
Amur leopard from extinction. 

We take a four-hour drive from Khabarovsk down 
muddy logging roads to the tiny village of Katen, a 
logging town in the Hor River basin in some of the last 
tiger habitat. We are here to visit Misha Smolnikov, 
who for most of his adult life has been a logger for the 


state-owned logging company in the area. While not 
a trained biologist, Misha knows much about the 
effects industrial logging has had on wildlife — not j ust 
the tiger and leopard, but also the wild boar, deer, elk, 
moose, bison, sable, snow pig and every other species 
that depends on a healthy forest canopy to make it 
through the cold Siberian winters and hot Siberian 
summers. Some time ago, he lost his heart for this kind 
of logging, and he now sees little future for his village 
if it continues. Many other villages like this one were 
all but wiped off the map when timber supplies were 
exhausted and the mills shut down. The people who 
live here feel very fortunate to live in the forest and 
don't want to leave. 

Misha has a plan for a sustainable forest industry and 
is very busy trying to make it a reality. What makes his 
forestry plan different from others envisioned by this 


new breed of sustainable foresters — the "chainsaw 
ecologists" that are now proliferating like lawyers after 
a train wreck— is that Misha's brand of forestry doesn't 
see much use in emphasizing logging over other values 
of the forest. In fact, Misha's plan wouldn't log much 
forest at all once the enterprise got off the ground. By 
incorporating recreation such as hunting, fishing and 
maybe even a little ecotourism, with the harvest of 
wild forest products like mushrooms, berries and 
medicinal herbs — which are all still abundant — he 

hopes to do as little logging 
as possible. Trees that are 
taken will be processed by a 
small mill in the village and 
turned into useful and du- . 
rable wood products that will 
bring the highest price for 
the volume of timber cut. 

From Khabarovsk, we take 
the night train down to 
Vladivostok, to shake hands 
with more scientists in cheap 
suits and meet with a few 
more field biologists, who, 
even though we are strug- 
gling with the language bar- 
rier, are much easier to com- 
municate with than anyone 
else we have met. We head out to a reserve on the other 
side of Amurski Bay, just a few miles from the border 
with China and North Korea. Our guides are Vassily 
and Larisa Solken. Vassily is a local expert on the 
leopard and tiger and produces a monthly television 
program, Zov Taigi. Larisa publishes a monthly maga- 
zine, also called Zov Taigi. This couple almost single- 
handedly lead the Russian-language education and 
outreach campaign to protect the taiga and its resident 
species. David Gordon, from the Pacific Energy and 
Resource Center, is also with us. He has helped us 
navigate through the labyrinth of foundations, insti- 
tutes, academies and organizations that make up the 
Russian Far Eastern conservation movement.

The International Native Forest 
Network coordinated international 
rallies against Hydro-Quebec, Quebec, 
Canada's Provincial utility on their 
50th Anniversary, 14 April, 1994. HQ 
is responsible for building mega 
hydro-electric projects in Quebec that 
are devastating the ecological balance 
of the area and disrupting the tradi- 
tional culture and way of life of the 
indigenous people (Cree, Innu, Inuit) 
who live there. HQ is also internation- 
ally consulting on various projects, 
such as the Three Gorges Project in 
China where almost one million 
people will be displaced. 

Organizers of the nonviolent 
International Day of Action consider 
the day a success as thousands of 
people globally were made aware of 
HQ's mega projects. Activists from 
many environmental and social 
justice groups participated. 

The Global Actions of 14 April 

Burlington, VT — A coalition of 
activists began the day of action by 
hanging a 40 foot banner which read 
"Hydro-Quebec, STOP SM-3 Earth 
First!," from a 100 foot water tower at 
the University of Vermont. Activists 
hung the banner to bring attention to 
HQ's plans to construct the Sainte 
Marguerite III Project. Following the 
banner hanging by Earth First!, the 
Native Forest Network held a rally to 
demand that HQ cancel both the SM- 
3 Project and the Great Whale Project 
on Cree and Inuit territory. 

London, England — Activists from 
the Native Forest Network (NFN) 
rallied and unfurled a 30 foot bilin- 
gual banner in front of the Quebec 
House. The banner read 
"PROTEGEON LA BAIE JAMES/ 
PROTECT JAMES BAY." Another 
banner proclaimed, "ARRETE LA SW- 
3." Four representatives of the NFN 
met with officials of the Delegation 
Generale du Quebec. Oric Langelle 
from Eastern North American NFN 
stated, "a lot was said during the 
meeting but the bottom line is that 
HQ plans to enter Innu territory and 
begin the project tomorrow." 

Moscow, CIS— Activists in the 
former Soviet Union gathered at the 
Canadian Embassy in Moscow to 
protest Hydro Quebec's deeds in 
Quebec and to demand that HQ 
cancel any possible plans to consult 
on hyrdro projects in the CIS. 

Montreal, PQ Canada — Representa- 
tives of five local groups demonstrated 
outside Hydro Quebec's national 
headquarters to protest the SM-3 
project. That evening, a delegation 
from the Cheslatta-Carrier First 
Nation in British Columbia held a 
meeting where they talked about the 
Kemano 2, an apocalyptic hydro 
electric project that is scheduled to be 
built in the fall and will destroy the 
salmon spawning on the Fraser and 
Nechako rivers. This will affect over 
130 Native communities, none of 
whom have been consulted by the BC 
government or by Alcan, the corpora- 
tion building the dam. 

Victoria, BC Canada — Protestors 
hung a banner across the front 
entrance of the Alcan aluminum 
corporation in Victoria in protest of 


the secret contracts between Hydro- 
Quebec and Alcan. 

Chicago, IL — Sixty people picketed 
and marched to the Canadian and 
Quebec Provincial Consulates. Activ- 
ists met with the Canadian and 
Quebec Consuls. They reported that 
the Canadian Consul claimed that 
"the Cree had signed the contract 
allowing the La Grande Project 
willingly and did not oppose HQ." 
The Quebec Consul meanwhile 
claimed that "No one in Quebec is 
doing anything to oppose [HQ], only 


people like you outside the country." 

Boston, MA — 75 activists gathered 
with signs and banners to demand 
that the New England Power Pool 
cancel its contracts with HQ and to 
urge US innvestors in HQ to divest. 
Present was Coalition for Nitassinan 
spokesperson Gilbert Pilot who spoke 
about the Sainte Marguerite-3 project 
and the terrible impacts it will have on 
his people and the land. 

San Francisco, CA — The Native Forest 
Network joined with activists from the 
International Rivers Network, Interna- 
tional Indian 
Treaty Council 
and Greenpeace 
for a demonstra- 
tion and picket 
line in front of 
the Canadian 
Trade Offices. 
They displayed a 
large banner 
depicting hands 
ripping apart the 
HQ logo while 
chanting "HQ 
off the planet!" 

Bangor, ME — 
More than 75

barricade on the shores of Lac 
Brule. To get into the bush, this 
group of Innu traditionalists and 
non-native people took several 
thirteen minute trips on a five- 
person float plane which landed 
on Lac Brule. Float planes continue 
to refurbish the barricade with 
supplies and people. A few people 
have remained in the coastal Innu 
reserve (Canadian equivalent of 
Indian reservation) of Mani- 
Utenam, doing press work, transla- 
tion (the Innu speak french, in 
addition to their native Innu 
tongue, but do not speak english), 
communications with the Peace 
Camp and outside world, as well as 
all those levels of support needed 
for intense woods actions. 

The situation at the Peace Camp 
during the first ten days of the 
blockade was described by one of 
the American observers in the bush 
in a note sent to us: 

"Lac Brule (Burnt Lake) can best 
be described as an alpine lake 
located about fifteen miles north- 
west of Sept Isle, Quebec. Sur- 
rounded by towering glaciated 
cliffs and sloping fir, balsam, Jack 
pine, hemlock, black spruce and 
birch valleys, the drainage of Lac 
Brule and the ensuing Lac Anne 
feed the bottom drainage of the St. 
Marguerite River. This is part of 
Nitassinan — home of the salmon, 
moose, bear, wolf, caribou, white 
throated sparrows, loons, assorted 
small mammals, high elevation 
songbirds, migrating flocks of 
northward moving birds, and the 
Innu people. 

"Lac Brule is drained by a swift, 
rapid-laced river which is crossed 
by the access road to SM-3, a 


project that will devastate the area 
that we are in and surrounding 
drainages. Hydro-Quebec calls this 
bridge (where the camp is located) 

'the bridge at kilometer 23.' 

"The bridge is no more. On May 29, 
families of Innu and nine non-native 
observers flew onto Lac Brule, and 
into a tense, political battle with 
Hydro-Quebec. The first day was spent 
blocking the bridge: trees covered the 
wooden structure, a trench was dug 
followed by a three foot high barri- 
cade of stones and timber from the 
burning bridge. The Innu flag was 
raised majestically atop the barricade 
letting all know whose land 
Nitassinan is! As one climbs up the 
hill farther away from Sept Isle, one 
notices the tents and cooking fire 
(erected during the next few days) 
within site of the bridge. On top of 
the hill there are a series of barricades 
and trenches, the Earth flag, the Innu 
flag, NON SM-3 spelled in lime and 
rock, and the American camp. 

"We are dug in. The whistles of the 
white throated sparrow sing us to 
sleep, sing to us through the day, and 
wake us up in the morning, if the 
helicopters don't wake us first. Some 
days there are none, some days there 
are ten to fifteen, but most days there 
are only a few. These now include a 
daily stop from HQ and a daily stop 
from SQ (Suret Quebec — Quebec 
provincial police). Other harassment 
fly-overs occur on an infrequent basis. 
Landing is becoming a problem as 
wood nymphs are continually raising 
tripods — guerilla anti-helicopter 
tactics. The authorities (who they are 
in this situation is hard to tell) have to 
keep landing further and further back. 
HQ states the barricade is costing 
theni $16,000 a day, as a result of the 
half mile line of defense, and they say 
further delays will cost them $76,000 


activists picketed at Bangor Hydro and 
their front doors were locked with a 
kryptonite lock in protest of that 
utility's power purchase from HQ 
despite the State agreeing not to buy 
HQ electricity. 

Rutland, VT — The presence of anti- 
HQ activists caused the Central 
Vermont Public Service (CVPS) 
Corporation to close down for the 
day. CVPS is Vermont's largest pur- 
chaser of HQ electricity. When 
activists tried to meet with the utility, 
CVPS locked their doors. 

New York City, NY — More than 30 
demonstrators gathered, including 
several Cree people who had canoed 
into the city on the Odeyak, to 
demand that Con Edison perma- 
nently cancel any future contract 
plans with Hydro-Quebec. The day 
following the international day of 
action, the New York representative 
for HQ resigned stating that he could 
not take the pressure from environ- 
mentalists any longer. 

Actions also happened in Hobart, 
Tasmania; Melbourne, Australia; 
Brussels, Belgium; Glasgow, Scotland; 
Washington, DC, Seattle, WA; and 
Tucson, AZ. 


a day, and possibly delay the project a 
year or more. If this occurs, the 
completion of the SM-3 project (slated 
to be done no later than June 1996) is 
in jeopardy. 

"We are digging in deeper. A 
complex issue becomes a simple one. 
HQ needs to get us out by the end of 
the month. We don't think they 
can!!" 

Back in Mani-Utenam, it is just as 
clear to see how connected the Innu 
are with Nitassinan. Though they 
were placed on the reserve in 1951, the 
people have kept many of their 
traditional ways. The land gives them 
food and medicine at all times of the 
year, which they use, carrying on 
some of their self-sufficiency. The 
Innu clearly depend on Nitassinan for 



their everyday survival, eating cari- 
bou, moose, porcupine, duck, salmon, 
and many other fish and animals, and 
harvesting roots, sap, and branches to 
cure their illnesses. The sense of 
community within Mani-Utenam is 
amazingly strong. After two weeks of 
living here, we have formed some 
very good friendships with the Innu. 
They are very family oriented and are 
quick to accept new-comers into their 
own warm homes. 

On June 6, 1994, Hydro Quebec 
filed an injunction legalizing the 
removal of the blockade, and also 
gave 8 of the Innu demonstrators 
summons' to appear in court on June 
9. On June 10, five police officers 
forced their way in through a side 
door and arrested Roland Vollant in 
his own home. He was one of the 
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n early March, three activ- 
ists from the Eastern North 
American Native Forest 
Network visited the Innu 
village of Mani-Utenam, following the 
Quebec government's announcement 
that it would allow Hydro-Quebec to 
proceed with its Saint Marguerite-3 
project. The SM-3 would be the 
fourteenth dam in Nitassinan, a 
sovereign Innu territory that has 
suffered the encroachment of indus- 
trial development for decades, but this 
invasion is felt by the Innu tradition- 
alists to be "the straw that would 
break the caribou's back." Opposition . 
to the dam has become their last 
stand for what wilderness remains in 
Nitassinan and for their traditional 
way of life. At the same time, their 
struggle has become a fight for their 
right to self-determination and 
autonomous government. 

Opposition to the development, 
however, is up against highly repres- 
sive conditions: although the resis- 
tance group, the Coalition for 
Nitassinan, represents the aspirations 
of 80% of the people of Mani- 
Utenam, the "elected" Band Council, 
who do not have the mandate of the 
people but have the might of the 
Quebec government behind them, are 
using every means in their power to 
repress the opposition — that is, the 
people. Banned from demonstrating 


eight who had been issued a sum- 
mons but did not appear in court 
the previous day. He remains in jail 
indefinitely. 

Later that day, while returning 
home from a Peace Camp supply 
run, Innu Sophie Vollant was 
apprehended and taken to the 
police station for questioning. 
Despite the repressive atmoshpere, 
the Innu are uncompromising in 
their commitment to Nitassinan. A 
few days earlier, the Peace Camp 
received a visit by workers from the 
road-widening crew who are in 
charge of clearing the forest to 
create a work camp at Km 61, future 
site of the SM3 construction camp. 
The workers threatened to plow 
through the blockade. The response 
of Innu Marc Vollant was simple, 
direct and committed: "If you plow 
through the blockade, the bridge 
will be burned and I will douse 
myself in gasoline and bum my 
own self. You are responsible for 
my life."

or voicing any opposition to the SM-3 
by an injunction obtained by the 
Band council in 1992, 12% of the 
people of Mani-Utenam have been 
jailed since the injunction went into 
effect for their peaceful protests. 

Despite the repressive legal instru- 
ments, the tyranny of the Band 
Council, and the increasing hysteria 
of the surrounding non-native com- 
munity, the Coalition for Nitassinan 
are continuing in their actions to stop 
the dam. They are broadening their 
appeals for international recognition 
of their legitimate right to self- 
determination and for control of their 
land. Families of the Coalition are 
giving up their homes, denouncing 
the government and refusing its 
handouts, and are setting up camps in 
the bush. They will be pursuing their 
traditional hunting, fishing, and 
spiritual practices while they wait for 
HQ to come. "We will wait for HQ" 
says Gilbert Pilot, spokesperson for 
the group. "They will not pass, and if 
they do, they will pass over us." 

Eds note: In the following, two Innu 
traditionalists speak for themselves; on 
the dam, their land, and the fate of 
Nitassinan. 

Evelyn St. Onge 

I was bom here in Mani-Utenam. 
My maternal grandfather's territory 
was by the Moisie River, while my 
father's side of the family came from 
the St. Marguerite. As a child, I didn't 
live the traditional life. Education was 
obligatory, so I was raised within the 



system. That was my first separation 
from my parents and from our 
culture. Now, I ask myself what was 
the reason for this rupture with the 
past, and I believe the answer is 
industrial development — mines, 
dams, etc. Each time there has been a 
dam, or another sort of development 
or invasion by the white people, it has 
meant for us a loss, a further disinte- 
gration of our culture. The govern- 
ment wanted it this way, for us to lose 
our cultural identity... 

When there's a dam, when reser- 
voirs are created, it is known that vast 
areas of land are flooded, that many 
animals are drowned. The animals, 
too, have their territories, that we 
must take care of and protect. I also 


know that the medicine woman here 
collects many of her medicinal plants 
by the river where it's very moist and 
the plants grow well. It's the best 
place for collecting certain plants, 
along the Moisie, the most important 
area for our medicinal plants would 
be destroyed by this dam. 

Also the fish — the salinity of the 
water would be affected and this 
would change everything, the food 
sources that the fish rely upon would 
be affected and many types of fish 
would not be able to survive. Also 
there are certain chemicals that are 
released when there is flooding — I 
myself have been tested for mercury 
poisoning and it was found that the 
mercury level in my body is higher 
than it should be. 

The diversion they have 
planned, this would dry out the 
Moisie River, and all the vegeta- 
tion, the flora and fauna would 
be affected. It would disrupt our 
traditional hunting and fishing 
routes. Traditionally, our people 
went by the Moisie River into 
the bush, so the Moisie, it's our 
entry into the bush, it's the port 
of entry for our culture. With 
this dam, the door to the future 
our culture will be closed. It 
would be the annihilation of all 
the Creator has given us. No, I 
could never accept this, I could 
never allow this to happen. It's 
incomprehensible, sheer human 
stupidity. 

I'm concerned about the effects of 
monetary compensation. It will bring 
about a tremendous transformation 
here, for the Innu, and I fear the 
problems of drugs, alcohol, and 
violence that this will cause, especially 
for the youth. It will only encourage 
more consumption — over-consump- 
tion — and the loss of personal values, 
cultural and spiritual. 

lean Rock 

Before coming to the reservation, 
my people lived in the bush, along 
the Moisie. But even then, we still 
went into the bush to hunt, to gather 
food in the autumn, and to fish for 
salmon, which we dry and keep for 
the winter. Today you can see how 
this has great value for our culture, 
and many people still rely upon 
hunting for subsistence. 

For many years the Band Council 
has tried to negotiate with the whites, 
to try to sell our land. I'd rather die 
than to destroy the land of my 
ancestors. The land — it is for die 
children. 

The whites, what they want is to 
work. They only think about jobs, it 
doesn't concern them what will be 
destroyed in order for them to have 
their jobs. To destroy the river — that 
doesn't bother them. What they want 
is to have cars, houses, skidoos — that's 
what they think of. To destroy our 
land where we have lived — this is of 
no concern to them. 

What do I hope? I fear — I fear for 
the life of aboriginal peoples, the 
abolition of their land rights, the 
extinction of the Innu people. I am 
deeply afraid. The extinction of our 
land rights will mean that we will be 
forced to live like the white people, 
and I myself could not live this way. 


It's not life. We'd be forced to live like 
the whites because we would have to 
pay for permits to go into the bush to 
hunt, or to gather wood. To live in 
the bush, to hunt — that's our culture, 
our life. One day the government 
came and took away our land, our 
rights. We were here long before 
they came, and they took away our 
land. No, I could never accept this. To 
be forced to live the way the white 
man lives — no, I could never accept 
that. 



To stop the dam, that is the most 
important thing. It's useless, this dam. 
We don't need the energy, we don't 
need to destroy so much of the earth. 
It's all about money, that's all. And it 
would destroy so much land, the land 
that is beautiful, all the nature that is 
beautiful... 

I believe that all the Innu people, 
that all people, would live better in 
the bush, because they would live 
without having to destroy so much. 

I worked in an aluminum smelter 
for five months. Then I was laid off. 
They promised to give many jobs to 
the Innu people, but that's not what 
happened. And I fear that with this 
dam, it will be the same. Lots of Innu 
people expect to get jobs, but I think 
it won't happen. They promise us in 
order to get the project, they say 
they'll employ so many people for so 
many years, but it's never worked out 
that way in the past. 

The injunction — it's something that 
shouldn't exist. We are going to 
defend our rights, and to oppose 
those who try to sell our rights. It is 
only to make us afraid, to silence us. 
But we are not afraid and we will 
continue to work together, to have 
meetings, we will continue to defend 
mother earth. The Band Council has 
the power of the government behind 
it, who got the injunction. It's true, 
many of us have been sent to prison, 
but we just can't accept that they 
build this dam.... 

What is my message? To let us live 
the way we have always lived — it's 
difficult to talk about, I’m so afraid of 
this dam. It's our life, our culture. It 
would help if the world would try to 
understand our culture, the impor- 
tance of the land. We want the world 
to understand how important this is to 
us. 
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Option 9 Fever Infects the Eastside

The trouble with political solutions, like any serious infection, is that they tend 
to spread with ominous implications. The contagious effects of the administration's 
co-option 9 fever have begun to spread beyond spotted owl lands west of the 
Cascade crest to the "eastside" forests of Washington and Oregon. The center of this 
ecologically destructive contagion is found in Walla Walla, WA. Here an eastside 
version of the spotted owl annihilation plan and its "scientific panel" has ap- 
peared — the "Eastside Ecosystem Management Project," or EEMP. 

This new scientific panel, however, is much more a government-controlled 
process. In part due to media "leaks," many folks are actually aware that option 9 
is a thinly veiled plan to provide continued timber profits while allowing almost 
half the remaining population of spotted owls to die off. Learning from their 
mistakes on the westside, the government has hierarchically structured this project 
to achieve tighter control of its outcome (and increased timber income). In the 
EEMP the government agencies seek to construct a tighter facade of scientific 
credibility. 

It was a lawsuit by forest activists on behalf of the spotted owl — following years 
of direct actions — that temporarily halted destruction of the westside's National 
Forest old growth lands. Option 9 is the end result of the government's pseudo- 
scientific biostitute process — merely a way to get around paper wrenches which 
have blockaded business as usual. 

The Paper Blockade 

EEMP was initiated in response to a similar paper blockade that has 
been in effect on the eastside for the past year. When the owl 
injunction began to hush saws on the westside federal lands, the 
belly of the corporate machine began grumbling for the forests of the 
eastside. Media hype by the Forest Service and industry has pre- 
sented the eastside's forest ecosystems as suffering from a "cata- 
strophic" health crisis — severely in need of "prescription" logging. 

As the timber corporations' chainsaw doctors prepared for new 
medical stumplands, a series of lawsuits, petitions, and appeals sent 
the Forest Service timber sale planners ducking behind their comput- 
ers for cover. 

In May, 1993, Natural Resources Defense Council filed a petition 
of intent to sue on eastside Washington and Oregon National 
Forests. President Bill's "green" gang didn't want an eastside version 
of the spotted owl injunction tangling up their intensified "prescrip- 
tion salvage" logging plans in court. So the government has opened 
negotiations to buy time — time they need to construct the facade of 
scientific credibility behind which to continue their plans, which 
include logging roadless areas and protected species habitats. 

Since the NRDC petition was filed there has been a paper blockade 
on 1993 and '94 timber sales. While this blockade is not without its 
leaks — being only as strong as the activists in each area — it has been 
effective in stopping unsold and planned timber sales — paring the 
sales volume from in excess of 53 million board feet down to less than 
four million. 

The NRDC petition is based on the Forest Service's failure to provide for the 
habitat needs of eastside forest "indicator" species (agency-designated species 
which are supposed to indicate the health and viability of wildlife species and forest 
habitats) . Required by federal NEPA and NFMA laws to provide for the needs of these 
species (specifically the pileated, black-backed, white-headed, and three-toed 
woodpeckers, goshawk, pine marten, fisher, and vaux's swift), the Forest Service has 
been in flagrant violation of these laws since their inception over a decade ago. 

Recent research has shown the glaring inadequacy of the Forest Service's wildlife 
habitat provisions, confirming that pileated woodpeckers need 900 or more acres 
of old growth habitat per pair, goshawk about 2,000 acres and black-backed 
woodpeckers about 1, 100 acres. The Forest Service had been managing for pileated 
by providing only 300 acres of old growth in watershed areas. Goshawk were only 
provided insignificant buffers around their nests — during nesting season. Many 
other species' needs were never addressed. 

Further, during the past decade the Forest Service cut approximately 50 to 60 
percent of the old growth listed on its books as providing habitat for indicator 
species, yet it failed to correct the books to show this or set aside more old growth 
areas to provide for these species' needs. Other recent research on forest ecology, 
insects, drought and fire refute USFS hype on the need for "salvage" logging — 
showing this hype for the dollar grabbing hoax it really is. 

Under this seige, the Forest Service has had to come out of their computer 
fortresses to parley in the forest with activists . It has been amusing to see these office- 
bound ones tramping through the woods wearing agency-required hard hats to 
protect them from falling trees and limbs in the "dangerous" wild forests (perhaps 
they subconsciously fear the trees getting revenge?). The process has been an 
activists in wonderland scenario — in which sale units are "deferred" by the Forest 
Service once activists point out what is wrong with them a la the NRDC petition. 

But while some ranger districts have been responsive, and may even truly care, 
with others it has been like pulling teeth from a hungry shark. It has only been the 
agencies' fear of their illegal acts being exposed in the media and court which has 
prompted the deferrals. But like Alice in Wonderland, while activists in agency la 
la land hike and negotiate, EEMP is busy dressing in green drag, and like the mad 
queen, directing the sharpening of the axe. As with option 9, it is only a matter of 
time 'til the scientific facade is erected and it's "off with her head" for the forests (and 
perhaps activists who dare to stand in the scientific way). 


A Fatally Flawed Process 

Spearheading the EEMP hierarchy in this drive to firmly impale science on the 
goals of stump-sucking profiteers are the same "experts " — entrenched government 
timber beasts, bureaucrats, and public relations flacks— who've helped bring the 
northwest thus far along the logging roads and cow-pied lands to ecosystem 
collapse. 

Among the other flaws in the EEMP process are: 

1. The EEMP charter lists nine points which each alternative of its eventual 
Environmental Impact Statement will take into account. Only one of these nine is 
based on ecology and wildlife, and it lumps air, water, habitat, sustainability, 
threatened and endangered species, and biodiversity together with "long-term 
productivity." None of these address the cumulative impacts of USFS/BLM "re- 
source extraction" upon natural lands and wildlife or the continuing failure of the 
agencies to ensure the viability of wildlife species and their habitat. 

These points fail further in not mandating funds to conduct necessary studies on 
the status of the many threatened, endangered, and sensitive listed and candidate 
species throughout the eastside — or to bring agency information into accountabil- 
ity. Relying on the agencies' existing inadequate information only jeopardizes the 
process from the outset. 

2. Idaho, western Montana, southeast Oregon, northeast California, and parts of 
Canada are all within the eastside ecosystem, and all should be involved in studies 
of this ecosystem for this process to have credibility. 

3. An anadromous fish assessment 
must be conducted, dealing with 
impacts along the salmon's entire 
biological range, from Alaska to Cali- 
fornia, not just the Columbia basin, 
to accurately address the full range 
of impacts to these fish. 

4. The EEMP charter fails to ad- 
dress private lands logging, graz- 
ing, agriculture, and urban 
growth — all of which degrade or 
destroy vast areas of the northwest's 
ecosystems. 

5 . Exports and imports need to be 
addressed as well, so the problems 
caused by corporate societal devas- 
tation of federal natural lands are 
not relocated elsewhere — locally 
and globally. 

6. Traditional native people's sov- 
ereign and treaty rights are not ad- 
dressed. The Forest Service and BLM 
have degraded the traditional hunt- 
ing and gathering lands of native 
peoples through decades of agency 
mismanagement. As such the rights 
of access and sustenance guaran- 
teed by treaties have been violated — with salmon and other fish disappearing, 
wildlife species in decline or extirpated, and the existence of numerous plantsTn 
jeopardy. Yet traditional native people are relegated a minimal role in EEMP — 
having "access" through a district ranger acting as liaison. 

7. The EIS process is an inadequate format for dealing with USFS/BLM's systematic 
violations of federal environmental laws. Reformation or replacement of these 
agencies and restoration of eastside ecosystems are inextricably linked. They are 
systemically poisoned by political motivations, and cannot be trusted to direct even 
the most open form of EEMP process. 

Strategic thought and action are needed now. With the westside's saws about to 
resume old growth logging, the EEMP process heading towards similar scientifically 
directed ecosystem destruction, growing logging across North America, and 
international log exports and imports, we need to get beyond scurrying about, 
putting out agency and corporate "brush fires" in our separate regions. 

What we can do: 

• Join the call for a GAO/Congressional investigation and restructuring of the USFS 
and the BLM (over 50 groups nationwide have signed on so far). 

• Demand an independently-run open process including traditional native peoples 
and grassroots activists regarding the fate of eastside ecosystems 

• Demand a moratorium on logging and resource extractive activities in all National 
Forests. 

• Join or form a Forest Watch/Biodiversity Project in your area. The NW network 
is forming now. 

• Demand more comprehensive wildlife and ecosystem studies, not just reliance on 
"existing information." 

• Insist on verifiable "in the field" accountability of FS/BLM agency claims. 

• Ban timber imports and exports. 

• Ban US corporations from destroying forest ecosystems in other nations and ban 
destructive multinationals and their subsidiaries from operating in this and/or your 
country. 

• Gome and help out the local groups! We need help in forest surveys, and in setting 
up slide show presentations based on activists' field work.

Out here in Cove/Mallard, we Earth Firstlers have a whole other way of 
dealing with things. When we were ordered, by law, to bury an infiltrator, we 
were more than happy to oblige. We were a little bit dismayed when we found 
out that an infiltrator was actually a device used in the sanitation field. To the 
surprise of many, the land that we maintain in Dixie, ID, passed health inspec- 
tion, a process that only took about a year and many headaches. 

In other news, the River Walk, sponsored by the Cove/Mallard Coalition and 
Seeds of Peace, went off without a hitch. The only real problem was the rain. 
Soggy walkers started off in Grangeville, ID, and finished near Cove/Mallard's 
Grouse timber sale.. During the walk, a potluck was held near the rural commu- 
nity of Elk City. To the surprise of many, five people showed up. These folks 
were of the local nature (local Forest Service personnel), but they were five more 
than we had seen at any previous potlucks. 

To the relief of all, the walk didn't turn into target practice for the locals, and 
the only incidents were a few flying fingers (the bird), and the occasional angry 
honks of the horn. But there were also some good conversations that arose 
during the walk, chances to sit down and talk or camp with people who were 
just trying to understand what Cove/Mallard is all about. These incidents, and 
the educational walks that provided folks with information on the ecology and 
history of the timber sale area made the Walk a success and we thank those who 
attended or helped out. 

According to one treeplanter, before Earth First! arrived in Idaho, they were 
lowest on the social ladder; now we have taken that place. As the treeplanters 
move up the rungs of social acceptance, here in Idaho, we EFlers are left with a 
feeling of contentment (!!?). -Michelle Stewart 




On June 8th, in an alarming decision, the US Fish & Wildlife Service ruled 
against listing the critically imperiled bull trout under the Endangered Species 
Act. The decision was that listing of the bull trout was "warranted but pre- 
cluded." In other wo rds , the FishL& Wildlife Service is too busy with other 
supposedly more imperiled species to work on the bull trout. 

This finding leaves the bull trout with no statutory protection and gives the 
. Forest Service "a green light to continue the degradation, fragmentation, and 
destruction of unique riparian and aquatic ecosystems in the Northern Rockies," 
according to Jasper Carlton, Director of the Biodiversity Legal Foundation, in 
Boulder, CO. The BLF and the Alliance for the Wild Rockies intend to challenge 
the decision.

Idaho Sportsmen Win Again 


On April 13, Federal Judge W illi am Dwyer ruled in favor of the Idaho 
Sportsmen's Coalition and the Idaho Conservation League, declaring that 
Idaho's Division of Environmental Quality (DEQ) and the US Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) have failed to protect Idaho waters from pollution. 
Dwyer gave the EPA 30 days to begin the process of cleanup by first submitting 
a list of all heavily polluted streams and lakes in Idaho. 

ISC spokesperson Ron Mitchell said, "Any further damage will ultimately be 
forbidden on as many as 400 streams across Idaho." The lawsuit culminated 20 
years of conservationists' efforts to force state compliance with the Federal 
Clean Water Act. Mitchell blamed industry for Idaho's prior inaction. "The 
timber industry runs phony TV ads claiming that they protect forests and that 
there is an improving trend in water quality. The truth is just the opposite: 
water quality is plummeting in Idaho and industry fights our efforts to halt the 
decline. Logging, mining and farming interests brazenly and successfully lobby 
the legislature to not fund DEQ's water quality programs."

Vassily seems to think like a leopard. He prowls through the forest like a big 
cat looking for prey. His eye seems to catch everything. He stops frequently to 
point out various plants and their uses, animal tracks, the history of the area 
and the people who have tried to protect it through eighty years of the Far 
Eastern conservation movement. Vassily takes us to the place where he saw his 
first leopard in the wild. The Amur leopard is the rarest big cat on Earth — about 
twenty are left in the wild, and a couple are in the Saint Petersburg zoo. Re- 
cently Vassily has collared two of them and has been monitoring their move- 
ment in the area. As we walk by a large Korean pine he points to the tree and 
asks me if I can identify some fibrous material wedged in between some of the 
scales of bark. "Elk," I guess, not really knowing. His eyes light up: "Tiger!" he 
says. And right below that, we notice some more strands, smaller and yellower. 
"Leopard," he says. According to Vassily, this is very unusual. Tigers and leop- 
ards do not normally share the same hunting grounds. He thinks it must be a 
young tiger, maybe passing through in search of his or her own territory to 
stake out. On our way back to camp, we see many more cat tracks. They are 
fresh prints of two young leopards, and are right next to the tracks we left on 
the way up! At our camp by the river we open a bottle of vodka by the campfire. 
We toast the wild cats and our luck during the day. 

There is some hope for these magnificent creatures in the wild, but their 
plight is urgent. The threats to them are poaching, habitat loss, and other 
conflicts with humans. The big cats' survival will depend on broad international 
cooperation on an unprecedented scale. Yet if we are to be successful, we will 
have to give real support to the grassroots — and listen to people like Vassily, 
Larisa, and Misha, who understand the situation. If we work on a grassroots, 
people-to-people level, and develop a close working relationship with the 
Russian groups, then we might just avoid some of the fiascoes that can happen 
when the big international environmental organizations decide that the issue is 
sexy and start spending boatloads of money. 
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Ram Dass: How much do you feel it's useful to 
put your energies into political consciousness like 
the United Nations and how much to do it at the 
local level or at the Earth First! or Council of All 
Beings kinds of levels? 

John Seed: Well, I feel that I wouldn't know how 
to evaluate or how to make a rational decision. What 
I do is I lie down in the forest and cover myself in 
leaves, and I say, "Mother, I surrender to you," and I 
deliberately allow all of my energies to sink into the 
Earth and to be aligned by the Earth. Then when I 
get up, whatever I want to do, that's what I do. 

Then I can just behave spontaneously, and I get 
more and more confidence as time goes on, and I'm 
able to look back at the results of those spontaneous 
actions to see that there's an order there, that I do 
make my flight or I do make that connection, and I 
just feel supported in this work.

WE SAY BORDERS DON'T EXIST, BUT 

Up here in Canuck land north of the 49 th 
parallel it gets a little lonely at times. A few 
little known facts about BC, the westernmost 
province of Canada: 

*We don't live in igloos or log cabins. 

*Not all of our cops ride horses. 

‘Almost all of BC is land that still, by 
Canadian law, is under the jurisdiction of 
indigenous nations (not that this is respected 
by the Canadian or provincial governments) . 

*We have good beer. 

*We also have the largest contiguous wil- 
derness in all of North America. 

And we don't live 
within 10 miles of 
each other. And we 
also don't all work on 
the same campaign. 

That's right, the 
area known as BC is 
HUGE. People down 
south seem to have a 
hard time under- 
standing that Terra 
Primal (Victoria Earth 
First!) works in a dif- 
ferent area than the 
Forest Action Net- 
work, the Grizzly 
Project, the Friends of 
Clayoquot Sound, or 
other BC groups that 
the EF! Journal has covered. Yes, we do 
communicate with each other. But contact- 
ing the Friends of Clayoquot Sound with 
messages for Terra Primal is kind of like 
calling someone in California and asking 
them to pass on messages to someone in 
Washington. 

We realize that it's hard enough to know 
the ins and outs of your own area, let alone 
somewhere on the other side of the border. 
At the least, though, don't buy into the 
bullshit that the border represents. It is not 
impossible to get across the border, even if 
you have a record (witness the number of 
Canucks at the recent Northwest Rendez- 
vous — we all have records). We have been 
coming down south for conferences, 
rendezs, and actions. We've even seen a 
Canuck on the Journal staff (although she's 
in danger of losing her Canuck status if she 
insists on staying in Cove-Mallard). The 
Canadian EF! movement is taking off in a 
big way, with active chapters across the 
country. There are dynamite EF! campaigns 
happening in Victoria and Vancouver (BC), 
in Manitoba (the prairies), in Toronto and 
Ottawa (Ontario), and in other towns. 

We know we've hit the big time — we're 
being SLAPPed. We're being arrested on 
trumped-up charges. The forest companies 
are putting out press releases accusing us of 
monkeywrenching (they do it mighty regu- 
larly — you can almost set your watch to it). 
We have successfully kept multinational 
scum out of the area known as the Walbran 
for a whole summer. The cops are perpetu- 
ally threatening to investigate and arrest us. 
We get death threats faxed to us. We must 
be doing something right.

Dear Friends, 

I've just received the Journal and thanks 
for sending it regularly. I send it on to other 
friends, so each one does the rounds! 

I'm mainly writing because I'm horrified 
that you have found out that Anthony 
Miller was only claiming to be an ALF activist 
and is a complete fucking liar. My God, he 
has really taken us 
in! I don't know if 
you can send me 
some further in- 
formation about 
this as it's going to 
be a blow to 
people to hear 
that anyone could 
stoop so low (as 
you say) but also 
the supporters 
group over here 
has sent him 
money and other 
things — namely a 
typewriter and art- 
ist materials. Ev- 
erything is run on 
pretty much a shoestring budget as it is, but 
to leam that someone has taken full advan- 
tage of what has been offered to him in good 
faith — well, I'm very angry to say the least! 
Being an ALF prisoner doing 4 years I am 
going to cost the supporters group quite a 
lot because they send me £25 a month for 
phonecards, cigarettes, and extra food items 
from outside to supplement the vegan food 
inside. I sometimes feel a bit like a burden 
myself, but I couldn't manage financially 
otherwise and intend to fundraise to pay it 
back when 1 get out. This bastard has com- 
pletely duped us over here and I’m just glad 
that you have uncovered it before we wasted 
anymore time/friendship/money on him. 

I can't think what else to say because I'm 
fuming so much! I have, literally, just read it 
and will be writing to the USA ALFSG and 
UK ALFSG straight away. How could he do 
this, is he just a sad, lonely bloke or is he a 
crafty, lying petty criminal — more the latter 
I think. 

I think I'll write to him and express my 
'loathing' — to soak up all this support and 
be a fake — aargh! 

Activists over here all tend to know each 
others credibility and if you've ever seen our 
supporters newsletter you will know that we 
distinguish between genuine and grasses 
imprisoned. I think its because our country 
is so small that this situation can exist. Pass 
my thanks on to Last Chance for Animals 
for looking into Miller's paperwork, thank 
goodness someone did, there was no way 
we were ablesolsupposewe thought he was 
OK. 

Things here are going along fine. Some 
excellent monkey-wrenching on April 24th 
when 12 bulldozers and assorted earth mov- 
ing machines were destroyed by fire in the 
county of Sussex (I believe; might be Surrey) 
but I saw no press coverage of it. The ma- 
chines were about to start work at a roadstone 
quarry that was later going to be used as a 
landfill rubbish tip. I can't send you any 
newspaper cuttings to confirm it, I just saw 
local news on the day. But I have sent you a 
cutting from a 'Guardian' report a little 
while back that you may not have seen. Do 
you get sent bits regularly? If not I will look 
out for them and send on. As I do the 
recycling in the prison most things pass 
through my hands eventually and I can 
scam the papers quite easily. 

Its a great job to have in an environment 
like this, I'm outside most of the day and feel 
I'm doing something useful and ethically 
acceptable, rather than helping the system 


to ran itself. 

Many thanks to you again for sending the 
Journal and brightening my day by hearing 
of the winning battles going on over there.

Dear readers who oughta be subscribers: 

I'm writing to encourage you to subscribe 
to the Earth First! Journal. The paper has had 
significant financial difficulty, and if we 
want to see this one-of-a kind publication 
continue, we need to boost the numbers of 
subscribers. 

Here's a smattering of what the Journal 
does for all of us. It acts as a de facto 
headquarters and referral service, respond- 
ing to several phone calls and a couple 
dozen letters daily from North America and 
Europe asking how to get involved. It noti- 
fies activists of urgent campaigns so we can 
tap in. It updates us on the increasing gov- 
ernment harassment and jailing of activists 
so we can be better prepared ourselves, and 
offer those who are targets our emotional 
and financial support. (For example, Mark 
Davis would've been flat broke for the past 
year were it not for the appeal for donations 
the Journal ran for him. Consider how iso- 
lated Rik Scarce, Peg Millett, and other jail- 
birds would've felt if they hadn't had a 
forum for sharing their ordeals with read- 
ers.) 

The Journal informs us of national and 
regional gatherings. It gets distributed dur- 
ing road shows to inspire people to become 
activists in their own regions. And most 
importantly for me in particular, reading 
about the courage of activists throughout 
the world reminds me I am not alone and 
inspires me to continue my own work. 

The editors of this outstanding publica- 
tion make a whopping $330 per issue — 
about $55 a week. Maybe this would be a 
livable income for a self-sufficient home- 
steader, but it doesn't go very far in Eugene. 

I'm convinced that it's not apathy that is 
responsible for the fact that many readers 
don't subscribe. After all the Journal isn't the 
type of publication to attract apathetic 
people, with the exception of government 
agents who lack anything else interesting in 
their lives. The problem must be that most 
readers are unaware of just how hard it is for 
the staff to keep squeezing by with so little 
money it makes a shoestring budget look 
like a climbing rope. 

Quite simply, if we don't come up with 
the cash to pay for the Journal, we won't 
have it anymore. There isn't any other pub- 
lication like it: mn by activists, covering 
news that even the alternative press rarely 
considers, and serving as an organizing tool 
to bring new people into the movement. 
Imagine what it would be like if the paper 
ceased to exist. How would we alert activists 
about urgent issues? How would we find 
contacts in other regions? 

What about you ? Did you pay for the copy 
you are reading? We owe it to ourselves to 
avoid burning out yet another talented staff 
and trying to recruit another one under the 
same stressful working conditions. 

Some of us have a steady livable income; 
1 subscribe at the $35 first-class rate. Even 
the most broke among us can come up with 
a creative way to fund at least the low-rate of 
$20. Ask four friends for $5 each. Tell your 
mother you want a subscription for your 
birthday. Whatever works. 

Maybe you didn't know how critical the 
situation is. Now you do. At the risk of 
sounding like a whiny host on a public radio 
fundraiser: if you haven’t paid for the news- 
paper you are reading at this moment, please 
subscribe.

out of concern for Earth Firstl's "public 
image," as Haun charges. I am talking about 
long term political strategy. I believe that 
mixing these two tactics compromises them 
both. Of course, this was a factor in the 
bombing and framing of Darryl and me. But 
it is also shown in events like the FBI's 
entrapment and arrest of the Arizona 5, and 
the timber industry's running the 
Bellingham, Washington EFlers out of town. 

I agree that Paul Watson and the Sea 
Shepherd have been effective with their 
tactic of openly sinking whaling ships. But 
so have we been effective with our tactic of 
nonviolent blockades and organizing com- 
munity-based support. Cahto Wilderness, 
Headwaters Forest, and Albion are all ex- 
amples of forests in the Redwood region 
that have been saved by these actions. 

It should not be too hard to understand 
that different tactics work in different cir- 
cumstances. Paul Watson can get away with 
publicly ramming a whaling boat on the 
high seas, where there are no laws and 
opposition to whaling is broadly supported 
by the international community. But try 
publicly trashing a bulldozer in, say, Grant's 
Pass Oregon, and you will likely end up as 
shark bait. As a matter of survival, monkey- 
wrenching in the U.S. mustbe a clandestine 
activity. And clandestine activities should 
not be practiced by above-ground groups. 

Haun asks me twice in his letter to leave 
Earth First!, since he claims I "can't take the 
pressure of being in a movement that advo- 
cates monkeywrenching." Don't get your 
hopes up, Matthew. That was Dave Fore- 
man who couldn't take the pressure. I've 
stood up to two assassination attempts, one 
of which left me crippled for life, and an FBI 
COINTELPRO that had me arrested while I 
was devastated in the hospital. I can stand 
up to all that pressure, plus the pressure of 
small minded people like you who can't 
engage in political debate without slinging 
hatred. So, sorry, honey. I’m not leaving. 

Finally, Haun asks me in his letter whether 
I am trying to get EF! "to change the tone of 
our movement to make (my) job easier." 
No. I'm not trying to get EF! to do anything 
for me. I'm just hoping we can all learn from 
our collective experience.

Last summer I visited northern Idaho and 
was disgusted to see a sign supporting the 
timber industry in the window of the youth 
hostel in Naples, Idaho. I therefore did not 
stop at that hostel and sent a letter of protest 



to the American Youth Hostel (AYH) na- 
tional headquarters in Washington, DC. 

Despite several follow-up letters and 
phone calls, no action has been taken by 
AYH to expel that hostel or force the re- 
moval of that sign. The hostel manager 
claims, and apparently AYH is prepared to 
accept, that the hostel and the associated 
general store (located at the same place and 
run by the same management) are two 
separate businesses and AYH has no author- 
ity over what is displayed by the store.

I have sent my hostel association mem- 
bership card (tom in two) to AYH and I urge 
a boycott of all their affiliated hostels na- 
tionwide until that sign is removed or that 
hostel is no longer affiliated with them.

Dear Ned Ludd, 

In response to the reader who was unable to locate 
traplines based on advice in "Ecodefense, " it is possible 
that there were simply no traps in their area at the time 
they searched. The key to finding traps is to under- 
stand how the trapper operates, to "think" like a 
trapper. Equally critical is a knowledge of the area you 
are working. You must know the busy roads, the back 
roads, the snowmobile trails, and how they are used by 
locals in the trapping season. Know where the target 
species travel by looking for their tracks in loose dirt, 
streamside mud or fresh snow. 

Trappers are usually highly mobile and will trap an 
area for a week or two before moving on to another 
location. Their goal is to "trap out" the available 
animals and then find a new source of blood money. 
If the number of catches drops off, or fails to material- 
ize at all, the traps are pulled out and moved elsewhere. 

A good time to start trap hunting is in the early weeks 
of the trapping season (see your state regulations) 
when trappers are competing with one another for the 
easy pickings. Another surge in trapping often occurs 
in late winter/early spring when the mating urge 
increases travel among target species, especially soli- 
taries like cats, making them vulnerable to trapping 
even in areas that were trapped out earlier in the 
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season.

indicating recent use. To do this, 

f pick a spot near where the road 
leaves a major traveled route — 
aided, if necessary, by a land- 
mark alongside the road that 
you can remember, such as a 
rock, bush or tree. Adjacent to 
this, brush smooth a narrow (3-6 
inch) strip across either the left or 
right hand set of tire tracks. Don't 
brush a wide swath or brush out

tracks all the way across the road as this is both 
unnecessary and much too noticeable. Don't leave 
obvious scrape marks to reveal what you've done. A 
daily check, such as a drive-by, will reveal fresh tracks 
at a glance that may lead you to a trapline. By erasing 
the fresh tracks you find, you can determine the 
approximate frequency with which the back road is 
used. Because trapping regulations usually specify a 
frequency for trapline checks by the trapper (often 24 
or 48 hours — check your copy of the regs), daily or 
every-other-day use may reveal a trapper at work. 

ALWAYS have a rehearsed cover story for being in 
the area, along with the necessary props. A rifle and 
small game license can make you an acceptable "in- 
stant redneck." If you encounter a person or a parked 
motor vehicle, DON'T STOP. Memorize the location 
with the aid of a landmark and keep on going. A 
friendly wave may be appropriate. 

Trappers' vehicles are subject to the abuse of back 
road driving, and are often older, dirty rattletraps. 
Pickups are popular because smelly items like rotting 
bait, odorous lures and animal carcasses can be carried 
in back along with traps, a shovel, a hammer for 
driving tap stakes, and assorted small accessories. 
Because most trappers work locally, you should know 
the license plate letters that are typical in the area 
you're working so as to keep from being distracted by 
a visitor who's out from the city. 

Finding the actual trap set requires practice and a 
trapper's knowledge of animal movements. Traplines 
are set along natural wildlife travel routes. Traps set for 
coyote and fox favor roads, trails, canyon bottoms, 
streambeds, and saddles in ridges. Bobcats are usually 
taken on canyon ledges or rocky ridges. Target species 
mark their territories with scent posts that favor promi- 
nent visual features in the landscape, like solitary trees, 
isolated stumps and rocks, old bones and dried car- 
casses, andare similarly favoredby trappers. I've found 
traps beside large rocks overlooking a canyon bottom 
(for bobcat), underneath a tree that stood out slightly 
from the edge of a clearing, alongside a tree stump in 
a meadow, and in the middle of narrow paths parallel- 
ing streambeds. Experienced trappers like to set traps 
under evergreens so that eagles don't spot the trapped 
animal and "steal" it. 

Once the trapper locates a probable area for a trap set, 
he has to think about getting the animal to place its 
foot on a small spot of ground where the trap is buried. 
Some will shoot an animal (sometimes illegal if it's a 


the animal's foot directly onto the trap, are all that 
reveals these sets. 

After finding a likely trapping area, post a lookout or 
keep an ear cocked for approaching vehicles while trap 
hunting. It is easy at this point to develop "tunnel 
vision" and overlook warning sounds and sights. 

Before you try to locate the trap, it is important to 
study the appearance of the spot carefully. It is essen- 
tial that you restore the area to its original appearance 
before you leave so that the trapper will not suspect 
trouble and simply replace the missing trap. To locate 
the actual trap you can probe the ground with a stout 
stick, or with your booted foot. The trap will be 
secured, by chain or wire, to either a stake or a "drag" 
like a large tree limb designed to hang up in the brush 
when a trapped animal tries to flee. The drag must be 
left exactly as you found it. Stakes can usually be pulled 
up and disposed of along with the trap. If you can't pull 
up the stake or cut the trap loose (the multi-purpose 
Leatherman-type tool is handy!), try bending as many 
parts of the trap as you can by smashing it with a rock. 
Then, re-bury it and restore the spot to its original 
appearance. 

Throw all traps and stakes away where they will be 
hard to find. NEVER carry anything incriminating out 
with you. Erase your own tracks as you leave. In snow, 
I carry a cheap pair of insulated "moon boots" so that 
only these tracks are left at the scene, and they can be 
discarded with little loss. An important note about 
winter tracks: unless you can wipe the tracks away, 
avoid stepping in mud as these tracks can harden like 
concrete and last weeks or months. Stepping in snow 
is usually preferred since melting can distort or destroy 
them. The local game warden may investigate trap 
sabotage, and these people are usually reasonably 
competent trackers. From the standpoint of evidence, 
good forensic photographing or impressioning of 
footprints in snow is difficult and the necessary skills 
are not usually available in rural areas for low priority 
crimes. Don't be intimidated if law enforcement tells 
you they found "your" footprints. The evidence may 
simply be of a similar sole that is of common manufac- 
ture (you are, of course, intelligent enough to only buy 
common discount house brands a size or two different 
from your normal shoe size!). 

Finally, don't trust your memory. Study all the 
available trapping manuals and trap sabotage material 
again before you go trap hunting, and NEVER forget 
your security precautions. 


"game" animal) or place a chunk of 
an animal carcass in a prominent 
spot to lure animals to the area. If 
you see ravens, crows, eagles or hawks 
circling an area, or taking off on your 
approach, they may be feeding on ^ 
such a bait. The trapper Claude Dal- 
las, who murdered two Idaho game 
wardens, was notorious for killing 
raptors in traps set alongside this 
type of bait (and it's usually legal!) 

Most trappers will make their trap 
sets nearby, on trails, beneath nearby 
trees, or near potential scent posts, 
to catch animals traveling to and 
from the bait. 

Along animal travel routes, the 
trapper will look for something to 
attract a predator. First he'll look at 
what is naturally there. I've found 
several traps set at the mouths of 
small animal burrows. Others were buried in spots 
where a trail crossed through a narrow passage be- 
tween shrubs or rocks. An additional attraction maybe 
necessary. An animal bone, even a single vertebra, may 
draw a hungry and curious animal to the trap. Always 
popular is a dead animal, like a rabbit or skunk, wired 
to a low tree limb with one or more traps set immedi- 
ately below it. A small bundle of feathers hung from a 
tree and flapping in the breeze is visually attractive, 
especially for cats. 

Often these obvious visual and odor lures are backed 
up by one or more "blind sets," traps without any 
attractant nearby, usually set on a trail leading to or 
from a baited trap set. A smooth spot in the dirt, often 
with rocks or tree branches set on either side to direct

Resistance, Sabotage, & Music: 



A f ilm by the jTchkung! Collective

"What good is a Bill of Rights that does not include 
the right to play, to wonder, to explore, the right to 
stillness and solitude, to discovery and personal free- 
dom?" asks Ed Abbey in unfolding stark-white type 
against a backdrop as black as death. 

So begins Resistance, Sabotage, & Music, the brilliant 
new documentary from Seattle's jTchkung! Collec- 
tive. The film chronicles the cultural reaction to indus- 
trial destruction, focusing on the Luddite, Interna- 
tional Workers of the World (IWW, or Wobblies), and 
Earth First! movements. 

Old-time EFlers, neophytes, and the ecologically 
challenged will be interested in this project, which 
makes use of interviews, archival photos, and current 
footage to present through sight and sound a fascinat- 
ing history of the brave people willing to stand up and 
fight the death instinct which drives our Western 
culture. The soundtrack includes songs by Darryl 
Chemey andjudi Bari, Casey Neill, Walkin' Jim Stoltz, 
jTchkung!, and grand old Wobbly tunes. 

The fil m kicks in with an interview of Howard Zinn 
(author of A People's History of the United States'), who 
explains how art (in this particular study, music) plays 
an essential role in activism by intensifying feelings for 
a cause. 

This was certainly the case at the recent NW Rendez- 
vous, where performances by Darryl and Judi, Casey, 
Leslie Hemstreet and others had boots a-stompin' and 
hands a-clappin'. Peg Millett's songs and spoken words 
around the campfire went straight off the scale of true 
woo and floated to the moon on gossamer wings. 

The first group to rage against the machine were the 
Luddites, who rallied behind legendary leader Ned 
Ludd to fight the ills of the Industrial Revolution in 
Britain. Anon-hierarchical, affinity group-based move- 
ment, they were no panty- waists: entire factories burned 
to the ground and a wave of political assassinations 
ensued. Ultimately, the Luddites were beaten into 
submission by the Crown, but their spirit and message 
was taken up by the Wobblies. 


My old hometown of Chicago witnessed the forma- 
tion of the IWW by a diverse bunch of blue collar folks 
and European intellectuals. What was remarkable 
about this union was that it incorporated and wel- 
comed colored, female, gay/lesbian, and itinerant 
workers (hobos), who made up a substantial part of the 
workforce but were generally or strictly unwelcome in 
other unions. The IWW combined all types of workers 
in an industry, thus limiting the crippling effect of 
scabs; so that, for example, if the assembly-line work- 
ers in a factory were being screwed by the bosses and 
decided to strike, the 



rest of the employees 

would walk out in solidarity. 

The parallels between IWW and EF! abound. During 
embattled free speech fights, Wobblies would hop 
trains and travel for hundreds of miles to support their 
fellow activists, much like EFlers will drive all across 
the country for actions and campaigns. One could 
surmise from the documentary that the IWW aided 
the more conservative, establishment AFL-CIO in the 
same way that EF! helps the enviro mainstream look 
more reasonable, and by increasing the boundaries of 
debate. The US government crushed the Wobblies in 
the same way that it has so many other movements, 
and attempted to do with EF!: harassment. 


disinformation, framings, arrests and beatings, both 
directly and through third parties, as well as assassina- 
tion. That the bombing of Judi Bari and Darryl Chemey 
is part of this long-standing tradition of dealing vio- 
lently with those who seriously threaten the status 
quo is not unlikely, but rather consistent with history. 

In introducing the EF! section, narrator and writer 
Wrick Tahoma gives a coherent and striking account 
of the toll industrial culture has taken on the planet, 
complimenting film editor Molly Abbzug's deft deliv- 
ery of mind-blowing clearcuts and other disasters. The 
two reveal a coherent and developed understanding of 
ecology, enviro history and literature, and the impor- 
tance of our movement. 

Footage from EF! actions follows, featuring fearsome 
Freddies, freaks, furry four-legged critters and fulsome 
government officials. Then comes an interview with a 
surprisingly candid logging boss, who believes that 
"nothing in this country ever got changed without 
extreme radicals, " and that terra-ists can take credit for 
the Forest Summit in Portland (though no one may 
want to for that dubious achievement) and the fish/ 
timber/wildlife councils springingup around the north- 
west. The most interesting part of the movie for me 
was the interview with Judi Bari. Bari's comments 
amount to an apology in the Greek sense, a clarifica- 
tion of views that go a long way toward explaining 
why she has attempted to make connections with 
loggers, and by extension why she came out against 
tree spiking in her region (though this is not discussed 
in the film). 

Bari argues that hit and run tactics such as wrench- 
ing a dozer are ineffective because of the industry's 
"gippo" system (which was originally designed to 
break unions), where the big companies will contract 
out work to smaller local firms. A wrecked dozer will 
not harm the big company nor stop the destruction, 
yet will divide the community even more when we 
need to build communities if we are to save the planet, 
she believes. Undoubtedly food for thought for the 
strategic monkeywrencher. • 

The last and most significant point Bari makes is that 
if deep ecology remains only in the hands of the elite, 
it can cause disruption to the system but will never 
overwhelm it. "All that most environmental groups 
can do is ask Congress to pass a law to ask corporations 
not to pollute so much, and as long as we worry about 
where to dispose of the toxics we don't have a chance. 
But when the resistance comes down to loggers refus- 
ing to log old growth and factory workers refusing to 
produce the toxic products, that is the only way we can 
make the change that needs to happen." 

The realization that EF! springs from a long and 
illustrious tradition of radical resistance is empower- 
ing, as is the awareness of the talent and importance of 
our musicians. I'll never forget the joy and strength 
Casey Neill brought to the crowd when he played 
"Dancing on the Ruins" at a Mac-Bio action in Tacoma 
last spring. It was an affirmation of life and commit- 
ment for the 150-odd activists who came from as far 
away as California and Canada. 

For those who have seen jTchkung! in concert, it will 
make sense that Resistance, Sabotage, & Music came 
from them. The film is anti-copyrighted, and jTchkung! 
encourages people to order it, copy it, loan it, swap it, 
or otherwise distribute it. It can be obtained at live 
jTchkung! shows, through the mail at the address 
listed below, and hopefully through the EF! Journal in 
the future. 

The band takes Sun Tzu's concept of fighting fire 
with fire seriously, and utilizes technology and urban 
symbolism on stage to fight the industrial beast. Aside 
from Paul Watson, they are the only people publicly 
advocating tree-spiking of whom I am aware. Taking 
in a rendition of their classic "Clearcut/Spike" is an 
amazing experience, so be sure to catch their show this 
summer if they come to your neck of the woods (check 
their tour schedule in this issue). jTchkung!, 1202 E.

Review the Cove/Mallard video, they ask. Well, OK.

angle lens, allowing the viewer to get a feel for almost all 
aspects of the campaign, the area, and the issues. 

With special guest appearances by Howie Wolke 
throughout the video, the viewer is treated to a scientific 
look at the sales (as well as getting a chance to really 
know Howie.) No one will argue this is a job well done, 
especially if they have seen the previous videos made for 
the Cove/Mallard campaign. 

Thanks to Lighthawk, we get a bird's eye view of the 
sales thus far completed. Those who have actually been 
in the Grouse and Noble sales realize they are enormous 
and have left horrific scars; I didn't know how true that 
was until I saw it from the air (on the video). The video 
was taken in the winter, which is fitting since most of the 
cutting on Grouse was done in the fall and winter. 


Howie Wolke and Jake Jagoff's voice carry us through 
the entire twenty minutes, along with music by some 
very talented singers.

This won't affect the Rendezvous too much because 
there is back-up access to the RRR site if roads are still 
closed. Just follow the directions to Stratton Meadows 
on Highway 165 (see last issue of the EF! Journal). 
There will be a "Road Closed" sign just after the 
Stratton Meadows sign. Go around the sign (it's per- 
fectly OK — people do this all the time) and follow 165 
about two miles to Mud Gap. Parking will be set up at 
Mud Gap and folks will hike old Forest Service road 61 
to Whig Meadow. No problem really, but it'll mean 
about 1/2 mile or so further to walk in. 

We've discovered that wild hogs (boar) are fond of 
the area and that our springs won't be safe to drink 
from with out treatment. The RRR committee is going 
to do all it can to have good water on site, but bring a 
water filter or purification tablets along just in case. 

Also, please bring sun block, long sleeve light-col- 
ored shirts, and a hat to protect yourself from sun 
while in the meadow. There's plenty of woods to hang 
out in and explore, but the morning circles are likely 
to be in the meadow where the sunlight might be a 
little harsh. Temperatures probably won't be too hot as 
we will be at high elevation (high for the east) and 
there should be good breezes blowing through. Expect 
highs to be in the upper 80's and nights to be chilly.

NewBikikon Wildlife Laws 

A team from the University of New Mexico's Center 
for Wildlife Law has written a book about state wildlife 
laws — over 800 pages worth of interesting and some- 
times controversial state wildlife laws existing today. 
For example, an intriguing law in Virginia makes 
Sunday a "day of rest” for all wildlife except raccoons, 
which may be hunted until 2:00 AM. "Coon on the 
log" contests are allowed in Alabama to demonstrate 
a raccoon's abilities to resist being taken from a log in 
a lake by a dog. A chapter is devoted to the issue of 
poaching. 

In addition to the state fish and wildlife code sum- 
maries, various categories of state laws — such as agen- 
cies' funding sources — are compared in tables and 
charts. Some wildlife laws are discussed in detail, and 
the authors have included recommendations for leg- 
islative change and a list of model statutes. 

The Handbook offers a review of the history and 
development of wildlife laws in this country and 
advice on how to use the book. 

At a time when wildlife laws are receiving national 
attention for a host of environmental and economic 
reasons, authors of the Handbook hope their publica- 
tion will make wildlife laws more accessible to both the 
legal and nonlegal communities.

The military (though non-violent) 
style of this whole action made it 
seem as though it were planned out 
by Zapatista Subcomandante Marcos. 
Affinity cell blocks were off into the 
woods in the very early a.m. hours, 
well equipped with super glue, spray 
paint and yarn. Cellular phone and 
walkie-talkie communications had 
been established. Supporters from the 
Rendezvous site were on their way. 
Lockdown folks and their support- 
ers — with five 55 gallon, 4001b. 
cement-filled steel drums and a tripod 
that takes 25 people to lift — were 


nervously waiting for the word. 

Shortly before 5 a.m. the word 
came: "Lemonade East Close the 
Door," "Choo-Choo West Close the 
Door," "Lemonheads South Close the 
Door." The two road entrances inside 
Watts Bar Nuclear Facility were shut 
down by dead tree limbs, boulders 
and human bodies. 

By a freak "coincidence," two cars 
were involved in an accident about 
half a mile west of the entrance to 
Watts Bar Nuclear Facility, moments 
after the lockdown crew drove by. 
Simultaneously, two more cars were 
having mechanical difficulties about 
half a mile east of the entrance to the 


plant. Between the accident and the 
mechanical difficulties, it was impos- 
sible for anyone to drive into the 
facility for about 15 minutes. 

The road blockade crew moved in. 

As they moved in to set up, three 
unidentified cars pulled up. "Who the 
hell are they?" someone yelled. 
"Media," someone else replied. A 
television station, a newspaper, and a 
private film documentary crew had 
been notified about the action by our 
people. They didn't know what the 
action was gonna be until the moment 
they showed up. I would not recom- 
mend this tactic when carrying out a 
high security action unless you have a 
very strong sense of trust with the 
media you are setting it up with. On 
the other hand, they did get awesome 
footage that they showed on the news. 

Barrels came smashing out of trucks, 
and the tripod was set on the ground. 
In 15 minutes the tripod was up, the 
barrels set in place, and people locked 
in. I was the last person to get locked 
in, because my bike lock kept sticking. 
As I glanced over my shoulder one last 
time up the road toward the facility, I 
saw about 20 people with their arms 
locked together standing in the 
middle of the road lit up by a TVA 
security vehicle. They were holding 
up the security a few more minutes to 
ensure we were locked in. As I locked 
in there was a howl and they all 
scattered into the surrounding woods. 
It was fucking beautiful.

NORWAY ATTACKS SEA SHEPHERD 


v 1 Whales Fovever Rammed and Bombed

The Sea Shepherd Conservation Society has been fight- 
ing for the lives of whales for seventeen years. On July 6, 
they found themselves fighting for their own lives in the 
North Sea, in a running pursuit and battle with the Norwe- 
gian coast guard ship Andenes. 

One of the most violent incidents yet in the so-called 
"whale wars," the July 6 attack had its origins in the 
announcement by Norway in 1993 that it would resume 
commercial whaling despite the worldwide ban by the 
International Whaling Commission, in effect since 1986. 
The announcement was followed by a statement by 
President Clinton on October 4, 1993, that the US would 
refrain from enforcing the Pelly Amendment, a law requir- 
ing economic sanctions against nations that violate the 
IWC ban, "until we have exhausted all good faith efforts to 
persuade Norway to follow agreed conservation measures." 

Last March, prior to the annual meeting of the IWC, 
representatives from the US, the UK, the IWC, Greenpeace, 
the World Wide Fund for Animals, and the International 
Fund for Animal Welfare met in London and laid the 
groundwork for an agreement in principle that would allow 
the resumption of commercial whaling in exchange for an 
Antarctic "whale sanctuary." There would be no enforce- 
ment within the sanctuary, and migrating whales would be 
fair game for whalers once they ventured outside it. 

On the evening of July 1, with a complement of 11 
journalists and 22 volunteer crew from 10 countries on

board, the Sea Shepherd ship M/Y Whales Forever, a 187- 
foot long former cable-laying vessel, departed Ijmuiden, 
Netherlands, en route for the North Sea and the Norwegian 
whaling grounds. Its mission was to confront whalers and 
document the illegal slaughter of Minke whales. 

Beginning the day after its departure, the Sea Shepherd 
ship was shadowed at a distance by a US Navy ship that 
refused to identify itself when hailed. It escorted the Whales 
Forever to Norway's 200-mile fishing limit and radioed its 
coordinates to the Norwegian Coast Guard. On July 5, two 
Norwegian Coast Guard vessels conducted zodiac exercises 
a mile to starboard of the Whales Forever.

Laguna 

Revolt!

A city councilwoman standing in front 
of a bulldozer; the president of a main- 
stream environmental group closing a 
meeting with an EFl-style howl; and foe 
and Jane Citizen ready to lock down on 
bulldozers with Kryptonites. Yes, June 14- 
21 was an exciting and inspiring week in 
southern California... 

Most Orange Countyites know 
Laguna Canyon. At one time or 
another they've gotten off the 405 
Freeway and headed down the curva- 
ceous rural road that bisects the 
canyon. During this trip, decades fall 
away as the driver escapes the cold, 
angular world of "your name here" 
corporate centers. For a few moments, 
the traveler on their way to Laguna 
Beach is transported to an Orange 
County past. The soft, sage-covered 
hills remind one of the region's true 
beauty; of a landscape free from 
concrete and agriculture. The passerby 
might not realize the biological 
significance of what she sees, that 
something Aldo Leopold calls the 
"pageant of evolution." Yet the place is 
spectacular, unique, and speaks to the 
heart of anyone who chooses to listen. 

Unfortunately, all beautiful places 
have an enemy. Laguna Canyon's is a 
toll road. 

The road in question is a 17-mile 
stretch of asphalt called the San 
Joaquin Hills Tollway (SJHT). If 
completed, it will traverse the last 
undeveloped coastal hills of Orange 
County, and open them up to an 
invasion of red-tiled roofs and gated, 
master-planned communities. To 
developers, the real estate is worth 
billions; to environmentalists, the 
land is priceless. 

The habitat threatened by the SJHT is 
coastal sage scrub. Over 100 species, 
including the threatened California 
gnatcatcher, depend solely on coastal 
sage for their existence. At one time this 
ecosystem flourished from Ventura to 
San Diego County. Today, it occupies ' 
less than five percent of its historic range. 
The San Joaquin Hills hold the largest 
contiguous chunk of Orange County's 
sage scrub; and Laguna Canyon holds 
some of the last surviving remnants of 
southern California's natural history. """ 

In September, a federal court judge , 
permitted the Transportation Corridor/ 
Agencies (TCA) to begin work on the/ 
SJHT, but only at the ends of the roatL— 
The 4.6 mile acreage in the 'middle,' 
which includes Laguna Canyon and the 
surrounding coastal hills, received an < 
injunction.

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Quest for the Human Niche 


At the Round River Rendezvous in Katuah, I sat on 
Whigg Meadow looking West. I was anticipating the next 
rain when I overheard a conversation about human extinc- 
tion. Inching closer to the source of chatter, I found a fellow 
explaining a scheme to a group of Earth Firstlers. He 
seemed to believe he could get a hold of a machine that 
would alter climatic conditions so as to make the planet 
mostly uninhabitable by human beings. The result: elimi- 
nation of most major urban centers and an exponential 
decrease in human numbers. 

It did not take me long to write the plan off as that 
of either a quack or someone well deluded, 
but for a split second, I found myself 
starry-eyed at the beauty of the pro- 
posal. I envisioned restored eco- 
systems, not under the gun of 
the 80-year rotational cut. I 
fantasized of bison roaming 
through the rippling, tall 
grass prairie of the Great 
Plains, and of maturing for- 
ests in the Central Hard- 
woods (Will you look at 
those American Chestnut 
trees!). The gypsy moth no 
longer thrives under hu- 
man mismanagement. The 
salamanders and newts tell 
tales of the old days when 
two-leggeds took more than 
their share. The roads decay and 
the cities melt. Pioneer species re- 
claim the agricultural monocrops. But 
perhaps the best thing of all is that no hu- 
mans will be around to see it. 

Am I really a misanthrope? Well, I am all for humans 
iiilingriiTf niche,Ta1<fngonrShaTe:BiiTinindrtslTratsnneTy, 
our niche has runneth over - or more accurately - we have 
overrun our niche. Is there an vdebate to the analogy of 
human s as a c ancerous entity? Let's'seeT.T we've got rapid, 
uncontrolled growthjTnvasion and destruction of adj acent 
areas; colonization; and ioss of distinctiveness in indi- 
vidual components. Sure sounds malignant. 

With our brains numbed by TV, prozac, and O. J. 
Simpson gossip, why would any of us settle for less than 
a shower a day, salad shooters, subsidized coal and nuclear 
power and cyanide-leached gold jewelry? It seems impos- 
sible to envision mainstream industrial culture surrender- 
ing the spoils of the War Against the World and settling 
for living lightly on the Earth. Maybe that is why so many 
of us have gone tc^ jPlanB; S ave whatever you can; lock it 
up as w ilderness, 

1 roll the proposal over in my head again. Yes, a far 
majority of the world's inhabitants, even the Earth's pro- 
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cesses, would be better off without one species: Homo consumptus. 

I recall John Seed's analogy to either losing the leaf or the tree 
upon which it grows. 

Someone at the Rendezvous said we had hit 5.7 billion 
people, and another claimed we're already at 6.0. But, of 
course, the consumption is as much a part of the equation as 
the numbers. And as I lay in my tent on Haw Knob, listening 
to the rain, I dreamt that the Human Extinction Machine 
existed, that I held it in my hands, and that a big green button 
on it stared up at me. On the button is one word: ENOUGH. Do 
I push it? Or do I even hesitate? 

It's like Lou Reed's painter friend Donald said, 
Stick a fork in their ass and turn 'em over; - 
they're done." 

However, if the Human Ex- 
tinction Machine turns out to be a 
farce and we decide it appropriate 
to lighten our impact on the 
planet, we must come to under- 
stand the rules (or absence of 
rules) of nature, and live our 
lives accordingly. For example, 
we can see the patterns by 
which species hit their carry- 
ing capacity limit and die back. 
Or we can observe the impact 
of an introduced species on 
those native. But we must take 
care in distinguishing between the 

m habits of nature (fire is an ecological 

process) and our human perception 
of the habits of nature ("There was a fire; 
let's 'salvage' the trees.") 

Some modern scientists have proposed that 
nature is governed by, among other principles, a habit 
of irreversibility. By this they mean that products of biological 
interactions cannot be undone. Returning to the example of 
the introduced species, the impact — of say Kudzu vine — will 
not be eliminated by the removal of all traces of the plant. In 
fact the impact cannot be withdrawn at all. Thus it is a human- 
centered blunder to "clean up" an oil spill, "reclaim" an 
abandoned strip mine, or "salvage" the fire-impacted woods of 
Warner Creek. These actions are based on the erroneous 
assumption that nature is reversible, that impact can be erased. 

Patriotic Americans — and citizens throughout the world — 
have been well conditioned to scream out for economic 
Growth — PROGRESS! Our species heads self-indulgently to 
the end like sea-bound lemmings. The cancer grows. 

We know that our impact is permanent. The only hope for 
wild nature any time soon is to simply let it be, to designate the 
last ten percent (five?) as Wilderness and do our best to restore 
that already butchered- No environmental impact statements 
or habitat conservation plans abo^tit. Lock it up; keep it wild' >

We are seeing grand 
juries pop up in Oregon, Washington, Michigan, 
Louisiana, New Mexico, and Utah. Why is this hap- 
pening? Where is this going to take us and what should 
we do about it? Well the first thing is to commit 
yourself to being a grand jury resister. That is the single 
most important thing that any of us can do. RESIST! 

If you are given a subpoena, make sure it was handed 
to you in a legal fashion. It can only be handed to you 
directly and no way else. It cannot be left in your 
mailbox, given to a friend or left with your relatives. 
I've heard thatsome people took "timely" vacations to 
Bali o r somewhere when they thought they might be 
sub p oe naed. Make th em work to find voujlf they snag 
you at your home or in a city parking lot (that's where 



I was subpoenaed), then take the paper and slam the 
door in their face. They will probably ask you some 
questions, so be prepared with a creative phrase like 
"bug off" and slam! goes your door. 

So what do you do next? You are shaking a little 
nervously and you're looking at the subpoena. Call a 
friend and get support, then call the Activist Network 
and we will advise you on the situation and help with 
contacting a lawyer who knows political law. Do not 


assume that you can do this yourself or can outsmart 
the grand jury. That's all nice and considerate, but it is 
the wrong thing to do. RESIST! In recent months there 
have been three subpoenas served to three individuals 
in New Mexico. One individual testified. We are still 
working on what was actually said and this person 
could have mentioned some names, which makes 
others at risk of being subpoenaed. The other two have 
decided to resist and the subpoenas have been with- 
drawn, for the time being. You may choose your own 
destiny — whether you will talk or not — but always 
remember that the grand jury is out to destroy what we 
all fight so hard for. The earth. 

ARE YOU A BENEDICT ARNOLD? 

Benedict Arnold fought on the side of the colonists 
during the Revolutionary War but was a spy for the 
British and gave the Brits information that brought 
death to many of the colonists. Giving any kind of 
information to the grand jury will bring others down 
and will bring the downfall of this movement. We 
have all seen it and read about it. The Black Panthers, 
CISPES, AIM, anti-war movements, women's libera- 
tion, animal liberation and Earth First! have either 
been wiped out or wounded by the government in 
some way. 

Recently Beth Fries was subpoenaed by a Portland 
grand jury. The reason that the feds got on to her was 
that David Howitt (ex-Sea Shepherd crew) identified 
her in a photograph. Bad move. Then the feds called 
Sea Shepherd's office and asked if they could speak to 
Beth. Well, Beth didn't work there anymore but the 
person in their office gave the feds her address. Bad 
move #2. (This is not to trash Sea Shepherd or David, 
it is the truth. The truth hurts, sorry).

Dear Earth First! 

Two days ago, I was released from a three- 
month jail sentence for bein g one Of few 
unfortunate people to be indicted and con- 
victedTOrfelony monkeywfenching (Beltane 
1994) . In responietQffieSneThost common 
question: It feels good to be out. Jail sucks, 
in case anyone ever had any doubt. AruTas 
I mentioned in the Journal article, I was 
grateful it wasn't worse, and have even 
come to terms with that funny logic exclu- 
sive to unfortunate situations. 

A brief summary: I was booked into the 
Flathead County Detention Center on April 
4 after being sentenced the previous April 
Fool's Day to 19 years on probation, 200 
hours community service, payment of about 
$36,000 restitution, and ninety days in jail. 
The booking officer immediately expressed 
her dislike of me, a feeling soon to become 
mutual. Then on to "module D," a drunk- 
tank sort of cell block built for six but 
occupied by nine, now. I set immediately to 
writing goofy gibberish to friends on the 
outside about the jail. 

Two days later I was moved to "module 
F," a maximum security wing that had the 
distinct advantage of individual cells but 
unfortunately these cells lock down, rou- 
tinely from ten at night to seven in the 
morning, and occasionally for days at a time 
for misconduct. I managed to escape that 
sentence within a sentence, if only for the 
fact that I veged nearly all the time. The 
barred Plexiglas windows faced west, so I 
was privileged with sunsets every day. I'm 
embarrassed to admit; I watched too much 
TV, but compromised and limited my genu- 
ine interest to "Kung Fu" reruns and the 
occasional silly nature shows I was fortu- 
nate enough to monopolize. I became a 
master at chess, basketball and counting the 
creamy yellow colored cinder blocks in the 
walls. 

Unable to have entertainment like EISs 
or even newspapers, I read many stupid spy 


novels. And crime novels, of course; crime is 
the one universal galvanizing interest of 
everyone who lands in jail. I met frauds, 
burglars, two murderers, car thieves and 
drunk drivers, most of them forlorn adher- 
ents to a strange subculture. I was a really 
new fish: a terrorist with an unusually long 
probation sentence. "Why'd you do that?" 
I'd be asked; It seemed like a good idea at the 
time, I'd say. But I was popular with most, as 
my dietary "preference" was not entertained 
by either the jail commander, the County 
Attorney, the FDA or the FBI (this last one 
didn't even bother to reply to my civil rights 
complaint). So, I would trade the vile slop, 
deep fried, breaded fish, chicken, pork, beef — 
for the vile, freezer-burned, overcooked veg- 
etables. (Turns out, they don't have to pro- 
vide vegetarian food to you unless it's your 
organized religion, so if you don't eat meat 
and are jailed, lie like a mg. And genuflect). 
So, it was over soon enough. Now, on with 
the long part of the deal. My codefendant 
brother and I are stuck with the tab after our 
nightly escapades; and with that, no drink- 
ing, no drugs, no cutting down any more 
billboards or it’s off to the joint with you. 
Well, that should be manageable, but I will 
miss that tremendous, satisfying whooomf! 
of a really big five-poster Exxon job biting 
the dust. Another landscape liberated! 

Though of course more serious felonies 
were involved and there can be no denying 
that the contemplation of long prison sen- 
tences is a painful, awful ordeal that 1 shall 
never wish to endure again, and I will take 
the opportunity to say again how important 
not getting caught is. We ended up in the 
sling due mostly to my stupidly trusting 
nature (narcs are everywhere) and beer- 
loosened mouth. I came to regret those 
careless and irresponsible actions, but am 
comfortable it was my regret, not an institu- 
tional, ordered and expected regret. 

I feel an immense and owing gratitude to 
the many kind people who salved our 



wounds, from my 
small and wonder- 
ful circle of friends 
and family, to the 
many strangers far 
and wide who sent 
in their dollars to 
help during the real 
hard times, and 
those who wrote 
precious letters to 
me while I was 
jailed. If by 
oversight, or your 
anonymity, I have 
neglected thanks to 
you remarkable 
folks — thank you. 

And thank you 
again. Your mag- 
nanimous spirits 
warm and inspire 

me. A shaken devotion to activism is being 
restored in the aftermath of disaster, and I 
promise all my strength and skill in staving 
a far greater disaster of evolution lost. 

And remember those still behind the walls 
and glass, Deb Stout, Kim Trimiew, Mark 
Davis, and all the others who for one reason 
or another are locked up for their loyalty to 
anjnjnigdjilanet.

hour — amidstgrassroots 
lobbying, education and 
direct action cam- 
paigns — blocking the U 
of A's bulldozing of 
Emerald Peak, which 
was to be authorized on 
July 5. Judge Marquez 
had issued a temporary 
restraining order (TRO) 
against the logging, 
which would have been 
phase two of the Decem- 
ber 7, 1993 clearcut of 
250 old growth trees on the same peak. 
^ Judge Marquez's decision explained

Invoking the Endangered Species Act 
(ESA) and the National Environmental 
Policy Act (NEPA), Federal Judge 
Marquez put a stop to the development 
of the Large BinocularTelescope (LBT) — 
previously called the Columbus Tele- 
scope — on Mt. Graham. Judge Marquez 
ruled that the US Forest Service and the 
Fish and Wildlife Service had violated 
and failed to comply with both laws. 

In favor of the Mt. Graham Coalition 
and 20 other plaintiffs, a "permanent 
injunction enjoining [the University of 
Arizona] from doing any further work 
on the LBT site until the ESA and NEPA 
requirements are met" was issued. 

The ruling comes at the eleventh 


that — the third and largest 
telescope "may have irreparable impacts 
on Red Squirrels. .. The government's and 
University's own staff biologists have 
confirmed that construction of a mas- 
sive telescope anywhere on Emerald 
Peak may, at a minimum, further jeop- 
ardize a species that is already at 
serious risk of extinction." (Ironically, 
this is the same judge who shares a 
stadium skybox with the former U of A 
President.) 

For the benefit of those who have 
been in the wilderness (for the past ten 
years), Mt. Graham is located in the 
Coronado National Forest in southeast- 
ern Arizona. The peaks of Mt. Graham 
are the southern-most point of the 


Spruce-fir boreal forests which extend 
up to Canada. Mt. Graham is home to at 
least eighteen species that exist nowhere 
else in the world, including the endan- 
gered Mt. Graham Red Squirrel. The 
mountain is also held sacred by 
the San Carlos Apache, whose ancestors 
have dwelled, gathered medicines, and 
conducted ceremonies on the mountain 
for generations. 

The University of Arizona is looking 
for a place to showcase their high-tech 
telescope mirrors, in 
cooperation with the 
Pope who has hopes 
of baptizing extrater- 
restrials. In addition 
to being a poor loca- 
tion astronomically, 
the scope plans have 
broken many federal 
environmental laws. 

All 28 potential US 
partners, including 
NASA, the Smithsonian, Yale and 
Harvard, have backed out, many due to 
grassroots campaigns. 

From June 12-18, 1994, 200 activists 
and friends of Mt. Graham gathered on 
the mountain for the Student Environ- 
mental Action Coalition's first annual 
SEACotopia. SEAC activists met with 
Apache elders and took part in the sec- 
ond Sacred Run. They hiked around the 


mountain and howled to the tunes oF 
Dana Lyons and company. 

AfterSEACotopia, Mt. Graham activists 
mobilized an international network oF 
activists and prepared to engage in direct 
action, if necessary. Coalition members 
inTuscon, Phoenix, Pittsburgh, Chicago 
and Italy began a hunger strike which 
continued for four days, until Mike 
Cusanovich, Vice President of Research 
at the University of Arizona, agreed to 
meet with two of the women that were 
fasting. In Italy, coalition members were 
busy stirring things up at the Vatican 
astronomer's meeting. 

Activists in DC took to Capitol Hill. 
They urged representatives to pressure 
Jack Ward Thomas into exercising some 
self control, and not allow cutting while 
the issue was still being considered in 
court (which would have made the 
lawsuit moot). 
Presently, activists 
are pressuring 
members of 
Congress to 
initiate an 
investigation by 
the Government 
Accounting Office 
(GAO) to 
supplement Judge 
Marquez's ruling. 

While the injunction is a huge victory, 
and a major setback for U of A, we are not 
"out of the woods" yet. The University is 
appealing the decision to a court in San 
Francisco and maintains a great deal of 
political power. Help by encouraging your 
representative to initiate the GAO 
investigation of the illegalities committed 
by U ofA.'Formore information, contact 
SEAC Southwest at (602) 322-9819. 



SM-3 Blockade Smashed 

Barricade Bulldozed — Protesters Facing up to 14 Years!

In our last episode (Litha EF! Journal), the Caribou 
Affinity Group was in northeast Quebec, supporting a 
non-violent blockade and opposing Hydro-Quebec's 
Sainte Marguerite Three (SM-3) project. 

A Vote for Democracy? 

'"The traditional Innu, or the Coalition for Nitassinan, 
are fighting not only for their sovereign land rights 
and against environmental degradation, but also to 
end the corruption and abusive power of a Band 
Council that oversees the reserves of Uashat and Mani- 
Utenam. The chief of the Uashat/Mani-Utenam Band 
Council, Chief Jourdain, has been negotiating with H- 
Q under the table, resulting in a referendum "for the 
\jjeople." The referendum was not a vote on whether or 
not H-Q should build a dam on Innu territory, but on 
whether or not a paltry compensation — a measly $20 
m illi on dollars and a few lucrative work contracts — 
should be accepted for the destruction of two entire 
river ecosystems. H-Q had already began construction 
before the referendum was even held. Can one really 
believe that if the agreement was voted down, H-Q 
workers would have been sent home? 

The negotiations between Jourdain and H-Q were 
expressly illegal in Canadian law as the Council of 
Atikamak and Innu (CAM) is the only political body 
allowed to negotiate land treaties for the Innu nation. 
In addition, the referendum, written and paid for by H- 
Q was presented for vote to only two of the affected 
reservations, Uashat and Mani-Utenam, where the 
vote was clearly split. Uashat (seat of the Band Coun- 
cil) voted 78% for the agreement, and Mani-Utenam 
(home of the Coalition for Nitassinan) 68% against. 
The end result of the referendum was a 52% margin in 
favor of accepting the agreement. This only represents 
34 votes! Clearly not a majority, especially given that 
Innu from outside the reservations were brought in to 
vote while twenty Innu taking part in the blockade 
could not come out to vote for fear of arrest! 
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Arrested and Jailed! 

For the two weeks of the occupation, the Quebec 
Provincial Police (or SQ) assured the public they were "in 
control" of the situation but were awaiting the opportune 
moment to intervene. The referendum vote provided a 
clear justification to 
the Quebec govern- 
ment for bulldozing 
the peace camp at ki- 
lometer 23. 

On June 14 the 
barricade was over- 
run by the SQ and 
their heavy machin- 
ery, including one 
skidder, apayloader, 
sixty SQ and H-Q 
cops, ATVs, motor- 
bikes, tow trucks, 
vans, four-wheel 
drives, ambulances, 
and a gasoline truck. 

The fascist caravan 
rolled in through the mist ending a 17-day blockade of 
the access road leading to the construction site of the 
SM-3 project. The twenty-four arrested included Innu 
people from the reserves of Mani-Utenam, Uashat, 
and Besiamites, Canadians (including three press), 
and Americans. Six of these folks were arrested after 
having left the blockade the previous day. Fifteen were 
held overnight, and charged with two counts of ob- 
structing the use, recreation, or enjoyment of one's 
property! (The governing authorities obviously have 
forgotten whose "property" the land really belongs to, 
the Innu.) The six Americans and one Canadian were 
held an additional evening for good measure. 

In response to the referendum and subsequent ar- 
rests, CAM asked the Coalition for Nitassinan to 
present the traditionalists case to the full body. This 


was the first time CAM had heard both sides! Signifi- 
cantly, CAM, in supporting the Coalition in their 
challenge, has formerly recognized the Band Council 's 
abuse of power and the manipulation of the so-called 
democratic process, and has given the coalition politi- 
cal recognition. 

The result was a denunciation of Chief Jourdain's 
negotiations, the referendum, and inclusion of the 
Coalition into CAM. The CAM decision also provides 
the traditional Coalition for Nitassinan a much stron- 
ger voice. 

Unfortunately; 
Jourdain has signed 
the mitigation agree- 
ment (read payoff) 
paid for and written 
by Hydro-Quebec, 
casting doubts on 
the accountability of 
the Band Council to 
the CAM decision. 

§• The preliminary 
| hearing for the fif- 
§ teen peace campers 
| charged is Septem- 
| ber 8. These folks are 
3 facing up to 14 year 
sentences for camp- 
ing on the tradi- 
tional land of Donald St. Onge and the Innu nation. 
The US activists' bail conditions were set at $1,000 a 
piece, no entry onto any site part of the SM-3 project, 
and to notify the SQ who, what, where, when, and 
how they enter the District of Mingan. Non-Innu 
lawyer fees are already at $1550, and the trial has not 
even begun. 

All aspects of the Innu's struggle are being pursued 
in the courts, but the Coalition could use the financial 
support needed to carry out a multitude of court cases.

Just before 6 AM on July 6, when the Sea Shepherd 
ship was in international waters 45 miles off the 
coast of Norway and 17 miles south of the Lofoten 
Islands, the larger of the two Coast Guard vessels, 
the Andenes, closed the distance with the Whales 
Forever and radioed Captain Watson that he was 
under arrest and he was to surrender his ship. 
Watson replied that the Whales Forever had broken 
no laws. The captain of the Andenes responded that 
Watson's ship had invaded Norwegian territorial 
waters. (A three-mile limit is the international stan- 
dard; Norway claims a 12-mile limit.) Watson pointed 
out that the Whales Forever was 17 miles out, hence 
this was not the case. 

The Andenes then pulled parallel to the Sea Shepherd 
ship on its starboard side and swung its 57-mm Bofors 
gun around, pointing at the bridge of the Whales 
Forever. Watson veered to starboard behind the Andenes 
and cut across its wake, coming up on its starboard 
side, away from its main gun. 

A helicopter launched off of the Andenes and ap- 
proached the Whales Forever. Watson stepped out of 
the wheel house and fired off a warning flare, and the 
helicopter retreated. The Andenes circled and pro- 
ceeded to cross the bow of the Whales Forever, dragging 
a fouling line behind it designed to pass beneath an 
approaching ship and foul its propellers. A set of steel 
teeth installed under the bow of the Whales Forever 
caught and cut the line before it could do so. 

The Andenes made a second pass with another foul- 
ing line, which went under the bows of the Whales 
Forever, partly encircled the ship and caught in the 
propeller. Watson ordered all engines stopped, and 
deck crew on the Whales Forever hauled as much of the 
line out of the water as they could with grappling 
hooks while the Andenes lay off their stem. Watson cut 
the remaining line with a fire ax. In the engine room, 
ship's engineer Jeremy succeeded in partially freeing 
the fouled propeller by working the engines alter- 
nately full ahead and reverse, and the Whales Forever 
resumed its northward course at reduced speed with 
the Andenes in pursuit. 

The Andenes circled the Whales Forever once more. As 
it came up on the starboard side, it cut its port turn 
short and attempted to ram the Whales Forever amid- 
ships. Watson threw the wheel hard to starboard to 
avoid the ram. The Andenes struck the bow of the 
Whales Forever j ust back of tie Coast Guard ship's prow. 
The bow of the Sea Shepherd ship peeled backward 
^nd down in two sections, "like a pair of giant thumbs 
was peeling the skin off an orange," a crew member 
said. The Andenes put a 30-foot gash down its own side. 

Naval Commander 
Erik Blom, the cap- 
tain of the Andenes, 
radioed the Whales 
Forever again. 

"Captain Watson, 

Norway is willing to 
use whatever means 
we need to take your 
ship under arrest." 

"Does that include 
sinking us and kill- 
ing the crew?" asked 
Watson. 

"By any means nec- 
essary, " Blom replied. 

He then said he was 
going to Open fire. Sea Shepherd crew hauling 


Battles Norwegian 
Coast Guard 



The Andenes pulled abreast of the Whales Forever on 
its starboard side and fired its 57-mm gun. The shell 
landed in the water about 20 meters to starboard of the 
Sea Shepherd ship. 

Watson broke off his northward course and headed 
for open sea, setting a course for the Shetland Islands 
and transmitting a Mayday distress signal. The Andenes 
pursued, coming parallel to the bow of the Whales 
Forever. Captain Blom radioed Watson that he was 
going to shoot the Whales Forever through the bow 
and he must remove all crew members from that area. 

Watson gave the order. The quartermaster came 
back aft and told everyone on the deck crew, including 
this reporter, to stay away from the front of the boat. 


A few minutes later, crew member Chuck walked up 
to us and said, "I just heard the captain of the Coast 
Guard ship is going to fire a shell through our bows. 
Anyone wanna go forward and stand on the bows 
with me?" 

"Sure," we said. Five of us — Fred, Rory, Cheik, 
Jonathan and me — ran up to the bows with Chuck, 
where, though the ship was doing 5 knots on open sea, 
we were immediately hit by the hanging stench of 
marine diesel. An aujciliary fuel storage tank over the 
chain locker had 
burst when the 
Andenes smashed into 
our bows. I looked 
down through the 
open escape hatch 
and saw the fuel crest- 
ing in little waves be- 
low as it sloshed back 
and forth in the hold. 

We realized that we 
were standing on a 
bomb. 

We told each other 
"nice knowing you," 
arrayed ourselves 
around the anchor 
Chain Winch, and The Andenes 

waved at the Norwegian ship. We stood there breath- 
ing diesel, sucking on squares of chocolate, looking 
across the 300 yards of water at the Andenes and 
waiting for the gun to fire. 

"Captain Watson," radioed the Andenes ' captain, "I 
have ordered you to get your people off the bows. If 
you do not order those people off, you will be respon- 
sible for the consequences, not I." 

"You're pulling the trigger, sir," Watson replied. 
"Those people in the bows are disciples of Mahatma 
Gandhi and are acting as a matter of individual con- 
science. I cannot order them to do anything." 

The captain of the Andenes did not respond. 

A few minutes later, the Andenes fired a shell over the 
bows of the Whales Forever. It landed in the water 30 
meters on the port side of the ship. 

The Andenes fell back to the aft end of the Whales 
Forever. The captain of the Andenes radioed Watson 
that he intended to put a shell through his engine 
room and that he must pull out any people he had in 
the engine compartment. 

"I can't," said Watson, "I'm out of communication 
with the engine room and you guys are keeping me 
pretty busy, so I can't leave the bridge." 

The six of us stand- 
ing in the bow area 
saw the Andenes slip- 
ping back toward 
the ship's engine 
compartment, sur- 
mised her inten- 
tions, and ran back 
to stand on the aft 
deck directly above 
the engine room, 
1 again facing the 
Andenes’ main gun. 

| After a few minutes, 
o the Andenes broke 
s- off and fell astern of 
the Sea Shepherd 
in rope the Andenes used to foul propellers, ship. 

Meanwhile, the eleven journalists on board the 
Whales Forever had been frantically contacting their 
news organizations and embassies in Germany, Aus- 
tria, France, England and the Netherlands. 

Lisa Distefano succeeded in contacting the US State 
Department and requested that they intervene to 
protect the lives of the American citizens on board, 
under attack on the high seas by a foreign power. The 
State Department representative replied that Norway 
had assured the US that the Sea Shepherd ship had 
invaded Norwegian waters and that it was not being 
fired on. Distefano replied that this was wrong on both 
counts, but the State Department asserted that they 
would go by Norway's account. 



At this point, Watson had the Emergency Position 
Indicating Radio Beacon (EPIRB) triggered to fix his 
ship's position. The satellite tracking system fixed the 
position of the Whales Forever at a point 47 miles off the 
coast of Norway. 

The failure of the US State Department to grasp the 
situation heightened the surreal atmosphere on the 
bridge, and was echoed by the media. The journalists 
on board were getting requests for live interviews 
hours hence in order to fit network broadcast sched- 
ules. Norway's national radio service contacted the 

Whales Forever via 
ship-to-shore radio 
to request an inter- 
view with Captain 
Watson. 

"We'd like to put 
you on live on our 
evening news pro- 
gram at 6 o'clock," 
said the reporter, "if 
that's agreeable to 
^you." 

I "That's fine,"

The Andenes took up position behind the Whales 
Forever and started to close the distance between the 
two ships at high speed. Watson ordered the crew of 
the Whales Forever to prepare for an attempted board- 
ing via zodiac boat. Fire hose crews went aft, donned 
gas masks, and manned a pair of hoses mounted on 
catwalks on the upper deck, pointing downward. 

The Andenes pulled perpendicular to the stem of the 
Whales Forever and dropped a zodiac pursuit boat off 
its port side with three commandos aboard. The zodiac 
ran up to the stem of the Whales Forever, veered to port 
under the spray of the defending fire hose crews, and 
roared up the hull. The commandos threw two depth 
charges which detonated against the hull of the ship, 
turned in front of the bow, and returned down the port 
side, detonating two more charges against the hull and 
returning to the Andenes. 

The Whales Forever proceeded on with a slight list to 
port, taking on water, losing oil, and burning an 
engine clutch from the friction of the remains of the 
fouling line still jamming one propeller shaft. The 
Andenes broke off the attack, dropped off to starboard, 
and maintained that position for several hours before 
eventually disappearing over the horizon. Shortly 
thereafter, the Whales Forever blew a gasket and twice 
had to lay over for repairs at sea. Two days later, on July 
8, the wounded ship made port at Lerwick in the 
Shetland Islands. 

Within two hours of the attack, Norway's defense 
ministry had called a press conference. They showed 
a video shot by a Coast Guard cameraman on the 
Andenes and hammered home their story: the Whales 
Forever was in Norwegian territorial waters (and/or was 
heading for them, and/or nearing a sensitive military 
area); the Whales Forever rammed the Andenes (the 
actual collision is missing from their footage); the 
Andenes merely fired warning shots to convince the 
Whales Forever to stop; the depth charges were "simu- 
lations." 

The Norwegian press, the wire services and several 
members of the European print media dutifully re- 
ported this as fact. When they bothered to print any of 
the contrary accounts of Sea Shepherd or the journal- 
ists on board, it was vague, fragmentary, and invari- 
ably in a small box on an inside page, with the word 
"alleged" blossoming like cherry blossoms in the spring. 
Norway had the story under full "spin control" before 
the Whales Forever made landfall. 

Within days, the Norwegian Parliament drafted 
laws that will give Norway the same powers against the 
ships of both Sea Shepherd and Greenpeace on the 
high seas as the US Coast Guard uses in acting against 
drug smugglers.

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The Daniel Boone National Forest: 
"Victory and the Prospects of Extinction

The Victory 

On July 6, 1994, in response to a formal 60 Day 
Notice of Intent to file a Citizen Enforcement 
Lawsuit under the Endangered Species Act, the US 
Forest Service has agreed to halt all logging activity 
on the southern half of Kentucky's Daniel Boone 
National Forest. The 60 Day Notice claimed com- 
mercial logging of pine forest habitats on the 
southern Daniel Boone was responsible for driving 
the endangered red-cockaded 
woodpecker (RCW) to the brink 
of extinction in Kentucky. 

Forest Supervisor Bradley 
Powell agreed to cease making 
additional contracts for timber 
sales and to halt all timber sales 
already under contract. The 
Southern Appalachian 
Biodiversity Project, Kentucky 
Heartwood, and the Heartwood 
Coalition were litigants and 
the Sierra Club Legal Defense 
Fund and Lexington attorney 
Todd Leatherman provided 
legal counsel. 

The Daniel Boone's Forests, 

Stumps, and 
Woodpeckers 

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest is located on the 
Cumberland Plateau of southeast 
Kentucky, a beautiful forest of bottom land hard- 
woods, slow flowing rivers, major cliff lines and 
pine-oak forests on the dry ridge tops. As Kentucky's 
only national forest, it provides essential habitat for 
an array of endangered wildlife and the potential for 
old growth restoration found nowhere else in this 
part of the Appalachian Mountains. The Daniel 
Boone has also been one of the most abused Na- 
tional Forests in the nation. More than three decades 
of severe cutting is driving species to extinction. 

The Forest Service has particularly targeted old 
pine forests for commercial logging, with over half 
of the pine forests logged in just the past three 
decades. Forest Service timber boys have repeatedly 
ignored the explicit recommendations from both 


independent and Forest Service biologists to halt 
logging in order to conserve the red-cockaded 
woodpecker and comply with the law. 

Extensive logging of southern yellow pine forest 
communities has endangered the red-cockaded 
woodpecker throughout its range in the southeast- 
ern US. Perhaps no population is so imperiled as the 
one in the Daniel Boone, which is believed to have 
less than 10 individuals. The Daniel Boone wood- 
peckers occupy habitat distinct from all other 
populations. They live in ridge top forests with a 
diversity of hardwood tree species among the old 
pitch, shortleaf and Virginia pines. Red- 
cockaded woodpeckers are normally 
associated with almost pure stands 
of pine in the coastal plain. The 
Daniel Boone population adapted 
over thousands of years to survive 
in this unique ridge top forest on 
the Cumberland Plateau. Recent 
studies demonstrate this popula- 
tion is genetically, ecologically 
and geographically distinct from 
all others. Its loss would be 
irreplaceable. 

Since 1985, the red-cockaded 
woodpecker population on the 
Daniel Boone has crashed from 11 
to just two active colonies, and all 
colonies have been extirpated 
from two of three ranger districts, 
where logging was the heaviest. 
Pine forests over 100 years of age are 
necessary for cavity construction and 
foraging. Only 8% of the pine communi- 
ties on the Daniel Boone are over 100 years old. 

The Victory, Revisited 

The Forest Service logging suspension remands 13 
pending timber sales and many more active timber 
sales on the three southern ranger districts, an area 
covering almost 300,000 acres of public forest. 

Forest Supervisor Bradley Powell also agreed to 
reinitiate formal consultation with the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service to develop an effective conservation 
plan for the red-cockaded woodpecker specific to 
the Daniel Boone National Forest. 

The Southern Appalachian Biodiversity Project 
and Heartwood hope this action will compel the 
Forest Service to focus on restoring old growth 


forests rather than logging them on short rotation. 
The Project and Kentucky Heartwood will challenge 
the Forest Service's new conservation plan for the 
red-cockaded woodpecker if it fails to provide strong 
restoration goals for the Daniel Boone's pine forest 
communities. 

The Prospects 

Southern Appalachian activists hope this break- 
through legal action and resultant moves by the 
Forest Service have not come too late for the endan- 
gered red-cockaded woodpecker and its pine forest 
ecosystem. Logging during the past 10 years has 
done substantial damage to pine communities, with 
20% of the shortleaf pine habitat currently in the 0- 
10 year age class. 

Successful translocation of red-cockaded wood- 
peckers from other forests to the Daniel Boone may 
be the red-cockaded woodpeckers only chance for 
survival in Kentucky; with only two active colonies, 
the chances of the population persisting for even 
the next several decades is almost non-existent, 
even if all remaining habitat is fully protected. 

However, the issue of translocation is a different 
one for endangered species activists. The red- 
cockaded woodpecker is endangered throughout the 
southeast. Removing birds from other areas hurts 
those populations. Translocations are far more often 
than not unsuccessful, meaning the relocated birds 
fail to establish new colonies and most often die. 
The unique ecological conditions on the Daniel 
Boone may also lessen the likelihood of transloca- 
tion success, as the translocated birds will be unfa- 
miliar with unique Cumberland Plateau habitat. 

Can we justify kidnapping and risk killing red- 
cockaded woodpeckers from Arkansas or North 
Carolina to try to boost the Kentucky’ population? 
Can we justify simply watching the last two active 
colonies in Kentucky, an entire subspecies, perish, 
but at least on their own terms? 

The Southern Appalachian Biodiversity Project 
and Heartwood are, for the time being, in support of 
a new translocation initiative. Six to 10 red-cockaded 
woodpeckers will probably be brought in this fall in 
an attempt to establish new active colonies. 

Forest activists in Southern Appalachia are ecstatic 
that the abuse of the Daniel 
Boone's pine forest commu- 
nities has been halted, at 
least for the time being. It is 
our regret that the lawsuit 
wasn't filed eight years ago, 
when there were a lot more 
red-cockaded woodpeckers, a 
lot more old pine forests and 
a lot more hope for the future 
survival of the species left to- 
fight for. 




Mexican Spotted Owl Protected 


Court Orders Critical Habitat Designation

A June 22 ruling by a US District Court in Phoenix 
found the US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) 
guilty of failing to designate "critical habitat" for the 
Mexican spotted owl. In response to a lawsuit filed 
by the Southwest Center for Biological Diversity, the 
Greater Gila Biodiversity Project, Forest Guardians 
and 10 additional environmental groups, the court 
ordered the USFWS to designate critical habitat for 
the threatened raptor. The USFWS was to have 
proposed critical habitat in November of 1991. 

Bowing to political pressure and strung out timber 
junkies, the Forest Service neglected its legal charge 
to propose critical habitat. This blatant act of 
negligence resulted in the illegal logging of tens of 
thousands of acres throughout the southwest! In his 
ruling, Judge Muecke gave the Forest Service until 
August 19 to begin discussions with environmental- 
ists on the habitat designation for the bird, a relative 
of the threatened northern spotted owl. There are 
currently an estimated 2,160 owls scattered 
throughout the Southwestern states of Arizona, New 
Mexico, Utah and Colorado — a population far 
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smaller than the Northern Spotted owl. 

To protect critical habitat, USFWS officials will have to 
determine whether the timber sales would harm areas 
where owls currently live, as well as now-uninhabited 
areas which serve as potential nesting sites for the owls. 
Logging within critical habitat is not entirely banned; 
however, the Judge ruled that the government must 
monitor all activities in these areas closely to ensure they 
don't threaten the birds. 

As much as three million acres throughout Arizona and 
New Mexico could be affected, rendering the area off- 
limits to logging. Kieran Suckling, Director of the Silver 
City, NM, based Southwest Center for Biological Diver- 
sity, called this judgment "the beginning of the end for 
industrial logging in the Southwest. What you're going to 
see is no more cutting of big trees in the Southwest." 

Legal protection of habitats "critical" to the owl's survival 
will create a huge obstacle for commercial harvesting of 
trees in national forests or on other federal lands. 

The Court ordered the USFWS to work with the coali- 
tion of environmental groups to establish a timetable for 
designating critical habitat for Mexican spotted owl. If 
the USFWS and the coalition of environmental groups 


cannot reach an agreement by September, both 
parties will present their arguments to the 
Judge, and the Court will establish its own 
timetable.

California Supreme Court 
Takes Stand for Headwaters

In a strongly worded, unanimous decision, onjuly 21, 1994, the California 
Supreme court clarified California agencies' obligation to protect wildlife on 
private forestland threatened with logging. The victory was the culmination 
of a twelve year effort by environmentalists. 

The case, Sierra Club and EPIC v. Board of Forestry, involved two timber 
harvest plans totaling 325 acres of ancient redwood forest habitat near Shaw 
Creek in the Headwaters Forest area, southeast of Eureka. The plaintiffs, the 
Environmental Protection Information Center (EPIC) of Garberville and the 
Sierra Club, have defended the Headwaters Forest area from illegal logging 
by Pacific Lumber Company (PL) in eight cases since 1987. The Headwaters 
Forest is the largest unprotected ancient redwood grove remaining in the 
world. All of PL's redwoods were threatened when MAXXAM Corp. took 
over PL in 1985-86 and announced its intention to liquidate the ancient 
forest within twenty years. 

PL/MAXXAM sparked the court battle that ended today when it refused 
to carry out site specific wildlife surveys requested by the California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game (DFG) and the Department of Forestry (CDF) for the 
logging plans challenged by this case. The court today affirmed the impor- 
tance of the DFG's review of logging plans, which has often been disregarded 
by the lead agency, CDF, and by PL/MAXXAM. 

Plaintiffs were jubilant about the resolution of this major case begun in 
1988. Plaintiffs' attorney Tom Lippe stated, "Today's decision endorses EPIC 
v. Johnson and puts to final rest persistent timber company attempts to 
exempt timber harvesting from CEQA-level review." This was the San 
Francisco-based attorney's third victory in a month on behalf of forest 
habitat. The important legal precedent of EPIC v. Johnson (1985) established 
that timber harvesting is in fact governed by the California Environmental 
Quality Act (CEQA) and therefore subject to thorough environmental 
review, including consideration of cumulative effects and less damaging 
alternative plans. Both cases were spearheaded by EPIC's original litigation 
coordinator, Robert "Woods" Sutherland. 

California law states that wildlife populations shall not be caused to drop 
below self-perpetuating levels and this Supreme Court decision clarifies the 
Board of Forestry's (BOF) and CDF's obligations in that area. 

The wildlife dependent on these ancient redwood forests, already severely 
impacted by habitat loss, include goshawks, Olympic salamanders, tailed 
frogs, red tree voles, Pacific fisheries, spotted owls and marbled murrelets. 

The contested timberland is part of the area now being considered by 
Congress for protection through the Headwaters Forest Act: Hamburg's HR 
2866 and Boxer's 2285. Cecelia Lanman of EPIC stated, "Our legal work had 
protected Headwaters forest from the chainsaws until permanent protection 
can be gained through the passage of this important legislation." 

EPIC will be in federal court in San Francisco beginning on Monday 
August 1 5, in another suit against PL for logging of marbled murrelet habitat 
in violation of the federal Endangered Species Act. This case is expected to 
set a precedent on ESA interpretation on private lands. 
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theme, "Reclaim the Redwoods," will attempt to halt 
the logging around Headwaters in areas slated for 
federal acquisition — thereby preventing Hamburg's 
legislation from becoming moot. Participants and 
organizers, of course, are urgently needed to make this 
all happen by joining Earth First! at the base camp to 
be set up in Honeydew. 

Karen Pickett of Earth First! exemplified the optimis- 
tic spirit behind the Headwaters campaign. "He's a 
crook; he's a thief; he's a scum bag. We need Jail for 
Hurwitz and Debt for Nature and we need to put the 
Earth first!" If you agree, see you in August. 

In a major hurdle for the Headwaters Forest Act, the 
bill passed the House Agricultural Committee onjuly 
13, 1994. Please urge your Senators and Representa- 
tive to support S 2285 and HR 2866. Write to the FDIC 
to urge its prosecution of Hurwitz.

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I may be out, but if s not over yet... or, Return of the Son of the Grand }uty

I'm free!!... well, I'm relatively free, all things considered. I suppose I'm as free as 
one can be with friends still in jail or just getting out of jail or soon on their way to 
jail. Looking on the bright side, at least I'm no longer being subjected to under- 
cooked lentil goulash and pallid canned vegetables. They say there's always a silver 
lining. I'm still looking. 

On July 15, Judge Fremming Nielsen (who had the dubious honor a couple of 
years ago of seeing photos of Erik Ryberg's naked bum) was to make a decision on 
motions for release filed early in the month by both Kim and myself. These motions, 
commonly referred to as Grumble's motions, were to prove that there is never any 
way in hell that either of us would ever even consider testifying before the grand 
jury. Well, Friday finally rolled around only to find the Judge at the lake for a three- 
day weekend. An odd thing happened, however, something which certainly raised 
my suspicions. On that same day the prosecution filed a motion withdrawing their 
arguments against my release, agreeing that further incarceration would have no 
coercive effect. Why? Perhaps a change of heart.. ..perhaps they've finally realized 
how evil they really are and are striving to change their ways. HAH!!! Lest you forget 
what the system's all about I'll tell you that the prosecution did not file such a 
motion for Kim Trimiew. A clever tactic on their part. It seems they wanted Nielsen 
to release me and keep Kim j ailed in hopes that an increase in pressure would finally 
get her to testify. 

And that is just what the Judge did. On Monday the 18th, after exactly five 
months in the Spokane Co. Jail, I was finally released. It was a less than joyous 
occasion. Leaving my friend Kim behind in that place was one of the hardest things 
I've ever done. It's obvious she is being unfairly targeted by a frustrated system. In 
arguments filed against Kim's release, assistant US Attorney Frank Wilson states, 


"the government believes that Trimiew was an active participant in the crimes 
committed at WSU. " Yet, it's my understanding that one is j ailed under a grand jury 
for coercive reasons, not because of speculations on the part of the government. The 
reality is that there are no charges and no indictments... just lots of accusations. 

It is clear that Kim should not be in jail. Apparently, the Judge based his decision 
to keep her in because he believes it is too early to say whether or not she would 
"change her mind." Kim has not only been languishing in jail for the last five 
months but, as you may recall, she was also jailed last fall before being released 
pending appeal. This appeal was denied so she knew for months that she would 
eventually be rej ailed. She has more than proven her intent to remain silent. 

'nfortunately, there is no indication of when Kim may be released. The next step 
will most likely be a request by the defense for a hearing. 

'ntil then, it is important that Kim continue to receive supportive mail from folks. 
On a particularly shitty day it's often the only thing to look forward to. These next 
few weeks may be hard for her and I can tell you that mail makes an incredible 
difference. A jailed person may not always respond, but it's not for lack of interest. 
Often it takes entire weeks to get up the energy to write. This is especially true during 
the all-to-frequent emotional slumps. 

I'll close by saying THANKS! to all those who wrote to me in jail. I was amazed how 
supported I felt and for that I am grateful.

Beth Fries, protesting her subpoena to appear before 
a federal grand jury in Portland, walked into court on 
June 28 sporting an Earth First! rasta-fist t-shirt and 
combat boots. 

The judge didn't seem to mind. 

Beth's attorney, Larry Weiss, submitted to Judge 
Malcolm Marsh a standard motion to quash the sub- 
poena because of illegal wiretapping on Beth's phone. 
Pretty much immediately, Assistant US Attorney 
Deborah Dealy-Browning, wearing a stem, dark suit 
and severely-cut iron gray hair, asked the judge to clear 
the court. What they were about to discuss concerned 
a secret investigation. Over Larry's objections, Beth's 
family filed out, along with about a dozen supporters 
including Stumptown and Seattle EF!ers, folks from 
the Activist Legal Defense Project, some local animal 
rights people, the media and Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco and Firearms Special Agent John Comrey. 

Well, a bunch of things happened in that courtroom 
that Beth and Weiss aren't allowed to talk about. But 
Marsh allowed Dealy-Browning time to come back 
later that afternoon with a preliminary response. 

While waiting Qutside..hetween hearings, activists 
saw Rod Coronado(S-parent-Sr-(Coronado is the only 
pgrsohtohl ve been indicted during t he courseoFnine 
grand-juries ostensibly-investigating animal rights 
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activities, which have resulted in the jailing of at least 
fouTactivists. Many activists point to those facts as 
evidence of the process being used to harass rather 
than seek "justice."T Mrs. Cor onado was subpoenaed 
to appear before the grand jury that morning, but 
Beth's hearing delayed Mrs. Coronado's appearance. 
Rather than miss their flight home or return again in 
a month, the Coronados agreed to talk informally 
with Dealy-Browning and agent Comrey. Mrs. 
Coronado's subpoena has now been withdrawn. 

We still don't know what happened at the second 
hearing, but the gist of it was that Dealy-Browning got 
sentbacktodo her homework. Apparently, shethought 
she wouldn't have to respond to Weiss's request to 
find out what kind of electronic surveillance they'd 
had on Beth, but Marsh wasn't biting. He ordered 
Dealy-Browning to write a brief explaining why she 
shouldn't have to disclose what kind of electronic 
surveillance the government had on Beth's phone. 

If Judge Marsh doesn't buy Dealy-Browning's writ- 
ten argument, the government will have to open its 
closet doors and let us sniff their dirty laundry. That in 
itself would be interesting, not just to us but as a legal 
precedent. The judge has scheduled another hearing 
for October 1 7. Beth won't have to appear, if at all, until 
at least November. 

(Marsh is known for blasting the National Marine 
Fisheries Service last March when he declared the 
agency "arbitrary and capricious" for its 1993 decision 
that the Columbia River hydropower status quo posed 
"no jeopardy" to three threatened and endangered 
salmon runs. "The situation literally cries out for a 
major overhaul," he wrote, adding that "instead of 
looking for what can be done to protect the species 
from jeopardy, NMFS and the agencies have narrowly 
focused their attention on what the establishment is 
capable of handling with minimal disruption.") 

Then there was a joyous picnic in the park, and a 
night of wild dancing in Stumptown. The big news of 
the evening: the Associated Press reporter said he 
wasn't writing a story about Beth because she looked 
unsympathetic in her combat boots. 

Now, almost a month later, Weiss is working on his 
final brief in preparation for another appearance in 
Marsh's court. In contact with the National Activist 
Network, he's been looking at the briefs and motions 
filed by activists subpoenaed in New Mexico to help 
bolster Beth's case. 

"The New Mexico pleadings rely more on First 
Amendment defenses (freedom of speech, associa- 
tion, religion and of the press) which we feel is where 
the issue belongs," Weiss says. Grand jury defenses 
usually rely unsuccessfully on the Fifth Amendment 


right against self-incrimination. 

Albuquerque attorney David Plotsky, who repre- 
sented Wolf and Peter Galvin there, tried something 
different and succeeded in getting their subpoenas 
withdrawn. According to a brief, Plotsky argued that 
subpoenaing the witnesses posed a hardship because 
the pair had to travel over 200 miles in order to appear, 
and that the subpoenas "already had a chilling effect 
on their First Amendment rights by discouraging 
association with other members of the community, 
and by discouraging their legitimate environmental 
and political actives [sic.] in the Silver City/Reserve 
area." 

Although privacy is not directly mentioned in the 
Constitution as a right, it is legally considered to follow 
from other explicitly stated rights. 

"I think privacy of association is having freedom of 
association," W eiss s ays. "If you have to disclose every 
association you have then that will surely freeze a 
person's ability to make free associations and choose 
their associates." 

Weiss is considering making that legal argument in 
Beth's defense if the case moves into constitutional 
questions, which will arise if Beth gets in front of the 
grand jury. At this point, he's just dealing with Dealy- 
Browning's responding brief. 

It seems from her (Dealy-Browning's) response that 
the issue is likely to switch from whether the govern- 
ment has a duty to respond at all and, if so, the extent 
and form of their response. In other words, Marsh will 
have to decide whether Dealy-Browning can simply 
say there wasn't any illegal electronic surveillance, 
whether she'll have to back that up by naming the 
agencies she called, and whether her response will be 
accepted orally or a written affidavit will be required. 

Judge Marsh has put a broad gag order on any 
discussions of either side's brief to preserve the secrecy 
of the grand jury. Usually a judge determines the 
breadth of such a gag order by the importance of what 
needs to be kept private, and Weiss says he's surprised 
by how broad this one is. After the July 28 hearing, the 
gag order remained in effect. 

To date, the only known subpoenas to Portland were 
to Fries, Rod Coronado's mother and for documents 
from a still-unidentified animal rights group in South- 
ern California. Beth is still technically under subpoena 
to appear but has not been notified of a new date. 

The current Portland grand jury is the third one 
ostensibly investigating a 1991 firebombing of a mink 
research lab at Oregon State University. No minks or 
humans were harmed in the raid and fur research has 
been suspended there.

At publication date, I will 
have been here in this 
jail twomonths — captured al- 
most three months ago in 
Scotts V alley California — with 
one month to go before 
my Preliminary Hearing on 
August 31. I have been 
denied bail on two charges 
relating to the liberation of 
29 cats from the University of 
Alberta on June 1, 1992. The 
charges are Break and Enter/ 

Theft Over $1000 and Mis- 
chief. The Crown Attorney 
says I'll disappear into the 
"animal rights underground" 
should I be given half a 
chance, even though I haven't 
any "failure to appear" on my 
record. The judge apparently 
agreed, also saying that the 
"zealousness" of my beliefs is 
"frightening," and that I 
most certainly pose a "danger 
to the public." For saving animal lives? Yeah, right. 

I hold minor celebrity status in this jail, being the 
resident "terrorist." (Filling in the space left behind by 
Darren Thurston, who spent 15 months in here). Life 
here trudges on, and if I'm lucky the days go by rather 
quickly. Good books, gym, or perhaps that sacred but 
illusive hour of "outside yard" where I can breath fresh 
air, are some of the factors which determine the 
speed. If it's a really good day. I'd have received a 
whole pile of letters, which is my real sustenance 
here — no guilt trips intended, just stating my reality. 
Letters are my only connection to the real world, 
and my deepest thanks and love to all who've 
written. Your words, thoughts and prayers are 
incredibly appreciated! 

My overall thoughts about this situation are that yes, 
life's a drag right now. Prison sucks, no doubt about it, 
but you can live through it. The thought of spending 
time in a pit like this should not deter anyone from 
taking the action that this planet needs for its survival. 
The fuckers might have my physical body for a short 
period of my lifetime, but they'll never have my spirit. 
I'll eventually be free, and I'll still have my mind, my 
determination and my will. And they can't stop what's 
been started; they can't stop the struggle which is 
raging across this beautiful globe. ("They" — those who 
are, quite simply, wrong about what life is all about). 

What it comes down to, I believe, is that they're 


scared. They know our 
potential, even if most of us 
don't. They know the threat 
we pose to their bullshit way 
of life. Why else were they 
so fully armed to make my 
arrest, or to search, com- 
mando style, Red's cabin in 
southern Oregon, or persist 
in their fishing trip Grand 
Juries and imprison activists 
without laying charges? Be- 
cause they're frightened. 
They're scared of the force 
we can become if we really 
wanted to. 

We humans are now (and 
have been for a while) poised 
on the precipice of a major 
cliff, doing a balancing act 
with the natural world, with 
the wild and with the crit- 
ters. We will either climb 
higher or we'll stumble and 
fall. The fuckers are doing 
their most to push us over prison; intimidation of 
ourselves, friends and families; burning down our 
homes; beatings; attempts on our lives and in some 
cases successful ones. It's obvious to me they're be- 
coming desperate. It's also obvious to me that we need 
to gain the upperhand. 

You've heard it before, and I'm not afraid of 
proclaiming it: Lets hit them where Jt^hurts the 
most Figure It out. Be secure^ Be tribal . Go for the 
jugularTThere are many options to focus on; it doesn't 
~rhatterwhere, so much, as it matters when — time is 
running out. Our lives on this Earth are but the blink 
of an eye in the time and age of this planet. But our 
actions in this day will have an effect which could 
determine the future. 

My brother and sister warriors, I love all of you 
cdurageous’spintsTMy prayefsand magic are with you 
on the front lines. Soon, I will rej oin .you there. Until 
then, give a howl for all of us prisoners! Remember 
those of us who are running and acting and still free, 
and let's be proud and supportive of each other. 

Keep in touch, my family. .

Darren Thurston Back in Jail 


On Thursday, May 12, the Alberta Court of 
Appeals released their decision regarding the 
Crown Prosecution's March 8 sentence appeal of Darren 
Thurston. Darren was given two years less a day and 
started serving his sen- 
tence on May 13. The 
appeal judges warned that 
this new sentence is not 
"by any means the maxi- 
mum sentence which 
the court is prepared to 
impose..." 

In June 1992, 29 cats 
were liberated from the 
University of Alberta and 
the labs were trashed. 

Shortly afterwards, 

Darren was arrested and 
charged with the U of A 
action and other A.L.F. 
actions, including the 
burning of 3 trucks 


belonging to Billingsgate Fish Company. In Septem- 
ber 1993, after spending 15 months in jail awaiting 
trial, Darren was convicted of arson, break and enter, 
and theft. He received two years probation and an 

order to pay $73,725 in 
restitution to the Univer- 
sity of Alberta and 
Billingsgate. The Persecu- 
tion appealed on the 
grounds that "the judge 
failed to impose a sen- 
tence which reflected the 
principle of general de- 
terrence," and asked that 
Darren be given three 
more years.

Cove/Mallard 
Activists Jailed

! Forest activist Jennifer Prichard, 31, appeared before 
Idaho County Magistrate Michael J. Griffin in 
Grangeville, Tuesday July 12, for a probation violation 
hearing. She was convicted last summer for locking 
herself to the gate at the head of the Noble road in the 
controversial Cove/Mallard Timber Sales in the Nez 
Perce National Forest. 

Prichard has refused to pay $350 restitution, as 
ordered by the court, to Highland Enterprises. High- 
land was contracted by the Forest Service to build roads 
into a Congressional recognized Roadless Area for the 
purpose ofharvestingtees. Highland Enterprises claims 
that it owned the road at the time of the arrest of 
Prichard and five other activists and that they are to be 
reimbursed for down-time and damages. Jennifer dis- 
puted that claim in court, "It is a Forest Service road 
built as part of a clearly illegal timber sale. I don't think 
a private company can claim to own public land." 

Magistrate Griffin sentenced her to serve the re- 
maining 59 days of her original 90 day sentence in the 
Idaho County jail in Grangeville. She served the initial 
31 days last summer and fall. Prior to sentencing, she 
told the court, "It is cruel and unusual punishment to 
force me to pay money to the very company that is 
helping to destroy what little remains of pristine 
public wildlands in this country." 

She joins Peggy Sue McRae who was sentenced to 61 
days in custody on July 7, for refusing to pay $550 in 
restitution to Highland. 

PEGGY SUE'S STATEMENT: 

"I accepted my current sentence with an Alford plea. 
Meaning that, while I recognized the probability that 
I could have been convicted of the felony crime of 
conspiracy to commit grand theft for taking the Noble 
road, I maintain that I am not guilty of committing 
any crime. ’ 

Highland Enterprises was contracted by the US 
Forest Service to proceed with a project in violation of 
Federal environmental law. If anyone owes restitution 
to Highland Enterprises, it is the US Forest Service. 

Clearcutting virgin forest is a crime of global signifi- 
cance. It is a crime against nature, and it is a crime 
against the future generations of the earth. 

I will not pay restitution to Highland Enterprises." 
FROM PEGGY SUE IN JAIL: 

Jen Prichard and I are both in Idaho county jail for 
refusing to pay restitution to Highland Enterprises, the 
contractors who were building the Noble Road into 
Cove/Mallard.

Ecoteur 
declared insane! 

Paul S. from the Netherlands was caught after 
committing 1 7 acts of ecotage, sent to prison and then 
declared insane. Paul took action against a road (R74) 
that was set to slice through a woodlands area called 
"Jammerdal." When the bulldozers began destroying 
Jammerdal, Paul could not sit idle, he began 
burning the yellow monsters. The town Paul is 
from, Venlo-Tegelen, rose up against the project, 
but all their public protest was ignored by 
authorities. 

After Paul was caught, he stated, "I was aware I was 
not the only one opposing. While politicians only talk 
about nature and environment, refusing to act, I 
decided to sabotage after councilors gave carte blanche 
to the exploitation company." 

Paul's political motivations have not been taken 
seriously by the Dutch High Court. Instead, they chose 
to see Paul's ecotage as the act of a madman.

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Grand Juries are not Your

(Note: This is an update of a story written in 1991 
after federal grand juries in northern California crippled 
progressive activist groups in that area. That article 
cautioned that activists were not taking the grand jury 
threat seriously, and because of that, the government's 
use of grand juries would expand, further disrupting the 
animal liberation cause. The prophecy has come true. 
Today, there are six sitting grand juries.) 

Some activists may not want to hear this, but it is 
folly to believe otherwise: the repressive and illegal 
use, under the direction of the US Justice Depart- 
ment, of grand juries against animal liberation and 
environmental activists has severely disrupted these 
social justice movements since 1990. 

It s erves no msefuLpurpose^-infact it hurts the _ 
cause — to ignore the threat, or the reality. But, to 
“face itfistobe able to deal with it in a rational, and 
political sense. To understand the threat, and 
power, of grand juries is to empower yourself. And, 
if you can become empowered, you will not feel 
fear. And, without fear, the state, and the abusive 
grand jury system, cannot do anything to you. 

The good news is that once we face this fact, and 
become more familiar with the grand jury, we can 
resist the unconstitutional use of these undemo- 
cratic tribunals. We can even turn the power of the 
government back against itself. The "Lexington 
Six," an anti-war group jailed for non-collaboration 
witb-a grand jury decades ago, said it best: 

People must mobilize around these issues. To do this, 
people must first become familiar with the grand jury 
and its abuses, publicizing the facts and educating others 
as to their rights. Secondly it is important to engender in 
others a commitment to the resistance of these abuses 
including, but not limited to one 's refusal to testify , 
b efore the grand ju ry. Thirdly, itisTnecessaryto keep in 
- — mind that while court battles can be fought and some- 
times won^fhese abuses of the law are not abnormalities 
in a basicahpgdodlyste m — they rather illus trate the 
' trueJntmtiom of a BAD system more openly arid 
graphically that other more insidi- 
ous practices (and) this should 
our thinking as we 


Equally disturbing is that the government, and 
the powerful corporate entities it represents, is, j 
ob taining what it really has wanted all along — 
information about the structure and workings of 
■gras sroot s movements. 

“However, too many activists collaborate with the 
state, and too many activists become informants, 
some unwittingly and others to "save" themselves. 
But, if activists know their rights, they can protect 
them — and those of others. 

There is no doubt the FBI, BATF and Justice 
Department abuse the legal system, and under the 
guise of attacking "terrorism," become the real 
terrorists by harassing people because of their 
political views and beliefs. 

The grand jury is used as an instrument of politi- 
cal repression because it does, in fact, frighten many 
activists, forcing them out of a political movement, 
and scaring others into inform on their former 
friends and activists. 

In California, where the first federal grand juries 
were held in the late 1980's and early 1990's, 
activists — turned informants — turned over other 
activists' names, addresses and phone numbers in 
addition to potentially incriminating information. 

To make matters worse, other activists, instead of 
acknowledging the ethical wrongs of the infor- 
mants, embraced them, inviting them back into the 
movement. This is how things can go wrong, very 
wrong, if we are not prepared to resist. 

If any of this sounds familiar, it is because the 
tactic of "isolating hard-core activists ( read commit- 
ted)" from the rest of the movement is EXACTLY 
what was proposed in the American Medical 
Association's "battle plan " against the animal rights 
movement in 1989. Interestingly enough, the AMA 
also called for Justice Department intervention, 
which is what has happened. 

As the National Lawyer Guild's primer on grand 
juries says, "For many political activists, the historic 
and principled way to avoid these dilemmas (in- 
forming, perjury) has been the invocation of

We are now experiencing the 
most intensive use of the illegal 
authority of grand juries since 
the repression against the peace 
and civil rights movements of 
the 1960's and 70's. We are in 
good company. The state would 
not employ such draconian 
methods if our movements 
hadn't achieved something for 
the animals and the earth. 

As of this date (July, 1994), 
there are, from the best information we have, at 
least six current federal grand juries allegedly 
investigating the Animal Liberation Front. There has 
been a total of at least eight different federal grand 
juries since 1990. 

The current federal grand juries include those in 
Portland, OR; Spokane, WA; Grand Rapids, MI; 
^Albaquefque, N M yNew OrleansTTATSalt L a ke City, 
UT. One grand jury panel, begun in 1991 in Eugene, 
OR,' enaea last year and a series of three g rand juries 
in Sacramento, CalifQmia, ended in 1991 after 
-rrea rivYour years of intimidation and abuse . - 

We caution that because of the ultra-secret nature 
of federal grand juries there could be more grand 
juries at work. 

At least four good activists have been jailed for up 
to 159 days by the newest of these grand juries, and 
the government continues to gather information, 
intimidate activists, their families, support networks 
and others associated with the liberation of animals 
and the planet. ( See article from Deb Stout on page 12.) 

The federal grand jury in Spokane incarcerated 
activists Jonathan Pau l. Ric Scarce and Deb Stout for 
Tvemonths each. Kim'Tfimiew has been jailed 
since February 18, 1994. Henry Hutto was the first 
activist to successfully resist the grand jury when he 
spent 45 days in jail in Sacramento in 1990. 
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absolute non collaboration with grand jury investi- 
gation of political movements. While this has 
resulted in many instances with the witness' incar- 
ceration for contempt, it has also discouraged the 
subpoenaing of further witnesses, and on some 
occasions, the withdrawal of all subpoenas." 

Remember that you have no right to remain sile nt - 
in a g rand ju ry room. That is why you need assis- 
’ tance before your appearance. Following are some 
other thoughts, and examples, to ponder: 

_1. The goal of grand juries is to terrorize, not 
investigate'crimes. Period. When you hear, from 
^agents, lawyers, or other activists, that a grand jury 
has been impaneled to "investigate" this crime or 
another, DO NOT BELIEVE IJVThe goaTofthe^ 
/g overnment, as documented in aozensoT grand \ 
Hu fieslfom movement's past, is to intimidate. / 
disruptand, if theyc an, destroy movement&It is 
the government's claim they are investigating a 
crime — that is their excuse for trampling our rights. 
We know their true intent — to harass activists and 
gain information about individuals and political 
organizations. That, by the way, is illegal and 
unconstitutional. Additionally, it is dangerous to 
talk freely about why you think, or someone else 
thinks, a grand jury has been started. EXAMPLE: In 
California, activists and the media were told the 


grand Jury was investigating a research lab fire. In 
truth, the questions asked were about groups and 
activists in general, even those in other states. Also, 
in Albuquerque, everyone "heard" the state was 
investigating power line disruptions. However, the 
questions dealt with activists' political associations, 
not alleged crimes. 

2. You do not have to talk to the FBI or other . 
agents. However, it is a crime to lie to them. The 
best response is no response. Contact a lawyer and 
your defense team (see below). EXAMPLE: Recently, 
some activists were located, served subpoenas and 
now face jail time, because groups and individuals 
willingly, and without subpoena, gave the FBI the 
activists' addresses. Remember you do not have to 
answer the door, and law enforcement cannot enter 
unless they have a warrant. Just keep the door 
closed until you know who's on the other side. 

3. Do not believe ANYTHING the government 
says. A typical FBI/BATF comment goes something 
like, "We already know everything, we just want 
you to confirm it." Gee, if they already knew 
everything (whatever that might be), why do they 
need it confirmed? In fact, they DO NOT have 
anything; that's why they've come to see you. And, 
they're acting on illegally obtained information 
(wiretap or rumor/innuendo from another activist) 
that is not admissible in court. Act accordingly. 

And, if they say you are, or are not, a target, don't 
believe them! Their job is to lie, and to say whatever 
they think will scare you into cooperating. Again, 
act accordingly. 

4. There is no such thing as an "innocent" 
question. The Leslie Bacon Case. The National 
Lawyers Guild, which has produced a wealth of 
information about grand juries, cites the Leslie 
Bacon Case. Leslie was an anti-war activist who 
agreed to appear before a grand jury that was 
allegedly investigating a bombing in the US Capitol. 
Since she knew nothing about it, Leslie decided to 
go to the grand jury room alone. As it turned out, 
the government was really interested in other 

individuals and other activities, 
not at all connected to any 
bombing. By answering one 
question, Leslie was had. She, 
and others, later were indicted 
anyway. The lessons learned 

i nclude: (a l the government 

was much more interested in 
pumping Leslie for information 
about friends than the so-called 
bombing plot; (b) her case 
shows how easy it is to waive 
what rights you may have by 
answering a single question; (c) 
Leslie learned that testifying 
doesn't mean you'll save your 
own skin; and (d) as a result of her testimony, new 
grand juries were begun in three other cities, and 
many other people were harassed. 

5. Form a defense committee. If you are subpoe- 
naed, or think you will be, form a defense commit- 
tee with friends, witnesses, legal workers. As activ- 
ists, we need to determine the correct strategy for 
the liberationist cause, not the lawyers, who we hire 
to defend our rights. The committee will discuss 
issues like how to coordinate media, demonstra- 
tions, what legal strategies to take and what legal 
motions to file. EXAMPLE: In several cases, good 
activists, after hiring lawyers, shunned help from 
other activists, and legal workers, and instead 
followed the guidance of their lawyers. This results 
in a lack of coordinated strategy to end grand juries, 
and their threat to political freedom. It may help 
save the individual activist, but even that is debat- 
able (as in the Leslie Bacon Case). It also isolates 
activists, when we should be pulling closer together. 

6. Share information for community unity. The 
government's goal is to obtain information. Ours 
should be too. The more information we have as a 
movement about the actions of a grand jury the 
better prepared we are to resist abusive actions. All 
legal motions, among other information, should be 
shared between movement lawyers and defense 


Friends 


committees. To do so facilitates trust during a 
difficult time, and also makes it easier for one legal 
team to pick up on a good legal strategy used by 
another legal team. However, in practice, there has 
been little sharing of information between lawyers 
in our movements (and then only when pressed by 
the activist clients). 

7. Resist attempts to intimi- 
date you. Make the government 
do its job. Use every legal means 
to resist the illegal and abusive 
actions of a federal grand jury. 

EXAMPLE: as opposed to the 
Albuquerque case where activists 
filed motions to quash, and were 
released from having to appear, 
a California organization re- 
cently made the mistake of 
turning over records about 
certain individuals to the 
government rather than fight a 
subpoena. The group could have 
delayed, and possibly even had 
the subpoena quashed (with- 
drawn). Of course, don't break 
the law by obstructing a grand 
jury, or avoiding a subpoena. 

There are legal ways to fight these attempts to 
repress our rights. 

8. Avoid the temptation to "just get it over 
with." The Lawyers Guild rightly suggests that 
activists, and lawyers, should avoid the temptation 
to "just get it over with," by either testifying, or 
even going to jail, without first exhausting legal and 
constitutional remedies. EXAMPLE: While it is 
honorable to go to jail rather than cooperate, it can 
still have a negative impact because the government 
(in the Spokane grand juries) uses the jailing of 
activists as an example to others to "cooperate." It is 
important to resist as long as possible. To do so uses 
up the government resources so that they have less 
time to harass other activists. 

9. What happens if you testify? First of all, you 
have made real what they were only guessing, you 
have increased your chances of being subpoenaed 
again and you may be responsible for someone, 
perhaps even yourself, for going to prison, maybe 
for something they didn't do. Because, in a grand 
jury proceeding, people can be indicted on hearsay 
(rumors) and innuendo. 

10. Do not be afraid. Easy to say, but it is also 
practical. EXAMPLE: An activist subpoenaed in 
California in 1990 showed no fear, and even refused 
to show up at the grand jury, opting instead to read 
a statement defying the grand jury. She was never 
bothered again. Likewise, activists in California who 
cooperated were harassed repeatedly. Remember: 
the state feeds on fear. 

11. Do not go in alone. Jonathan Paul decided, 
because, like Leslie Bacon, he had "nothing to 
hide," to go into his hearing by himself. He ended 
up spending 158 days behind bars. He was subject 
to prosecutor harassment, questions about stuff like 
his family and his girlfriends, and then, being 
thrown in jail (all in the same day!) when he refused 
to answer questions about other activists and his 
political activities. He wasn't even allowed a post- 
ponement to obtain an attorney. The lesson is that 
although you have very few rights in the grand jury 
room, a good activist lawyer and a faithful support 
team can help defend yourself and others. 

Jonathan Paul, Henry Hutto and Crescenzo Vellucci, 
all jailed as a result of grand jury harassment, helped 
form the National Activist Network's Grand Jury Project.

Fear and Loathing 
in New Mexico

On May 18, 1994 environmental activist Peter Galvin was subpoenaed to 
appear in front of a Grand Jury ostensibly investigating a powerline that fell 
down near Reserve, New Mexico. The line supposedly fell during the winter 
of 1993. Galvin was to have appeared in front of the Grand Jury on June 7, 

1994. The subpoena was deliv- 
ered by FBI agent John Schum 
(and a guy who looked a lot like 
the TV cop Cannon) who, with 
maximum abuse, yelled "Galvin 
did you get a lawyer yet? Well, 
you'd better get one." and other 
intimidating statements. After 
interrogating the neighbors, he 
circled the block with a plethora 
of quasi-unmarked vehicles a 
few dozen times a day for 
several days. 

Galvin's appearance was 
postponed and subsequently 
canceled. One day before his 
scheduled appearance he did an 
interview with the Albuquerque 
Journal, where he stated he 
believed he was being harassed - 
for his well-publicized aggressive environmental efforts. 

The Greater Gila Biodiversity Project (GGBP) (of which Galvin is a co-founder) based in Silver City, New 
Mexico currently has over a dozen lawsuits against the US Fish and Wildlife Service and US Forest Service 
and filed 12 petitions to add species to the Endangered Species List and appealed dozens of environmen- 
tally destructive logging, mining and grazing projects. Southern New Mexico is also headquarters of the 
county “Wise Use" movement. Anti-environmentalist sentiment runs high among certain highly partisan 
sectors of certain government agencies. Harassment of environmentalists in New Mexico by the FBI, BLM 
and FS has picked up recently. Galvin and others have been experiencing tastes of America's new 
McCarthyism, 'anti-environmentalism.' 

Peter Galvin, conservation biologist for the GGBP, stated "I want to thank the environmental commu- 
nity. The support and encouragement I have received has allowed me to stay strong in the face of this 
harassment and to keep focused on protecting the environment through science, policy and law."

This is where I am at with all this. If you are scared to go to jail and you are willing to compromise to save 
your own ass then maybe you should re-evaluate your role as an activist. If you are not willing to go to jail 
for the cause then go somewhere and do something else. Don't be a Benedict Arnold. Don't let your fear 
overtake you. 

GUILTY BY SUSPICION 

In the 1950's the red scare was a major downfall for the civil rights of American citizens. Many people were 
subpoenaed to government hearings and were basically told to mention names of "communist sympathizers" 
whether the proof was there or not. Lives were shattered and the government made sure that anyone under 
suspicion was followed, harassed, and isolated by the FBI. The tactics have not changed and the government 
is determined to squash the animal rights and the environmental movements . The feds are working close with 
the big businesses who rape this planet and we are facing a ruthless enemy. 

The whole idea of the grand jury process is to harass and scare activists to keep us from doing the work that 
we are doing. To bog us down and distract us from our goals and to financially bind us in lawyer and court 
fees is a pretty good tactic. We cannot let this get in our way. Because of my affiliation with the animal 
movement and Earth First! I was a perfect target for harassment. Jailing me would send a message to both 
movements not to mess with big business. I would never compromise my beliefs or other people. I was willing 
to lose everything. I was willing to do any amount of time until I won. And I did. So did Ric and Deb and I'm 
sure Kim will also. The stronger we are the more frustrated they get. The more people that testify the stronger 
they get and the more subpoenas start being served. RESIST! 

DESPAIR AND DOOM 

Despair is a feeling that we all feel within us. Doom is the outcome 
that creates these feelings. Despair is spread through the movement 
by harassment, threats, jail, and grand juries. We, as a community, 
cannot let this get in the way of our goals, or let it bring our lives 
down. We have to stay focused on our beliefs and not let our fears 
dilute the meaning of liberation for all living things. We may feel 
that the current stage of the planet is beyond repair and that we are 
doomed; but we should still fight on feeling that there is hope. 
When I would feel frustrated while I was in jail I would look out of 
my small window and see the sky, clouds, birds, and the trees. I 
would feel at peace and I would always remember what I was really 
in jail for. 

REALITY 

Grand juries are unconstitutional, fascist, dangerous, informa- 
tion-gathering inquiries that are abused to destroy any kind of 
political movement. Remember that. This is very serious stuff folks. 

Jonathan Paul thinks he is an activist and is the president of NAN. He 
also thinks that the government really likes him because he was held at 
gun point by over 1 5 police and FBI agents along with David Barbarash.

Showdown Over Chip Mills at Nickajack Port

The Environmental Impact Statement (EIS), ' 

which concerned citizens demanded for three ' 

years, was finally completed in a cooperative 

effort by the Tennessee Valley Authority j 

(TV A), the Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA), and the Fish and Wildlife Service. This 
study not only examined the immediate site 

impacts, but, in what we all hoped would be "okay, how muck did the Cor, 
a precedent-setting action, also considered 

the cumulative secondary impacts of the chip mills in question (which 
means that it addressed the possible impacts of the mill on its whole 75-mile 
radius sourcing area). As a result, the permits for these mills, including a mill 
at Nickajack Port, were denied. 

Then, almost immediately, Parker Towing, one of the three companies 
denied permits, attempted a sleight of hand by applying for a modification 
of a permit that already allowed them to ship whole logs from Nickajack Port, 
asking that they be allowed to ship 150,000 tons/year of "residual chips" 
from this facility. "Residual chips" is an undefined entity, which we suspect 
includes chips not only from existing mills, but from mills this company 
hopes to place at sites off the river, thus avoiding this permitting process. 

Where, we would like to know, does Parker Towing plan to obtain 1 50,000 
tons of such wood chips, and where, if their existing mills are already 
producing these chips, are they being disposed of now? TVA, EPA and the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service have asked the United State Army Corp of Engineers 
(USACE), who would issue this permit, to assess this in the same kind of study 
of "cumulative secondary impacts" mentioned above, but, as of now, they 
have refused to do so.

Plans are underway to create an industrial cargo port on Sears Island, near 
the head of Penobscot Bay, Maine, for high volume woodchip export to 
European and Asian papermaking industries. Bad news for both marine and 
forest ecosystems. The release of a Draft Supplemental EIS is imminent. Your 
participation is mandatory. 

Maine forests could face the same widespread clearcutting of native forest 
for woodchip export that is presently deforesting Alabama, Georgia, North 
Carolina, Texas and Tennessee, if the Sears Island cargo port is built. Already 
some Maine companies have been creating and stockpiling woodchips in 
anticipation of the new market. Pro-logging interests are calling on Maine to 
SL "feed the world log market." If the project is completed, chipmills will set up 
along both the Bangor and Aroostook rail line, as well as major truck routes, 
to feed upward of 600,000 tons (or 67,000 acres) per year of chipped eastern 
and central Maine hardwoods through the new forest products port. 

Maine marine life uses the complex mix of deep and shallow waters 
V'OU surrounding Sears Island as important nursery habitat. Juvenile cod, had- 
A.B dock, flounder and nearly three dozen other fish and shellfish species are 
^ found in abundance at various times of the year. Given the precarious status 
of most commercially targeted fish species in the Gulf of Maine, the 
destruction of dozens of acres of eelgrass beds and other critical juvenile 
habitat for these species is unacceptable. This issue brought the EPA, US Fish 
& Wildlife Service and the National Marine Fisheries Service into strong 
opposition to the project. 

Toxic pollution will also follow creation of the port, both from ship & port 
maintenance and from the inevitable growth of industry in the port vicinity 
eager to exploit ocean access. Presently, Penobscot Bay, second largest bay on 
the east coast, has no heavy industry or large urban centers around it. 

Let's keep it that way. We need to bring this issue to the attention of 
fishermen, forest activists, student groups, scientists, journalists and civic 
organizations throughout Maine and elsewhere. Upon release of the Draft 
Supplemental Environmental Impact Statement this Summer, we must bring 
out the opposition both to comment on the project and to raise public debate 
to an effective level. The original EIS was so badly done that Normandeau 
Associates, the consultants that prepared it, were briefly disbarred from 
further EIS preparation. Advance word on the SEIS is that it still violated 
NEPA and the Clean Water Act.

Gypsy Moth EIS

The gypsy moth is spreading from the Northeastern US at an 
increasing rate. Studies indicate that the rate of infestation is over 
13 miles per year, and the Forest Service anticipates it will migrate 
to Western states. Accompanying its explosion are commensurate 
rates of defoliation of oaks and other trees. The prescription for 
treatment is typically mass spraying of pesticides and salvage 
logging. 

The US Forest Service and Animal and Plant Health Inspection 
Service are preparing an environmental impaetstatement(EIS) on ~ 
dealing with the gypsy moth in the US. They are "analyzing ways 
to prevent or minimize damage caused by this leaf-eating insect. 
The EIS will guide Federally supported gypsy moth activities into 
the next century." 

With the Forest Service's increasing use of salvage sales as a way 
to get the cut out, this EIS could have extensive impact on 
management of our National Forests. 

Activists involved in the process thus far emphasize the fact that 
most comments urging drastic measures to combat infestation 
come from fringe areas which are seeing defoliation for the first 
time. These genuinely concerned communities are highly suscep- 
tible to manipulation by pesticide manufacturers and applicators 
with a vested interest, and by foresters who are narrowly focused on 
short term timber production. In areas where the gypsy moth is well 
established, however, the public and land managers have faced the 
difficult reality that there is no known method of eradicating the 
moth. Additionally, when land managers have prescribed treat- 
ments, such as pesticide application, they neglect the non-target 
species and the cost-effectiveness of the eradication program.

Jaguar Listing 
Proposed

In response to a suit filed by the Southwest Center for 
Biological Diversity (Silver City, NM and Phoenix, AZ) 
and the Greater Gila Biodiversity Project (Silver City, 
NM), the US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) has 
proposed to list the Jaguar as an endangered species in 
California, Arizona, New Mexico, Texas and Louisi- 
ana. The groups filed suit in a Phoenix Federal Court 
in April seeking protection for thejaguar. They claimed 
that USFWS was required to have proposed protection 
for the imperiled species by August of 1993. On July 12, 
1994, the Fish & Wildlife Service agreed to propose the 
Jaguar as an endangered species. 

Peter Galvin, Conservation Biologist for the Greater 
Gila Biodiversity Project, called the proposal "a real 
victory for Southwest ecosystems. Without native 
predators like thejaguar and the Wolf, our ecosystems 
will remain out of balance." Jaguars were virtually 
eliminated from the Southwest by ranchers and a 
government sponsored predator eradication program 
which continued up through the late 1960's. Follow- 
ing the decimation of j aguar and wolf populations, elk 
and deer numbers rose dramatically, resulting in range 
deterioration and mass starvation. According to Galvin, 
"large predators are keystone species which serve to 
keep ecosystems healthy." 

Thejaguar was first listed as endangered south of the 
US border in 1969. Through an "oversight," the spe- 
cies was not protected in the United States . The USFWS 
therefore promised in 1979 to "take action as quickly 
as possible" to protect the species. They proposed to 
list the species in 1980 but withdrew the proposal in 
1982 because they failed to finalize it on time. The 
species languished without protection until 1992 when 
New Mexico based LifeNet filed a petition to list the 
species as endangered. It would require another two 
years and a lawsuit, however, before the Jaguar was 
finally proposed for listing once again. 

Jaguars formerly occurred in the southern portions 
of California, Arizona, New Mexico, Texas and Louisi- 
ana. Individuals have been seen in recent years in 
southern and southeast Arizona. "Without Endan- 


Box Turtle Update

First the good news. 

The US Fish & Wildlife Service (USFWS) has an- 
nounced that it will seek protection for all North 
American box turtles through the listing of the entire 
genus Terrapene on Convention on IntemationalTrade 
in Endangered Species Appendix II. 

Now the bad news. 

Box turtles can't be listed until the November 1994 
CITES meeting in Fort Lauderdale. This means another 
five months of box turtles being exported out of the 
United States to their certain death. (As of June 10th, 
over 7000 have already been exported, with an average 
of 500-2,000 leaving the port of New York alone). 

Based on past experience, once dealers get word that 
they will no longer be able to deal freely with box 
turtles, they will aggressively collect every turtle they 
can. This has happened to several species of reptiles, 
notably wood turtles and prehensile-tailed skinks when 
they were proposed for listing on CITES Appendix II. 

Unless we act now, the result could be the total 
annihilation of the very same populations that we're 
trying to protect. 

What you can do — write to Mollie Beattie, Director 
of USFWS and say that you agree with the proposed 
listing of the genus Terrapene on CITES II, but the US 
Government must act now to stop the trade in box 
turtles, before untold damage is done. Suggest she list 
box turtles on CITES Appendix III, which the US 
Government can do by itself, before November. List- 
ing of box turtles on CITES Appendix III will for the 
first time give USFWS the legal authority to enforce the 
International Association of Transport Airlines (LATA) 
turtle shipping regulations for box turtles. (Currently, 
no government agency has the authority to enforce any 



turtle shipping regulation, 
which is necessary since 
the airlines refuse to en- 
force their own regula- 
tions.)

gered Species Act protec- 
tion, jaguars will never be 
able to re-establish them- 
selves in the US," said 
Kieran Suckling, Executive 
Director of the Southwest 
Center for Biological Di- 
versity. "Protecting wild 
predators is an essential step 
toward protecting whole 
ecosystems."

The US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) has completed a study on the biological feasibility of 
restoring wolves to the wild in Colorado. The study was requested by Sinapu (named after the Ute 
word for 'wolves'), and was ordered by Congress at the prompting of US Rep. David Skaggs (D-CO.). 

The federal agency looked at potential wolf prey and habitat in seven areas on the Western Slope, 
and concluded that the prey base in the seven areas together could support 1,128 wolves. By way of 
comparison, the recovery plan for wolves in Wyoming, Idaho and Montana calls for around 300 
wolves. The study concluded that with limitations on the amount of winter range avail able, together 
with the territorial nature of wolves, a more likely population would range between 407 and 814 
animals. 

The study, which was contracted out to a University of Wyoming researcher, recommends that the 
seven regions, which together constitute the entire western slope, minus the northwestern corner of 
the state, constitute one recovery area. It further recommends that the recovery zone be joined to 
other wolf recovery areas in Wyoming and New Mexico. 

The USFWS, however, isnotrequiredtoimplementthese recommendations. Sinapu is nowpushing 
for Colorado’s inclusion in a wolf recovery plan, and will further push for complete protected status 
for the future Colorado wolf population.

"Wisconsin 

Biodiversity 

Bill

Wisconsin's laws governing forestry are antiquated, 
declaring that "the primary use of (state) forests is 
silviculture..." Now there are attempts at legislation 
that would make biodiversity the primary consider- 
ation. Assembly Bill 998 was the result of a petition by 
more than 200 academic biologists from 17 of the 
state's colleges and universities, and from the Milwau- 
kee Museum of Natural History. 

Hearings on AB 998 were held in February before the 
Assembly Committee on Natural Resources. During 
the day-long hearing process, support for the bill came 
from what one legislator said was the most impressive 
array of scientists he had ever seen at a hearing. 
Predictably, representatives from timber and the pulp 
and paper industry were in force to oppose the bill. 
Also opposing the bill was Wisconsin Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR), whose position is summed 
up in a letter from Charles Higgs, Director of the DNR 
Bureau of Forestry: "Although AB 998 advances a 
biological diversity objective, giving biological diver- 
sity primacy over all other forest values is contrary to 
the broad context within which Wisconsin's state 
forests are managed. It is important that the Depart- 
ment ensure that the benefits to society of protecting 
biological diversity are realized through a forum that 
also weighs the other benefits derived from the state." 
If DNR had its way, then nothing would change. 

There is a lot of discussion these days about what 
exactly is encompassed within the concept of 
"biodiversity." Any understanding of it, though, must 
include an appreciation of the roles of process and the 
virtual infinity of interactions among the members of 
forest communities. There also must be a clear under- 
standing that details these processes and interactions 
which are not well understood. This, in itself, is a 
powerful argument for the establishment of wilder- 
ness areas. 

And therein lies the rub — managers are trained to 
manage. The idea of placing aside substantial areas 
that would self-regulate is foreign to their thinking 
and offensive to their philosophy. Wilderness to them 
is a waste. It's interesting to contemplate a comment 
made by DNR administrator James Addis in the Au- 
gust, 1993, issue of Wisconsin Natural Resources, an 
issue dedicated to biodiversity: "Does biodiversity 
mean DNR will lock up large tracts of land and allow 
no management and harvesting? No." The choice of 
the term 'lock up' is very instructive, since it is a term 
coined by the wise use movement and used almost 
exclusively by its adherents. Its use, as well as the 
succinct "no" from a top-level administrator, is strong 
indication that the DNR has no intention of seeing 
biodiversity as a primary concern. 

As this is being written, the legislative session has 
just ended and AB 998 did not make it out of commit- 
tee and onto the floor. But the issue will not go away. 
It will only grow. 

Most states with state forests have laws favoring the 
forest products industries, and environmentalists in 
these states have been following the progress of AB 
998, for it could be precedent-setting. It's significant to 
note that letters of support for the bill were sent to the 
Assembly Committee on Natural Resources from all 
over the country, and from such groups as Save 
America's Forests, the Biodiversity Legal Foundation, 
and the Association of Forest Service Employees for 
Environmental Ethics. 

It is important that legislators become more knowl- 
edgeable about the biodiversity issue, so this legisla- 
tion has more backing during its next legislative 
session. For copies of AB 998 and associated informa- 
tion, contact SWAN, c/o Biology Dept., University of 
Wisconsin at Oshkosh, Oshkosh, WI 54901. 
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Watts Bar: TVA's Lemon

The general public and business alike are finally 
realizing that nuclear power is simply a bad choice 
for the environment, an unsafe choice for society 
and an economic boondoggle for profiteers. The last 
nuclear plant ordered by a utility was in the late 
1970's. Utilities across the country are closing 
nuclear power plants well before their expected 
lifetimes. In short, the nuclear lobby is barely 
holding on to their role, which was once the driving 
force behind the utility industry. 

But it isn't over till its over. Haven't you seen the 
advertisements with a picture of your everyday 
1990's mother defending nuclear power as the 
"environmental" choice? The United States Council 
for Energy Awareness (USCEA), the pro-nuclear 
power lobby that ran the advertisement, is alive and 
well in Washington, peddling the fission process to 
whomever will listen. Not surprisingly, it turns out 
that their best customer is the United States govern- 
ment. 

Down in the hollows of the Tennessee Valley is a 
government agency that is still building nuclear 
power plants. In fact, the federal Tennessee Valley 
Authority (TVA) intends to fire up several reactors 
over the next few decades. Within the next year, 
TVA plans to fire up one reactor at the Watts Bar 
nuclear facility located in Spring City, Tennessee. 
Watts Bar can easily be characterized as having one 


of the worst construction records known in the 
history of nuclear power. 

Most have read about the TVA in history books 
through its creation as a Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
New Deal post-depression socialist experiment. It 
was charged with the institution of social programs 
to create jobs and a better standard of living for one 
of the poorest regions in the country. Today, 
however, TVA seems to be actively working against 
its original mission of serving the people of the 
Tennessee Valley while conserving the region's 
natural resources. TVA has lost sight of what it was 
created to stand for. It is mired in financial and 
institutional crisis. 

No matter how you look at TVA's problems — 
whether environmental or financiaL— they always 
come back to nuclear power as the root cause. TVA's 
nuclear romance began in the 1960's when atomic 
power was being sold as energy "too cheap to 
meter." The agency was so gung-ho over this barely 
developed and uncontrollable technology they 
ordered a whopping 17 reactors. In the mid-1980's 
the agency canceled eight of those reactors, but the 
decision still left nine reactors either in operation or 
still under construction. One of these nuclear plants 
was Watts Bar. 

Nothing illustrates how things have gone wrong 
with this federal agency better than the case of 
Watts Bar — the only reactor in the United States still 
under active construction. In 1972 TVA ordered two 


reactors at the Watts Bar plant, located less than 50 
miles from both Knoxville and Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, in 1972 at an expected cost of $325 
million. The plant was scheduled to begin operation 
in 1978. Twenty-two years later, after a series of 
delays, cost-overruns — its bill now stands at $7.2 
billion — and safety problems, Watts Bar is still 
under construction. 

TVA nearly put Watts Bar on line in 1985, after 12 
years of construction. TVA submitted statements to 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission (NRC), the 
nuclear industry's "regulator," that Watts Bar was 
complete and safe to operate. TVA's own Nuclear 
Safety Review Staff (NSRS), however, didn't agree. 
Over the years, the NSRS had carefully detailed 
safety-related problems existing at the Watts Bar 
facility and other TVA nuclear plants. In 1985, 
when TVA wanted to start Watts Bar, the NSRS 
disagreed and made their case internally that the 
plant was still badly in need of repair from poor 
construction practices over the years. But despite 
the objections of their own safety review staff, TVA 
went ahead and submitted the official letter to the 
NRC that they were prepared to begin operation. At 
this point, the TVA safety review staff took their 
case to the top of the Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion and Congress. After a preliminary investigation 
into TVA staff concerns — which revealed thousands 
of safety concerns never before discovered — the 
NRC and Congress shut down the construction of 
Watts Bar as well as the operation of the rest of 
TVA's nuclear system.

Almost immediately after the barrel/ 
tripod crew were set up, TVA security 
vehicles, cops and our supporters 
started pouring in. Rendezvous 
supporters had made it around all the 
broken down vehicles and other 


police security before the soon to be 
7-mile traffic jam ensued. We later 
learned that the Rendezvous support 
caravan had also eluded an attempted 
police interception after local cops 
were tipped off by a resteraunt em- 
ployee at the caravan meeting site. 

Chanting, drumming, howling, sign 
altering, lemon throwing, singing, 
and other merriment commenced. 
Soon after the initial lockdown we 
began to hear that people were being 
arrested. Some of the folks who were 
in a broken down vehicle, and some- 
one walking on the highway were 
arrested; the air was getting thick with 
tension. The cops needed donuts. 
Where in the hell was that affinity 
group that was supposed to hit the 
Krispy Kremey dumpster? We sang, 
more cops showed up. We chanted, 
more cops showed up. We juggled 
lemons, more cops showed up. Police 
from two counties, one city, state, and 
TVA security were finally all on hand. 

Finally the word came down from 
the top at TVA— start arresting people. 
Mass confusion ensued. For the police 
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it was like all you can eat for free at 
the donut shop. Twenty-five cops 
with guns and dogs took off into the 
woods. One officer talking to a small 
group of people said "Leave now or 
you will be arrested, starting with 
you!" and he grabbed an older man 
standing nearby. Someone else 


interjected "Hey, you didn't even give 
him a chance to leave," and the cop 
replied, grabbing a handful of hair, 
"You're coming too." 

The crowd milled toward Highway 
68, and apparent safety, to watch the 
fate of the locked-down people. 
Suddenly, the cops went even more 
berserk. Cops started running every 
which way, grabbing people from 
behind as they were attempting to 
leave, trying to see who could get 
themselves the most hippie protesters. 
The majority of arrests were clearly 
illegal, occuring on the public prop- 
erty of Highway 68. 

Once I was arrested, sitting in the 
car, conversations overheard on the 
car radio went something like this: 

"Well we don't know how many we 
got." 

"Well go ahead and get ya some 
more, bring em on down, we got 
room." 

The latter came from the jailer at 
the Rhea County Jail — a jail made to 
hold 45 people. To hell with capac- 
ity — that day we saw it filled with 120 


people. Also from inside the cop car 
you could hear the sound of the 
hydraulic chisel used to smash open 
the concrete-filled barrels. Once they 
realized you could unlock yourself, 
however, they simply threatened to 
rip your fucking arm off if you didn't 
disengage yourself. In light of the 
chaos all around it was a real threat, 
and the remaining barrel lockdown 
crew unlocked. 

All told over a quarter of the protest- 
ors — and nearly some media as well — 
were thrown in cars and taken to the 
Rhea County Jail. The Rhea County 
cops, just to show who's in charge, 
arrested three more in the jail parking 
lot trying to ensure our safety. Shortly 
thereafter the cops threatened to 
arrest the remaining supporters for 
inciting a riot, while they were eating 
hashbrowns and drinking coffee in a 
local resteraunt! In the end, a total of 
58 were arrested. 

In the meantime, more than 2,000 
workers were prevented from getting 
to work on time. News reports stated 
over 50% absenteeism for the day, 
with a dollar loss put at over $500, 000^ 
dollars (a figure likely grossly inflated 
to bolster a threatened TVA SLAPP 
suit). 

They may have gotten 58 of us, but 
there were lots more in the woods 
who were not caught. In several of the 
articles following the action there 
would be a paragraph out of the blue 
saying "inner security was not 
breached." Bullshit. It was, and if TVA 
is going to pursue 
further charges' or 
press this SLAPP suit 
it has a hell-of-a-lot 
to do with the fact 
that they can't stand 
that we got behind 
their fences and 
glued locks, spray- 
painted hexes on 
buildings, and had 
the potential to really 
fuck shit up. 

They now have 24 
hour security on the 
entrance to the plant 


where we did the demo. Fuck you 
Watts Bar, we can get in if we want 
to. You can't stop us. And I hope 
that the three white-man TVA board 
of directors is having nightmares 
about what we will do next. The 
same way we all have nightmares 
about the day we hear on the radio 
"This is not a test, this is an alert 
that the Watts Bar nuclear facility 
has just had a meltdown accident. 
Please follow the evacuation route 
signs immediately and G.T.F.O. Get 
the Fuck Out." 

One note for future RRR commit- 
tees: keeping secrecy about an action 
up until the last possible moment has 
great advantages. We later-found out — 
that the Champion pulp and paper 
mill in Canton, N.C., the Bowater 
paper mill, right outside of Chatta- 
nooga, and Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory in Oak Ridge were all on 
alert the day of our action thinking 
they might be getting hit. Another 
action in and of itself without much 
effort at all on our part. 

So we really didn't mean for the 
Southern hospitality to extend so far, 
honestly. But hey, do we win for the 
most arrests ever at an EF! demo? Do 
we get a plaque or something? OK, 
really we just didn't want y'all to 
leave, our secret agenda was to make 
the whole fuckin EF! tribe dangerously 
inbred in a few short weeks. And 
heck, it still might happen, what with 
folks sticking around for court dates 
and all.

Where does one begin when describing almost eight 
days of so-called "existence" in the Rhea County Jail of 
Dayton, Tennessee? Home of the Scopes Monkey Trial 
where they put the theory of evolution on trial and 
won!? Bizarre can only begin to describe the experi- 
ence accurately. On numerous occasions I had the 
strange suspicion that I was living out a script to a 
David Lynch flick. 

So here goes. Imagine, if you will, 58 disoriented, 
dazed, and pissed off Earth Firstlers being shoved into 
3 cells of an 8 cell county jail facility, with the largest 
of those cells being at best 12' x 14' (the drunk tank). 
This was Monday morning, approximately 9:00 am. 

Like the headwaters of a mountain stream, we 
continuously trickled into the small, already crowded 
"belly of the beast," filling it beyond capacity and 
eventually giving it a severe case of indigestion. 

Old Sheriff Sneed and his local posse truly had no 
clue what they were getting themselves into. Before 
long, there were 34 men being held in one 1 2'xl 4' cell 
and 24 women being held in 2 other cells, each less 
than half that size! 

Some of us had walked in while others had gone 
limp in resistance to the unjust arrests and abuse of 
authority taking place. It was quite obvious these 
gung-ho little boys in big-boy bubba bodies with their 
toy guns were in no way prepared to deal adequately 
with such a scene. The booking procedure eventually 
broke down in the face of the overwhelming numbers 
and uncooperative detainees. 

Due to the overflow conditions, roughly 20 of us 
were placed in a chain-link enclosure adjacent to the 
jail while the others were booked. Soon our supporters 
started to arrive and were met with a police charge to 
intimidate them. Here they were, "innocent" civilians 
in a public parking lot being harassed. With no appar- 
ent provocation, three were arrested, one being dragged 
through the gravel as he went limp during this travesty 
of justice. Another, after being warned by the shouts of 
those in the cage, was in his car ready to drive away 
when he was pulled out and 
arrested! The support crew,

cell with the others. No rights or respect were given to 
anyone during the procedures. 

Throughout the "booking" procedure, and espe- 
cially when all of us were tucked away into our new 
"homes," all hell was breaking loose. The Walls of 
Jericho were being shaken at the roots! Physically 
speaking, we didn't have much going in our favor 
(severe lack of sleep and not much food in our bellies). 
The continuous blasts of energy, however, created 
from our collective anger, adrenaline, and chaos was 
enough to create a rumble clearly audible to those 
outside the jail. 

There was everything from the chanting of anti-TV A 
slogans to tribal drumming on the sheet metal walls, 
from clapping to collective chanting and pounding 
with the EF! wimmin to singing songs of resistance, 
and yes, even a 20-minute collective "OM"ing. 

Bail was set at $1,000, or, ifyou were from Tennessee, 
you could bond out for a hundred bucks through the 
local bondsmen shylocks. Eventually about half of 
those arrested bailed or bonded, most on Tuesday after 
our initial court appearance.

Meanwhile, over the week notes, poetry, drawings 
and essays were passed back and forth between the EF! 
men and wimmin. This stuff was our food. To get a 
note from the wimmin or the next cell was like 
anticipating a well garnished homemade hummus 
sandwich. 

The support from outside, constantly bringing us 
supplies of clothes, juice and reading material, was 
tremendous. Same goes for those working the press: 
y'all's support was truly felt inside. 

Tuesday the 19th brought the preliminary hearing. 
The court remained as disorganized as ever. The pre- 
siding judge struck down defense attorney John 
Eldridge's (who was masterful that day) request that 
each defendant be identified individually from the 
entire group. Instead, in an absurd move, he had the 
defendants come to the stand five at a time where the 
arresting officer identified each person with the help 
of a mug shot. The first five were easily identified with 
the Polaroids, even though Officer Byrd admitted he 
had not actually arrested any of them to his knowl- 
edge. In fact, under intense scrutiny, Officer Byrd was 
shaky on lots of important details, like for instance 
whether or not any of the five had actually been 
trespassing when they were arrested. The Judge called 
a break. 

Because it was becoming more and more apparent 
that the state's case was non-existent, the judge told 
the prosecutor to give the Watts Bar protesters a better 
deal. The prosecutor dropped the 6-day jail sentence, 
plus allowed a no-contest plea where before he would 
take only a guilty plea and jail time. The final deal was 
a $25 dollar fine and court costs ($148.50), with the 
$25 fine waived ifyou had spent the weekin jail. About 
half of the 5 8 took the deal, mostly to be done with the 
whole thing and get the fuck out. 

By that afternoon, everyone had been released from 
jail. Talk shifted to upcoming legal strategy, including 
a massive civil suit for wrongful arrest that hopefully 
will make everyone involved rich at the expense of 
Leon Sneed. 

The next two days saw some of the most intense 
homegrown food, beer, nude dancing, music, swim- 
ming (in a deep, boulder-and pool-filled creek) and 
molasses-covered cock-fighting ever at the Katuah 
Hellbenders Secret Hideaway. Tribe's alive! 

Dayton, Tennessee may never be the same again. 
Let's hope not. Shock waves are still being felt as the 
remaining 27 defendants dig in for the long run. The 
halls of the Rhea County Jail still reverberate the 
chant — "It's only the beginning, It's only the begin- 
ning..."

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Save Slovak Forests

Can chainsaws with catalytic converters 
save Slovakia's forests? Will paving old dirt 
roads deep in the forest conserve them for 
"future generations"? How about "ecological 
oils" for lubricating the blades on chainsaws? 

Eco-chainsaws and new asphalt are among 
the plans in the Slovak government's applica- 
tion for a $90-100 million forest management 
loan from the World Bank (WB). The plan 
calls for more than dou- 
bling timber production in 
Slovakia, despite massive 
damage already inflicted by 
logging. Considering the 
Slovak government's dire 
economic situation, the 
need to repay the WB loan 
(plus interest) would likely 
force even greater cutting of 
trees for export. 

Two Slovak environmen- 
tal groups, the forest pro- 
tection organization VLK 
("wolf" in Slovak) and the 
Green Perspective Founda- 
tion, are leading a campaign 
to save Slovakia's forests 
from the potentially disas- 
trous WB loan. With your help, international 
pressure can help stop this loan, the latest in 
a series of WB loans from Mexico to Malaysia. 
BACKGROUND 

Slovakia, the eastern part of the former 
Czechoslovakia, covers 49,000 square km with 
about 2 million hectares (5 million acres) of 
forest and over 5 million people. Several for- 
ests, including Cergov in eastern Slovakia, are 
amongst the closest thing to native forest left 
in Europe. Slovak forests, found in mountain- 
ous areas, are home to 10,000 species of ani- 
mals and over 35,000 species of plants. 

World Bank 
Seminar 
Trashed 

Five members of Leeds Earth First! fixed in 
arm tubes blockaded an entrance to a 
World Bank Seminar in West Yorkshire, 
England. Before being arrested, the five 
successfully backed up traffic 3/4 of a mile. 
They were held for six hours and released 
without charge. Two protesters also infil- 
trated the seminar and garnered useful 
information. A photo of the blockade 
appeared on the front page of the main 
regional newspaper. 

Leeds EF! targeted the seminar "Export 
Opportunities Through World Bank Fund- 
ing," in order to expose how multilateral 
corporate scum make a profit off the backs 
of the world's poor. Money disguised as aid 
is usually pilfered by multinationals. Simon 
Lewis of Leeds EF! says of the institution, 

"In the 1990's, the sole purpose of the 
World Bank is to ease the conscience of the 
western donor countries, while providing 
their companies and industries with lucra- 
tive contracts to finance, build, run and 
service the usually highly socially and 
environmentally destructive 'development' 
projects the World Bank pushes." Recent 
World Bank monies described as "aid" 
include contracts to Coca Cola Corporation 
for $58 million and to British Gas Tunisia 
Ltd., who then used the $25 million to 
produce crude oil for export. 


Slovakia currently logs about 4.5 milli on 
cubic meters of wood (1.9 MMBF), exporting 
about 5 percent. Under the WB loan proposal, 
logging would increase to between 9 and 13 
million cubic meters (3.8 to 5.5 MMBF) annu- 
ally, rapidly depleting Slovak forests. 

Biodiversity grants from the World Bank's 
Global Environmental Facility (GEF) may al- 
ready be paving the way for further WB invest- 
ment in Slovakia's natural resources. The GEF 
grants, totaling $2 million, mainly provide 
funds for research, mapping, 
and data collection. Nearly 
every country receiving the 
relatively small GEF grants 
later signs on for much larger 
loans designed to prepare the 
country for greater resource 
extraction and export. 

THE WORLD BANK LOAN 
The alleged aim of the Slo- 
vak loan project, prepared by 
the WB and Slovak Ministry 
of Agriculture, entitled "Eco- 
logical Management of For- 
ests in Slovakia, 1995-1999," 
is to conserve forests for future 
generations. The project lays 
virtually all the blame for for- 
est destruction on industrial 
pollution and acid rain, much of it from 
outside Slovakia. It ignores the disastrous for- 
est management practices of the last 45 years, 
carried out by a largely incompetent forestry 
bureaucracy and huge state companies intent 
on fulfilling production goals, not on caring 
for the country's magnificent forests. The WB 
proposes to: 

l)”Ecologize” logging technology by paving 
old forestry roads; extending roads deeper 
into the forest; purchasing chainsaws with 
catalytic converters running on lead-free fuel;

The Olive Ridley turtle is one of the most 
endangered species of sea turtle in the world 
and is protected under a number of interna- 
tional treaties. After the Pacific Coast of Mexico, 
the Gahirmatha beach nesting place, in the 
Bhitara Kanika sanctuary on the eastern coast 
of Orissa, India, has the second largest nesting 
population in the world. The sanctuary pro- 
vides one of only nine exsitent mass nesting 
sites in the world. 

This global treasure's existence is seriously 
threatened by the con- 
struction of a large jetty 
for a fishery complex at 
Talchua, 10 

kilometers away. 

The Bhitara Kanika 
sanctuary's mangrove 
forests, home to the salt 
water crocodile, king 
cobra, three species of 
water monitors, white- 
breasted sea eagles, and 
hawksbill and leather- 
back turtles, are also threatened by the jetty. 

Once the jetty is completed, it will anchor 
more than 500 motorized boats which will 
land 50 tons of fish every day. The movement 
and disturbance created by these boats will 
have serious effects on the ecological balance 
of the area. Human settlement and other 
activity have already depleted the mangrove 
forest. The biggest threat to the sea turtles is 
the use of plastic gill nets up to two kilome- 
ters long. Turtles drown in the nets, and 
others are fatally injured by the propellers of 
the trawlers. The use of a turtle excluder de- 


and introducing new, improved "eco-oils" for 
the saws! Cost = $26.9 million. Problem: More 
deforestation, more roads, more pavement. 

2) Create a forest information system in- 
volving GIS technology, CAD projections, etc. 
Cost= $1.9 million. Problem: While Slovak 
foresters play "Tetris" on the $10,000 GIS work 
stations, the WB will use the data to plan 
further exploitation of Slovakia's resources. 

3) Plant non-native species (Douglas fir and 
eastern red oak) over the next ten years for 
energy production in agricultural areas. The 
proposal also recommends a $93 million 
project for creating 15,000 hectares of forest 
that can be harvested in 3-5 years to fuel new 
biomass power plants. Cost= $113 million. 
Problems: Slovakia, like many countries in 
central Europe, wastes huge amounts of en- 
ergy. The cheapest and most ecologically sound 
way to "produce" more energy is to conserve 
it.

vices (TEDs) is riot mandatory^ for trawlers 
plying this region of the coast. 

International environmental organizations 
have repeatedly appealed to the Chief Minis- 
ter of Orissa to stop the construction of the 
jetty. But the state government has been un- 
moved. We demand that the following steps 
be taken immediately to save the Olive Ridley 
population and also to stop the destruction of 
the mangrove forest: 

1 . That the Gahirmatha Coast and at least 20 
kilometers out to sea be 
declared a marine sanc- 
tuary, with no fishing per- 
mitted.

Indian Sea Turtles Face Extinction 
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Activists Beaten in Odessa UK Road Protester Cut Out of Tree 


Fourteen activists were jumped by police and beaten with fists and wooden 
poles in Odessa, Ukraine on July 22. Four people were severely hurt. While 
descending upon the unarmed activists, police reportedly hurled racial slurs 
directed at foreign activists who came to protest with Ukrainian environmen- 
talists against an oil transfer terminal being built in the Black Sea. The assailants 
also threatened further violence if protesters continued their campaign. 

The groups leading the protest, Ecodefense! and Rainbow Keepers, reported 
that the ambush took place behind the Oblast Council in Odessa and was led 
by Deputy Sheriff Primorskiy. After Primorskiy struck the first activist, his goons 
quickly followed suit. This incident was the latest in a series of aggressions 
against the activists. The day before this atrocity, twenty-three people were 
arbitrarily arrested while at their protest camp. Action participants declared a 


On Tuesday, 5th July, Martin Ellis, a road protester opposing the 
Wymondham Bypass, crashed 40 feet to the ground while workers were trying 
to cut down the grove of trees which he was sitting in to protect. The trees were 
felled to make way for the new Batheastem Swainswick Bypass, part of the A46 
corridor near Solsbury Hill. 

He was placed in the intensive care ward at Frenchay Hospital. His multiple 
injuries included two punctured lungs (he is on a respirator), spinal injuries, a 
broken ankle, busted ribs and two broken legs. Subsequently, Martin had his 
spinal cord and his legs operated on and is "recovering." 

Martin is an experienced climber who tried to protect trees at the 
Wymondham by-pass site and spent many hours sitting 110 feet in the air 
occupying a pile driver. He has been a tree sitter at Solsbury Hill for two 


hunger strike as a protest against the police's brutal tactics. 

Environmentalists began gathering in Odessa on July 6 to 
protest the construction of the oil transfer terminal. The 
terminal is planned for the Odessa Shoal, where 65 


percent of Black Sea's fish reproduce and 70 percent 


of the sea’s biomass exists. The inevitability of an 
oil spill greatly threatens the Black Sea's already 
suffering ecosystem. Ecodefense! asserts that 
the project is highly illegal, for it violates 
regulations set by both the Ukraine Land Code 
and the Ministry of Nature. Among their 
actions, the international coalition successfully 
took over transfer terminal construction 
equipment for two hours. 

A set of demands has been put forth by the 
Protest Camp that they claim, if not followed, 
gives them the right to stop the project: immedi 
ately stop all work on the oil transfer terminal; 
restore land damaged by construction; compensate 
lost wages to those who have previously made a 
living from the Black Sea and have been affected 
by the project. The coalition's demands are sup 
ported by 65 percent of the Odessian people. 

Presently, the Odessa campaign is in dire trouble 
since many of their activists have been either arrested or physically harmed.

Police Destroy 
Activists' Camp 

On July 6, police in Cherpovets, Russia de- 
stroyed a camp set up by environmentalists and 
anarchists protesting Cherepovets Metallurgic 
Enterprises "AO SEVERSTAL.” Before obliterat- 
ing the camp, five activists were arrested. Two 
received five days in prison while the rest 
were fined 100,000 Rubles (about $50). 

The camp, composed of Russian and 
Ukrainian activists, was set up outside the 
Enterprise's Government offices. The Russian radical environmental group 
Ecodefense! reports that since the camps inception on July 1, the participants

NFN Targets Australian Embassy

The Native Forest Network (NFN) expanded its 
efforts to protect Australia's remaining native forests 
by organizing an action at the Australian Embassy 
in Washington, DC on July 13th. Yours truly and 
Fletch scrambled atop the carport in front of the 
embassy and held a banner reading "BAN 
WOODCHIPPING: FREE TASMANIAN FORESTS!" 
We stayed for 30 min- 
utes before the US Secret 
Service was called and 
asked to arrest us by 
Aussie security. 

Fletch and I agreed to 
come down if we could 
talk with the ambassa- 
dor about the threats 
from woodchipping to 
Australian biodiversity 
as well as to local 
communities and 
economies. The Aussies declined and we were 
hauled off to DC Central Lockup where we took an 
enlightening 28 hour course "DC Cultural Anthro- 
pology 101-War on Black People." We spent a rough 
night in a holding cell that made Sarawak prisons 
look comfortable, facing a felony charge for "occu- 
pying foreign soil." 

In the end, the Secret Service and the judge 
decided that it wasn't worth their time to mess with 


a couple of lowbaggers and spit us out of the human 
void and back onto the sultry DC asphalt. Most 
revealing was the telephone conversation that 
Cove/Mallard Coalition legal coordinator Wayne 
Price had with the head of security at the Australian 
Embassy when he inquired about my status. "We 
don't want to charge him mate, we just want him 
off our fucking building." 

To make a long story short, the action was part of 

NFN's international pulp 
and paper campaign and 
focused on export 
woodchipping licenses 
in Tasmania. Not just in 
Tassy but throughout 
Australia, native forests 
are being converted to 
woodchips bound 
largely for Asian markets. 
Formerly diverse forest 
communities are turned 
into fiber farms com- 
posed of monocultures of eucalyptus or radiata pine 
(Monterey pine). Only one in ten trees are used for 
sawlogs in Tasmania. 

The reason for targeting the Australian Federal 
Government in the US is simple. International 
pressure is necessary to get the Aussies to live up to 
the promise that the Australian delegation made at 
to the Biodiversity Treaty in Geneva last year. The 
Australian Labor Party committed to ending all 


logging in old growth and native forests containing 
high conservation value by 1995. With ongoing 
logging in the proposed Great Western Tiers Na- 
tional Park and the Gog Range, it's time for the 
Prime Minister Keating, Minister of Resources Bedall 
and Minster of Environment Faulkner to put up or 
shut up. 

Our specific concerns for Tasmania include: 

1) The Great Western Tiers must be included in 
the Western Tasmania World Heritage Extension. 
The area has been proposed as a national park since 
1990 and is home to all of Tasmania's mammals 
and 70 species of birds. 

2) The Tarkine is the largest temperate rainforest in 
the Southern Hemisphere and is of global signifi- 
cance. 

3) The Southern Forests are home to the tallest 
flowering plants in the world and should be in- 
cluded in the Western Tasmania World Heritage 
Area. 

4) The Gog Range is home to the Giant Freshwater 
Crayfish (the world's largest) which is threatened 
from native forest conversion to plantations.

"Several years passed before 
anyone thought to send out an 
expedition to the abandoned 
colony — and when it arrived 
it found the island deserted. 
What happened to the Colony 
of Roanoake? Pessimists 
jumped to the conclusion that 
hostile Indians had wiped it 
out, and this explanation 
later found its way into 
American history books. 

The rescue mission found 
no evidence of a massacre — 
no bones, no burned houses. 

It found the Colony's cannon 
carefully buried. And it 
found a note carved into a 
tree: "Gone to Croatan." 

The rescuers knew that the 
Croatans were a tribe of 
friendly Indians who lived on 
another island down the 
coast . ... 

The fate of the colonists 
is easy to trace. Clearly 
fed up with slaving for a 
bunch of absentee London 
gentlemen, the lower classes 
of Roanoake had simply 
dropped out and gone native. 
They moved to Croatan and 
joined the tribe, then moved 
again to the great dismal 
swamp, where they avoided 
discovery for a long time 
(despite elusive rumors of 
"grey-eyed Indians").

Get on their mailing list — 
for every issue that may 
concern you. Get copies of 
Environmental As s es sments , 
Ehvironnental Impact State- 
ments and their Supplements 
and Appendices and Biolog- 
ical Evaluations for the 
agencies' proposed projects 
(euphemistically called 
"Integrated Weed Management", 
"Salvage" sales, "Animal 
Damage Control" etc.) Ask 
for sale/ proposed action 
maps and buy the relevant 
district maps (quads or a 
Fireman's map of the whole 
district). Ask for copies 
of sensitive plant & animal 
survey data for the area — 
also survey methodology. 

Use Freedom of Information 
Act requests if necessary. 
Comb these documents for any 
violations (usually technical 
are more likely to be upheld 
in court) of the National 
Ehvironmental Policy Act, 
the Ehdangered Species Act, 
the National Forest Manage- 
ment Act or other federal, 
state or local law. (Get 
copies of these laws.) 

Figure out where you are in 
the process (comments? 
appeal? lawsuit? direct 
action?) and get involved. 
Try to get local people and 
anyone (groups, sympathetic 
public) notified and involved 
too-- that's where political 
pressure is derived. For 
any official communication 
with involved agencies, cor- 
porations (appeals, lawsuit. 
Freedom of Information Act 
requests) use certified mail 
with return receipt requested 
and keep copies of everything 
including notes on what they 
say to you on the phone — 
both advice and slip-ups.

Don't lose anything. Be sure 
to submit a "Petition for 
Stay" when you appeal &/ or a 
motion for a Temporary Re- 
straining Order when you go 
to court, or the destruction 
may happen while you're wait- 
ing for your appeal or court 
case to be heard. Find out 
what formats are required and 
what deadlines must be met— 
and whether your response 
must be postmarked or receiv- 
ed by that deadline. 

Grounding yourself in and 
really getting to know the 
area and critters being 
threatened are essential to 
both your sanity and your 
success in stopping the 
destruction. The primordial 
pull of the wild must be felt 
by you and expressed through 
you for the way to be clear 
and your case compelling. 
Jumping through their hoops 
is merely disenpowering and 
frustrating if you don't do 
it well enough to stop then 
or to aid a chi even ant of 
long-term campaign goals. 

Take advantage of every 
opportunity to build a move- 
ment of resistance around the 
issue — otherwise you may stop 
this one, but your children 
and the living earth may be 
faced with continued 
onslaughts after you're gone 
and you may face many more 
such problems by yourself. 
Follow this strategy for as 
long as it works to delay 
or stop damage, build a move- 
ment, then grow from there: 
use the process against the 
destroyers, don't get sucked 
into the systan that destroys

Some Thoughts 
OA f 'STRATE&y 'fisher- 

I've put a few things together in my mind I'd like to throw out into the 
sea foam to drift and take shape as a stronger current, sweeping the earth 
free of its despoilers, 

A few trends: Most activists seem to get mired in a dogma of "this tac~ 
tic is the best (or most macho, or most familar to me, least threatening)— 
therefore I'll stick to that (no matter what's going on around me with the is- 
sue.)" This rigidity prevents adaptation of strategy to changing circumstances 
and creates a tendency to put down others who use different tactics. The clear- 
est, most long-term victories helping the Earth have occurred when a wide 
range of tactics have been used— intensively, extensively, and strategically— 
in a concerted campaign which garnered public support. These campaigns take 
alot of work/play and involve a diversity of people. 

As Lao Tsu said, "In action, watch the timing." The most successful cam- 
paigns employ direct actions and other tactics at strategic points when these 
particular actions are most useful for achieving long-term goals. Unity of 
purpose and commitment in the group make the difference between "busy work" 
and revolutionary action. Far too much "activism" in the U.S. is self-grati- 
fying, conscience appeasing tedium Ceg. redundent newsletters that reach only 
the "converted", endless computer "networking" overloading the information 
glut, etc.). Think: What are the barriers to overcane? What hasn't been done 
that could overcome them? Who do we need to influence and how? We need to stop 
talking only to each other, break through the false, socie tally imposed bar- 
riers of technological annonymity and vapidness (T.V. , computer, video, city 
separation from nature). This takes creativity the movement has been lacking 
— what about inspiring people with our own awakened passion, waking them up 
with the dramatic satire of street theatre, communal arts? And why did true 
community organizing cease to exist? What about neighborhood meetings, work- 
shops, direct person to person exchanges of insights and ideas? 

It's vital for people to get to know their own bioregions — the plants and 
animals, the cumulative destruction of habitat. We need to form networks of 
biodiversity pro jects/f orest watch groups, working together, pooling resources 
and skills. Ecosystem grounded biodiversity projects and forest watch groups 
have had increasing success stopping destructive timber sales and public lands 
livestock grazing, and protecting imperiled species and ecosystems. This 
strength comes largely from on-the-ground knowledge of their ecosystem that 
these activists have developed and from their ability to adapt their tactics 
to changing circumstances. Thus we must continue to look ahead. These paper 
blockades may fall. The corporate government is trying to eliminate the use- 
fulness of each new tactic through such public relations scams as Clinton's 
"new" forest plan, (co-)Option 9, or the "Eastside Ecosystem Management Pro- 
ject". The way to get beyond their diversions is to build a critical mass of 
public awareness, raising the level of commitment of diverse individuals so 
that those taking the strongest actions can no longer be dismissed as the 
"radical fringe". 

It would help to get the ego out of leadership. People don't become 
good "leaders" by clinging to these roles no matter how many others they drive 
away. To avoid individuals becoming targets and increase empowerment, we need 
to facilitate each person becoming their own leader and working in mutual coop- 
eration. 

One major point: There is NO more room for compromise, for dealing away 
the earth behind closed doors in return for "access" to the government. That 
self-important feeling in reality means you're getting used. It's o.k. to 
criticize compromise. We need unity, but we won't get it by tacitly acce pting 
compromise in our midst— dilution of will is not strength. Enough of this "New 
Age" nonsense that we must all be so polite— even to those who destroy the 
earth. When the FBI comes knocking at your door, you don't say "sure I'll in- 
criminate everyone because I'm scared of your threats": No— and it's the same 
with the government (remember, this government of, by, and for the rich, is 
bolstered by the FBI — they're not your friends j) We must hold strong together; 

no one has the right to give the future of this living earth— or anyone — 
away. 

Don't just read this and be done with it; apply it to your own situation: 
How could you be a stronger activist? What's needed now? 

We will succeed by becoming ocean— as more peopTe"'help— and engulfing 
those who tyrannize the earth. There seems a lull in activist movements today, 
as if the current has receded, yet we are an ocean of struggle spanning mil- 
lenia; when the ocean recedes, it comes back as a tsunami, with a force that 
shapes a new shore, a more humble community with greater room for hope.

Moscow TO Moscow 


I got a collect call from Peggy Sue McRae this 
morning. She's doing time in the Idaho County Jail 
down in Grangeville for refusing to pay court-ordered 
restitution. She said she didn't want to make a big deal 
out of her two month sentence, and j ail was too boring 
to write about, so she asked me if I would mention it 
in this column? 

Well, of course I will. This restitution shit is what the 
Judge says she owes to the contractor the US Forest 
Service hired to build the road into the Cove/Mallard 
timber sale. I was down in Grangeville when Peggy Sue 
had her hearing. She was wearing a nice summer dress 
and had her hair all done up and was sitting at the table 
with her lawyer and smiling and everything. She told 
the Judge that her conscience would not allow her to 
pay any restitution to the Highland Construction Co. 
"The US Forest Service," she argued, "violated the law 
when they let out the contract, and if anybody owes 
Highland restitution, it is they." 

Judge Rienhart, his chin wavering, mumbled some- 
thing incoherent about some kind of plea-bargain deal 
being violated and reluctantly sentenced her to 61 
days in county jail. Three days later, Jennifer Prichard, 
facing similar charges, displayed similar pluck in court, 
and got 59 days. They were happily driving their 
captors bonkers when they were transferred to the 
Clearwater County jail over in Orofino. Well, after 
about twenty-four hours of our inmates taking great 
advantage of the wonderful acoustics in the Orofino 
jail, the Clearwaterwater County Sheriff called up the 
Latah County jail and wanted them to come pick up 
their prisoners. 

Jennifer claims that, while she did not know what 
it was they did, they liked it better in the Idaho 
County jail anyway. Go figure. By the way, if you 
want to, you can write to these two wonderful 
women, care of the Idaho County Jail, 320 W. Main, 
Grangeville, Idaho 83530. 

••• Speaking of the incarceration of miscreants... last 
month I ran into the world's only convicted tree- 
spiker in the basement of a Missoula flophouse. Spicer, 
as he is known to friends and foes alike, is a likable 
enough fellow, with the gait and pallid complexion 
of someone who had spent a great deal of time 
behind bars, or several sets of them in this case. He 
was still wearing his prison issue blue pants and blue 
jacket, when we met, and we spent some time 
talking about his case and how the government 
did everything it could to falsely portray him as a 
wife-beating kidnapper. 

It turns out Spicer needs to get a job real soon, or they 
will put him back in the penitentiary. It was kind of 


hard to find work dressed like that, I guess. We loaned 
him a few bucks and he went down to the Army-Navy 
store to get rid of them awful duds, and returned 
clothed entirely in camo. That oughta go over well at 
his next job interview. Fred, who owns the Beanery, 
the local Moscow coffee shop, said he would give him 
a job as a dishwasher, and Spicer's Parole Officer liked 
the idea and approved it. 

However, Stewart Scott, the local Federal Probation 
Officer, protested that he didn't want Spicer's kind 
around here where he'd probably get mixed up with 
those Cove/Mallard people. This is the man who 
wants to put Megan McNally in jail for six months 
because she won't get a paying job. Megan does timber 
sale appeals for The Last Wilderness Defense and 
receives no compensation. Spicer was the first logging 
protester in recent memory who actually wanted to get 
a job in Idaho. 

Spicer, who has become a pretty darn good 
jail-house lawyer, is trying to get his conviction 
overturned,' and get a new trial. If he gets put back in 
the pen, he can work on it for the next six months or 
so, and when they release him he won't have to report 
to no butt-head PO. 

o © ® Yes, there are Earth Firstlers in Moscow, Russia. Last 
summer a large group of them shut down an illegal 
gravel mining operation within a National Park. The 
public was angry over the mining and the protesters 
enjoyed broad public support. But, accordingto Dima, 
a long time Moscow activist, "They were wondering 
why they weren't getting any television coverage," he 
said, "I told them it might be their banner." It was fifty 
feet long and read in English, "FUCK OFF!" 

• • • A couple of columns ago I wrote about the wise-ase 
boneheads up here in Idaho. They used a few carefully 
edited quotes I made to a Danish video crew last 
winter in San Francisco, to paint me as a violent 
terrorist. The film from which the quotes were taken, 
"THE MAN IN THE RAINBOW" by Magnus 
Gudmundsson, is a classic hatchet job on 
GREENPEACE, and has been playing lately all over 
Europe and Canada. G. Gordon Liddy used it to attack 
me on his radio show. Anyway, Greenpeace is suing 
the producer and is in the process of getting an 
injunction against it being shown in Germany. It 
seems that at first Greenpeace tried to deny that they 
ever worked with us, because we condoned violence, 
which of course is false. Gudmundsson argued that 
Earth First! was funded by the French Communist 
Party, through Greenpeace, and all the Cove/Mallard 
activists received $200 a week to protest logging here. 

When I was in Amsterdam on my way back from 



Russia, I spoke with Steve Sawyer, chairman of the 
Greenpeace International board of directors, about 
this over a beer and tried to console him. "It was bad 
enough that they were using Earth First! to slander 
Greenpeace in Europe," I said, "but in Idaho they're 
using Greenpeace in an effort to discredit Earth First!" 
After getting things cleared up with their Washington, 
DC office, Greenpeace is now trying to tell the courts 
and the European public that they aren't the scumbags 
the movie says they are and that they are proud to 
work with us when they can. If they show the movie 
again, Greenpeace will sue for libel. 

•••A couple weeks ago we got together on the court- 
house steps and decided to break Idaho's brand-new 
EF! law, which makes it illegal to solicit anyone to 
interfere with a logging operation. I had my speech 
wrote-up and checked by a few local attorneys to make 
sure it was illegal. Just to make sure that they were 
aware of our intentions, we passed out garden trowels 
with complete instructions on how to use them to dig 
up logging roads. Only problem was, there were no 
cops around. I asked the local newspaper reporter, Ken 
Olsen, if he thought we were breaking the new law. He 
stated that he thought that we were. "Mike, you can't 
embarrass a state that has FAMOUS POTATOES printed 
on its license plates!" was his reply. 

••• Nagasaki's Mailbag: I've been getting a few letters 
complaining about my criticism of other people in the 
conservation movement. One writer even suggested 
that I needed to see a psychiatrist about it. But let me 
tell you something: for the most part, those that I have 
criticized are high pronie people. They give speeches. 
They write books. A few of them have made their 
careers carping on others. Usually, the objects of their 
outrage in the past have been door-to-door canvassers, 
hippies, banner hangers, and activists that don't share 
their deep thoughts about what it is to be a real eco- 
warrior. All I gotta say is, if they can dish it out, they 
better be able to take it. No more whining and 
sniveling. Got it?

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The Silent Slaughter

The war on wolves in British Columbia is being 
waged continually throughout the province. Due to 
public outrage and an aggressive campaign by Friends 
of the Wolf (FOW), the Yukon style aerial kill of the 
1980's is no longer practiced here. With voter 
opposition to the past helicopter wolf control programs, 
the wolf kill has been taken underground to avoid 
public scrutiny. The onslaught of the wolf is carried 
out by means of unregulated hunting, trapping and an 
extensive government sponsored poisoning program. 

The government estimates the grey wolf population 
to be anywhere from 2500 to 11,000. Every year, an 
average of 620 wolves are shot, 200 trapped, and 370 
poisoned. These are mere estimates. Either the wildlife 
biologists haven't a clue how to estimate animal 
populations or the wolf is in serious trouble. It is 
probably a combination of both. 

The BC hunting and trapping regulations handbook 
lists the black bear, caribou, cougar, deer, elk, grizzly, 
moose, mountain goat, mountain sheep and the wolf 
as biggame animals. Everyone of these animals requires 
a species-specific licence requiring all kills to be reported 
to the Wildlife Branch — except the wolf. We contacted 
Mark Pimlott, a Wildlife Technician for the BC 
Environment, Fish and Wildlife Branch in Vancouver. 
According to Mr. Pimlott, it would deter ranchers and 
hunters from killing wolves if they had to purchase a 
licence. He went on to say that there was an 
overabundance of wolves, which are a detriment to 
livestock and game populations. By refraining from 
requesting a species specific licence, the Wildlife Branch 
is encouraging any gun toting person to shoot wolves 
on sight. 

A deadly poison known as compound 1080 is used

extensively throughout BC 's interior to covertly reduce 
wolf populations. Banned in Mexico and the US, 
compound 1080 is readily available to BC ranchers 
who complain that their livestock has been harassed 
or attacked by wolves or coyotes. Upon receiving a 
complaint, the local wildlife officer places poisoned 
baits to rid the rancher of the annoying vermin. For 
every one complaint, enough poison baits are laid to 
exterminate an entire wolf pack. Parallel to the Yukon 
Territorial Government masking their aerial wolf 
slaughter as a caribou recovery program, the BC 
Provincial Goverment disguises 1080 extermination 
as "problem predator control." 

Compound 1080 is classified as a "super" toxin. It is 
extremely toxic to all life, especially canines. The 
lethal dose is less than 1/500 ounce for a 150 pound 
person; a quarter of this amount will kill a 35 pound 
child. The BC control program is licensed to use 1/4 
ounce annually, or enough to kill 800 canines through 
primary poisonings. Death from 1080 either results 
from cardiac failure or failure of the central nervous 
system followed by prolonged convulsions. In a control 
program public relations letter defending the use of 
1080, they boast, "While it is difficult to defend any 
poisoning as being 'humane,' according to expert 
opinion, animals that are susceptible to 1080 do not 
suffer unduly." 

Compound 1 080 causes both primary and secondary 
poisonings in "non-target" animals. Of documented 
1080 kills, an average of 30% are recorded as being 


non-target. 1080 is taken up by plants and animals 
eating the carcasses of poisoned wolves, coyotes, 
wolverines, bears, eagles, ravens and other animals. 
Thousands of animals fall victim to 1080 poisoning 
annually. With simple alternatives such as guard dogs, 
electrical fences, and proper animal husbandry readily 
available, we ask this, when will Canada join the 20th 
century and the rest of North America to ban this 
disgusting attack on the natural world? 

FOW will carry out direct action on behalf of our 
brother the grey wolf, and all our other relations who 
can fall victim to 1080. We will establish a base camp 
in BC's interior, the heart of 1080 country to scan 
ranch lands for 1080 bait. Bait sites will be video-taped 
and destroyed with the intent of bringing the true 
cruelty of this government program to the public's 
attention. Coupled with this, we will seize poisoned 
wildlife to put on public display, exhibiting the reality 
of the so called "humane" poisoning program. We will 
expose the silent war on the wolf to the world.

The Caren Range is a three square mile area of 
ancient mountain hemlock and yellow cedar, part of 
the Sunshine Coast on the Sechelt Peninsula of British 
Columbia. A group called the Friends of Caren (FOC) 
was established a few years ago to propose a park for 
the preservation of the Caren Range old growth forest. 

FOC has reached a complicated period of negotiations 
in its battle to save the over-logged area. 

On the Sunshine Coast there have been three forest 
district managers over the last four years. They have 
repeatedly refused to listen to the outcries, letters and 
warnings of professionals and other concerned citi- 
zens. All are expressing similar concerns — the Caren 
Range and the remaining old growth MUST NOT BE 
LOGGED, NOW OR EVER! 

FOC has been asking the Ministry of Forestry, Interior 
and Terminal Forest Products, as well as Ministries of 
Environment, Parks and Recreation to hear and see the 
proposed park area as an invaluable and proven wild- 
life refuge for the endangered marbled murrelet. Huge 

yellow cedars of up to 1700+ years of age live in what meagre untouched acreage 
remains. It is through the efforts of FOC members that a murrelet nest and chick 
were discovered this past summer as well as the recording of a 1 750 and 1824+ year 
old trees. The eight hundred hectares of old growth and the over 6000+ hectares of 
buffer (research) park need to be protected. 

Caren Range hikes and Saturday weekly tours have been underway for a little over 
three years, with up to 30 people per trip (3000 people to date). This is proof of the 
„ inherent, invaluable, recreational, educational importance and long lasting ben- 
efits that the Caren Range has to offer to the people of Canada and British Columbia 
for many generations to come. 

Previous logging practices and roadbuilding has caused serious damage to the 
Pender Harbour salmon fish hatchery. The kind of environmental devastation that 
the Caren Range has already endured is inexcusable and falls within the category 
of criminal actions on the part of those responsible for logging operations. Miles and 
miles of Caren Range clearcuts attest to this fact. 

We must leave standing what living natural relics still exist. Ministry .and logging 
officials are not listening to the lessons of the past concerning endangered species 
that have, through human activity, become extinct. The Caren Range must be put 
into the Protected Areas Strategy category as part of the BC Forestry, Park and Land 
Use Plans before it's too late.

Arizona called for vigils and demonstrations at federal 
buildings throughout the U.S. on November 10 against 
federal coercion of the Dineh resisters. "We are also 
calling for issuance at this time of solidarity statements 
[from native people and supporters] for the BIA to 
cease all aggressive actions and to allow dialogue and 
diplomacy to resolve the so-called land dispute." 

Several Dineh traveled to Los Angeles to demon- 
strate at federal buildings there, and native and other 
supporters did the same at BIA offices and the federal 
courthouse in Phoenix. Demonstrations were orga- 
nized by the Southern California and Arizona chapters 
of the American Indian Movement (AIM) and by other 
supporters. Arizona AIM members took food and 
other essentials to Big Mountain on November 15 of 
last year and intended to stay to help guard against 
livestock seizure. Vernon Foster, Arizona chapter chair- 
man, said the chapter was invited to Big Mountain to 
assist the Dineh. 

The Southern California Chapter of AIM in Pasa- 
dena also urged supporters to gather canned goods, 
flashlights and money for the Dineh resisters at Big 
Mountain. A chapter statement said the Dineh Elders 
have "bravely resisted removal... and have endured 
great hardships, including confiscation of livestock, 
and destruction of their water sources, as the govern- 
ment seeks to starve them off the land. " Louise Benally, 
a Big Mountain resistance organizer and spokeswoman, 
said in a November interview that besides impound- 
ing Dineh sheep and other livestock, BIA officers and 
Hopi rangers have confiscated firewood cut by Dineh 
families on their own land. Police have said they are 
doing so because the families do not have permits to 
cut wood. 

"When you are a refugee on your own land, you 
have a permit for everything, for firewood, for coal, 
even for living out here," Benally said. Dineh families 
are prohibited from making improvements to their 
homes, such as winterizing them, she said, because 
they are located on the HPL. Firewood cutting is vital 
to keeping their homes warm, she pointed out. How- 
ever, Benally added, "We feel that we have won 
already, because we are still out here. As long as 
nobody signs any piece of paper, they really can't

The Pigeon River, flowing out of the Shining Rock Wilderness Area in the Pisgah 
National Forest, has for over 80 years been home to a Champion Pulp and Paper 
mill. Located in Canton, North Carolina, the mill has degraded a 70 mile stretch 
of the Pigeon River. Champion has used chlorine to bleach pulp wood, producing 
and discharging hundreds of organochlorines — including dioxins, furans, and 
other highly toxic substances — in the environment and into paper products 
themselves. (For more information on Champion's degradatioa of the Pigeon 
River see Litha EF! Journal). 

Champion's discharge of dioxin and other compounds over several decades has led 
to severe damage to the ecosystem of the Pigeon River. After much public pressure 
over the past several years, Champion decided to "modernize" their Canton mill. The 
Index of Biotic Integrity (IBI), which measures the overall health of a river, is rated 
"excellent" above themill, while for the last five years, including 1994, theriver below 
Champion's discharge pipe has received only "poor" and "very poor" ratings — even 
after the completion of Champion's "modernization." 

Part of the "modernization" means that Champion now uses the chlorine dioxide 
process to bleach paper. Proponents state that chlorine dioxide virtually eliminates 
dioxin, and results in levels below detection limits. 

This statement ignores some very important facts: 1) 

There is no safe level of exposure to dioxin. Chlorine 
dioxide contains chlorine and its use in pulp bleaching 
leads to the formation of dioxin and other organochlo- 
rines. 2) There isn't just one dioxin. Most discussions of 
dioxin are limited to 2,3,7,8-TCDD, the form of dioxin 
widely recognized as the most toxic. In fact, there are 75 
different dioxins and many other dioxin-like compounds. 

3) Chlorine dioxide bleaching also produces large 
amounts of chlorate, a powerful herbicide that kills both 
plants and fish. 4) Chlorine dioxide effluents are known 
to contain chloroform, chlorinated acids, sulfates and 
other toxic compounds that can be taken up in the tissue 
of fish and humans. 

Wanting to show downstream communities how, thanks 
to their spiffy new modernization at the mill, they've 
"cleaned up the river," Champion decided to sponsor a 
"Whitewater Shootout" onjune 1 1 . The "Shootout" would 
have Olympic Canoe and Kayak team members on hand 
that locals could pit themselves against on a slalom course 
on the Pigeon River. The best time netting $1,000. Wahoo. 

Champion's ploy is to encourage recreation on the 
Pigeon downstream from their plant so that everyone will 
think they are the Good Guys, and everything is OK. And 
the gullible sons-of-bitches will buy it every time. (Shit, 
now we can make MONEY off this thing.) Five rafting 


companies have begun or resumed rafting on Onjune 10, the Foundation for Global 
Sustainability, along with the Dead Pigeon River Council and the Clean Water Fund 
of North Carolina, held a press conference at the Waterville Dam/power plant, the site 
of the following day's Shootout. They announced that Waterville Lake, 7 miles 
upstream from the Shootout site, was being petitioned to the EPA for Superfund site 
listing. The petition cited continued high levels of dioxin measured both in fish 
samples and in the sediment of the lake. 

Champion was expecting 5,000 people to show up for the Shootout. Competition 
was to begin at noon. Figuring things would be running a bit late, our crew pulled 
together about 12:30. We had radiation suits, gas masks, whistles, and the dreaded 
banners. We tried to talk one of our own into entering the race, gas mask and all, but 
no one was willing to get in the water. The Grim Reaper showed up on the bank 
opposite of the competition around 1 2:30. He was encouraging people to, "Come on 
down to the River, come on in, it won't hurt you, really it's safe, Champion told me so." 

Half an hour later, a pick-up truck pulls over on the interstate above Waterville 
Dam, ten people jump out, ropes are tied onto the guard rails, and white suits begin 
to rappel down, D-I-O-X-I-N spelled out on the backs of the descenders. Once we got 
down the hill, we started blowing whistles, chanting, singing, dancing. But it didn't 
take much. The 5,000 people Champion was expecting turned out to be about 75, 25 
of whom were our people. 

The minute we threw the rope over the guard rail all attention was focused on us. 
Everyone on the opposite bank where the festivities were commencing watched to see 
what was going to happen next. We were much more interesting and having lots more 
fun than the boring old announcer on the other side. And then came the big doozy; 
we unfurled the banners. "CHAMPION: POISONING PEOPLE FOR PUBLIC RELA- 
TIONS," and "WHITEWATER CANCER, CATCH IT!" 

We stayed on the bank for a couple of hours. Time 
enough for all the media to get their photo-ops, time 
enough to totally disrupt Champion's whole public rela- 
tions schmooze, and time enough for us to steal all of the 
media coverage on the event. 

Champion invested at least several thousands of dollars 
in pre-media hype for the event. In a few short hours, with 
the help of a couple of banners, we were able to ride all that 
media into the shore. (No pun intended.) 

This was one of the easiest actions we have pulled off 
down here in a while. There are many integral pieces to the 
battles we wage. Public education is one of them. When 
people turned on their television sets that night and 
opened the paper the next morning to see or read about the 
Champion greenwash what they saw was "CHAMPION: 
POISONING PEOPLE FOR PUBLIC RELATIONS," and 
"WHITEWATER CANCER, CATCH IT!" Hello, Wake Up! 
And good Gaia, we weren't arrested, that was the last thing 
we needed two weeks before the Rendezvous. 

Champion sure ain't leaving our bioregion anytime 
soon, but we'll continue to wage war against them as long 
as they are here. Fuck you Champion International Paper. 
There's a hot little comer waiting in hell for you. And some 
of us will not sleep in peace until that day when we know 
that your blood stained hands rest cold. We will be there for 
any attempt you make to wash your dirty hands and wear 
white gloves. Your lies will be exposed. 



Pulp Mill Invades Ohio Valley

It is now clear that plans for constructing a mam- 
moth paper and pulp mill at Apple Grove, West 
Virginia, are on the fast track. The scope of the project 
is mind boggling. When operating at maximum ca- 
pacity, Apple Grove Pulp and Paper will produce 956 
tons of bleached market hardwood and 3,090 tons of 
paper per day. 

The $1.2 billion mill is being constructed in three 
phases. The first will consume 36 square miles of forest 
per year, and once the second and third phases are 
complete, the mill will pillage 72square miles per year, 
making it the largest such facility in the country. This 
translates to 11.3 million acres of forest, including 
parts of the Wayne National Forest of Ohio. 

Several years ago when the multinational parent 
company Parsons & Wittemore (P&W) announced 
their plans to construct a paper and pulp mill in Apple 
Grove, many land owners in the region received a 
letter saying that the company wanted to buy their 
trees, scrap or otherwise. Generally, pulp is made from 
softwoods like pine. Most trees in the region are 
hardwoods, like oaks, cherry, ash and maple, which 
could be used for making furniture, musical instru- 
ments, hardwood floors and other construction mate- 
rials to provide many long-term jobs. Instead, P&W 
plans to cut them all for low grade wood and paper 
products, increasing the regional harvest by 140%. 

Since 1989, P&W (the same P&W behind the effort 
to have the state's water quality standards weakened) 
has been meetingbehind closed doors with politicians 
and agency heads, cutting deals. P&W has refused all 
requests from citizens groups to meet and discuss 
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concerns. The strategy used by P&W has been akin to 
raisin' mushrooms: keep 'em in the dark and feed 
them a lot of shit. 

Clearcutting, which removes all the trees from an 
area, would be a primary method of harvest. The 
region's extremely valuable hardwood forests would be 
ravaged like they were at the turn of the century, when 
unregulated timbering destroyed all the virgin forests 
by 1920. West Virginia has minimal regulations on the 
timber industry and no soil or sediment control laws. 

Some probable effects of the mill include an increase 
in erosion and flooding; degradation of streams and 
endangerment of native fish and other aquatic life; the 
replacement of valuable hardwood forests with fast 
growing pine plantations which are more susceptible to 
disease; and the loss of the current diversity in the 
forests which serves as home to many species of wildlife. 

A portion of the mill's proposed landfill will be 
located in the 100 year flood plain and within a 
wetland area, requiring a US Army Corps' Section 404 
permit. P&W is presently having consultants examine 
the soil, plants and hydrology to determine the param- 
eters of the wetlands. 

The pulp and paper mill will chlorine bleach their 
products, despite efforts to convince the company to 
use bleaching alternatives that produce no die-oxin. 

On June 7, a hearing was held to take comments 
related to landfill and water (NPDES) permits. Industry 
representatives packed the hearing, overwhelming 
representatives of local environmental groups, who 
were not notified about the hearing despite inquiry. 

According to Joe Hazelbaker, Director of the Buck- 
eye Forest Council, "The hearing was run by the 


Mafia. " Representatives from P&W were allowed to eat 
up the public's time for comment with a full hour 
presentation. The next two hours, not part of the 
public record, was a question and answer session. If a 
citizen was considered "out of line" by the Deputy 
Director of the West Virginia Department of Environ- 
mental Protection, the microphone was turned off. 
The public comment session was concluded by a final 
statement by P&W's representative! 

To follow up this mockery of citizen involvement, 
the Ohio Valley Environmental Coalition (OVEC) 
worked with groups such as the Affiliated Construc- 
tion Trades Foundation, a large labor union in West 
Virginia, to organize a real public forum in Huntington, 
West Virginia. Although well attended, P&W represen- 
tatives and West Virginia officials failed to show. 

Several endangered mussel, fish and avian species, 
such as the Bald Eagle, may be affected by the mill's 
proposed activity. OVEC will be pushing for an EIS for 
the mill's sourcing area. They will also be pushing for 
a meeting with the new Regional Administrator of the 
EPA Region 3, Peter Kostmayer. The impacts of this 
mill on people and the environment will affect no 
fewer than three states and three US EPA regions. 
Another reason to stop the mill is the archeological 
significance of the area.

Bubba Boycotts Taiwan ( // soon...reaUy, I will")

Earth Island's Endangered Species Project (ESP) 
achieved a major victory in its Asian Tiger Cam- 
paign with the Clinton Administration's April 
announcement that the US will suspend trade in 
wildlife products with Taiwan. The decision came as 
part of an intensive international campaign by ESP 
which included release of an ESP investigative 
report showing availability of tiger products in some 
60% of Taiwan's 14,000 apothecary shops. 

In the weeks leading up to the White House 
decision, ESP staff attended the first Global Tiger 
Forum in Dehli and the March meeting of CITES 
(Convention on International Trade in Endangered 
Species) in Geneva, testified before the Taiwanese 
legislature, and had numerous meetings in DC with 
federal agency and White House staff. ESP also 
secured massive media coverage on Taiwan 's illegal 
tiger trade through a feature in the NY Times, a 
cover story on TIME Magazine and a 30 minute 
piece on ABC News Day One. Full page ads also 
appeared in the NY Times and LA Times urging US 
trade sanctions and a consumer boycott of Taiwan- 
ese goods. 

The trade sanctions, which are authorized under 
the Pelly Amendment, came after years of US 
threats of punitive action against nations who 
violate international conservation treaties. Under 
the amendment, the President has discretionary 
power to impose trade sanctions of any magnitude 
against nations whose citizens are found to be 
compromising the effectiveness of international 
treaties for the protection of marine or terrestrial

wildlife. Last fall, Bruce Babbitt certified China and 
Taiwan as having violated CITES prohibition of trade 
in tigers and rhinos. 

The trade action came following an 18-month 
campaign by ESP to end Taiwan's bristling black 
market trade in tigers, rhinos and other critically 
endangered species. Over two dozen Pelly certifica- 
tions have been issued against countries in the last 
17 years, almost all for violations of the ban on 
commercial whaling. Norway is currently under 
threat of Pelly sanctions for pirate whaling although 
the Clinton Administration has dodged taking any 
action against Norway despite the illegal slaughter of 
157 Minke whales in 1993. (See "Norway Attacks Sea 
Shepherd" pg. 1) 

China avoided similar sanctions by the White 
House when the CITES Standing Committee praised 
China for its recent progress in suppressing its 
domestic trade in tiger bone and rhino horn. Al- 
though China has evidenced some progress on the 
issue in the last year, investigators for ESP and a 
number of other conservation groups have docu- 
mented the continuing use and sale of these species 
inside China, including the operation of at least one 
state owned pharmaceutical company in Harbin 
which produces 750,000 packages of tiger bone plaster daily. 

Tiger bones and skins are continuing to be smuggled out of India, Nepal and Russia to China which has 
all but exterminated its own tiger populations. Over 40,000 tigers roamed China at the turn of the century 
but only 20-30 survive now, while the global population has been dropped to only 5000 in the wild. 

ESP is continuing its consumer boycott of Taiwanese goods and was recently joined by Earth First! and 8 
other organizations for a protest at the Taiwanese consulate in Los Angeles on May 10. Over 150 people 
showed up for the demonstration which then marched to the Chinese and Korean embassies to protest the 
wildlife trade in those countries. The protest ended after several hours when about 
50 protesters occupied the offices of the Chinese consulate for about 30 minutes. 
The demonstrators left peacefully after police arrived but not before meeting with 
representatives from the embassy who were quite distressed at the presence; of the 
protesters. 

The White House use of Pelly will be a watershed event for the environmental 
community and may be the most significant achievement for species protection 
since the creation of CITES in 1973. Renegade nations and US trading partners can 
no longer afford to defy conservation treaties and allow domestic black markets for 
protected wildlife without facing trade reprisals and damage to their credibility. Lets 
keep working and hope for similar action this year against Norway and any other 
nation who defies the international ban on commercial whaling.

The safety problems discovered were serious. They included substandard parts, 
weak concrete in the containment vessel, cables that had been pulled incor- 
rectly through the conduit, missing records, welding deficiencies and possible 
structural defects in the containment vessel. Investigations not only demon- 
strated a complete failure of the quality assurance and quality control program 
(the regulatory basis by which a nuclear power plant is supposed to be built 
safely), but also a complete communication breakdown between management 
and employees. Over all, Congress and the NRC cited employee intimidation 
and harassment as the root cause of TVA problems. In short, the plant was built 
completely wrong and it should have been canceled when these problems were 
revealed. 

But instead of doing the right thing, TVA restarted construction after the dust 
settled from the congressional hearings and the media attention. Since 1988, 
the agency has spent over $1 million every day "fixing" these safety problems. 

In other words, nuclear contractors like Ebasco, Babcock and Wilcox, 
Westinghouse and others have had unlimited contracts to tinker with a massive 
mess-up. The results have cost the region billions of dollars. Start-up dates have 
been postponed no less than six times over the past three years — three times in 
1993 alone — because of construction defects and the pervasive safety concerns 
that have dogged the plant's entire history. This year, TVA claimed the majority 
of employee safety allegations at nuclear power plants in the United States — 18 
percent. Watts Bar claimed more employee allegations than any plant in the 
country! 



By TVA's own estimates, two-thirds of the agency's assets now reside in its 
nuclear program — i.e. in units such as Watts Bar and the troubled Brown's Ferry 
plant. At a Congressional hearing in March, TVA emerged a public agency deep 
in debt and badly in need of redirection. TVA currently holds a $25 billion debt, 
which is now by far the largest utility debt in the country. Activists, energy 
experts and electrical distributors from the TVA region came to express serious 
doubts about the agency's future pointing a finger at the agency's nuclear power 
program for creating most of the problems. 

The same questions raised by Earth First! activists during and after the Watts 
Bar blockade were raised in Congress: "Why (the hell) are you still building 
Watts Bar?" "Why is energy efficiency barely a part of your energy programs?" 

One of the most important questions raised, and which must be raised again: 
WHERE THE HELL IS AL GORE? Tennessee is Gore's backyard. He silently 
watched as TVA built their nuclear empire and made no objections. He looked 
the other way when millions went to reactors that have not generated a single 
kilowatt of electricity. Finally, he barely squealed when TVA canceled their 
conservation programs in 1988 to make room for more spending on the nuclear 
power program.

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Exxon Returns to Wisconsin

In 1975, Texas-based Exxon Minerals Company 
discovered one of the world's largest zinc-copper 
sulphide deposits (with traces of lead, silver and gold) 
adjacent to the Mole Lake Indian Reservation near 
Crandon, Wisconsin. This area is situated at the head- 
waters of the Wolf River in Forest County, an under- 
ground shaft mine would produce ore for about 20-25 
years. Because of a decade of strong local opposition, 
Exxon withdrew from the project in 1 986, but has now 
announced its intentions to mine with a Canadian 
based company Rio Algom and form the "Crandon 
Mining Company." 

The mine would disrupt far beyond its surface area 
of 866 acres, one-tenth of which is wetlands. Over its 
lifetime, the mine would generate an estimated 60 
million tons of acidic wastes — the weight of 12 Great 
Pyramids of Egypt. When metallic sulphide wastes 
come in contact with water or air, the result is sulphuric 
acids and high levels of poisonous heavy metals like 
mercury, lead, zinc, arsenic, copper and cadmium. 

The proposed mine lies on territory ceded in 1842 
to the Chippewa Nation and is directly on a 12- 
square-mile tract of land promised to the Mole Lake 
Sokaogon Chippewa in 1855. The nearby Menominee, 
Potawatomi and Stockbridge-Munsee Nations would 
also be severely affected by the mine pollution and 
the social upheaval brought by new outsiders. Con- 
cerned native people have formed the Nii Win Inter 
tribal Council (Nii Win is Ojibwe for 'four'), which in 
turn is working in alliance with environmental and 
fishing groups within a campaign called W.A.T.E.R. 
(Watershed Alliance Toward Environmental Respon- 
sibility). 

A conflict over treaty spearfishing pitted Chippewas 
against some white fishermen from 1985 until the 
anti-Indian protests ended in 1992. Now, the mining 
conflict finds Native Americans and some non-Indian 
fishing groups on the same side in opposing an outside 
threat to the same resources. 

The Department of Natural Resources Secretary 
George Meyer admits that Native Americans "have a 
case" in using treaties to prevent damage to natural 
resources. The Mole Lake tribal council ripped up a 
$20,000 Exxon check (which would have bought 
reservation mineral rights) to show that their land is 
more precious than greed. Tribal Judge Fred Ackley 
says, "If they go ahead with their mine, our tribe is 
going to be devastated." 

Half of the projected mine waste is rocky "coarse 
tailings," which would be dumped to fill up the mine 
shafts. The other half of the waste is powdery "fine 
tailings," which would be dumped into a waste pond 
about 90 feet deep and covering 365 acres. To control 
leakage, Exxon plans to line the pond with a mere 
eight inches of a bentonite clay mix. The Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency admits that tailings ponds are 
"regulated. . .loosely, " and that leaks from even the best 
dumps "will inevitably occur." The DNR says that in 
nearby creeks sulphate levels would rise fivefold and 
lead and arsenic levels threefold. Though such wastes 
are poisonous for centuries, Exxon would have re- 
sponsibility for only 10-30 years after the mine closes, 
even if the tailings pond floods or collapses. 

In addition, the half-mile-deep mine shafts would 
themselves drain groundwater supplies, in much the 
same way that a hypodermic needle draws blood from 
a patient. Wastewater would be constantly pumped 
out of the shafts, "drawing down" water levels in a 
four-square-mile area. "Dewatering" could lower lakes 
by several feet, and dry up wells and springs. 

The wastewater would be dumped at an average rate 
of over 2,000 gallons a minute into trout-rich streams 
that drain into the nearby Wolf River. The Wolf is a 
state Outstanding Resource Water (ORW) — allowing 
no degrading of its pristine quality — and its lower half 
is protected as a National Wild and Scenic River. Exxon 
strongly opposed the ORW status of the Wolf, which 
is the state's largest Whitewater trout stream. 

The economic benefits of mining have been com- 
pared to drugs— giving a false high, followed by a 
terrible crash. This "boom and bust" cycle has ruined 
local economies from Michigan's Upper Peninsula to 
Appalachia. Mining companies promise jobs, but give 
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most of them to highly skilled outside workers. This 
large influx of miners brings local service costs (such as 
new sewers and schools), inflation in land and hous- 
ing prices (especially affecting older residents) and 
huge social costs if the mine closes or the company 
decides to withdraw. 

Wisconsin taxpayers, who live nowhere near the 
mine, would have to foot the bill. The company does 
not have to pay for any clean up costs (which can total 
in the millions of dollars) once its core responsibility 
is over. We are already paying for new power lines, 
highway widenings, and other projects associated 
with the mine. Yet Wisconsin's tourism industry is 
affected by harm to its natural resources, and a dollar 
amount cannot be put on this damage. 

Exxon (once John D. Rockefeller's Standard Oil 
Company) is the world's biggest oil giant, with a 
budget that dwarfs that of most countries. It is also one 
of the world's biggest producers of coal, uranium, 
copper and other minerals. Exxon Minerals has in- 
vested heavily in copper mining in Chile (only starting 
five years after a military junta took power), and

On July 16, the California gnatcatcher was put 
back on the threatened species list on an interim 
basis by the same judge who had ordered the bird 
taken off the list two months ago (see Litha 1994). 
District Judge Stanley Sporkin, at the request of 
Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt, re-listed the bird 
while a federal court battle over its status continues. 

Attorneys for the Building Industry Association 
[(909) 396-9993] and the Transportation Corridor 
Agencies had sued the Fish and Wildlife Service over 
their failure to provide the raw data used to support 
the scientific report used in the gnatcatcher listing 
package. In what was perceived by the conserva- 
tion community as an outrageous affront to the 
scientific process, Sporkin agreed with the 


uranium mining in many countries. Its El Cerrejon 
coal mine in a Guajiro Indian region of Colombia put 
it on the Survival International list of the Top Ten 
corporate violators of Native rights. Exxon is also 
accused of weakening the country's mining tax and 
exaggerating job prospects for local people. Between 
1986-1990, 32 mine workers died on the job. Crandon 
Mining Co. President Jerry Goodrich was vice presi- 
dent of operations at El Cerrejon). 

Wyoming officials found Exxon "unusually unco- 
operative" in dealing with environmental health prob- 
lems, worker safety and economic impacts around its 
Highland uranium mine. Exxon had the worst mine 
safety record among the 20 top US underground 
mining firms in 1989. 

The 1989 Exxon Valdez oil spill severely damaged 
the fishing industry around Alaska's Prince William 
Sound, which killed ducks, otters, mussels and other 
wildlife species. Commercial fishermen today say the 
salmon haven't returned in adequate numbers. Exxon 
refuses to meet with the fishermen or impacted 
Native villages, claiming that the spill has been 
cleaned up. A federal NOAA official has challenged 
Exxon data, and has said the cleanup may take 
another decade. 

Rio Algom also has a bad track record. It is best 
known worldwide for its disastrous Elliot Lake uranium 
mines in Ontario, which poisoned fish and other 
aquatic life in the Serpent River. The Canadian govern- 
ment fined it for spreading high-level radioactivity in 
waterways. A nearby Ojibwa (Chippewa) reservation 
curtailed its fishing in the river due to chronic dis- 
eases, fetal deaths and abnormal births. 

Rio Algom used to be owned by Rio Tonto Zinc 
(RTZ), the British mining giant which has opened a 
controversial Kennecott copper mine near Ladysmith 
in Wisconsin. In Nova Scotia, Rio Algom has been 
called to account for a large increase in child leukemias 
around its East Kemptville tin mine and smelter. Like 
Exxon, it is developing copper in Chile, and uranium 
in Wyoming and New Mexico. Can corporations like 
Exxon and Rio Algom be trusted to mine in anybody's 
backyard?

McLaughlin ruled on the merit of a lawsuit filed by 
environmentalists against the TCA and Federal 
Highway Administration. Although the judge 
protected areas containing sensitive habitat, the fact 
that she let the TCA start at all made us a bit nervous. 

On June 14th, Mclaughlin was to give her final 
decision on the lawsuit and thus the fate of the San 
Joaquin Hills. Orange County Earth First! was out in 
Sycamore Flats in Laguna Canyon by 9 a.m. the day 
of the hearing, hanging banners and waiting for 
word from the court. Many of us wondered how the 
de-listing of the Calidomai gnatcatcher on May 2nd 
[see Litha '93, and the opposite page on the bird's re- 
listing | would affect McLaughlin's ruling. Without a 
federally listed species, the environmentalists' 
case might not have the power necessary to 
protect the hills. 

Another concern was people. If bulldozers were to 
come, would there be enough bodies to stop them? 
At this time, fifteen OCEFIers milled about the side 
of Laguna Canyon Road. Although strong in spirit 
and dedication, a handful of EFlers couldn't stop an 
onslaught machines permanently. What we 
needed was hundreds of enraged citizens playing 
dozer tag and crawling around the scrub. 

The mainstream groups didn't seem to be taking 
the threat to the canyon seriously. On the night of 
the hearing, Laguna Canyon Conservancy (LCC) 
held its monthly meeting. The following day’s 
ruling was given ten minutes out of an evening 
devoted to a fundraising campaign. LCC and others 
like the Laguna Greenbelt were convinced that if 
the TCA were to win, it would be two to three days 
before the grading started. OCEF! wasn't comfort- 
able with such speculation. That's why we waited 
for the news, good or bad, at Sycamore Flats. 

The word came by 9:30: WE LOST. Within three 
hours, bulldozers were in Laguna Canyon. 

Two monsters were unloaded and it took only 
moments before their icy blades began desecrating 
ancient ground. Over the ridge line, on the opposite 
side of the canyon, came six more rolling down a 
service road. As they advanced, some machines 
veered off to attack the coastal sage on the slopes. 
Birds filled the air, circling chaotically, confused and 
terrified as they watched their homes plowed under 
by progress. 

The swiftness of the invasion knocked the wind 
out of many of the protesters. Though our numbers 
had grown, we were still in a pathetic state. Laguna 
Beach City Councilperson, Lida Lenny, who had 
long been against the road, showed up. Lida asked 
us what we needed. We told her, "People." 

It was obvious that the TCA wanted to take 
Laguna Canyon as quickly as possible. The "Save 
the Canyon" crusade was by far the most successful 
and popular environmental campaign in Orange 
County's history. An unprecedented 7,500 marched 
four years ago to protect the canyon from condos. 
The TCA knew they needed to move rapidly, or 
they might be faced with large numbers. Unfortu- 
nately, all groups, including OCEF!, had failed to 
prepare for this conflict. But that was in the past. 

We had to rise above and fight with all we had; we 
owed it to the Canyon. 

And then it happened. A shift in momentum 
catalyzed when a D-9 started taking down a grove of 
300-year-old oaks. From the road, one could see that 
the trees had survived the fire that raged through 
Laguna Canyon last October. One venerable oak 
was no match for a multi-ton machine. The snap 
that sounded when the dozer's blade pushed into 
vthe aged trunk reverberated through the soul of all 
who watched the murder. The Laguna Beach police 
chief later remarked in the Los Angeles Times that at 
the moment the tree cracked he almost lost it. He 
wasn't the only one. 

As the tree was being ruthlessly pushed down the 
hill, Lida Lenny, Eleanor Henry and Jean Bernstein, 
all three grandmothers, locked arms and began 
moving towards the dozer. With those steps forward 
onto the freshly wounded earth, the three matri- 
archs dissolved the invisible barrier which kept the 
protesters roadside. Suddenly, people exploded out 
across the grungy construction mud, over a drain- 


age and up to the yellow monsters. The people who 
charged were everyday, average people, not radical 
environmentalists. Within moments, the monster 
was quiet; its blade at the base of an oak. 

After that dozer was smothered with people, an 
EF!er lead an attack on a second machine. Soon, the 
only sound on that side of the canyon came from 
the jubilant dozer hunters. Across the road, six 
dozers still continued. Some protester's left the first 
kill to silence those. One by one the yellow beasts 
turned off. Two people were arrested but released on 
site without being charged. Perhaps the reason the 
TCA didn't throw anyone in jail might have been 
because a local politician sat on one of their ma- 
chines. 

By this time it was the end of rush hour. Cars 
crawled down the road watching the scene unfold 
before them. Those who chose to do more than 
honk, stopped and joined the resistance. When the 
project's foreman, Sandy Sanders, announced that 
work would end early that day about 100 were there 
to celebrate. Word also came that the appeals 
process was going well and that by noon the 
next day we might have another injunction.

EF! set up a base camp in a grove of sycamores on 
site. Anyone who wished to join us was welcomed. 
We told people it was important to be ready when 
the dozers cranked up the next morning. The TCA, 
fearing an impending injunction, would try to 
destroy as much habitat as they could as quickly as 
they could. 

The next day, 20 protesters welcomed the work 
crew at first light. The dozers tried to make it to the 
remaining oaks, but were soon stopped. A swarm of 
people charged the machines. In the beautiful 
confusion, Dylan, an EF!er, was able to Kryptonite 
his neck to one of the beasts. Because of a few very 
determined folks sitting on its hood, a second dozer 
soon quieted. 

The police informed everyone that they were 
going to start arresting people. Most of those who 
had descended on the dozers were new to this sort 
of thing. So when the cops threatened to take them 
to jail, they chose to go back to the road and save 
that experience for another time. Dylan and two 
support people stayed behind. Of course, the police 
kept asking Dylan, "Do you have the key?" And of 
course Dylan kept telling them, "No." This monoto- 
nous dialogue or something like it went on for 
about three hours, until the boys in blue told Dylan 
that the fire department was coming to the party 
and that they were bringing along the "jaws of 
life." They would not, however, arrest him if he 
unlocked himself. 

Right before the shiny red trucks pulled up, 

Dylan had someone bring him the key and he 
unlocked. He reasoned that it was better for him to 
save his trip in the police car for later. All in all, the 
dozer Dylan had gotten familiar with was held up 
for four hours. 

Word finally came from the lawyers shortly after 
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one. A judge in San Francisco — the same judge who 
held up the Century Freeway in LA for ten years — 
had granted us an injunction. Upon hearing the 
news, people ran out to the two machines still 
running and demanded that they stop. As the 
dozers moved out of the canyon we all cheered. 
Our joy was tempered, however, by the battle- 
field before us. 

Although much had been saved because of our 
presence, nonetheless, three groves of centuries-old 
oaks had been lost and 15 acres torn by the blade. 
For the first time in two days, we had a chance to 
truly mourn. Many walked alone through the 
graveyard. Grand oaks lay broken and battered, the 
red beneath their bark speaking too much of death. 
Birds were still taking shelter in the green, downed 
canopies and small animals caught beneath the 
soulless tractors lay in the drying mud. 

That night there was a meeting in Sycamore Flats 
at which 60 people attended. Lida Lenny began the 
evening by saying, "Lets here it for Earth First! They 
not only started the protest, but they kept it going." 
(Yes, it was very weird to have a politician publicly 
thank EF!) Lenny then went on to say that grading 
could begin as early as next Tuesday or Wednesday. 

It didn't take long for the group to embrace civil 
disobedience as a tactic. EFlers were asked to share 
their experiences with lockdowns and arrests. 
Basically we said that it wasn't too bad; one could 
even go as far as to call it fun. EF! did emphatically 
emphasize that if hundreds were running around in 
front of machines, chances are that not many, if 
any at all, would be arrested. As the cliche has it, 
there are strength in numbers. 

Word spread about our campaign quickly. That 
weekend 200 came to a rally in Sycamore Flats. (The 
president of LCC closed the meeting with a call for 
an "EF! style howl.") On Monday, the eve of the 
impending the decision, 100 came to the canyon 
for CD training. By this time, the coalition had set 
up a phone tree that would reach 500 people within 
30 minutes. 

It was exactly one week since McLaughlin's 
decision. The difference was the previous Tuesday 
we had 15 people waiting in Sycamore Flats — this 
Tuesday we had 100. A good many present were 
ready to be arrested. If we had more than seven 
Kryptonites, that many more would be ready to lock 
down. The highlight of our tense morning was 
when the Krishnas from town brought down a huge 
bucket filled with homemade lemonade. Sometime 
after lunch we were told that the decision would 
definitely come tomorrow. 

Wednesday. This day we had arm tubes made out 
of PVC pipe, duct taped and ready to go. People 
were beginning to feel weary from all the tension. 
We wanted something to happen soon. The EFlers 
hung out in their clandestine grove of sycamores 
and made bets as to what was going to come down. 
Both Pat and Geoff predicted dozers after 1 p.m. 

Ross said they'll be in the canyon tomorrow morn- 
ing. I quiped that we'll get the injunction before 
lunch. Thankfully, I was right. 

We had won a three month injunction. Even in 
our celebrating, it was hard to believe that such a 
moment had come. This gave us 90 days or more to 
organize a truly solid coalition. If what we had done 
in less than a week was any indication, there was 
much to look forward to. 

What was most beautiful about the week of June 
14-21 was watching a transformation happen in so 
many folks. Everyone who came out to protect the 
canyon reclaimed power stolen from them by the 
system. The system told them the road was a done 
deal; they answered "Fuck you." It was clear that 
OCEF! had something to do with this paradigm 
shift. Our defiant stance and sense of justice pro- 
vided a circle of empowerment for people to join. 

There is now a broad-based coalition composed of 
EFlers, LCC members and others working diligently 
to get people psyched up about Laguna Canyon. In 
August, the coalition is planning a community 
reseeding in the canyon (let those fuckers try to 
bulldoze a oak seedling planted by a eight year old!) 
and a rally/concert at which we expect 5,000 to 
attend. If the injunction is lifted in September, we 
will be a little better prepared.

All My Relations: 

Miracles happen. I took a chance. 

I went to the EF! NW Rendezvous in the 
Oregon Cascades. I was not at all prepared 
for what was about to transpire. I went with 
anxiety, about the possibility of meeting 
messed up, angry anarchistic wingnuts. 
Loose wingnuts. With stripped threads. 
Rusty. Eco-vandals without a purpose. 
Maybe even people who salute their letter 
with "Dear Shit for Brains." I had fears of 
Nazi (aka FBI) stooges documenting the 
everymoveof everyone. I didn't know what 
to expect. What are these EF! people like? I 
went, prepared to leave on a moment's 
notice if the nutcase factor was too high. It 
turns out I only met one loose screw in the 
whole bunch. 

I did not know that 1 had just walked 
myself smack into the middle of a spiritual 
catapult. 

There is a strange distance I feel with the 
first people I meet at the parking area. I don't 
know how anything works here. It's like I 
know that they know that I know that they 
know that I am not already "on the inside" 
of EF! It is obvious that in the context of the 
social protocol, I am not "one of them." Or 
so it seems. I am a new variable. An un- 
known. Intangible. I only recognize two 
people here. I had met them maybe a month 
earlier at a different rendezvous. They don't 
seem to remember me. 

I walk out to the end of a dirt road to a 
point of land which looks south out over 
Davis Lake. I am in the woods I have been 
running through for over 20 years. Never 
have I seen such a Pleistocene view here in 
Oregon. It is just magnificent to see. 

The next morning, I see a familiar face. A 
short womyn. Almost gremlin like. ATolkien 
character. My mind goes into gridlock. It's 
her. The womyn I read about in my very first 
J oumal. The womyn I never thought I would 
get to meet in person. The womyn with 
more guts than anyone I know. A Sarah 
Conner (Terminator) in real time. Judi Bari. 
I am awestruck. As if that was not enough, 
I leam that the man I see with her is 
Darryl Chemey. 

Now the catapult has been cut loose. 

I am humbled. I feel small. Inadequate. 

I realize how much of an armchair activ- 
ist I really am. And that my armchair is 
bolted to the catapult. 

To BE in the presence of these true war- 
riors. So many warriors. Warrior sisters. 
Warrior brothers. My lostness has vanished. 
Nowhere to be found. 

I am now in the knowing that they know 
what I know. And they so much more. The 
air is thick with it. A cosmic kind of smoke 
wafting through the clearings and along the 
trails. You can smell it. Without your nose. 
So much wordless knowingness flying all 
around here. Something bigger than I can 
imagine is happening. 

And I am in the center of it all. I am in 
The Wheel. 

I see it. Without my eyes. Today, I am 
blessed that The Wheel is a hurricane. For 
me. I focus on workshops during the days. I 
am tom as to which ones to go to since so 
many sound so good. A workshop for Jailed 
Activists facilitated by Peg Millett and Rick 
Scarce is pulling on me. 

Like a big invisible magnet. A kharmic 
vacuum cleaner. Don't have a clue as to who 
they are. Their stories reduce me to tears. I 
leam of the works of Marc Davis, Darren 
Thurston, David Barbarash, Deb Stout and 
Kim Trimiew. 

I am in the presence of newly released 
political prisoners of war. THE world war. 
The war that never stopped. 

The war that started hundreds and hun- 
dreds of years ago. The industrial assault on 
the Earth. My soul is spilling out into the 
pine needles I rest on. I can't contain it. I 
can't stuff this. 

I've never been in jail. Never been ar- 
rested. This is a problem. My silence has 
been complicity. 

The Nazi spirit is still alive. In the FBI. In 
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MAXXAM. In Congress. In the Supreme 
Court. In The New World Order. 

Today. Now. 

In my face. Too close for comfort. 

Scary. Real scary. Like waking from a 
deep sleep. In 1942. In Germany. In 
Auschwitz. 

That I am Jewish. A Gypsy. Non Aryan. 

I am overpowered by the fact that I have 
squandered my comfort in this life. I realize 
I am still too much a part of the problem, 
than part of the solution. And the spiritual 
catapult, with my armchair attached to it, is 
accelerating me, to where I do not know. 

This is all so intense. Too intense. 

I am numbed. 

Sunday night we have a nice campfire. A 
great campfire. The rowdies have lost a lot of 
steam. 

I am in the dirt, close to the fire. Darryl on 
my left. Peg on his left. A young man, 
unknown to me, pulls into the inner circle 
with his guitar. He radiates an apparent 
hesitation into the group. 

He has a look that says 
maybe he really can't play 
this guitar. 

I do not realize that his 
hesitation is actually de- 
liberation about when to 
start the storm. A big 
storm. In the hearts of all 
of us. 

A storm big enough to 
bust out the windows of 
my compartmentalized 
thought process. 

More wind for the hur- 
ricane. Of The Wheel. For me. For all of us. 

He starts playing some of the most amaz- 
ing inspirational songs and music and chords 
that I have ever heard. Some here seem to 
know exactly who he is, this Casey Neill. 

My entire vision is filled with a warm, 
golden glow on the faces of my warrior 
sisters, my warrior brothers. 

Fire. And smoke. 

The cold night air and the synergistic 
enigma of Casey merged into his guitar. 

He writes songs and music that cut 
through all of my linear-white-male- 
rational defenses. 

A spiritual knife. To extricate the last 
remnants Of a spiritual cancer. 

Once again, I have tears streaming down 
my face. Buckets. I am a sloppy mess. I didn't 
know that I had so much to cry for. The 
oceans of joy, my caverns of sadness. 

My rage at what has happened to my 
home. Our home. 

As if Mother Earth is crying through me. 
There is a shift. In me. All around me. I feel 
it. I know it. No words can describe it. 

I have been launched from the catapult.

As though she is guiding 
me into this new unknown. 

Unknown for me. Home for her. A new 
home for me.

Inside the perimeter fence of the Brave 
New World. With the primitives. Wild ones. 
Unclones. 

All My Relations. Time has all but stopped . 

My skin is an illusionary boundary. 

I am more than what my eyes can see. 

Yet another blessing. 

The reward for repairing my spiritual and 
emotional bankruptcy Of addiction. Drugs. 
Alcohol. TV. Science. Academia. ' 

I am now in the elusive "other side" that 
I could see with chemical assistance, and yet 
somehow never retain. 

Casey kept playing. Darryl returns. 

Peg and I release our grip of comfort. Our 
grip of solidarity. Now I know how God 


might camouflage an angel. 

Casey finishes with a song that will carry 
us for many years. For millennia. A song our 
children's children's children will remem- 
ber.

The Bronx is famous for its social prob- 
lems of crime, dmgs, and destruction in 
general.

Plus 
private groups have planted thousands of 
young white pines, and other native trees, 
shrubs and ferns, which I have helped with. 
Plus many back roads used by car thieves are 
now closed off.

I 
have killed thousands, but millions more 
yet remain. I find most of our so called 
conservationists to be soft, weak and lazy 
when it comes to going out and saving a 
forest with your own two hands, maybe 
they are afraid to get a little mother Earth on 
themselves. That's why I like Earth First! 
They don't bullshit around. They go out 
and get the job done. Native wildlife are also 
returning to the Bronx such as Bald Eagles, 
hawks, five species of owls, raccoons, red 
fox, opossum, woodchuck, rabbits, wild 
turkey, etc., and every so often a deer comes 
down from Westchester County. Twenty- 
five percent of the land area of the Bronx is 
parkland.

Dear Shit For Brains, 

I'd like to comment on the idea that the 
Earth First! movement should distance itself 
from the practice of monkeywrenching. To 
begin, I understand the fear of retribution 
and violence that some activists feel due to 
their association with Earth First! and Earth 
First! 's association with ecotage. The bomb- 
ing of Judi Bari and Darryl Chemey is enough 
to make me believe that we should all be on 
our guard. 

However, don't believe that removing 
ecotage from the Earth First! movement will 
solve anyone's problems (except maybe the 
timber industry's) .First, we must remember 
that while individual activists have been 
known to go out for a hike after dark, the 
Earth First! Movement does not engage in 
ecotage, for to the best of my knowledge, no 
Earth First! group has ever claimed respon- 
sibility for any monkeywrenching incident. 
What we do is serve as a sort of lonely hearts 
club for monkeywrenchers because ours is 
the only facet of the conservation move- 
ment that understands what they are doing 
and why they must do it. We give them 
support through the Earth First! Journal by 
covering their activities and supplementing 
the information in Ecodefense. This support 
is crucial so that their actions are not brushed 
off as "mindless vandalism" as well as to 
help insure the safety and effectiveness of 
the monkeywrenching public. You certainly 
won't see that sort of information in the 
pages of Sierra, E or Audubon. 

In her article (Brigid 94) and letter (Litha 
94) Judi Bari attempts to argue that violence 
directed against Earth First! activists is due 
in part to Earth Firstl's association with 
monkeywrenching and she suggests that if 
the movement disavowed ecotage it would 
make the lives of activists somewhat safer. 
She forgets that there have been violent 
attacks against environmental activists who 
have no association with Earth First! or 
monkeywrenching. Bams have been burned 
in the Adirondacks, stoningshave occurred 
in the Mid-west and an activist in Florida 
was beaten and sexually assaulted by use 
movement thugs. Violence against activ- 
ists, I feel, stems less from advocacy of the 
occasional act of monkeywrenching as it 
does from the success of the constant bliz- 
zard of letters, petitions, appeals, lawsuits,- 
protests and blockades that has been 
launched by the conservation movement as 
a whole. Removing the monkeywrench from 
the Earth First! tool box will not put an end 
to the violence, it will only moderate us and 
make us less threatening to the resource 
industries. 

As I understand it, part of Dave Foreman's 
plea bargain was that he would stop preach- 
ing the gospel of ecotage. The FBI was suc- 
cessful in silencing Foreman, who was the 
most visible proponent of the sport, but the 
spirit of Ned Ludd has lived on, despite their 
best attempts at exorcism. It would be a 
coup for wilderness destroyers and their 
whores in government if the entire Earth 
• First! movement became silent on the issue 
of ecotage, especially if they did not have to 
conduct a multi-million dollar operation to 
get us to do so. 

Ecotage has been and integral part of our 
movement since the word "go". The inspi- 
ration for Earth First! came in part from a 
book on the subject. The advocacy of 
monkeywrenching by most Earth Firstiers is 
something which has helped to set us apart 
from Greenpeace and the Sierra Club. The 
monkeywrench is one of our totems. That 
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we as a movement have given coverage and 
kudos to the men and women in black, and 
that Earth Firstlers place the sanctity of the 
Earth above the right to property is proof 
that when we say "No Compromise!" we 
mean it. Like it or not, monkeywrenching is 
an Earth First! tradition, as much as the 
Round River Rendezvous and howling at 
the moon. Since monkeywrenching has 
proven itself an effective tactic in defending 
the Earth, 1 believe it is a tradition worth 
holding onto.

Dear Journal Folk: 

As you must know by now two more 
prisoners were taken in the ongoing struggle 
to save life on this planet as we know it. 
David Barbarash and Darren Thurston are 
both imprisoned in Canada for actions al- 
legedly connecting them to the University 
of Alberta rescue in June 1992. Darren, who 
already served nearly a year and a half, was 
brought back, "coincidentally" just days 
after David was picked up to serve two more 
years less a day. At the time of this writing 
David was scheduled for a hearing on June 
10th, but this hearing date can very easily 
get dragged out to months from now (as was 
Darren's). 

For those of us on the outside it is difficult 
to imagine even the "little" things that 
occur in prison, like not being able to get 
vegan food or to read a decent book. Darren's 
facility does not allow him to receive books 
yet. There is little in their library that he can 
read, and most of what they have are trash 
novels. David had to remind his captors 
that cheese and eggs are dairy foods! How- 
ever, they themselves did not voice any 
complaints over these and other restrictions 
they are facing; I was the one who reacted 
strongly. Their spirits remain high and both 
men are tremendously inspiring. They 
would, however, certainly appreciate hear- 
ing from supporters in whatever manner 
possible. You can write letters (remember 
they are monitored), or send newspaper 
clippings, magazines and newsletters. 
David's facility may allow books to be sent 
but that will have to be clarified as it is 
unknown at this writing. Support groups 
should be organized by now and that's a 
way you can help anonymously and/or 
financially. Those collect calls are some- 
times the only chance they get to talk to 
anyone meaningful to them.

When we first got in here I careened from 
rage to sadness to joy. Now that the worst of 
the horror seems to have subsided, I'm left 
with an eerie feeling of wonder and antici- 
pation. Wonder at the courageous, inspir- 
ing, profound and beautiful things y'all 
have written, drawn, said and sung in what 
you would expect to be a sterile and stifling 
place. Your courageous love has done much 
to beat back the bitterness that had begun to 
take over my spirit this past year. 

The anticipation I feel is harder to de- 
scribe. It's subtle and weird and slightly 
unnerving. I started feeling it when we first 
began hearing of how the effects of our 
action were spreading outward from the 
point in space and time marked by that 
beautiful tripod on that beautiful morning. 
The best I can describe what I'm feeling is to 
say it sounds like a whispered promise of 
what the future holds, like the low rumbling 
of a distant but approaching storm. It's 
saying, "Hold on tight, a dangerous and 
glorious future awaitsyou." It'ssaying "Don't 
worry. You were there for me. I'll be there for 
you." 

What I read into what I've been feeling, 
what y'all have been telling me, and the 
news we've been getting from the outside is 
that this action was more effective and

So what's the matter, buddy? The 
hunting that used to be so easy for the 
last few years is getting harder? Not 
that there's any fewer of the charis- 
matic mega-fauna sleeping in the 
hills, but now there are light towers 
and roving security guards. Not only 
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are the oil filler tubes locked, but so 
are the engine access panels, the 
exhaust stacks and even the zerk 
fittings have little guard plates to fend 
off your aluminum oxide and lithium 
grease advances. What's a low baggin' 
hunter to do? 

Bow hunt! 

Now a hunting shaft with a broad- 
tipped head can take out any tire 
encountered but a good arrow is 
required and they can cost upwards of 
$10.00 per shot. So go down to your 
discount sporting goods store and buy 
1) a bunch of basic target arrows. 
Check each shaft for relative 
straightness; they are pine and at 
$2.50 ea. a lot are pretty bent. If 
you're going to miss let it be because 
you need practice, not because your 
shaft pulled off to the right. 2) a box 
of .223 caliber rifle rounds. The box of 
20 will run about $5.00 — 25c a piece. 
3) OK, this requires a hardware store. 
Find a short length of brass tubing 


that will fit the round — should be 
about 11/32" if my memory serves. 
Costs less than a buck for a foot or so 
which is enough for 4-5 shafts. Total 
cost: under $3.00. 

Do we have to spell it out? Any 
$10.00 thrift store kids bow will give 
this puppy enough forward momen- 
tum that at 25 meters (out of the light 
tower's reach) tires, radiators, any- 
thing can be tagged. Speed of arrow 
isn't a factor. And the bang occurs at 
the target, not at your position. 

Now, you say a bow of any sort is 
just not feasible — too conspicuous. 
Well, hey, 
never fear 
(unless you 
live in Mon- 
tana). Spend 
$6.00 and get 
an ever-useful 
wrist-rocket 
style sling 
shot. Take a 6- 
8" piece of coathanger. Wrap the 
ends tightly around the arms of the 
wrist rocket with a bend in the center. 
The shaft rests in the bend with the 
slingshot tipped to 2 o'clock. It makes 
for a short, slow flight but practice 
will give you an idea of the limitations 
(cutting a little off of the length of the 
rubber tubes will tighten things up a 
bit, but not a lot). 

MORE TIPS: A string shorter then 
the patch, tied in the inside of it will 
make nocking the arrow faster and 
easier. If your left handed, reverse the 
bend in the coat hanger wire so that 
the shaft will be supported if the sling 
shot is tripped to 11 o'clock. 




Practice — this thing lobs arrows 
more than it shoots them. Whether 
with a bow or wrist rocket, first round 
hits are important in order to be able 
to leave before things get hot. A bag of 
caltrops can help keep the security 
tracks off your back. An easy way to 
make them with out a welding rig is a 
wad of poxy putty (see the hardware 
store you got the brass tubing at) and 
four nails.

Aussie Logging Barung's 
Equipment Sabbed Burners 


$100,000 worth of damage was 
inflicted on a bulldozer and a loader 
located at the Dampier State Forest, 
New South Wales, Australia. 

Employees of logging contractor 
Philip Mathie arrived for work 20km 
into the forest to find a scene of 
destruction. Holes were speared in the 
vehicles' radiators and fuel lines, 
electrical wires and hydraulic hoses 
were cut, and gear levers wrecked. 

Mud and water had been poured into 
the engines. 

Intensive protests to protect the 
area's forests were begun in 1989 and 
more than 1,000 demonstrators trying 
to stop chainsaws were arrested in the 
following two years. 

A month before the sabotage the 
government agreed to amend 
legislation to ensure area sawmill 
timber supplies for the next two 
years. 

Reprinted from The Sun-Herald 
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Tired of developers and urbaniza- 
tion, a clandestine group in Barling, 
England has taken protection of their 
400 year farming villiage into their 
own hands. 

The night before a development 
company, "Cory Environmental," was 
to begin building a road through farm 
fields behind town, four bulldozers, 
six trucks, and two diggers parked by 
Barling Creek burst into flames. This 
incident is one of many "explosive" 
actions taken against the 
gentrification of the community. 
Other direct hits include a yacht club 
barge and an old bam that was being 
converted into a ritzy home. When 
asked about the torched yacht, a 
villager replied, "It shouldn't have 
been there. So it isn't." 

No one in Barling is claiming 
responsibility for the night work, 
though some in town are calling the 
perpetrators the "Peasants' Liberation 
Army." 



Rodents to the 
Rescue 

The diligence of a burrowing 
woodchuck and natural erosion 
combined to topple a Green Moun- 
tain Power Corporation transmission 
line, cutting power to 7,500 customers 
and flickering lights throughout 
Vermont's Chittenden county. 

In Michigan, a 30-foot boat on 
Portage Lake was scuttled when an 
monkeywrenching muskrat damaged 
a rubber exhaust gasket. 
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Dear Ned Ludd, 

Because I use a chainsaw for land- 
scaping (my enviro sin) all day long, I 
have come to know them inside and 
out. I like my chainsaw but I know 
the time will come when I may need 
to send it to chainsaw heaven. This 
can be done quickly and quietly, and 
best of all, it is not covered by war- 
ranty. 

On the side of most chainsaws you 
will find three small holes with screws 
in the bottom. Two of the holes will 
be next to each other an inch or so 
from the third. Turn the two clock- 
wise until snug and then open them 
up 1/2 turn.. .no more! When Dave 
the logger runs his saw for a while the 
whole thing will seize into a nice 
paper weight. 

When you do large monkeywrench 
operations, the companies are some- 
times put into high-risk government 
assisted tax brackets — it is better (as a 
deterrent) to do lots of small things 
like popping tires, breaching roads 
and gumming locks.

BAUCUS BILL 


The Baucus Wilderness Release Bill, S. 21 3 7, is headed 
to the Senate floor for action under Rule 14, which 
bypasses all committee action. The bill had a second 
reading and can now be considered for passage by the 
full Senate at any time. 

The Baucus bill is a reprise of the dreaded S. 1 696, the 
Baucus-Bums bill of 1992. Section 5, titled "Release to 
Non-Wildemess Multiple Use," has hard release lan- 
guage. It releases 4.2 million acres of inventoried 
roadless areas and all roadless areas less than 5000 
acres in size for non-wilderness use (logging/ 
roadbuilding, mining, oil drilling, etc.) The Baucus 
bill prompted a Senate floor fight in 1992 when then 
Senator Albert Gore and Sen. Patrick Leahy spoke 
passionately against the bill. 

In a letter to a Carpenters and Joiners Union official, 
Baucus admitted that the language was drafted by 
Steven Quarles, attorney for the National Forest Prod- 
ucts Association and the Intermountain Forest Indus- 
try Association. In an interview with the Associated 
Press Baucus said, "The Forest Service says it is too 
expensive. They do not have the resources to ad- 
equately do all the EIS's to enable them to withstand 
the legal challenges. That is why Congress must pass 
this law." 

Please call your Senators. The Senate Switchboard is 
(202) 224-3121 . Ask your Senators to place a "hold" on 
the bill, which prevents further action. 

Also call VP A1 Gore. Ask him to speak to Bubba 
about a Presidential veto of the Baucus bill.

The US Forest Service is busy, busy, busy as ever. 
On the Helena National Forest in Montana at least 
six roadless areas are proposed for entry this year 
alone. This is nearly 1/3 of the roadless areas within 
the forest. They must be stopped. 

Environmental leaders have been debating the 
merits of Pat William's Montana Wilderness Act, HR 
2473. This bill passed the House of Representatives 
on May 17. One point of contention on this bill is 
the release language for almost four million acres of 
unprotected roadless national forest. This language 
controls release of unprotected roadless lands to the 
Forest Land and Resource Management Plans 
(LRMPs). It has been argued by various environmen- 
tal activists that the release language is either 
catastrophic, inadequate, or benign. 

The LRMPs were prepared under the pro-develop- 
ment Reagan administration, when ecosystem 
management was unheard of, nor were any other 
broad-based ecological concepts used as a basis for 
generating Forest Plans. Herein arises much of the 
concern over release of roadless lands to Forest 
Plans. 

Rob Ament of American Wildlands' Timber 
Management Policy Reform Program has reviewed 
the fate of roadless lands on the Helena National 
Forest in Montana as an example of what sort of 
protection is afforded roadless areas under current 
LRMPs. The Helena contains 975,088 acres strad- 
dling the Continental Divide in Southwest Mon- 
tana. It currently contains 109,600 acres of desig- 
nated Wilderness. The 1986 Forest Plan stated that 
370,000 acres were in 21 roadless areas (RAs). 

The Forest Service is proposing a number of 
projects on the Helena which are indicative of the 
direction that forest managers are taking for 
roadless areas with lots of trees. To the Forest 
Service, the advantage of entering RAs, though 
controversial, is that the cumulative effects are 
minimal compared with other areas which have 
been logged heavily in the past. Thus it is easier to 
justify the environmental impacts of roading and 
logging in roadless areas. 

The Forest Service is required to prepare an 
Environmental Impact Statement for any develop- 
ment project in a roadless area inventoried under 
RARE II (Roadless Area Review and Evaluation). The 
National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA) requires 
that the Forest Service disclose the environmental 
impacts of a project (thus public involvement) but it 
does nothing to prevent adverse impacts. 

Roadless areas not recommended for wilderness 
status by the Forest Plan nor protected as Wilder- 
ness Study Areas are being targeted by the Forest 
Service for development. The following projects are 
all under analysis this year. They are all in roadless 
areas of the Helena: 


PROJECT— RANGER DISTRICT NEPA STATUS 5/20 

1) The Smokey Corridor is presently for sale, 
having been approved by the Forest Service. While 
this sale is not in a roadless area, its harvest of 23 
million board feet will require 40 miles of new 
roads. A lawsuit, filed by environmental and sport- 
ing groups, is currently pending. 

2) This sale has been appealed by several groups 
and is now the subject of a lawsuit by American 
Wildlands. Bull Trout are at risk here. The ROD has 
approved logging and roadbuilding in two RAs: 
Lincoln Gulch (1601) and the Bear-Marshall- 
Scapegoat-Swan (1485). Clearcutting would be the 
predominant method. A permanent road would be 
built in #1601. 

3) The initial scoping document proposed enter- 
ing three roadless areas: Cayuse Mountain (1615), 
Irish Gulch (1621), and Camas Creek (1616). This 
"vegetation treatment" project would log, build 
roads, and bum nearly 7000 acres of trees, shrubs 
and grass. Most logging would be clearcuts. Over 22 
miles of roads would be built and reconstructed. It is 
unclear how much of the logging and roadbuilding 
would actually be in RAs. 

4) This "ecosystem management" project would 
log, build roads, and burn in the Middle Mountain/ 
Hedges Mountain RA, a 32,000 acre RA which was 
once two areas but was united by a fortuitous flood 
which wiped out a road. Roads would be built in the 
RA and at least 640 acres would be logged. 

5) In 1985, a road had been built into the Ogden 
Mountain RA for the sole purpose of future logging. 
The proposed project here would be relatively small 
but is within an inventoried RA. Without the road it 
would not have been economically feasible. The 
Forest Service hopes to escape preparation of an EIS. 

Nothing further needs to be argued about the 
relative safety of inventoried roadless areas under 
current forest plans. Passage of a Montana Wilder- 
ness Bill with language like that in H.R. 2473 means 
massive roadless area destruction.

On October 5, 1 966, the Fermi I nuclear 
power plant near Monroe, Michigan 
suffered a partial core meltdown which 
put the plant within seconds of severely 
and permanently contaminating the 
Lake Erie Basin and beyond. Now 28 
years later, the Fermi II nuclear plant has 
been built, operated, and has now 
suffered a catastrophicturbine-generator 
failure which has resulted in the release 
of one-and-a-half million gallons of 
radioactive water into Lake Erie. Detroit 
Edison Company, owner and operator 
of both Fermi plants, has joined 33 other 
utilities in seeking an agreement with 
the Mescalero Apache Tribe for the 
Mescalero to store irradiated nuclear fuel. 
If the DOE does not prepare a permanent 
repository then storage on Mescalero 
lands becomes, for all intents and 
purposes, permanent.

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FERMI II DEMONSTRATION 

C'mon to the Detroit area the weekend 
of September 30 - October 2, 1994, to 
slam the door on Fermi II. 

The Student Environmental Action 
Coalition (SEAC), the Evergreen Alliance, 
Earth First! activists, Greenpeace and the 
local anti-nuke coalition are planning a 
major demo, an encampment and action 
at the plant site to coincide with October 
1, the date set by the utility to reopen its 
crippled reactor. Also, SEAC will be 
holding its national conference in 
Monroe to support the actions. 

The nuke monster, which threatens 
the entire Great Lakes Bioregion, has 
been closed since December 25 when a 
blade from its 510-ton turbine system 
snapped off, broke four other blades and 
blew a hole in the housing, causing a 
flash fire, and subsequent flooding. 
Edison ignored repeated warning of 
shaky turbine quality because of the 
huge expense of repairs or replacement. 

Now, with minimal repairs, Edison is 
preparing to restart the facility. The 
financially desperate Edison is ignoring 
the potential of a repair "accident" from 
the damaged turbine and a recent report 
that the reactor is cracked. 

Fermi II is not only one of the most 
dangerous nuke facilities in North 
America, but it is also vulnerable to shut 
down by direct action. Come to Monroe 
(home town of Gen. George Custer) and 
make Fermi II nuclear power's last stand.

It is a 800- 
mile walk starting in Cincinnati September 1, 1994, and ending October 30 at the 
statehouse in Columbus. The goal is to bring attention to the struggles being waged 
around Ohio for a cleaner, healthier tomorrow and to call for major action to clean 
up the toxic legacy left by years of neglect. 

Ohio is the second worst state for toxic chemical and air pollution, yet trails as the 
third lowest for environmental funding. The walk will raise awareness about the 
effects of incinerators, strip mining, deforestation, urban sprawl, nuclear and coal 
power plants, polluting industries, toxic dumps, stream and river pollution, 
wetland loss and landfills.

Walk for the Wild Siskiyou ‘94 


This year's walk will be August 26-28 at Sugarloaf Mountain in the spectacular 
Siskiyou National Forest of southeastern Oregon. 

Come join a diverse group of forest lovers for a weekend of day hiking in the 
threatened Sugarloaf Mountain forest. Enjoy scenic vistas, learn about forest 
ecology and celebrate the wild! 

This year the Walk will feature trail hikes to the threatened Sugarloaf Mountain 
roadless area. The Sugarloaf Timber Sale is in a roadless area and in one of Clinton's 
Ancient Forest Reserves. Because the sale was sold five years ago, the Forest Service 
claims they don't have to abide by the new forest rules, and can go ahead and award 
the sale. 

There is at least one spotted owl nest in the 739 acre sale area and there have been 
two recent sightings of the rare wolverine. The Forest Service wants to remove 10 
million board feet from the sale area. ( See the article in the last issue of the Journal.) 

Walk for the Wild Siskiyous will begin on Friday evening, August 26 with a 
gathering at a group camp site. On Saturday, after breakfast, folks will hike up a 
beautiful ridge trail to the Sugarloaf sale area. Naturalists will accompany the group 
and hold ecology workshops along the way. Saturday night we'll share in a burrito 
dinner followed by acoustic music. On Sunday, workshops will be held at the camp. 
There will also be optional hiking to the nearby Oregon Caves National Monument.

Episcopal Church Threatens Belt Woods 



Street theatre at the Episcopal Convention 


By Mark Robinowitz 

A coalition of forest activists from The Sierra Club, Earth 
First! and Washington Area Pledge of Resistance travelled to 
Indianapolis for the Episcopal Church's triennial convention 
in August to present a street theater performance dramatizing 
the role of die Episcopal Church in destroying a priceless 
piece or eastern old-growth forest. The "Belt Woods, " located 
20 miles east of the White House, near Bowie, Maryland, is the 
mid-Atlantic coastal plain's only old-growth forest ecosys- 
tem, and one of the nations best forest songbird habitats. 

The Belt Woods was donated to the St. Barnabas Episcopal 
Church in 1959 by faithful parishioner Seton Belt, who 
stipulated in his will that the trees were never to be logged and 
the land never to be sold. The last of his lineage, Mr. Belt gave 
his treasured woods to the Church to safeguard his family's 
legacy. Instead, the Church has sought maximum profit from 
this land, logged some old-growth trees, and threatens most 
of the remaining land with a 649-house development scheme. 
An Irreplaceable International Ecological Treasure 

The Belt Woods are not "raw land," as Bishop Ronald 
Haines has called them. Rather, the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service calls Belt Woods "one of the finest examples of mature 
upland hardwood forest remaining on the Atlantic coastal 
plain." The old-growth tract and the surrounding partially 


logged forest are critical nesting habitat for numerous migra- 
tory bird species already endangered by the destruction of 
Central and South American forests. 

In 1947, naturalists R.E. Stewart and C.S. Robbins noted 
that the bird populations at the Belt Woods area were the 
"densest that had ever been recorded in a mature deciduous 
forest in North America," attributing this to the diversity of 
age and species of trees. In 1975, a study by the Maryland 
Dept, of Natural Resources (DNR) found the highest density 
of forest songbirds recorded for any deciduous forest in the 
US. Elsewhere in the DC area and the nation, the neotropical 
migratory birds that nest at Belt Woods have steeply declined. 
In contrast, the bird population in the state-owned portion of 
Belt Woods has declined by only 11%. 

The Belt family's dedication to the forest is the sole reason 
it survives today. The few precious remnants of eastern old 
growth forest only exist because they were inaccessible, the 
surveyors made a mistake or someone wealthy treasured the 
forest. The area surrounding Belt Woods was settled by 
Europeans in the early 1 7th Century. All the surrounding old- 
growth disappeared generations ago. 

Targeting the Episcopal Convention 

In Indianapolis, we distributed 2,000 leaflets informing 
convention delegates, including most of the Church hierar- 
chy, about the Washington Diocese's plans to destroy the Belt 
Woods. Our leaflet respectfully pointed out the contradic- 
tions between the convention's theme of "One God, One 
Family, One Earth" and the impending fate of Belt Woods. 
We quoted the National Episcopal Church Environment 
Stewardship Team, which published a document for the 
convention that noted how "Vast areas of the Earth have lost 
their forest cover — a crucial regulator of climate and rainfall 
and a chain of life we are only beginning to know something 
about." 

The Pledge of Resistance, a group formed to protest US 
intervention in Central America, performed an excellent 
street theater for the conventioneers. Complete with giant 
"Bread and Puppet" style puppets, it told the story of the 
Church's disregard of Seton Belt's dying wish to protect the

Sierra Club Reform: 
Restoring Muir's 
Legacy

Sad but true: I get better treatment 
and more cooperation from the Forest 
Service than I do from Sierra Club Man- 
agement — and the Forest Service rou- 
tinely lies to me, cheats me, breaks the 
law and steals my forests in broad day- 
light. I still cannot entirely explain this 
bizarre phenomenon. The best I can do 
is describe and report it (I firmly believe 
that sunlight is the best disinfectant). 
The fact is that the Sierra Club, its ap- 
proximately half-million members, and 
its $40 million annual budget, are con- 
trolled by about 30 people who have far 
more in common with the Wise Abuse 
Movement than the grassroots of the 
environmental movement. And by con- 
trolling its own nominations and com- 
mittee appointments, Sierra Club Man- 
agement has been a self-perpetuating 
entity for decades. 

Sierra Club Management — consisting 
of the Board of Directors, the Executive 
Director and some other national staff, 
and the national committees (particu- 
larly the committees related to public 
lands) — bears substantial responsibility 
for numerous environmental disasters. 
Among them are the National Forest 
Management Act and the massive 
clearcutting that has resulted since its 
passage in 1976, and the Section 318 
Appropriations "Rider from Hell, " which 
prohibited legal challenges and which 
required and resulted in the logging of

Lyle Point Showdown 

by Firefly Woman 

In late Sept. '93 a treaty rights and freedom of religion spiritual and cultural 
gathering began at Lyle point, WA on the Columbia River. After a local native 
fisher's scaffold disappeared, the gathering became a peaceful occupational 
camp in protest of a proposed high-priced subdivision on traditional sacred 
fishing grounds. The developer's new stone walls, fences and iron gate further 
blocked Indian access and fishing rights to this usual and accustomed fishing 
and worship site, which the Treaty of 1855 (with the Yakima, Warm Springs, 
Umatilla and Nez Perce nations) guarantees access to. Also threatened are 
significant feeding and perching sites for numerous eagles, falcons, osprey, 
raven, hawks and waterfowl as well as Indian burial grounds and the remains of 
the historic town of Lyle. 

The developer has threatened the encampment with eviction many times 
over the past year. It nevertheless remained — with the addition of tipis, a Long 
House, sacred fire circle and sweat lodge — until early August, when these items 
and other personal property were all stolen or burned on site at the unattended 
camp. Some of these materials, including burned tipis, were found later at a 
nearby dump. Even after these crimes were reported to the Klickitat County 
Sheriff's office, they were not investigated. The sheriff's office claims no records 
of any such reports. 

On Aug. 27 and 28, a peaceful gathering of all nations was planned to revive 
the occupation and to rekindle the sacred fire in a native religious ceremony. A 
salmon feast afterwards also was planned by tribal members who invited their 
non-native friends to attend, including Greenpeace, Columbia Gorge Audubon, 
Media Island International (an investigative watchdog group from Olympia), 
and the media. * fi

The developer, Henry Spencer, a wealthy wind surfer recently from the East 
who represents an investor's group and plans to sell lots for up to $250,000 
each, filed a complaint with the sheriff's office saying that he did not want any 
non-tribal members (or non-treaty Indians) on his land. He asked the sheriff to 
arrest any of these people for trespassing. 

On Saturday morning Spencer, his lawyer, the sheriff, a large police force and 
Yakima and Inter-Tribal police were waiting for the Indians and supporters at 
the property line. The native elders asked to enter the property on their ease- 
ment right-of-way with about 50 of their friends. Soon one non-Indian media 
person was arrested when he spoke to police on the property line. Then the 
sheriff himself made a show of harshly grabbing a non-Indian woman who was 
attempting to light a cedar incense smudge while she prayed alone as a sign of 
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Crossover Dreams

Hotel in Portland. SDS is again cutting a sensitive transition 
zone buffering the White Salmon River National Scenic Area. 
Four years ago Stumptown EF! worked with local homesteaders 
on their forest actions and spearheaded pickets of the Heathman 
in Portland. SDS blinked and the issue was forgotten in a 
tsunami tide of eco-distress calls. 

So after years of soliciting Greenpeacers to show up at our 
events, I set out in their action minivan, the token EF!er, to see 
how they do things. 

There we were, marching through downtown Hood River 
with signs and banners, confronting loggers, and yelling at the 
Hood River Inn through a bullhorn, telling guests to leave 
without paying and harassing slimeball Wally Stevenson, the 
owner, who was dining inside. One of our longhairs was 
having dog troubles around the parking lot. Cops came and 
went, while a huge banner billowed in the wind-surfing breeze. 


Yakima Chief Johnny Jackson spoke passionately through 
the bullhorn to a line of vehicles at a stop-sign waiting to 
get onto the freeway. . ..Bing! It hit me. This is an Earth First! 
action. To the flipping T.

The agency wrote false letters and insulting 
cartoons to various members of groups such as the Black Panther Party and the 
American Indian Movement and signed the letters with the names of other 
members of the groups.

SUGARLOAF SALE AWARDED 

First Major Sale under Clinton Forest Plan Lies Within Spotted Owl Reserve

The threat of destruction has 
been hanging over the awe-in- 
spiring forest of Grayback Moun- 
tain, in the Siskiyou National For- 
est south of Williams, Oregon, for 
ten long years. Plans to cut these 
trees have been delayed and 
changed by a complex series of 
events involving all the major 
players in the drama of ancient 
forest defense in the PacificNorth- 
west. Everyone from local citizens 
and lawyers for the northern spot- 
ted owl to the US Supreme Court 
has had a hand in the Sugarloaf 
timber sale — a story fast heading 
towards its climax with the award- 
ing of the sale to Boise Cascade in 
August. 

Boise Cascade accepted the sale 
on Sept. 2. They now have four 
years in which to decimate the 
669 acres of Douglas fir, white fir and ponderosa pine. 
The area proposed for cutting in Sugarloaf falls en- 
tirely within forests designated as among the "most 
significant" late seral/old-growth forests in the Pacific 
Northwest by the Scientific Panel on Late-Succes- 
sional Forest Ecosystems. 

Seen from a satellite high in space, the forests this 
sale would fragment and destroy appear as a dark, cool 
island in a sea of encroaching clearcuts. The Kangaroo 
Roadless Area, of which Mount Grayback is part, 
covers over 20,000 acres of continuous old-growth 
and mature forest and is only matched by a few other 
areas in the Siskiyous. This critical stretch of wildlands 
extends over twenty miles from the Klamath River in 
California north through the Red Buttes Wilderness to 
the Applegate Valley in Oregon. Further connections 
beyond this core area to the north and south make it, 
according to Dr. Reed Noss of the Society for Conser- 
vation Biology, part of "the best remaining corridor of 
relatively unfragmented, native forest that links the 
northern Califpmia Klamath Mountains with the 
southern Oregon Siskiyous." The area provides habi- 
tat for many wildlife species, including cougar, black 
bear, wolverine, pine marten, Siskiyou mountain sala- 
mander, and the northern spotted owl. 

An Ugly Inauguration of Forest Plan 

After years of battle, the Clinton Administration 
released its Forest Plan, which sets aside a series of Late- 
Successional (Ancient Forest) Reserves meant to pro- 
vide protection for the northern spotted owl, under 
the guidelines of (co-)Option 9. Significantly, this first 
major timber sale put out under the new plan actually

occurs within a Reserve Area. The 
Mount Grayback drainage was 
also identified as a "Key Water- 
shed," critical to the recovery of 
dwindling salmon stocks. Ironi- 
cally, while Boise Cascade is busy 
logging Sugarloaf, taxpayer dol- 
lars will be trickling away in a 
joint Forest Service/Oregon State 
stream restoration proj ect directly 
downstream from the sale area. 

If there were any doubts that 
the Clinton forest plan was a po- 
litical deal to appease the timber 
industry, they were erased with 
this sale. With the release of the 
Draft Forest Plan in July 1993, 
activists were relieved to see that 
Grayback Mountain had been pro- 
tected within a spotted-owl re- 
serve. Within two months, how- 
ever, the Clinton Administration 
caved in to the pressure for more 
timber, and the Record of Deci- 
sion for Clinton's Final Plan created a special loop- 
hole allowing 20 old timber sales to be cut within the 
boundaries of Late-Successional Reserves. The loop- 
hole allows for selective 


loggi ng in the spotted owl 
reserves under the guise 
of "reducing the risk of 
catastrophic fire." 

Sugarloaf is being 
touted by the Siskiyou Na- 
tional Forest as an ex- 
ample of the kind of se- 
lective timber sales that 
they plan to carry out in 
reserves and roadless ar- 
eas all across the region. 

Yet there has been no 
analysis to justify this kind 
of cutting in reserves, nor 
has a Watershed Analy- 
sis — required before enter- 
ing Key Watersheds or roadless areas- 
formed. 

Furthermore, the Forest Service claimed that only 
20 percent of the sale area was old growth. According 
to Siskiyou National Forest Supervisor Mike Lunn, 
most of the trees in the sale are less than 90 years old. 
The silviculturist's report, however, says 80 percent of 
the sale area contains trees over 250 years. Two-thirds 
of the volume of the sale comes from big, old trees, 
some over 700 years old and seven feet in diameter. 
The Administration and the Forest Service are simply 


trying to cover up bad politics with poor science and 
outright lies. 

Ironically, Grayback Mountain escaped the infa- 
mous "section 318 sales", one of which being the 
Sugarloaf sale, intact. Section 318, the so-called "Rider 
from Hell," was the all-out assault on the Pacific 
Northwest's forests launched by Mark Hatfield in 
1989. It exempted timber sales from environmental 
laws and mandated historic high-cut levels on North- 
west forests. Sugarloaf is unique in that the citizen 
advisory panel established as part of the 318 process 
refused to approve the sale. The Siskiyou National 
Forest subsequently offered the sale anyway. 

No Surrender for Sugarloaf 
Over 200 wilderness lovers showed up to "Walk for 
the Wild Siskiyou", Aug. 26-28, a hike to the Sugarloaf 
sale. Participants took day hikes through the units to 
see first hand the amazing trees ominously marked 
with blue paint. 

The following week over a hundred people partici- 
pated in demonstrations in four cities outside the 
Boise Cascade offices to try to convince the timber 
giant to reject the sale. They didn't. 

This sale has been the focus of massive opposition 
since it was first proposed ten years ago. It has been the 
subject of a lawsuit, large scale public protests, a tree 
spiking, federal closures and angry confrontations

Yet, never 
has Grayback Moun- 
tain more urgently 
needed your help. 
This is a call to ac- 
tion.

peace on the county road nearby. As 
she was forcefully led away, other 
supporters asked the sheriff why she 
was being arrested. At this point the 
supporters gathered around the 
squad car she had been taken to, 
demanding to know the charges 
against her. The sheriff refused to 
answer, telling everyone to get out of 
his way. Tempers flared as the crowd 
attempted to capture these actions 
on film and video. A Greenpeace 
man stepped up to calm the crowd 
when the sheriff grabbed him by the 
hair, then put him in a neck-hold 
and slammed him brutally against 
the squad car. The man is now being 
charged with obstruction and possi- 
bly assault. The cedar woman was 
soon released from jail, and charges 


of violating a burn ban were 
dropped. Another man was charged 
with criminal trespass while one 
reporter's thumb was bent back- 
wards as she took photos. She has 
filed police brutality charges. During 
this incident some nine different 
police agencies from four counties in 
Washington and Oregon — as well as 
a SWAT team — were dispatched to 
stand-by. Some 30 or more police 
cars, outnumbering the protestors 
gathered nearby. 

Later that evening after a ritual 
feast, the supporters gathered at the 
public boat launch to listen to a Nez 
Perce spiritual leader and others. 
Around this time, Sheriff Jim 
Gleason was overheard at the 
County Fair telling a group of 
cowboys to gather their horses and 
ride down to Lyle with him the next 


day to "shoot us some Indians." 

On Sunday morning more media 
people from Portland TV gathered 
with the natives and supporters for a 
prayer circle before walking quietly to 
the property line while the intimidat- 
ing sheriff waited with his hand on 
his gun in front of his deputies. Again 
the elder natives asked to enter on 
their treaty easement to conduct a 
religious ceremony and were again 
told only treaty Indians were allowed. 
When some native elders proceeded 
through the gate and beckoned the 
others to follow, a large number of 
people linked hands as a sign of 
solidarity and followed, whereupon 
Sheriff Gleason arbitrarily arrested 19 
people including one Haida native. 
Even a reporter from KCMU Radio in 
Seattle was arrested while attempting 


to interview the officers. 

A federal Civil Rights violations 
complaint was filed against Klickitat 
County, several area police agencies, 
and Henry Spencer following the 
arrests. 

The Treaty of 1855 gives the tribes 
an unencumbered easement for the 
right of access, with the right to 
decide who may or may not use this 
easement to their site.

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Raging at the Stolen Wealth Games: 

Fighting the Spirit of Genocide

The XV Commonwealth Games, Victoria, British 
Columbia: an opportunity for tax dollar expendi- 
ture for the celebration of colonization by business 
and government; a chance to explode the "Beautiful 
BC" myth for enviro-activists. The games are an 
Olympics-style event featuring athletes from the 66 
countries at one time occupied and enslaved by 
England. Thousands of athletes, coaches, "dignitar- 
ies" and media converged on Victoria between the 
18th and 28th of August for a jolly old celebration 
of fair sport and were subject to the almost daily 
enlightening efforts of the Rainforest Action Camp, 
or RAC. 

RAC was created by Friends of Clayoquot Sound 
(FOCS) and a consortium of groups including Terra 
Primal and Forest Action Network. The idea behind 
RAC was to create a base camp that different groups 
could use, share skills and leam to respect each 
other's style of activism from. 

British Columbia is facing unprecedented cutting 
rates at the lowest job/wood-volume ratio in the 
world, on land that was never ceded by indigenous 
peoples. Land claims by First Nations are only now 
having any kind of success, despite admissions by 
ministers in the provincial government that the 
combined First Nations actually own as much as 95 
percent of the land mass! 

Actions began more than a week before the actual 
start of the games and targeted incoming tourists, 
foreign government types, and participants alike. 
Actions varied from dancing, singing woo-fests that 
careened through the streets to krypto-lockdowns 
and banner-hangings. The RAC collaboration 
resulted in eleven days of inspiring actions. 

Day one: Peacekeepers "encouraged" traffic 
coming from the ferry terminal to occupy only one 
lane of traffic, facilitating pamphleting and conver- 
sation between incoming tourists and RACers. Cars 
were forced to crawl by the banners and were 
allowed to pass once they took copies of the eco- 
propaganda. Twenty members of RAC participated 
in this training action, initiating the process of 
efficient, friendly action. 

Day two: Direct Action Media presented the 
Times-Colonizer (a spoof on Victoria's Times- 
Colonist). The de-constructionist two-page paper was 
wrapped around the morning edition of the Times- 
Colonist in most of the downtown newspaper 
dispensers. The first page highlighted NDP's (the 
provincial ruling party) creation of the Ministry of 
Public Relations, headed up by the "World's Largest 
Public Relations Firm, Burson-Marsteller Interna- 
tional." A description was also given of the surveil- 
lance cameras installed in various locations around 
Victoria by the Police State (no joke!) and a brutal 
history of the British Empire, 'cause there's nothing 
common about wealth. 

Day three: Malaysia will be the next host of the 
Stolen Wealth Shames, continuing the tradition of 
having the games in a nation guilty of extensive 
eco/genocide. Prince Edward (Prince Charles' 
brother) hosted a dinner for Malaysian royalty and 
government officials at the Eaton Center in down- 
town Victoria, providing an opportunity to object 
to the practices of BC, the UK and Malaysia all in 
one go. Blood covered the sidewalk in front of the 
two main entrances to the building, banners 
blanketed walls, and ranters loudly informed the 
passing dinner guests of the travesties committed by 
the present and future host countries. A long-hair in 
suit krypto-locked to a tree, first on one side of the 
Center, then on the other. A "talking-briefcase" was 
handcuffed to the activist, quoting A1 Gore and 
Prince Charles, who have stated in the past that 
Malaysia's treatment of the Penan of Sarawak is 
reprehensible and that the Penan are the front-line 
of resistance to ecological destruction. No arrests 
were made, but the "honored" guests looked pretty 
put-out (especially the King and Queen of Malaysia, 
who were conveyed through the parking garage, 
instead of up the red carpet at the front door). 

Day five: The Ministry of Environment, Lands & 
Parks (MofE) is responsible for provincial "public 
lands," including the mismanagement of wildlife. 


Despite Canada's signing of international treaties 
and agreements — ostensibly to protect 
biodiversity — the ministry has refused to act 
proactively within lands the province claims as it's 
own. One of their most infamous activities has been 
the use of compound 1080 to poison the wolves of 
BC. Six activists clad in chemical safety suits and gas 
masks attempted to enter the front of the building 
on a business morning, but were repelled by secu- 
rity. Seated comfortably in the foyer, they began a 
partial occupation, supported by 30 chanting 
banner-carriers outside. Two gutsy young occupiers 
entered an open first-floor window on the other 
side of the building. They sat there for 20 minutes, 
calling media on an office phone, scampering off 
through the basement and out of the building after 
being sighted. The harassment lasted all day, until 
representatives of the RAC met 
with ministry officials and 
extracted several conditions for 
an end to the day's events. RAC 
members were permitted to 
hand out literature describing 
treaty violations to all MofE 
employees. Friends of 
Clayoquot Sound will give a 
slideshow at the monthly MofE 
staff meeting, and will meet 
with MofE representatives on 
the Interagency Review Team 
who approve cutblocks in 
Clayoquot Sound. 

Day seven: The second 
attempt to occupy a Ministry 
building succeeded, primarily 
due to the willingness of a 
group of minors to lock down 
inside. One group locked to 
eye-bolts inserted in a huge log, 
lugged into the main lobby of 
the Ministry of Finance. The 
Ministry of Finance is responsible for providing tax- 
breaks and public-money grants to resource-extrac- 
tion corporations, such as MacMillan-Bloedel. 
Another group poured into a side entrance, first 
taking over the reception area and eventually 
entering a working area. The action began in the 
afternoon and was scheduled to last only a few 
hours. Little did we know that we would stay all 
night, without food, water, or access to toilets. The 
lockdown group, who ranged in age from 14 to 18, 
called themselves Youths for a Sustainable Future 
and demanded a meeting with ministry representa- 
tives about the misuse of the public funds to bolster 
corporate rapers. They were bullshitted by a couple 
of PR guys, briefly threatened by cops, then left 
alone overnight with three times the normal 
security for the building. Lots of support showed up 
outside, with dozens of people sleeping on the lawn 
next to the building. Even Hare Krishnas came by 
and drummed and danced for an hour. By morn- 
ing, the youths were pretty tired, but not willing to 
leave without certain demands being met. The 
ministry refused to have any kind of recording 
device present during the meeting, eventually held 
between several of the youths and ministry 
smooth-talkers. After the meeting, the persistent 
RACers described being talked around, laughed at 
and generally not taken seriously. They figured the 
meeting was only arranged to get everyone out of 
the building, with the ministry having no inten- 
tions of clarifying their dealings with the timber 
industry. Again, no arrests were made, indicating 
the unwillingness of the government to engage in 
any behavior that might make them look bad 
while international media was in town. Too bad 
for them, good for us. 

Day eight: The RACers went straight from the 
Ministry of Finance occupation to the "Funeral for 
the Forests." The morbid march snaked through 
downtown, replete with grim reapers, coffins and 
tombstones. The 300-plus endangered species in BC 
were represented by tombstones, in anticipation of 


their demise under the industrial blade. Participants 
demanded an Endangered Species Act for Canada 
and serious action to protect biodiversity, especially 
since Canada was the first signatory of the 
Biodiversity Convention at Rio de Janeiro. 

Day ten: Armed with detailed information about 
the inside of the building (courtesy of some 
Vancouver allies), the front lobby and the office of 
the Minister of deForestry John Cuthbert was 
occupied within minutes of arrival. Doors were 
secured by padlocking a chain around the handles. 
Within ten minutes, two climbers were hanging 
from the four-story roof with a banner stretched 
between them, depicting a clearcut with the legend 
"coming soon to a forest near you." Street artists re- 
created a clearcut and dry stream bed (complete 
with salmon carcasses) on the sidewalk in front of 
the ministry, painted slogans on 
the front of the building, and 
chalked outlines of salmon, bears 
and wolves on the road and 
sidewalk. The usual ranting and 
literature dispersal ensued, the 
cops didn't bother coming by and 
a meeting was arranged with 
government mouthpieces. This 
time, activists present said that the 
mood was not one of derision, but 
rather of limited support for 
conservationists' proposals. Of 
course, no promises were made 
and no indications were given that 
the ministry would take action to 
save currently threatened species 
and their habitat. 

Day eleven: In probably the 
most succinct action of the 
summer, "Ralph Waldo Emerson" 
showed up on the fawn of the 
legislature building, the site of the 
Stolen Wealth concerts (attended 
by tens of thousands). He swiftly climbed up a cable 
supporting a 120-foot flagpole, topped by the 
Canadian flag. He gradually made his way up, aided 
by much hooting and hollering from friendlies 
below and an impromptu set by Casey Neill. After a 
couple of hours, he had a 50 foot banner secured 
and hanging from about the 100 foot mark on the 
pole, exhorting the masses to "Defend the Real 
Commonwealth — Earth First!" with a salmon 
graphic underneath. Meanwhile, a couple of bud- 
dies were harassed and eventually arrested for 
shouting directions to him. One provided a bit of 
excitement by breaking away from a group of 
RCMPs and dashing through the seated crowd, until 
apprehended and taken away. The two were later 
released without being charged. On his way down, 
"Ralph" and crew made a deal allowing them to 
keep their gear and face only a minor criminal 
charge of "disturbing the peace." A large crowd 
greeted him at the bottom, chanting "let him go" to 
the RCMPs gathered at his feet. 

Throughout the games, non-uniformed surveil- 
lance crews videotaped and photographed any 
and all people in and near the actions. They 
refused to answer questions, identify themselves, 
or be videotaped in return. Almost without 
exception they turned and walked away when a 
video camera was pointed their way. Media was 
either positive or neutral, with at least one TV, 
radio, or newspaper spot per action. A 
hardworking crew kept radical lockdowners and 
low-baggers alike fed and organized, using do- 
nated food and intense concentration to pull it all 
off. Along with the actions described above, 
several smaller demos were pulled off, giving 
Victr .la and the games something to think about 
eve y day. BC tried to make use of stolen wealth 
and stolen lands for the games and found once 
more that we will not back down in the face of 
continuing ecosystem destruction.

David Barbarash, who was in jail since May of this year — for charges stem- 
ming from the liberation of 29 cats from the University of Alberta in 1992 — was 
recently released from Edmonton Remand Centre. Originally charged with 
several serious charges, with the prosecution asking for six to nine months in 
jail and time served, David accepted a plea-bargain and pled guilty to a lesser 
charge of "accessory after the fact." On September 8, David was sentenced to 18 
months probation, 200 hours of community service and time served, and was 
released later that day. David sends heart-felt thanks to all who supported him 
during his incarceration and promises to stay wild! 

Darren Thurston, who is still imprisoned on charges related to the 1992 
University of Alberta raid and another ALF action, originally received a sus- 
pended sentence and an order to pay $75,000 in restitution in September 1993. 
The Crown Prosecutor appealed Darren's sentence and successfully obtained 
another two years in jail. It remains to be seen whether or not the Crown will 
appeal David's sentence; they have 30 days to do so.

Scout Walkingflower: 

Cove/Mallard Activist Still in Jail 

Scout Walkingflower was\ arrested on August 17, 1993, while participating in 
the Wild Rockies Wilderness Day action at Cove/Mallard. He was accused of 
threatening an officer, resisting arrest, two violations of a federal closure order, 
and placing objects on a forest road to impede traffic. Gn August 4, 1994, Scout 
finally had his day in court. At the trial Scout told the defense that he was 
arrested outside the closure after taking some photographs of police macing 
other demonstrators. The District^ Attorney tried to portray Scout as being 
violent, claiming that he had challenged several US Forest Service law enforce- 
ment agents, three times his size, to a fist fight. The Forest Service flew in 
thirteen witnesses to bolster its case\ 

The jury wasn't sold on the idea that someone named Scout Walkingflower, 
who smiles a lot, would go around threatening packs of very large men in 
uniform to fisticuffs. Although he was\found innocent of the assault charges, he 
was convicted on the closure violation^, the obstruction charge and failure to 
appear. After the trial, the jury foreman phoned Scout's attorney and explained 
that the jury wanted to acquit Scout on all charges but felt that they had to 
follow the judge's very narrow instructor 

Scout Walkingflower is in jail awaiting sentencing on October 19. It's hoped 
he'll get time served, since he's been in jail for five months already. He needs 
letters of support and visitors in the Moscow slimmer. 

Scout Walkingflower, Latah County Jail, Moscow, ID 83843. 
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On August 29th I was at last released from the Spokane County Jail after 193 
days of needless waiting. Judge Fremming Neilsen presumably responded.to a 
letter written by my attorney, who reminded him of my existence and my 
continued unwillingness to appear before the grand jury. Within a day of 
receiving it, amazingly, the judge conceded and ordered the US Marshalls to 
remove me from their generous custody. Hours later I was back on the streets of 
lovely Spokane, Washington, seeing the city I'd spent so many days in without 
the slightest idea of what it was like — other than the jail and it's various fre- 
quenters. However something tells me that a jail says a lot about the city it's in. 
Spokane is not on my list of future inhabitances. 

I would like to thank all those who sent letters and contributions to me 
during that time. It is almost difficult to express how much it improved my day 
to receive encouraging words, and images of the inaccessible outside world.

Lise Olsen: 

Guilty Until Proven Innocent 

In November 1992 Chicago activist Lise Olsen was arrested at her home. 

Earlier that year, Lise had hung 21 homemade lanterns fueled with a very small 
amount of gasoline near a railroad trestle to illuminate a 30-foot red, white and 
blue "Freedom" banner. The banner was over the railway overpass, on which 
pro-fur advertising was printed. Lise had designed these lanterns to burn like 
small torches, for about five minutes, and then go out; only one of the lanterns 
actually lit, and it did indeed bum for five minutes with a very small flame. 
Because the lanterns had failed to light, Lise decided it was useless to take 
pictures for the media, and removed her banner. 

Four months later, she was arrested for attempted arson, and released on a 
$20,000 bond. According to Lise, "although I denied it categorically, the detec- 
tive who arrested me, Robert Schatzel, told the media and the Grand Jury that I 
had confessed to it. The terrible media I received convicted me before my trial. 
When the detective was challenged by my attorney at my trial to produce the 
supposed signed confession, of course he couldn't. He just said he had made an 
'error' about it." Lise describes her July 1994 trial as a "farce" and lists countless 
procedural "irregularities," including manipulation of evidence and obvious 
judicial bias. Despite a military explosives consultant's testimony that the 
lanterns were candles, not incendiaries, Lise was convicted of possession of 
incendiary devices, manufacture of incendiary devices, transportation of incen- 
diary devices, unlawful use of a weapon, i.e. possession of more than 3 tea- 
spoonfuls of gasoline. After her conviction Lise spent over a month in appalling 
conditions at the Cook County Jail, awaiting sentencing. During this time she 
undertook a hunger strike in protest of her incarceration as a political prisoner. 
On August 31, Lise was sentenced to four years imprisonment. 

Despite everything, Lise remains strong. It is clear that this attempt to use Lise as 
an example to terrorize other activists will not be successful, for Lise continues to 
resist even while behind bars and her courage serves as inspiration for the rest of us. 
Lise was recently moved to a prison in Dwight, Illinois. Her address is still 
unconfirmed, so we are recommending that people send mail to Lise c/o the North 
American ALFSG until we are sure of her address. Anyone wishing to write her 
directly can try: Lise Olsen, Inmate, POB 50001, Dwight, IL 60420 USA.

right in the middle of 
their bloody, stinking 
press conference. 

Arrgh! We made 'em 
walk the redwood 
plank, we did. 

Captain Hurwitz 
(played by Morning 
Glory, the second in 
a series of female 
Hurwitz imperson- 
ators) was joined by 
his MAXXAM maties, 

Crazy George 
Kozmetsky (Cindy) 
and Lord High Chancellor Barry Munitz (Darryl). 

We plotted the corporate takeover of Greenpeace 
and sang "I am a Junk Bond King," to the tune of 
Gilbert and Sullivan's "I am a Pirate King." The Wall 
Street Journal, San Francisco Examiner and local radio 
and TV covered the event. 

The conference was called at a critical time. The 
Headwaters Forest Act is sailing through Congress, 
but the session ends October 9. We're getting ready 
for a full House vote, and the Senate may have to 
run it through the Energy and Natural Resources 
Committee, chaired by ultra-conservative Louisiana 
Democrat, Bennett Johnson. On the other hand, the 
Senate, having no rules (did you know that?), might 


run it for a full vote soon after it passes the House. 

To help, we need immediate calls and letters to 
your US Senators, particularly Diane Feinstein of 
California and Bennett Johnston of Louisiana. Their 
address is US Senate, Washington, DC 20510, 
phone (202) 224-3121. Insist on a full 44,000-acre 
Headwaters Forest Wilderness with all six ancient 
redwood groves protected. Tell them we'll cover the 
cost by swapping it for Hurwitz's failed Texas S&L 
debt, for which he owes the taxpayers $548 million. 
Just say, "Debt for nature and jail for Hurwitz."

Desert Protection Passes Congressional Vote

The California Desert Protection Act, the largest 
wilderness p rotection bill since the Alaska Lands Act 
of 1980, has passed both Senate and House of 
Representatives votes, and now needs only to go 
through conference committee to work out discrep- 
ancies in the House and Senate versions before 
being delivered to Clinton's desk for signature. The 
total acreage protected could total 9.4 million 
acres — creating the largest wilderness area in the 
Lower 48! 

Opponents of the bill have now switched their 
tactics to defeat by filibuster. It is rumored that 
Senator Wallop (R-Wyoming) is planning on 
objecting to nominations of a conference commit- 
tee, which means the Senate then has to go to a full 
vote to decide the issue. It takes 60 votes to pass, 
and the Senate may be unwilling to spend the time 
required to take the vote. 

The region to be protected includes 90 mountain 
ranges, 700-foot sand dunes, ancient Indian 
petroglyphs, huge Joshua tree forests, the only 
known dinosaur tracks in California, and over 2,000 
species of plants and wildlife. Of these resident 
species, 157 are considered rare, threatened, sensi- 
tive or endangered, including the desert bighorn 
sheep, desert tortoise, chuckwalla lizard, kangaroo 
rat and creosote rings. The creosote rings, including 
"King Clone" in the east Mojave, are perhaps the 
Earth's oldest living organisms (genotypically at 
least). The area also contains important geological 
and archeological sites dating back to 9000 B.C. 

The Senate bill creates three new National Parks 
and over 70 wilderness areas, totaling 7.75 million 
acres. Death Valley and Joshua Tree National 
Monuments would be expanded and turned into 
National Parks, and the East Mojave National Scenic 
Area would become Mojave National Park. The 
House version, as an NRA compromise, designates 


the East Mojave as a preserve, allowing hunting to 
continue. Although hunting in the Mojave is poor, 
the NRA pushed for the preserve status because it 
"merely wantfed] to make a point." 

Passage of the bill is a victory for desert protec- 
tion, although significant compromises have been 
incorporated into the legislation. Among these is a 
provision in both bills that allows current grazing 
permit holders to continue grazing in perpetuity 
within the new National Parks. Since livestock 
grazing is perhaps the primary cause of ecological 
degradation in the desert region, this last-minute 
amendment is an outrage and contrary to the 
preservation mission the National Park Service 
supposedly represents. (The bills 
originally phased out grazing 
over the next 25 years — which 
in itself was bad enough.) 

The off-road vehicle lobby 
also had its impact on the 
legislation. More than 50 
wilderness boundary adjust- 
ments were made to appease 
ORVers, and the entire 
Algodones Dunes wilderness 
area was deleted. The Senate 
version still has 10-12 ORV 
routes within "protected" areas. 

The Senate version also leaves a huge hole in the 
middle of Mojave NP, a 276,000 acre area called the 
Lanfair Valley, which contains some of the Mojave's 
most biologically valuable sites. The House version 
removes only 40,000 acres of this area from the 
park, still unacceptable but better by far. 

The military and mining interests continue to 
maintain their seemingly omnipresent grip on 
desert lands. Low-level mili tary overflights are 
exempted from the legislation, and the armed forces 
will be allowed to continue using established flight 
paths over the desert, including wilderness areas. 


Continued use of the China Lake Naval Weapons 
Center and Chocolate Mountain Aerial Gunnery 
Range is also preserved by the legislation. Active 
mining claims will be summarily deleted from the 
National Park areas. The House version contains the 
deletion of 28,200 acres from protection in the 
Mojave area in order to exclude undeveloped 
mining claims of the Viceroy mining company. 
(Viceroy's active mining claims were already ex- 
cluded.) 

National Park status, while providing protection 
from commercial interests, brings its own set of 
problems, and will surely bring impacts to the desert 
ecosystems. The spectre of industrial tourism is 
already present in the Death 
Valley and Joshua Tree National 
Monuments and will soon 
appear in the east Mojave area. 

It must be confronted in all 
three places. The Mojave area 
alone is expected to receive 
over one million visitors a 
year — visitors who will demand 
roads for their Winnebagos and 
air-conditioned visitor centers. 
Joshua Tree National Monu- 
ment is already suffering from 
the crowds, sport climbers and 
mountain bikers demanding increased access to 
backcountry sections of the park. 

Assuming the politicians pass the legislation, it is 
not yet time to sit on our laurels: the desert will 
continue to be under attack, and there are still those 
damn cows out there. All in all, though, this is the 
most significant piece of legislation to come out of 
Washington in a long, long time, and it deserves 
our support. Write your Senators now and ask them 
to support a vote to appoint a conference commit- 
tee and get the Desert Bill (S 21) passed this year.

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Fish and Wildlife Service Versus Cactus Wrens 

And the Cactus Wren Loses...

The month of July brought partial legal victory to 
four imperiled species inhabiting the remaining 
southern California wildlands. After two long years 
of legal maneuverings, the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service (FWS) agreed in a legal settlement with the 
Southwest Center for Biological Diversity to issue 
drastically overdue 12-month Endangered Species 
Act findings for the Laguna Mountains skipper 
butterfly, the Cuyamaca Lake downingia, and the 
San Diego fairy shrimp.. .all by August 1st. An 
agreement was made with FWS that a 12 month 
finding for the coastal cactus wren would be issued 
by September 16. Of these species, the San Diego 
fairy shrimp and the coastal cactus wren will have 
the greatest impact on efforts to preserve remnant 
patches of coastal sage scrub and vernal pool 
habitat. 

Under the Endangered Species Act listing process, 
any citizen may petition the FWS to list a species as 
threatened or endangered. Within one year of the 
receipt of a petition, the FWS must determine 
whether the petitioned action is warranted, war- 
ranted but precluded, or not warranted. If the listing 
of a species is found to be warranted, the FWS must 
then propose the species for protection as threat- 
ened or endangered. Once a species is proposed, 

FWS has one year to finalize die listing. In the case 
of the coastal cactus wren, a petition was submitted 
by the San Diego Biodiversity Project requesting 
emergency endangered status for the species in 
September of 1990. A petition was submitted for the 
California gnatcatcher on the same day. In the 
course of the next two years, the cactus wren was 
virtually ignored while during the same time the 
California gnatcatcher caught the attention of more 
than just a few government officials and developers 
alike. 

On September 2nd, the FWS issued a bizarre rule 
rejecting the San Diego Biodiversity Project cactus 
wren petition on the grounds that the coastal cactus 
wren was not a valid subspecies or population. 

Background 

The coastal southern California population of the 
cactus wren is unique in its dependence on a very 
specialized, very limited habitat type: cholla or 
prickly-pear cactus patches found within coastal 
sage scrub. Cactus wrens have, over the millennium, 
adapted to the precarious existence of living in and 
around vegetation which is best known for its 
repelling affect on most wildlife species. For the 
wren, however, the patches of prickly-pear and 
\cholla along the southern California coastline offer 
nesting protection from predators, and an abundant 
rood supply in the form of cactus fruits. Their nest is 


woodrat-like in that, from a distance, it appears 
simply to be a pile of twigs nestled in the heart of 
the cactus patch. The call of the cactus wren is 
distinctive. A ratchety, rapidly repeated cough best 
describes their communications. While most cactus 
wrens live (or lived) below 450ft in elevation and 
are limited in distribution by the presence of cactus 
patches, fire, and unusual soil type, a few popula- 
tions are known from above 1000 ft. 

The taxonomy of cactus wrens inhabiting the 
southern California coastline are a conservationist's 
worst nightmare. Conservative taxonomists claim 
that coastal populations are virtually identical to 
populations found throughout the desert southwest 
and label all simply as "cactus wrens" 



coastal cactus wren, with nesting material 
( Campylorhynchus brunneicapillus couesi). On the 
other hand, preservative taxonomists argue that six 
different subspecies exist in southwestern north 
America, all of which are easily differentiated by 
plumage coloration, habits, and habitat require- 
ments. The taxonomists that actually give a damn 
about preservation of species variety make a good 
case regarding the distinctiveness of coastal south- 
ern California cactus wrens. 

Up to very recent times, a connection existed 
through the San Gorgonio Pass (near Palm Springs) 
between the coastal cactus wren populations and 
those found throughout eastern California, Arizona, 
and northern mainland Mexico. Because of this 
narrow connection, cactus wrens found throughout 
the coastal sage scrub of the Los Angeles basin show 


little differentiation from those found in 
California's deserts, except (superficially) in habitat 
preference. Analysis of cactus wrens found further 
south in Orange County, San Diego County and 
Northern Baja California Norte, however, indicates 
evolution of a subspecies has occurred through 
geographic isolation from the larger desert popula- 
tions. No connection exists between populations in 
northern coastal Baja, eastern Baja, or southern 
Baja. 

Taxonomy and Politics 

A description of this subspecies, the San Diego 
cactus wren ( Campylorhynchus brunneicapillus 
sandiegensis), was published in 1990, and soon after 
became the basis of the original endangered species 
petition. The description of the San Diego cactus 
wren, however, was rejected by the American 
Ornithologist's Union, and as a result, the FWS 
indicated in their 90-day petition finding that they 
would process the petition as a request to list the 
coastal population of the southwest-wide ranging 
cactus wren as endangered. Under the Endangered 
Species Act, the FWS has the authority to list 
imperiled populations of species that are only 
suffering from declines in portions of their range. 
Although the listing of the Sand Diego cactus wren 
would have been virtually assured due to extremely 
low numbers (less than five-hundred pairs), an 
excellent case can be made that the entire southern 
California coastal population of the cactus wren . 
deserves protection due to complete isolation and 
low numbers (less than 1500 pairs remain). 
Agribusiness and housing development have 
destroyed the narrow San Gorgonio Pass connec- 
tion, thus strengthening our case that the coastal 
population must be protected in its entirety. The 
FWS feels otherwise, however, as indicated by their 
September 2nd ruling. 

Despite objections from concerned ornithologists, 
the FWS maintains in their ruling that the San 
Diego cactus wren is not a distinct subspecies. No 
news to anyone. Further, FWS claims that the 
coastal southern California population of cactus 
wrens does not meet their population criteria, and 
thus does not deserve protection under the Endan- 
gered Species Act. In reality, the coastal cactus wren 
population meets all criteria and standards set by 
FWS for protection of isolated species' populations. 
By distorting facts with confusing taxonomic smoke 
and mirrors, the FWS has weaseled its way out of yet 
another economically unpopular Endangered 
Species Act listing. Meanwhile, projects such as the 
Foothill Tollroad in Orange County which propose 
massive impacts to cactus wren populations move 
forward. Stay tuned for further legal action.

WISE ABUSERS ASSAULT THE ESA

While Endangered Species Act (ESA) re-authorization 
bills continue to languish in Congress, the wise abusers 
are pushing through private property "bill of rights” 
legislation to undermine the ESA and other 
environmental laws, and the Department of Interior 
continues its PR campaign of administrative changes 
designed to make the act more "user friendly." The ESA 
bills are unlikely to be voted on until 1995, but we 
cannot afford to ignore these other campaigns that 
could destroy any remaining chance to strengthen, or 
even avoid weakening, the best piece of eco-legislation 
we've got. 

Congressman Billy Tauzin (D-Louisiana) is not only 
co-author of the industry-sponsored, ESA-gutting HR 
1490, he is also proud author of an even more 
horrendous bill, HR 3875, the Private Property Owners' 
Bill of Rights. This bill, which currently has a scary 1 50 
co-sponsors, would effectively require the federal 
government to compensate property owners for any 
law or regulation that reduces by at least 50% the 
maximum possible profit horn their property. It doesn't 
take much imagination to see how such an act could 
shut down enforcement of major environmental laws. 
Taxpayers would ostensibly have to pay landowners 
not to develop, not to clearcut, not to stripmine, not 
to follow through on any ludicrously destructive plan 
they happen to think up that could conceivably fly 
and fill their coffers with big bucks. You thought the 
S&L bailout was expensive? Wait 'til this thing passes. 

More likely, HR 3875 will not pass itself, but will 
scare many congressional reps into supporting ESA- 
weakening bills like HR 1490 as a "compromise." So 
long as we allow the wise abuse thugs to hold the 
offensive, we can kiss an effective ESA goodbye. The 
best thing going congressionally for our side are a 
bunch of conservation amendments (con ams) that 
the DC enviros are pushing in the Senate. These con 
ams would — believe it or not — actually strengthen the 
ESA, although as usual they don't go far enough. 
Support for the con ams is building slowly, and we 
need to light a fire under their butt by voicing support 
for a much stronger revision, as suggested by Boris 
Garoasat (see his article in Brigid '94). 

Meanwhile, Interior Secretary Bruce "Greenwashing" 
Babbitt is running around telling everyone how the 
Southern California NCCP group-therapy, voluntary- 
compliance program is the model for future endangered 
species conflict resolution. The gist of the program is 
this: bring together all the concerned parties — 
developers, chambers of commerce, local, state and 
federal agencies, so-called enviros — and pretend you 
can get everyone to reach consensus on a recovery 
plan for the ecosystem that "minimizes social and 
economic impacts." Of course, in practice the NCCP 
(Natural Communities Conservation Planning) process 
is a dismal failure. Notice the toll roads under 
construction in Orange County in gnatcatcher habitat, 
complete with exemptions from US Fish & Wildlife 
Service (USFWS), while the toll-road agencies throw a 
few hundred grand into the NCCP process to keep the 
group therapy sessions on track. Conflict of interest? 
Naw... 

Babbitt's Interior is also issuing monthly press releases 
about how they're "streamlining" the ESA to make it 
more abuser friendly. Nowhere in their PR do they talk 
about increasing protection for species other than 
humans. The rhetoric is all about "expediting the 
process," (let's not keep the developers waiting), 
"providing greater predictability for the public," 
(corporations shouldn't have to worry about losing a 
project under construction in critical habitat), "avoiding 
crisis management through cooperative approaches," 
(there is a crisis, Bruce, and we won't cooperate.) The 
latest move by Interior, possibly the worst yet, is to 
guarantee developers that once a Habitat Conservation 
Plan (better known as Habitat Destruction Plan) is 
approved, no further habitat need be set aside, regardless 
of whether a species under the plan continues to 
decline or new information on habitat needs is 
discovered. HCPs will become like legal contracts; 
once signed, no modifications that could help save a 
species will be allowed. 

For years Earth Firstlers have been talking about 


taking the offensive for a stronger ESA. If ever there 
were a time to do so, now is it. Let's give Bruce baby a 
piece of our minds. Plan a demo, set up an info table, 
and get everyone you can to write Bruce Babbitt, 
Secretary of Interior, Department of Interior, 
Washington, DC 20240. Better yet, devise some creative 
direct action aimed directly at Babbitt. We need to put 
him on the defensive and hound him like we've 
hounded Charlie Hurwitz, with a vengeance. 

Tell your Senators (US Senate, Washington, DC 
20510) that the USFWS are a bunch of wimps who 
ought to be arresting toll road builders, condo 
developers and timber tycoons. Let them know that 
while the conservation amendments to S 921 (the 
companion bill to enviro-sponsored HR 2043) are a 


step in the right direction, we really want a much 
stronger ESA bill. Find out how your congressional 
reps stand on the Tauzin bill-from-hell, HR 3875, the 
Private Property Bill of Destruction. If they don't 
actively oppose the bill, demonstrate in front of their 
offices, and keep up the pressure. Also protest at your 
nearest USFWS office and let them know how you feel 
about their abuser-friendly changes to ESA 
enforcement. Let's all turn up the heat on those who 
would gut the ESA, and keep speaking out loud and 
clear for the recovery of all species!

Wolverine Petitioned for Listing 





On August 3, the Biodiversity Legal Foundation, a 
Boulder, Colorado based environmental group, peti- 
tioned the US Fish and Wildlife Service to list the 
wolverine as an endangered species in the lower 48 
contiguous states. The Foundation contends that the 
species is biologically endangered in the majority of its 
known historic range due to dangerously low popula- 
tion levels, continued habitat destruction, restricted 
range, trapping, and inadequate government pro- 
grams. All of these fac- 
tors make the wolver- 
ine vulnerable to ex- 
tinction. 

The primarily noc- 
turnal wolverine is the 
largest member of the 
terrestrial weasel group 
and an effective scav- 
enging predator of the 
cool, coniferous forests 
of North America. It 
possesses a compact 
and strongly built 
body with heavy 
muscles and has the 
appearance of a small 
bear cub with a bushy 
tail. Due to its power 

and large feet, it is able to mn faster than its prey across 
soft snow and hunt other animals much larger than 
itself, such as small deer. It remains active throughout 
the year, even during the most severe winter weather. 

The wolverine's historic range extended from Alaska 
and northern Canada along the Rocky Mountains to 
Arizona and New Mexico. Today, its range in the lower 
US is severely restricted in the Northern Rockies and 
parts of the Northwest. It now teeters on the threshold 
of extinction in the Southern Rockies and the species 
has not shown an acceptable level of recovery even in 
the Greater Yellowstone Ecosystem. Due to its vast 
expanses of undisturbed National Park and Wilder- 
ness lands, the Glacier/Bob Marshall Ecosystem adja- 
cent to Canada in northwest Montana may be one of 
the few areas that are at or near historic wolverine 
densities. 

The wolverine was historically hunted for its thick 
fur, which was used for trimming and lining, but it 
currently has a relatively low value as a fur bearer. It 
was extensively persecuted for alleged depredations 
on deer and livestock and for raiding baited traps. The 
species continues to be threatened by trapping, poi- 
soning activities (even for other species), and by habi- 
tat degradation from logging, mining, road construc- 
tion and intense human recreational activities. 

As a low-density species, the wolverine's relatively 
low reproductive rate, high juvenile mortality, and 
poor or irregular breeding success makes the wolverine 
more vulnerable to regional extinction and habitat 
disturbance. 

Surprisingly, this rare mammal continues to be 
legally trapped in Montana, where the pelts are used 
primarily as trophy mounts or for parka trim. Addi- 
tionally, Montana allows a legal trapping season on 
the lynx and fisher, two species also in serious decline. 
The Biodiversity Legal Foundation has called for an 
immediate halt to this practice. The few areas with 


healthy populations should be used as reservoirs for 
the reintroduction and augmentation of wolverines in 
other areas. 

The failure of state wildlife agencies throughout the 
Rockies to adequately curtail the use of leg-hold traps 
has resulted in the needless injury of wolverines — 
injuries that often lead to death. It is not unusual for 
wildlife biologists to encounter wolverines with miss- 
ing toes and broken teeth. "All leg-hold bait trapping 


must be eliminated in wolverine recovery areas," says 
Jasper Carlton, Director of the Foundation. 

The increasing use of snowmobiles and an ever- 
expanding network of US Forest Service roads in the 
back country have also contributed to habitat distur- 
bance and ease of access for trappers. 

Wilderness and remote, roadless country where 
human activity is limited appears essential to healthy 
wolverine populations. Man is the only significant 
predator on wolverines. The American public is begin- 
ning to understand that carnivores, such as wolves, 
wolverines and lynx, fill an important ecological role 
and are fascinating creatures that have an intrinsic 
right to exist in the forest ecosystems of this country. 

The listing of the wolverine on the federal Endan- 
gered Species list will not only give the species and its 
wild habitat a chance for long-term recovery but may 
also help to establish a reversal in the government's 
antiquated predator policies. It is essential that state 
and federal agencies now work cooperatively to restore 
the wolverine, particularly on large tracts of undis- 
turbed public land. 

On April 23, BLF also petitioned US Fish and Wildlife 
for listing of the lynx under the ESA in the lower 48 
states — a species whose range overlaps much of that of 
the wolverine. The plight of both the lynx and wolver- 
ine is vivid evidence that most of the western United 
States has been heavily logged and over-developed 
and of the need for more effective carnivore conserva- 
tion programs. 

Wolverine and lynx recovery efforts, in concert with 
needed conservation measures for other species such 
as the wolf, grizzly bear, fisher, and northern goshawk, 
represent a moral obligation and biological imperative 
to protect not only single species, but the complex 
wild forest ecosystems of which they are a part. 

US Fish and Wildlife has 90 days in which to issue a 
preliminary finding as to the merit of the petition. 
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Dioxin Incinerator Rushes Towards Completion 

Legal Liability and Governor Traded Like a Ton of Tripe

Times Beach, once a river community that 
boasted 14 taverns and a single church, is now a 
ghost town. Driving past the proposed incinerator 
site, there is nothing to indicate that Times Beach 
ever existed. It no longer appears on area maps or 
street signs. Like dozens of other Missouri commu- 
nities, Times Beach was sprayed with dioxin-laden 
waste oil in the early seventies. Its residents were 
later compensated, relocated and then forgotten. 

"Liability is what they're scared of," stated 
Marilyn Leistner in a recent interview. Leistner is 
the former mayor of Times Beach. "I know of many 
former neighbors and friends now suffering from 
cancers and other health effects directly related to 
dioxin. There has been no real follow-up on our 
health by the state of Missouri or any agency," said 
Leistner. 

In the early 1980s, as the Times Beach story 
unfolded to the nation, a small independent waste 
hauler named Russell Bliss was scapegoated for the 
entire dioxin catastrophe, which still plagues 27 
Superfund sites in Missouri. Bliss was subcontracted 
by Independent Petrochemical Corp. (IPC). His job 
was to dispose of residues that IPC had been con- 
tracted to remove from Hoffman-Taff 's holding

tanks at their herbicide plant in Verona. Bliss mixed 
the dioxin with waste oil and sprayed it on horse 
arenas, truck lots, trailer parks and the town of 
Times Beach during 1971-1973. 

The Verona plant is where Hoffman-Taff pro- 
duced Agent Orange beginning in 1969. Agent 
Orange was used to defoliate the rebel-held forests 
of southern Vietnam. The Air Force deforestation 
campaign was code-named "Operation Ranch 
Hand." Its motto was "Only we can prevent forests." 

It has been established that as early as November 
1972 , then-Attorney General of Missouri, John 
Danforth, knew of the spraying. Danforth's office 
had received a deposition by Bliss of all the sites he 


had sprayed with the waste oil. The deposition was 
taken in St. Charles County during a state investi- 
gation of the mysterious death of 36 horses and a 
variety of wildlife at a horse ranch. 

According to a congressional report by the Office 
of Technology Assessment, "in 1974 the Centers 
for Disease Control (CDC) identified dioxin as the 
toxic substance in Missouri waste oil." It wasn't 
until 1982, eight years later, that the US Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) allegedly "discov- 
ered dioxin levels up to 1,200 parts per billion in 
Times Beach." 

On November 10th, 1982, the residents of Times 
Beach were finally informed that the oil sprayed on 
their streets contained dioxin. This was at least ten 
years after Danforth's office had been informed of 
the Bliss connection. Neither Danforth, nor any 
State or Federal agency thus far has admitted that 
their silence amounts to complicity in the dioxin 
debacle of Missouri, nor do they accept any liability 
for their negligence. 

Liability is something Syntex Agribusiness was 
willing to purchase when they bought Hoffman- 
Taff and their Verona herbicide plant. Syntex is a 
large pharmaceutical company now responsible for

Ozark 
Summer attempted to raise awareness about threats to the Ozark bioregion and 
halt those threats by combining direct action with community service, educa- 
tion and scientific research. 

The summer kicked off with a victory. An action was planned to stop a 100 
mile on- and off-road motorcycle ride through the Mark Twain National Forest 
that would illegally cross several streams. For three days we faced constant 
surveillance at our campsite by Freddie cops and county deputies who refused 
all offers to play volleyball. On the day of the ride we announced that we'd be 
at three of the routed stream crossings, one of which was just yards from a 
beaver dam. We even asked the Freddies the best way to get there. We waited 
and waited but the drone of the flatulent beasts never got quite loud enough. 
The route was changed! Unfortunately, another stream was crossed, but Sierra 
Club activists were there to document the violation for possible future lawsuits. 

Another successful action was a demonstration at the capitol in Jefferson City 
to protest lead mining. It was well covered by the media and raised awareness of 
the extremely high lead content in some Ozark streams. We'd like to thank the 
Direct Action Fund for helping to make the demo a success. 

Ironically, it was the commun / service aspect of our campaign that raised 
the most opposition. It seemed to scare the hell out of the industry-funded wi$e 
u$e movement in southern Missouri. The greedheads were afraid that our 
message of ecology, sustainability, and concern for the local communities 
would undercut their pseudo-concerned propaganda. With lots of money and 
no morals to dissuade them, they were successful in stopping three of our 
projects. 

It did not occur to us that community service plans should be kept secret, but 
our open campaign enabled People for the West! (Custer, Manifest Destiny, etc.) 
to find out where we were headed next without using up all their precious 
wisdom. A plot to clean up flood damage in Ellington and plant trees on flood- 
prone hillsides was first to fall to the proverbial ax. Forest Service complicity in 
this cancellation is suspected; Freddies reportedly attended a town meeting 
which revoked our invitation to camp in the town park and share a welcome 
dinner with residents. 

Another project was work on an outdoor classroom in Viburnum, where a 
lead mining facility is owned by Doe Run. Doe Run has contributed at least 
$40,000 to the local People For the West! (PFW!?) chapters. A week before our 
scheduled arrival we tried to set up a debate with PFW! and naively informed 
them about our plans. Within an hour the mayor of Viburnum, who had set up 
the project, canceled it whining that we never admitted our intention to 
"destroy the community." I guess outdoor classrooms are more subversive than 
we surmised. 

A last-minute third attempt was to create environmental education curricula 
at a community center in Salem. The morning we arrived their employees told 
us we had been canceled — again. We could only get vague reasons, like "insur- 
ance," as to why anyone else could walk off the street and vplunteer, while we 
could not. 

We then decided to use the period we had planned for community service to 
expose the yellow bellied wise users— who refused to debate us — and their 
dogged attempts to keep us from doing anything the public could perceive as 
"good work." Not all our work was blocked, however. Later projects such as 


cleanups of the Jack's Fork and Eleven Point rivers and maintenance of the 
Ozark Trail were successful. 

Employees of the US Forest Service for whom we did some work (yes, the 
Freddies) told us that the greedheads tried like mad to talk them out of 
letting us do the work. Luckily the Eleven Point District was desperate 
enough for help to loan even EFJers tools and canoes. Two of their employ- 
ees were also kind enough to attend a potluck dinner with us. They stayed 
friendly even when we grilled them about the rampant cutting and the 
absurd and illegal exploratory mining in the district. When asked what 
repercussions there were for the sloppy skidding jobs we had seen, the 
forester replied in all earnestness that there was nothing to worry about — the 
trees that were damaged during selective cutting would later be marked and 
cut in a salvage sale. "Say what?" we spluttered. But, in the cordial spirit of 
the evening we held ourselves back and checked our rage with accounts of 
the district's imminent budget cuts. 

Later we were pleased to hear that District Ranger Art Wirtz, who approved 
the drilling, was transferred and that an idiotic proposed timber sale abutting 
the Eleven Point National Wild and Scenic River was withdrawn after an appeal 
by Heartwood and the local Sierra Club chapter. But with the good news came 
some bad. We also learned that the Freddies were pushing a plan to allow Placer 
Dome to test drill for gold and other minerals in the Potosi-Fredericktown and 
Salem Districts, already devastated by mining. 

All who attended Ozark Summer now have firsthand knowledge of the sick, 
twisted bureaucracy of the USFS and will not allow it to continue with business 
as usual. The renewed spirit of resistance in the Ozarks was captured by former 
Forest Supervisor Eric Morse, who was forced to retire after public outrage 
quashed a proposal to construct 308 new miles of ATV trails. Morse said, "The 
Mark Twain is in the crosshairs of extreme environmentalists." Yeah, you were 

the first to go down, No re- 
Morse, but you won't be the 
last.

Stop Herbicide Poisoning of Eastern Oregon

While many of us thought the use of herbicides on 
public lands had been banned in Oregon, apparently 
the chemical companies and federal agencies have just 
been waiting for public attention to be diverted from 
the herbicide issue. Now they're back with plans to use 
highly toxic and persistently contaminating herbi- 
cides to control "noxious" weeds (thistles and other 
undesired plants — usually exotic invaders) despite the 
availability of several safer methods of "noxious" weed 
eradication and control. 

In eastern Oregon, the Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) is planning to use the herbicides Picloram, 2,4- 
D, Dicamba and Glyphosphate on 1,500 to 2,014 acres 
per year over a seven year period to control "noxious" 
weeds. This acreage comprises one-third to one-half 
the of BLM planning area, demonstrating that herbi- 
cide use is being prioritized for use over other methods, 
including prevention, rather than being reserved for 
last resort scenarios for weeds difficult to control by 
other methods. There is no mention in the Environ- 
mental Assessment (EA) that domestic livestock graz- 
ing increases the distribution of "noxious" weeds and 
creates the conditions for their growth (through re- 
moval of native vegetation from soils and riparian 
areas, trampling that creates erosion, etc.) . Nor is there 
any alternative in the EA providing for the removal of 
cattle from the planning area to prevent these impacts. 

The herbicide use is planned for some native "unde- 
sirable weeds" as well as for the exotics that do not 
belong in the area. Yet the native plants that would be 
weakened or eradicated are part of the very biodiversity 
that the BLM professes to be interested in protecting 
through their weed control program. The BLM. is 
audacious enough to say that they are protecting public 
health by eliminating such naturally poisonous plants 


Although the BLM reassures the public that most 
herbidde use would be spot-spraying with hand-held 
devices along roadsides and would therefore have a 
controllable, selective effect, this does not address the 
herbicides' potential for leaching through soils or 
escaping the site via surface runoff or animals — who, 
with some of these chemicals, may spread still lethal 
residues through their urine and manure off site after 
ingestion of contaminated plants. 

Chemicals leaching through soils can contaminate 
groundwater and the water table — a pervasive toxidty 
that would be difficult or impossible to remedy. Piclo- 
ram and Dicamba are both known to leach readily 
through soils and have been detected as widespread 
groundwater (and well-water) contaminants. 

The BLM plan also allows for aerial spraying. 2,4-D 
has been documented to drift up to 50 miles from 
application sites, and repeatedly has been associated 
with increased rates of non-Hodgkins Lymphoma (a 
cancer) in 2,4-D applicators. When sprayed from the 
air, herbicides can drift off-site under a variety of 
conditions, including temperature inversions, pre- 
cipitation and winds over 5 mph. Drift can contain 
uncontrolled, varying concentrations of the chemi- 
cals involved. These chemicals are often combinations 
of two or more toxic ingredients, each with their own 
effects as well as the potential generation of synergistic 
effects. Drift concentrations can be high enough to 
cause long-term health problems and contamination 
of drinking water sources and food crops — especially 
with such persistent toxins as 2,4-D. 

The BLM plan is based on an EA that leaves out the 
site-specific analysis required by the National Environ- 
mental Policy Act, including failure to survey for 
sensitive plants and animals before making the deci- 
sion to implement the "Integrated Weed Manage- 
ment" project. We also found this EA to violate the 



Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota, Okla- 
homa, eastern Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton and Wyoming. This means that if you live in any 
of these states, you and your local ecosystem are 
subject to the same abuse using the same flawed, out- 
dated, too-general analysis that we are having to fight 
in eastern Oregon. 

Let the chemical corporations and the federal agen- 
cies know that we won't let them poison our land, our 
kids, our animals, the wildlife, our future! Safer alter- 
natives to control noxious weeds that the BLM itself 
plans to use (and which could totally replace their use 
of toxic chemicals) include: cultural (prevention) mea- 
sures, manual removal, mechanical removal, biologi- 
cal control agents (including grazing by goats or 
sheep) and prescribed fire. These methods also create 
more jobs.

as water hemlock. Yet, which hurts and kills more 
people, animals and ecosystems — water hemlock or 
herbicides? Further, the herbicides planned for use are 
non-selective, meaning that they will damage or kill 
most broad-leafed plants in the vicinity. Plant diversity 
is the basis for almost all animal diversity, which 
depends either directly on plants for food or shelter (or 
cooling of watertemperatures, as with fish) or indirectly 
for support of plant-dependent prey. To impair plant 
diversity with herbicides is the equivalent of destroying 
plankton, the basis of the ocean food chain, with ozone 
depletion — ultimately it is suicidal.

Instead of site- 
specific analysis of the expected impacts from these 
particular plans to specific people, animal species, 
plant species, waterways, soils, etc., the BLM "tiers" the 
EA to very out-dated and general programmatic Final 
Environmental Impact Statements (FEISs) written as 
long ago as 1985. 

The scariest thing about this tiering process is that 
the programmatic FEIS documents pertain to the 
Northwest as a whole, and in the case of the 1991 FEIS, 
to thirteen western states— Arizona, Colorado, Idaho,

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A Bear for the Killing

On the west coast of Vancouver Island, British Columbia, based in 
the town of Tofino, at the edge of Clayoquot Sound, a group called 
Bear Watch went out on the water every day of hunting season this 
year to confront bear hunters and scare bears off beaches where they 
are easy prey. 

In one week, they discovered a trophy killing and skinning of a 
male black bear at Bulson Creek, and then confronted the hunter at 
the Fourth Street boat ramp . They retrieved the bear's carcass the next 
day and made it the focus of a protest staged at the Tofino welcome 
sign at Village Green. Later in the week they traveled to Victoria to 
display the stinking carcass, and then held a quiet funeral ceremony 
for the bear back at the Sound. 

Shortly after, the same hunter made another attempt to shoot a 
bear near Bulson Creek. This led to a boat ramming, and another 
confrontation at the crab dock. Charges and counter charges were 
investigated by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) and a 
wildlife officer. 

Below the sign which welcomes visitors to the town of Tofino, Bear 
Watch hung the carcass for all to see. As the crowd chanted "No more 
trophy kills," people walking by covered their eyes. 

"This bear is approximately four years old," Sharon Whalen, one 
of the organizers of the protest, told the crowd. " He lived in a meadow 
on the brink of a huge clearcut. Where the hell was he supposed to 
go? They have nowhere to go... And we wonder why they are in our 
backyards." 

"For $33 you can kill two bears every [hunting] season in BC," said 
Julie Draper, a long time activist. "This is legal. This has to stop." 

In Tofino, no one visibly supported the trophy hunting. Even a 
group of Chinese tourists were ashamed. "This is no good for people, " 
one said. "We appreciate nature. We just came to watch." He said he 
was ashamed because "this is my government that lets it happen." In 
China, among other Asian countries, bear gall bladders sell for as high 
as $300 an ounce.

When the Forest Service decided to lift the ban on bear baiting last 
spring, they opened a door to animal rights and conservation groups who 
promptly slammed it in their face. The Fund for Animals, Friends of the 
Bow and others took the Freddies to court and demanded that a decision 
to turn responsibility for bait management to state game and fish 
agencies, which would allow baiting to continue, be reversed. The result 
was a federal court ruling which banned the use of bait stations in 
Wyoming until the Forest Service developed a national policy to regulate 
baiting. When they developed an "Interim Plan" (business as usual), the 
federal court upheld the baiting ban. 

Bear baiting is the practice of putting odiferous foods in the forest to 
lure bears so they can be shot at close range. Baits of choice include 
animal parts and carcasses, rancid bacon grease, j elly donuts, etc. (Sounds 
like a typical American breakfast, don't it?) For example, a recent bait 
station in the Bridger-Teton National Forest was described by the district 
ranger as, "one-third of a horse stuffed in a barrel with the horse's head 
tied to a tree." 

Hunting guides are the most outspoken proponents of the practice. An 
average scenario includes a guide who is in contact with an out-of-state 
hunter, who flies in after the bait station has been set up and a bear (or 
bears) becomes habituated to the bait. 

Conditioning bears and other wildlife to human food sources inevita- 
bly leads to bear/human conflicts. Additionally, threatened and endan- 
gered species — including eagles, wolves, and grizzly bears — and other 
wildlife become attracted to the bait stations. The first known wolf to 
have roamed New England in over 40 years was shot last fall at a bait 
station in Maine by a black bear hunter. 

Baiting for bears is legal in only 11 states — Maine, New Hampshire, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Wyoming, Utah, Idaho, 

Oregon, Washington, and Alaska. Over a mil- 
lion Colorado residents voted to ban the 
practice in 1992, and Oregon residents can 
do the same in this year's November elec- 
tion. 

It's time to ban this cruel, sloppy 
and unsporting practice. Not only 
because an average of 70 percent 
of people polled (separately in 
five different states in which 
it is still practiced) think i 
should be stopped, but 
because the bears de- 
serve a break.

Ninth Circuit Court Rules in Favor for Mt. Graham 

Yo! More good news for Mt. Graham. On August 28th the Ninth Circuit 
Court denied a University of Arizona (U of A) motion to overturn the 
permanent injunction against construction of the Columbus telescope on 
Mount Graham. This ruling means that (for all intents and purposes) U of 
A will not start construction of the Columbus telescope on Mount Graham 
this year. Further, if Mt. Graham supporters prevail on the appeal, the US 
Forest Service and the US Fish & Wildlife Service will have to comply with 
environmental law regarding the U of A's telescope project on Mount 
Graham. 

In July of this year, Judge Marquez (in Tucson, Arizona) granted a 
permanent injunction against construction of the Columbus telescope on 
Mount Graham until the U of A, the US Forest Service and the US Fish & 
Wildlife Service comply with the Endangered Species Act and the National 
Environmental Policy Act. This ruling came from a lawsuit brought against 
the U of A and the government by the Mount Graham Coalition and 20 
other environmental groups and individuals. 

The court's decision flattened U of A's argument that western civilization 
would end if construction could not begin immediately. And again, the 
court agreed with environmentalists that the location sought by U of A and 
blessed by the government does not comply with environmental law. The 
ninth-circuit panel added one hitch to their decision. Judge Marquez must 
review what his injunction forbids the U of A from doing on Mount 
Graham. 

Related to the Ninth Circuit's decision, on August 22, the Justice 
Department decided to appeal Judge Marquez's district court decision. 
Although the government did not join the frivolous U of A motion, the 
Justice Department timed their appeal motion to help the U of A's ill-fated 
court arguments. The environmental plaintiffs in the lawsuit urge the US 
government to take this ruling as a sign that the government should "quit 
fooling around, and follow the law for a change." 







Suit Filed to Protect 

Mexican Spotted Owl

A coalition of environmental groups including the 
Southwest Center for Biological Diversity, the Greater 
Gila Biodiversity Project, Forest Conservation Coun- 
cil, Forest Guardians, Carson Forest Watch, Maricopa 
Audubon, and Dine CARE have filed suit against the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs and the US Forest Service 
(USFS) for failing to formally consult with the US Fish 
and Wildlife Service (FWS) over the effects of their 
Forest Plans and Timber Program on the threatened 
Mexican spotted owl. Thus far the USFS has ignored 
requests by the FWS and environmentalists to conduct 
a programmatic consultation on the cumulative ef- 
fects of their entire extraction programs. The Forest 
Service and the BIA prefer to consult piece-meal on 
individual projects since it is virtually impossible to 
fully analyze the ill effects of logging at the landscape 
level on a project-by-project basis. The commodity- 
driven agencies have a vested interest in preventing a 
comprehensive view of their activities. 

Following Pacific Rivers vs. Robertson which secured 
injunctions against the Wallowa-Whitman and 
Umatilla National Forests, the plaintiffs have asked for 
an injunction against all timber sales, road construc- 
tion and mining within Mexican spotted owl habitat 
until the agencies complete the consultation process, 
which could take a year or more. The injunction would 
include all 1 1 National Forests in New Mexico and 
Arizona and the Navajo Reservation. An injunction is 
likely since agencies are not permitted to irretrievably 
commit resources during the processing of Section 7 
Consultations under the Endangered Species Act.

Biological Corridor Near NYC 

Sterling Forest is an oasis 40 miles from New York 
City. If this 17,500-acre forest is not saved from devel- 
opment it will soon be home to 35,000 new residents 
with their cars and oil stained driveways. We can 
expect at least 35,000 new toilets connected to miles of 
sewer lines, hundreds of new washing mashines spew- 
ing hundreds of thousands of gallons of waste water, 
miles of power and phone lines, thousands of new 
street lights, traffic lights, and hundreds of miles of 
new roads and... STOP! 

Sterling Forest is owned by the Sterling Forest Corpo- 
ration which is controlled by the Tryqq-Hansa Group, 
Sweden's largest insurance company. Their develop- 
ment plans call for a "city" of 35,000 inhabitants and 
20,000 daily workers. The plan also calls for the 
development of 8 million square feet of commercial 



retail and light industrial space — the equivalent of 240 
football fields. For the 35,000 inhabitants, 1 3, 1 70 new 
dwellings would be built, of which 54 percent would 
be single family homes. The plan also calls for allocat- 
ing 76 percent of the total acreage to "open space," 
which would include six parks, three golf courses and 
a ski center. 

Sterling Forest currently functions as an unbroken 
biological corridor running east-west between the 
Delaware River and the Hudson River. Many a nimal 
species such as black bear, bobcats, coyotes, foxes and 
hundreds of species of birds use this corridor to migrate 
throughout the seasons. It is also an important buffer 
for the six miles of the Appalachian Trail which run 
through the forest. 

The Sterling Forest Corporation is willing to sell this 
property to the state for $50-70 million. Newjersey has 
already agreed to purchase 2,000 acres for $ 10 million. 
Governor Cuomo of New York has pledged $15 mil- 


Salvage Appeal Won!

The Greater Gila Biodiversity Project has won its 
appeal of the Stone Salvage Timber Sale on the Black 
Range of the Gila National Forest. The sale is one of the 
first of a salvage onslaught the USFS is preparing for the 
Southwest. The Freddies argued the sale was necessary 
to preserve "forest health" from the combined effects 
of bark beetle, mistletoe and fire. 

Our appeal was based on a wealth of scientific 
literature which disputed the Freddies claim that bark 
beetles and mistletoe were immenent threats to the 
area. Recent studies have linked dwarf mistletoe infes- 
tation of Ponderosa pine with high bird diversity and 
abundance. Dwarf mistletoe serves an important role 
as a perching and nesting substrate. As one study 
concluded: "in areas where the conservation of bio- 
logical diversity is part of the management plan, the 
battle against dwarf mistletoe might best be laid to 
rest." The Forest Service was also unable to explain 
how the sale would produce an estimated 41 jobs. 
Using standard economic methodology, we calcu- 
lated that five jobs would be created. 

It is painfully obvious that the Forest was intent on 
logging the Black Range and considered the Environ- 
mental Assessment a mere formality. Early on in the 
scoping process, for example, the Forest argued in the 
same letter that salvage logging was necessary because 
the burned trees were rotting too slowly, and that the 
sale had to be administered immediately because the 
trees were rotting too fast. The Forest also argued that 
logging would mimic the effects of nature by "opening 
up" the forest. The area, however, was already opened 
up by a fire. 

In the coming years we expect a huge increase in 
salvage timber sales in order to make up for timber lost 
to the Northern goshawk, Apache goshawk and Mexi- 
can spotted owl. The Forest Service has already begun 
a glossy, full color propaganda campaign to make 
people believe that New Mexico and Arizona's forests 
will die or burn if they are not allowed to log them. 
Thus far, however, we have been quite successful in 
using conservation biology to grind the timber pro- 
gram way down, and expect to be successful on the 
next battle front. 


lion from New York's Environmental Trust Fund and 
is urging support in Congress for a bill that would 
authorize the Palisades Interstate Park Commission, 
the agency which would manage the Bi-State preserve, 
to receive up to $35 million from the Federal Land and 
Water Conservation Fund. The balance of the funds 
would come from private investors. In early August of 
this year, the National Parks Service pledged $17.5 
million for the preservation of Sterling Forest — a sub- 
stantial amount but only about half of what the state 
was hoping to get. 

Negotiations with Sterling Forest Corporation ended 
last year, when the state was unable to gain solid 
commitments from private investors and the Federal 
Government. New York State and the private investors 
will not commit themselves until there is a Federal 
guarantee of monies. 

What You Can Do 

There are two bills in Congress right now which 
need your support; S1683 and HR2741. It is critical 
that a large number of people call and write on this 
issue. New York residents should contact Senators 
D'Amato and Moynihan; incredibly, neither Senator 
has signed on yet. Please call and let them know that 
this legislation is important to you: (800) 768-2221. 

Nothing much has moved in either house due to the 
protracted debate on the Crime Bill and Health Care.

Tragedy in the 
Sierra Madre 

Letters Needed Now! 

Murder of community leaders is common in the 
Sierra Madre Occidental of northern Mexico, where 
violence and destruction of indigenous forests ben- 
efits both logging companies and drug traffickers. The 
last remaining ancient pine forests in Chihuahua are 
endangered by uncontrolled roadbuilding and strate- 
gic attacks on indigenous communities. 

The most rampant violence plagues the Baborigame 
zone where three to four people are killed every week, 
mostly Tarahumara and Tepehuan Indians. Produc- 
tion of marijuana and opium in the remote Sierra 
generates millions of dollars in profits for drug traf- 
fickers who are often tied to local political bosses 
(caciques). Narcotraficantes and caciques violently pro- 
tect these profits and control local governments, 
police, and indigenous land. 

The Colorades de la Virgen Ejido has been especially 
hard hit and only 35 widows remain with their 
children. Cacique and drug trafficker Artemio Fontes 
terrorized Colorades and opened the door for 
Impulsora, a Mexican logging company, and Duraply, 
a Canadian company, to log community forests. 



Colorades was cheated by the logging companies who 
promised but did not provide a school, cash payments 
nor other benefits. 


However, unprecedented cooperation between lo- 
cal communities, environmental and human rights 
activists, and Mexican state and federal agencies is 
working to end this pattern of violence, deforestation 
and corruption. Efforts to set aside protected commu- 
nity reserves under the Mexican Constitution are 
hampered by violence and intimidation against re- 
mote indigenous villages often harboring significant 
stands of old growth. Ultimately, the legalization of 
drugs in Mexico and/or the United States may offer 
the quickest solution for the Sierra by taking away 
profits that spur violence in the region. 

With the recent elections in Mexico, letters are 
urgently needed to prod the new president into 
action. Insist on the arrest and conviction of all 
caciques and drug traffickers that have terrorized the 
Baborigame region for the last ten years. Also, urge the 
Mexican government to support the work of PGR, Lie. 
Teresa Jardi, and Edwin Bustillos to restore justice and 
find alternatives to illegal logging in the Sierra. If the 
Mexican government seeks free trade with the US 
then it must defend the basicrights of its people. Write 
to President Zedillo, Palacio National, 06067 Mexico 
DF, Mexico; and to Gubanador Fransisco Barrio Torres, 
Palacio Gobiemo, Colonia Centro, 31000 Chihua- 
hua, Chihuahua Mexico.

What Auschwitz was to its human inmates — an 
expertly rationalized, efficiently organized killing 
ground— our urban-industrial system is fast becoming for 
the biosphere at large 

— Theodore Roszak, The Voice of die Earth 

In the last few years the word "ecoholocaust" has 
been creeping into our vocabulary. For many, the 
meaning is immediately provocative: to say 
"ecoholocaust" is to imply that the destruction of the 
biosphere resembles the Holocaust that was perpetrated 
on the Jews and other non- Aryans during World War 
II. Several questions present themselves: is there a 
significant difference between the mass murder of 
humans and the destruction of species? Or, to put it 
another way, is there really a difference between 
genocide and ecocide? Furthermore, what are the 
psychological and sociological factors which contribute 
to such behavior? 

For biocentrists, the reality of the ecoholocaust is 
obvious. Human supremacists, on the other hand, 
reject the comparison outright. If pressed, they will 
claim that the Holocaust of the early 1940s was of far 
greater significance because it involved human beings . 
This, of course, comes as no surprise. Human 


evil, whereas we are simply disorganized and inefficient. 
They claim that the destruction of the natural world is 
simply a regrettable byproduct of human productivity. 
They admit to some environmental problems, but 
insist that the situation is an accident, not a crime; the 
Nazis were culpable and we are not. 

There is some degree of truth to this perspective, but 
it still misses the point on two counts. In the first place, 
it ignores the reality of war-time Germany. While it is 
obviously true that the Nazi culture was saturated with 
darkness, it is also the case that much of the Holocaust 
was carried out by normal, ordinary people. The 
operative force was not so much racism as it was 
obedience, group-think, and the bureaucratic mind. 

In this respect, the two holocausts have far more in 
common than most people would like to admit. The 
ecoholocaust has its own agents of evil to be sure: 
poachers who take endangered species for their 
profitable aphrodisiac qualities, developers who pave 
for profit, timber barons who clear-cut forests to pay 
off junk bonds, and corporate boards who intentionally 
suppress sustainable technologies. By and large 
however, the bulk of the destruction gets done by the 
obedient worker just doing his or her job. The boss 
wants that land cleared, that junk product produced 
and that news story manipulated, and by God, if we 
want to keep our jobs, we are going to do it. 


supremacists believe that humans are exalted and This behavioral tendency is typified by Stanley 
exempt from Milgram's famous 


biological reality. 
They value human 
life above all else and 
believe that human 
suffering is more 
significant than the 
suffering of non- 
human creatures. 

Philosophically 
and biologically, 
this objection 
simply does not 
hold water. Aside 
from our own selfish 
interests, there is 



experiment in social 
psychology, described 
to its subjects as "a test 
of human learning." 
The whole test's 
purpose was faked, of 
course. Milgram was 
really testing human 
behavior in the face of 
authority — in this case, 
a white-coated 
scientist who 
instructed people to 
give electric shocks to 
a human subject. To 


simply no reason to 


his astonishment, 


suppose that human beings are more important than 
other creatures or even that we suffer more; we merely 
find our own suffering more understandable. In spite 
of our unique qualities, we remain a single species in 
an inter-dependent biosphere. If we hope to exercise 
any sort of biological morality at all, we are compelled 
to admit that wanton destruction of any part of the 
living world is wrong, regardless of what form those 
parts might happen to take. 

Even if human supremacists were right in their 
priorities, they would still be wrong in fact. The reality 
is that, no matter what you happen to believe about 
the cosmic status of homo sapiens, the destruction of 
the natural world is about people, too. Killing 
ecosystems kills plants, animals and human beings. 
Deforestation kills trees and fish, but it also kills people 
with floods and topsoil erosion. It makes no difference 
which you happen to value more, the end result is the 
same— destroy an ecosystem and you destroy all the 
creatures that depend on it for survival. In this way, 
ecocide is genocide. 

The second objection to "ecoholocaust" is to say 
that the destruction of the natural world is simply "not 
that bad. " Sure there are some problems, the status quo 
objects, but they can be reversed with effective 
management. From the living room of a prosperous 
Western home, this may appear to be the case, but the 
reality is a biological nightmare. By the time you finish 
reading this article, we will have added some 500 
people to the world's population, added another 500 
tons of carbon to the atmosphere and destroyed 
enough habitat to ensure the extinction of another 
species or two. Even the most conservative biologists 
agree that we are living in the midst of the greatest 
spasm of species extinction in the last 65 million years. 
If this does not count as a holocaust, nothing does . The 
situation is "that bad," or worse. 

The third objection points to intention. Defenders 
of the status quo protest that the Nazis were inherently 


Milgram discovered most people were willing to obey 
the authority figure, to the extent of giving dangerous 
and even lethal shocks to the subjects. His conclusions 
are clear: 

Behavior that is unthinkable hi an individual who is acting on 
his own may be executed without hesitation whencarried out 
under orders... The most fundamental lesson is that ordinary 
people, simply doing their jobs, and without any particular 
hostility on their part, can become agents in a terrible, destructive 
process. 

Milgram's conclusions apply with equal gravity to 
1942 Germany and 1994 North America. Most Germans 
no doubt wanted to do what was best for their country, 
but because of their obedience, some or many allowed 
themselves to believe they were obligated to help solve 
"the Jewish question." This opened the door to 
Auschwitz, Buchenwald, and "The Final Solution." 
Chris Browning described the result in The Path to 
Genocide: "the inability to assert moral autonomy 
against the majority of one's comrades and the authority 
of the regime were sufficient to turn most of them into 
killers." 

Everyone knows that Hitler was mad, but we tend to 
forget the behavior of the middle- and lower-echelon 
managers in the National Socialist Party. These were 
the "desk murderers" who administrated the grim 
details of death. Their main concern was, as it is in 
today's workplace, career preservation and 
advancement. As we all know, the way to climb the 
ladder is to impress your superiors with your diligence 
in pursuing their interests. As Browning put it: 

Forthemostpart, theFinalSolution would be implemented not 
by zealots, butratherby the 'normal' bureaucrats who waited for 
die signal from above. The personal adjustment thateachhad to 
make dovetailed so completely with his own career self-interest 
that there was no sudden crisis of conscience, no traumatic 
agonizing, noconsdousnessofcrossinganabyss, virtuallynofbot- 
dragging and only occasional attempts to escape personal 
involvement 
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We too have our own set of "desk murderers" — 
spreadsheet jockeys who are blind to all considerations 
other than profit, attorneys who represent any interest 
for the right price, US Forest Service managers who sell 
timber below cost and BLM administrators who support 
overgrazing on public lands, to name a few. 

In both cases, passive complicity makes atrocity 
possible. In Germany, few citizens doubted that there 
was "a Jewish problem." Today, few people challenge 
the belief that growth and consumption are the most 
essential human activities. Few people question the 
pro-natalist mind set that is driving the exponential 
curve. Few people question our neoplastic relationship 
with the living Earth. Good employees, like good 
soldiers, don't ask questions. 

Common to both holocausts is the tendency to 
dismiss atrocities as freakish, temporary aberrations. 
We assume that our species is basically humane and 
intelligent, so when we see evidence to the contrary, 
our first response is to dismiss it as an exception to the 
norm. There is no question that many Germans as well 
as many Jews saw the early terrorism in the ghettos as 
temporary madness. Who could have expected that 
genocide would have become a standard, 
institutionalized practice? 

We would do well to remember that the European 
holocaust didnot beginwith systematic extermination 
of the non-Aryans; it began with bureaucratic 
proclamation, confiscations and forced dislocations. 
These were obviously unjust, but since they came 
against a background of relative stability, they seemed 
to be temporary anomalies. No one expected the 
genocide that was to come. Most people believed that, 
in spite of evidence to the contrary, Germany was 
essentially a civilized nation. 

In this respect, the ecoholocaust is no different. We 
hear of species extinctions and deforestation but, 
believing ourselves to be fundamentally sensible and 
rational, we dismiss them as temporary lunacies, 
managerial dysfunctions, accidents or planning failures. 
Surely the corporate and government managers are 
doing their best to right this dreadful situation and we 
will be returning to ecological sanity soon 

But now to our horror, we begin to see that these are 
not temporary lunacies at all, that the assault on the 
environment has become institutionalized. Ecocide is 
now officially sanctioned; the environmental 
Auschwitz is now up and running. Buchenwald is on- 
line. Species are being exterminated with the same 
ruthless efficiency that the Germans showed in the 
1940s. As the Jews were then, we are now seized with 
horror as our worst nightmare comes to life. 

The key psychological component in each case is 
denial. According to a survey taken in 1993, an 
astonishing one fifth of Americans polled declared 
that they believed the actual occurrence of the 
Holocaust to be an open question (Roper Poll taken 
April 1993, reported on NBC Nightly News). Similarly, 
most people balk at the mention of the word 
"ecoholocaust." They refuse to acknowledge species 
and habitat destruction and our role in creating it. Our 
capacity for denial is prodigious; if we can deny the 
Holocaust that took place in Germany, we can deny 
virtually anything, including the ecological holocaust 
that is taking place at this very minute. 

In the end, we must recognize genocide and ecocide 
as two variations on a single theme. Both the Holocaust 
and the ecoholocaust are senseless acts of violence to 
parts of the natural world. Both are morally outrageous 
and both are a blight on the human reputation. 

It is essential that we admit the word ecoholocaust 
into our vocabulary and our consciousness. This would 
be an enormous step for an anthropocentric culture to 
take, but it is absolutely necessary. There can be no 
healing until we admit the violence that is under way 
and our role in creating it. Our current predicament 
may be somewhat more complex than Germany's, but 
it is no less atrocious. An assault on the biosphere is an 
assault on all living things, including humanity. 
Destruction of habitat kills just as surely as a bullet to 
the back of the neck or a lung-full of poison gas. We 
delude ourselves if we say that we are innocent. 
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:ional Forest Under Attack 

National Guard Wants to Clearcut and Take Over 32,000 Acres 



As the oldest national forest in 
Mississippi, the Desoto NF is home 
to some of the finest woods in the 
state. Desoto's Black Creek District in 
particular is important to folks from 
all walks of life. Within it lie the 
Black Creek and Leaf River Wilder- 
ness Areas, Ashe Nursery — one of the 
oldest in the county, the Leaf River 
and Black Creek Wildlife Manage- 
ment Areas, and protected reserves 
for numerous endangered species. 

To the north lies Camp Shelby, 

Mississippi's base for National Guard 
Training. Camp Shelby is the largest 
Guard training base in the country, 
occupying sizable holdings south of 
Hattiesburg. For several years, Camp 
Shelby has followed an American 
military policy of taking over public 
lands. With its occupation of Na- 
tional Forest and BLM areas, the US 
military now uses or holds 25 
million acres of federal lands. 

Camp Shelby has a permit which 
allows it to use all 116,000 acres of 
the Black Creek District for training 
at various times in the year. Its 
recent permit renewal allows the use of a portion of 
the forest for bombing practice — where unexploded 
shells presently lie — as well as other areas of Desoto 
for tank and troop maneuvers. 

Camp Shelby Takeover Early Attempts 

, Since 1989, Camp Shelby has attempted a radical 
expansion of its presence in Desoto. Outright control 
is a more accurate description. Shelby originally 
sought full title to 32,000 acres of Desoto to expand 
its tank maneuver area. In return, the US Forest 
Service (USFS) would receive 16,000 acres of land in 
Pinyon Canyon, Colorado. Sound strange? In 
typical fashion, bureaucrats would shuffle public . 
lands from one federal agency to another, with no 
regard to the people or wildlife of either state. 

■ Gen. Arthur J. Farmer, Commander of the Missis- 
sippi National Guard, writing to Representative 
Jamie L. Whitten on February 13, 1989, stated, "I 
solicit your support in an immediate exchange of 
the 32,000 acres for tank maneuvers and to obtain 
the entire 116,000 acres within the next few years." 
The National Guard never informed the public of 
their goal to obtain full title to the entire Black 
Creek District. 

The leadership of Camp Shelby thus began a 
campaign of disinformation about the nature and 
intent of their "land swap" proposal. The general 
public was and continues to be left in the dark. 

Camp Shelby's leaders made false assertions, claim- 
ing that the base itself would close if they did not 
receive title to the Desoto. Of course, this has since 
been proven false. 

Designs on the Leaf River Wildlife Area 

A large portion of the 32,000 acres lies in the Leaf 
. River Wildlife Management Area, in Perry County. 
Managed jointly by the Mississippi Department of 
Wildlife, Fisheries, and Parks (WFP) and the US 
Forest Service (USFS), the Leaf River Area became a 
focus of controversy. The proposal for the land swap 
produced an Environmental Impact Statement. The 
EIS studied the impact that a military takeover 
would likely have on the Leaf River Area, the Desoto 
National Forest and their environs. Public meetings 
were held to address the issue. 

From the beginning, the brusqueness of Camp 
Shelby's leadership was evident. On November 28, 
1989, General Farmer wrote to Vernon Bevill, 

Director of WFP, displaying characteristic insensitiv- 
ity. With the initial EIS already finished, Farmer told 
Bevill that WFP should "increase the Leaf River 
Wildlife Management Area by 10,000 acres. This 
will necessitate a revised Wildlife Management Plan , 
to address changes due to the proposed Tank 



Maneuver Area, and additional acreage. It is further 
suggested that the WFP acquire additional staff in 
future management. To begin the planning process 
a Memorandum Of Understanding (MOU) should 
be drafted and agreed upon by both agencies." 

Farmer writes as if the decision had already been 
made in his favor. Bevill, not surprisingly, found the 
request for a MOU "premature." In his December 14 
reply, Bevill went further, finding fault with 
Farmer's staff for wording documents to make it 
appear as if WFP had already approved the swap. 

Grassroots Opposition Answers 

Fortunately, a coalition of Forrest and Perry 
County residents emerged to speak out for the 
Desoto Forest. Many different people spoke in 
defense of the forest: hunters, area landowners, 
military personnel, biologists, and outdoor enthusi- 
asts. Walter M. Denton, a retired Army Lieutenant 
Colonel, spoke from a lifetime's involvement with 
both Desoto and Shelby. "Our national forest 
belongs to the people, not the military. The propa- 
ganda that Shelby needs more land and will close 
without it [has] been fostered by greed, misinforma- 
tion, and politics." 

From Land Swap to Land Steal 

In untangling the confusing web of facts and 
falsehoods surrounding the Land Swap proposal, 
advocates for Desoto's preservation shed light on 
the values of the forest — and exposed the truth 
behind Shelby's intentions. In response to the 
outcry against the Land Swap proposal, the Missis- 
sippi-Colorado public land transfer met defeat in 
1991. Then Shelby made another attempt to gain 
control of Desoto. 

Camp Shelby has requested the Forest Service to 
expand their permit, in what with classic 
doublespeak they're calling a "reconfiguration of 
the existing permit." This proposal calls for 
clearcutting 32,000 acres — 22,000 of which are in 
the Leaf Wildlife Area. Imagine nearly 60 square 
miles of decimated land. 

The purpose for this destruction? Camp Shelby 
wishes to wipe out the forests of the Leaf River Area 
to "enable advanced battalion training" for their 
armored division. Their current permit already 
allows company-sized tank groups along baclaoads 
and carelessly blazed trails through the woods, often 
leaving ruts two feet deep — something that even 
logging operators aren't permitted to do. 

How Shelby can call this "reconfiguration" is 
difficult to imagine. Shelby leaders crassly suggested 
that the area would (nominally) remain under USFS 
management. The State Game and Fish Depart- 


ment, faced with these conditions, 
has considered abandoning the 
Management Area. 

Camp Shelby's proposal flies in 
the face of current domestic policy. 
There are at least 22 bases closing 
around the country, and Shelby 
already has a huge base area. Even if 
Shelby really did "need" more space, 
they already have access to Ft. Hood 
nearby, which is available for large 
scale maneuvers. Denton, in an 
April 4, 1993 newspaper column, 
quotes opinions from recent mili- 
tary policy makers which echo the 
general change in military training 
towards working in small units, 
cutting expense, and downscaling. 
He further rebuts the propaganda 
that Shelby would close without the 
expansion. 

Leaf River Wildlife Area: 
A Forest Endangered 
Leaf River Wildlife Management Area 
(WMA), the nation's oldest, is home 
to many endangered plants and ani- 
mals. These include the red cockaded 
woodpecker and the gopher tortoise, 
both of which count on Leaf River WMA for protected 
places where they may thrive. Shelby's claim that it 
will care for the welfare of these species as well as the 
landscape, streams, and woods, in the face of such 
massive deforestation and training impact, are ludi- 
crous. Its proposal for tortoise habitat amounts to 
allowing 30 acre stands of trees to remain, while tanks 
tear around in the clearcut areas surrounding them. 

The Fate of Desoto 

The final EIS on Camp Shelby's permit request is 
due in early 1995. Ken Johnson, Forest Superinten- 
dent for Mississippi's National Forests, holds the 
decision on the proposed permit. The EIS, he says, 
will form the basis of his decision. Although inde- 
pendent scientists, foresters, and biologists are 
giving input to the study, as are Forest Service 
employees, control of the study and its publication 
has been given to the Army Corps of Engineers — 
hardly an unbiased agency. 

Many people living in the areas surrounding the 
forest live in fear of the expansion. Beaumont 
residents are already plagued by the noise of strafing 
aircraft, damage to their forests from tank training, 
pressure from Shelby to sell their lands, and hazards 
which have become life threatening. A Beaumont 
schoolteacher, whose home borders an elementary 
school, was jolted on May 4 of this year by a BDU 
33 practice bomb which penetrated eight feet 
underground, just missing her gas tank. An F-16 jet 
from Shelby had flown overhead, dropped the 
practice bomb, and attributed it to "mechanical 
failure." Incidents such as this are not uncommon 
near Camp Shelby. 

How is it that our National Forests are being taken 
out of the public's hands and put into those of the 
military? Must the woods and streams precious to 
all life be destroyed in the name of bureaucracy? 
Within the Desoto are many beautiful places, but 
there are others, such as one north of Brooklyn 
where bomb shelters and a cratered field lie with 
unexploded bombs and mines, or one near Eight 
Mile Road where behind a fence, junked cars are 
machine-gunned from helicopters. Many forget that 
these places are not Camp Shelby, but the people's 
lands of the Desoto National Forest. The national 
forests are home to all life; let us not lose sight of 
the vision which brought the forests into being. 

Please demand that the National Guard and all 
military activities be permanently withdrawn from 
the Desoto National Forest.

Restore Trees to Road Construction

Greenpeace activists joined forces with local anti-road protesters to de- 
construct part of the new extension to the M65 motorway in Lancashire, 
England, andreplant it with trees and ofhef vegetation. 

Two large earth movers, brightly painted with rairihowsTdoves and the 
Greenpeace logo, led a group of protesters dubbed the- "Rainbow 
Deconstruction Company." The group included Jocal mothers, ether 
residents, activists from Lancashire Earth Tirst! and other groups op- 
posed to the road, and over 50 Greenpeace yolunteers. 

GreenpeaceTs intervening in this road scheme to draw attention to a 
global impact that affects us all. Road transport is the fastest growing 
source of carbon dioxide (CO z ), the principal gas contributing to climate 
change and global warming. CO z emissions from transport are set to rise 
by 70 percent as traffic levels double by the year 2025. Throughout the 
summer, Greenpeace has been running a vigorous campaign to persuade 
the British government to substantially cut C0 2 emissions, 

"The construction of this road is causing appalling damage to our 
environment. We are deconstructing it in a symbolic regeneration of the 
green site that was here before," said Kristen Denker, Greenpeace 
Climate Change Campaigner.

Citizen's Recovery of Indigenous People's Stolen Property - Organization 


CRISP-O evolved in Norwich, England, and became the direct action 
element of the mahogany campaign. It is a loosely connected network of 
grassroots activists who enjoy "shopping with a difference!" 

In July 1993 the first ethical shoplifting action was carried out by CRISP- 
O officers. Four women removed pieces of Brazilian mahogany from 
Bonds department store in Norwich — including a toilet seat, clock and 
lamp stand — and took them straight to the local police station to declare 
the items as stolen property. 

They wanted the police to seriously investigate their claim that these 
stores ought to be prosecuted for handling stolen property — mahogany 
stolen from indigenous peoples in Brazil. Three of the women were 
arrested, detainedunder the charge of theft, and strip searched in case they 
were harboring other mahogany items. All this, when they had voluntar- 
ily gone into the police station to report a crime! After being released, they 
immediately returned to the front desk of the police station with a film 
crew. 

CRISP-O was assisted by The Nucleus for Indigenous Rights (NDI), part 
of the Br azilian Coalition which had successfully filed three court injunc- 
tions prohibiting loggers from further illegal exploitation of indigenous 
lands. NDI sent copies of their legal documentation and indigenous 
people's statements that enabled CRISP-O to back up their claims. 

On December 1 0th, 1 993, as part of UN Human Rights Day and Climate 


Alliance Action Day, CRISP-O organized a demonstration and "seizure" in 
London at Harrods, one of the world's best-known department stores. 
Despite heavy Christmas-time security, CRISP-O officers were able to 
reclaim 12 Brazilian mahogany items including a side table. Others were 
caught inside the store carrying out tables and chairs and were issued 
letters banning them from shopping at Harrods again! There were several 
hundred demonstrators outside Harrods, holding banners with slogans 
such as "Mahogany is Murder." 

Ethical shoplifting has lead to a few arrests, but no charges for theft. 
After all, CRISP-0 officers only "seize" and give the items to the police for 
them to decide to whom the goods belong. 

Although the specific effect of CRISP-O actions is hard to guage, three 
major traders have now ceased selling mahogany, including one that was 
directly targeted by ethical shoplifters. Loads of activists are renewed and 
empowered by their first direct action, and many more ideas for further 
CRISP-O actions are in the pipeline. One idea is to join with Brazilian 
groups to do combined seizure, take out private prosecutions against 
timber yards and retailers dealing in mahogany, and swamp the Law 
Courts in London with piles of mahogany — with "Return To Owner" 
labels attached.

TECTS THAI FOREST 


By ordaining trees as the "children of Buddha, ” a monk in Thailand has 
prevented clearcuttingin the Dong Yai forest. Phra Prajak Kuttagitto has 
ordained thousands of acres of Thai teak trees since he began his work 
in 1 987. A poor villager can get $8,000 from the military for one teak tree; 
however, fear of inciting the wrath of Buddha keeps people from felling 
the teaks. 

Many of the villagers have been pushed into destroying the forest 
because of a Thai government "reforestation" program. The reforest- 
ation entails bulldozing the 
teakforestandreplacingitwith 
faster growing Eucalyptus trees 
which will then be used for 
pulp and paper products. So 
far 40,000 villagers have been 
relocated since the start of the 
project. In 1992, Prajak was 
arrested twice while leading a 
protest of reforestation- 
displaced villagers. He was 
sentenced to 18 months in 
prison, but a sympathetic 
judge intervened and said 
Prajak had done a good deed 
for the country. The judge then 
suspended Prajak's sentence. 

Prajak looks at the forest as 
"the dharma, the natural law, " 
and the "university of life." 
Each day he continues his 


struggle to protect his university, which provides homes for tigers, small 
bears, monkeys, deer and wild pigs. After meditation every morning, 
Prajak walks through his religious sanctuary, checks for downed trees 
and ordains more teaks with saffron robes.

Of the many problems facing Kazakhstan and the republics of Central 
Asia after the breakup of the USSR, poaching of endangered animals is 
of particular concern. Everything is up for sale through the black market, 
networks of acquaintances, middlemen, or even advertisements in 
newspapers: horns, skins, mounted trophies, animal parts for traditional 
medicine. Interest in snow leopard and Turkestan lynx ( lynx lynx 
isabellinus Blyth ) skins and horns from mountain sheep and goats 
sharply increased in 1992-93, and prices grew unusually high. 

Earlier in Kyrgyzstan, snow leopard skins were traded for the equiva- 
lent of one horse or five domestic sheep, but today skins are worth 30 to 
150 times more. Depending on location, snow leopard skins could be 
obtained during the winter of 1993-94 for a price equal to $500-2000 or 
1-4 million rubles, 7-27 thousand somas (local currency). Lynx skins 
were selling for $200-500; arkhari (Ovis ammon karelini) horn, $ 100-200. 
Good examples of horns for hunting displays could be ten times higher. 
Mountain goat horns were selling two to three times cheaper than 
arkhari.

THE BIKIN RIVER BASIN IS UNDER THREAT - AGAIN!

Two weeks ago, Governor Yevgeny Nazdratenko of 
Primorsky Region in the Russian Far East made his first 
public statement in support of logging the headwaters 
of the Bikin River basin. On cable television in the local 
district capital Luchegorsk, Governor Nazdratenko 
stated that the forests of the upper Bikin were "dying 
out" and represented a great fire danger. As a result, he 
said, these forests must be logged as soon as possible to 
restore the ecological health of the forests. When 
asked by local press whether they would log only dead 
trees, however, Governor Nazdratenko stated that 
they would log everything. 

The Bikin River basin of the Russian Far East first 
became widely known two years ago, when the South 
Korean corporation Hyundai, through its joint ven- 
ture "Svetlay a, " attempted to log the headwaters of the 
basin. The Bikin River basin contains large amounts of 
biodiversity and is one of the prime habitats remain- 
ing for the rare and endangered Amur (Siberian) tiger. 
The Bikin is also home to the indigenous Udege 
people, who have inhabited the basin for hundreds of 
years and whose livelihoods are based on hunting and 


vironmental movement, Hyundai's efforts to log the 
Bikin in 1992 were blocked. The Udege hunters physi- 
cally protected the upper basin from Hyundai's en- 
croachment. A Greenpeace crew from the Rainbow 
Warrior blockaded the export dock at Svetlaya to focus 
attention on the trade in raw logs. A Russian and 
international letter and fax campaign put pressure on 
government officials to block the logging. Finally, 
logging was blocked when the Russian Supreme Court 
ruled that the joint venture "Svetlaya" had not ful- 
filled its obligations to provide a positive environmen- 
tal impact assessment of their operations. 

Pressure to log the Bikin decreased when former 
governor Kuznetsov left office in late spring, 1993. 
Kuznetsov had been one of the strongest Hyundai 
supporters, and one of the strongest advocates of 
clearcutting the Bikin. The new governor, Nazdratenko, 
did not take a stand on logging the Bikin until now. 
WHAT IS TO BE DONE? 

PERC's Siberian Forest Protection Project and the 
Native Forest Network are asking forest activists and 
groups to fax Governor Nazdratenko and tell him that 


Russia's timber mafia and multinational corporations 
to log the largest band of forest remaining on the 
planet. We need to express that any industrial logging 
in the basin will destroy the Udege people's lifestyles 
and the region's biodiversity. Please remind him that 
large-scale roadbuilding and clearcutting in this area is 
tantamount to genocide for the region's forest dwell- 
ers and wildlife. The upper Bikin basin is one of the 
world's great temperate forest ecosystems and should 
be protected in perpetuity for the Udege people to 
manage. If Governor Nazdratenko persists in pushing 
this proposal, emphasize that the Native Forest Net- 
work will initiate an international campaign targeting 
Russian embassies and consulates as well as national 
and international companies involved in logging the 
Upper Bikin.

in the activity. In the winter of 1993-94 the value of a 
snow leopard skins was more than 60 times higher than 
the minimum yearly wage in Kyrgyzstan. Thus, it is 
hard to believe that there will be a decrease in poaching 
in the near future. 

Even one of the main prey objects of the snow 
leopard, the gray marmot, is increasingly being sold. 
Their skins cost the equivalent of three dollars. Earlier, 
the maximum number of marmots caught by hunters 
in a season was 600-800. Today, apparently the number 
is less since the density of marmots has fallen in much 
of the region. 


The main markets are located in Russia and among 
foreign tourists. However, despite the "black markets" 
appearing, there may be a decrease in the number of 
tourists in Central Asia and Kazakhstan due to instabil- 
ity in the region and poverty of local people who do 
not have the means to sell and transfer contraband. 
Nevertheless, dealers for skins and horns are continu- 
ing to enlarge their net of middlemen, and demand for 
traps and gun cartridges is not declining.

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Fires Rage in the Wild Rockies

You may have read recently in the Journal 
(Beltane, ’94) that the French Creek/Patrick Butte 
roadless area in Idaho — just south of Cove/Mal- 
lard in the Salmon-Selway ecosystem — is in dire 
danger of being gutted for timber. Turns out, 
though, that the summer's wildfires have put the 
Freddies all in a tizzy, and maybe put the doom off 
a little. But if we're not careful, this rich and 
beautiful place, which should be designated wil- 
derness, will be even more completely devastated 
by a massive salvage/thinning timber operation 
the likes of which has not been seen in the 
Northern Rockies since the 1940s. 

The whole shebang burned in the months of 


sent us a dry year, and all the fuel build-up from 
Smokey Bear's fire suppression activities flamed 
away into the air, leaving the ecosystem clean and 
ready for new spring growth next year. 

What we have to look out for, and what the 
recent spate of agency/industry/congressional dog 
and pony shows held in the West reveal, is that in 
the next year we can expect to see attempts to pass 
legislation that will direct the "emergency" sal- 
vage of every burned stick of timber in the Eastside/ 
Upper Columbia basin. This legislation will addi- 
tionally push for aggressive and accelerated "thin- 
ning" of green timber everywhere else. If the 
Beasties get their way, this bonanza of destruction 
will be exempt from current environmental laws

July and August, and it's burning now. Enormous 
clouds of roiling smoke fill the sky, engulfing — 
depending on the prevailing winds — the towns 
of Grangeville and McCall, Riggins and New 
Meadows. The sun turns the color of blood, and 
the brassy light filters through the haze. It's dry, 
and hot. Tiny pieces of ash — needles, bark, and 
wood — rain gently down on your head. The dron- 
ing sound of aircraft — slurry bombers and 
smokejumper planes — becomes an unnoticed 
backdrop while the big choppers dip enormous 
buckets into the lakes and rivers, carrying them 
away, sloshing. The helicopters look like nothing 
so much as ravens flapping slowly away from the 
highway with too big a gobbet of roadkill. The 
analogy seems apt. 

Many of the 11 scheduled giant timber sales 
planned for the French Creek area will be mooted 
by the fires. All the ecological parameters have 
changed— even if there is still marketable tim- 
ber— and a great deal of the area has been re- 
turned to an earlier serai stage. The Forest Service 
has justified these sales, as it justifies every sale in 


Species Act, Clean Water Act, etc.) and, naturally, 
from public review (appeals), and judicial review 
(lawsuits). 

Senators Larry Craig (R-ID) and Tom Daschle 
(D-SD), chair of the Senate Agriculture subcom- 
mittee, which oversees conservation and forestry 
issues, see the summer's fires and their resulting 
publicity (Burning Homes! Dead Firefighters!) as a 
golden opportunity to win one for industry and 
end conservation influence in the northern Rockies 
once and for all. Jack Ward Thomas, bending over 
forwards for the honorable gentlemen, figures he 
can please the timber industry while duping the 
environmentally-conscious-but-relatively-inno- 
cent public into thinking Smokey is saving any- 
thing except corporate profits. Naturally, our job 
is not to let the bastard get away with it. Fires are 
good, and salvage is bad. Public participation in 
public lands issues is good, and pouring taxpayer 
cash into the fire suppression hole and salvage 
programs that follow, is an unconscionable drain 
on federal funds and a criminal attack on forest 
ecosystems.

Never Give up the Struggle.. .Never

Last month I turned forty. I was just beginning to feel a little older and wiser 
when I went to a gathering of conservation legends celebrating the 30th anni- 
versary of the Wilderness Act at the Craighead Wildlife Institute. Present were 
many of the principal actors in one of the greatest legislative dramas ever played 
out in the history of our democratic system. They included David and Anne 
Brower, Michael Frome, Cliff Merritt, Stewart Brandborg, Polly Dyer and many 
others. After listening to their stories, it didn't take long before I felt like a pup 
again. Even Ramon looked like a young hippie in this crowd, at a spry 56 years 
of age. 

Celebrations like this one are a rare event. This was a time when we could 
gather and listen to our elders impart some of their hard earned wisdom on the 
following generations, or as one person referred to it, listen to a buncha old farts 
yammer away about the good ol' days. Either way you look at it though, it was 
very educational. Kind of like the reunions the old World War II bomber pilots 
used to have, where remembrance is given solemnly to the ones who have 
passed away since the last meeting, and glasses are raised to acknowledge old 
friends. 

I don't mean to take this subject too lightly, but it occurred to me how 
unusual this meeting really was. First, we are lucky nowadays to have an oppor- 
tunity to be outnumbered by old farts, unless we've had the misfortune to pitch 


our tent near an RV dumping station. Second, it is even rarer when we are 
confronted with our own history. It is one thing to read all the history and 
commentary written about the conservatio n movemen t — most of which is 
bunk, of course. But hearing these veterans of many a wilderness battle spin 
their yams — not for an audience, as at an Earth Day event on some dinky 
campus, but for the pure enjoyment of storytelling and friendship — I felt very 
privileged. 

The wilderness movement today is quite large, although maybe not as influ- 
ential as in years past. Today we stand on the shoulders of these giants in 
conservation whether we know it or not. It struck me that this group of people 
was our only link with our past. And yet many of us have little idea who they 
are, what they have done or sacrificed in order to speak out in defense of not 
just a few wilderness areas, but of the very concept of wilderness. Brandborg had 
his house in the Bitterroot burnt down twenty years ago, before anyone ever 
heard of the Wise Use assholes. Paul Fritz may have been among the first group 
of protesters to chain themselves to Redwood trees in California, nearly three 
decades ago. 

To be sure, I'm not talking about a group of retirees here either. Many of these 
folks are still out there on the front lines fighting the good fight. Their message 
to us was a simple one: Never compromise. Never! Never give up the struggle no 
matter how hard the odds. Never sacrifice a wilderness area for a politician. 
Never give up the moral high ground, always believe in yourself. And for god's 
sake, take care of your teeth! 

This message contrasted greatly with the message of a few of the younger folk. 
John McCarthy, of the Idaho Conservation League, and John Gatchell, two 
whippersnappers who have taken a lot of heat lately for getting too cozy with 
the Democratic party and their bosses in the timber and mining industry, 
clearly saw this advice as criticism, and became defensive. They listed many 
reasons why they were discouraged by current events: The ESA is under fire, 
Wise Use guys are getting more organized, Democrats beaten down by the right 
wing. It was all so gloomy. I couldn't help but think that these are the people 
who need to retire. They hardly seemed to have any fight left in them. 

Overall, this event was very uplifting. It is good to know that us young'uns, as 
we continue the age-old battle to defend the natural world from the industrial 
greed merchants, will have such seasoned veterans standing beside us. We still 
need them, for guidance and for inspiration. I only hope that some of these 
mainstream conservationists will listen to them a little more closely, and take 
heart. As Yogi Berra used to say, "It ain't over 'til it's over."

Without fires, dead material 
accumulates, locking up 
essential nutrients neces- 
sary for plant growth. Fires 
release these nutrients, and 
enhance the production of 
nitrogen-fixing plants that 
often revegetate recently 
burned areas. Fires are thus 
analogous to river floods 
which each year provide a 
new layer of life-giving soil 
for plant growth. 

Fires also cleanse 
forests. Many tree path- 
ogens are killed just by the 
smoke. In addition, insects 
and diseases are directly 
reduced by fires. Once a fire 
has burned through a forest, 
especially if it is a cool, slow 
burning fire, the younger 
trees are thinned out while 
leaving behind the more 
mature individuals. Some 
species like the Ponderosa 

E >ine, Douglas-fir, Western 
arch, Jeffrey pine, and 
Sequoia are specifically 
adapted to survive fires by 
having a thick bark and tall 
limbless trunks which 
protect them from small, 
quick burns. These sur- 
vivors experience increased 
viability due to reduced 
competition for nutrients, 
light and water . Hence their 
ability to resist forest insects 
and disease is increased. The 
increased Occurrence of 
pine beetle, spruce bud- 
worm, and other forest 
pathogens we see today are 
the direct result of fire 
suppression which has

No single human 
modification of the 
environment has had more 
pervasive and widespread 
negative consequences for 
the ecological integrity of 
North America than the 
suppression of fire. Fire 
suppression has destroyed 
the natural balance of the 
land more than over- 
grazing, logging, or the 
elimination of predators. 
One could easily build a case 
that an Environmental 
Impact Statement should be 
prepared prior to any fire 
suppression activities by 
government agencies since 
control of wildfires greatly 
alters the natural environ- 
ment. Yet, most people are 
oblivious to the many long- 
term consequences of fire 
suppression policies. 

Those who study fire 
ecology are painfully aware 
of the wounded landscape 
resulting from fire 
suppression. Wandering 
through Cascadia’s Eastside 
Ponderosa pine forests and 
Westside Douglas-fir forests 
I see dying ecosystems. Old 
photos of these places show 
sunny, open and park-like 
cathedral stands of widely 
spaced large trees. Today 
these stands are choking on 
their own progeny. With 
water, nutrients, and space 
divided among many more 
individuals, the overall 
health of the forest has 
declined. These forests are 
more susceptible to disease

iture ofpublic land agencies. 

One big fire will often cost 
five to ten million dollars for suppression Think of how much better it 
would be to spend the millions or dollars it costs to suppress fires each 
summer on endangered species research or the acquisition of private 
lands which hold important wildlife habitat. Fire research has shown 
that, in additions to being expensive, fire fighting frequently has 
nothing to do with putting out the fire. Fires usually don’t stop until the 
weather changes or the fire encounters another recent burn and runs 
out of fuel. In essence, we often throw money away at fires just so we 
have the appearance of doing something. For example, the Forest 
Service spent over $10 million attempting to suppress the Warner Creek 
Fire, yet it burned uncontrolled until the first snowfall of the season. 

Second, we pay for the below-cost sales which result when the 
agencies attempt to correct the ecological imbalances they have created. 
For example, after factoring in the suppression and EIS publication costs 
(ostensibly to “save” the trees for northern spotted owls) the Warner 
salvage sales will result in an unprecedented $9 million deficit timber 
sale on the Willamette National Forest!

and insects, and in some I 
cases, to more intense burns 
than in the past. 

Catastrophic fires are not abnormal, butrather, are ecologically 
important parts of the landscape. Indeed, while hundreds of small 
fires reduce fuels over many parts of the landscape, most of the acreage 
burned in forest fires occurs in a few very large fires. These might only 
visit a particular site once every couple of hundred years, when 
conditions of prolonged drought, wind, fuel loading, and ignition all 
unite to set the stage for significant fires. Large fires are not disasters, 
nor do they “damage” the land. Rather, they are an essential part of the 
ecological setting that no amount of suppression can ultimately prevent, 
nor should we want to. 

Frequent fires have many ecological benefits for soil and plant 
fertility. Over much of the Pacific Northwest, wet winters are followed 
by predictable summer drought. Thus, the time of year when it’s 
warmest and most conducive to bacterial and fungal decomposition, 
moisture is limited, and rapid decomposition of litter is precluded. There 
is usually only a short period of the year during the spring months 
when soils are both moist enough and warm enough to provide 
decomposing organisms the proper environment for composting litter.

For nearly a century the Forest Service 
has been waging war on the Wild . The war meta- 
phor aptly describes^the agency’s ideology and 
methodology of fighting forest fires. The Forest 
Service has built up the largest, most 
technologically-advanced, most expensive 
firefighting organization in the world. Agency 
managers command a vast army of firefighters, 
an armada of vehicles (e.g. "tankers" and 
"bombers"), and arsenals of tools and equipment 
using trench-warfare tactics to "fight" fires and to 
"keep forests green." Yet the 
policy to suppress the 
forest's wild fire is a search- 
and-destroy mission to 
extinguish the natural 
greenfire that restores and 
regenerates all native 
forests. Fighting fire, the 
Forest Service is literally at 
war with Nature. 

After fifty years of 
Smokey Bear propaganda, it 
seems almost instinctual 
that we humans should fight 
forest fires. The media 
reinforces our subcon- 
scious fears of fire, for they 
always villify wildfires as 
disasters and catastrophes, 
an evil enemy which kills 
trees and destroys forests. 

On the other hand, the media 
valorizes firefighters as 
tough, brave, patriotic 
heroes defending the 
Nation’s forests by “battling” 
blazes and “fighting” fires. 

The media loves a 
good war, and buys into the 
agency’s militar ization of fire 
management. The whole 
Western Enlightenment

Conquest of Nature paradigm is played out to the 
fullest; meanwhile, the institutional and 
ideological causes of the conflict— -the greed, 
arrogance, and power-hunger of Forest Service 
managers and their corporate clientele— are 
obscurred. But as the 1 994 fire season enters the 
record books as the most deadly and destructive 
season in memory, we should ask ourselves, 
what does it mean to be eternally at war with 
Nature? 

The Forest Service has big stakes in the 
perpetuation of the war. The agency reaps 
significant political and financial rewards from 
fighting forest fires. Forest managers tap into a 
huge emergency firefighting fund in Washington 
D.C., and nave almost unlimited access to the 
public’s money to “put out” a fire. Subsequent 
salvage logging sales are additional losses to the 
public’s economic and ecological treasury: private 
timber companies can buy scorched trees at “fire 
sale” prices, and the individual National Forest 
can keep all the timber receipts. Firefighting 
costs are thus not expenditures, but investments 
that offer big revenues to government and 
business. v 

Firefighting has become a big business, and 
business is booming. Nearly $1 milli on (tax dollars) 
a day are spent on the average large fire. Now, 

g rivate entrepeneurs and corporations want a 
igger piece of this racket. A growing “fire- 
dependent” business clientele has emerged, from 
contract firefighting crews to local merchants 
and official government suppliers, all reaping 
windfall profits on the taxpayers’ till. The agency 


it was an adventure! In North Cascades National 
Park, I have cut fireline in country so high that I 
could stare into the blue crevasses of glaciers 
plunging from the ridgeline straight across the 
valley. In the River of No Return Wilderness, I have 
cut fireline in countiy so deep down the steep 
Salmon River Canyon that the smoke-filled sky 
blazed crimson red for hours after dawn, until the 
sun topped the ridge. In the North Kalmiopsis 
Roadless Area, I was paid to hike and camp in 
places few two-leggeds (other than Sasquatch) 
rarely see. I've been blessed with these and many 
more adventures, and witnessed some awesome 
displays of Nature’s power 
when a forest is afire. 

I LOVED THE INCOME OF 

firefighting, too. It felt like 
good pay for good, hard 
work. The pride I felt about 
my job was like that of a 
professional soldier for the 
Earth, an “eco-defender,” if 
you will. Most of my fellow 
firefighters, however, had 
the same mentality as 
mercenaries, and were 
willing to do almost any- 
thing to get those fat 
paychecks. I was not 
immune to the “gold fever” 
that afflicts firefighters, 
either. “There’s green where 
there’s black,” we used to 
say to ourselves, thinking 
deliriously about our future 
paychecks while toiling away 
in working conditions that 
violate EPA and OSHA rules 
for eveiy other industrial 
occupation. It is scary for 
me to realize how well the 
wage-slavery system of 
delayed gratification 
sustained me through many 
hellish assignments. 

IN THE MIDST OF FULFILLING MY ECO-DEFENDER 

fantasies, I adopted much of the militaristic 
mentality that pervades firefighting. Operations 
are organized under an extremely hierarchical, 
militaiy-style chain of command. I have seen 
weak, incompetent, uncharismatic technocrats 
who rarely get out of the office, swell up with the 
arrogance of military generals when they assumed 
a position of power on the pecking order of fire 
bosses. They often forced firefighters — most of 
whom were a lot stronger and smarter but of a 
lower bureaucratic rank— to do all kinds of stupid, 
futile tasks for no other reason than the sheer 
delight of exercising their power. 

If you are a grunt, your job is to follow 
orders, period. You dig a line, stand in line, hurry 
up and wait, or work your ass off according to the 
orders of your superiors. Your crewboss and 
foreman tell you when and where to eat, sleep, and 
shit. I tended to follow my orders with gusto and 
few gripes, and earned superior evaluations (but 
no medals) for my combat service. It is scaiy for me 
to look back now and see how years of playing with 
G.I. Joe dolls, and psychological training in school 
athletics, conditioned me with the ability to ignore 
my own anarchist instincts, pacifist principles, 
and anti-imperialist politics, and willingly e nlis t as 
Uncle Sam’s firefighting army. Now I

deeply regret doing the many aweful damn-stupid, 
dangerous, and destructive things that go on in 
firefighting. 

Of the many “war crimes” I am ashamed to 
have participated in, one stands out: the deliberate 
torching of scenic Sherman Pass on the Colville 
National Forest. Working on the White Mountain 
Complex Fire in 1988, we were ordered by a Type 
II (“second stringer”) Incident Commander to set a 
huge backfire along Highway 20. Although those 
of us on the ground knew that the conditions were 
not right that night, we “just followed orders” and 
lit the woods anyway. The fire jumped the highway 
and surged into pristine, unbumed ancient forest. 
We spent a desperate, terror-filled night

The next morning, the scene of devastation along 
the roadway was astounding. Hundreds of burnt 
trees had fallen across the road, and the intense

A new face of the 
Corporate State’s military-industrial complexhas 
developed around the Forest Service and its war 
on wildfire. And like all other war-related 
enterprises, the taxpayers make hardly a fuss 
about how the government spends their money. 

I AM A VETERAN AND SURVIVOR OF THIS WAR. I, 

began fighting fires 1 5 years ago as an eager and 
idealistic footsoldier, for it was more than a job — 


heat of the blaze had destroyed the guardrail, 
leaving the metal twisted and blackened. The 
highway was closed for more than a week as trees 
continued to fall. The agency’s top fire bosses were 
forced to take over command of the firefighting 
operations in order to pacify an outraged local 
populace. The White Mountain Complex was 
renamed the Sherman Fire, not only because a 
brand new human-caused wildfire had been created 
at the top of Sherman Pass, but also, perhaps, 
because it appeared that we were using the same 
“Civil” War tactics as Sherman’s March to the Sea. 
The Forest Service later completed the destruction 
of this place by salvage logging this and other 

E laces where we had set backbums. Now, large 
lack stumps line Highway 20’s new “ob-scenic” 
corridor. 

Though we are called “fire” fighters, rarely 

DO WE EVER DIRECTLY ATTACK FLAMES. Instead, We 

normally do “indirect attack” on the “fuels” (forest 
vegetation and soil), and ironically, fire is our 
prime tool. We cut and bum trees along every foot 
of fireline, and aim for 100% consumption of the 
understory vegetation. In fact, a significant portion 
of the burned acreage on every forest fire comes 
directly from the Bands of firefighters. We 
essentially fight fire with fire, and cheerily chant 
the “mopshor mantra, “First we light ’em, then we 
fight ’em, ” as we put our torches to the greeneiy . It 
has gotten to the point that we should be renamed 
“fire-lighters,” because that is what we are doing, 
firelighting not firefighting. 

I HAVE COME TO SUSPECT THAT TIMBER BEASTS 

working as fire bosses are using firefighters to chart 
out new logging sites under the smokescreen of 
wildfire emergencies. Some of the huge backfires 
and aggressive burnouts we set — far away from the 


main fire, and far in excess of safety or suppression 
needs — also created large, profitable salvage logging 
units. As a matter of policy, every fire in the 
agency’s designated “general forest” zone is salvage 
logged— and the bigger the fire, the bigger the 
salvage sale! It has saddened and angered me to 
learn how many wild places me and my 
crewmembers worked our butts off to save — like 
the North Kalmiopsis Roadless Area, like 
Yellowstone National Park! — were salvage logged. 
The public should quickly dispel themselves of the 
myth that firefighting saves trees — they are “saved” 
only for the salvage saws. Perhaps we should ask 


the trees anyway. 

The truth is we don’t fight fires, we fight 
the forest. For all the abuse we do to the trees — 
before, during, and after a wildfire— perhaps we 
should be called “fir-fighters. ” In fact, we fell many 
trees cutting fireline. First we cut the young ones 
to make our fuelbreaks, then after burning out the 
fireline, we cut the old ones. After line cutting is 
completed, the tree cutting continues during “mop- 
up.” This is the period where firefighters confront 
only smoldering embers and hotspots after a flame 
front has passed through. Some of the most 
valuable wildlife trees in the forest— the giant 


Douglas-fir broken-tops and snags, hollowed with 
the former homes of bats, squirrels, ;

by bored firefighters doing the bidding of then- 
bosses. We fir-fighters (sic) on the firelines are 
thus on the frontlines of forest destruction, truly 
“eco-warriors” in a war against the forest. . .And the 
war goes on, from battle to battle, without end. 

The tragic deaths of the firefighters on 
Storm King Mountain in Colorado has shocked the 
nation into awareness that the war on wildfire is 
not without its human casualties. As in eveiy war, 
it is always the young who are sent to fight and die. 
This tragedy has severely shaken the normal 
arrogance and insularity of Forest Service fire 
generals, for the women and men who died on the 
mountain came from the most elite kinds of fire 
crews the agency commands. The Forest Service 
has been scrambling to reassure the public that its 
firefighting strategies and tactics are safe and 
sound. To that end, the agency cynically blamed 
the victims for their own deaths, claiming that the 
firefighters’ own “can do” attitudes made them 
take unnecessary risks in the face of known 
hazards. This belies the fact that the put-the-fire- 
out/get-the-cut-out “can do” attitude originates at 
the top echelons of the agency, and is handed 
down the chain of command. Do not be surprised 
if the massive new salvage and thinning projects 
coming ahead are presented as “fire protection” 
plans to facilitate “firefighter safety” as well as 
“forest health.” Do not be shocked if the agency 
shamelessly uses the tragedy to scare the public 
into supporting its aggressive new logging 
proposals. 

As the Corporate State’s War Machine 
continues to spin on a treadmill of its own making, 
the power-mongering and profiteering that feed 
this unnecessary ana unwinnable war are never 
addressed. This winter, however, the agency's 
elite managers will be evaluating firefighting policies 
and procedures. Now is the time that the American 
People end the government’s war against wildfire. 
Fire suppression and salvage are ravaging and 
pillaging the forest. There are alternative, Tight- 
hand” or minimal-impact techniques for 
suppressing fires’ severity that does not sacrifice 
the trees. We must reject the State’s militarization 
of fire management, its warlike campaign to “fight” 
fires, and its scorched Earth tactics of firefighting. 
We must make peace with the planet, relearn to 
live with the Wild, and stop the eco-war. Now! 
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The Warner Creek Fire ('91), the Warner 
Fire Recovery Project ('91 -’93), and (surprise!) 
the Warner Salvage Sale ('94?) provide a case 
study for the Forest Service’s new modus 
operandi for salvage scams under Option 9. 
The agency’s “foresthealth means fuel reduction 
for fire protection” ideology was developed on 
the Warner Project, and will be applied to the 
massive thinning and salvage logging schemes 
planned for native forests throughoutthe West. 
In short, this sinister ploy is the system of Light 
it, Fight it, and Log it. 

LIGHT IT: We might never have known the 
truth that the Warner Creek Fire was started 
by arsonists if Forest Service law enforcement 
officers had not blurted out to the press details 
about the fire’s origins. They stated that the 
fire was definitely intentionally-set, that the 
agency had numerous leads 
and physical evidence (i.e. 
incendiary devices), and that 
several fires had been set in 
the area over a 48 hour span. 

The officers further stated the 
agency suspected the Warner 
Creek Fire was started by the 
same arsonists who had been 
torching Eastside forests the 
previous four years. Indeed, 
there was not a moment’s 
doubt that the Warner Creek 
Fire was ignited by arsonists. 

After timber industry 
representatives fumed that 
“there was no evidence” that 
Warner Creek was started by 
arsonists, the Willamette 
Forest Supervisor made 
bizarre, absurd attempts to 
cover up the crime. First, he 
charged his public relations 
staff to call Warner Creek a 
“suspicious human-caused 
fire” (the agency’s standard 
euphemism for arson). 

Second, he ordered thatarson 
be excluded from the EIS 
analysis despite widespread 
public demand for it to be 
included as a significant 
issue. Third, he authorized 
false and deceptive language 
on the fire’s origin to be 
published in the Draft EIS 
even though the fire 
investigator’s final report had OVERKILL: A 

been handed to him three Creek’s ridge 
months earlier. This report 



were never rehabilitated by the agency; hence, 
hundreds of trees lie “jackstrawed” where the 
bulldozer heaved them to the side (see photo 
p.2), creating a hideous visual scar and a 
severe fire hazard in the event of a rebum. 

Firefighters were responsible for 
burning several thousand acres— an estimated 
35% of the total burned acreage— in huge 
burnout and backfire operations. Essentially, 
from start to finish, the Warner Creek Fire 
was an ongoing arson fire. Firefighters had 
to pour hundreds of gallons of diesel fuel on 
the moist, moss-covered ground to get some of 
these bums going. Some of these areas are 
now beautiful underbumed green stands. 
Other areas burned hot; for example, along the 
ridgetop dozerline. Firefighters cut hundreds 
of trees when the flames from their burnout 
started to “candlestick” (see 
logger photo p.3). Some of 
the areas deliberately burned 
by firefighters are now 
proposed salvage units! We 
must hold the agency’s fire 
bosses accountable for their 
pyromaniacal actions. 

LOG IT: Firefighters 

regularly had to do “the Three 
O’ Clock Boogie,” retreating 
from the firelines in the 
afternoon when the fire 
burned hottest. The areas 
that were most dangerous to 
fight fire were near existing 
plantations, where the dense 
thickets of even -aged 
i “reprod” hurled the flames 
into adjacent old-growth 
canopies. These scorched 
old-growth stands are the 
very areas targeted for

was ignited by arsonists. 

It was a full 1 4 months after the Warner 
Creek fire had been lit that the Supervisor was 
forced, under intense public pressure, to reveal 
the truth. He now claims that the fire’s origin 
is irrelevant to his decision to salvage log. 
Meanwhile, arsonists continue to prey on 
Cascadia’s forests, starting several arson fires 
this summer. Truth is the first casualty in 
warfare — and in wildfire — when the agency 
covers for arsonists. 

FIGHT IT: Many environmental abuses 
occurred while fighting the Warner Creek Fire. 
Nearly eleven miles of dozerlines were carved 
into the Compatch Roadless Area. One of 
these new “cat” roads runs over a mile in length 
a mere fifty feet parallel to the Bunchgrass 
Ridge hiking trail. The agency’s alleged reason 
for making a new cat-road instead of using the 
existing hiking trail for a fireline was its concern 
not to disturb archaeological sites along the 
trail corridor. Indeed, over 30 new sites were 
discovered after the fire. Nevertheless, proposed 
salvage units are now located on the ridgetop — 
one of these new cleareuts will be a halfmile in 
length! (see photo p.3)— and logging will impact 
at least 7,800 feet of the trail. The dozerlines

o The agency’s rationale 
for clearcutting is to reduce 
6* fuel loads and to facilitate 
efficient fireline construction. 
Yet, the 28 plantations that 
were vaporized by the Warner 
rklng Warner creek Fire had all been 
p cleareuts roaded, clearcut and 

slashbumed. These “fuel 
reduction" activities did nothing to slow the 
flames, nor could firelines be safely built in 
them. The agency now plans to repiicate this 
failed method of “fire protection” with an 
estimated 200 new cleareuts targeting the 
largest fire-killed trees, while ignoring the real 
fire hazards, the dead “dog-hair” thickets of 
flashy and ladder ground fuels. 

Warner Creek has revealed the agency’s 
new “ecosystems management” scheme of 
mimicking catastrophic fire disturbance to 
prevent catastrophic fire disturbance. It openly 
admits that it is “trading ofF current and 
future owl habitat quality for its ability to fight 
wildfires. The agency has in fact defined 
spotted owl habitat recoveiy in terms of fire 
control. We need to be aware that the same 
twisted logic behind logging Warner Creek’s 
most valuable wildlife trees to prevent them

Third, because many of these proposed 
logging sales are in presently roadless, wild 
areas, we lose these precious wilderness 
resources. We do not need to cut down Habitat 
Conservation Areas and Late-Succession 
Reserves, such as Warner Creek’s native forest, 
to “protect” it from future wildfires. All we 
need to do is let natural fires burn. 

Although many agencies are now 
experimenting with prescribed burns, their 
practices have several shortcomings. In the 
past, before fire suppression, the total acreage 
burned each summer in 
the western U.S. was in the 
millions of acres. Today, 
most prescribed burns are 
too small. Furthermore, 
most prescribed burns are 
set when the forests are 
moist, usually in the 
spring. Under natural 
conditions fires burn in 
the drier months. Small 
mammals, birds, etc. have 
usually completed breed- 
ing by the time natural 
fire seasons begin. But 
human-induced pre- 
scribed burns occur at a 
time when wildlife is less 
able to cope with a fire, 
with an attendent cost in 
life not usually associated 
with wildfires. Smokey 
lied. Studies have shown 
that under natural fire 
conditions, few wildlife 
species or individuals are 
hurt. They simply fly, 
walk or burrow away from the flames. 

The problem with our fire policy is that 
we are not emulating natural systems. An 
analogy would be cutting off a leg from a table 
and expecting it to still stand upright. In cutting 
out natural fires, we have cut off a leg of the 
table. We continue to expend energy in the 





form of fire fighting, below-cost timber sales, 
etc. to hold up this table or ecosystem which 
wants to fall over. As more litter accumulates, 
the heavier the load piled on the table becomes 
and the more energy we must expend to keep it 
from falling over. 

The western U.S. is sitting On a 
powderkeg. One of these summers the West will 
burn down. Fuel loading is so high, a fire-storm 
of incredible proportions will overwhelm our 
suppression capabilities. We also face greater 
possibilities of loss of human life and property 
as people continue to build 
houses in forested areas. 
This is analogous to building 
on the flood plain of a river. 
Sooner or later you pay the 
consequences. Communities 
have not recognized this 
problem and thus have not 
faced it with zoning 
restrictions. 

What needs to be done? To 
begin, we must realize that 
fires are a natural and a 
needed part of our environ- 
K ment. Instead of spending 
money to put out fires 
§ everywhere they occur, we 
j need a massive public 
a-i education program to pro- 
'•§ ■, mote the merits of fire. We 
S should replace statements 
^ like “a forest fire DAMAGED 
'if' 1 00 acres of land today” with 
t statements like “a forest fire 
^ CREATED 100 acres of new 
wildlife habitat and fire 
break today.” Firefighters, 
instead of being viewed as heroes, should be 
called what they are: money grubbing 
mercenaries out to kill fires. Fires have as 
much right to exist as grizzlies and 
wolves. Just as predator control has upset 
natural balances, fire control has had the same 
consequences. We must come to the realization 



that fire suppression, except in specific 
locations needed to protect human habitation 
and life, is a direct affront to the ecological 
balance of this continent. Smokey the Bear 

E olicies have done more to destroy the wildlife 
abitat and forest health of the western U.S. 
than any other human intrusion. 

Many foresters and politicians argue 
that the decline in the forest’s ecological health 
should be dealt with by surgery— “salvage” 
logging they call it. But logging a burned area 
like Warner Creek would be a grievous 
ecological affront. Fires are, like disease and 
insects, natural processes in forest ecosystems. 
We should not think of a forest as “recovering” 
from a fire, and hence, we do not need to fix 
such landscapes. Forests do not need to recover 
from a burn— they can only recover from 
abnormal or unusual events like timber 
harvests. Do not confuse forestry— which is an 
economic activity— with forest ecology. Never 
forget that foresters are trained to manipulate 
forests, not understand them. 

I hesitate to prescribe any management 
options other than allowing Nature to reach 
wnatever equilibrium or disequilibrium it 
chooses. On the whole, the best policy we could 
follow is to let Nature take its course. Protect 
our dwellings and human life when necessary, 
but let the bulk of the forests live and die from 
insects, disease, and even catastrophic fire. We 
can never emulate natural forests, and it is 
pure arrogance to assume that we know enough 
about how a forest works to presume that we 
can “manage” it at all.

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Back In Dayton Again

Lo and behold, we were back in Dayton again. 
After what we experienced during our last visits to 
Rhea County (see Lughnasadh issue of the Journal) 
we were unsure of what to expect. Would newly-re- 
elected Sheriff Leon Sneed meet us at the county 
line with armed thugs of deputized Neanderthals? 
Would tiie God-fearing residents of this Christian 
county encircle us with their crosses and holy 
books, expel the demons possessing our souls, and 
send us to the Lords Holy Land? Fortunately, we 
made quite a peaceful drive through town to the 
famous courthouse where evolution was defeated in 
the Scopes Monkev Trial. 

Between 25-30 of us arrived at 9 a.m. to meet with 
our attorney, John Eldridge, and the public defender 
to discuss our options and the order of the day's 
proceedings. Fifteen of the remaining 27 defendants 
were present. John explained to us that the plea 
bargain was still available and that those who did 
not take it would be bound over to the Grand Jury, 
which decides whether to take the case to trial or 
drop charges (unlike many other states, Tennessee 
passes every criminal case through a Grand Jury 
before it goes to trial). 

At 9:30 we staged a press conference to entertain 
the press vultures with juicy bits of anti-TVA rheto- 
ric and some tasty new info that once again calls 
into question the safety of the Watts Bar Nuclear 
Facility. It seems that on June 22 during a test run of 
the unit one reactor, a fireball erupted from an 
electrical board, injuring three people — one with 
second degree bums. "(The ensuing fire] knocked 
out power to part of the main control room, includ- 
ing control of two reactor pumps which, under 
certain conditions, are critical," said an article in the 
Knoxville News Sentinel on August 7. The really 
creepy thing about this accident was that TVA did 
not mention it until July 27. Not even on July 15, 
when the media got a tour of the Watts Bar facility, 
was anything said about any fireball. TVA, who for 
the first time in its 50-year history is asking for 
public input on its decision making , shows its ugly 
head as an out of control bureaucracy with no 
democracy or respect for the health and public 
safety of those in the Tennessee Valley. 

At 10 a.m. we entered the courtroom for our 
trial. District Attorney Will Dunn and Chief 
Deputy Byrd began to encourage the testifying 
officers to identify those in the courtroom. There 
were six they especially wanted to ID, the six they 
could not place on their video footage. The footage 
comes from local media coverage and the tape they 
say Andy Caffrey "left in a squad car," even though 
he continually asked them for it, filed a stolen item 
form, and has continued to try and recover it. We 
feel, and so does Andy, that they have stolen his 
tape and a lawsuit is pending. 

When the judge entered the room his first an- 
nouncement was "I am walking out that door at 
4:00, you can do what you want." This caused our

attorney to rush through the day's proceedings, as 
you would imagine. 

When the trial finally began, the first motion 
was to do away with anybody who wished to take 
the plea bargain — a $25 fine and $148.50 in court 
costs. Four chose this route, leaving 23 defendants 
still facing charges, 1 1 of them present. Over all, 
22 cases were bound over to the Grand Jury and 
one preliminary hearing was postponed until 
Sept. 21, when the testifying officer could be 
present. Sure is odd that cases are rescheduled 
when the pigs do not show, but when a defen- 
dant does not show a bench warrant is placed for 
that person's arrest. The U.S. justice system sure is 
wonderful. 

Three cases had some really strange twists. No 
officer could provide enough evidence to convict 
the defendants. They were given two choices: 
have their cases dismissed or plead not guilty and 
pass the case over to the Grand Jury. The dis- 
missal choice sounded too good to be true and it 
was; if the defendant chose to have her/his case 
dismissed the DA could resubmit the case to the 
Grand Jury, the defendant would be re-arrested, 
have to place another $1000 bond and still show 
up for the jury trial. Needless to say, the three 
chose to plead not guilty. Of the three, Anne 
Petermann's case was the best example of justice 
in Rhea County. When called to be tried, her 
charges were changed from criminal trespassing 
to disorderly conduct. An officer then took the 
stand, and testified under oath that she was 
arrested for creating a disturbance in the Rhea 
County Jail parking lot. When John Eldridge 
asked the officer how he knew it was her, he said 


he remembered her. The DA however, knew this 
was not the case. He quickly stopped testimony, 
escorted the officer from the courtroom and 
returned to say he had no evidence to convict her. 
Is this justice or what? No wonder evolution was 
defeated here in Rhea County. 

After the hearing, John Eldridge talked with us 
about the future of the trial. He warned us to stay 
together on fighting this and not to get separated 
into groups. He offered to defend all 23 of us for a 
fee of $10,000, or about $500 apiece. His advice was 
to file a motion to get the trial moved to another 
county and that he would argue the case using a 
necessity plea. If we choose to accept John's offer 
we would also get the services of two other attor- 
neys. On August 30 , when I last talked to him, he 
mentioned that he would like to get the money by 
the arraignment hearing on December 9. The other 
options at this point are to find another attorney, 
which I am looking into but cannot be responsible 
for, or to ask for a public defender. There are 
presently five other recommended attorneys who 
are being contacted but nothing is set in stone. If 
you are still facing charges for the Watts Bar action, 
contact the Watts Bar Legal Defense Fund (WBLDF) 
and let them know what you want to do. 

The next step in the trial is the meeting of the 
Grand Jury on December 5. At this hearing the 
Grand Jury will examine the evidence they have and 
then make indictments. Some cases will be dropped 
at this point for a lack of evidence and the rest will 
receive indictments. On December 9 an arraignment 
hearing will be held where each defendant will be 
charged with a crime. 

That brings us to a major part of this legal cam- 
paign: fundraising. If an attorney is taken we need to 
pay for her/him somehow. Anybody who is willing 
to help raise money to pay an attorney please 
contact the WBLDF. We are especially looking for 
people who are willing to coordinate fundraising in 
their area. The WBLDF will coordinate the southeast 
and Carla Racine will coordinate the northeast. You 
can contact her at (413) 253-3711. Thanks for all the 
good times that we had at the Round River Rendez- 
vous and sitting in the Rhea County Jail. See all you 
crazy folks at the trial or at the northern California 
RRR. If you do come down for the trial we'll have a 
big-ole cockfight and some down home breastling to 
keep ya happy. Remember, Katuah Earth First! loves 
its family. The Earth First! family that is.

forest. However, at the end, Belt's spirit comes back to prevent the housing 
development and urges the "good bishop, " who supports environmental protection, 
to back words with deeds. Indianapolis TV stations used excerpts for the evening 
news, and the Episcopalians enjoyed the show. The only opponents were from 
Washington Cathedral, but they were goodnaturedly nasty in their claim that the 
Belt Woods, and its songbirds, could be "shared." 

Other Belt Woods protests this year included leafletting at St. Barnabas Church, 
where the Belt family is buried (and rolling in their graves). The National Cathedral, 
home of the Washington Diocese, was picketed several times. We made banners with 
quotes from Church officials urging Episcopalians to be environmentally concerned 
and sang Darryl Chemey's "You Carft Clearcut Your Way to Heaven." Local TV news 
and the Washington Post gave us good coverage for our Palm Sunday protest. 
Numerous DC-area Episcopal Churches are also regularly leafletted to tell worshipers 
about the Diocese's actions. 

On Earth Day this year, four people chained themselves to Bishop Ronald Haines' 
desk and played audio tapes of songbirds. (The Church declined to prosecute them.) 
Later that evening, Paul Winter performed an Earth Day concert at the Cathedral, 
where he dedicated a song to the woods and called for their protection. 

In July, demonstrators from Maryland environmental groups and State Delegate 
Joan Pitkin went to Baltimore to protest the Mercantile-Safe Deposit and Trust 
Company, which is trustee for the Belt Woods. Mercantile helped the Church break 
the will, claiming insufficient income, and is currently assisting the Church to 
maximize the profit from dismembering Belt's donation. This was also well publi- 
cized on TV and in the Baltimore Sun. 

History of Belt Woods 

Belt's will endowed a trust with over $3 million to generate interest income for his 
local parish and to pay for maintaining the natural and cultural heritage of the most 
important part of his family's property, the Home Farm, which contains the "Belt 
Woods." Most importantly, Belt's Will "expressly prohibited and enjoined from 
selling" the Home Farm and its old-growth forest. 

In 1976, the Washington Diocese, claiming insufficient incomer succeeded in 
overturning Belt's Will in court, and started dismembering the trust. The Church 
reaped a $2 million financial windfall from the sale of other property within Belt's 
original gift of over 3,000 acres. In 1981, the Diocese logged much of the virgin forest, 
selling 563 ancient oaks and tulip poplars as luxury veneer for German corporate 
board rooms. Soon after, outraged environmentalists convinced the State of Mary- 
land to buy 1 09 acres of the property (half of that is old growth, the other half is buffer 
area) for $628, 545. It is now the Belt Woods Natural Environmental Area, a designated 
DNR "Wildland" (Wilderness). These "South Woods" contain most of the remaining 
old-growth, but it was an incomplete protection effort. 

In 1991, Mercantile, the Washington Diocese and St. Barnabas announced a 
plan to transform the remaining 515 acres into 649 house lots. This partially- 
logged land is critical to maintaining the integrity of the remaining 50 acres 


of old-growth forest, and is itself critical habitat. House and road construction, 
storm water run-off and forest fragmentation would devastate most of the 
remaining interior forest that is vital for interior-dwelling birds who need 
dense tree canopies. Without the protection of a dense canopy, these species 
become prey to predatory birds and animals. 

Clearcutting nearly half the trees in this critical songbird habitat would ruin its 
biological value. The remaining "islands of old growth" — with thin connecting 
corridors interrupted by asphalt streets — would have limited value for the songbirds, 
the officially endangered "Wister Coralroot" orchid, or other forest inhabitants. In 
addition, the influx of 2,000 people and their housecats would significantly threaten 
songbird survival. Due to cancer-like growth, Belt Woods is already an island of 
biodiversity in a sea of suburban sprawl — it is surrounded by an amusement park, a 
school, a housing development and other recent intrusions. Rather than more of the 
same, the fields and partially logged forest should become an old-growth restoration 
project once Belt Woods is saved from destruction. 

Belt Woods: Save it or Pave it? 

Bishop Haines' office emphasizes that the will was broken in a court of law on the 
grounds that it was "impracticable of literal performance. " They claim that, although 
you "may not agree with this decision, it has none the less been rendered and is legal. " 

But is it moral? The wishes of Seton Belt to both benefit charity and preserve the 
Woods could be honored if the land is transferred to a conservancy at farm and forest 
value. The Will, therefore, is not "impracticable." So far, the Diocese has held out for 
maximum profit — which of course will be tax-exempt. 

A coalition of local residents and environmentalists have pressured the County to 
provide some money toward purchasing the remaining tracts of Belt Woods. Private 
money from the Western Shore Conservancy and other groups has also been raised. 
While it would be nice for a public- private partnership to rescue the woods from the 
bulldozers, the Church should donate the land for preservation. Larry Bohlen, 
Maryland Sierra Club Conservation Chair, states "the bishop and the bank should not 
put a multi-million dollar price tag on something never intended to be sold. We 
demand that the Church permanently protect the priceless Belt Woods, not convert 
it into suburban sprawl. " If protected, Belt Woods would be a unique opportunity to 
create an old-growth preserve near our nation's capitol. 

Please contact Bishop Haines and tell him that protecting Seton Belt's Home Farm 
with its precious Belt Woods is a matter of moral conscience. Urge him to adopt the 
recommendation of resident musician, Paul Winter, that Belt Woods be preserved for 
the songbirds, for children's education and for future generations. Ask him to honor 
the Diocese's own pledges that call the faithful to "passionately care for the Earth, 
striving to live into the promises and mandates which are ours as stewards of 
creation," and protect the woods, which are an "area of God's natural world 
earmarked for destruction."

Rainforest Activists Seti;e Mahogany 


On August 12th rainforest activists shut down the front gate of Thompson 
Mahogany Company in Philadelphia, seizing mahogany shipments illegally logged 
on Amazon Indian lands in Brazil. Two activists chained themselves to the front gate 
of Thompson's lumber yard, while several others climbed to the top of 12-foot high 
stacks of "stolen" mahogany, unfurling a banner with the message, "Mahogany is 
Murder." Nearly fifty neighborhood children joined* in the protest, swelling the 
number of participants to over 125. 

Thompson Mahogany is one of the top ten importers of the wood to North 
America. Thompson Mahogany president Don Thompson is a leader of the Interna- 
tional Hardwood Products Association. 

Most mahogany exported from Brazil and Bolivia originates from indigenous 
people's lands and protected conservation areas. Brazil's Roman Catholic Bishops 
estimate 95 percent of the logging in Amazonia is illegal. By searching export 
statistics, the Rainforest Action Network determined that Thompson received 
mahogany shipments from at least two companies found guilty by Brazilian Courts. 
Over the last year, Brazilian Courts have fined several companies caught logging 
illegally and enjoined other outlaw timber operations. 

Last year, Brazil's environmental agency revoked the export license of a Thompson 
supplier, C&C, which was caught with mahogany illegally obtained from indigenous 
reserves. C&C has since regained its license and resumed exporting. 

A top director of another Thompson supplier, SEMASA, Ltd., is financially tied to 
"Impar," a company found guilty of illegal logging in December, 1993. Wood labeled 
"SEMASA," "Brazil," and "Bolivia" was found in the Thompson yard in late July. 

SEMASA points to its mahogany-planting program, but an international team of 
scientists reported in 1992 that "virtually all mahogany traded on international 
markets comes from trees extracted from primary forests." Another report said efforts 
to grow or harvest the wood sustainably have consistently failed. 

Activists base the seizure on the common-law doctrine of recovering stolen 
property. "We can't undo the murders," said Rainforest Action Network's Randy 
Hayes, "but we are seizing the mahogany to let people know their mahogany 
furniture is made from stolen goods and comes at the cost of human lives and forest 
ecosystems." 

Despite the court decisions in Brazil, consumer demand for mahogany drives 
outlaw profiteers to carve thousands of miles of logging roads, destroy forests, and 
illegally intrude on the lands of indigenous peoples. US markets consume more than 
half of all Latin American mahogany output. 


Eighty indigenous 
and environmental 
groups in Brazil have 
called for a morato- 
rium on mahogany 
logging in order to as- 
sess the damage to the 
species, the forest eco- 
system, and indig- 
enous peoples' land. 

Rampant exploitation 
of mahogany timber 
is also destroying Bo- 
livian and Central 
American rainforests. 

In support of the 
Brazilian groups, 

Greenpeace, 

Rainforest Action Network, and other environmental organizations are asking 
consumers to boycott mahogany products. The groups are also asking the Clinton 
administration to back a proposal to regulate the international mahogany trade. 
Specifically, they want mahogany to be listed under Appendix II of the Convention 
on the International Trade in Endangered Species (CITES). Appendix II is not a ban, 
but helps mahogany producing countries to regulate the trade and protect the long- 
term survival of the several mahogany species. 

Brazilian environmental and Indian affair agencies are ill-equipped to enforce 
regulations that would end the over-exploitation of mahogany and the invasion of 
indigenous lands. CITES would give mahogany-exporting countries international 
assistance in harnessing this bandit traide. 

In a related story, the New Jersey legislature is considering a selective-purchasing 
bill. That legislation would prohibit the use of tropical hardwoods by the state 
government unless the timber is sustainably harvested. The only thing keeping the 
bill from passing has been stiff lobbying by Don Thompson and the International 
Hardwood Products Association.

Cairo (Over) Population 


Recently I have become increasingly concerned about a phenomenon 
commonly known as "the politics of identity," 1 especially as it relates to the tc

Daphne Patai, of the University of Massachusetts, has a very concise paper ei 

on ideological purity and internal policing. She defines identity politics as "the 0 

assumption that a person's racial or ethnic identity and views are one and the 
same. If people found what I said sympathetic or useful to blacks, I must be fc 

black. If minority women were frustrated or disappointed by an administrative ci 
decision, I must be a racist... the facts of the case were of no importance. Only 
identity counted." 2 F' 

A while ago on the McNeil-Lehrer report, Cynthia Tucker, an African- C 

American woman and head of the editorial page at the Atlanta Journal-Constitu- 
tion, described a sadly humorous facet of their day-to-day existence. She 
pointed out how approximately 80 percent of the politicians in Atlanta are 
black, so when they criticize corruption in office, it only stands to reason that 
no small portion of the time they will be criticizing black individuals. This, in 7 
turn, leads to Ms. Tucker and her office routinely being peppered with charges a 
of racism, white supremacy and so forth. This is perhaps one of the more q 
bizarre examples of how identity politics and 'political correctness' exert 
themselves in modem society. ^ 

Much has been written in the last few years on how we have become a 
"nation of finger-pointers" and "eternal victims." 3 The bewildered editors of .V , ^ 
the British Economist noted that the United States is the only country in the 
world where "If you drive drunk and crash you can sue someone else for failing 3 ‘ N 
to warn you to stop drinking. There is always someone else to blame." 4 Con- 
versely, cautious asides about personal responsibility or content of character 7 ;

Jacob Weisberg, in an article describing attempts to oppose the Persian Gulf 
war at Oberlin College, writes that "the college's peace efforts have been v 7| 
undermined by the same balkanization that brought down its student govern-' j \ \ v 
ment."

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• Part of what justice means for non-human animals is that there will just have 
to be fewer people, because I think the insistence of people to cover the Earth is itself 
a grievous insult to the non-human animals whose space is squeezed into nonexist- 
ence. Just because people can have three, four and five children does not mean that 
that's the best thing for all creation. It definitely is not... 

The planet is not helpless and its patience is wearing thin. I'm all for its patience 
to wear thin because I can't stand the abuse of the planet and the rampant lack of 
compassion for the Earth. 1 * 

Now who do you suppose these statements are from? Paul Ehrlich? Dave 
Foreman? No, the first is from the American Indian Movement leader Ward 
Churchill, and the second from the reknown African-American writer, Alice 
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Walker. 

What is even more startling is the public's reaction to these very clear 
statements on the need for population reduction. If I were to call for a 50 
perce nt reduct i on in human population— as did Ward Churchill in the pages 
' oftHe leftist Z Magazine — what do y ou suppose^ thereaction would b^2LWeil7 \ 
vyhen deep ecologists started calling for h umaffpopulatioh fedu cti dhTn th e ’ \ 
1980s, they were subject to a massive, decade-long bombardment in bo th the 
alternative and mainstream press, and called e vefy'soft of name on record- 
even sdmetha t hadri'f even been invented yet (i.e. ec o-brutalist). 

Yet wfoep Ward Churchill made very strong pleas notjust for population 
limitation (that alone would be enough to get a white male such as myself 
o ver white-hot coals_of indign ation), b ut massive. population reduc-^Ri , 
re w as no t a p eep. No ang r y letters of any sort whatev er;) lames 
QIGopngr — the eco-socialist to whom Churchill's articl e was a r espons e — was 
cteristically mute. "I have noth ing to say..." 15 was his lame response. 

If PauIErlich had wrif*|a that article, and called" fora^U percent reduction irT 
human population, do you suppose the only response O'Conner could 
conjure up would be "I have nothing to say?!" There have been volumes and 
>lumes of criticism written on Erlich's pleas for population reduction. 

The very same is true of Alice Walker's comments. There were no angry 
letters, no editorial disclaimers in subsequent issues of the Animal's Agenda. \ 
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me that any senousdiscussion of a globalptobfem resohftio n must begin with the 
observation that a 5.25 billion human population [now 5.7} is itself outrageously 
unrealistic. The question then becomes not how we sustain such a ludicrous overbur- 
den of one species, but how we begin to inculcate a broad consciousness leading to the 
steady scaling back of human numbers to some point well below 50 percent of the 
present level, and keep it there... 13 
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By the time you read this/the UN Conference on Population in Cairo will 
already be history. In my vi®, the results will depend largely on whether the 
participants decide to succumb to the disastrous drift toward identity politics, 
or whether they stand up and shoulder the very real responsibility of slowing 
and reversing the human pdjjlilation explosion. 

One possible example of how the latter contingency could be fleshed out 
was in a 1990 report called The Challenge of the South, written by Julius 
Nyerere and 27 other third-world leaders. Although not deep ecologists, the 
authors acutely realize that the "cult of victimhood" can only go so far, and 
that the South must ultimately start making plans for its own future -and 
not simply waiting on the North for answers.

cleanup of the 27 known dioxin sites in Missouri. In 
1988, after negotiations closed to the public, Syntex 
Agribusiness entered into a consent decree with Missouri 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR) and EPA to 
incinerate more than 300,000 cubic yards of contaminated soil at Times Beach 
along with the waste at the other 26 Missouri sites. The incinerator proposal was 
voted down in a county-wide referendum in 1990, however plans to construct the 
incinerator continued. 

The corporate industrial PR machine intensified its efforts to allay Missouri's 
concern over dioxin and the proposed incinerator. Referencing an old CDC report, 


Having Children These Days" 

by Les U. Knight 

How many times have you heard that one? We can be sure they're not talking 
about themselves: it's those wrong people. It's those stupid, slack-jawed degenerates 
who shouldn't breed. Those too poor to raise children, or so warped they don't even 
like children and might abuse them. Certainly, this logic follows, bad genetic 
specimens should never duplicate their defects. 

Implicit in these opinions is the attitude that some people are the right people to 
pass along their genes. Smart, financially secure, responsible, socially aware people 
with superior genes ought to make more of each other. After all, someone is going 
to, right? 

Maybe so, but even if intelligence could be measured or inherited, there's no 
evidence that smart people's cars pollute less than morons'. And, since the wealthy 
are better able to provide materially for their dependents than the economically 
disadvantaged are, they're also likely to do the most damage to the environment 
with their excessive consumption. 

Some say that their religious or political belief system needs more members to 
make the world a better place, but there's no guarantee that off-spring will follow the 
traditions of their parents. In fact, just the opposite seems to be the norm in modem 
societies. Besides, if the only people who will accept a belief system are those bom 
into it, there must be some serious flaws in that system. 

Others contend that their race or ethnic group is in the minority, or will be soon 
if they don't keep up. Carrying on the family name has long been an unquestioned 
justification for reproduction, and when a couple says they want to "have one of our 
own," they mean "make one that has our genes." The mindset behing this bloodline 
mentality is deep and strong: more of "Us" and less of "Them." Smells like racism 
to me. When trying to conceive a specific gender, sexism is also in the wind. It goes 
beyond racism for us to create replicas of ourselves, while tens of thousands of 
Others' children die from a lack of care each day. 

Anyway, simply increasing the sheer numbers of people who share a philosophy 
or genetic makeup doesn't always improve their status. "Breeding wars" between 
rival groups have shifted political power in a few majority-rule governments, 
however, members of those groups usually aren't any better off just by being in a 
larger voting block. Breeding for power is a remnant of that ancient tradition of mass

r What it boils down to is that it's the wrongjperies "having children2 LRegardless 
ofour minor differences, we are all nomo sapiens and-weafl impact Earth's biosphere 
detrimentally. The increase of our species amounts to a decrease of other species. As 
long as extinctions of wildlife continue at an outrageous pace, the intentional 
creation of another one of us by anyone anywhere can't be justified.

then considered fallacious even by the agency that issued it, the SL Louis Post- 
Dispatch ran a front page article with a banner headline declaring, "Dioxin Scare 
Now Called Mistake." The old CDC study on dioxin, performed by Dr. Vernon 
Houk, was conducted on Vietnam veterans well before approaching any now- 
established latency periods for diseases associated with dioxin exposure. The study 
was also aborted prematurely. Dr. Houk's pro-industry activities came under close 
scrutiny by a House government-operations subcommittee in 1990. The former 
director of CDC was then lobbying for lower dioxin emissions for many chlorine- 
based industries, including pulp and paper mills. The story also quoted Armon 
Yanders, head of the University of Missouri's Environmental Trace Substances 
Research Center, stating "dioxin has certain properties that may be useful in 
fighting some cancers, includingbreast cancer." Yander's research center had been 
paid $250,000 by a law firm representing Syntex to conduct experiments on soil 
samples — money from the very company responsible for theTimes Beach cleanup. 
Yanders was also paid thousands of dollars to testify on behalf of Syntex in court. 

A preliminary report leaked to the New York Times by scientists conducting EPA's 
reassessment on dioxin verified the chemical's reputation as the most potent 
synthetic carcinogen known to humankind. The report also confirmed dioxin is 
a powerful estrogenic compound likely responsible for immune deficiency disor- 
ders, even at background levels to which many human populations are already 
exposed. 

Not only is dioxin toxic, it is hard to bum. Many areas of the US have abandoned 
incineration for superior "closed" system, non-thermalmethods of dioxin destruc- 
tion. The EPA still is unable to meet their own standards for stack emissions at the 
Jacksonville, Arkansas dioxin incinerator. 

Recent protests by Times Beach Action Group (T-BAG), including Big River Earth 


Firstlers, has rekindled public awareness and opposition to the incinerator project. 
Activities have ranged from occupation of abillboard near the site to on-site disruptions. 
On April 1st, T-BAG effectively stopped constructionfortwodayswithamocktest bum, 
in which protesters trespassed onto the site and supporters threw smoke canisters at 
arresting officers. 

Direct action is getting the goods, as many public officials join in the fight to reopen 
the consent decree between Syntex, EPA and Missouri DNR. An amendment recently 
introduced to the Superfund Re-authorization Bill would halt construction of the 
incinerator. The bill's sponsor, Rep. Jim Talent (D-MO), and the county council have 
publicly petitioned Missouri Governor Mel Carnahan to re-open the consent decree. 
The council also voted unanimously to request that the state close the road leading into 
Times Beach to construction traffic. 

With growing bipartisan support forenvironmental justice at Times Beach, Carnahan 
has been ostensiblysilent on theissue. Holding anofficethathassoleauthoritytocancel 
the project, the Governor has failed to publicly respond to. requests by the county 
council, state and federal representatives, and thousands of county citizens to halt the 
project. Research by T-BAG into Carnahan's campaign contributions revealed substan- 
tial donations from the incineration industry. 

Responding to reports that bum permits will soon be issued for the incinerator by 
DNR, T-BAG declared to the press, "If this incinerator is built, the fight is far from over. 
This is about accountability and the poisoning of communities. We never sleep, we 
never forget."

The Washington Post editorial cited as 
WAFC's "only mass fax" was actually only 
faxed to approximately 14 members of 
WAFC's Board and the Ancient Forest Alli- 
ance, a regular practice of circulating D.C.

informational purposes. 

In addition to reporting on the Clinton

tem Management Process (EEMP), PACFISH 
and the Forest Service "reinvention," the 
agency and Administration initiatives in- 
tended to set precedents for "ecosystem 
management" and agency reform across 
the country. 

Moreover, in the past two years, WAFC 
has amplified the role environmentalists 
have played in expanding their political 
forums beyond the Congressional authoriz- 
ing committees, championing Roadless Area 
Mabo$,ltf4 


protection by focusing on the Interior Ap- 
propriations process and the Forest Service 
budget. While Earth Firstlers were subvert- 
ing the dominant paradigm, WAFC-spon- 
sored grassroots activists were lobbying 
members oftheHouse Appropriations Com- 
mittee to eliminate the road building bud- 
get for the Forest Service. 

The result this year was that for the first 
time ever, activists succeeded in having a 
one-year road building moratorium amend- 
ment included in the House Interior Appro- 
priations Subcommittee Chairman's "mark, " 
the starting point for the Interior Appro- 
priations bill. This incited the wrath of Rep. 
Norman Dicks (D-WA), who demanded the 
Roadless Area moratorium amendment be 
removed and replaced with report language 
crafted by Forest Service Chief Jack Ward 
Thomas. Despite this setback, forest activ- 
ists succeeded in getting the agency to rec- 
ognize the importance of Roadless Areas. 
Holding the agency to the task of protecting 
all remaining Roadless Areas on public lands 
is the task at hand and one in which we 
should be united. 

WAFC's fax alerts and the monthly in- 
depth Report describe what happens in Con- 
gress — how Members vote and what they 
say — and how best to respond, thereby 
giving grassroots forest activists the where- 
withal, the " hooks, " with which to talk with 
lawmakers to oppose or support legislation. 
WAFC encourages submissions to th e Report 
and actively solicits action alerts from 
grassroots groups. Further, WAFC's alerts 
and Report will not tell grassroots activists 
what to think or do, rather they provide the 
information to create informed positions 
and take action.

Justin Time responds: 

Interesting that Jim Owens, ED of the West- 
ern AndentForest Campaign (WAFC), in choos- 
ing to respond to my piece ("D-Day for North- 
west Forests") conveniently uses an ellipsis (...) 
to remove the meat of my critique and only 
focuses on the issue of the Idaho and Montana 
Wilderness (Destruction) Bills. 

The redacted issue of the advocacy of the 
Sierra Club Legal Defense Fund (SCLDF) and its 
captive plaintiffs for the release of the injunction 
in the "Spotted Owl" lawsuit is completely 
missing in Owens' two pages of rationale. By all 
accounts, it was a memo from Owens claiming 
that we couldn't win a rider fight that was the 
linchpin argument for the abandonment of the 
injunction, just as the same analysis was the 
rationale forgiving up the Deal of Shame sales 
last Fall. And, the fact that many of the surren- 
dering plaintiffs are also WAFC board members 
is also not addressed. 

While discussing WAFC's past failures, it 
should also be noted that WAFC, Americans for 
AndentForests and the Rockefeller Family Fund 
bear a large responsibility for the shellacking we 
got at the Clinton Forest Conference. By helping 
to undemocratically pick (in our name) a pas- 
sionless group of"representatives, " WAFC abet- 
ted the situation where we did not have the right 
people there to rebut industry's many lies. The 
industry even got away with portraying the ITT/ 
Rayonier Gray's Harbor pulp mill closure as a 
spotted owl issue when, in fact, itwas closed for 
EPA violations! We were saddled over and over 
with an image of un-caring conservationists 
taking food out of the mouths of widows and 
orphans without rebuttal. One of "our" repre- 
sentatives even said that "I'm not against log 
exports... "Another concurred with industry and 
claimed that lumber price increases were the 
result of "scarcity" of supply. "Scardty" in an 
industry that can somehow find an exportable 
annual surplus of over 10 billion board feet of 
unprocessed wood products from the Northwest 
alone! With that performance, is it any wonder 
that Clinton has the American public thinking 
conservationists won the Ancient Forest issue? 


Historian Kimbark MacColl wrote a memo 
telling how he was forced to remove from his 
Forest Conference opening remarks any men- 
tion of the timber industry's checkered past. He 
was told to re-write a sanitized version on the 
very day of the conference. Yet, that was never 
reported on the WAFC net. Why not? While we 
Earth Firstiers were "out subverting the domi- 
nant paradigm," as Owens notes, WAFC and 
others were playing the role of Contras, propping 
up the very paradigm that we must overturn if 
we are to save the planet. 

Let's face it. WAFC was sent to DC with two 
missions: to pass the Ancient Forest Protection 
Act (it never even got to hearings) and to set up 
a grass roots communications network. Owens 
states that the WAFC's Report from Wash- 
ington "reprints submissions from grassroots 
activists," yeti know of the case where the first 
in-depth (and to date, the best) analysis of(co)- 
Option 9 was turned down for broadcast on the 
WAFC network even when the author offered to 
pay the costs himself! That's censorship in 
anyone's book — not an active solicitation of 
submissions and alerts, as Owens claims. 

Now thatthat's off my chest, let's play "what 
if we were to declare an amnesty on all of our 
past mistakes and focus on the present?" What 
about current critical issues such as the new 
Crime Bill that criminalizes Civil Disobedi- 
ence? Will WAFC take a forceful stand on that? 
And how about the shenanigans of next April's 
corporate 25th Earth (Plunder) Day? "Green- 
washing" by the corporate benefactors of the 
foundations that WAFC and most of the main- 
stream enviros depend on is rarely 
mentioned, let alone challenged. 

Now, there's a paradigm that really 
needs subverting. And, most impor- 
tantly, now that WAFC is the choice 
of the foundations to head up their 
"Eastside" forest campaign, will they 
repeat their past failures in another 
threatened ecosystem? 

1 concede that WAFC has reported 
on the Idaho and Montana Bills, 
though very circumspectly. And, the 
Sierra Club sent out strongly worded 
alerts on the Idaho Bill. Yet, upon re- 
reading the Reports Owens men- 
tions, I admit I still don't have any 
sense of "WAFC's well-articulated 
opposition to the Montana andldaho 
wilderness bills" nor of WAFC's great "support 
for the ecosystem-based Northern Rockies Eco- 
system Protection^ Act (NREPA)." In fact, I 
found one Report that praises Sen. Max (the Ax) 
Baucus in glowing terms. 

Bottom line is: if WAFC or any other collec- 
tion of folks wants to gain funding and access in 
the name of the grassroots of the forest protec- 
tion movement, then they are going to have to be 
accountable to all of us. WAFC's, and all the 
national groups' paradigm of exclusion and 
undemocratic behavior can be rectified. It's 
Owens' and other DC conservationists' choice. 
Continue to act in our name without consulting 
us and continue to risk criticism, or consult first, 
get it right and go at it united and strong.

Regarding "Sustainable Forestry — Why We 
Bother," by Tracy Katelman (page 26, Earth 
First!, Eostar 1994); 

The off-handed dismissing of "tree-free" 
paper as an important part of the 
deforestation solution, and the 
characterization of the "tree-free" concept 
as a "potential cop-out" is inaccurate and 
misleading. Printing suchapoorly conceived 
opinion on paper made from trees is a waste 
of good forest. 

Katelman contends that "A sustainable 
managed forest has the potential to be much 
more ecologically sound than current 
agricultural fiber production." Sustainable 
managed agricultural fiber production is 
more ecologically sound than continuing 
to cultivate and harvest trees for low-value 
use such as paper production. The chemicals 
and energy used to pulp a tree are far greater 
than what is needed to pulp a plant fiber. 

Sustainable forestry is a very valid and 
important part of the overall solution but, 
with rapidly growing world populations 
and an increasing demand for paper, 
changing the way we cut trees will not be 
enough. We must change the reasons we 
cut trees. 

Replacing trees with agricultural fibers as 
a source of paper pulp will reduce the total 
number of trees harvested, which will force 
a market realignment. Demand for trees for 
lumber products will continue to grow. 
Lumber trees are grown for a longer period, 
under more sustainable forestry practices, 
and are more valuable than pulpwood trees. 
Sustainable forestry costs more. To support 
the cost, the low- value use of trees for paper 
must end. 

Tree-free paper is an important part of 
the solution. Your dismissal of this "clearcut 
alternative" is a disservice to your readers.

Consumption needs to 
be radically reduced. I'd rather fight than switch. 

My understanding of tree-free paper is that it 
is made of hemp, kenaf and straw. I haven't 
heard of any claims that these are being grown 
organically or in a permaculture system. My 
statement that "A sustainably managed forest 
has the potential to be much more ecologically 
sound than current agricultural fiber 
production, " is based on my understanding of 
ecology. A managed forest can still be a viable, 
functioning ecosystem, (depending how it's 
managed of course). Except for permaculture, 
which I wholeheartedly advocate, agricultural 
systems tend not to be natural, functioning 
ecosystems. I favor functioning ecosystems over 
agricultural production any day.

Cent # one: I believe that the introduc- 
tion of firearms, ammunition, and explod- 
ing devices crosses a line in many folks' 
minds, including those small minds at cer- 
tain government agencies. The argument is 
whether or not we should cross that line in 
the EF! Journal. 

On the one hand, activists engaging in 
tense, non-violent confrontation could be 
endangered by the printing of such items. 
Articles in the Journal can be and have been 
used by provocateurs to inflame violence 
toward protesters and protest organizers. I 
believe the Journal staff has a responsibility 
to consider the safety of EF! activists when 
deciding whether to print a particular piece. 

On the other hand, many in our move- 
ment argue that, as long as precautions are 
taken to ensure that no one gets hurt, any 
monkeywrenching tactic should be consid- 
ered. The Journal is one of very few forums 
for discussing monkeywrenching tactics, 
and most of us want that forum to continue. 

So I have a suggestion: I suggest that the 
editorial staff use "red flags" during the 
initial "read and comment" stage of produc- 
tion. A red flag would indicate a piece with 
potentially controversial content, such as 
the use of firearms or sexist remarks. Any 
piece that has been flagged then MUST be 
seriously discussed by the full editorial staff. 
The staff needs to seriously consider risks to 
activists' personal safety, should the piece 
be taken out of context and publicized. The 
staff must also seriously consider the impact 
to the movement of alienating activists by 
printing statements that denigrate them 
because of their gender, race, etc. Then ask 
yourselves, "Is this piece really worth it?" 

Cent # two: The Journal staff strives to 
make the Journal represent the diverse voices 
of our diverse movement. They have a pic- 
ture in their minds of what YOU, the move- 
ment, want in the Journal. That picture is 
formulated with what they hear from YOU. 

So, if YOU, friend, have problems with 
anything you read in the Journal (or want 
the Journal to cover things you haven't seen 
there), YOU have a responsibility to make 
yourself heard. You don't have to write a 
"Dear Shit Fer Brains" letter if you are worried 
about exposing yourself as one of those 
granola-eatin' non-violent Gandhi-lovers 
(like I just did). Just give the folks here a call, 
or drop them a note (and tell them if you 
want it printed). Remember, the staff only 
knows what they hear, and they can only 
print what they get.

Science 
tells us that species are going extinct faster than 
any time in history since the extinction of the 
dinosaurs. Our hearts tell us that the wild Earth 
is being replaced by a tame, "managed" land- 
scape. The secret places of the forest have be- 
come just so many board feet. We are driven not 
by fear or hate, but by a deep sense of loss. We 
are losing the wilderness we love, and we cannot 
let that happen without a fight. 

About two hundred years ago, a movement of 
anti-imperialist colonists committed "criminal" 
acts under the American flag, including the civil 
disobedience action now known as the Boston 
Tea Party. The Barry Clausens of that day no 
doubt labeled the rebel upstarts as "terrorists" 
and disparaged their lawbreaking ways. When 
judging civil disobedience protests, we must look 
beyond our own political opinions and protect 
the right to non-violent dissent.

AIDING AND ABETTING TERRORISM 
The definition of terrorism as defined in the 
US Department of Justice report to Congress 
on the extent and effects of domestic and 
international terrorism by animal rights ac- 
tivists, and according to the FBI, is as fol- 
lows: 

The unlawful use of force or violence 
against persons or property to intimidate or 
coerce a government, the civilian popula- 
tion, or any segment thereof, in furtherance 
of political or social objectives. 

Karen Wood, the business manager of 
the Earth First! Journal, says that "it is often 
difficult to convey to the public that the EF! 
Journal staff does not speak on behalf of the 
movement. The Journal itself attempts to be 
a fomm for the EF! movement, but our staff 
are not any kind of authority figures within 
the movement." 

I do not accept this, but let us assume that 
this is true, then according to definition of 
law the Earth First! Journal is aiding and 
abetting terrorists. In the past the Journal has 
advocated criminal acts, an example is: if 
you have a terminal illness, not to waste 
your time and money dying but to strap a 
bomb to your body and blow yourself up 
while standing on a bridge or a dam. In the 
current issue of the Earth First! Journal there 
is an ad by a terrorist that says: 

HAVE A BALL AT THE MALL THIS FALL 


"Fear, hate, and revenge are the oldest tricks in 
the direct-mail book." 

So says Ron Arnold, a founder of the Wise Use 
Movement, in an interview published in Outside 
Magazine (December 1991). Marketers and 
propagandists know that fear, hate, and revenge 
are the fastest ways to sway their "target" 
(that's you) to their side. When political issues, 
such as the management of public forests, are 
involved, rousing these powerful emotions can 
hinder a discussion of facts. As Arnold says, 
"Facts don't really matter. In politics, percep- 
tion is reality" (Outside, 12/91). 

I ask that you put aside the fear and hate 
roused by Clausen 's inflammatory language, so 
that I can introduce myself in an open environ- 
ment. 

Hi. My name is Karen Wood. I am 32 years 
old, married, with a one-year-old daughter. I 
live in Oregon, where I have worked to stop the 
commercial logging of old-growth forests on 
public lands since 1985. 

In addition to writing letters, meeting with 
Forest Service and industry representatives, and 
staffing booths at public events, I have also been 
arrested for locking myself to logging equipment 
and blocking a timber sale auction. I have 
participated in other non-violent protests as 
well, during which I wasn't arrested. 

You probably don't agree with my position on 
old-growth forests. You may not agree with my 
tactics. That's OK. I've talked to many folks here 
in Oregon who, like you, work for the timber 
industry. I've found that once we can get past the 
fear and hate generated by people like Clausen, 


from behind those many dams flow down 
its streams for fish and wildlife. Many of the 
farmers around here own thousands of acres 
and have enough holding companies and 
subsidiaries to make any drug cartel proud. 
They get water from state and federal water 
projects (dams, canals and other fun stuff) 
for as low as ten percent of the cost to the 
government. This means that those of us 
who sign a paper and send it to the IRS are 
effectively giving our money away so large 
companies can make bigger bucks. 

Here's an interesting twist. In an area 
where most river* are over-allotted, people 
(read: companies) have rights to more water 
than actually flows down the streams and 
into the reservoirs, some of these 
agribusinesses are turning around and sell- 
ing their "surplus water" to cities at full 
market price. Yes, that's right. We give them 
water at, say $2/acre foot and they turn 
around and sell it for $15. Then they have 
the audacity to claim that they will go out of 
business or at least take land out of produc- 
tion without "their" cheap government 
water. Actually, the farm lobby doesn't even 
think that the status quo is enough for 
them; there are plans for plenty more dams 
with just as much or more of the costs 
passed on to the taxpayer. 

There is only one large river in California 
that doesn't have a dam on it. 

They are proud of our capitalist system 
and point to their successes. We need a way 
to tell these agribusinesses that we know

Sadly shaking his head, Guillermo 
Calderon stood looking at his de- 
stroyed "baby," a large paving ma- 
chine. "You see, it's part of me. I 
work in it twelve hours a day, six 
days a week. It's like my baby," 
confessed Calderon. 

The heavy-equipment operator 
surveyed the rest of the damage to the 
handful of other machines — damage 
estimated to cost between $500,000 
and $700,000, said officials of Albu- 
querque Asphalt. 

Sometime during the last weekend 
of August, at least two people vandal- 
ized and destroyed a handful of 
expensive heavy-equipment machines 
being used to pave at the Las 
Campanas subdivision north of Santa 
Fe, said undersheriff Ray Sisneros. 

Sisneros said he knew two people 
were involved because the vandals 


used two front-end loaders at the 
same time — one from the construc- 
tion site and another brought in from 
elsewhere. Tracks from the second 
machine were observed leading away 
from the site, paving company 


officials said. 

Sisneros said he has "some possible 
suspect information," but declined to 
say what. 

Randy Gilver, vice president of 
construction for Albuquerque As- 
phalt, said the damaged machinery 
included: 

— A $250,000-$500,000, 16-ton 
paving machine rolled over on its 
back and destroyed. 

— An $80,000-$ 100,000 steel-wheel 
roller machine flipped over on its side 
and destroyed. 

— A smashed-in cab on a water 
truck, rendering the $25,000 truck 
destroyed. 

— A damaged pneumatic rubber 
machine, which might be salvaged by 
a change of oil and new engine (sic). 

"It's not a kid's vandalism kind of 
thing. There is a purpose behind it. 
This will shut down our paving 
operation for three or four days, 
"Gilver said. "Somebody off the street 
couldn't have come in and done it."

Sharpshooter Kills Six Cattle 


Frank C. McMurry, rancher, lost six 
head of cattle in July on a National 
Forest grazing allotment near 
Nathrop, Colorado. All animals were 
shot by a .270 caliber rifle. 

Sheriff's investigators said the cattle 
deaths were the work of an expert 
marksman intent upon killing the 
cattle, adding that there is reason to 
believe the marksman is anti-cattle, 
and possibly a member of a group or 
groups opposed to cattle grazing 
federal lands forage. 

McMurry has been very vocal in 
opposition to the Clinton 
Administration's rangeland reform 
proposals and land management 
policies and regulations, and has been 
openly critical of the administration. 

For that reason, he said, investiga- 
tors are not mling out the possiblility 
his cattle were specifically targeted. 

"Whoever did this intended to kill 
the cattle. We don't think it was 
random, rather that it was purpose- 
ful," McMurry said. 

Rewards of $3,000 are being offered 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
person or persons who killed the 


cattle. Parts of the reward are posted 
by the Chafee County Cattlemen's 
Association, the Chaffee Crime- 
stoppers program and by McMurry.

Going... Going... Green! 

by John C. Stauber 

More than any other modem American, author Rachel Carlson is credited with 
giving birth to popular ecological awareness. Silent Spring, her bombshell 1962 best- 
seller, gave a dramatic, prophetic and factual account of massive agrichemical 
poisoning. Written with the goal of shocking the public, government and industry 
into action, it sowed seeds of consciousness that burst forth eight years later when 
millions of people demonstrated in the streets on the first Earth Day, April 22, 1970. 

Now PR executive E. Bruce Harrison, who led the fight to silence Silent Spring, has 
written his own book, a how-to guide titled Going Green: How to Communicate Your 
Company's Environmental Commitment. 

Harrison's "commitment" began when, at age 30, he was appointed "manager of 
environmental information" for the manufacturers of agricultural pesticides and 
other poisons, and assigned to coordinate and conduct the industry's attack against 
Silent Spring. They hit back with the PR equivalent of a prolonged carpet bombing 
campaign. No expense was spared in defending the fledgling agrochemical indus- 
try and its $300 million per year in sales of DDT and other toxins. The national 
Agricultural Chemical Association doubled its PR bud- 
get and distributed thousands of book reviews trashing 
Silent Spring. 

Along the way, they pioneered environmental PR 
"crisis management" techniques that have now be- 
come standard industry tactics. They used emotional 
appeals, scientific misinformation, front groups, exten- 
sive mailings to the media and opinion leaders, and the 
recruitment of doctors and scientists as "objective" 
third party defenders of agrichemicals. 

Rachel Carson succumbed to cancer on April 14, 

1964, never seeing herself vindicated. Due in part to 

Harrison's PR work, the warnings of Silent Spring have never been adequately 
understood or heeded. Today, agrichemical contamination of soil, air, water, 
animals and people is one of the most ubiquitous and difficult environmental 
health disasters we face. 

Harrison, however, is alive and thriving. In 1 973, he and his wife established their 
own PR company, drawing in clients such as Monsanto and Dow Chemical, who 
were among the sponsors of the campaign against Silent Spring. The PR trade 
publication Inside PR named him as its 1993 "PR All Star," stating that by writing 
Going Green he had "confirmed his status as the leading [PR] thinker on environ- 
mental issues" and as a continuing "pioneer in the field." 

The E. Bruce Harrison Company has offices in DC, Dallas, Austin, New York, and 
San Francisco, and recently opened a new office in Brussels, Belgium that will, in 
the words of Inside PR, "help its transnational clients work through the complexity" 
of Europe's new environmental regulations. The company employs more than 50 
staff and does $6 million dollars worth of business annually for about 80 of the 
world's largest corporations and associations, including Coors, Clorox, R.J. Reynolds, 
the American Medical Association, and Vista Chemical. 

Harrison's clients include the "wise use" Global Climate Coalition (which 
opposes environmental action to prevent global warming) and the Coalition for 
Vehicle Choice (which opposes emission-control regulations for automobile 
manufacturers). He even receives taxpayer funding from one of his clients, the 
federal Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). 

In Going Green, Harrison shares some of his perspective and methods. The book 
includes self-promotional chapters in which he discreetly brags of the PR 
greenwashing successes that he has arranged for such clients as Uniroyal, General 
Motors, Cosmair and Zoecon. Of course, he doesn't use the word "Greenwashing." 

The text is filled with environmentally-correct sounding jargon that makes for 
clumsy reading. The phrase he uses to describe his PR work, for example, is 
"sustainable communications."

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The Greening Business 

In Going Green, Harrison declares that environmen- 
tal activism has "died," and that its death presents 
corporations with a tremendous opportunity to define 
and dominate the future of environmentalism in the 
name of "sustainable development," by which he 
means corporate business-as-usual, made palatable for 
the public through "sustainable communications." 

Who or what killed environmental activism? According to Harrison, the "activist 
movement that began in the early 1960s, roughly when the use of pesticides was 
attacked in the book Silent Spring succumbed to success over a period roughly 
covering the last 15 years." 

Since the first Earth Day in 1970, he argues, ecological activism has been 
transforming itself from a grassroots movement into dozens of professionally-run, 
competitive, non-profit businesses, epitomized by groups like the Environmental 
Defense Fund (EDF). 

Going Green says that today's environmental groups are first and foremost 
business ventures, run by managers. Groups like EDF are tax-exempt, customer- 
based firms primarily concerned with fund-raising and maintaining a "respectable" 
public image. This preoccupation with funding and respectability makes them 
willing to sit down with industry and cut deals in which their main concern is their 
own financial bottom line. In Harrison's words, to "stay in the greening business," 
the goal of environmental groups "is not to green, but to ensure the wherewithal 

that enable it to look green." 

Everywhere he looks, Harrison sees the rise of pro- 
corporate environmentalism and the demise of 
grassroots eco-activism. Especially since the 1992 Earth 
Summit in Brazil, "corporate environmentalism is now 
more lively than external activist environmentalism, 
and this trend will continue to grow." 

This opens the door to tremendous opportunities for 
Harrison's corporate and governmental clients, whom 
he assists in building issue coalitions and alliances with 
carefully chosen environmentalists ready to reap mu- 
tual business benefits. 

As an example, Harrison points to the partnership between McDonald's Restau- 
rants and the Environmental Defense Fund. "In the late 1980s, the company 
slipped into its worst sales slump ever — and the anti-McDonald's drive of the green 
activists was at least partly blamed [EDF's Executive Director Fred] Krupp saw the 
golden arches of McDonald's, the nation's fast food marketing king, as a sign of 
opportunity... Krupp was ready to deal, and so was McDonald's." 

Harrison is quite happy that the professional environmental establishment is 
rejecting the tactics of community organizing, street demonstrations and noisy 
conflicts with industry. Ironically, the unseemly confrontational tactics that the 
eco-professionals scorn are acknowledged by Harrison to be the main impetus for 
any real ecological reform. 

In Going Green, Harrison observes that "Greening and the public-policy impact 
of greenism are being propelled by what I refer to as the 'AMP syndrome' — a synergy 
of Activists + Median- Politicians. Activists stir up conflict, naming 'victims' (various 
people or public sectors) and 'villains' (very often, business interests). The news 
media respond to conflict and publicize it. Politicians respond to media and issues, 
moving to protect 'victims' and punish 'villains' with legislative and regulatory 
actions." 

Coercive Harmony 

Some environmentalists haven't yet accepted the message that protest tactics are 
dead. In one chapter Harrison advises businesses "what to do when you're attacked 
by an activist group." He first suggests hiring a private detective to investigate the 
activists — making sure, of course, not to get caught. But strategic co-optation 
remains his primary strategy for achieving "sustainable communications." 

"Remember that your organization and the green action group are quite similar 
when it comes to management goals," Harrison advises. "You're both trying to 
create customers...The [activist] group must be publicly observed in action, on 
behalf of a cause that has appeal to potential customer-publics. 

"Offer to meet with them... Your task is to try and deflate their balloon and to get 
direct information about what's motivating them, how serious they are, who they 
are, what they will consider 'success.'... Be friendly. Politely put off giving more 
direct information. Offer to meet with them again. As long as you are talking, you 
may not be fighting. Maybe you can come up with multiple options for mutual 
benefit that will satisfy their needs." 

Going Green is a book that activists should read to identify and counter the 
sophisticated tactics of the greenwashers, and to understand industry's co-optation 
of the environmental movement. As for E. Bruce Harrison, the godfather of 
greenwashing is "going green" all the way to the bank.

There is a conference on Habitat Conservation Plans, sponsored by the 
Southwest Center for Environmental Diversity, the week before the activist 
conference. So, start thinking about staying a week or two. 

We think that two priorities for an AC are security and regional representation, 
so we agreed on a vouching system for participants. Before we begin, everybody 
present will need to be vouched for by at least two folks who have some history with 
the movement, no exceptions. So if you don't think anybody knows you well 
enough, you probably shouldn't come. Sorry, but the EF! movement has been the 
target of infiltration, and there is no other way to ensure that we can speak freely. 

As far as regional representation goes, we think it will be easy since Texas is nice 
and central on the continent, but it will also be something we'll work on. We will 
be putting out some grant applications, so hopefully there will be some travel $$ 
for those who absolutely need it. If you know of easy money out there for such an 
event, please let us know. Priority will be given to carloads of folks from multiple 
states, so start your carpool planning. We'uns discourage plane travel, but we will 
be able to arrange shuttle service from Austin Airport to Blanco.

As in the 
past, the Western Shoshone National Council asks that no weapons, drugs or 
alcohol be brought to the land. They also ask that dogs be left at home, as they 
disrupt ceremonial areas and fragile desert springs at this unique desert oasis.

The Humboldt River begins its j oumey in the Independence and Ruby Mountains 
of northeastern Nevada traveling across long expanses of basin and range until 
disappearing in the marshy Humboldt Sink near the town of Lovelock, NV. This is 
the heart of Newe Sogobia, the Western Shoshone's sacred homeland. Presently the 
beauty is being ripped out from under the Western Shoshone (Newe) by some of 
the largest mining transnationals: Newmont, Barrick, and Placer Dome among 
others. Open pit, cyanide heap-leach gold mines are proliferating across the basin. 

The situation has grown worse in the recent years as many of the mines de-water 
(pump out) the ground water aquifer to access deep gold deposits. In Crescent 
Valley, NV, Placer Dome and Kennecott are proposing a joint venture to create the 
Pipeline Project, a new mine requiring de-watering at an initial rate of 49,000 acre 
feet per year. (Crescent Valley is also home to Newe elders Mary and Carrie Dann 
who have non-violently resisted the expropriation of their people's land for over 
twenty years.) The Pipeline Project and its future expansions were developed 
without consulting the Newe, and threatens to dry up springs and other wetlands 
within their traditional use area. In the arid Great Basin, springs provide critical 
wildlife habitat. To the Newe these areas are of great spiritual significance, the 
homes spirit beings and a source of water which gives life to all beings. The 
destruction of these areas amounts to ecological and cultural genocide. 

The Western Shoshone Defense Project is seeking help in responding to the 
Cortez Pipeline Gold Deposit Draft Environmental Impact Statement (DEIS).

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Ron Coronado Arrested

After nearly two years of chasing their tails, federal 
agents captured environmental and social justice ac- 
tivist Rod Coronado on Wednesday, September 28, on 
the Pascua Yaqui Indian reservation in southern Ari- 
zona. Press reports have stated that Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (BATF) agents traced him through 
an anonymous tip. 

But even though an ongoing series of federal grand 
juries around the country have been used to search for 
him, his capture does, not mean that subpoenaed 
activists or others who might be subpoenaed are safe. 
The purpose of the grand juries continues to be harass- 
ing and jailing activists, even if their ostensible reason 
until now was looking for Rod. 

Rod is being held in a federal prison in Tucson on five 
felony counts stemming from a grand jury investiga- 
tion of a fire at a Michigan State University mink 
research facility. The fire caused $200,000 in damages 
and wiped out the research of scientists who were 
feeding deadly dioxins to the captive minks. 

Rod was denied bail twice, first in early October and 
again at an appeal on October 20, and is expected to be 


extradited to Michigan for trial by the time you read 
this story. Rod's supporters ask that activists in Grand 
Rapids area contact one of the several support groups 
around the country. 

The Michigan grand jury indicted Rod on charges of 
arson of property affecting interstate commerce, trav- 
eling interstate to commit an act of violence, extor- 
tion, use of fire to commit a felony and possession of 
stolen property. If convicted of all the charges, he 
could face 50 years in prison and $ 1 . 25 million in fines. 
His attorneys say he is unlikely to be convicted on all 
the charges, and the penalties would probably drop 
substantially, especially if he accepted a plea bargain. 

"The publicity here in Tucson has all the other 
inmates oohing and ahhing at this skinny Indian, and 
all the big tough tattooed guys give me cigarettes and 
coffee," Rod says. "They say I should have just killed 
someone and I wouldn't be in so much trouble." 

On the day he was arrested, Rod was called to the 
reservation fire department, supposedly to help an 
injured hawk. But when he walked into the building, 
four BATF agents tackled him.

On the weekend of Sep- 
tember 30 through Octo- 
ber 2, activists from around 
the country descended on 
the town of Monroe, Michi- 
gan, to protest the restart 
of Detroit Edison's crippled 
nuclear reactor, Fermi 2. 

Built at the site where its 
predecessor Fermi 1 suf- 
fered a partial core-melt 
accident in 1966, Fermi 2 
was completed 20 years 
behind schedule and more 
than 2,000 percent over 
budget. On December 25, 

1993, Fermi 2 suffered a 
turbine-generator explo- 
sion and flash fire which 
caused a basement rad- 
waste processing room to 

fill with water. Edison officials called this catastrophic 
turbine failure a "non-nuclear accident" even though 
it resulted in the accumulation of 1.5 million gallons 
of radioactive water. In February, calling the water too 
dangerous to transport, Edison announced that they 
would dilute it 50,000 to 1 and dump it into Lake Erie. 
Public reaction was instantaneous and forceful; nine 
activists were arrested in an unsuccessful attempt to 
stop this "Chernobylizing" of Lake Erie. 

In June, Edison announced that the turbine system 
was fatally flawed and needed to be replaced. Since it 
will require General Electric two years to manufacture 
a new turbine, Edison decided to repair the damaged 
one and operate the plant under reduced power until 
a scheduled refueling outage in 1996 when the new 
turbine system will be installed. Edison then an- 
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nounced October 1 as a target date for restart. Since 
then Edison has postponed Fermi's restart into No- 
vember, and inside sources say it will be at least 
January. 

It was into this atmosphere that 300 activists from 
around the country came to Monroe to participate in 
the Grassroots National Action Festival. On Friday 
evening, there was a rally at Edison's headquarters in 
Detroit, where the demand that Edison permanently 
discontinue repairs to Fermi was made. On Saturday, 
while Edison considered the demand, they kicked off 
Native American Heritage Month by further demand- 
ing that Edison remove itself from the list of utilities 
negotiating with the Mescalaro Tribal Council to 
"temporarily" host a storage facility for irradiated

Editors note: The following is a response to Joy Williams' 
letter which appeared last issue. In reference to the last line 
of the "Wake Up" blank wall, Williams wrote "... but I do 
take a bit of umbrage at the 'computerless reproduction.' 
This strikes me as an elitist attitude that is hypocritical to 
say the least." She goes on to defend computers and 
technology, saying "Let's not blame the medium, let's 
blame the thoughtless intent and the greed involved behind 
the application... of technology!" 

Regarding the "Dear fellow Gaians" plaint against 
the "elitist hypocritical" producers of "Wake Up," the 
blank wall in the Lughnasadh issue: 

Actually, there are many arguments against paper — 
recycled, hemp/straw, as well as dioxin-poisoned fresh, 
dead tree flesh. The first is "civilized" society's inanely 
horrendous volumes of paper consumption — such as 
my 'having* to write this reply. We need to reduce this 
load: recycled paper produces toxins in 
the de-inking process, and hemp/straw . 
depends upon agriculture with — at this 
point — all its consequent chemical fer- 
tilizers and pesticides (not to mention y 
the continued "farming" of former natu- 
ral wildlife habitat lands). Both of these 
rely heavily on technological, industrial 
wage-slavery, and support, in some 
manner, the continuation of anthropo- 
centric corporate hierarchal society. 

Computers, despite whatever you mean by "using 
(quite possibly) the possible stimulation for Gaia to 
rejuvenate her consciousness" (more on this 'newage' 
later), are extremely toxic and destructive. Computer 
chip la-la-land — "Silicon Valley" located in the San 
Jose area of California, is hardly known for its "clean, 
pure" air. On the contrary, there is a long and continu- 
ing struggle to curtail pollution problems and address 
the potential of catastrophic gas release such as occured 
in Bhopal, India. Silicon industries have three times 
the worker illnesses of general manufacturing indus- 
tries. Almost half of the occupationally related ill- 
nesses are caused by "systemic poisoning" from expo- 
sure to toxic substances. Studies of the groundwater of 
nearby communities have shown them to be contami- 
nated and the air to be polluted with photochemical 
smog. 

Some of the solvents used by the computer industry 
are ozone depleting CFCs and HCFCs. Hazardous 
waste landfills are routinely used by silicon 
manufactureres and their supportingindustries (chemi- 
cals and plastics). Such sites are environmental time 
bombs being left ticking for future generations. Area 
air quality is choked with nine tons of reactive organic 
gases per day — making the area a dangerous place in 
which to simply breathe... and just where do all those 
non-biodegradable defunct computer gizmoids and 
plastic disks eventually go? 

Computers generate high electromagnetic fields 
(EMFs). EMFs have induced biological changes in: 

•the production of various chemical messengers

such as melatonin, which plays an important part in 
daily biological circadian rhythms and neurotrans- 
mitters. 

•the production level of DNA. 

•the amount of errors occurring when RNA is pro- 
duced. 

•the quality of calcium found within cells or on cell 
surface. 

•the growth rate and reproduction of some cells. 

Exposure to EMFs has been linked to systemic neu- 
rological disorders such as chronic depression, as well 
as birth defects, miscarriages, brain and breast cancers, 
and leukemia. Children are thought to be especially 
susceptible. Within the laboratory there have been 
noticable effects upon heart rates and reaction time of 
humans. Research has discovered that even weak 
fields produce biological effects — and the dangerously 
high EMFs emitted by computers are by no means 
considered weak. 

To fully comprehend the techno-web upon which 
computers thrive, one must look at the entire 
electrical system. This ranges from the devas- 
tating plunder of the natural living earth 
which corporate society "man-ages" to ac- 
complish, to the manufacturing sources of its 
raw material components (massive copper 
strip mines and other metal mining), from 
the toxic plastic petroleum byproducts (for 
insulation), to the toxins used in transformers 
(such as PCB's), and finally to the dead salmon 
which power the grid in the northwest. 

Computers reinforce passivity: from the hours spent 
pushing buttons, and the envelopment of the human 
animal in the unreal world of electric signals and 
impulses, computers essentially create numb techno- 
zombies. TV conditioning may play a role in preparing 
people for computers; its dot patterns whizzing across 
the screen hypnotically shut down the mind's critical 
thinking beta waves within twenty seconds of view- 
ing, putting the viewer in an uncritical alpha state. 
When people have lost the ability to function critically 
in a comprehensively aware manner, it becomes easier 
for the TV Corporate Culture to impose its desired 
limitation — keeping people busy running around in 
the maze of what is allowed to be considered politi- 
cally plausible/possible. We need to consider what is 
politically plausible/possible by what is needed for the 
eart and all of us to survive — not by what the societal 
TV maze tries to dictate. 

But enough of the above, which you so quickly 
dismissed with the whiz of a cellular sentence, and on 
to other "pertinent" points: No, the EF! staff did not 
"scan" the wall — it was given to them camera ready, 
the product of non-electronic scavenged second or, 
tenth hand manual typewriters, art and calligraphy- 
done by "old fashioned" dip ink quill pens, written or * 
scrap, scavenged, or recycled (not homemade) papers^ 
in the mountains of Oregon, without electricity andta 
often by candle light. $ 

But the reality also includes using copy machines in 
Eugene to shrink graphics and type to the "right" size 
for layout, using white out, and recycled papers — back 
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into the city corporate grid, using gas for cars (CARS!!) 
for transport, etc. etc. And this we did not in our naive 
foolish innocence realize: the printer uses computers 
to set and run their presses!! — aarrrggghh! So we're 
surrounded — ulp — but do we give up? 

The main point is you can at times minimize your 
use of toxic gizmoids — from computers to cars to 
electricity to whiteout. We wanted to show (among 
other things) that you can still produce a paper the old 
manual type, cut & paste, caligraph & draw way— at 
least up until the printers got it. We are not trying to 
be elitist or holier than thou — hell, we're all in this 
toxic mess. But being bom on the earth right now is 
kinda like entering a room being flooded with toxic 
shit: one can choose to leap into the toxic dung, 
embracing and wallowing in it, or one can choose to 
minimize its spread and attempt to help clean it up on 
the way through — hopefully leaving less of a toxic 
mess behind. 

In addition, some of us have lived without electricity 
for long enough that we react nauseously-biologically 
to the EMFs emitted from computers. For us using 
these things is like deciding to have the flu today.

The Western Shoshone Defense Project and the 
Citizen Alert Native American Program are requesting 
our supporters to help respond to the "Cortez Pipeline 
Gold Deposit" Draft Environmental Impact Statement. 
This lengthy document describes the development of 
a new gold mine in Crescent Valley and its expected 
environmental impacts. \Ve feel that the proposed 
project will have serious effects on the environmental 
health of the area, includingthte Dann sisters' traditional 
use lands. \ 

What is the Pipeline Project? 

The Pipeline Proj ect is a massive new gold mine to be 
located approximately 1 5 miles south west of 
the Dann Ranch in Crescent ValleyK I'm* 
Nevada. It would be owned and operated mHS 

by the Cortez Joint Venture, a 
’cooperative effort between mining 
multinationals Placer Dome and 
Kennecott. The proposed project 
includes the construction of a new &.\\ \\% 
processing mill capable of milling / yDs. me 

5,000 tons of ore a day, a 586-acre § 

waste rock facility, a 420-acre ilfi 

combined heap leach and tailings 
facility, anda241-acre, 1,000-foot deep 
open pit. This will likely be followed by 
a 233-acre expansion of the open pit, an 
additional 1,019-acres of waste rock, and 
532-acres of tailings. Furthermore, the mine 
must pump out the groundwater aquifer to 
reach the gold. 

Dewatering 

The Pipeline Project intends to dewater at an 
initial rate of approximately 30,000 gallons per 
minute (gpm), annually pumping 49,000 acre feet of 
groundwater. This water will be pumped into large, 
engineered ponds where it is supposed to reinfiltrate 
into the ground water table, based upon a two year 
study by a private consulting firm hired by Cortezjoint , 
Venture. According to this study by Woodward-Clydy' 
there would be no 'significant' impact to the 
surrounding springs and seeps. / 

We have many reservations about this process/First 
of all, this conclusion is based on a computer tnodel 
which only predicts groundwater levels for a ten year 
period. The initial life of the mine would be/12 years, 
and it is clear from the document that an additional 1 4 
years of dewatering would result from/southward 
expansions. The original Cortez Pit plans to begin 
dewatering in the reasonably foreseeable future. Thus, 
the predicted amount of pumping is severely 
underestimated. / 

Groundwater hydrology is so complex and difficult 
to predict that any computer model is at best a gross 
simplification. At the Barrick Goldstrike Mine north of 
Crescent Valley, initial predictions set a pumping rate 
of 12,000 gpm. Currently, the mine has increased its 
pumping permit to allow almost 60,000 gpm, while 
rumors persist among employees that the true rate is 
perhaps closer to 100,000 gpm. 

Pumping groundwater creates a cone of depression, 
lowering the water talkie and sucking other groundwater 
towards the center of the mining pit. The ensuing 
gradient could render current groundwater remediation 
at the Cortez Mine ineffective. Under the Cortez Mine 
lies a shallow plume of groundwater contaminated 
with cyanide. A series of pollution control wells 
currently pump this contaminated water back into the 
mine. By creating the gradient, dewatering has the 
potential to suck this contaminated groundwater past 
the pollution control wells, down into the general 
groundwater aquifer. 

Upon completion of mining activities, the open pit 


would fill, creating a human-made lake. Evaporative 
groundwater loss from the pit lake and reinfiltration 
ponds would be permanent. There is also the potential 
for degradation of groundwater through the leaching 
of heavy metals in the pit walls. Water quality could be 
further reduced by leaks in the tailings impoundment 
and by acid mine drainage when moisture percolates 
through the waste rock dumps. 

The Western Shoshone Defense Project feels that the 
Pipeline Project and its associated dewatering will have 
an effect on the long term environmental health of the 
region. In May of this year, the Western Shoshone 
Defense Project, the Western Shoshone National' 
Council, the Citizen Alert Native American Program 
and the Sierra Club participated in a joint press 
conference regarding dewatering. Tom Meyers,

was perhaps the most stunning finding of his report. 
Because of the furious rate at which the mines are^ 
proceeding with plans to dewater, the WSDP and 
CANAP demanded a cumulative impact study for the 
Humboldt River basin be undertaken before any new 
projects were to be permitted. Such a study had to 
include and respect Western Shoshone sovereign rights 
and responsibilities towards the water. Despite this 
demand the Bureau of Land Management has pressed 
forward with projects such as the Pipeline, ignoring 
their long term implications and cumulative impacts. 

Water is Life 

Caught in the rain shadow of the High Sierras, the 
arid Great Basin's springs and small mountain streams 
are of utmost importance to all life. At least 55 springs 
and seeps occur around the southern half of Crescent 
Valley. These riparian areas are islands of life, vegetated 
with diverse plants, and frequented by almost all the 
animal species in the area. Wet meadows and riparian 
areas are used by sage hens and chukars to rear their 
broods. Raptors including red-tailed hawks, northern 
harriers, and golden eagles frequently hunt at these 
locations. A host of other wildlife including mule deer, 
kit fox, gray fox, coyote, bobcat, badger, meadowlarks, 
mourning doves, burrowing owls, Brewer's sparrows 
and various rodents rely on these water sources. 

The Western Shoshone recognize the importance of 
these springs to the existence of all their relations. 
Water is sacred, the source of all life. As a result of these 
beliefs, springs and other water sources are imbued 
with deep spiritual significance. They are the home of

One might assume then that 
the proposed Pipeline Project is permitted under the 
Treaty. Yet, such an assumption is contrary to 
established treaty law. Treaties are agreements between 
sovereign, independent nations. The US Supreme 
Court has ruled that treaties are to be interpreted as the 
native peoples would have understood them at the 
time of signing.

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Fishin’ Around for Justice

On September 10 some 200 Western Abenaki 
people and their supporters asserted the right of 
members of the Sovereign Republic of the Abenaki 
Nation of Missisquoi to fish their waters without 
holding Vermont State fishing licenses. The 
Abenaki Tribal Council has instead issued their own 
native licenses, just as they do with hunting and 
motor vehicle registrations. The State of Vermont 
maintains that no such right exists and has, for 
years, been issuing tickets, making arrests and often 
harassing Abenaki tribal members. 

The "Fish-in," held on the banks of the 
Missisquoi river, was an interesting example of 
civil disobedience here in the Northeast. Partici- 
pants were predominantly native people 
( or adopted members of the Abenaki 
C Nation. Representatives of other native 
nations such as the Mohawks and 
Micmacs also attended, as did non- 
native supporters from such diverse 
groups as Earth First!, the Native Forest 
Network, the Grafton Peace Pagoda, the 
Burlington Peace & Justice Center, as 
well as a candidate for US congress and a 
member of the Vermont governor's 
Commission on Indian Affairs (who was 
issued a ticket along with 100 other 
protesters for fishing without a license). 

Children and men and women of all 
ages fished both sides of the river. Some 
dropped their lines off a bridge where 
Earth First! had hung a "Free the River" 
banner and one group fished from a 
small boat. All were defying two state 
game wardens who spent the better part 
of four hours writing out tickets. The supply of 
tickets ran out twice, as did the enthusiasm of the 
officers. 

At a gathering in front of Tribal Headquarters 
before the action, Abenaki Chief Homer St. Francis 
advised participants not to sign their tickets or pay 
the $45 fine. "Make them give you a jury trial. 

That costs them about $3,200." St. Francis said it 
was time to turn the tables on the state and give 
them some of the financial burden 


they've been placing on the Abenaki people with 
repeated arrests, trials and related expenses. He also 
pointed out that this protest would bring the issue 
of Native fishing rights back into court. 

36 people were arrested at the first Abenaki "Fish- 
in" in October 1987. In the trial that followed, 
Vermont District Court Judge Joseph Wolchik ruled 
that "the Abenaki retain unextinguished aboriginal 
title to northwestern Vermont and the aboriginal 
right to fish." In 1992 the State Supreme Court 
reversed that ruling, claiming that the Abenaki's 
indigenous rights were "extinguished." The ruling 
states that "the increasing weight of history" 
eliminates their rights, and that such rights were 
lost when Vermont became the fourteenth state 
back in 1791 "by assertion of dominion over the 


area," an intriguing term for repression and the 
theft of Native land sanctioned by law. University 
of Vermont anthropologist William Haviland noted 
at the time: "In effect, the justices have said that if 
you can get away with an illegal act, then the act is 
perfectly legal. To me, this seems a curious prin- 
ciple for a court to uphold The fact is, both the 
British Crown and subsequently the United States 
laid down explicit requirements for the extinguish- 
ment of native rights, and in Vermont, these 


requirements were never met. 'The increasing 
weight of history furthermore, seems a poor basis 
for the decision. This is precisely the kind of 
reasoning that might have been used to perpetuate 
slavery in the nineteenth century United States." 

Meanwhile, back on the water, fish are being 
reeled-in and thrown back. Ironically, the Abenaki 
are demonstrating for the right to catch fish they 
cannot eat. The fish are loaded with mercury and 
many have deformations and lesions. The domi- 
nant paradigm of "man's conquest over nature" has 
been so pervasive that it has created twisted para- 
doxes and ironies such as this. In humanity's social 
fabric such aberrations rival, by comparison, any 
deformity or sickness in the physical world wrought 
by our anthropocentric values. Presumably, the 
Abenaki have fished and subsisted on the 
land and waters of what's now called Ver- 
mont for thousands of years without the 
need for a Vermont State fishing permit, but 
in the later part of the twentieth century, 
under the hammer of the now dominant 
society's destructive technology, the waters 
have been so trashed that the fish are, for the 
most part, no longer edible. Thus, the right 
to fish becomes, at this point in time, a 
matter of principle rather than subsistence. 
Another awful irony surfaces when the state 
that has failed to protect the waters from 
industrial and municipal pollution makes 
the claim that the Abenaki must pay their 
share of the revenue from state fishing 
licenses, for such income helps protect the 
fish! 

The Western Abenaki are about to begin 
their own river watch program, taking water 
samples, identifying sources of pollution, 
and, allegedly, the State of Vermont has been 
monitoring the rivers as part of their duty to protect 
the environment. But unless some radical changes 
are made fast, both camps will just be watching the 
rivers die. For millennia the Abenaki did a com- 
mendable job of coexisting with the rivers of this 
land; in a scant 100 years their oppressors have 
managed to drive the entire ecosphere to the brink 
of the abyss. What's wrong in this picture?

Damaging the water systems threatens 
the long term survival of all species on 
these lands, humans included. We must 
envision a sustainable economy if we are 
to survive.

SM-3 Barricaclers Shake the Jailhouse Blues

From May 29 until June 14, indigenous Innu and 
non-native supporters maintained a non-violent 
barricade on the access road to the 
Sainte Marguerite 3 construction site. 

On June 14, the barricade was bull- 
dozed, and everyone present arrested 
by the SQ (Quebec's provincial police). 

They were charged with mischief, and 
threatened with 14 years of jail. On 
September 8, seven US and Canadian 
supporters traveled from as far as 
Missouri to join the Innu in facing the 
Quebec courts at a preliminary hear- 
ing in Sept-Illes. 

Going into the preliminary hearing, 

15 Innu and seven non-natives were 
facing 14 years in prison with the 
possibility of additional charges being 
added. While we were not impressed 
with this attempt at intimidation, 
there was still a feeling that sitting in 
court and paying lawyers is not what we were 
about, and we were willing to think about plea 
bargaining if one charge was dropped and the other 
reduced to a more minor summary charge. 

Our lawyer was successful in obtaining the deal, 
both for the Innu and for the supporters. For us the 
judge decided upon a $1000 fine or 3 months jail 
time (15 days or so would actually be served), and 
one year probation. The Innu delayed their sentenc- 
ing until January, but a similar outcome is expected. 

One summary charge does not allow them to 
exclude us from Canada, but we still may have 


problems with border crossings. We will be appeal- 
ing the sentence, working for an absolution, which 
would lessen immigration problems, and may allow 
us to pay the fine to a non-profit group rather than 
the state. Otherwise we may have a 2- 
3 week picnic in Montreal jail. 

We were unable to find pro bono 
(free) legal support, so the case would 
have cost more than our fines just to 
take it to trial. In addition there 
would still probably be more fines or 
jail on top of that. We felt it was 
important to use our time and re- 
sources to support the Innu in actions 
that would gain ground, rather than 
in fighting criminal cases. We hope to 
raise funds to support the Innu's legal 
battles for sovereignty and to contest 
a repressive injunction that forbids 
free-speech protest and hinders Innu 
activists' ability to function. The Innu 
were supportive of us accepting the 
deal, and accepted it themselves. Now 
that we are not needing to focus on courtroom 
issues, we can again focus on organizing to confront 
Hydro-Quebec. The dam is not built, and it is 
essential that we organize effectively so that there is 
strong enough support to stop the project. 

To that end, we are organizing a slide show tour. 
If your group, school, canvass office, coven or 
church wants to learn more and support the Innu 
struggle, let us know.

on nis terribly misguided forest plan making it 
the supposed law of the land. Four months 
have elapsed since the Dwyer injunction was allowed 
to be lifted. The injunction, named after the judge who 
issued it, was imposed in response to the legal chal- 
lenges to Forest Service decisions regarding manage- 
ment for the recovery of the threatened northern 
spotted owl. The injunction halted the rampant log- 
ging of owl habitat. Now that it has been lifted, guess 
what? Logging in spotted owl habitat has already 
begun again! 

Illegal logging is occurring in the northwest forests 
despite the fact that the devised plan (called Option 
9 — which attempts to make this logging legal) is still 
being challenged in the courts. There are five consoli- 
dated lawsuits. Four were 
filed by environmental 
groups, including the Na- 
tive Forest Council (NFC), 
and one by the timber in- 
dustry. They contest 
whether "Log Option #9" 
meets the standards of cur- 
rent environmental law. 

During the interim be- 
tween the lifting of the old 
injunction and the time 
when the new cases will be 
heard, a window of oppor- 
tunity for the logging of 
owl forests has been cre- 
ated. So what is the actual 
state of our public forests 
in the northwest? 

In defense of the plain- 
tiffs' decision to allow the 
old owl injunction to dis- 
solve, we were told by Andy 
Kerr of the Oregon Natural 
Resources Council (ONRC), 
that there would be "little if any timber in the pipe- 
line." I guess we should call the 45 million board feet, 
from the 38 timber sales already offered, the "no 
timber in the pipeline" sales. The government's ex- 
cuses or objectives for these sales range from the new 
standard of "thin and salvage for forest health" to the 
new and innovative, "cross-country ski trail enhance- 
ment." The sale names, which express the agency's 
attitudes, include "Think Thin, " "Super Hammer Thin- 
ning," "Chips Ahoy," "Joker," "Round and About 
Salvage" and "Pleasant Plunder." 

Not surprisingly, these sales exhibit many legal 
problems, ranging from insufficient riparian buffers 
(as required by Co-Option 9) to general non-compli- 
ance issues with the National Environmental Policy 
Act (NEPA) and the Endangered Species Act (ESA). 

For example, the very first of the previously enjoined 
sales to be offered was "Cat Tracks, " brought to you by 
the BLM-Eugene District, South Valley Resource Area. 
Option 9 requires a riparian buffer equivalent to the 
height of two site potential trees; in this case 420 feet. 
The BLM claimed they left an 800-foot buffer. A field 
check revealed an actual buffer of only 267 feet. Surely 
this was an accident. Their tape measure must have 
shrunk during the dry hot months that followed last 
year's rain. The good news is that monitoring and 
filing of protests by the ONRC, the Rural Information 
Network and NFC caused the BLM to postpone three 
of their 1 1 timber sales, and eventually cancel two 
(including Cat Tracks). The bad news is that once these 
sales are reworked, they will be offered again. 

The NEPA and ESA violations of the released sales 
range from inadequate NEPA documentation to auda- 
cious decision notices signed and dated prior to comple- 
tion of the required watershed analysis. Some of these 
sales have been challenged through administrative 
appeals, but the majority of the sales have old decision 
notices, from before the injunction. These sales can- 
not be appealed because of the deadlines of the new 
appeals regulations. These sales are illegal, however. 
NEPA requires that if there is "significant new infor- 
mation," then a new NEPA process and documenta- 
tion be initialized. Because the Federal Ecosystem 
Management AssessmentTeam (FEMAT) Report, which 
developed Option 9, came after these decisions were 
made, a new NEPA process should have taken place. 
This was never done. This applies to 13 of the 38 sales, 
and on October 6, 1994, the NFC filed an "intent to

pursue a citizen action suit" regarding these and other 
issues. The NFC had already filed a 60-day notice of 
intent to sue the Department of Interior, the US Forest 
Service and the Department of Fish and Wildlife for 
violation of the Endangered Species Act on September 
8, 1994. All of the timber sales the Forest Service has 
offered from spotted owl and marbled murrelet habi- 
tat fail to consider the cumulative impacts in the 
context of other federal, state, and private timber 
programs that are proceeding simultaneously. This 
lawsuit will be "ripe" on November 7, 1994, assuming 
we have the financial resources to follow through.

What about the rest of the federal timber sale pro- 
gram? When I asked the BLM Oregon State Office to 
produce a list of all the timber sales they intended to 
offer in the remainder of fiscal 1994, Lisa Blackburn, 
the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) Officer, told 
me "no such list exists," that they "weren't sure what 
they could offer," and "Option 9 sure was confusing." 
I found it ironically encouraging that they actually 
had no idea what they were doing. I have since 
received a partial list in response to a Freedom Of 
Information Act request letter that shows 14 timber 
sales totaling over seven million board feet from 
Washington and Oregon. Most of the sales are in 


previously enjoined owl and murrelet habitat. Appar- 
ently the BLM isn't even trying to get much cut out of 
the other areas. They are after the last crumbs of the 
old-growth cookie, or perhaps it's just that most of the 
other lands they manage are already denuded. 

The Forest Service was more encouraging. They 
managed to produce a list of all the "Proposed Sales 
Last Quarter FY 1994" for the "owl forests" of Oregon, 
Washington and northern California. There are 111 
timber sales, totaling nearly 1 16 million board feet on 
the list, and this is just for the last quarter. This seems 
like substantial volume to us, but it's nothing com-

pared to what Clinton has planned. He's trying to get 
1.2 billion board feet out of the region annually. 

There is a legacy of old-school, big-volume old- 
growth timber sales in areas that we were led to believe 
would finally be protected under Clinton's plan. The 
volume it offers pales in comparison to the volume our 
darling Senator Hatfield promised us with his appro- 
priations "rider from hell," Section 318. Since this 
sneaky law was passed in 1989 (with the help of the 
Sierra Club), the "318 sales" have been insulated from 
administrative and judicial review, thereby exempt- 
ing them from federal environmental law. Section 318 
not only mandated a cut of "7 billion 700 million 
board feet of net merchantable timber from the Na- 
tional Forests of Oregon and Washington for fiscal 
years 1989 and 1990" but it specified that "timber sales 
from the thirteen national forests... known to contain 
northern spotted owls shall meet the aggregate timber 
sale level of 5 billion 800 million board feet of mer- 
chantable timber. " Later, after many of these sales had 
been logged, the dreaded 318 was ruled unconstitu- 
tional, but soon after, the decision was overturned by 
the Supreme Court. Fortunately the Dwyer injunction 
came along and some of the 318 sales were never cut. 
Local environmentalists were led to believe these areas 
would never be logged by the Administration and the 
word of Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Jim Lyons. 
Well, never is a long time. With the sleight of Slick 
1 Willy's hand signing off on the ROD, these prime old 
.1 growth sales are on the chopping block once again. At 
| the last minute, the final ROD was amended so that 
s: the 318 sales would not have to comply with Option 
| 9 in order to provide short-term timber to the mills, 
d Industry wins again. 

1 We must never forget the long term damages that 
legislative sufficiency language can create. The public 
must be made aware that sufficiency language means 
exemption from environmental laws. We are still 
experiencing the side effects and nasty flashbacks 
today. The ROD is allowing 21 of these horrid 318 sales 
in Oregon alone, all within owl and murrelet habitat. 
They will be cut even if they are within the new Late- 
Successional Reserves, Roadless Areas, or Key Water- 
sheds which would supposedly offer the highest level 
of protection under the new forest plan. 

An example of this is the infamous Sugarloaf Timber 
Sale, in the Siskiyou National Forest of southern Or- 
egon (see Lughnasadh issue of the Journal). It now sits 
snug inside a "Late Successional Reserve" of Clinton's 
fuzzy forest plan. It is also in a key watershed that is also 

within a roadless area. 
However, the true colors 
of the plan are revealed 
and 1 0. 5 million board feet 
will be logged from an area 
of 739 acres targeting over 
1,000 ancient trees more 
than 46 inches in diam- 
eter and up to 700 years 
old.

They were 
coined the "Deal of Shame. " It was explained to us that 
this "deal" was an attempt to avoid sufficiency lan- 
guage in Option 9 and to protect the environmental- 
ists' access to the Clinton Administration.

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Seabird

Another chapter in California's north coast timber wars recently unfolded, as 
a rare seabird challenged redwood raider Charles Hurwitz and MAXXAM/PL's 
logging practices in court. A stuffed marbled murrelet was perched on the old 
growth podium throughout the two-week trial in federal court in San Francisco. 
Marbled Murrelet v. Pacific Lumber, filed by the Environmental Protection Infor- 
mation Center (EPIC), seeks a permanent injunction on logging in Owl Creek 
grove, part of the Headwaters Forest Area and home to the threatened marbled 
murrelet. At stake is one of the largest unprotected redwood groves, the intent 
of the federal Endangered Species Act (ESA) to protect threatened species on 
private lands and the survival of the marbled murrelet. 

The marbled murrelet is a robin-sized seabird which flies up to 50 miles 
inland to nest on the large, mossy limbs of old growth conifers. The murrelet 
historically ranged in the coastal forests from Alaska to Santa Cruz, CA. During 
the past century California's murrelet population has dropped from 60,000 to 
an estimated 2,000 to 8,500. The murrelet has a low reproduction rate, laying 
only a single egg sometime between April and July. Because of this, the murrelet 
cannot endure the high mortality rates caused by destruction of nesting habitat 
by logging and predator attacks on nestlings. The species was listed as endan- 
gered in California in March, 1992, and threatened under the federal Endan- 
gered Species Act (ESA) on October 1, 1992. Pacific Lumber's ancient redwood 
groves in Humboldt County are one of three nesting areas in California. 

PL's controversial Timber Harvest Plan (THP) to log more than half of the 485- 
acre Owl Creek grove has been the subject of public scrutiny, Earth First! dem- 
onstrations and an EPIC/Sierra Club state lawsuit for several years. The THP was 
twice turned down by the California Department of Forestry, based on PL's lack 
of adequate murrelet survey information. The Department of Fish and Game 
(DFG) had also repeatedly protested the plan. But the Board of Forestry ap- 
proved the plan under the condition that Pacific Lumber first conduct marbled 
murrelet surveys, and then develop mitigation measures (which DFG would 
approve) for the protection of the murrelet. Pacific Lumber was also required to 
observe the California Endangered Species Act. 

On June 18, 1992, PL defied these requirements and illegally logged 20 acres 
in four days, building a network of roads which severely fragmented the grove. 
Another renegade logging spree took place in November, 1992, over the 
Thanksgiving holiday weekend. During these illegal entries, PL destroyed 
evidence of nesting sites needed to prove violations of state and federal ESAs. 


The federal lawsuit aims to prevent Pacific Lumber from further cutting in 
Owl Creek in order to protect murrelet habitat. Harry Carter and Kim Nelson, 
nationally recognized marbled murrelet experts, testified that contrary to Pacific 
Lumber's assertions, the Owl Creek grove is probable nesting habitat and that 
further logging in the grove would adversely affect the murrelet. Carter testified 
that Owl Creek is very important to the survival of the southern Humboldt 
County murrelet population and that taking any portion of this population 
could result in its extinction. 

PL's Chief Forester, Ray Miller, testified that complete survey data was not 
sent to the DFG prior to the June, 1992, logging as required. Miller also con- 
fessed that a survey form recording a murrelet "detection" in Owl Creek was 
"lost" and replaced with another form listing no detections. Miller revealed that 
PL's Resource Manager hosted a party for PL forestry staff and murrelet survey- 
ors featuring a dart board with a picture of a marbled murrelet as the target. 

PL logging manager Dan McLaughlin admitted that PL President John 
Campbell gave the orders to send in logging crews on both of the weekend 
logging sprees of 1992. In contrast, Campbell testified in a deposition that he 
was not part of the decision to begin the November logging known as the 
"Thanksgiving Massacre." McLaughlin testified that this was the only time 
during his employment that PL crews have logged on a Sunday or during the 
Thanksgiving weekend. 

A murrelet surveyor employed by PL also testified that his supervisor ordered 
him to tear up survey forms documenting murrelet sightings because there were 
"politics involved in this marbled murrelet study and lots of money tied up in 
the stand." 

As EPIC'S awesome legal team stated in the closing moments of the drama in 
court, "It's true that this case is about science, and the survival of the murrelet, 
but it's also about corporate responsibility or should we say corporate irresponsi- 
bility; the overarching question at the trial is: will Pacific Lumber be held 
responsible for the way in which it has proceeded in logging Owl Creek." A 
ruling is expected soon; the case is likely to be appealed to the Supreme Court. 

The outcome of the Owl Creek case will help determine the congressional 
intent of the Endangered Species Act on corporate-owned forest lands.

Protect the Black Hills! 


The Black Hills National Forest has just released its 
revised draft Forest Plan, and it's a disaster. Instead of 
protecting biodiversity and ecosystem processes, the 
US Forest Service wants to continue to treat the Hills as 
a tree farm. 

A pine-clad island habitat in a sea of prairie on the 
South Dakota- Wyoming border, the Black Hills NF is 
still home to mountain lions, black bears, eagles, 
hawks, and many rare plants. The Black Hills is botani- 
cally special, often referred to as a "mixing zone" 
because plant species associated with the Rocky Moun- 
tains, boreal forest, eastern deciduous forest, and Great 
Plains all are present. Many species are at the limit of 
theirranges, or outside of their normal ranges. 

At least seven species are unique to the region. 

But the future of the these species, and of 
the forest as a whole, doesn't look good unless 
citizens demand a better plan. And if the Draft 
Forest Plan is approved as written, there will 
be no more wilderness designated, and no 
Wild and Scenic Rivers ever on the Black Hills. 

In addition, because the Black Hills NF is the 
first to go through the revision process, it will 
be a model for all the other national forests. 

We must get biodiversity and natural area 
protection into this plan or the plans that 
follow might be just as bad. 

The Black Hills' original forest plan treated 
the forest as a tree farm — this single forest 
provides nearly 50 percent of all of the timber 
cut in the Rocky Mountain region of the 


Forest Service. As you might expect, the forest is now 
one of the most developed, suburbanized, and roaded 
forests in the nation. There are between 5,000 and 
8,000 miles of roads, but only one small wilderness 
area, and no Wild and Scenic Rivers on the Black Hills. 
The roads actually take up more land area than the 
Wilderness. 

Perhaps the worst thing about the management of 
the Black Hills is the Forest Service's lack of concern for 
the effects on wildlife of a 100 million plus board feet 
per year timber harvest. The existing plan is basically 
an unmonitored experiment. While the USFS can tell 
you where every last tree is, they can't tell you about 

the health of the wild- 
life populations, or 
how they are going to 
assure that the many 
species will survive the 
life of the revised plan 
or beyond. 

The draft plan is bad 
because it allows log- 
ging on more than 75- 
90 percent of the "bio- 
logically suitable" 
lands; promotes log- 
ging on all but five 
percent of the remain- 
ing old growth forest, 
fails to reserve wildlife 
habitat core areas and 


migration corridors, recommends none of the 104 
miles of rivers eligible for Wild and Scenic designation 
; recommends no additional wilderness, in spite of the 
fact that there's literally only a few percent of the forest 
left that qualifies for wilderness, fails to limit future 
road building or close any roads, provides little or no 
protection for the special botanical areas and does not 
address the impacts of livestock grazing on these areas, 
continues the timber industry's domination of this 
unique public resource and makes only a token reduc- 
tion in the cutting level. 

What you can do: The best thing to do is send a 
letter to the Forest Supervisor before December 8. Tell 
her that the Black Hills National Forest is important to 
you, and that preserving native plant and animal 
species should be the number one priority. Ask her to 
base the plan on current scientific monitoring data, 
reserve core habitat areas for sensitive wildlife like 
goshawks and mountains lions, recommend all re- 
maining roadless areas (there are only a few) for 
wilderness designation, determine the cumulative im- 
pacts of grazing on streams and rare plants, recom- 
mend the 104 miles of eligible rivers for Wild and 
Scenic designation, reduce logging and not cut the 
little remaining old growth, limit road building and 
get rid of the old roads, abandon the emphasis on 
short-term extractive uses.

Back home, down south, where everybody knows 
what rednecks do for Halloween — pump-kin — the 
shockwaves of the Earth First! post-Round River 
Rendezvous action at Watts Bar Nuke plant are still 
being felt. In the first week of September the 
Inspector General's office (IG) of Tennessee Valley 
Authority (TV A) released 
their "Report of Adminis- 
trative Inquiry." The 
report, ranging from . ... 

amusing to ridiculous, 
from informative to scary, 
revealed a far reaching 
investigation of Earth 
First! activists and groups. 

The investigation by 
TVA comes as no surprise to those familiar with 
the agency's history. Whistleblowers have repeat- 
edly complained of repressive measures taken 
against them, including death threats. The case of 
Judith Penley, a Watts Bar Nuclear Plant employee, 
is particularly troublesome. After giving testimony 
to a firm hired to investigate safety problems at the 
plant, Penley's car was hit with three shotgun 
blasts by a lone gunman who stepped out from 
behind a tree. Three days later Penley was dead, 
killed by five high-powered rifle shots while 
waiting for a friend outside a truck stop. 

Ironically, it was in part due to whistleblower 
complaints, as well as the over 1,000 violations TVA 
was cited for by the Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion, that the Inspector General office was formed 
to oversee TVA. There is no doubt that the internal 
politics of the office were shaped by its former head 
(now head of TVA's Resources Group) Norman 
Zigrossi. Zigrossi is a 25-year veteran of the FBI, 


activists were cutting down power lines in an 
attempt to shut down a nuke plant. 

Phone records from private residences and motels, 
bank account information, and other records 
supposedly connecting various individuals and 
groups are documented in the report. A civil rights 
lawyer has expressed concerns over the legality of 
the acquisition of these records. In one especially 
egregious case, TVA con- 
Ull; ducted a search of the motel 
room of one the activists 
“■* present at the Watts Bar 
protest with neither his 
H knowledge nor consent. A 
Freedom of Information Act 
request for all documents 
relating to the investigation, 
filed in the beginning of 
October, will hopefully more clearly illuminate any 
wrongdoings by TVA. 

Throughout the report, the authors seem to 
impose their institutional mindset. Earth First! 
is described in hierarchical terminology, with a 
flow chart depicting a top-down bureaucracy of 
"national" Earth First!, which flows to Katuah 
EF! in Asheville and then to Katuah EF! in 
Chattanooga. Two Asheville activists are labeled 
the "major general and lieutenant general" of 
the Asheville group. Throughout the report 
women activists are referred to as "assistants" to 
the men. 

Written for the (three white male) TVA Board of 
Directors, the report concludes by laying out 
three recommendations for the Board to decide 
on: 1) "... determine whether TVA should pursue 
civil action against EF!. In connection with the 
decision, determine whether further information 
needs to be developed by the Office of the Inspec- 


TVA facilities." 

Three days after the report was released the Board 
of Directors reacted to the most controversial aspect 
of the report, the recommendation of designating a 
spy group specifically targeting EF! and other groups 
critical of TVA. They announced publicly that of 
course they weren't going to do that. But wait a 
minute here — do you think they would tell us if 
they were going to spy on us? 

A couple of days later, TVA announced that well, 
no, they couldn't find or access all those large EF! 
Swiss bank accounts, and thus would not be suing 
EF! or anyone associated with the protest. 

A full week after the report was released the Board 
finally announced that Steve Smith would not be 
kicked off the citizen advisory board. Much of the 
report discusses Smith's involvement not only with 
the protest, but also his other work in trying to keep 
Watts Bar from going on line. Because Steve has 
been on the citizen advisory board from its incep- 
tion and has been a very vocal and effective 
participant in the process, TVA was trying to do 
everything they could to implicate Steve in such a 
way that they could publicly justify removing him 
from the citizens' board. 

Considering that TVA is a dumping ground for 
ex-FBI agents, domestic spying is nothing new for 
the agency. Squelching any opposition to the 
almighty power of TVA has been a strong and 
persistent thread that has run through the murky 
history of the agency, and thus EF! activists should 
remain alert, aware, on guard, and be prepared for 
continued surveillance from TVA.

infamous for his role as the special agent in charge 
of the investigation into the shootout at Pine Ridge 
in 1975. Zigrossi's "findings" played a central role in 
the conviction of Leonard Peltier. 

Though the IG only lists its sources as "document 
reviews and interviews," FBI complicity in prepara- 
tion of the report seems likely. "We confirmed that 
18 individuals at the WBN protest were directly 
associated with the national EF! group... Fifteen of 
these individuals were arrested at the protest," the 
report states. They do not qualify what constitutes 
"direct association" with the "national group," but 
go on to refer to 27 other activists arrested at the 
protest who are not from the Tennessee Valley area, 
so simple geography is not it. Could they be using 
lists obtained from the Feds for background infor- 
mation on EF! activists? 

One section of the report, dealing with past 
monkeywrenching actions directed at utilities, 
recounts the famous Arizona Five conspiracy (for 
which Mark Davis is still imprisoned). The report

nuclear fuel. Calling the storage plan "economic blackmail" based on a "racist 
agenda", the activists highlighted their view by enshrouding a larger-than-life 
statue of General Custer in yam in a symbolic effort to "re-weave the web of life" 
that is being destroyed by the nuclear fuel cycle. 

Since Sunday was Gandhi's birthday and Edison had failed to meet the demands, 
they set off to blockade the Fermi site in an effort to stop the repairs which could 
lead to a potentially deadly accident. At precisely 2 pm, two tripods were set up on 
the road leading to Fermi's two secondary gates, and three cement-filled barrels 
were dropped on the road leading to Fermi's main gate. Those sitting atop the 
tripods and locked into the barrels had agreed that civil disobedience and passive 
resistance would be the only tactics utilized. 

Within minutes, twenty sheriff's deputies arrived on the scene. They attacked the 
first tripod by moving the legs, making it unstable and forcing the person sitting 
atop it to descend. They then pushed the tripod over, landing it on a demonstrator 
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who was filming the events. When activists protested this behavior they were 
maced and placed under arrest. The person sitting atop the second tripod refused 
to come down. His tripod was pushed over with him still atop it; as it crashed to the 
ground he too was maced and arrested. Feeling emboldened by their aggressive 
behavior, the police moved on to the barrel blockade. By twisting and pulling on 
their arms — causing radial compression damage to their wrists — the police were 
able to quickly cut the activists from the barrels. Feeling even more bold after this 
exercise in violence, the police then began pushing and shoving demonstrators 
telling them to "disperse or be maced." Two photojoumalists from local newspa- 
pers were arrested for documenting this behavior. A photographer and an activist 
were severely beaten; to justify this they were charged with felony assault. In all, 1 6 
people were arrested. 

The organizers of the weekend's activities feel that the actions were successful in 
bringing national attention to their cause and have vowed to continue the fight to 
stop the crippled Fermi reactor from restarting. It is rumored that Santa Claus will 
scale the fences of the Fermi facility at 3 pm on Christmas Day to deliver Edison their 
much deserved lump of coal. To help celebrate the first anniversary of Fermi not 
creating deadly wastes, affinity groups of elves are invited to come dance with Santa.

sources for extraction of minerals and fossil fuels. 
These uses for our forests are to have equal priority, yet 
in the Allegheny and almost every other national 
forest the emphasis is primarily on timber extraction 
at the expense of all else. 

NFMA also revived clearcutting as a method of 
harvesting timber for the first time in almost a century. 
Recognizing its destructive potential, Congress put 
restrictions on how and when clearcutting can be 
used, stating that it is to be used only as the exception, 
not the rule. Yet clearcutting and other even-aged 
management practices are used in over 80 percent of 
timber harvests on public lands nationwide. Clearly 
this harvest strategy is the rule, not the exception. 

Many other laws were passed in the 1970s which 
influence the way the Forest Service conducts busi- 
ness. The Endangered Species Act (ESA), the National 
Wetlands Protection Act, the National Environmental 
Policy Act (NEPA), and others all have something to 
say about what can be cut and what can't. You would 
think that with all these laws protecting our national 
forests, the creatures living there, and the unique 
topographical features like streams, wetlands, and 
hillsides, there would be very little cutting going on, 
right? 

Wrong. Unfortunately, the image of Smokey the Bear 
protecting the forest from foolish campers is only a mirage. 
The real Forest Service is cutting 
down our forests as fast as 
they can, and with the 
depletion of timber 



When the Allegheny National Forest was created in 
1905 by then-President Theodore Roosevelt, clearcutting 
had already been made illegal as a result of the nearly 
complete devastation of these eastern forests. In Pennsyl- 
vania, over 90 percent of the original forests were cut down 
before the Forest Service was created. The devastation was 
not without certain consequence. The historic flood in 
Johnstown, PA, in 1889, to pick but one, killed over 2,000 
people. Floods such as this would not have occurred had the 
forests been intact. 

In 1976, Congress passed the National Forest Man- 
agement Act (NFMA), which outlined the current 
policy by which the Forest Service governs our public 
lands. The doctrine of "multiple use" designates na- 
tional forests as simultaneously a source of recreation 
areas, wildlife habitat, and timber sources, as well as 


resources in the west, mainly as a result of overcutting and 
not conservation measures, many timber companies have 
been moving back to the once-barren east. After nearly a 
century of being relatively ignored, these forests are just on 
the verge of full recovery. Many are nearing old growth 
status, or will in our lifetimes, and the potential for a 
restoration of the vast primeval woodlands is within our 
reach. They are also within the reach of the big timber 
companies, hungry for the huge profits they get from the 
federally subsidized timber that they cut at little cost to 
themselves and sell on the international market. 

In the Allegheny National Forest, the land was 
originally forested with hemlock and beech, inter- 
mixed with oak, maple, chestnut, ash, hickory, and 
white pine. Other tree species were present as the forest 
mosaic shifted continually in a vibrant spectrum of 
diversity. In the last few decades, however, the forest 
type has shifted from the original 40 percent hemlock 
and beech type to almost 60 percent black cherry, a 
highly valuable hardwood used in making veneer for 
fine furniture. This wood is so valuable it is sometimes 
called "North American mahogany." The Forest Ser- 
vice grows this species as a cash crop, and ends up 
selling most of it to be exported overseas. The other

hardwoods of the Allegheny Forest, such as ash, maple, 
and oak, rank among the most highly valued in the 
world, and the timber industry knows it. The Forest 
Service knows this as well, and is more than happy to 
provide a steady flow of timber to any who ask. 
Anyone but the bears, owls, porcupines, woodpeckers, 
hawks and warblers who live there. 


A small group of dedicated folks began the Allegh- 
eny Defense Project in February 1994. For several 
years prior, Preserve Appalachian Wilderness had 
been effectively using the scoping process to slow 
the incredible rate of timber harvesting in the Al- 
legheny, reducing the cutting from 70 MMBF (mil- 
lion board feet) in 1992 to about 35 MMBF at the 
present. The Allegheny Defense Project has already 
increased the number of people involved in this 
process from two in 1992-3, to over 40! We are not 
trained scientists: more than a few have little or no 
prior experience in dealing with the Forest Service. 
But we are activists who are willing and able to 
defend the land we love. 

The way we do this is twofold. First, there is the 
scoping process. NEPA requires that there be an 
opportunity for the general public to comment 
before the Forest Service take any action in the 
forest, whether that action be cutting every 
tree in sight or repairing an outhouse. 
To better prepare us for this pro- 
cess, we spend as much time as 
possible in the project area 
we have chosen to moni- 
tor the most intensely. 
We explore the area, 
getting familiar with 
J , the topography, the 
- watersheds, the for- 
est type, and as 
many forest vari- 
ables or features as 
we can think of, like 
roads, soil types, spe- 
cies habitat types, ar- 
chaeological or his- 
torical sites of signifi- 
cance, and so on. We 
become familiar 
with the laws that protect these features, such as the 
Wetlands Protection Act, the Endangered Species 
Act, etc. The Forest Service also has guidelines in the 
Forest Management Plan that affect how they may 
harvest on steep slopes, or in certain soil types, etc. 

Once we have collected this data in the field, we 
record it on topographical maps. We note how the 
actual forest does not resemble what the Forest 
Service says it is supposed to look like. For example, 
the Forest Service might tell us that an area is 
absolutely not suited for beaver habitat, when our 
boots are still wet from hiking through an area 
flooded by a beaver dam. Or they might say that 
there is only one third of a mile of road in an area, 
when there are really over five miles of roads, and we 
know because we hiked it. 

The second goal of the ADP is instituting long term 
change. As already mentioned, stopping a cut by the 
scoping process is a stopgap solution. They will try 
again and again and again to cut a particular area. The 
information gathered during the scoping process and 
the correspondence with the Forest Service during 
that time is all collected as evidence in the eventual- 
ity of a lawsuit for failure to comply with just about 
every environmental law in the books. In the mean- 
time, we are working in schools and communities in 
and around the Allegheny Forest, building networks 
and working toward alternative economic strategies 
to timber. 

Our goals are zero cut on public lands, and contigu- 
ous areas of wilderness, but not at the expense of the 
people who live there in the process. We believe that 
humans can live respectfully and harmoniously with 
the forest, and we are developing a strategy to do just 
that. It is a long road that lies ahead of us, with many 
challenges along the way. But I'd rather be doing 
nothing else.

The First Clues 

The administration that environmentalists helped 
elect immediately hired two dozen top level bureau- 
crats from the national environmental groups and 
another dozen from foundations that have funded the 
nationals. 

A1 Gore's chief of staff, Katie McGinty (rumored to be 
one of the ghostwriters of the book A1 "wrote," but 
forgot to read), was picked to head the Office of 
Environmental Policy. Bruce Babbitt was the white 
knight chosen to head the Interior Department. The 
national groups could barely contain their glee. This 
was to be the American environment's greatest mo- 
ment. 

In April, 1 993, just months into the new administra- 
tion, Bubba and the gang came to Portland and held 
the so-called Forest Conference. As I've noted in the 
past, the foundations' henchmen and Clinton's cap- 
tive enviros made sure we didn't have the right people 
there to counteract industry's and the administration's 
many lies. The net result was that the American public 
now thinks the remaining ancient forest is saved. The 
same gullible public thinks Babbitt made a valiant stab 
at grazing and mining reform. Surreal in its cognitive 
dissonance, TIME magazine's year-end issue called 
Babbitt's "successful" reform of grazing and mining 
"one of the five best things to happen for the environ- 
ment in 1993." 

Enter the Foundations 

In 1990, with the spotted owl injunction in hand 
and the ancient forest issue on the cover of TIME, the 
corporate foundations pounced. After years of telling 
us that "the issue isn't ripe," and "it's a regional issue, 
not a national one," while we watched the trees crash 
around us, the nationals and the foundations decided 
it was time to take over the forest protection move- 
ment before it became too successful and the multina- 
tionals were denied access to poaching public ancient 
forests, or the underlying issue of abuse of private 
lands surfaced. 

So in early 1990, a foundation-hosted cocktail party 
was held in a downtown Portland office tower. A 
number of grassroots activists were invited to rub 
shoulders with and be insulted by the main funders. 
Donald Ross of the Rockefeller Family Fund was espe- 
cially obnoxious, intimating that "you've done real 
well in nationalizing this issue for a bunch of rank 
amateurs. Now, we pros are here to win it for you." It's 
been all downhill ever since. 

The Foundations Lay the Groundwork 

Before the corporations ever decided to co-opt the 
forest protection movement, they successfully tested 
the process with the DC groups. The money started 
flowing to those groups which are primarily policy 
and legal organizations with no membership controls 
(despite the many failures of the Sierra Club, they do 
have local chapters with a semblance of democratic 
process). As recently as 1992, the Natural Resources 
Defense Council received $7 million from more than 
50 different foundations, the pollution credit-trading 
Environmental Defense Fund got $6.2 million, the 
World Wildlife Fund $4 million, the National Audubon 
Society $3.5 million and the virtually unknown pollu- 
tion trading group, the Conservation Foundation, 
which also supplied us with Bush-appointed EPA 
Director William Reilly, got $3.2 million. 

The PIRG Connection 

One ready-made source of functionaries for the 
foundations seems to be the Public Interest Research 
Groups (PIRGs) from around the country. Virtually all 
the "players" on the foundation rosters have been 
groomed by service in the Nader-sponsored PIRGs. 
Donald Ross from the Rockefeller Family Fund and the 
Environmental Grantmakers Association (EG Ad); Tom 
Wathan and John Gilroy from Pew Charitable Trusts; 
Bob Chlopak, the foundation enforcer who shut down 


the grassroots offices of Friends of the Earth, worked 
for the Democratic Party and then served as paymaster 
for the foundation front group Americans for Ancient 
Forest; and, now, the Western Ancient Forest 
Campaign's (WAFC) new Executive Director, John 
Fitzgerald, have all been brought up through the 
PIRGs. I was hoping Ralph Nader would make a third 
party run for the White House, but now I'm a tad 
concerned. 

The Agenda 

It's clear to me that Fortune 500-connected funders 
have an agenda (quite successful so far) that seeks: 

1) to operate the environmental movement as if it's 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee (the DNC [and the RNC] are, of 
course, merely adjunct wings of the business party); 

2) to make sure that no corporate plunderers are 
actually named (remember who funds the "blame is 
everywhere and nowhere" greenwashed corporate 
Earth Day); 

3) to assure that no environmental legislation is 
passed restricting the ability of the multi-nationals to 
raid public lands and to abet the transfer of trillions of 
dollars of public assets into private hands; 

4) to put the squeeze on the nationals, themselves. 
I know most grassroots activists probably don't see it 
this way, but it appears to me that if the foundations 
can form quasi-independent regional and, yes, na- 
tional campaigns, as Pew Charitable Trust has been 
doing, then the foundations gain more hegemony 
and the nationals also lose status and funding; and 

5) (the common thread in all foundation-supported 
efforts), to make sure that no mention is ever made of 
regulating the actions of corporations on private lands 
no matter how bad the impact on public resources and 
health. For example, the Surdna Foundation saw a 
windfall return on their investment of $1 million in 
northern California plaintiff groups when the value of 
Surdna 's own private 160,000 acres of northern Cali- 
fornia timber doubled when they cut it during the 
temporary halt of old growth sales brought on by the 
injunction. 

When the Sierra Club announced staff cutbacks and 
budget shortfalls recently, few real activists shed any 
tears. After rigging the past board election (see Chad 
Hanson's "Sierra Club Reform: Restoring John Muir's 
Legacy, " EF!J Mabon 1 994) and selling us out time and 
again, all the corrupt Sierra Club management can 
offer in analysis for their loss of members and revenue 
is that "there is a recession going on." Talk about 
clueless! 

In place of the failed nationals, we now have local 
"environmentalists" paid by the Pew foundation to 
file appeals and count stumps — witness the "Klamath 
Province" project that in the bureaucratic words of the 
foundation grants-dependent surrendering plaintiff 
group Headwaters itself, seeks "to monitor and shape 
the implementation of the Clinton Forest Plan in a 
tight campaign fashion." Interestingly, most "Kla- 
math Province" grassroots activists first found out 
about this "grassroots" project by reading about it in 
the Headwaters Journal. 

After surrendering the injunction and receiving 
hundreds of thousands of foundation dollars, Head- 
waters now is co-hosting watershed workshops with 
the likes of the Forest Service and the Fish and Wildlife 
Service and doling out small amounts of foundation 
money to local activists who now have no idea just 
what their Headwaters paymasters stand for. 

It's crazy to spend hundreds of thousands of dollars 
preparing appeals now that we no longer can win 
them. With 780-plus points on the data line, any good 
analyst should be able to extrapolate the trend. What 
the "Klamath Province" folks need to do is spend ten 
bucks on a conference call and jointly and publicly 
condemn the Clinton Plan and Jack Ward Thomas' 
continued denial of solid appeals and forget about 
wasting time and money on fruitless appeals and 
stump-monitoring efforts. 



The (Peter)/WAFC Principle 

In early October, the spectacularly failed (and there- 
fore, foundation rewarded) WAFC, the fully realized 
home of conceptual activism, announced the hiring 
of a new Executive Director, John Fitzgerald, with 
glowing terms like, "he brings years of grassroots and 
legislative experience to the campaign.. " with claims 
that Fitzgerald spent years working on the "manage- 
ment of the Hoosier National Forest in Indiana." 
Puhleeze! The man is neither from the west, nor is he 
a grassroots activist. For ten years he has been an 
attorney with Defenders of Wildlife, an ineffective 
DC-based eco-bureaucracy. The activists I know in 
Indiana (not to mention the west) have never heard of 
him. 

For WAFC, the ultimate stealth organization, it's the 
perfect choice. After years of fighting pseudo threats of 
"riders" that never materialized (they then claim credit 
for killing off ten of the last three major rider threats), 
WAFC now has a stealth director that none of us can 
find on our grassroots radar. You'd think that with the 
abject failure of the administration and Congress to do 
anything positive for the environment, the DC-based 
eco-bureaucrats would slink off in shame. If they had 
an ounce of integrity... ah, but that lack seems to be a 
prerequisite. 

The reality of it all is that we do indeed face monu- 
mental threats. After years of "victories" by such 
nitwits, we now face eco-collapse. We have less than 
five percent of our original forests left, we have con- 
taminated water, contaminated soils, dramatic species 
decline, etc. As Tim Hermach has said, "Stop us, before 
we win again." 

The forest protection movement cannot afford more 
bureaucrats. In fact, we can't afford the ones we’ve got. 
When one changes from missionary to professional in 
the movement, then it is all over. My advice to any 
activist who'll heed it — keep your day job. And never, 
ever give up your adversarial stance no matter who is 
elected. It is our duty to maintain our stance against 
both wings of the business party. When you go on the 
corporate dole or delude yourself into believing in A1 
Gore saviors, you become part of the multinational 
threat to the planet.

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From Earth Day to Earth Pay

Next year will mark the 25th anniversary of Earth 
Day. The idea for the first Earth Day began in 1969 
at the height of the movement against the war in 
Vietnam, when Wisconsin Senator Gaylord Nelson 
borrowed the idea for a student environmental 
teach-in from the tactics of anti-war organizers. 

On April 22, 1970, the event mushroomed into an 
almost spontaneous happening when million of 
Americans demonstrated against pollution in the 
streets, parks and schools of America. A massive 
grassroots environmental reform movement was 
born overnight. 

The student organizers of the original Earth Day 
saw the common systemic roots of both the war 
against Vietnam and the ecological destruction of 
the biosphere. Denis Hayes spoke passionately to a 
Washington, DC, protest rally: "Our country is 
stealing from poorer nations and from generations 
yet unborn... We're tired of being told we are to 
blame for corporate depredations... institutions 
have no conscience. If we want them to do what is 
right, we must make them do what is right." 

* That was then, but this is now. The new doc- 
trine, according to current Earth Day USA Presi- 
dent Bruce Anderson, is that "We're all to blame, 
every one of us." And since we're all equally guilty, 
it's easy to forgive polluting industries. "If a 
business says they want to improve their environ- 
mental record, it's not up to Earth Day USA to be 
the judge and jury of their past behavior," says 
Anderson, a business consultant and solar archi- 
tect. 

Founded in 1991 by Anderson and Nelson, Earth 
Day USA plans to make the event's 25th anniversary 
the biggest eco-publicity blast of all time. But 
whereas previous Earth Day organizations protested 
the actions of polluting corporations, Earth Day 
USA is pro-business and has even hired one of the 
world's largest PR firms to plan, develop and ex- 
ecute Earth Day 1995. They welcome corporate 
involvement, aggressively pursue business funding, 
and scoff at concerns of corporate greenwashing. 

What about the decision by previous Earth Day 
groups to reject large corporate contributions? 
Anderson finds that notion annoyingly outdated. 
"Confrontation is the old way. We have to work 
together hand-in-hand, arm-in-arm, or we're 
wasting time, fiddling while the planet burns." 

"If a company expresses earnestness and a desire 
to change, Earth Day USA works with them," 
explains Earth Day USA board member Jerry 
Klamon. "We would work with companies others 
probably wouldn't, because we see the need for the 
'carrot' approach. These companies need to be 
nurtured and brought along." 

Klamon's St. Louis group accepts funding from 
chemical giant Monsanto and other corporations, 
and relies on the donated work of corporate public 
relations firms. "We need to use tactics that people 


are habituated to following," he says. "These PR 
people are obviously good at penetrating the 
American consciousness." 

The current annual Earth Day USA budget is 
about $300,000 and growing rapidly, thanks to 
business donations. For $20,000, almost any com- 
pany can become an official Earth Day sponsor. 
Further negotiations with Bruce Anderson can buy 
permission to use the official Earth Day USA logo. 

For $7,000 a company can sponsor an issue of the 
newsletter that is mailed to more than 4,000 
grassroots organizers. Other corporate deals are 
available for as little as $5,000. 

Building "The Team" 

Earth Day USA has virtually no "screen" — social 
or environmental standards — to determine which 
companies can be sponsors. So far, about 20 corpo- 
rations are sponsors or are engaged in negotiations, 
including Ralston Purina, Business Wire, Church & 
Dwight, Proctor & Gamble, 3M and News America 
FSIInc. 

In addition to selling sponsorships and seeking 
grants from non-profit foundations, Earth Day USA 
is contemplating the spin-off of another organiza- 
tion now called "The Earth Day Corporate Team," 
or simply "The Team." 

According to an internal Earth Day USA memo, 
the Team would consist of "environmental leaders 
within corporations in the United States." It would 
be "organized as a separate non-profit corporation," 
but its board would be dominated by the leaders of 
Earth Day USA. 

The Team would "provide corporations with their 
own vehicle" for participating in Earth Day activi- 
ties. The Team also would "enhance the fundraising 
opportunities for Earth Day USA and the other 
members of the Earth Day Family." 

To protect its own image, Earth Day USA would 
"retain some independence from its corporate arm 
to preserve the innocence and inclusiveness of the 
Earth Day spirit." 

For public relations purposes, Earth Day USA has 
enlisted Shandwick, one of the world's largest public 
relations firms to carry out program development 
and communications. Bruce Anderson personally 
hired Shandwick's Dorf & Stanton (D&S) subsidiary 
after a breakfast meeting in Washington, DC, with 
their Senior Vice President Allen Finch. Dorf & 
Stanton charges Earth Day USA a greatly reduced 
fee. 

Anderson told PR Watch, a public interest newslet- 
ter, that he likes Allen Finch's attitude. "I see Dorf & 
Stanton's commitment to Earth Day USA expanding 
every day. He looks at it the same way I do: Earth 
Day is an incredible gift with a potentially tremen- 
dous impact." 

Dorf & Stanton specializes in "environmental 
services." According to the firm's promotional 
material, "Our staff boasts broad experience- 
necessary to guide corporate environmental strate- 


gies... From analyzing pending legislative and 
regulatory developments, to creating alternative 
product and packaging solutions, we're helping 
companies... maximize green market opportunities, 
mitigate environmental risks and protect the 
bottom line." The bottom line at D&S contributes 
to the $11,225,000 that parent firm Shandwick 
received in 1992 for "environmental PR." 

Besides Earth Day USA, Dorf & Stanton represents 
Ciba-Geigy, Chase Manhattan Bank, Ford Motor 
Company, Hydro-Quebec, Monsanto, Pfizer, Procter 
& Gamble, Purina Mills, Sumitomo Bank, Tetra Pak 
and dozens of other corporate clients. D&S claims it 
"has access to the corridors of power at the federal 
level and every state capital, local business commu- 
nity and newsroom." 

Someone else at Earth Day USA who has access to 
Washington's corridors of power is Gaylord Nelson. 
Since losing his 1980 re-election bid for the US 
Senate, Nelson has been a lobbyist for the Wilder- 
ness Society. Now he is also working with "13 
different government agencies" and the Clinton 
administration to organize a huge April 22, 1995, 
event on the DC Mall that "will probably attract 
more than a quarter-million people." 

Pure No More 

The term "corporate greenwashing" wasn't yet 
coined during the original Earth Day, but it was 
already a problem. "Political and business leaders 
once hoped that they could turn the environmental 
movement into a massive anti-litter campaign," 
observed Denis Hayes, the student leader of the 
1970 teach-ins. "Industry has turned the environ- 
mental problem over to its public relations men... 

We have learned not to believe the advertising." 

PR Watch asked Nelson if he is concerned about 
greenwashing. "No, the issue is overblown. If a 
corporation is moving to be green, that's just fine. 
Since 1970, there's been a dramatic change. Many 
of today's corporate leaders participated in Earth 
Day in college; it turned them into environmental- 
ists. A couple of them were just in my office." 

Nelson said he actually welcomes corporate co- 
option of Earth Day. "We're not going to have a 
sustainable society unless all interest groups are on 
board. I'm glad to see corporations joining in. If 
they try to co-opt Earth Day, they'll just help spread 
environmental propaganda. I'm not worried about 
greenwashing." 

Nelson has little use for the "I'm purer than you" 
attitude which he said infected previous Earth Day 
organizations. 

Does it bother Gaylord Nelson that Earth Day 
USA is represented by a PR firm whose clients 
include some of the world's biggest polluters? 

Nelson scoffed and replied, "I have no concerns 
about that. They are a PR firm. They represent all 
kinds of people. Its like hiring a lawyer. If he repre- 
sents a murderer or a crooked businessman, that's 
what lawyers do. Am I not to hire him?"

While in many 
cities these rides are very successful, they are limited 
by their narrow focus. It's time to take the next step.

Cars are a symbol of all that is wasteful in our 
society. By declaring that "Carmageddon day is 
coming," we are calling not simply for an end to 
cars being favored over non-polluting forms of 
transportation, but also for the death of the cultural 
mindset created by the addiction to cars. 

Many Earth Firstiers are urban dwellers, and many 
believe there is a direct connection between the 
struggle to protect the wild and the struggle to build 
livable cities. It is only by keeping large amounts of 
the human population in urban areas that the wild 
will be kept wild. This is not to say that people 
should be forced to live in cities, but that cities 
should be made livable, ecologically sustainable 
places where people want to live. 

In cities, mass transit and bicycles can provide for 
most people's transportation needs. Food and other 
necessities are within walking distance, not a car 
ride away as is the norm for suburban and rural life. 
In many ways urban life can use less per person and 


have less impact on the earth. The building of 
livable urban areas can be the transition to a more 
decentralized system. The de-paving and re-wilding 
of the suburbs, the creation of regional relationships 
between urban and rural areas and the permanent 
preservation of remaining wilderness areas are the 
first steps towards an ecologically stable society. 

The day of action will consist of protests in many 
cities. The actions will range from human-powered 
vehicle fairs, bike demonstrations, concerts and 
festivals, to more serious direct action and civil 
disobedience aimed at shutting down some urban 
areas to car traffic for a day. 

Carmageddon Day is being organized by indepen- 
dent environmental activists. The call for this action 
is being put out by a group of urban activists who 
are part of the Earth First! movement.

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Tongass NF Proposes Massive 
Reduction in Logging to 
Protect Goshawk

The US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) 
issued a positive 90-day finding on a petition 
to list the Queen Charlotte goshawk as an 
endangered species from southeast Alaska to 
the Olympic Peninsula on August 26, 1994. 
The finding is the first of three hoops a species 
must jump through in order to be listed as 
endangered. The USFWS will now conduct a 
full status review and decide whether or not to 
propose listing the goshawk as endan- 
gered by May 9, 1995. 

The petition was written by the South- 
west Center for Biological Diversity and 
the Greater Gila Biodiversity Project and 
filed by a coalition of environmental 
groups and individuals. Several months 
ago the FWS issued a positive 90-day 
finding on a petition by the Biodiversity 
Legal Foundation to list another south- 
east Alaska species, the Alexander Archi- 
pelago wolf, as endangered. 

These two species could dramatically 
reduce the Tongass National Forest's 
(TNF) massive timber program. The 
Tongass cuts more timber than all the 
national forests of the Pacific northwest 
combined. In a desperate bid to head off 
the listings, the Tongass is proposing to 
amend its forest plan with a goshawk 
conservation strategy which could elimi- 
nate 171 million board feet — over half 
the forest's 1995 timber program. Your 
comments in support of this proposal 
are need now! This is a unique opportu- 
nity to reign in the largest timber pro- 
ducing forest in the US and protect one 
of the last intact temperate rainforests. 

The Tongass has released a Draft Envi- 
ronmental Assessment (DEA) in an openly 
acknowledged attempt to convince the Fish 
and Wildlife Service that the wolf and gos- 
hawk do not need to be listed as endangered. 
The TNF's two proposed action alternatives 
would set aside 75 million board feet (MMBF) 
for goshawk territories found before June 30, 
1 994. Alternative 3 (the best alternative) would 
give equal protection to goshawks found after 
June 30, which thus far would slash another 
96 MMBF from the 1995 timber program. 
Alternative 2 (the proposed alternative) would 
dramatically decrease protection for goshawks 
found after June 30, decreasing the cut by only 
6-12 MMBF from the 1995 program. 

So how can the TNF biologically justify 
reducing protection levels for future and re- 
cently discovered goshawks? It can't. It doesn't 
even try. The DEA simply explains that the 
most recently discovered goshawks are in huge 
timber sales and giving them equal protection 
would remove too much volume from the 
harvest level. Because goshawk surveys have 
been geared up tremendously in the past two 
years, future nests are also very likely to be 
found in timber sales. 

Alternative 3 would establish a network of 
large (40,000 acre) and medium (10,000 acre) 
Habitat Conservation Areas in which logging 
of old growth would not be permitted (except 
commercial "salvage" sales, of course). In ad- 
dition, no logging would be permitted within 
known home ranges of radio-tagged Queen 
Charlotte goshawks. Known home ranges are 
as large as 360,000 acres in the heavily frag- 
mented forests south of Fredrick Sound and as 
small as 4,500 acres in the unfragmented 
forests in the northern Tongass. Non-radio- 
tagged birds north of Fredrick Sound would be 
protected by an 8,000-acre no logging zone. 

Alternative 2 would only prohibit logging in 
20-30 acres surrounding nest trees and in the 
600-acre post fledging areas. Up to 80 percent 
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of the surrounding 6,000 acre foraging area 
would be open to logging. Salvage sales would 
be permitted within the post fledging and 
foraging areas.This woefully inadequate plan 
was devised for southwestern forests several 
years ago but was severely criticized and has 
since been dropped. It is completely untenable 
in southeast Alaska and the USFWS has told 
the forest this on numerous occasions. 





Queen Charlotte Goshawk 

This is a historic opportunity — no national 
forest has ever developed an alternative which 
would cut its own timber program by 171 
MMBF! Submit your comments on the DEA by 
November 10, 1994. Tell the Tongass: 

1 There is no biological reason for giving new 
found goshawk nests less protection than nests 
found before June 30, 1994. 

2. Salvage sales should not be permitted within 
HCAs or goshawk territories. 

3. Road construction should not be permitted in 
goshawk territories or HCAs.

Exxon Mining Inc. has been trying to make 
a private piggy bank of Wisconsin's North 
Woods for some t0 years now — there's cop- 
per, zinc, and uranium in them there hills. 
There's also the Wolf River (still running 
wild), Lakes Michigan, Superior, and Huron, 
and vital feed risers of the Mississippi head- 
waters.

On the morning of September 29, some 50- 
60 demonstrators from Greenpeace, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin Greens, and Earth First!, 
allied themselves as the Mining Impact Coa- 
lition of Dane County, and rallied at the 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR) build- 
ingin downtown Madison.

With some music and the delivery of a 
barrel of toxic waste by Radman Dan Rod- 
man, we held a 30-minute rally and teach-in, 
and then marched on the State Capitol a 
block away. We marched over the pavement, 
through the ilhprepared Firstar Inc. Bank 
building, around the Capitol square, and 
under Governor Toxic Tommy Thompson's 
office, chanting, "Stop Toxic Tommy," and, 
"No Mine, Not Here, Not Anywhere, Not 
Exxon!" We arrived beneath the Capitol Ro- 
tunda and made a din. The point made, we 
then retreated info the State Senate parlor 
where Democratic gubernatorial nominee 
Chuck Chvala announced his intention to 
ban metallic sulfide ore mining if elected, 
saying, "It might surprise this [Thompson] 
administration that some people cannot be 
bought. I cannot be bought . . . and I'd hate 
to see northern Wisconsin scarred by a mine. " 

Some good things came out of this fairly 
tame action, but the blackout that we got by 
the corporate media convinced the Sierra 
Clubsters and other tow-the-line enviros that 
more heat and no compromise are going to 
be necessary.

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Failure to list 
Sturgeon Challenged

In early September Alabama Conservationist Ed- 
ward W. Mudd, Jr., the Biodiversity Legal Foundation, 
and Friends of the Alabama Sturgeon filed a formal 60- 
day notice of intent to sue against Secretary of the 
Interior Bruce Babbitt for his failure to list and protect 
the Alabama sturgeon under the Endangered Species 
UAct (ESA). 

Co-plaintiffs will argue in federal court that Secre- 
tary Babbitt's move to delay the decision on whether 
to list the sturgeon was not based on "good science," 
and that there is no dispute among the scientific 
community about the fact that the Alabama sturgeon 
is one of America's most critically imperiled fish and 
needs federal protection under the ESA immediately. 
And the fish is not extinct, as some uninformed people 
have suggested. 

Bruce Babbitt chose to delay the listing of the fish in 
spite of the fact that there is no biological reasoning to 
do so. His decision was totally motivated by factors 
beyond the scope of the ESA. Only the best scientific 
data available can be used in making a determination 
of whether to list a species under the ESA. 

Secretary Babbitt has known for years that the Ala- 
bama sturgeon is being destroyed, but to protect a few 
special interests he has turned his back on both the 
sturgeon and its vanishing habitat. The imperilment 
of the sturgeon signifies the sad state of Alabama's 
once vibrant rivers. It is indicative of the condition of 
dozens of other native species and the collapse of 
Alabama's river systems. 

The Alabama sturgeon is another example of how 
the Clinton-Babbitt team capitulates to political and 
economic special interests in the environmental arena. 
Secretary Babbitt's failure to protect the sturgeon raises 
the spectre that the Clinton-Babbitt team has no 
intention of fully enforcing the laws designed to 
conserve America's wildlife. 


DeTonr Dupont Update

Remember back a couple of issues to the cover story "De Tour DuPont! " (Litha '94), about a protest blockading 
a North Carolina DuPont factory while the corporate sponsored greenwash bicycle race, Tour DuPont, pedaled 
toward nearby Asheville? Ever wonder what became of those arrested, the "Ozone Layer Four?" Well our court 
date was postponed from July 12 to September 19. It's a good thing, too, because yours truly was rockin' in the 
Rhea County Jail that July mom, along with about 50 some-odd other EFlers. 

We arrived at court in Transylvania County, NC, with an expert witness ready to 
testify that, yes, the ozone layer is in fact being destroyed, and that DuPont is the chief 
producer of ozone-destroying compounds. We also submitted reports from the EPA 
THE. Wb\X. and the scientific community citing the perils of the human race and dwellers in the 

IH THE OZOHT 1 — wild world as well. Our main point of contention was that the Clinton Adminis- 

tration asked DuPont to continue producing CFCs a year beyond the previous 

agreement to cease production. DuPont willingly jumped 
on the offer, despite its fading promise to eliminate CFC 
production should it ever be proven to harm the ozone 
layer. 

Our strategy was to focus on the effects of increased 
UVB (short-wave ultraviolet radiation) on agricultural 
crops and communities. We entered pleas of "necessity," 
claiming to be directly threatened by DuPont's role in 
ozone depletion, and hoping to appeal to the court's 
anthropocentric tendencies and the fact that two of us on 
trial work outdoors and are thereby at greater risk than 
most folks. But the judge was not impressed, for as the 
gavel of justice swung down with its arching stroke, we 
were found guilty on three misdemeanor charges and 
sentenced to 20 days in jail. Ouch! 

Our attorney worked out a deal with the District 
Attorney to reduce the sentence to community service 
and a fine of $200 dollars each. In addition we have 
incurred a $900 attorney fee despite the fact that he was 
court-appointed. This fee was incurred because we lost. 
In the state of North Carolina, if you lose, you pay (I encourage you to check the laws in your state and find out 
if similar conditions exist). 

Despite our earlier refusal to petition the Journal's readership with yet another disgusting plea for money, it 
appears that we must now sink to that depth. Those of us who put our hearts ahead of our bank accounts rarely 
have the backing in our balance column to cover the costs of our actions. We've got some local fundraising going 
on, but anythingyou can send would be widely appreciated.

Southwestern Litigation Brings New Meaning 


to “Cooperative Management”

In a move that will bring additional protection to the 
southwest's beleaguered riparian systems, a federal 
judge in Phoenix has ordered the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service (FWS) to propose the cactus ferruginous pygmy 
owl for endangered status under the Endangered Spe- 
cies Act (ESA). The judge issued his order in early 
October in response to a lawsuit brought against the 
FWS by the Southwest Center for Biological Diversity 
and the Greater Gila Biodiversity Project (GGBP). The 
FWS must issue the proposed rule by December 7, 
1994. 

Although the cactus ferruginous pygmy owl is the 
second smallest owl in North America, it sports a 
voracious appetite and an aggressive hunting 
technique. In fact, the owl is known to take down prey 
up to twice its size. Despite its hunting agility and 
prowess, it is incapable of adapting to the escalating 
loss of its mesquite bosque/cottonwood forest habitat. 
As a result, the owl faces a double jeopardy habitat loss 
situation. Few examples of either habitat in old growth 
form remain, and few of these remain in close 
association with one another. Because of this paucity 
of habitat, the owl is nearing extinction in Arizona. It 
appears to be doing better, 
however, in old growth 
southern Texas oak mott 
woodlands in the Rio 
Grande Valley. 

Encouraged by the judge's 
ruling, both the Southwest 
Center and GGBP have filed 
three new lawsuits seeking 
ESA protection for six 
additional southwestern 
riparian dependent species. 

In these suits, the groups 
allege that the FWS has 
violated the ESA by failing 
to meet a July deadline 
for designating the 
southwestern willow 


flycatcher as endangered, failing to meet a 
June deadline for proposing the Sonoran 
tiger salamander, Canelo Hills ladies 
tresses, and Huachuca water umbel as 
either threatened or endangered, and 
failing to meet biological requirements for 
the designation of critical habitat for two 
minnows, the loach minnow and 
spikedace. 

The southwestern willow flycatcher is 
utterly dependent on large canopy 
cottonwood overstory with thick willow 
undergrowth. It is found from southern 
California to Texas during summer 
months, while winters are spent in 
Central America. Due to habitat loss in 
both North and Central America, fewer than 500 
pairs remain. Because of dwindling numbers, an 
endangered listing with eventual critical habitat 
designation is virtually assured. Formal federal 
protection will require drastic changes (meaning no 
more cows) in the management of watersheds for 
the protection of riparian habitat throughout the 
southwest. 

The Canelo Hills ladies tresses, Huachuca water 
umbel, and Sonoran tiger 
salamander are all limited to 
the few remaining cienegas 
(marshes) in southeastern 
Arizona and Sonora. All are 
negatively affected by alter- 
ation in hydrology directly 
resulting from the grazing of 
livestock in surrounding wa- 
tersheds. 

And finally, currently des- 
ignated critical habitat for 
the loach minnow and 
spikedace does not meet ESA 
requirements which stipu- 
late that critical habitat des- 
ignations are to include ar- 
eas that will provide for both 


the survival and recov- 
ery of a species, as well 
as areas which are rep- 
resentative of the his- 
toric geographic and 
ecological distribution 
of a species. An earlier 
suit brought by the 
Southwest Center and 
GGBP forced the FWS 
to designate critical 
habitat for both fish 
in early April of this 
year. 

Future federal 
protection for all 
seven species will bring increased attention to the 
reparian and aquatic ecosystems of Arizona's San 
Pedro River's as well as the entire surrounding 
watershed. With the dubious status of remaining 
the last free-flowing low elevation desert river in the 
southwestern US, the San Pedro has been targeted 
for both massive conservation and development 
efforts. The entire length of the San Pedro River in 
the US has been proposed as critical habitat for the 
southwestern willow flycatcher. Several cienegas 
supporting populations of the Canelo Hills ladies 
tresses, Huachuca water umbel, and Sonoran tiger 
salamander are located in the San Pedro's 
surrounding watershed. The San Pedro has also been 
targeted by the FWS's Desert Fishes Recovery Team 
for critical habitat designation for the loach minnow 
and spikedace. Further, riparian habitat on the San 
Pedro is considered crucial to the recovery of the 
pygmy owl in Arizona. The future of the San Pedro's 
perennial surface water is currently threatened, 
however, by both the city of Sierra Vista and for 
Huachuca Military Reservation's plans to suck the 
underlying aquifer dry through massive ground 
water pumping.

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A Letter From Rod Coronado 


Friends and Relatives, 

My name is Rodney Adam Coronado. I'm 28 years 
old and a mixed blood Yaqui. Before my arrest, I 
lived on our small reservation Pascua Yaqui Pueblo 
south of Tucson, Arizona, with our tribe's tradi- 
tional Elder and spiritual leader, Enselmo Valencia. 
Our tribe's homeland is in present-day Sonora, 
Mexico, but my grandparents' parents fled the 
region when Yaquis' were being murdered whole- 
sale. After a time in Tucson, they followed farm 
work to the Central Valley of California where my 
parents met and were married. They were both 
active in the United Farm Workers movement 
and my father was a Brown Beret. When my 
mother was pregnant with me, she attended a 
demonstration against the racist then-governor 
of California, Ed Brown. 

I grew up mostly in San Jose, California, and 
got used to the name-calling by white kids; 

"beaner," "spic" and more. In the third grade I 
remember having my mouth taped because the 
teacher said I talked too much. Then she 
summoned my 2nd grade teacher Mr. Hill, who 
was Native American also to come look. I'll 
never forget that. 

All my life I was drawn to nature and animals 
and would be the first to intercede when 
someone was being cruel. I always remember 
my mom telling me I was Yaqui and should be 
proud. When I was 12, 1 saw a PBS documentary 
on the Canadian harp seal hunt and cried 
through the whole thing. I swore that night 
that I would devote my life to ending such 
disrespect and cruelty. When I was 14, my 
mother gave me Dee Brown's Bury My Heart at 
Wounded Knee and I struggled through it, 
convinced that I must never be ashamed to be 
an indigenous person. I saved my lawn-cutting 
money and work wages, and sent them to 
various animal welfare groups. 1 also wrote 
many letters of protest. 

When I graduated from high school, I imme- 
diately left home to work full-time as a volun- 
teer for the Sea Shepherd and Captain Paul 
Watson, the same man I saw on PBS defending 
the harp seals in 1979. When I had heard of his 
ramming and later sinking of the pirate whaling 
ship "Sierra," I told myself, "Those are the 
people I will work with." From 1984 to 1987 I 
helped the Sea Shepherds, sailing on their ship 
the "Sea Shepherd" in the North Atlantic and Pacific 
to interfere with the illegal killing of ocean wildlife. 
In the Faroe Islands in 1986, 1 was arrested and 
beaten and held for five days until Amnesty Interna- 
tional helped secure my release. In Iceland in 1986, 
a comrade and I disabled the country's illegal 
whaling station and later that evening sank two of 
the country's four whaling ships. In all these actions 
I always accepted full responsibility. In Britain in 
1986 and '87, 1 also participated with the Hunt 
Saboteurs — a legitimate anti-hunting group — in 
disrupting fox hunts non-violentiy. Through 1987- 
1989 I again sailed with Sea Shepherds as Director 
for a short time, and also participated with various 
animal rights groups in staging anti-vivisection 
rallies and demonstrations. I also participated with 
various Earth First! groups in protesting trophy 
hunts for protected mountain goats and wilderness 
destruction. In 1987, 1 helped found the Hunt 
Saboteurs in America to interfere with the trophy 
hunting of protected bighorn sheep in California's 
Mojave desert. Through all these activities I adhered 
to non-violence and never hurt anyone. I was also 
one of the few non-white people in these struggles, 
and felt my participation was based on my belief as 
a Yaqui that all creations were deserving of respect 
and reverence. 

From 1987-1990, 1 worked for People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals as a researcher and 
investigator, and in 1991 a friend and I founded our 
own investigation agency called "Global Investiga- 
tions." In spring, 1990, we were hired by Friends of 
Animals to investigate and document allegations of 
abuse on fur farms in America. For the next eleven 
months we worked undercover and infiltrated the 
industry as prospective fur ranchers, and witnessed

the horrible conditions of mink, fox, bobcat, lynx 
and chinchilla farms throughout the United States. 
In December of 1990, we purchased Campbell's Fur 
Farm in Montana, where we had witnessed the 
worst abuse and immediately transferred the 66 
mink, bobcats and lynx to a rehabilitation site in 
Washington state. At the same time, some friends 
and I formed the Coalition Against Fur Farms 
(CAFF) to disseminate information and evidence 
gathered in our eleven-month investigation, some 
of which was aired on "60 Minutes" in 1991. The 
sixty-six animals in our care were nursed back to 


health, rehabilitated and released back into their 
native habitat. We then issued a press release 
accepting responsibility and invited authorities to 
press charges if we had broken any law. There were 
never any charges filed. 

When the Animal Liberation Front began a direct 
action campaign against the fur industry, various 
media representatives asked CAFF for information 
about the industry. I obliged and did numerous 
interviews and was quickly identified by the FBI and 
the fur farmers as Jim Perez, the fur farmer from 
Oregon. I began to receive death threats in the fall 
of 1991, and so decided to do some backpacking 
before winter set in. When the threats continued 
and were acknowledged by the FBI, I decided to lay 
low with other Indians on various reservations 
across the country. During this time I became 
involved with native issues to protect the land, and 
helped identify the religious as well as ecological 
benefits of native lands restoration. 

In 1993, 1 moved to Tucson, Arizona, to be near 
my Yaqui culture and people, and become involved 
with the traditional religious ceremonies of our 
people. On Christmas eve, 1993, 1 became a mem- 
ber of the Wikoi Yau Ura, or Bow Leaders, the 
traditional Yaqui warrior society. As a member it is 
my responsibility to protect the culture, people and 
lands of our tribe. In 1994, 1 began volunteering my 
services to the Yoemen Tekla Foundation, who are 
entrusted by the tribe to preserve the culture. I 
immediately became aware of the threat posed to 
our culture and youth by drugs, alcohol and gang 
activity, so with the approval of various traditional 
elders I began a weekly youth retreat to expose 
Yaqui kids to our still-living culture and heritage. 
The Yoeme Nation Youth Junta taught desert 


survival skills, demonstrated traditional dance, 
showed educational videos on indigenous issues, 
and provided free healthy meals. Elders told stories 
of our ancestors' struggles to retain cultural identity, 
made traditional arts and crafts, and most impor- 
tantly stressed the importance of maintaining a 
pure life free from the poisons of drugs, alcohol, or 
violence. This work was the pinnacle of my career as 
an advocate for peace and justice. I had returned 
home to my people. 

My elders and other traditionals welcomed me 
into their lives and gave me back my family. All my 
lessons learned and friendships 
made in other movements were 
welcome and people began to have 
hope. My elder Enselmo Valencia 
welcomed me as he would his own 
son, and taught me lessons of 
respect, love and understanding 
that only an elder can. In ceremo- 
nies we danced to our fallen war- 
riors of the past, and to our animal 
relations who are our sisters and 
brothers. We began to build bridges 
with non-native environmentalists 
and joined them in their resistance 
to the desecration of sacred places 
on our earth mother. The federal 
government called me a threat to 
the community. 

The government wants to jail me 
for 56 years even though I've never 
hurt anyone or caused loss of life. I 
am innocent of the charges against 
me. I have lived my life as my 
elders taught me. I have practiced 
my traditional religion. It is against 
my ethics as a human being to 
stand witness to atrocities against 
life without speaking out. I only 
want to live with my people and 
help fight the skyrocketing levels of 
domestic violence, alcoholism, drug 
abuse, suicide and gang violence. I 
want to pursue a life of peace where 
the hand of friendship is extended 
to all, even my captors and persecu- 
tors. If the above mentioned facts 
can be seen as a crime, then I would 
rather spend the rest of my life in 
jail than retract a single contribution I've made. I 
have an obligation as a Bow Leader of the Yaqui 
Nation. I made a pledge to give my life to the 
people, and to the creations we live with. 

I must remember the sacrifices made by my 
ancestors of not long ago. The raped women, the 
babies whose heads were smashed against tree 
trunks, the men hung with barbed wire, the women 
and children who in 1910 by hundreds plunged off 
cliffs rather than be taken prisoner at a place called 
Mascoba. It is year 502 of the invader and still he 
cannot live in peace with the children of the earth. 
We want friendship, not anger, love not hate, 
respect not desecration. 

Please join me. Stand together as sisters and 
brothers, do not forget the lessons of our grand- 
mothers. Let us live in harmony. Enough blood has 
been spilled, too many loved ones sacrificed. 
Remember that we are all related, all children of the 
same earth mother. I love you all, and will die if 
necessary so that others may live. With prayers for 
the Rebirth.

Who's Behind 
the Mask? 



...early one morning I lay very still; I was under a 
pine tree, my whole body pressed into the earth. I'd 
been there for six hours already, watching the 
Ellerslie Research Station, a University of Alberta 
animal laboratory. All of a sudden a field mouse ran 
over my hand and stopped to stare at me, this 
strange one lying under a tree with binoculars and a 
radio to his ear. It talked but a short moment and 
went back on its way; needless to say I didn't 
understand what it said but it moved me. It made 
me think again of my commitment to the earth and 
just why I'd been lying under a pine tree eight hours 
a night for seven days straight. Later that week I 
helped liberate 29 cats and damage equipment in 
that laboratory. 

Unfortunately not all stories end up happy — 
nineteen days later I was arrested by the RCMP. 
Fortunately 29 cats are still out there, living their 
lives in loving and caring homes. I spent 15 months 
locked up awaiting trial, and finally in September, 
1993, 1 was given a suspended sentence, two years 
probation and ordered to pay $73,725 restitution. 
The state was not impressed. They wanted blood — 
oops, I mean three more years' prison time, and 
immediately appealed the judge's sentence. On May 
12, 1994, after I was free for a very short eight 
months, the Alberta Court of Appeals issued a 
written decision sentencing me to an additional two 
years less a day. On Friday the 13th, after saying 
many tearful good-byes, I took the long walk and 
turned myself in. 

I'm well into my government vacation now and 
I've just recently been transferred to "the fort," 
which is definitely nicer than the last two govern- 
ment resorts. Not to say it’s all been fun; I'm not too 
happy to be back inside after only eight months 
out, but I've gotten used to my temporary home. I 
think of it as a strengthening process, one where we 
can harden ourselves in our struggle. For the battle 
has begun and it is not going to be easy. More 
people will go underground. And more people will 
go to prison — in England activists are serving four, 
six, ten-year sentences. Yet actions there continue 
unabated. Sisters and Brothers (mothers, fathers, 
uncles, aunts and even second removed cousins), 
earth and animal warriors, we must join hands with 
others fighting for their own liberation. You must 
realize that we all have tremendous power — it takes 
but one person to cost them millions. When you see 
the pictures of a masked liberator, stop asking who's 
behind the mask and look in the mirror! 

Many thanks to all those who have written me 
during my time inside. It sure helps me survive. And 
to the few people who have traveled thousands of 
miles and put hundreds of hours into my support, a 
huge thank you. To those on the front lines, stay 
strong, stay free and keep fighting the good fight.

Lise Olsen Needs Support 


In July of 1992, Chicago activist Lise Olsen hung 
21 homemade lanterns near a railroad trestle to 
illuminate a 30-foot red, white and blue "Freedom" 
banner that she had hung over a pro-fur billboard. 
Four months later, she was arrested for attempted 
arson, and released on a $20,000 bond. Despite a 
military explosives 
consultant's testimony 
that the lanterns were 
candles, not incendiaries, 

Lise was convicted of five 
charges relating to "posses- 
sion of incendiary devices" 
in July, 1994; in August 
she was sentenced to four 
years imprisonment and a 
$1000 fine. 

Lise was transferred from 
Cook County Jail to 
Dwight, IL, after her 
sentencing. Despite court 
orders in her favor, Lise 
has been denied a vegetar- 
ian diet and her health is 
deteriorating. As soon as 
she is classified as mini- 
mum security (at present 
she is unclassified), Lise 
will be eligible for work 
release, and will qualify for 
release on electronic 
monitoring by January 28, 

1995. She needs letters sent 
on her behalf, emphasizing 
the following: 

— Lise is imprisoned for political reasons, as the 
result of an action that never caused any property 
damage or harm to any life and never posed a threat 
in either of these regards. 

— Lise spent two years on bail prior to her incar- 
ceration, and during that time did not undertake 
any illegal acts. 

— Lise suffers from chronic fatigue syndrome and 
her health will continue to deteriorate the longer 
she is incarcerated. 

— Lise has great potential to be a contributing 


member of society. Prior to her incarceration she 
volunteered at a number of organizations; prior to 
her illness she was a nurse. 

— Lise should be classified as minimum security 
immediately.

Lise has also requested 
that people write to the 
Adjustment Review Board 
at the same address, asking 
that the "disciplinary 
ticket" and "room-lock" be 
expunged from her record, 
since false testimony 
against Lise resulted in 
undeserved punishment 
being imposed for sup- 
posed violations of jail 
rules. 

Please send a copy of any 
letters to the North Ameri- 
can Animal Liberation 
Front Support Group (NA- 
ALFSG). It is important 
that we document all 
support; we will make 
copies and pass the origi- 
nals on to Lise.

Break-in at ALFSG — 
Funds Needed! 

On Friday, October 22, the North American Animal Liberation Front Support Group's (NA- 
ALFSG) editor's home was burglarized. It is unclear at this point whether the motive for the 
break-in was profit or politics. The ALFSG has sustained severe financial losses; our Macintosh 
computer, fax modem, computer disks, and petty cash were taken. In addition, the thieves took 
personal items of no commercial value — a personal address book, underwear, date book, diary, 
telephone and personal computer disks. 

The thieves' choice of items is certainly bizarre. The SG editor's housemates' stereo, VCR, TV 
and some jewelry was left behind (although some expensive items were taken). The house next 
door was also burglarized, and again the choice of items was strange. It is clear that this was a 
professional job. The neighbor's house is protected by a dog and was recently overhauled by a 
locksmith — neither prevented the thieves from gaining entry. The thieves had less than 90 
minutes to completely ransack both houses. No prints were left in the SG editor's house. Phone 
lines were cut and ripped out of walls. 

Whatever the motivation of the thieves, they have failed to destroy the SG. The backups of all 
SG computer files were not taken, as they were in a different location than the other disks. All 
information on the computers was password protected, so we are confident that our files will 
remain secure. All supporters should note that the most recent version of our mailing list was not 
backed up, so if you do not receive an answer to your letter or a magazine subscription please 
write to us again and try to be patient. It will take some time to recover the lost data. 

This burglary is a potent reminder of the need to take the time to safeguard the work we do. All 
the work on the most recent issue of our magazine was taken. It has also put us in a desperate 
situation financially. Before the burglary we were $1,500 in debt; now that rims several thousand 
dollars higher. We ask that people give what they can to help us to continue our work supporting 
jailed North American animal liberation prisoners. We do all we legally can to support the work 
of the Animal Liberation Front. With some hard work and creative juggling of our remaining 
resources we are determined to publish the magazine in November. No surrender!!!

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Bialowieza Primeval Forest Marked for Cutting 
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The Bialowieza Primeval Forest on the Polish/ 

Belarussian border, home of the last wild European 
Bison, is currently having its last old growth trees 
marked for cutting. The logging season is due to 
begin in December. 

The forest, which covers an area of 1500 sq. km., 
contains the last remains of native forest in Eu- 
rope, dating back to '8000 B.C. During the first. 

World the forest suffered ^several disasters, - ^ 

.‘Including the decimation of the bison population ; f 
and the removal of five hiillioh cubic meters of 
forest by the invading Germans. Tfirpughout the 
1920s, timber companies took their toll. For ex- 
ample, an English company, The Century Euro- 
pean Corporation, cut 1.6 million cubic meters in 
a four-year period. 

In 1921, the most well preserved part of the 
forest (only 47 sq. km.) became a strictly protected 
area and was named the Bialowieza National Park 
in 1932. After the second World War, the forest 
was divided when the new border was drawn 
between Poland and the USSR (occupied Belarus) 
with approximately 600 sq. km. on the Polish side 
and 900 sq. km. on the Belarussian side). In 1977, 
the national park was recognized by UNESCO as 
the core area of a Man and Biosphere Reserve, and 
in 1979, it was selected as the only Polish inclusion 
on the World Heritage List. 

However, despite such national and international recognition, the 
Bialowieza forest has been the victim of intensive management. Biolo-

How Bureaucrats are Disciplined 
in Turkmenistan for Breaking 
Environmental Law

Words are as inspiring of hope as the winds which blow 
them away and fan the fire. 

For three days in August, severe fires raged over dried grass at the 
foot of the Kopet Dag Mountain Range in Turkmenistan. Winds 
spread the fires from one valley to another, even moving far enough 
to threaten the remote dacha of the president. They weren't able to 
save it. It burned to the ground. In fact, they didn't even try to save 
it. After the demise of the progressive system of protecting lands in 
Turkmenistan, no one is left to care about the environment. 

The president himself did not see the fires as he was on an overseas 
trip. But when he returned and saw his house a smoking ashtray, his 
anger knew no bounds. Immediately, a decree was handed down. It 
follows as it was printed in the press of Turkmenistan: 

"Decree of the President of Turkmenistan on Measures for Payment of 
Damages to the Environment for not taking appropriate measures to prevent 
fire hazard which led to forest fires in a series of locales in the Ashgabad 
and Gyaversky Districts of the Akhalsky Region resulting in significant 
damage of natural resources, I declare: 

1. Suspension, as determined by law, of three months salary from the 
following officials of Turkmenistan: 

The General Prosecutor, Minister of Internal Affairs, Chair of Committee 
for National Security, Chair of the Gyaversky District of the Akhalsky 
Region, Chair of the Ashgabadsky District of the Akhalsky Region; 

2. Order the Presidential Apparat of Turkmenistan to open a special 
account to collect fines as the result of damages to the environment. I 
determine that these funds shall be used for nature protection activities, " 
signed, Saparmurat Turkmenbashi, President of Turkmenistan. 

His next decree removed the Minister of Nature Use and Environ- 
mental Protection and his assistant from their official duties. 

The decree did not state why such a decision was taken. It's not 
clear if the guilty parties will be unveiled in Turkmenistan; it is 
certain that no one will restore or protect areas that have been 
ravaged by fire. 

Editor's note: the Turkmenistan president's actions would roughly translate in 
our country to Clinton suspending the salaries of Janet Reno, Warren Christo- 
pher, William Sessions, Mollie Beattie, Jack Ward Thomas, and outright firing 
Carol Browning, Mike Espy, Bruce Babbitt and Jim Lyons for the wildfires we 
experienced this year.

Illegal Logging 
of Siberut Island 
in Indonesia 


On Siberut Island, located 100 km west of Sumatra, all logging 
concessions were withdrawn and logging was supposed to be 
stopped half a year ago. Despite the decision of the Indonesian 
government to stop all logging on the island, an Indonesian 
company, Carya Pharmin Pulau Siberut (PT.CPPS), continues to 
extract timber and the authorities have not acted to stop it. 

According to the locals, the company intends to extract some 
7000 cubic meters of timber on it's way back to the coast from the 
now closed concession. Protests to the authorities from the affected 
local people have not led to any change. Worse, the police protect 
the loggers from the protesting inhabitants. Therefore, the locals 
have asked for international support. 

In spite of the culturally destructive tourism in the past, the 
island has now been able to develop "eco-tourism" and the result is 
that more foreign tourists visit the island specifically to explore its 
cultural and environmental uniqueness. If tourism is balanced with 
responsibility to the environmental and cultural protection, it will 
not only bring enjoyment but will also increase the income of the 
state as an alternative to the destructive commercial or illegal 
logging. 

The illegally cut wood is being shipped to Padang in Sumatra. 
There, the company Rimba Sunkyong Plywood (PT.RSK) processes 
the wood into plywood together with wood coming from 
Kalimantan (Isle Borneo) and Irian Yaya (Isle Neuguinea). PT.RSK 
exports directly to Great Britain, France, the Netherlands, Germany 
and Hong Kong. 

Because of its biodiversity and relatively untouched rainforest, 
Siberut has been proposed as a International Biosphere Programme 
Site by UNESCO. In 1993, the Indonesian government finally 
decided to suspend all four logging concessions on Siberut, stopped 
the Transmigrasi-Program (resettlement of many families from the 
main islands to Siberut), and dismissed plans for gigantic oil palm 
plantations. The company PT.CPPS is known for its sloppy, illegal 
logging. 

Please write a friendly letter in English or Indonesian and request 
the decision to stop the legal logging, the Transmigrasi-Program, 
and the plans for oil palm plantations. Request an immediate stop 
to the illegal logging by PT.CPPS.

project ahead of the six-year targeted period," explained Ting Pek Khiing, Ekran's 
chairman. 

At the International Conference on Conservation of Tropical Biodiversity in 
June, 1990, Prime Minister of Malaysia, Mahathir Mohamad, announced that the 
government had decided to scrap the Bakun Dam project. He said this was the 
government's big sacrifice to the environment, not only to Malaysia, but to the 
global community. Now he actively supports the project saying he was somewhat 
misinformed of its scope, that the dam would flood 2700 square miles, when in 
actuality it will flood only 270 square miles. At the resort's earth-breaking ceremony 
he said, "This is not good for the nation to have people (entrepreneurs) losing 
money because of waiting. It makes good business sense to finish the job earlier and 
make money earlier." 

The resort is estimated to cost $5.8 million for its first phase of 150 rooms. Khiing 
said the hotel is to provide accommodation as well as to facilitate international 
financiers, personnel management and construction contractors to visit the site of 
the dam. The hotel site alone covers over 150 acres and will be fully furnished with 
recreational facilities including swimming pool, restaurant and helipad. 

Sarawak's Chief Minister has talked about how the dam project "would be the best 
chance for the [indigenous} people... to get out of the traps of poverty and bring 
hardship on themselves." He said the government was looking at 30,000 to 50,000 
acres to open up for plantations to provide for jobs for the 7000 displaced villagers. 

Powerful Malaysian economic planners intend the dam to provide hydro-electric 
power to Sarawak, Sabah (the neighboringMalaysian state), Brunei (an independent, 
oil-rich sultanate), and Kalimantan (the Indonesian part of Borneo). Dam builders 
hope to generate 2400 megawatts of power. By comparison, that's enough to serve 
Philadelphia and San Francisco combined. A planned undersea cable will allow 
Ekran to send electricity to Singapore and mainland Malaysia. There's also 
speculation about a connection to the Philippines. The initial phase of the project 
will last 10 years and cost $6 billion. Ekran plans to make money by clearcutting 
trees from the area to be flooded. The Business Times of Singapore values the timber 
at $400 million. 

Sahabat Alam Malaysia (Friends of the Earth Malaysia) quotes news reports that 
the displaced indigenous people will get about $40 million. That's one-quarter of 
what the developer plans to invest in a chip mill! The settlement figure, if correct, 
would provide about $8000 per person This is four times the average per capita 
income in Sarawak. Scant compensation for lifetimes and generations of sustainable 
livelihood in the rainforest.

Expel 2000 Miners From Their 
Lands In Brazil

In September, about 2,000 miners were expelled from the Kayapo Indian Area, 
located in the state of Para, Brazilian Amazonia, by elders of the Gorotire village. 

Equipment used by the miners was then destroyed by the Kayapo. 

Some younger leaders of the tribe have entered into agreements with the 
miners against the will of the elders. These agreements have not brought 
financial benefits to the community and have given rise to a higher rate of 
disease among the Indians, particularly malaria. Moreover, because of the 
miner's practices, the rivers are being polluted with mercury. 

The first contracts for the exploitation of gold in Indian areas were signed in 
the early 1980s, with the participation of the government. Contracts were also 
signed with woodcutters during the same period. However, few Kayapo are 
deriving any benefits from the exploitation of resources. 

Many people, including the government, are pressuring for the return of the 
miners. Most of the miners stayed near the Kayapo territory, and about 500 
were taken to Reden?ao, a city located close to the area and whose economy 
depends on gold and timber extraction. 

The miners are armed and threatened to destroy the resistance's headquarters 
in Redengao. Four Indians have already been attacked. The miners were brought 
to Reden^ao by the mayor of the city, who has been accused of exploiting gold 
in the area. 

The Kayapo Indians proposed an agreement under which the miners would 
be allowed to return to the area and stay there for a period of six months. But 
there is no means to ensure that they would leave the Indian territory after that 
period, and no one can tell whether the proposal will be accepted by the 
community of the Gorotire village. 

Even the Indians who decided to expel the miners know that it will not be 
easy to settle the conflict. Gorotire depends on the resources derived from the 
trade of gold and timber taken from the lands surrounding it, which are used, 
among other things, to pay off debts in Redenfao. If the exploitation of gold 
and timber is interrupted, economic alternatives will have to be devised to 
ensure the survival of the community. 



The colossal Bakun Dam project nearing construction on the island of Borneo will 
impound the Rajang River in the Malaysian state of Sarawak on Borneo's north 
coast. The design calls for a dam 700 feet high and more than a half mile wide. The 

project will flood almost 300 square 
miles, an area roughly the size of New 
York City. The project will force about 
5000 people [not to mention the other 
indigenous species] from their homes, 
displacing 14 separate communities. 
The Sarawak government has yet to 
announce plans for relocation or 
compensation. 

Numerous indigenous tribes also live 
in the rainforest that the dam will flood. 
Sarawak authorities have already jailed 
people for blockading roads to protect 
their land from nearby logging pro j ects . 
In response, environmental and 
indigenous-rights activists in Malaysia 
are demanding that Ekran Berhad, the 
developer, complete a valid 
Environmental Impact Assessment (ELA) 
on the project which addresses all its 
environmental impacts, economic and 
energy viability, and the plight of the 
indigenous people who will be 
displaced. Ekran claims to have 
completed an EIA, but they are not 
allowing public review of the study or 
input from environmental groups. 

Two Sarawak Democratic Action Party 
members lodged a police report against 
Ekran for violating the law for 
commencing with the earth-breaking 
ceremony of their dam-side resort before 
the EIA was completed and approved 
by the Department of Environment. 
"We want to save time to complete the 



THE LAST TREE 


Kayapo Indians 
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The Latest Threat to the Forests of the West 


by George Wuerthner 

The recent discovery by the timber industry, 
western Congressmen and agencies like the Forest 
Service that salvage sales present a golden opportu- 
nity to log and road much of the remaining native 
forest of the west is but a reflection of their ecologi- 
cally uninformed perspective on forests. One must 
bear in mind that there is no legitimate ecological 
reason to "salvage" any forest. Salvage logging to 
maintain so-called forest health reflects an industrial 
forestry perspective, not an ecologi- 
cally informed one. 

A natural forest is not the same as a 
logged forest. Ecologically speaking, a 
forest influenced by disease, insects, 
or fire is completely natural and a 
very important part of the forest 
ecosystem cycle. Logging brings all 
kinds of new influences to a site, and 
is not the ecological analog of a fire or 
other natural mortality factors, nor 
does it assist in the "recovery" of a 
forest. 

The tragedy of American forests is 
that we allow foresters to "manage" 
them. Unfortunately there is a 
dangerous assumption in the United 
States that because foresters work in 
forests, they must understand forest 
ecology. But that's like assuming the 
US Cavalry had an extensive under- 
standing of Native American culture 
and values because they were good at _ _ 

killing them. Timber 

I'm not just taking pot shots. Many mimics 
foresters are intelligent people, but clearcu 

they represent a particular world view providl 

that does not see forests as function- 
ing ecosystems. Ecological thinking is not intuitive, 
nor is it the dominant paradigm taught in most 
forestry schools in this country. I was trained in 
forestry myself, so I know about the narrow func- 
tion of most forestry schools and curricula. They 
don't train people to view forests as complex and 
self-regulating entities. They teach that humans 
know enough to "improve" upon nature. In doing 
this, forestry schools prepare their students to work 
in industrial forestry, not to understand forest 
ecosystems — except to the degree that it helps 
produce more wood fiber faster. If you tmly appreci- 
ated the complexity of forest ecosystems, you would 
have a difficult time doing anything to them, but 
would leave them alone, and stand back in awe and 
reverence. 

A virgin, unmanipulated healthy forest typically 
has fires, disease, and insect infestations as part of 
its ecosystem function. An industrial forest typically 
lacks these ecological processes and substitutes 
roads, genetically manipulated seedlings, herbicide 
spraying, and other kinds of human manipulation. 

Most foresters assume that as long as trees regrow 
on a site, logging hasn't hurt anything. This merely 
demonstrates the narrow perspective of foresters — 
trees and forests are considered to be synonymous. 
They are not. A logged area, even one regrowing 
trees, is not the same as a natural forest ecosystem. 
The fact that trees may grow back on some sites 
doesn't preclude industrial forestry from criticism. It

is not an issue of reforestation. Critics of industrial 
forestry are concerned about how natural forests 
differ ecologically from logged forests. 

For instance, forests managed for timber produc- 
tion will likely never achieve old growth size or 
condition, since they will be harvested on a regular 
rotation that precludes the development of "natu- 
ral-like" forest, complete with old trees, large 
amounts of woody debris and snags. They are also 
protected from natural ecological processes and 
influences like fires, disease and insects — albeit not

forestry paradigm. Many ecologists consider dead 
trees left after a fire, disease or insect infestation to 
be more important to the forest ecosystem than 
green ones. An unlogged burned or "unhealthy" 
forest typically has a mosaic of live and dead trees, 
while the logged forest is often totally cleared of 
trees — fire-killed or live. The loss of these trees 
affects many aspects of the forest. Both live and 
dead trees provide cover for wildlife, seeds for 
regeneration, and produce a more moderate envi- 
ronment for establishment of all kinds of other 

plants, not just trees. Logged areas tend 
to be harsher sites — windier, dry, and 
with less shade. 

Even where trees are burned, the fire 
typically does not consume them, but 
leaves behind a rich, ecologically 
important legacy of snags and down 
timber. These snags are a long-term 
resource to the forest — providing a slow 
release of nutrients, shelter for cavity 
nesting birds, food for wood boring 
insects, habitat for small mammals on 
the forest floor, and habitat for fish if 
they topple into a stream. In time, the 
pulpy interior of down logs will rot and 
provide shelter for voles, pine marten, 
and other species. They also absorb 
water, retaining it into summer and 
providing moisture for plant germina- 
tion in what are otherwise typically dry 
sites. Fire also cleans a forest, killing 
pathogens. 

. In contrast, by disturbing soil crusts, 

l1t & logging increases sedimentation far 

ttny above what occurs in a burn. Logging 

tags roads are a major source of sediment in 
streams. Roads also increase access for 
hunters and other humans, often 
disturbing sensitive species and causing them to 
avoid vast areas of the forest. For example, recent 
studies by the Montana Department of Fish, Wild- 
life and Parks documented that areas that had been 
logged, even where access roads were closed, were 
avoided by grizzlies for years, thus significantly 
reducing the habitat available to them. Similar 
studies have noted that elk avoid areas of intensive 
human activity, also precluding their use of what 
would otherwise be good habitat. In addition, the 
removal of snags increases visibility of these animals 
to hunters. 

Fires enrich the soil and water with nutrients 
released by burning. And they increase the growth 
of nitrogen-fixing plants, adding far more nutrients 
to a site than typically occurs with logging. 

Logging equipment also compacts soils, destroy- 
ing fragile soil crusts and reducing habitat for many 
burrowing insects. 

I could go on and on. But the point is that a forest 
visited by fires, insects or disease is not the same as a 
managed "healthy" forest as defined by most 
foresters and the timber industry. A logged forest, 
whether the trees are green or dead, differs dramati- 
cally from a natural forest. 

The only thing unhealthy about insect, disease or 
fire-charred forests is the ignorant reaction they 
generate among those who are incapable of think- 
ing ecologically, and thus can neither appreciate 
nor understand what true forest health is all about.

"I'm not a biologist, but I'm willing to bet on every 
square mile of land in this country there is something 
unique, some plant, some animal, some bug, some 
flower that is unique. An argument can be made that 
under the Endangered Species Act we should not 
develop that square mije of land because of a particular 
species," Packwood said. 

The hearing was intended to gather opinions on the 
21-year-old act, which Congress planned to re-autho- 
rize this year but now has put off until next year. 

Packwood, a loud critic of the act since the northern 
spotted owl was listed as a threatened species in 1990, 
said the law "does not recognize the importance to this 
country of the wise use of our natural resources."

supplies through massive amounts of 
potato waste and pesticides. Nearly half of all the 
french fried potatoes4-three billion pounds — sold in 
fast food restaurants are grown and processed in a five- 
county area of the Columbia River Basin in Oregon 
and Washington. 

More than one-third of 500 residential wells tested 
in the area by the US Geological Survey and the 
Oregon Department of Environmental Quality ex- 
ceeded Safe Drinking Water Act standards for nitrates 


and pesticides. To form perfectly shaped, uniform 
fries, about half the potato is wasted, and as potatoes 
decompose, they release high levels of nitrates into the 
ground water. Some of the ground water is so contami- 
nated that it cannot be used even to irrigate potato 
fields, while the industry has prospered in part through 
the use of federally subsidized water and power. 

So incendiary are the report's findings that when the 
Northwest Food Processors Association got wind of 
the planned study, they attempted 
suppress it.

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A Letter to the Big 15 


Last July, the leaders of 15 national environmental 
organizations sent a joint letter to their members. The 
leaders opened with these words: "You have never 
received a letter like this before. This is the first time the 
combined leadership of the nation's leading environmen- 
tal groups have sent a single call to action to our com- 
bined memberships." 

They went on to declare: "Even during the Reagan/ 
Watt/Gorsuch years, we have never faced such a serious 
threat to our environmental laws in Congress. Polluters 
have blocked virtually all of our efforts to strengthen 
environmental laws, but still they are not satisfed. Now, 
they are mounting an all-out effort to weaken our most 
important environmental laws." 

The two-page letter, with accompanying material on 
risk assessment, takings and unfunded mandates, was 
signed by the leaders of the American Oceans Campaign, 
the Center for Marine Conservation, Defenders of 
Wildlife, Environmental Action Foundation, Friends of 
the Earth, Greenpeace USA, League of Conservation 
Voters, National Audubon Society, National Parks and 
Conservation Association, National Wildlife Federation, 
Natural Resources Defense Council, Sierra Club, Sierra 
Club Legal Defense Fund, The Wilderness 
Society and Zero Population Growth. 

In early September, 173 citizens and organi- 
zations responded with the following letter: 

We are responding to your "Dear Environ- 
mentalist" letter of mid-July, which you 
sent to the combined membership of your 
groups. 

We would like very much to meet with 
you about the problems you raised. We 
want to talk about something your letter 
did not mention: the source of these 
problems. 

Some of us are associated with national 
environmental organizations, while others 
are actively engaged in community 
struggles for environmental justice and 
democracy. We are of diverse colors and back- 
grounds, live in different regions, and include trade 
union and religious and electoral activists, as well as 
survivors of industrial disasters, and shareholder 
rights advocates. 

In your letter, you wrote: "...we have never faced 
such a serious threat to our environmental laws in 
Congress. Polluters have blocked virtually all of our 
efforts to strengthen environmental laws... [and] 
they are mounting an all-out effort to weaken our 
most important environmental laws." 

We know this is true. We also know that while 
such assaults are under way in Congress, people in 
neighborhoods across the country are suffering 
injuries to health and life — from chemicals, radia- 
tion, incinerators, power plants, clearcutting, 
highway building, disinvestment, and so forth. We 
also know that dignified jobs doing socially-useful 
work at fair pay are scarce and getting scarcer; that 
wages are declining; that democracy is too often a 
delusion at local, state and federal levels. 

And we know that nature is under attack, that 
many species, ecosystems and wilderness areas have 
been ravaged. 

What prompts us to send this letter to you is our 
conviction that you have not identified those 
subverting Congress as our real adversaries in the 
struggle to save our communities and the natural 
world: the leaders of today's giant corporations, and 
the powerful corporations they direct. 

We believe the Earth has never before faced such 
large-scale devastations as are being inflicted by 
handfuls of executives running the largest 1000 or 
so industrial, financial, health, information, agricul- 
tural and other corporations. And not since slavery 
was legal have the laws of the land been used so 
shamelessly to violate the democratic principles we 
hold dear. 

This was not supposed to happen. It is true that 
the grand ideals of the American Revolution have 
not yet been fulfilled, and that many people are still 
struggling, to gain the legal rights and constitu- 
tional protection for which so many fought against 
tyrannical English monarchy. But for several 
generations after the nation's founding, the role of 


corporations in both government and society was 
strictly limited by law and custom. A corporate 
charter was considered a public bust. Corporations 
had no rights at all except what the people chose to 
give them. 

Ironically, however, corporations have achieved a 
level of constitutional protection which many 
citizens still do not enjoy. The leaders of giant 
corporations govern as monarchs of old who 
claimed legitimacy under divine right theory. Yet 
your letter never once refers to multi-billion dollar 
corporations such as Exxon, Philip Morris, General 
Electric, Union Carbide, Weyerhaeuser, WMX 
Technologies (Waste Management). 

You write of lobbies, special interests, polluters 
and radical property rights advocates. But the work 
of these lobbies, polluters and radical advocates — in 
Congress and in our communities — is the work of 
corporations that manipulate assets beyond our 
imaginations while hiding behind limited liability, 
perpetual existence, and our Bill of Rights. 

To a large extent, corporations have been given 
these legal rights and privileges not by our elected 


representatives, but by appointed judges. This did 
not happen by accident: Corporate leaders funded 
scores of research, propaganda, and lobbying 
organizations (using pre-tax dollars, which means 
that corporate lobbying and propagandizing are 
subsidized by us). You know the list: the US and 
state chambers of commerce, the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, the Chemical Manufacturers 
Association, The Competitive Enterprise Institute... 
With "Wise Use" groups, and the help of founda- 
tions such as Olin, Scaife, Bradley, and Smith 
Richardson, along with legal think tanks, corporate 
executives violate elections, buy and sell our legisla- 
tors, and intimidate citizens. 

We believe that it is too late to counter corporate 
power environmental-law-by-environmental-law, 
regulatory-struggle-by-regulatory struggle. We don't 
have sufficient time or resources to organize chemical- 
by-chemical, forest-by-forest, river-by-river, permit-by- 
permit, technology-by-technology, product-by- 
product, corporate disaster-by-corporate disaster. 

But if we curb or cut off corporate power at its 
source, all our work will become easier. 

One major source of corporate power goes back to 
1886, when the US Supreme Court decreed that 
corporations are persons under the law. This legal 
doctrine of corporate personhood guarantees consti- 
tutional free speech and other protections to corpora- 
tions, thereby preventing our elected legislatures 
from limiting corporation interference in elections 
and lawmaking, in our courts, and in policy debates. 
Other court-made legal doctrines give corporate 
leaders legal authority to make private decisions on 
very public issues: energy, chemical and transporta- 
tion investments, product choices, forest and mineral 
use, technology development, etc. 

How would restricting corporations' constitu- 
tional protection enable us to stop corporate-led 
environmental destruction? Look at takings, for 
example. 

When government wants to use an individual's 
property for a park, or for a sewage treatment plant, 
that individual has every right to petition for 
redress, for "due process of law." But corporate 
leaders claim this constitutional right of redress for 


their corporations, arguing that laws and regula- 
tions to protect public health and the environment, 
to protect workers' rights, are takings "without due 
process." 

They can do this so effectively because a century 
ago, corporate leaders convinced courts to trans- 
form our laws. Ever since, wielding property rights 
through laws backed by our government has been 
an effective, reliable strategy to build and sustain 
corporate mastery. 

So it is understandable that many people today 
believe we have no choice but to concede property 
(such as takings), free speech and other rights to 
corporations, and to continue addressing corporate 
harms one by one. 

We disagree: we believe we have a social and 
political responsibility to reject concocted constitu- 
tional doctrines which enable undemocratic corpo- 
rate dominion. 

We support without reservation people's rights for 
redress against government takings, and people's 
protection against tyranny as provided in our Bill of 
Rights. But we do not believe corporations share 
such rights with flesh and blood people. 

We have no illusions that reclaiming people's 
rights from the fictions which are corporations will 
be easy: as Supreme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter 
observed, "The history of constitutional law is the 
history of the impact of the modern corpo- 
ration upon the American scene." 

But what's our alternative? The REAL 
takings going on today are corporate tak- 
ings — of our lives, liberties and pursuits of 
happiness, and of other species — without 
due process of law. 

The REAL takings today are planned and 
executed by corporate executives who are 
protected by the legal shields which are 
giant corporations, and who are showered 
with honors by our corporation-controlled 
culture. 

Corporate tactics such as takings, risk 
assessment, unfunded mandates — at a time 
of escalating grassroots opposition to 
NAFTA, GATT and to corporate investments 
around the globe — provide opportunities for your 
organizations to go on the offensive. You can 
educate our members that the authority to define 
corporations still rests with the people. 

You can help us change the legal doctrines and 
laws which give corporations overwhelming advan- 
tage over people, communities and nature. Together, 
we can get the giant corporation out of our elections, 
out of our legislatures, out of our judges' chambers, 
out of our communities, and off our backs. 

But if you do not write and talk about today's 
large corporation; if you do not educate and mobi- 
lize your members as you know how to do, our 
legislatures will face crisis after crisis like the one 
you described in your letter. Corporate leaders will 
strengthen their grip on the law and escalate their 
takings across the Earth. 

Together, we can end the nation's long silence 
about corporate power and manipulation. We can 
work together to save our democracy in order to save 
our communities and our natural environment. 

We want to meet with you to plan strategies for 
confronting corporations.

So far, (as of 15 October), the president of the Wilder- 
ness Society, G. Jon Rousch, has responded. In a letter 
dated 27 September, Rousch wrote that he was "sympa- 
thetic" to our offer of a meeting "to plan strategies for 
confronting corporations." We have also had an infor- 
mal but encouraging contact by a high official in 
another of the national organizations. 

Interestingly enough, we've gotten a flood of responses 
from people to whom the letter had not been addressed. 
Having seen copies circulating via diverse networks 
around the country, over 200 additional people have 
contacted us to say that they agree with the analysis and 
sentiments expressed, and want to join ongoing efforts to 
shift real power from corporations to people, communi- 
ties and nature.

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Champion’s Deal Made in the

As a result of a cunning land deal that took over a 
year to complete and involved four corporations. 
Champion International now owns 85,000 acres of 
forest in east Tennessee's Campbell, Scott and Ander- 
son Counties. Champion, the paper company respon- 
sible for polluting the North Carolina/Tennessee Pi- 
geon River with deadly dioxin and'ciearcutting mil- 
lions of acres of forest, adds this 85,000 acres th the 
over 6,000,000 acres of US forests it already owns. 
Champion's new forest holdings are destined to be 
dearcut, chipped and shipped to the 
hyper-destructive Champion pulp and 
paper mill in Canton, North Carolina. 

The deal was delayed for a year while 
Champion looked for a way to avoid 
liability for corporate created 
Superfund sites on the land. When the 
deal was done, Champion had avoided 
the liability and three other out-of- 
state corporations had each got what 
they wanted while disregarding the 
damage they will do to the people, 
environment and economy of eastTen- 
nessee. 

Pennsylvania-based Beazer East, the 
seller, faced the problem of how to get 
rid of the 90,000 acres of Tennessee 
land that they and previous corporate 
owners had so abused that it is riddled 
with dumps, unreclaimed strip mines, 
streams that won't support life, ponds 
and acid mine drainage seeps requir- 
ing millions of dollars of cleanup. 

Connecticut-based Champion faced 
the problem of how to get the Beazer land so as to 
clearcut the forest for the fiber so badly needed at the 
mill in Canton and at the same time avoid the liabili- 
ties that motivated Beazer to sell. Champion and 
Beazer tried to interest the state in buying the land, but 
Tennessee couldn't afford the cleanup costs even with 
Champion leasing the timber rights to make the land 
payments. So, the desperate corporations sent out 
their feelers to find an ethically bankrupt third party 
that would want a piece of the 90,000 acre pie and 
know how to avoid the corporate-created liabilities. 

Enter Addington Resources, a Kentucky-based cor- 
poration known to be searching for potential mega- 
dump sites. A few years ago, Addington had tried to get 
a permit for a 24,000 acre dump near Ashland, Ken- 
tucky. The permit received preliminary approval shortly 
after the inauguration of Kentucky Governor 
Wilkinson, the recipient of at least $219,000 in cam- 
paign contributions from the Addington family and 
friends. Under normal conditions, a landfill permit 
takes years to reach the preliminary approval stage. 
Addington's permit got there in months with the help 
of the well-greased Governor Wilkinson. If the 
Addington dump had been permitted, Ashland would 
have become the final resting place of New York City's 
garbage. In the end, press exposure and irate citizens 
forced the state to re-examine the permit process and 
the dump was limited to a more reasonable 24 acres. 

Defeated in Ashland, Addington took its act on the 
road and came to Tennessee. On July 15, 1994, 
Addington formed a new "shadow" corporation, Ten- 



nessee Mining, Incorporated, to work with Champion 
on the purchase of the Beazer land. On July 21, 
Tennessee Mining bought the Beazer land for $12.5 
million. On the same day, July 21, Tennessee Mining 
sold most of the land they had just bought to Cham- 
pion for $ 1 2 million. The obvious question is, what did 
Tennessee Minihg get for that $.5 million? The deeds 
show that they got a few mines of questionable value 
arid a few thousand acres ‘that the state is trying to 
condemn, but niostly they got the dumps, seeps, 
impoundment ponds and aeed mine drainage. That is, 
Tennessee Mining got all the liabilities that Beazer, 


Champion and the State could not afford to own. 
Perhaps most troubling of all, however, they got an 
option to buy back 25,000 acres of the land they had 
just sold to Champion. This 25,000 acres may well be 
the future Addington mega-dump. Oddly, there is an 
agreement that Tennessee Mining has this buy back 
option for the lifetime of Vice President A1 Gore's 
children plus 21 years. 

This much of the deal is done and the deeds are 
recorded. Now by shifting assets and liabilities, either 
Addington (which lost over $16 million last year) or 
Tennessee Mining could go bankrupt and stick the 
taxpayers with the cleanup costs that should rightfully 
be borne by the polluting corporations. The survivor, 
Tennessee Mining or Addington, can buy the 25,000 
acres it needs for its mega-dump and of course, Cham- 
pion has its 85,000 acres of forest to chip and ship to 
Canton. 

THE FUTURE 

If we ever thought we were the masters of our own 
destinies, the illusion is quickly evaporating in the 
searing global glare created by polluting corporations 
intent on consuming everything in their paths for 
profit. This is not a new concept for the people of east 
Tennessee where coal was king and demanded tributes 
of human lives, entire communities, species, streams, 
rivers, and mountains. We thought we had outlived 
the king, but we now find the king has just sold us to 
a new band of corporate eco-terrorists intent on deliv- 
ering the final blows. This time they are letting us 
choose our method of execution: economic suffoca- 
tion (deforestation) or lethal ingestion (dumps), while 
hiring a few of our neighbors to man the chainsaws 
and bulldozers and giving us, the condemned. 
Champion's so-called "special places in the forest" to 
sit and wait for our numbers to come up. 

Champion and Addington need to know that we 
won't sit and wait, and they can't buy our compla- 
cency or good will with a few "special places." They 
can buy awards, politicians, commercials, even en- 
dorsements from the Tennessee Conservation League, 
but they can't buy the good will of the people. Cham- 
pion could not buy the good will of the people of 
Cocke County, Tennessee where the stink of the air, 
the black water of the Pigeon River and the inedible 
dioxin-poisoned fish scream out the truth, CHAM- 
PION DOES NOT CARE ABOUT YOU! Champion 
could not buy the good will of the people of Montana 
where hundreds of thousands of deforested acres and

unemployed workers scream out the truth, CHAM- 
PION DOES NOT CARE ABOUT YOU! Addington 
could not buy the good will of the people of Greenup 
County, Kentucky where corrupted officials, greased 
in permits and a 24,000-acre "regional landfill" to cure 
the county's litter problem scream out the truth, 
ADDINGTON DOES NOT CARE ABOUT YOU! 

We are not sitting and waiting fey .the end. As 
Champion wa<? underwriting -A study on how to 
defeat groups like SOCM (Save our Cumberland 
Mountains), SOCM and TC\YP (Tennessee Citizens 
for Wilderness Planning) were conducting a study to 
locate rare and endangered species qn Champion's 
land. As Champion and Addington were signing 
their $12 million checks to buy the Beazer larid, 
SOCM was signing letters to the corporations notify- 
ing them of specific habitats and species that must be 
protected. While Ann Murray, executive director of 
the Tennessee Conservation League (Tennessee's af- 
filiate of the National Wildlife Federation and recipi- 
ent of at least $15,000 a year from Champion) was 
posing beside a mountain stream making a Cham- 
pion television commercial, SOCM members were 
collecting and testing stream water so that next year 
Champion won't be able to say, "We didn't kill that 
stream — it was already dead." 

If Champion and Addington really want to begin 
earning our good will they can save the money they 
are spending on public relations. All they have to do 
is cooperate; share with us their plans and be respon- 
sive to our concerns. Work with us to identify areas 
critical for flood protection or rehabilitation. Help us 
locate and protect the oldest, healthiest, mixed me- 
sophytic forests and fragile areas of low productivity 
and regeneration. These areas, at the least, should be 
declared lands unsuitable for clearcutting. They should 
work with us to develop and utilize alternative fiber 
sources and encourage recycling so that some day soon, 
no forest will have to be clearcut for fiber just to make 
paper. Instead of investing in public relations, they 
should invest in cleaning up the corporate eco-disasters 
on their land. Prove that they care about us and our 
mountain. Not just talk, but do something construc- 
tive. We will know because we will be watching.

Air Pollution Worsens 
in the East’s Parks 

Industrial pollution is mining scenic views in 
Great Smoky Mountains and many national 
parks in the east, covering them with an "acid 
haze" and making summer air quality worse 
than Los Angeles. While air quality is improving 
or holding steady in most parks in the west, 
visitors to parks in the east are breathing the same 
hazy air as neighboring cities. Over the ten-year 
study period, summer haze soared 39 percent in 
the Great Smoky Mountains National Park in 
Tennessee and 37 percent in Virginia's 
Shenandoah National Park. 

Summertime sulfate concentrations in the air 
at those two parks exceeded levels found in Los 
Angeles. Sulfate is the main component of acid 
rain — a problem at Mount Mitchell and other 
heavily forested parks. Most sulfates come from 
coal-burning power plants and other industries. 
For the Smokies, the ozone-depleting pollution 
comes from the industrial midwest and the Ten- 
nessee Valley. North Carolina officials have 
sought federal help for years to cut pollution 
from faraway industrial smokestacks, but have 
reached no agreements. Only 15 percent of the 
park's pollution comes from nearby industries, 
according to the 1990 figures. 

Researchers sampled air quality in 12 national 
parks twice a week from 1982 to 1992. For 
example, if visitors to the Great Smokies could 
see 12 miles away in 1982, they could see only 
eight miles away in 1992.

The web of resistance is growing against the Mescalero 
Spent Fuel Project high level nuclear waste dump, 
formerly called Monitored Retrievable Storage (MRS). 
Mescalero Apache President Wendell Chino, his Tribal 
Council and the nuclear power industry plan to locate 
the dump in the Three Rivers area of the Mescalero 
reservation. The government was looking for a willing 
"host," but when funding for the scheme was killed in 
Congress, 34 nuclear utility companies decided to try 
a private venture with the Mescalero Apache Tribal 
Council, using its sovereign nation status in an at- 
tempt to bypass state and federal regulations. 

So on August 27 — National Radioactive Waste Day — 
50 protesters marched to the reservation border, carry- 
ing signs with slogans like: No More Reckless Science!; 
Deliver Us From Chino-Byl; Back to Hell Miller Hudson! 
(pro-nuke "consultant" for the tribe); Chino Sold His 
People; Hell No We Won't Glow!; and Now Entering 
Radioactive Indian Lands — Enjoy Your Stay! When 
the group reached the border, they found that 11 
Bureau of Indian Affairs police officers had set up a 
blockade stopping all traffic trying to pass through to 
the Indian Art Show at the Inn of the Mountain Gods. 
After the demonstration, the group met back in Sacra- 
mento, where speeches, networking, info-sharing and 
camaraderie went on into the night. Most impor- 
tantly, an alliance was formed to fight the Nuclear 
Triangle of proposed waste disposal sites in this region 
(WIPP; Sierra Blanca, TX; and the Mescalero MRS) and 
we were able to show the world that at least some 
people care enough to stand up and speak out against 
this deadly game they are playing with our lives. 

On September 22-23, meetings of the Regional MRS 
Info Committee and the Radioactive and Hazardous 
Materials Committee were held in Ruidoso and at- 
tended by anti-nuclear activists. A press conference 
was held on the 22nd, where speeches and statements 
from Dennis Banks, American Indian Movement 
Founder, Dorothy Purley of the Laguna Pueblo (and 
cancer victim from uranium mining), Mary Olson, 
Shean Bjoralt, and Joe Campbell moved many to tears 
and helped convince people that this dump project 
should be stopped.

When anti-nuclear activist Rick Springer saw the 
crystal eagle on the day before a scheduled nuclear 
bomb test in April, 1992, at a crowded Las Vegas press 
convention, he was inspired. "I had no thought of it, 
but my body felt like a magnet." 

Springer recalled, "I found my hands clasped on the 
base of the eagle, raised its 30 pounds over my head, 
offered it to the sky, and brought it down on top of the 
pedestal. It just mystified — a light just moved through 
me." He ha d shattered Ronald Reagan's award from 
the tfational Association of Broadcasters for presti- 
g To usIservice to the media. _ ~ — 

As Springer attempted to make an announcement, 
a team of secret service agents tackled him. He shouted, 
"Help! There's a nuclear test tomorrow! " His shout was 
choked off as the agents dragged him across the stage 
and they all fell down a flight of stairs. 

Over two years later, having served 13 months in 
prison, Springer was released on September 9, 1994. 
Originally sentenced to 120 days for "interfering with 
theSecret Service, "hereceived an additional 11 months 
for failing to surrender to begin his sentence. 

In July, 1993, one month before Springer was to 
surrender, President Clinton announced his intention 
to resume nuclear weapons testing. Spring er, a dedi- 
cate d Hun dredth Monk ey Pr ojec t organ izer, decided, 
"I couldn't surrender and sit in jail duringthattimeSo 
I issued a press statement to the media and the court 
entitled, 'Why I Refuse to Surrender.'" 

Two months later, Clinton extended the nuclear 
testing moratorium under intense public pressure. 
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In late September, the New Mexico State Environ- 
ment Department sent out a one-page flyer to 800 
tribal post office boxes entitled "How Do You Feel 
About Used Fuel Rods Near Your Community?" The 
flyer provided information about the health risks of 
radiation that people were unlikely to hear from the 
Tribal Council or the nuclear power industry's Spent

Fuel Project Propaganda Office in Mescalero. The flyer 
enraged Mescalero tribal officials, who stated that it 
was an attempt to influence a tribal referendum and 
turn tribal members against the Council's plans for the 
nuclear dump. As Ed Abbey wrote, "Truth threatens 
power, now and always." 


Springer decided to announce his surrender to the Las 
Vegas media on Nagasaki Day — August 9, 1993. 

Now that he's been released, Springer is working for 
the Walk Across Europe for a Nuclear-Free World, to 
begin in early 1 995. He's continuing to fight his federal 
appeal for the Las Vegas action, even though he's 
already served his time. He is also writing a book. 
Excuse Me, Mr. President, scheduled for release by 
Nagasaki Day, 1995. "It's the story of the anti-nuclear 
movement, my participation in it and the people who 
inspired me to my level of commitment." 

Springer became a full-time activist in the late 1 980s 
because he came to feel a sense of indebtedness. "I 
started working with abused teenagers hoping to 
impart a respect for the wilderness," he explained. "I 
came to realize that working with abused teens was 
working with the 'micro' aspect of abuse in society." 

When Springer was first invited to an event at the 
Nevada Test Site in 1 987, he was appalled at hearing of 
the US government's nuclear atrocities.wound the 
same time, Springer participated in one of Ruth First's 
early actions in Headwaters Forest. When Springer 
made the difficult decision to focus exclusively on 
nuclear testing, he remembered, "It was kind of a , 
heartbreaker that I watched Redwood Summer come/ 
and go without being involved much." j J 

A strong believer in Earth First!-style direct action, 
Springer was also disappointed that many activists 
criticized his Las Vegas action. "I think the cutting 
edge is always controversial," he asserted. "The only 
way to avoid criticism is to say nothing, do nothing, 
and be nothing. The more you go out and protest these 
atrocities, the more you're going to be criticized — and 


On October 1 2, an anti-nuclear candlelight vigil was 
held in Ruidoso, complete with a large, illuminated 
"Nuclear Fool Rod" displayed prominently from the 
portal on Main Street. Approximately 60 people at- 
tended. The big surprise of the evening (although he 
had been invited) was actually having Miller Hudson 
show up, to then be thoroughly grilled by the crowd — 
like a Christian thrown to the lions. He readily admit- 
ted that this would not be the best solution for the 
nuclear waste problem, but it had to go somewhere, 
and he was just doing his job. He wasn't able to 
convince anyone of the merits or safety of the project. 

The problems we face in fighting this nuclear waste 
dump are: 1) New Mexico's low population (1.5 mil- 
lion) offering less resistance; 2) the state's nuclear 
history; and 3) Apache President Wendell Chino. Now 
that he has hooked up with the utilities, it seems that 
they are running the tribe and making the decisions 
with the influence of all of their billion$. 

A formidable opponent for sure. Will greed and 
politics combine to turn this area into a dumping 
ground for the largest accumulation of radioactive 
waste on the planet? The Sacramento Mountain re- 
gion is visited by millions of people to escape the 
desert heat and the toils of city life (including pollu- 
tion). They come here to enjoy, relax, and recreate. It 
is a beautiful playground/paradise and should remain 
a body/mind/spirit rejuvenator, and never become the 
locale for the deadliest, longest lived poison man has 
yet to invent.

not just by your opposition. When David Brower, was 
asked, 'What do you think of Earth First!?' he re- 
sponded, "I wish they weren't necessary.'" 

Springer discovered what he calls society's 'macro' 
version of abuse at the Test Site, "I realized that it's not 
the bombs that might go off, but the bombs that have 
already gone off worldwide [that we have to fear] — 
because each nuclear bomb tested releases phenom- 
enal amounts of radiation into the atmosphere. We 
didn't before nuclear testing, but we all have detect- 
able quantities of strontium and cesium, radioactive 
isotopes, in our bone marrow now." 

But Springer remains hopeful. "I like to think that 
ultimately the horror of nuclear weapons is going to 
unite humanity— because we've all been exposed. We 
all carry radiation in us now. Hopefully we will mutate 
in a positive way, and our genes will figure out how to 
overcome this."

The poison is set by Animal 
DamageControl, recently renamed 
Wildlife Services, the Department 
of Agriculture agency that kills 
predators and other animals for 
ranchers. ADC took the lead in 
eliminating wolves from most of 
the lower 48 states. 

Wyoming had about 20% of 
cattle and calf losses attributed to 
poisons and only about 5% 
attributed to predators. Colorado 
recorded about 11% killed by 
poison and slightly more than 5% 
killed by predators.

In August, a wolf was killed in Mon- 
tana at the hands of Animal Damage 
Control (ADC), the rogue wildlife-kill- 
ing federal agency. The wolf, protected 
under the Endangered Species Act, made 
the fatal mistake of traveling onto land 
owned by the family of Senator Max 
Baucus (D-MT). This is, by the way, the 
same land proposed for part of the noto- 
rious Seven-Up Pete cyanide heap leach 
gold mine, which will pour cyanide and 
mine drainage into the once prized, but 
now moribund Blackfoot River. Poor 
old Max apparently had a coyote "prob- 
lem" (read: too many damn cows), and 
so ADC was called in to solve it through 
the indiscriminate murder of native 
animals. They placed leghold traps 
around the ranch and then forgot about 
them for a while. But, gol-durn it, they 
caught them a wolf (who had not been 


harassing the cattle, just for the record) 
and since, in violation of trapping rules, 
they didn't check the traps for a few 
days, the wolf died of exposure (over- 
heating, to be exact). 

Of course, as usual, no one is to blame 
for yet another wolf loss — there has 
never yet been a prosecution — and ADC, 
who trapped another wolf a few weeks 
earlier, gets to pretend that it has only 
one "incidental taking," the legal limit, 
because they let the first wolf go. The US 
Fish and Wildlife service refuses to count 
the first trapping, even though the En- 
dangered Species Act considers trapping 
and harassing "takings. " So ADC gets off 
scot-free — there will be no review of its 
trapping practices, anotherwolf has been 
foully murdered by the government 
(senator and agency), and it's business 
as usual under the Big Sky. 


This Year "Legally"

A near-record number of wolves were 
killed in Alaska duringthe 1 993-94 hunt- 
ing and trapping season. According to 
state documents obtained by the Alaska 
Wildlife Alliance, 1472 wolves were le- 
gally killed between October 1, 1993 
and April 30, 1994. This was the highest 
number in 20 years — a leap of 40 per- 
cent from last year. Trappers killed 1374 
wolves, and the Alaska Department of 
Fish and Game (ADF&G) killed 98 more 
in the state-sponsored wolf kill in Game 
Management Unit 20A. 

ADF&G and US Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice (USFWS) officials also acknowledge 
a high incidence of illegal wolf killing in 
the state. Conservative estimates based 
on ADF&G and USFWS documents 
would place the illegal kill at 10-20 
percent of the legal kill statewide. At 
that rate, the number of wolves killed 
last year would actually be 1600-1700, 
or 23-35% of the population, based on 
state estimates of roughly 5-7000 wolves. 

Despite strong public opposition, the 
Board of Game reauthorized the highly- 
controversial practice of same-day-air- 
borne wolf "trapping" in June, 1993. 
This allows anyone with a $15 trapping 
license to fly in an airplane, spot wolves, 
land, and shoot them after moving 300 


feet from their aircraft. In the past, same- 
day-airbome hunting and trapping (the 
methods are identical) regulations have 
meant more wolves killed, and increased 
violations of state and federal laws. Fed- 
eral law enforcement officers maintain 
the 300-foot provision is unenforce- 
able, and the current regulations would 
likely result in similar impacts. 

The state meanwhile has said the same- 
day-airborne trapping would result in 
only a few additional wolves being killed 
statewide. However, the Alliance learned 
that the state failed to keep track of the 
number of wolves killed by this method. 
Monitoring the impacts of hunting and 
trapping methods is fundamental to 
sound wildlife management and good 
public policy. Apparently, the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game doesn't 
care about either.

Laguna 

Road War Update

A human chain 1 , 500 bodies long formed through Laguna Canyon on September 
10. People from all over Orange County came out to stand shoulder to shoulder to 
demonstrate both their support for the canyon and their opposition to the six-lane 
tollroad slated to carve through it. 

This chain was but one part of the rally entitled "Hands Along the 
Canyon. "Organized by a broad-based coalition which included Earth First!, the 
day's events also included bands, speakers, poets and an environmental fair. The 
rally's missions were simple: to empower tollroad opponents as well as to encourage 
hard core resistance to the San Joaquin Hills Tollroad project. The timing of the 
event was extremely important: the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals was to begin 
hearing oral arguments three days later concerning the lawsuit responsible for the 
present injunction against construction in the canyon. Should the courts reject the 
appeal before them, construction could begin anytime. 

The theme of the afternoon was "Get Your Civil Disobedience Training Today!" 
One of the speakers, David Clennon, star of Thirtysomething, urged the crowd to go 
sign at the Earth First! table for CD workshops. California State Senator Tom 
Hayden, who was slated to speak but couldn't attend because of family responsi- 
bilities, sent a letter decrying the "myopic mentalities"of those who believe they 
possess the right to destroy what took nature millions of years to create. 

Though the stage events were inspiring, nothing stirred the senses more than the 
wall of people that ran down Laguna Canyon Road as far as the eye could see.

Because parking was limited, the coalition rented school buses and shuttled people 
to the site. The first arrivals hesitantly stood by the side of the road, their numbers 
seeming paltry. However, the excitement grew geometrically when a new bus 
approached and 50 more people poured out. 

Having hammered out a tight itinerary, the coalition had planned for everyone 
to join hands at 10:45 and yell "Save Laguna Canyon!" When the time rolled 
around, word came from the parking monitors that more people were still coming. 
We kept asking the folks lining the road "Can you wait five more minutes? More 
buses are on the way." One woman replied, "I'll stay out here all day if more will 
keep coming." 

Perhaps the greatest testimony of the event's success was the semi-blackout we 
received in the following day's papers. Normally the Los Angeles Times is fairly 
reliable in covering our events. OCEF! has gotten decent press from actions 
involving only ten people. One would think that a gathering of over a thousand 
would merit some attention . Oddly enough, the Times had nothing about the event 
in the next day's paper. This was strange because one week before, the paper ran an 
announcement about our rally in the "side-column-blurb"section on the front 
page. One can only speculate that the lack of coverage in the Times had something 
to do with the appearance of a three-quarter page ad, extolling the environmental 
virtues of the tollroad, in that day's paper. 

September 13 came and went and still there was no decision on Laguna Canyon. 
Everyone down here is playing the waiting game. So here's the disgusting plea for 
Earth First! activists: contact Orange County EF! Any experienced, weathered and 
worn ecowarrior would be much appreciated here in the belly of the beast. And 
don't forget, Orange County is the home of the "friendly first!ers." See the directory 
for phone and address info.

My advice! Spike on! 


To the Editor: 

The Greater Yellowstone Coalition likes 
to call itself the environmental "watchdog" 
of the Yellowstone ecosystem. On some 
issues they do a more than adequate job. 
However, in what can only be perceived as 
either ignorance or capitulation to expedi- 
ency, the organization largely ignores the 
single greatest environmental impact upon 
the entire ecosystem — livestock production. 
Incredibly, GYC has even gone so far as to 
suggest that livestock production is even 
compatible with ecosystem and biodiversity 
preservation. 

Yet biodiversity preservation requires pro- 
tecting native species in something ap- 
proaching their natural distribution and 
numbers. It is impossible to allot the major- 
ity of the region's forage, space, and water to 
exotic domestic cattle and sheep without 
significantly impoverishing native species. 
Indeed, a recent report on Endangered Spe- 
cies by the Forest Service Experimental Sta- 
tion found that agriculture and livestock 
grazing were the two most significant fac- 
tors in the listing of endangered and threat- 
ened species in the West. 

Just within the Greater Yellowstone Eco- 
system, livestock production can be held 
accountable as the primary agent for the 
local extinction or significant reduction of 
the number and distribution of the wolf, 
grizzly bear, bighorn sheep, grayling, 
Bonnville cutthroat trout, westslope cut- 
throat trout, ferriginous hawk, blackfooted 
ferret, and bison — to name a few. And it is 
also the single greatest factor in the Ecosys- 
tem responsible for water pollution, soil 
erosion, riparian habitat loss, and fragmen- 
tation of aquatic ecosystems by dewatering. 
Nothing has contributed more to the bio- 
logical impoverishment of Greater 
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Yellowstone than livestock production. 

Despite this, one seldom hears a discour- 
aging word about livestock from GYC, ex- 
cept criticism of a few specific and outra- 
geous examples of extremely poor grazing 
management. But we are not talking about 
a few bad examples, but an ecosys- 
tem-wide environmental trag- 
edy — a tragedy GYC has so far 
been unwilling to discuss or 
focus upon. Silence in the 
face of overwhelming evi- 
dence is the same as com- 
plicity.

address, which is unlisted. There are some 
unique mistakes in the address in my member- 
ship file. The address on the envelope contain- 
ing the hate mail had the identical mistakes. 

I have responded by retaining an attorney in 
order to protect myself from this sort of intimi- 
dation. My attorney has notified club manage- 
ment that they are not to harass me further; that 
any additional communications must go to his 
office, not to me; and that I have no obligation 
to respond to their threatening quasi-legal inter- 
rogatories.

"So ended my life as Martin Rubio, Youth Coordina- 
tor, Yoeme Nation Youth Junta," he said in a prepared 
statement released through his attorneys. He spent the 
last year as a volunteer at the reservation in "Apartheid 
Arizona" organizing youth retreats under the tutelage 
of Yaqui spiritual leader Enselmo Valencia and acting 
as mentor to at-risk young people on the reservation, 
showing them alternatives to alcoholism and gangs. 

During his time on the reservation, Rod rediscov- 
ered his roots, joining the tribe's warrior society, Wikoi 
Yau ura, the Bow Leaders, and pledging himself to 
protect the Yaqui people, land, and culture. 

"I want to personally thank the FBI and ATF for 
helping me find my way home, he said in his state- 
ment. "Without their guidance I might never have 
come home." 

Rod disappeared two years ago because he feared for 
his life, according to a statement he released in Decem- 
ber, 1992. 

"It is my understanding that if I was to continue my 
defense of Native American wildlife and lands, that I 
would be murdered by the FBI or people within the fur 
industry," the statement read. "The FBI, while ques- 
tioning David Howitt in June, 1992, acknowledged a 
threat against my life. In May, 1992, when the FBI and 
BATF raided my mountain home in southern Oregon, 
the presence of automatic weaponry is a testament of 
the US government's willingness to use deadly force to 
squash my representation of Native American wildlife, 
and those who defend them." 

Among Rod's supporters — who include his family, 
Earth Firstiers, Pascua Yaqui tribal members, Student 
Environmental Action Coalition members and ani- 
mal rights activists — two lines of thought have devel- 
oped about the best way to deal with the media and 
those who might grant him bail. One group wants to 
play up Rod's community service work, showing that 
he is a gentle, humble man, and how dedicated he is 
to bettering the lot of his people. 

Others, however, want to go to the media and the 
jury with the political aspects of the case, talking about 
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the issues and pointing out, for example, that hiding 
from the law isn't an admission of guilt, especially if 
your people have historically been murdered or other- 
wise succumbed to "accidents" at the hands of such 



The prevailing wisdom to date has been a compro- 
mise: the defense committee is emphasizing Rod's 
pro-social activities. Those who want to see the case 
argued politically — and in the media — argue that if 
they don't play up the political angle, the urgency of 
all of Rod's work, the feds will surely use Rod's alleged 
past actions as a way to turn people against him. Also, 
by arguing the politics of the case, the issues get a wider 
audience. 

While the government was searching for Rod, they 
managed to jail at least four other activists for up to 
seven months. Even though the four have all been 
released, the government has not lessened its attempts 
to divide and conquer the Earth First! and animal 
rights communities. 


Washington EF! activist Beth Fries is still under 
subpoena to appear before a federal grand jury in 
Portland, Oregon, which is ostensibly looking into a 
fire bombing at an Oregon State University (OSU) 
mink research center in June, 1991. 

In the OSU attack, at least two activists ransacked 
research files, spray painted office walls and destroyed 
a feed barn, causing an estimated $ 1 25,000 in damage. 
No humans or animals were hurt, but the research into 
the effects of nutrition on fur quality has stopped, 
according to the university. 

Fries is the only activist known to have been called 
before this particular grand jury, although Rod's mother 
did speak with federal investigators in lieu of appear- 
ing there, and an unidentified animal-rights group in 
southern California agreed to provide the jury with 
documents. 

Beth refused to speak with FBI and BATF agents who 
tried to question her about Rod's whereabouts. Her 
procedural appeals have been exhausted, and her 
attorney, Larry Weiss, is under a judicial order not to 
discuss the details of those appeals. The government 
must serve her with a subpoena to appear before the 
grand jury, but had not done so at press time. 

Why does the government still want Fries? There are 
two possible reasons: first, even if they were really only 
interested in finding Rod, they couldn't admit that. 
They at least have to pretend they want to know who 
was responsible for the OSU firebombing. By law, a 
grand jury can only ask questions within its jurisdic- 
tion — in this case, within Oregon. So they have to at 
least pretend they want Beth for something relating to 
the OSU incident. 

The second reason is the one we all need to remem- 
ber: while grand juries are supposed to safeguard the 
people from the government, in reality they are used 
to protect the government from the people. By harass- 
ing activists, j ailing them or getting them to betray the 
people they work with, grand juries are used by the 
government to divide and conquer. This tactic has 
been used against a myriad of activists working on 
issues ranging from Earth First! to Puerto Rican inde- 
pendence. If we allow them to fracture alliances among 
us and try to silence us they will have struck a vital 
blow to our movement.

Feds Kill Cattle in Bandeuer National Monument 


Eighteen head of wild cattle that were shot and 
left for predators at Bandelier National Monument 
have become the key in a complaint the New 
Mexico Farm and Livestock Bureau (FLB) has leveled 
against the National Park Service. 

The dust raised by the disagreement has also 
enveloped the New Mexico State Livestock Board 
(LB), which said it never agreed that shooting cattle 
was the proper way to get them off the Bandelier. 

The FLB says park rangers are shooting the cattle 
while allowing elk to roam freely in the park. Park 
officials say that while elk and cattle both damage 
the landscape, elk are native to the area. 

The LB, a state agency, is by law the designated 
caretaker of wandering cattle and horses and is 
charged with the responsibility of confiscating 
them. 

Bandelier has established a policy that unbranded 
animals are fair game. The FLB, a private association 
of farmers and livestock producers, and the LB both 
contend the animals should be turned over to the 
state. The LB must either find the rightful owner or 
sell the cattle. 

Bandelier's response to the FLB complaint is that 
the shooting of the cattle was established by a park 
policy made public last February and that it was 
discussed with the LB. The LB agreed to the policy, 
and brand inspectors accompanied park personnel 
on at least one occasion when the cattle were shot, 
park officials said. 

Not true, the LB said. A board spokesman said the 
LB has disagreed with the policy from the very 
beginning. The brand inspector who accompanied 
park personnel only did so in an attempt to per- 
suade them that "moving the cattle down the 


canyon and across the river was a better idea." 

In its news release, the FLB also questioned the 
whereabouts of animal rights groups when the 
cattle — including bulls, cows and calves — were 
being shot. 

"They must have a chart to tell them which 
animals are OK to protect and lobby for — and 
apparently cattle don't fit their criteria," said FLB 
president John Van Sweden. 

In its official decision last Winter, Bandelier said 
that wild, unbranded cattle could be eliminated by 
shooting beginning Feb. 21 and that the state LB 
would be notified in advanced. 

"We feel very strongly that there was plenty of 
legal precedent for the action we're taking," said 
Carl Newman, chief ranger at Bandelier. "Nobody is 
happy about this, but nobody has a better idea." 

Newman said he notified area ranchers and the LB 
when the cattle first entered the park in May. After 
no one claimed the animals, and no brand or ear 
tags could be seen, park personnel shot four of 
them. 

A small herd returned in early July and Bandelier 
rangers, following the same procedure, shot 14 
more. The animal carcasses were cut open and left 
for predators in keeping with the park's practice of 
letting nature take its course. 

"We do not agree that shooting those cattle is the 
best solution," said LB executive director John 
Wortman. "Even if they're not branded, that 
doesn't mean they don't belong to somebody. It's 
not up to the park service to decide what's done 
with those cattle." 

Newman said the cattle were damaging archaeo- 
logical sites and threatening endangered species 


(which he declined to identify) in the park. He also 
said the bulls, on about three occasions, had threat- 
ened people on foot in the area. He said when a 
roundup was attempted in 1990, a cowboy was 
injured and a horse was gored. 

No one is certain where the cattle originally came 
from, but Newman says a section of a fence was 
taken down by humans, allowing the cattle to drift 
into the park from adjacent Department of Energy 
property. 

FLB president Van Sweden said "The bureaucrats 
at Bandelier allege that these few cattle are damag- 
ing the park, but how do they justify letting 700 
head of elk trample the area with no attempt to 
control that population? There's an obvious double 
standard at work here." 

Newman acknowledged that Bandelier "does have 
an elk problem." 

"But it's a whole different process, and a multi- 
jurisdictional problem involving Los Alamos Lab, 
the Game and Fish Department, the US Forest 
Service and the Baca Land and Cattle Co.," Newman 
said. "We've been working on it for years. We're not 
sure of the number of elk. Even so, cattle are not 
native to the park. Elk are." 

"We feel that the officials at Bandelier should 
abide by the same laws that any citizen of the state 
is required to follow in regard to handling branded 
or unbranded stray livestock," said Van Sweden. "In 
addition there are some possible precedents being 
set here that our members are very concerned 
about."

Gifford Pinchot National Forest and were offered for release by Bonnie Phillips- 
Howard of the Pilchuck Audubon Society (at the time on the board of directors of 
the Western Ancient Forest Campaign) at the behest of the Sierra Club Legal 
Defense Fund. Nine of these 13 sales are within 35 miles of confirmed and 
documented sightings of grizzly bear and gray wolf, both federally listed as 
endangered. The NFC has appealed the two sales that were still within the time 
frame of the new regulations and has given notice that an ESA lawsuit is pending 
on all nine sales. Compromise is no longer possible because there is virtually 
nothing left to bargain with. But if the co-opted must compromise, then they 
should at least do their homework and open the Biological Assessment to see what 
they are giving up. The charismatic mega-fauna will help NFC gain broad public 
support and media appeal for a full-on litigation and media campaign to end the 
destruction of already fragmented habitat in the Gifford Pinchot National Forest. 
We are calling for all these sales to be canceled and a full cumulative impacts study 
to be completed regarding the impacts of logging to all threatened and endangered 
species. Hopefully this will set a legal precedent that can be used to end logging on 
all of our public lands. 

A few words are in order about what is or isn't actually protected by Option 9, 
and what its Record of Decision actually says. Prior to the plan we had "Habitat 
Conservation Areas" (HCAs), intended to protect the northern spotted owl. Now 
we have "Late-Successional Reserves" (LSR). Note the choice of the word "reserve" 
over "conserve" implying that we could use them up later if another administra- 


tion decided this was in 
the nation's best interest. 

When the LSRs were cre- 
ated, large areas that were 
previously protected as 
HCAs were transferred 
into the designation of 
"matrix" — areas having 
the lowest level of restric- 
tions under the new 
plan — where the cut was 
to come from. To com- 
pensate, other areas of pre- 
viously logged forests 
were added to the Late- 
Successional Reserves to grow up to be old-growth. 

The terribly ironic thing is that a careful reading of the ROD reveals that the 15 
percent forest retention that "matrix" requires is, in loop-hole reality, greater than 
the total lack of protection the LSRs can be interpreted to provide. The ROD'S 
Standards and Guidelines for the LSRs under silviculture reads: "management 
activities designed to reduce risk level are encouraged (emphasis mine) in those Late 
Successional Reserves even if a portion of the activities must take place in currently 
late-successional habitat... activities in older stands may be appropriate." Salvage 
guideline #5 creates another loop-hole by stating that "some salvage that does not 
meet the preceding guidelines will be allowed to reduce the future risk of fire 
or insect damage to late-successional forest conditions." Sad but true: the 
courts are required by law to give deference and discretion to agency 
decisions, and since it is not specifically stated that these management 
activities exclude clearcutting, clearcutting can occur in the LSRs. And since 
all living forests are always at some level of future threat of fire and 
infestation they can all be logged. By the word of the plan, if the Forest 
Service even thought a beetle could get loose in our forest, they could level 
it. 

Policy overrode science in the production of Option 9, and only politics, 
not law, protects a small portion of our native and ancient forests. The plan 
makes an effort to protect tree farms while releasing owl habitat to logging. 
This forest plan does not protect one tree or one acre of forest ecosystems, 
watersheds, or fisheries. In the final analysis, Clinton's plan protects 
clearcuts so that industry can continue clearcutting.

Dear Ned Ludd, 

Following are a few tips I've picked up that may help others in their night work: 

Hubcaps: take 'em off before an a ctioh . especially if the approach involves rough 
roads. I learned this one the hard way (almost). Once, the morning following a 
"significant raid," while hosing any tell-tale mud off my vehicle I realized I'd lost 
a hubcap — most likely on a very rough section of road half a mile from the site. It 
was a tense moment as I jogged my memory and realized that it had been over six 
months since I'd done a brake job and last touched that hubcap. By then all 
fingerprints would be long gone. Whew! Still, I immediately trashed the remaining 
three caps and that morning went to the junk yard and got a new, different set. 

Know your vehicle: as any saboteur is oh, so aware, machinery is very fragile stuff. 
That includes your car, too. I always carry a full set of tools (from screwdrivers to a 
timing light and multi-meter), the shop service manual, tune-up parts (points, 
plugs, etc.), any spare parts that I think are most likely to go soon, extra oil, 
antifreeze and brake fluid, headlights, tail bulbs, and, most importantly, the 
knowledge of how to diagnose and fix whatever may go wrong. Don't laugh — the 
above could save your ass or at least a long walk, towing bill and mechanic's bill. 
Recently, while on the way home from a long hike, miles from the nearest paved 
road and well into the night, my car just quit running. Within 15 minutes I found 
the problem (the points had broken in two pieces). I replaced the part, reset the 
dwell and timing and was on my way home. A minor inconvenience like this after 
a hike could be disastrous should it happen escaping from a raid and without the 
proper tools, knowledge and parts. What would you do? This advice also applies to 
those involved in more overt actions, such as blockades and tree sits. Bummer to 
have a banner-hanging thwarted because your car's points broke in route, huh? OK, 
at a bare minimum, have a competent mechanic tune up and do a thorough check 
up on your car at least once a year. 

Towing insurance: namely, AAA (American Auto Association). For $75 per year 
they'll tow your rig up to 100 miles at a time for free, help with repairs and other 
stuff. Face it, most of us drive old vehicles that are prone to breakdown when we 
most need them. I have yet to escape via tow truck, but once, after a billboard 


revision just outside of town, the damn beast wouldn't start and my partner was just 
on the way to the nearest pay phone when I figured out the problem and we split 
under our own power. Sure, being towed would've left a paper record of our 
presence there that night, but it would've given us time to ditch any evidence, and 
besides, the towing company's report is not part of the police files unless they call 
up and ask for it — and why would they under normal conditions? For me, this 
service is worth it, though it should be noted that they won 't usually go up dirt roads 
to get your car without an extra charge. Of course all of the above is irrelevant if you 
can find ways to wrench without car transport! 

Drugs: in particular, the stimulants of your choice. Keep it legal in case of a search 
of your vehicle. After a long night of serious wrenching you'll absolutely have to be 
able to stay awake long enough to drive out of the area, and preferably out of the 
state. And not only do you have to be awake, but it's necessary to be alert, sharp and 
present as well. A sleepy driver swerves like a drunk and gives cops a legitimate 
excuse to stop them and look inside their vehicle for open containers. Drowsy 
saboteurs also miss speed limit signs or other traffic signals (another excuse for a cop 
to pull you over), forget to hide their greasy clothes and tools, leave evidence and 
make bad liars if questioned. To make up for the crash when the night's adrenaline 
wears off I carry a bag of "gourmet" chocolate chips (cheap chocolate just doesn't 
cut it) to munch on and a package of stimulant-type cold medicine for when I'm 
desperate. Sudafed is my choice but any that contain chemicals ending in "-ine” are 
likely stimulants. Look for ones that claim to dry up sinuses and avoid any that 
contain alcohol or have drowsiness warnings on the label. A double dose of sudafed 
will allow me to drive and be generally alert for most of the night (note: you'll feel 
awful the next day, but not as bad as the power line you dropped or the people who 
spent the night in jail!). For the less stout, there's always coffee, black tea or 
stimulant herbs such as ephedra. Either way, always be prepared with something 
and don't overestimate your capacity for remaining alert in the face of fatigue.

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Bulldozer Crushes 16 Cars! Cattle Feed Suggestions Fun with Balloons 





West Seneca, NY — An unmanned bulldozer 
rumbled out of control for half a mile, crunching 16 
cars at an auto dealership and just missing a video 
store and some power lines. 

"What a mess," said Ron Corbo, owner of the 
Oldsmobile-Subaru dealership. "There's a half-a- 
million dollars worth of cars right there." 

Police said someone started the bulldozer Saturday 
after workers left a nearby demolition site. The 
person drove it a short while before jumping off. No 
one was hurt as it thundered over railroad tracks, 
just missed two sets of power lines and passed 
within 15 feet of a Blockbuster Video Store (dang!). 

The front-end loader then headed for the 
dealership, where it moved down a line of new and 
used cars, climbing over them and crunching some 
flat. 


Agriculture Department scientists have unmasked 
an elusive toxin blamed for inducing premature 
labor that can cause them to abort their calves and 
even lead to their own deaths. 

"When cows in their last trimester graze the 
ponderosa pine needle bush [sic], they will fre- 
quently abort," researcher Lynn James said. 

The discovery of isocupressic acid in ponderosa 
pine could be a boon to livestock producers who 
have long known that cows can go into labor 
within days of eating the needles but have been ill- 
equipped to prevent the costly problem. 

Complications brought on by the toxin cost 
western beef ranchers an estimated $20 million a 


year. 

The research team measured intake of the toxin 
over time and in various temperatures and condi- 
tions. They found that needles from the ponderosa 
pine, which grows throughout the west, appear not 
to harm the bulls, steers or non-pregnant cows. The 
needles are abundant during the late fall through 
early spring, when most cows are in their last 



A straying helium balloon caused two power 
flickers on the morning of October 1 1 in Johnson 
City, TN. The toy balloon, made of aluminum, blew 
into a power line and grounded the transformer at a 
substation. Electrical power was restored within 
seconds, but it went out again an hour and a half 
later. 

Power company employees were unable to trace 
the cause until someone notified the company that 
there was a noise at the transformer. 

All of downtown Johnson City was affected by the 
balloon, which also crashed the power company's 
computer system. 



Catch Them Road Spikers! 

For five years someone has been planting spikes in 
mud puddles and in sand in various locations in 
Alpena County, MI, to deter drivers from following 
a woods trail on state land. This year, all four of the 
tires on Conservation Officer Francis Rosinski's 
patrol truck were punctured. Four hunters lost their 
vehicles' tires to the same problem. Rosinski was 
following up on a lead regarding the perpetrator.

Surveys for Mexican wolves are an important aspect of the Arizona Game and Fish 
Department's Mexican wolf management activities. In cooperation with the US 
Forest Service, the US Fish & Wildlife Service, and Preserve Arizona's Wolves 
(PAWs), the Department conducted wolf survey workshops this past summer at the 
Buenos Aries National Wildlife Refuge, Hannagan Meadow and Patagonia. 

The purpose of the workshops was to train Department personnel, PAWs 
members, volunteers, agency personnel, and interested ranchers in methods of 
documenting the presence of wolves. Workshop volunteers were trained in such 
topics as Mexican wolf natural history, distinguishing wolves from coyotes and 
dogs, the use of recording equipment, and howling survey techniques. 

Survey teams covered approximately 1 30 miles of potential Mexican wolf habitat 
within the Coronado and Apache National Forests. No wolves answered the howls 
of the participants, but coyotes, owls, dogs, elk and even a cow or two responded. 

The next howling workshop will be held on December 10 and 11, 1994 in 
Douglas, Arizona. In addition, Department personnel will travel to Sonora, Mexico, 
this fall to train Mexican biologists and conduct surveys in areas of reported 
Mexican wolf sightings.

Clearcutting in the temperate rainforests of Southeast Alaska has been receiving 
national attention, but this winter the public will see more than words or black and 
white photos in an article. A collection of paintings, photographs, fabric pieces and 
sculpture will bring the spirit and energy of Tongass old growth to people across the 
United States. A three-year traveling show beginning in Alaska will present a 
vibrant, visual statement calling for the halt of old growth forest destruction. 

In 1 989, the US House of Representatives recognized the spectacular qualities that 
sustain two and four legged, feathered and finned inhabitants of the Tongass 
National Forest by recommending East Kuiu Island as a Wilderness Area. Unfortu- 
nately, it was not included in the Tongass Timber Reform Act, but ongoing public 
support, both local and national, has kept this remote site in the forefront of 
people's consciousness. The land is currently scheduled for clearcutting in order to 
meet the demand of the Ketchikan Pulp Corporation (KPC), which was granted a 
50-year pulp contract beginning in 1954. 

The Japanese-owned Alaska Pulp Corporation, operators of a pulp mill in Sitka, 
AK, were cited for a breach of contract after closing the mill for economic reasons. 
This resulted in the subsequent loss of their 50-year contract. KPC, a subsidiary of 
Louisiana-Pacific, would like to add the unclaimed forests to its contract base. This 
would further lay waste to the old growth of Kuiu Island. 

In an effort to bring attention to this special land, a group of artists and writers 
gathered recently to immerse themselves in the wilderness of Kuiu Island. Forty 
individuals came together to share their art and their vision and to gather 
inspiration and material for what will become a traveling show. The collection will 
travel to various galleries, coffee houses and museums around the country for three 
years. Several pieces from the show will be reproduced and sold, with the proceeds 
going to help pay for the tour. Organizers hope the show will bring the Tongass to 
many people who cannot travel to Alaska's remote wilderness.

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Naked The Wild Ranch Review 

Alice DiMicele Edited by Tim Haugen

Singer-songwriter-guitarist Alice DiMicele, perhaps 
the northwest's premier environmentally-oriented 
folk musician, has created another beautiful album. 
Influenced stylistically by jazz and blues, Alice's 
music combines the personal, the political, and the 
ecological with an empowering message and 
memorable melodies that lead many audiences to 
sing along with her. Alice's voice, unique, strong, 
with incredible range, has never sounded better, 
and the live quality of these concert and studio 
acoustic performances (with no overdubs or punch- 
ins) help make them as fresh, spontaneous, "new" 
and inspired as anything she's ever done, even 
including her first album. Make A Change. 

"If I could move people's minds," Alice sings on If 
I Could Move the World, "I'd turn them inside out / 
Just to hear all the loud ones quiet, and the quiet 
ones all shout / Give the secrets caged in silence the 
space to sing out." Alice helps these secrets to sing 
out, whether she is writing of endangered native 
cultures ( Make It Last), jailed and framed environ- 
mental activists ( Like a Picture), loneliness ( Trouble in 
Mind, Wake Up in the Morning Blues), survivors of 
addiction, abuse, or trauma (/ Don't Know What It 
Is), or ecological/personal loss: "Here I stand in my 
life, this dry creek bed/wondering where all the 
water's gone" (from Bring Back the Rain). 

Yet she combines this honesty with humor and 
celebration, creating music that is consistently 
inspiring. The TV Song and Out of Control poke fun 
at our inappropriate ways of entertaining and 
transporting ourselves, and prepare us for The Gentle 
Breeze and Pretty Blue — as beautiful and uplifting as 
any of Alice's many memorable songs, celebrating 
connection with the earth, with life, with love. 
Alice's music has such deep appeal to so many 
people because it arises from our basic human 
experiences; as the closing, title track points out, 
"underneath the clothes [we're] wearing...when it's 
said and done, We're all just naked." This is a 
superlative album; like her four previous albums, 
and like any of her concerts, not to be missed.

If you crave a periodic eco-newsletter offering a 
spicy combination of facts, research, opinion and 
good writing, then the Wild Ranch Review is 
definitely part of your bag. 

Editor Tim Haugen writes and edits with the 
passion and skill of one who lives and walks the 
walk of the wild. His documentation often involves 
personal interviews of others in the field as well as 
excerpts from other journals. Subjects regularly 
revisited include wolf reintroduction efforts, endan- 
gered species data on flora and fauna, grazing abuse, 
grizzly abuse, grizzly sightings, lion reports, Ameri- 
can jaguar history, private and governmental 
predator control news, Native American preserva- 
tion issues, ecosystem history and sustainability and 
assorted items currently in public debate. 

Of particular interest to the editor is the ever- 
escalating battle over Animal Damage Control 
(ADC) methods and public funding; ADC is a US 
Department of Agriculture agency serving the needs 
of a relatively few privileged ranchers and large 
corporate landholders. Editor Haugen echoes the 
concern of many, if not all grassroots enviro groups 
presently lobbying the federal, state and county 
entities which spend some $55 million annually to 
slaughter critters numbering in the millions. These 
groups seek an end to the secretive and lethal 
methods still being used by ADC in the American 
west. 

Sales of limited edition art prints by Wild Ranch 
Review partially fund Mission Wolf, Wildlife 
Damage Review, Sinapu, and Predator Project, as 
well as the Wild Ranch and future land acquisition. 

Without the daily struggling, dedication and 
personal sacrifice of rural citizens like Haugen and a 
host of other self-styled warriors, this nation's 
vested interest groups and the resources juggernaut 
will continue to pillage, profit and have their way 
on millions of acres of taxpayer-owned lands. 
Mankind is fast becoming the dreaded island to 
itself. Drumbeaters like Tim Haugen are in short 
supply and deserve concerned citizen support.

Clever. Witty. Accurate. Irreverent. It will make 
you smile.

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Alaska Wolf-kill Suspended

Reacting to tremendous public outcry against 
their methods and incompetence, on December 1 
the Alaska Department of Fish and Game (ADF&G) 
indefinitely suspended this winter's wolf-kill. In a 
disgusting incident which probably typifies the 
state's methods, four wolves were caught in wire 
snares and left to struggle. One of them chewed off 
its own leg. This incident and the subsequent 
attempt by a state biologist to kill one of the 
trapped wolves were videotaped by reporters and 
wolf biologist Dr. Gordon Haber. The state biologist 
shot one of the wolves five times at point blank 
range over the course of an hour without killing it, 
before realizing that he was using the wrong ammu- 
nition. 



The wolf-kill had been going on in Game Manage- 
ment Unit (GMU) 20A, south of Fairbanks, since the 
beginning of October. So far, 22 wolves have been 
killed. It took the embarassment of having their 
methods exposed nationally for ADF&G to suspend 
the kill. The state has been using bait stations, 
snares, and steel-jaw traps to carry out their pro- 
gram. There is some concern that the more than 
700 snares will not be removed fast enough to 
prevent the deaths of more wolves. 

The suspension of the wolf-kill is dependent on 
an ADF&G investigation of the incident and the 
methods used in the program. The state Board of 
Game meets in January, and the kill could be 
resumed at that time. 

Last winter, ADF&G killed 98 wolves in GMU 
20A. This slaughter was touted as necessary to 
bolster the size of the Delta caribou herd, which 
ranges in the area. Historically, the herd has fluctu- 


ated between 1,500 and 10,000 animals; it now 
stands at 3,500. Although the state acknowledges 
weather as the reason for a recent decline, ADF&G 
decided two years ago to pander to hunting inter- 
ests and start killing wolves. According to Dr. Haber, 
who has studied wolves for close to 30 years, 
"There's no justification for what they're doing... 
They claim that the caribou herd collapsed. It 
didn't." 

Seventy percent of Alaskans, and conservation 
groups both within and outside the state oppose the 
wolf-kill, yet hunting interests (including six of the 
seven Board of Game members) stand in the way of 
change. Alaska's new Governor, Tony Knowles, has 
expressed opposition to the kill, and had stated that 
he would cancel the program upon taking office. 

Suspension of the state-sponsored wolf-kill will 
unfortunately have no effect on the legal hunting of 
wolves in Alaska. Two years ago, the state initiated 
so-called "land and shoot" hunting, abolished bag 
limits on wolves, and extended the hunting season 
to seven months. Under "land and shoot," hunters 
can locate wolves from the air, land at least 100 
yards away, then shoot the wolves. These rules are 
impossible to enforce, and hunters are able to shoot 
wolves from the air or run wolves to exhaustion 
before killing them. 

Wolf hunting under these liberal regulations 
resulted in the documented deaths of 1,472 wolves 
during the last hunting season. Many monitors of 
hunting, including state officials, think this is a 
sizable underestimate due to the prevalence of 
poaching. According to ADF&G, the population of 
wolves in Alaska has decreased from an estimated 
17-20,000 in the 1970s to between 5,000 and 7,000 
today. 

Please write to Governor-elect Tony Knowles in 
support of his stand against the state wolf slaughter. 
Urge him to push for a total ban on the hunting 
and trapping of wolves in Alaska. Also urge him to 
restore balance to the Board of Game. Two seats will 
be vacated in 1995, and two more in 1996. Be sure 
to mention that you will continue to boycott Alaska 
and Alaskan products if there is no change in the 
state's deplorable wolf-killing regulations. His

Friends of the Wolf Cascadia recently formed to 
help bring public attention to the depradation of 
wolves in Alaska. If the Alaska hunt is off for this 
season, they intend to go to the Yukon to assist in 
Friends of the Wolf BC's campaign against that 
hunt. We need snowmachines, expedition dome 
tents, snowshoes, a camcorder, very warm sleeping 
bags, and of course, money. Friends of the Wolf

The Alaska Wildlife Alliance plays an important 
role in exposing the wolf-kill through information 
dispersal.

Ballot Victories

Grassroots activists in Arizona and Oregon suc- 
ceeded in passing citizen ballot initiatives designed to 
end the barbaric hunting and trapping of sensitive 
wildlife species. Trophy Jaunting and trapping has 
long been used by state wildlife agencies to suppress 
predator populations as a subsidy to the already spoon 
fed livestock and timber industries. 

Oregon's Measure 18 bans the use of dogs in the 
pursuit of bears and mountain lions and the baiting of 
bears. Houndhunting and baiting have increasingly 
been employed by poachers providing bear parts for 
the Asian black market for traditional medicines such 
as bear gall. Supporters of Measure 18 point out that 
bears and large cats such as mountain lions are declin- 
ing dramatically worldwide due to habitat loss and 
hunting. The suspension of unethical and cruel "hunt- 
ing" methods against these last wild predators is seen 
as a great victory in the struggle to preserve Oregon's 
biodiversity. 

Activists in Arizona finally passed Proposition 201. 
It bans all trapping and poisoning of wildlife, except 
rodents and trapping for public health and safety, on 
all public land. A similar initiative was defeated in 
1993. Over 58 percent of Arizona's voters approved 
Prop 201, displaying the public's decreasing tolerance 
for senseless eradication of their state's wildlife. 

Both of these measures will no doubt be the targets 
of industry motivated attempts to repeal them. Voters 
in both Oregon and Arizona should be prepared to 
lobby their legislatures against repeal of these progres- 
sive conservation measures.

Future salary pro j ections were brought 
up and scoffed at. So, here we have four 
individuals taking on the work of at 
least six on $200 each per month, with 
little hope of ever making a "living 
wage." It's a good thing Craig, Jim and 
I aren't planning on raising families. 
After talking about how poor some of us 
feel (but how rich and rewarding our 
lives are), one thing led to another and 
before we could stop ourselves we were 
talking about the vision thing. We all 
felt pretty strongly that the Journal should 
be used as an organizing tool and be an 


indispensable part of the larger enviro 
movement. Along with having activist 
how-to's (how to file a timber sale ap- 
peal, how to organize a demo, wrench a 
dozer, etc.), we'd like to expand our 
muckraking role into doing exposes on 
corporations and compromising main- 
stream environmental groups. We de- 
cided that our radical-no-compromise- 
brouhaha is a strong asset and there's no 
reason we shouldn't be able to raise our 
circulation to at least 20,000 (our cur- 
rent circulation is 7,000). 

We discussed the possibility of switch- 
ing to a magazine format. We're a long 
way from actually making that happen

An absolute priority for the environmental and 
green movement, and Canadian society itself, must 
be to try and sort out the appropriate relationship 
with indigenous peoples in Canada. This is a vision 
quest that all of us who have any environmental 
and social justice sentiment need to embark on. It is 
a matter of urgency and the reason for writing this 
article. 

While animal and plant nations or communities 
pre-date the arrival of humans, in Canada, aborigi- 
nal peoples can be considered the first or founding 
human nations. Aboriginal peoples have visions of 
the future, as well as views on their historical past in 
Canada and they are seeking alliances with others 
from such positions. In order for non-native envi- 
ronmentalists and greens to enter into alliances 
with aboriginal peoples, non-native environmental- 
ists themselves should have a realistic perspective or 
analysis of aboriginal issues and their appropriate 
resolution. 

Major changes in land and water use in Canada 
are being implemented or discussed due to aborigi- 
nal land claims. There are "specific" and "compre- 
hensive" land claims directed at a growing number 
of existing national and provincial parks across 
Canada. Land claims will and are affecting the 

establishment of new protected areas and parks — 
and also the Endangered Spaces Campaign, initiated 
by World Wildlife Fund Canada, which has been 
endorsed by many environmental groups. 

The quotation from Ron Jamieson, of the Bank of 
Montreal "aboriginal banking unit" shows that the 
corporate class in Canada well understands the 
ongoing changes in land and water use in favour of 
aboriginal peoples in Canada and is positioning to 
profit from it and to steer the changes so as to 
extend, not undermine, the existing industrial 
capitalist system. 

, The rela tionship with aboriginal peopl es is an 
v)C->! pxtrpmely sensitive topic wit hin the environment al __ 
1 movement. (jnore sensitive even than discussions of 
ecofeminism/gender relations or the relations 


between workers/the working class and environ- 
mentalists). "Discussion" of Amerindian issues 
among environmentalists often seems restricted to 
repeating general statements such as "Natives were/ 
are model environmentalists and it is necessary to 
unite to defend Mother Earth," or the expression of 
a general support for the right of First Nations to 
self-determination and the satisfactory resolution of 
land claimSrRealistic public discussion is usually 
avoided by environmentalists and greeijSrAvoicb— - 
ance of contentious native issues is considered good 
manners. 

However, there is something quite wrong in the 
existing environmental/First Nations relationship. 
Conflicting perspectives towards the natural 
world are smothered over, for ex- a ample, 
in some forestry groups which are 

forking with indigenous 
ations and activists. 

Just as there is 
government and 
corporate 
"greenspeak" or 
"green wash," 
there is "native 
speak" — using 
seemingly 
progressive or 
spiritual rheto- 
ric as a cover to 
advance a 
narrow self- 
interest which 
is anti-Earth. 

Corporations 
and governments can wear native masks. There is a 
remarkable absence of any sympathetic yet critical 
analysis from the environmental or green side. 

A couple of issues which need to be discussed 
openly are: what are some of the existing models in . 
the environmental and green movements of envi- 
ronmental/indigenous relations and why are they 
' not satisfactory; and how can non-natives work 
environmentally and politically with indigenous 



people? __ 

/ Environmentalists and organizations who have 
come forward as promoting alliances with aborigi- 
nal peoples, such as Taiga Rescue Network or 
Canada's Future Forest Alliance, seem to present an 
[ "alliance" as merely a blanket endorsement of stated 
aborigi nal position s. Thus. the TRN, at their August 
1994 Edmonton conference, according to a posting 
on the electronic network, took the position that: 

Indigenous peoples' rights in the temperate and snow 
forests must be respected even if they appear to conflict 
with environmentalists' concerns, concluded activists at 
a week-long conference that wound up in this Canadian 
city... _ 

I totally disagree with this position, which has 
been evolving within the mainstream TRN since its 
formation in 1992 at Jokkmokk, in northern Swe- 
den. 

On e cannot ignor e obvious envir onmental (or 
social) contr adictions within native communities, 
just as one cannot ignore cd hffadrctions heTd bt^ 
no n-native environmentalists. Deeper environmerf - 
■taTpositions are a minority and rad ical trend in the 
l^n-native environmental movement . Some of the 
"native trends being criticized in this article have a 
strong counterpart in the mainstream environmen- 
tal movement.- 

Traditional natives and radical environmentalists 
are working shoulder-to-shoulder on a number of 
environmental issues. Yet generally ignored 
in non-native mainstream 
(and most of the radical) 
environmental circles are 
such contradictions as: 

•support by some natives for 
"sustainable development" and 
for working with the forest 
industry, as in so-called Model 
Forest Projects, or the pulpwood 
logging in La Verendrye Park in 
Quebec; 

, -' •native-sanctioned logging of temper- 
ate-eld-growth rainforest in Clayoquot 
Sound in British Columbia, which undercut 
the growing national and international protest 
movement to save the Sound's rainforest; ;.) 
•support for the fur indust ry and com 
trapping, even thougfi this Industry wa s impo sed o 
First Nations by European co lonial powers, and rests~ : 
ori a "resourcist" human-centered view of -our - 
relationship t o wildlife and the natu ral world; 

•support for the wolf kill in the Yukon to "save" a 
caribou herd; 

•a recent proposal by the Meadow Lake Tribal 
Council, in Saskatchewan, supported by the Atomic 
Energy Commission of Canada, to have a nuclear 
waste site on their territory for waste from Canada

In a shocking move, the Quebec government shelved 
its highly controversial Great Whale project indefi- 
nitely. The project would flood thousands upon thou- 
sands of acres of the Cree's traditional hunting and 
trapping grounds, as well as contaminate the water 
with mercury, destroy critical migratory waterfowl 
breeding grounds, and disrupt caribou migration routes. 
The project has been the subject of international 
opposition since it came into the glare of the public 
spotlight in 1990. Most recently, the Hydro-Quebec 
Corporation has come under attack for its construc- 
tion of the Sainte Marguerite-3 Project on sovereign 
Innu territory. Six Americans brought together by the 
Eastern North American Native Forest Network (ENA 
NFN) were arrested with Innu activists at a peace camp 
and blockade of the SM-3 access road last June. Prior to 
that, an international day of protest took place in 
eighteen cities around the world just days before the 
construction of the SM-3 access road began. 

The Cree leadership is very wary of any so-called 
postponements calling instead for the official and 
permanent cancellation of the project. The announce- 
ment comes on the heels of a blistering attack by Cree 
Grand Chief Matthew Coon-Come against recently 
elected Quebec Premier Jacques Parizeau. It comes 
directly after a denouncement of H-Q's severely flawed 
and incomplete Environmental Assessment of the 
Great Whale Project. Activists find the timing of the 
announcement suspect. Combine this with the fact 
that just hours after Mr. Parizeau's announcement, his 
chief aide stated "We are giving Hydro-Quebec no 
instructions to stop their preparation of the project," 
and you begin to question what this toothless an- 
nouncement really means. 

Luis Eguren, from the Grand Council of the Cree, 
explains it this way: "Even though the project is 
delayed, the process to get the authorization to build 
it continues (mostly under the false impression that it's 


dead — i.e. no resistance from concerned groups)... 
Believe it or not, this has been one of H-Q's preferred 
strategies; they delay a pro ject, whilst working through 
a review (usually with little fanfare and opposition), 
get the authorization and sit on it for several years. 
Then, when they feel the time is right, they pull out 
their authorization and start building. Any opposition 
at that time is futile." 


Grizzly Bear Menkeement Plan in BC 
Comments Needed Now!

In January of 1995, the Wildlife Branch of the British 
Columbia Ministry of Environment (MoE) in Victoria 
plans to release its new grizzly bear management plan, 
the first since 1980. We must use this opportunity now 
to call for sanctuary designations, habitat protection 
measures, and an end to the despicable practice of 
trophy hunting if grizzlies are to remain free and 
healthy. Your letters are very important, and should 
briefly mention the following topics: 

Sanctuaries are vital for the grizzlies. The present 
designated parks do not encompass enough land for 
the grizzlies to survive in. Also, the existing park 
"islands," if not connected by corridors, spell disaster 
in the long term for the grizzly. The sad history of 
grizzlies in the US clearly demonstrates how isolated 
populations are bound for extinction. We must ensure 
that large enough sanctuaries are created to support 
predator/prey relationships and that connecting cor- 
ridors are also designated. 

Habitat protection must occur throughout grizzly 
habitat. Destructive activities such as clearcutting and 
roadbuilding seriously threaten the great bear. At 
present these activities continue unchecked in prime 
grizzly habitat under the "guidance" of the Ministry of 
Forests (MoF), who have no restrictive guidelines 
pertaining to grizzly management. The MoE must 
make guidelines binding the MoF to make specific 
restrictions governing all extractive industries. 

Trophy hunting can seriously interfere with the 
grizzlies' population dynamics. University of British 
Columbia biologist Dr. Robert Weilgus, who has spent 
years studying the grizzly, says, "I don't think grizzly 
bears can stand being hunted, especially the small 
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population in southern BC." He says trophy hunting 
throws the grizzlies' social system dangerously out of 
balance and consequently BC grizzly hunting policies 
are "... all wrong, we've been wrong for years... years of 
research changed my mind. I did a one-hundred and 
eighty degree turn on this thing. You have to follow 
the data... Existing hunting policies need to be re- 
viewed. We should err on the side of caution." On 
average 340 grizzlies are killed each year in trophy 
hunts. These deaths have far-reaching effects on entire 
bear populations. 

Why is any hunting of grizzlies sanctioned by the BC 
government? These are animals whose very survival is 
uncertain. In 1991, the Committee on the Status of 
Endangered Wildlife in Canada listed the grizzly as 
"vulnerable due to overharvest and habitat loss." The 
MoE Wildlife Branch allows extensive hunting, yet the 
MoE's stated Wildlife Program "seeks to retain and 
enhance opportunities for people to study and appre- 
ciate wildlife and to hunt game animals." It is difficult 
to study and appreciate animals being hunted into 
extinction! Also, it is estimated that 0.1% of BC's 
population try to hunt grizzlies. Should 99.9% of the 
population stand by and allow the government to 
cater to the horrifying wants of a few? Indeed the only 
"management" plan that will ensure the survival of 
gr izzli es is one which "manages" to control those guns 
aiming to annihilate them. 

Selkirk Mountain grizzlies are teetering on the brink 
of extinction. Yet the Wildlife Branch has not yet 
declared a moratorium on hunting in the Southern 
Selkirks (Management Unit [MU]4-7), even though 
this area is an International Grizzly Bear Recovery 
Zone. These Selkirk grizzlies are a key population in 
that their existence spells hope for the recovery of 


Another reason why the Quebec government sud- 
denly seems to have come to its senses may relate to 
Quebec's surge in its bid for independence with the 
election of the separatist party on September 12. 
Separatists fear that the Great Whale Project could 
stymie a push for independence due to its interna- 
tional opposition. If the project seems tied to Quebec 
sovereignty, it could create roadblocks. With the project 
shelved, Parizeau's government appears to be clearing 
an international path for Quebec independence. 

The Cree meanwhile have made overtones that if 
Quebec secedes from Canada, that the Cree will secede 
from Quebec. This threat may be backed up by the 
1898 Quebec Boundaries Extension Act, by which 
Canada granted Quebec the northern section of the 
province (the Cree and Inuit's traditional land) under 
the agreement that Quebec remain a part of Canada. 
Should Quebec secede, the jurisdiction over this land is 
called into question. 

The truth about the Great Whale Project postpone- 
ment, therefore, is that it is not dead until it is perma- 
nently canceled, and any Environmental Assessment 
process permanently halted as well. Until this is official, 
our vigilance against this project must increase! We 
must prove to them that we are not fooled by their 
sleight of hand. 

Should the project be permanently canceled, anti- 
Hydro Quebec activists intend to use this victory to 
their advantage as an opportunity to increase network- 
ing and to organize against lesser known H-Q projects 
such as the SM-3 and other overseas projects. "In no way 
do we plan to stop our fight against this multinational. 
The Great Whale project is one of many, and with it out 
of the way we would focus on their US contracts, investors 
and other projects which are just as hideous as the Great 
Whale" said Orin Langelle of the Native Forest Network.

decimated southern populations. All deaths in the 
Selkirks have significant consequences for the health 
of this population. Last spring a male grizzly was killed 
by trophy hunters in MU 4-7, and the Wildlife Branch 
is planning to release another permit in this area for 
the spring 1995 grizzly hunting season. They are also 
planning to continue to give out permits in MU 4-17 
and 4-18, north of the recovery zone, despite a 1989 
BC Parks report that recommended closing the hunt in 
those areas due to past overhunting. Hunting must be 
banned immediately in Management Units 4-7, 4-17, 
and 4-18. 

Public involvement has not officially been incorpo- 
rated in the management plan to date. Yet at a meeting 
last spring, government staff, researchers, guide-out- 
fitters and the Grizzly Project all agreed that the public 
voice must be heard! Once again, it's time to haul out 
the paper and pen and demand that the government 
hold true to its "public servant" role and create a 
process for public input to this very important plan.

Delta, BC, September 23, 1994. 

EF! Vancouver launched our Bums Bog 
campaign with a veritable "butt plug" for 
the city of Vancouver. Bums Bog, a 4, 000- 
hectare wetland area south of Vancouver, 
is home to eagle, black bear, coyote, deer 
and the endangered greater sandhill crane. 

The 5,000-year-old ecosystem is the last 
major deltaic raised bog on the Pacific 
coast of North America, and makes up 23 
percent of the North Fraser River Delta. 

The town of Delta is allowing the city of 
Vancouver to use the bog as a garbage 
dump. Fifty to sixty bucks enter the land- 
fill site every hour. They keep operations 
going 24 hours a day so that 24 percent of 
BC's solid waste can end up in the bog. 

Well, fuck them. EF! Vancouver de- 
cided to make an issue out of it with, you 
guessed it, more banners and "uncivil disobedience." 

At sunrise, we crept out of the cornfields in our 
camo-army-surplus-eco-duds, and parked our rickety 
communal pickup truck in the middle of the landfill 
access road. The driver of the first loaded garbage truck 
of the day was a most pleasant chap, as he offered us 
plenty of hints on getting our truck started. In the 
meantime, Sonny and Cher locked onto his buck, and 
the constipation began! 

As the trucks backed up for miles down the road, 
tempers began to flare. Cries of, "Get a life, you welfare 
bums!" were in the air. We were more concerned with 
the maggots falling into Cher's hair and Sonny's 
granola. And the cops — smiling, pabonizing bastards. 
The presence of news cameras modified their behavior 
in a sbange way: they were nice. After two hours of 
sweet talking, pleading, cajoling and outright lies, 
they finally took it upon themselves to remove our 
pickup truck. There was now enough room for the 


garbage trucks to sneak by Sonny and Cher's truck, so 
it looked like it was all over. No fuss, no busts, no media 
coverage. Wrong! 

In abrillianttactical maneuver, Sergeant Wolf bravely 
stood in front of the second truck, and with a steely 
stare, forced it to stop before his outstretched arm. The 
moment of confusion created was all Cher needed to 
unlock from the first truck and quickly lock onto the 
second. The road was completely blocked once again. 
But now the cops were pissed. Without warning, they 
began rounding up and busting every EF!er they could 
get their eager hands on. The rest of us had to take to 
the cornfields to get away. 

By now the city engineers had released Sonny and 
Cher from their kryptonites. For all intents and pur- 
poses, after a three-and-a-half-hour blockade, the show 
was over. Most of us came out of the field to pack up 
and go, but the cops were still mad at us. . . and this time 
only one escaped. The lone fugitive from injustice 


spent over an hour in the field, spiking 
corn stalks and peeing on farm equip- 
ment. Meanwhile, the cops were kind 
enough to let us have our bags in the 
paddy wagon. One of these bags con- 
tained a cellular phone — every active 
eco-hippie should carry one — and we 
immediately phoned every media out- 
let that wasn't at the action for special 
"political prisoner interviews." 

Just before the wagon arrived at Delta 
Police HQ, they received a rather unique 
"911 " call: "Help! We've been kidnapped 
by a bunch of thugs wearing blue! 
They've put us in this steel box..." 

Burns Bog is currently being exam- 
ined under the BC government's Pro- 
tected Areas Strategy. A decision is ex- 
pected sometime in 1995. The bog is 
critical urban habitat, and needs to be 
recognized as such. Vancouver EF! will 
continue the fight for Burns Bog until it is 100 percent 
protected and restored. 

Update! A new group has entered the fray to defend 
Burns Bog! In the early morning hours of November 
27, agents of the Burns Bog Defense Brigade dumped 
several smelly pickup loads of garbage on the steps of 
Delta City Hall, only a hundred yards from the Delta 
police station. The city cleaned up the mess before 
reporters arrived in the morning, and denied that 
anything ever happened. However, an unknown per- 
son identifying himself as "Elf 55" later provided 
newspapers with photographs of this "non-incident." 
EF! Vancouver deplores this unproductive and alienat- 
ing approach, and wants nothing to do with this 
bunch of bandits. Besides, if they keep doing stuff like 
this, people might start giving them money instead of 
us, and we wouldn't want that...

King, Hardee's, and McDonald's. Stone produces pa- 
perboard for McKee Foods (maker of Little Debbie 
snacks), DuPont packaging bags, Wal-Mart and Target 
store advertisements, Kodak photographic papers, 
newsprint for the Wall Street Journal, Chicago Tri- 
bune, and New York Times, corrugated containers for 
Ralston Purina, folding cartons for Panasonic, and 
molded cellulose products. If you happen to have any 
white corrugated cardboard lying around, there's a 
good chance parts of it came from a Stone mill — 
probably Frenchtown. Stone also owns substantial 
interests in the transportation industry: Stone Avia- 
tion, Orangeburg Trucking Incorporated, and five rail 
companies. Stone also invests in a multitude of min- 
ing, electrical, and communications companies. Its 
interests reach around the globe — Germany, France, 
Japan, Canada, Venezuela, Honduras, Costa Rica, and 
all around the US. 

Like all pulp and paper corporations, Stone is depen- 
dent on the cutting of forests to feed its mills world- 
wide. It controls millions of acres of forest land in 
Canada and in US. While destroying temperate forests 
across North America, such as the last five percent of 
Colorado's old growth forests, Stone has also moved 
south to Central America. In 1991, Stone attempted to 
seal a deal with the Honduran government to pulp the 
largest remaining native pine forests in Latin America. 
Fortunately, the deal was rejected, but this has not 
deterred Stone's assault. Stone plans on building Cen- 
tral America's largest chip mill in Costa Rica, where 
they have already begun planting 25,000 acres of non- 
native, fast growing "gmelina" trees — on land once 
used by peasant farmers to grow rice, beans, and other 
staples. The farmers were forcibly removed from their 
land by the Costa Rican National Guard. Those who 
refused to go were dragged from their homes, which 
were then bulldozed and burned to make room for the 
"forest plantations." Stone is not only responsible for 
destroying ecosystems, it seems they are also into the 
culture destruction business as well. 

Why would anyone cover up for the Stone Con- 
tainer Corporation? This is the question I asked myself

I could tell right away by the look on her face, the 
secretary was not fully comprehending what was 
happening that morning. As the first couple of rela- 
tively "decent" looking folks walked through the glass 
door of the reception office, she was confident and 
relaxed — but as the assemblage got progressively hairier, 
smellier, and larger, the smile from her lips quickly 


faded. And I could tell by the nearly complete cross- 
word puzzle lying in front of her at the reception desk 
that this would be somewhat of an inconvenience in 
an otherwise normal, humdrum day. But, it was 
beyond my control, and no brief bursts of sympathy 
(I like crossword puzzles, too) would prevent us from 
accomplishing our mission. 

We had come from all around the globe — Russia, 
England, Ireland, British Columbia, Alberta, the United 
States — to protest the carnage machine 
called Stone Container Corporation. 
Stone's Frenchtown pulp mill is just west 
of Missoula, Montana, where most of us 
had just attended the Second International 
Temperate Forest Conference. The theme 
of this year's gathering was "Focus on the 
Multi-nationals," and focus we did. We 
explained to the bewildered woman at the 
front desk that this was the first in a series 
of actions by the Native Forest Network 
and other grassroots organizations from 
around the globe protesting the worldwide 
destruction of temperate forests by multi- 
national corporations. We were here to tell 
them that the destruction of ecosystems, 
degradation of clean water and clean air, 
and the annihilation of species was no 
longer acceptable. We were here to hold 
them accountable for all their atrocities 
around the globe. 

Stone Container is a perfect example of 
an international forest destroyer. Stone is 
a multi-national pulp and paper giant — as 
of 1992, Stone led the US pulp and paper 
industry in the production of 
containerboard, corrugated containers, 
craft paper, and bags and sacks. Stone is the 
leading US producer of bags for grocery 
outlets and fast food stores such as Burger 
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REE-FREE PAPER: 

Dispelling the Myth 



Talking Leaves is a magazine published eight times a 
year covering the cutting edge of spiritual ecology and 
direct activism.

In 1994, 1 decided to change Talking Leaves from a 
bioregional tabloid into a national magazine on all 
tree-free paper. I wanted it to be a model publication — 
to inspire others to follow suit. For some time now, 
Talking Leaves and the Deep Ecology Education Project 
have been concerned about the major involvement of 
the pulp and paper industry in the destruction of the 
earth's forests. According to the Sierra Club, paper 
makers consume a substantial amount of the world's 
timber, including 40 percent of the US cut. In some 
areas, pulp is made mainly from plantation grown 
trees; in others, diverse ecosystems are destroyed ex- 
clusively for pulp. We felt we could no longer support 
this process by using trees for paper, so we decided to 
take the risk and make the shift. 

The Summer Solstice issue was our first tree-free 
edition, printed on hemp/straw paper imported from 
China, with the cover made from agricultural waste. 
The Chinese paper turned out to be unevenly made, 
and contained rotten spots and web breaks (sporadic 
weaknesses in parts of the roll), all of which caused our 
printer's high-speed presses to jam. This experience 
launched me on a world journey in search of quality 
non-wood paper. So I began my quest (along with 
California paper maker John Stahl), not only for good 
paper, but for the truth about non-wood fiber paper 
and, as it turned out, why hemp isn't the only answer. 

I have to admit I was getting caught up in the recent 
hemp frenzy. Someone gave me a sheet of high quality 
90 percent hemp and 10 percent cotton paper, which 
I found out was being produced in eastern Europe. I 
was determined to follow the paper trail to its origin. 
My quest took me to Europe and the Ukraine, and 
eventually back to the east coast of the US, where I 
finally found the solution. 

The first step was to go to Amsterdam, the home of 
the International Hemp Association. I was introduced 
to the IHA president, who on that very day had 
published the first IHA Journal on 100 percent hemp 
paper. This is not necessarily the best paper, and the 
cost is out of sight. But I learned a lot about the 
international movement around hemp for industrial 
fiber use. I was directed to Isochanvre, France, where 
building materials are being made from the waste of 
the hemp plant. 

Following the French connection was well worth 
the trip. At Isochanvre they are making a masonry- 
type building material using the waste or hurds of the 
hemp plant after the rest has been used to make paper. 
The material they have created is an excellent insula- 
tor — it keeps your home warm in the winter and cool 
in the summer. The waste would normally be 
composted, or if too much is created, would be heaved 
into landfills or burned. The French were the first to 
open my eyes to dealing with this waste in a positive 
and creative manner, even though waste from hemp 
is but a tiny fraction of the waste created by agribusiness 
worldwide. 

The next stop on my journey was Slovenia, the only 
part of the former Yugoslavia not at war with itself. I 
went there for the International Rainbow Gathering, 
where I met and became friends with two Slovenians 
who spoke both Slovenian and English. Their assis- 
tance was invaluable in tracking down the paper mill 
which was making the 90 percent hemp paper that 
came across my desk back home. The only glitch was 
that I had to buy $60,000 worth. "Talking Leaves is sure 
getting expensive," I thought to myself. 

The vision was clear: quality tree-free, hemp-based 
paper. The demand is there and people want an easy 
solution. So let them use paper that's not made from 
trees. Fifty percent of the world's forests are felled for 
the pulp and paper industry, and many are the old 


growth elders from diverse ecosystems. It seems that 
more people are now willing to pay $5-10 more per 
ream to support paper that doesn't destroy forests and 
participate in something positive for the world. But I 
had yet to truly understand the details and problems 
of paper on many levels. And could I really afford 
$60,000 worth of paper? 

From Slovenia I traveled to the Ukraine. John Stahl 
had a contact with a non-wood paper research scien- 
tist and was interested in learning more about his 
pulping methods. I spent eight hours in a meeting 
with Mr. Krotov, who has been with the Ukrainian 
Pulp and Paper Research Institute for 30 years. His 
passion is non-wood fiber for paper — particularly hemp. 
It was here that I learned about how many different 
fibers are available and good for paper making. Mr. 
Krotov had samples of many different non- wood fiber 
papers, and talked with us about his ideas and research 
on safe bleaching processes. It is possible to make pulp 
and completely recycle all the harmful ingredients 
through a self-contained mechanism. The part of the 
pulp and paper industry that causes the most concern 
is the process of producing the pulp, which is what 
permits the function of hydration bonding that makes 
paper what it is. This process uses toxic chemicals and 
produces toxic waste, which is usually released into 
the environment. An ecologically sound alternative is 
to have a completely closed circuit facility where there 
is no effluent emanating from the pulp mill. And there 
are many positive economic factors associated with 
this type of system. 

While in the Ukraine, I went to a place called 
Cherkassy, where I met farmers who have been grow- 
ing hemp and saving seed varieties from all over the 
world for 30 years. Since the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, these farmers are up against a wall. They have 
no market for their hemp fiber. A sustainable way must 
be found for them to market their product or they will 
give it up and go back to some crop that uses 
unsustainable practices. They want to barter their 
hemp crops for herbicides. I don't need to explain how 
I responded. But the holistic view and solution are very 
complex. One must realize that chemical fertilizers, 
herbicides and pesticides are used on everything, 
everywhere (including hemp) with few exceptions. 
We need to bring in experts in the field of large scale 
sustainable agriculture and show farmers in develop- 
ing economies a way to grow their crops without toxic 
substances. 

As an example, Ecuador and Costa Rica are the 
largest exporters of bananas in the world. The waste 
produced by this export economy is so immense it is 
polluting and suffocating the rivers. Tom Horton, a 
man I met in New York City, has come up with a 
regional solution to this problem. He has set up a pulp 
mill that makes specialty packaging material out of the 
waste from the banana industry. Banana waste pack- 
aging! This project is designed to employ the people of 
the region and create a market in the US to support and 
sustain that economy. Without a sustainable economy 
for the local people they end up cutting down their 
own forests for raising cattle, or work in the oil fields 
polluting their own rivers for their basic survival. 

I returned to the US still planning to try to raise 
$60,000 to buy the Slovenian paper. But then I was put 
in contact with Danforth International Trade Associ- 
ates, Inc., the world's foremost experts in the specialty 
non-wood fiber industry. They wanted to discuss the 
idea of making non-wood paper here in the US. It was 
here that I learned about the 1.5 billion tons of 
agricultural waste that is generated worldwide annu- 
ally — 120 million tons in the US alone. The quantity 
and variety of this waste is overwhelming — fiber from 
plants such as wheat, rice, flax, com, and sunflowers is 
available in tremendous quantities, and many of these 
fibers are more suitable to paper making than is hemp. 
Generally, this waste material is heaved into our 
landfills or burned. But if we use this material in the

paper and pulp industry, we can simultaneously pro- 
duce quality tree-free paper regionally and reduce the 
problem of agricultural waste in the landfills. 

I am presently working with Danforth International 
to manufacture the first American-made tree-free hemp 
plus agricultural waste paper. We expect to be produc- 
ing our first paper in January of 1 995. The pulp mill we 
are working with plans to have a completely closed 
circuit system by 1 99 7. 1 feel it will be a model for other 
pulp mills to follow. The paper will still be more 
expensive than tree paper at this point, but we are 
working creatively to bring the price down to a more 
affordable level. 

Future issues of Talking Leaves will be printed on a 
variety of non-wood agricultural waste fibers, includ- 
ing hemp. This is an economically viable solution to 
some of our most challenging problems. Expanding 
the use of this alternative and creating demand de- 
pends on your response. Find the way to pay the

higher price now, knowing that this product will soon 
become less expensive. The vision is to create enough 
demand to make it like recycled paper was a few years 
back. Buy collectively if you are in the publishing and 
print media field and using web presses. Call me for

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Shit Nears Fan on Sears Island 
Woodchip Port Proposal

For twenty years, longtime locals and sixties 
migrants have fought off efforts to destroy Sears 
Island in midcoast Maine. Plans to build a nuke, an 
oil refinery, an aluminum smelter, and a coal and 
trash burner on the island at the mouth of the 
Penobscot River have all been defeated. Now it's 
Earth First! 's turn to defend and restore this womb 
of the Gulf of Maine and while so doing save the 
Maine Woods. The latest travesty is a Maine Depart- 
ment of Transportation proposal to build a 
woodchip mill and export facilities on the island. 
Their plan is to use the port to export hundreds of 
thousands of tons of ground up Maine Woods to 
GATT-land. In one fell swoop, they want to deforest 
Maine and wreck Penobscot Bay. 

Sears (Wassumkeag Menahanuk: Island of the 
Shining Shore to the indigenous Penobscot) is the 
biggest uninhabited island on the coast of Maine. 
This incredible 960-acre island is profligate with 
great fern meadows mosaiced with maple, oak and 
pine forests. Leafy vernal pools drain to teeming 
eelgrass beds wreathing the island, where half-inch 
cod and flounder chase shrimp larvae; and juvenile 
clams and mussels make the metamorphic leap 
from clinging to the eelgrass fronds to life down 
below in Penobscot Bay's dioxiny mud. 

The chipmill would double or triple the rate of 
clearcutting of Maine's forests. Forests within the 
sourcing area for the proposed woodchip port 
provide critical habitat for four federally listed 
endangered species: the bald eagle, furbish lous- 
ewort, small whorled pagonia, and peregrine falcon. 
The potential sourcing area also includes habitat of 
three threatened species: the prairie white fringed 
orchid, piping plover, and tundra peregrine falcon, 
as well as nine species that are candidates for listing 
under the Endangered Species Act. Late this winter, 
the battle to stop the woodchip port will reach a 
climax when the Final Supplemental Environmental 
Impact Statement for the proposal is published. A 
pair of public hearings will take place too. A supple- 
mental EIS was required after the original 1987 
study was found to be so full of lies and errors that 
the consultant that prepared it, Normandeau 
Associates, was briefly banned from doing business 
with the federal government. A promising federal 
criminal investigation into the state's role in tam- 
pering with the EIS process was begun, and then 
quashed by state and federal politicians. 

Ecoyuppies Whimper, 

Club Swings, 

Workers Revolt 

On August 2, John DeVillars, recently appointed 
New England regional director of the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency, came to Maine to meet with 
grassrooters, ecoyuppies and a woodworkers union 
rep to hear our beefs about the woodchip port 
project. DeVillars is a Clinton appointee and former 
Massachusetts Department of the Environment 
head, best known for giving the thumbs up to 
extending Boston's shit expeller out beyond Boston 
Harbor to Massachusetts Bay. This was his way of 
"cleaning up" Boston Harbor; sending it a little 
further out, right into Stellwagen Bank National 
Marine Sanctuary. 

The ecoyups, in awe of Slick Johnnie D, babbled 
win-win compromise-speak for the most part. 
Strange breed, these ecoyuppies: most of these 
professional environmentalists are good for educa- 
tional things, and even mild criticism of 
ecoplunder, but when it comes to sticking the ol' 
neck out in defiance of Mordor, they tend to draw 
back into their comfy shells and emit "too politi- 
cal!" squeals. You know who I'm talking about, 
those well-paid "moderate" eco-professionals 
cluttering up the landscape. Most start out with the 
best of intentions, but within a year or three, the 
siren song of grant money from savvy loggers, 


polluters and developers becomes louder than the 
scream of the dying Mother. 

One group did stand out, though. The Sierra 
Club's Maine Chapter folks were savage: they 
slammed the heavy woodchipping of the Maine 
Woods that'd follow construction of the port. The 
Clubbers were pissed about the cumulative 
mechanico-wrecking of the Maine Woods, already 
ravaged by township-sized clearcuts, damns, damns 
and more damns, mercurious and dioxinated fresh 
and saltwater. ("Hey, it helps promote catch 'n 
release," snickered a fishing guide, but the 
lobstermen have a grim look and the clammers may 
be found at the soupkitchens.) 

No, the Club was swinging. Days later, DeVillars 
would come to work 
and find a friendly 
little notice of intent 
to sue under the 
Clean Water Act, 
courtesy of the 
Sierrans of Maine. 

Seems the EPA 
looked the other way 
when about 15 acres 
of forested wetlands 
on Sears Island got 
bulldozed and filled 
with sand and 
gravel. The EPA is 
being sued for failing 
to enforce the Act. 

The suit is telling the 
EPA to fine the 
Maine Department 
of Transportation for 
trying to cover up 
the wetlands 
coverup. 

Then Slick Johnnie 
tried to entice 
everybody into 
playing the trade-off 
game. "How 'bout if 
I okayed the port, 
but banned chlorine 
discharge from paper 
mills? Can you do 
that?" he asked 
doubtfully. A mere 
regional EPA director taking on Big Dioxin? "Well, 
maybe not," he admitted, flushing red. 

"You can veto the port, you weenie!," it was 
respectfully observed. "Why don'cha?" 

"But there's a lotta support for this project," he 
whined. The governor. The congressional delega- 
tion. Polls showed... 

At this point the woodworkers union rep spoke 
up. He wasn't buying such wimpy BS. The Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners, with 
approximately 10,000 members in Maine, can see 
the writing on the wall: bye-bye hardwood mills, as 
whole forests stream across the oceans to the 
highest-bidder-of-the-day, as trees are cut while 
barely beyond sapling size, never to grow up into 
sawtimber. 

The union rep said their position was the same as 
the Sierra Club: sink the port! He said the paper 
industry's getting tired of environmental regulation 
and is moving their plants out of the country, 
(Champion has one planned for Haiti, the evil 
scum). 

The Fishhugger gave DeVillars a quick heads up 
on marine ecology and the importance of 
Penobscot Bay in the Gulf of Maine's grand scheme 
of things. Then he rattled off all those regs in the 
Clean Water and the Magnuson Acts that forbid 
trashing saltwater fish spawning and nursery areas. 
But you could see it just not getting through to EPA- 
Man. 

This was supposed to be a private, secret meeting, 
so the eco yups could avoid letting their funders 


know of their daring. We immediately leaked it to 
every media outlet in the state, and the story 
brought forth a satisfying roar of indignation from 
the pro-port wise use group Maineport Council. 
"Workers against the port! Oh shit! Spin control!" 
They trotted forth the pair of Longshoremen's 
unionists who worked the present port across the 
bay from Sears Island. "See, workers here, too!" they 
bleated. Did the pro-porters really think they could 
convince us these corporate slimers give a hoot 
about the ecology of Maine?! Sorry pal, but keeping 
the port from happening is like keeping the export 
bottle corked. As simple as that. But the eco yups 
really flamed us for spilling the beans on em. Tough 
shit. Take a stand, folks! Get a grip! 

How to Get a Grip: 

This sorry piece of business is currently in the 
paper monkeywrench phase. The bozos pushing the 
project are just finishing up the impact statement. 
There'll be two public hearings, both in the 
Searsport area. The first will be to discuss the impact 
study. The second will be for the Army Corpse of 

Engineers to decide 
on whether to grant 
the state a permit to 
complete the port 
by dredging and 
filling wetlands. 

To get involved in 
this part of the 
process, either 
attend or send 
letters to the Corps. 
Tell them that 
building the port 
would violate the 
Clean Water Act in 
two ways. It would 
directly destroy and 
damage essential 
spawning and 
nursery areas for a 
wide variety of 
commercial and 
ecologically impor- 
tant fish and shell- 
^ fish species, includ- 
i ing cod, winter 
■f[ flounder, clams, 

§ lobsters and blue 
| mussels, and their 
essential prey 
species. A new port 
would also encour- 
age the siting of 
heavy industry in 
the area of the port. 
Damage to Penobscot Bay's marine ecosystem from 
cumulative loading of toxics spewing from the new 
industries would also be a violation of the CWA. 
Construction of the chipmill and port would double 
or triple the rate of clearcutting of Maine's forests. 
Cite an April 8, 1994, letter from L. Barclay, 
USF&WS, to J.D. Norwood, Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, about chip mill terminals proposed for the 
Tennessee River. In the Barclay letter, the US Fish 
and Wildlife Service noted that "chip mills pose a 
significant threat to the environment that clearly 
deserves thorough evaluation of the direct, indirect 
and cumulative impacts of each facility, under both 
NEPA and the ESA." Tell the Corps it's the same in 
Maine. Write to Christine Godfrey, Reg. Division,

If they get their permits, it's a whole new ball 
game. The Sierrans'll probably sue. Meanwhile, the 
island will start sprouting survey stakes, heavy truck 
tires will begin traveling on gravel roads, big yellow 
machines will take up residence, dredge barges will 
dock nearby.

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Behind The Yellowstone Slaughter

Bison in the Greater Yellowstone Ecosystem are 
once again being systematically gunned down by 
state agents in Montana and Wyoming. Each winter 
the animals migrate out of Yellowstone National 
Park (YNP) to graze on the more plentiful grasses at 
lower elevations. So far this winter, 21 bison have 
been shot in Montana and one in Wyoming. Nearly 
eleven hundred bison have been killed outside of 
the park since 1985. Yellowstone's bison herd is 
estimated to number 4,200 and many predict that 
the kill this winter could be as many as 1,000 
animals. Not since the days of the US government- 
sponsored slaughter of plains bison in the mid- 
1800s have so many bison been targeted for exter- 
mination. 

There is still no justification for such carnage. The 
government claims that bison emerging from YNP 
pose a threat of infecting domestic cattle with 
brucellosis and of destroying the livestock industry 
in the area. Some more progressive ranchers have 


recognized the brucellosis farce for what it is, but 
the US Department of Agriculture and the state ag 
departments have created an atmosphere of intense 
fear and paranoia. Many ranchers and politicians 
are terrified about the potential impacts (on their 
profits) of diseased bison. The facts show that this 
fear and paranoia are unwarranted. 

Brucellosis is a bacterial disease that causes abor- 
tion of the first post-infection calf in domestic 
cattle. While nearly fifty percent of Yellowstone's 
bison may harbor the bacteria that causes 
brucellosis, there has never been a documented case 
of brucellosis transmission from free-ranging bison 
to domestic cattle. The evidence strongly suggests 
that the chance of YNP bison infecting domestic 
cattle is extremely remote, if not impossible. Unlike 
domestic cattle, few if any Brucella-exposed bison 
demonstrate clinical symptoms of the disease. In 
fact, in 75 years of monitoring, there have been 
only three recorded instances of bison abortions in 
the Yellowstone area. Since the principal route of 
bacteria transmission is through contact with an 
infected aborted fetus or placenta, such a low level 
of abortion almost eliminates the chance of trans- 
mission to domestic livestock. 

The available data on the infectivity of the 
Yellowstone bison herd confirm this miniscule 
likelihood of disease transmission. Since bacteria 
exposure does not demonstrate infectivity in bison, 
a routine blood test is not sufficient for determining 
infectiousness. Only through tissue analysis can the 
disease status of a bison be determined. 

During the winter of 1991-92, a total of 270 bison 
were killed outside of YNP. Tissue samples from 213 
of these bison were collected and subjected to 
laboratory analysis. Twenty-seven dead bison tested 
positive. This indicated that the bacteria had been 


present in one or more body part. Nineteen of these 
positive cultures were taken from bull bison. Bulls 
obviously cannot have abortions, and they are not 
considered important in the transmission of 
brucellosis. Of the eight females who tested positive, 
the bacteria was cultured from the reproductive 
tract of only one bison, a non-reproducing yearling. 
In short, none of the 213 dead bison whose tissues 
were tested were even potentially infectious when 
killed. Despite these facts, the federal and state 
governments continue to advocate and carry out a 
policy of killing bison for disease control. Not 
surprisingly, these tissue sample data have never 
been officially published. 

Even assuming a risk of disease transmission, a 
number of conditions would have to be met to 
permit actual transmission. The infectious pregnant 
bison and the domestic livestock would have to be 
in the same area at the same time. An infected fetus 
would have to be aborted, and the domestic live- 
stock would have to lick or consume the infected 
fetus or birthing materials. Considering that the 


number of domestic livestock that are wintered in 
the Yellowstone area is extremely low, such a match 
in space and time would be highly improbable. 
Moreover, due to predator and scavenger activity, it 
is highly unlikely that a contaminated fetus or 
infected birthing materials would persist long 
enough for such contact to occur. Even if these 
events occurred, there still would have to be enough 
of the bacteria present for infection, an unlikely 
occurance. 

Despite the evidence to the contrary, the govern- 
ment still states that bison pose a disease threat to 
cattle. This stance was reinforced in 1990, when an 
experiment with captive bison claimed that the 
bacteria could be transmitted between species. The 
methodology behind this experiment has since 
been exposed to severe criticism, yet the govern- 
ment continues to rely on this experiment to justify 
its bison annihilation policies. 

Since 1991, the state of Montana has been some- 
what more tolerant of bison on public land outside 
the park. This is due to an overwhelming public 
outcry. The policy of exterminating bison on private 
lands remains unchanged. Several hundred bison 
may currently be outside the western boundary of 
the park. Their situation is tenuous, and we must 
not fall into the trap of believing that tolerance will 
be continued indefinitely. In fact, Montana has 
asked the US Department of Agriculture to review 
the current policy of allowing some YNP bison to 
exist seasonally on public lands in Montana. In the 
past, the USDA has threatened to remove Montana's 
brucellosis-free status (important to the beef indus- . 
try) if it allowed any Yellowstone bison out of the 
park. A similar decision now could provide cover for 
resumption of a shoot-on-sight policy and spell 
doom for any bison crossing the park boundary. 


It would be unfair to target agriculture agencies as 
the sole villains in this issue, as the National Park 
Service also bears responsibity for the bison carnage. 
Though the Service claims to have a policy of 
natural regulation, it continues to ignore the impact 
of its snowmobile trail grooming policies on the 
park's wildlife. The impacts of such grooming on 
bison, who use these trails as energy-efficient travel 
routes, are significant. The trails are corridors for 
easy emigration from YNP and result in reduced 
winter deaths. Dr. Mary Meagher, YNP's bison 
biologist, has estimated that the bison population is 
currently double the size it would have been had 
snowmobile trail grooming never been permitted in 
the park. Large populations lead to increased 
migration and increased slaughter. 

The future is not bright for Yellowstone's bison. A 
programmatic Environmental Impact Statement on 
long-term bison management, initiated in 1991, is 
still being developed. The likely preferred alternative 
in the EIS will call for the establishment of three 
bison management areas (BMAs), one inside and 
two outside the park. Far from representing an 
acceptable solution, these BMAs will essentially 
function as test and slaughter facilities, where bison 
will be captured, bled, and slaughtered if their blood 
test is positive. The complete unreliability of the 
blood test as a predictor of infectiousness in bison is 
apparently of no concern to the government. 

Plans to halt or slow the government's bison 
massacre this winter are still being developed. Legal 
moves, direct action, and public pressure are among 
the strategies being considered by wildlife protec- 
tion advocates. No longer can we tolerate the 
livestock industry and their destruction of public 
rangelands and wildlife. No longer can we accept 
their role in destroying Yellowstone's bison. The 
corporations and politicians that support this 
destructive industry must be taught that wildlife, 
not livestock, belong on our public lands. We must 
harness the strength of all of the people who care 
about the fate of Yellowston's bison. With our 
combined strength we can squash the agricultural 
interests and return the bison to their natural place 
in the Greater Yellowstone Ecosystem and beyond. 

Please write to the agencies listed below. Con- 
demn the agencies' killing of bison, and encourage 
them to allow bison on all suitable public lands. 
Emphasize that the brucellosis scare is just that, fear 
driven by greed.

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The Greater Yellowstone Coalition:

If ever there was a compromising environmental 
group, it is the Greater Yellowstone Coalition 
(GYC). It has brought the concept of being in bed 
with the enemy to a new low, and the results 
continue to be disastrous for the Greater 
Yellowstone Ecosystem. 

The GYC formed in 1983, presumably to facilitate 
dialogue among the various groups in the ecosys- 
tem. But the interest groups with the most clout are 
those dedicated to development and to resource use 
and extraction. Of the 23-person Board of Directors 
of the GYC, six are ranchers, two investment 
bankers, three business executives (either active or 
retired), a financial consultant, a 
logger, and an outfitter. The 
interests and values of industry and 
chambers of commerce are very 
well represented on the GYC board, 
and this has resulted in a history of 
weak and ineffectual stands on 
environmental issues in the Greater 
Yellowstone Ecosystem. 

Even as you read this, the two- 
lane country roads that have 
historically wended their way 
through Yellowstone National Park 
are being brought up to "modern 
highway standards" with widened 
lanes and broad shoulders, so as to 
accommodate the armies of 
monstrous recreational vehicles 
that trundle through the park each 
year. As road construction pro- 
ceeds, huge swaths of lodgepole pine are being 
cleared from both sides of the new highways — far 
beyond anything necessary for the road building 
itself. What is the GYC doing? Nothing. 

Outside the park's east entrance one enters the 
valley of the North Fork of the Shoshone River — 
prime winter range for large mammals and what 
President Theodore Roosevelt called the most 
beautiful 50 miles in the world. The narrow, wind- 
ing road in the valley is also slated to be made into a 
modem highway with new straightaways and river 
crossings. The project, as one might expect, is being 
pushed by commercial interests in Cody, Wyoming, 
the town closest to the east entrance. When a public 
hearing concerning the expanded highway was to 
be held in Cody, the GYC was called (at their 
Bozeman, MT, office) and asked to send someone to 
the hearing. The voice on the other end of the 
phone said, "Golly, it's a long way to Cody!" Suffice 
it to say plans for the Northfork Highway are 
progressing nicely without undue interference from 
the GYC. 


Group or Wise 

During the years since the GYC was formed, 
snowmobile traffic inside the Park itself has gone 
from nearly nil to well over 100,000 a year. What 
has the GYC done? Why not call them and ask 
(406) 586-1593. 

How about the livestock industry? In the 
16,000,000-acre Greater Yellowstone Ecosystem — 
our most celebrated mountain "wilderness" — the 
ratio of domestic livestock (cattle, horses, sheep) to 
wild ungulates (deer, elk, moose, antelope, bison) is 
4.5 to 1. Even in large portions of designated 
wilderness, cattle are the animals most visible in the 
landscape. And it's safe to say that the GYC, with its 
many ranching board members, will be happy to 
keep things as they are. 


How about logging? Well, if a picture is worth a 
thousand words, George Wuerthner's famous aerial 
photograph of the boundary between Yellowstone 
Park and the Targhee National Forest is a story in 
itself. The clearcuts in the Targhee go right up to the 
park's line, so the boundary looks as if it were drawn 
with a ruler. In fact, much of the national forest 
around the park has been cut in this way, with the 
result that a substantial part of the park's outline 
can be seen on photographs taken from outer space. 

One logging incident in particular speaks volumes 
about the GYC. In 1993, a coalition of environmen- 
tal groups, including the GYC, filed suit against the 
Gallatin National Forest to stop the Portal Creek 
timber sale. The plaintiffs did not seek an injunc- 
tion to stop logging while the suit was pending, 
largely because their recent experience had sug- 
gested that such an injunction would not be neces- 
sary. In any case, it was discovered in the summer of 
1994 that logging was going on in Portal Creek (logs 
were being taken out by helicopter) and that logger- 
rancher Keith Brandemihl, a member of the GYC 
Board of Directors, was one of those involved. 


Use Front? 

The GYC has become so entrenched that it is 
perceived as the environmental force in 
Yellowstone. That makes it insidious, because it 
overrides any ecocentric voice, which is then seen as 
too radical. GYC has an annual budget somewhere 
between one and three million dollars— a huge sum 
for an environmental organization — but it has taken 
such a compromising position in the name of 
maintaining an "open dialogue," and it has accom- 
plished so little, that I have to see it as a de facto 
wise use group. Really, why should Ron Arnold 
spend time, effort and money defending industrial 
interests in the Greater Yellowstone Ecosystem 
when the GYC is taking care of that task? 

It really is a bitter irony that what is supposed to 
be America's premier wilderness is in fact a vacuum 
in desperate need of major environmentalist effort. 
Somehow a strategy must evolve that will alert the 
country to the fact that Yellowstone is firmly under 
the control of industrial interests and developers. 
Somehow a message must be sent to the individuals 
and foundations pumping in huge sums of money 
to support the GYC that their funds are badly 
misplaced, and that if they want to support a fine, 
cutting-edge group in that part of the country, the 
Missoula-based Alliance for the Wild Rockies is the 
way to go. The Alliance operates on a budget that's 
a mere fraction of that enjoyed by the GYC, yet it is 
the real leader in protecting the integrity of moun- 
tain ecosystems. Among other things, the Alliance 
was the guiding light behind the Northern Rockies 
Ecosystem Protection Act (NREPA), the most excit- 
ing and biologically sound piece of legislation to be 
proposed in many years. There is no telling what 
the AWR could accomplish with the financial 
resources now being siphoned off by the GYC. 

I'm not pushing a group that I belong to; I have 
no formal connection to the Alliance. I simply want 
to see an effective group at the helm. I am frankly 
madder than hell that the Yellowstone Ecosystem is 
dying while a gutless and spineless group like the 
GYC is doing little more than maintaining dialogue, 
printing wimpy newsletters, and making certain 
that nothing happens that might disturb local 
industrialists. 

It has been said that if environmentalists can't 
win in Yellowstone — a place of national and inter- 
national fame— that they'll not be able to win 
anywhere. That makes good, logical sense. I hope 
there are some environmentalists out there with 
guts and sturdy backbones who will take this ball 
and run with it — who will be able to formulate a 
strategy to stop the highway building, the logging, 
the ranching, and all the rest. There are few places 
in the US in more desperate need of cutting-edge 
environmentalism than the Greater Yellowstone

as I stood with about thirty other folks in the middle 
of the Frenchtown main office talking to a man named 
Don, who was feverishly telling us to immediately 
vacate the building or be taken away by the Missoula 
County Sheriff. Meanwhile, outside the mill, things 
were heating up. About twenty protesters were congre- 
gating around one of the smoky mill stacks, where a 
courageous activist was unveiling a fifteen-foot ban- 
ner which expressed our basic message to the leaders 
of the corporation: "Stone Container, the World is 
Watching. Clean Up, Clear Out!" The banner stood in 
protest of the 13.7 million pounds of toxins dumped 
into the water in one year by Stone's mills, the 7.6 
million pounds spewed into the air, the 2.4 million 
pounds spilled onto the land (from the EPA Toxic 
Release inventory, 1989), and of the hundreds of 
thousands of acres of diverse ecosystems that have 
been destroyed by a corporation who has proven its 


indifference. The banner also stood in solidarity with 
the native people in Central America who have found 
themselves in the way of "progress, " and have been re- 
acculturated into the "Ston Forestal" work force — as 
pulp and chip mill workers. 

About forty-five activists participated in the protest, 
and there were no arrests, not even for the banner- 
waving freak up on the mill stack — it might have been 
a bit difficult to take us all in. But to most of us the 
presence of the police and the hard-hatted Stone 
security force was irrelevant. We were here because we 
were angry and we wanted to send a strong message: 
Stone, we're not going away. Darrell Geist, a Missoula 
activist, summed up the action: "The pulp and paper 
industry — which gave rise to Stone Container — is a 
deadly business. How long can vital organs of the 
Earth — living forests — be converted to paper bags, boxes 
and newsprint without irreparable damage to aquatic 
ecosystems, airsheds, the biological diversity of species? 
A day of reckoning is upon us." 



The protest on that Monday morning in Frenchtown 
was a message to CEO Roger Stone and all those multi- 
national corporations who rob, plunder, and destroy — 
we demand accountability. If you want to learn more 
about Stone Container Corporation, call or write Darrell 
Geist at Box 7941, Missoula, MT 59807, phone (406) 
728-0867.

Does the US Forest Service hold the rights of 
certain individuals or corporations, as granted by 
the 1872 mining law, over all other values, environ- 
mental laws and the public trust? Have they abdi- 
cated their responsibility to manage and protect 
Wild and Scenic Rivers, Key Watersheds, and some 
of the last remaining prime fisheries habitat? It 
would seem so if you judge them by their manage- 
ment of mining on Silver Creek, dubbed by Steve 
Marsden of the Siskiyou Project as "Silvergate." 

Silver Creek, a Clinton Forest Plan Key Watershed, 
is a wild, mostly roadless 53, 000-acre drainage in 
the North Kalmiopsis area of the Siskiyou National 
Forest (SNF) in southwest Oregon. It contains some 
of the best remaining salmon and steelhead habitat 
in the Rogue River basin. Silver Creek is a major 
tributary of the National Wild and Scenic Illinois 
River, and is itself a candidate for Wild and Scenic 
designation for its outstanding native salmon and 
steelhead populations and excellent water quality. 

Gold Quest, Inc., has claimed the "right" (under 
the 1872 mining law) to mine almost a mile of 
some of the best and most fragile anadromous fish 
habitat in the Silver Creek system. The Gold Quest 
claims are located in the upper part of a seven-mile 
section of the stream which the SNF has determined 
qualifies for the National Wild and Scenic River 
system. This stretch of the creek is also in a Clinton 
Forest Plan Late-Successional Reserve, and the 
Siskiyou National Forest Plan's non-motorized Silver 
Glory Backcountry Recreation Area. 

Gold Quest's proposed action, as outlined in the 
Environmental Assessment (EA) prepared by the 
Galice Ranger District, is to mine Silver Creek with a 
backhoe and suction dredge. The miners plan to dig 
three-quarters of a mile of stream bed down to 
bedrock over a ten-year period. An "existing" 24 X 
34-foot cabin would be used as living quarters 
during the mining. 

The Galice Ranger District's Preferred Alternative 
is to allow Gold Quest to use a motorized suction 
dredge in the creek, but not the backhoe. If one goes 
by the information in the EA, the proposal seems 
environmentally damaging but straightforward. But 
you can't go by what's in the EA. 

Documents from the "analysis files" (found at 
ranger district offices) indicate that Gold Quest had 
already been mining in Silver Creek, illegally, the 
year before. The cabin mentioned above existed 
only because Gold Quest had built it, without a 
permit, along with the construction or reconstruc- 
tion of a road into the cabin site, diversion of a 
spring for domestic use, and construction of a septic 
system. And the miners had already driven their 
backhoe about a mile up Silver Creek to reach their 
claims — creating a crude road right up the stream 
itself— and had dug the streambed down to the 
bedrock. All this had been done without notifica- 
tion to, or permission from, the SNF. 

The SNF, after the fact, merely asked Gold Quest 
to file a "plan of operation," which is required on all 
mining activities before ground disturbing activities 
can occur. What do you think would happen if you, 
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Jane or John Q. Citizen, went out into the national 
forest, found a beautiful spot along a wild stream, 
built yourself a cozy little cabin, diverted a natural 
spring for your water supply, drove your backhoe 
through a proposed National Wild and Scenic River 
that contains important spawning habitat, and dug 
pits right in the stream itself— all without permis- 
sion or proper permits and in probable violation of 
the Clean Water Act and laws of Oregon? 

Nothing? Well, nothing is what happened to 
Gold Quest. In fact, with verbal "notice of intent" 
from the miners and verbal approval from the SNF, 
Gold Quest has now been given permission to 
operate its suction dredge in the creek and to live in 
the cabin — before a decision has ever been reached 
on the Environmental Assessment. 

The Forest Service's "management" of Silver Creek 
implies that the 1872 mining law takes precedence 
over environmental laws and regulations. The 
National Environmental Policy Act requires that 
cumulative impacts from past and future mining 
activities must be analyzed. But the EA only consid- 
ered the impacts for one year, although Gold 
Quest's plan of operation stated that they intended 
to mine the creek for ten years. The Forest Service 
also seems to be abdicating its responsibilities under 
the National Wild and Scenic Rivers Act, the 
Siskiyou National Forest Plan and the Clean Water 
Act, which prohibits increases in water turbidity 
over ten percent. 

We went to see Silver Creek for ourselves. What 
we found was not what we had expected from the 
description in the EA. Silver Creek above the Old 
Glory Mine and below the Gold Quest claims is a 
fragile, low gradient stream flowing deep in an often 
vertical-walled canyon. In one place, millions of 
droplets of water rained down into a long, clear 
pool, nourishing an emerald green tapestry of ferns 
and mosses that covered the shear rock of Silver's 
canyon. Port Orford cedar and western red cedar 
grew side by side in a rare joint occurrence of these 
two water loving species. Their art of adaptation in 
the narrow canyon was amazing to behold. In 
several places, old Port Orford cedar grew out of 
vertical walls, their roots visible and scribed into the 
rock in intricate patterns. 

We observed a juvenile spotted owl, a Townsend's 
big-eared bat, a yellow-legged frog, and numerous 
young trout or steelhead of a variety of age classes. 
We also found fresh spots of oil or diesel fuel in the 
stream bed, and dredge holes and tailings piles 
where wild steelhead once spawned. What would 
this mile of stream look like in ten years, if this was 
the impact from only one year of operation? The 
road constructed into the cabin site was directly 
above Silver Creek in many places, and was built 
over the head of a wetland — though the EA states 
that no wetlands exist in the area. 

What is even more disturbing than all of this is 
that Silver Creek is only one example of the degra- 
dation created by placer mining in the Siskiyou's 
wild rivers. What is wrong with our system of laws, 
regulations, land managers and social values so 
evident in Silvergate? 


MINING LAW OUTDATED 

The 1872 mining law was crafted in the dark ages 
of manifest destiny and ignorance of biological 
processes, their infinite nature and critical services 
to humankind. It is a law written when miners used 
picks and shovels, still being applied 122 years later 
when three-story-high trucks mounted with 12-foot 
tires have replaced four-legged, four-foot-high 
burros. Even small operators have given up their 
hand tools for backhoes and bulldozers, and miners 
no longer carry their gold dust in a pouch. Now 
mining companies take an estimated $4 billion 
worth of hard rock minerals from public lands every 
year, and pay no royalties. Adding insult to injury, 
these precious lands are sold to miners for $2 to $5 
an acre under the patenting process. Where else 
could you buy pristine land in the mountains and 
along creeks for that price? 

WHAT YOU CAN DO 

We need reform of the 1872 mining law. Write or 
call your representative and senators demanding 
major revisions of this archaic law, including the 
abolition of the patenting process. 

Monitor mining proposals and participate in the 
NEPA process. For instance, the same operator of 
Gold Quest, Inc., under the name Tailrace Associ- 
ates Placers, has submitted a plan of operation on 
Canyon Creek in the South Kalmiopsis Roadless 
Area Late Successional Reserve. 

In mining plans of operation or notices of intent 
where ground or stream/wetland disturbing activi- 
ties will occur, demand that the Forest Service 
perform a "mineral exam" to determine if there is 
adequate mineral value present to meet the "pru- 
dence" test. Often the mineral content is inadequate 
to warrant the mining activity, and operators are 
simply "pocket miners." They mine the pockets of 
investors and live off public lands with no real 
expectation of recovering precious minerals. 

One of the reasons miners get away with so much 
is that nobody is out there watching. Get out and 
visit our streams and rivers where mining occurs. 
Keep your eyes out for increases in turbidity and 
disturbance in the stream bed or riparian area. 

SILVERGATE 

Meanwhile, Gold Quest, Inc., has permission to 
continue living in the illegal cabin, illegally divert- 
ing spring water, and operating a suction dredge in 
a critical spawning habitat (when anadromous fish 
runs are being listed as threatened and endangered 
left and right) and a potential Wild and Scenic 
River, in violation of the federal Clean Water Act 
and the National Wild and Scenic Rivers Act. 

Siskiyou Regional Education Project, Northwest 
Environmental Defense Center, National Wildlife 
Federation, Oregon Natural Resources Council and 
Siskiyou Audubon Society have filed a 60-day notice 
of intent to sue the Forest Service under the Clean 
Water Act for their mishandling of the Silvergate.

The Secret History of Tree Spiking

In May, 1987, millworker George Alexander was nearly decapitated when a tree 
spike shattered his sawblade at the Cloverdale Louisiana-Pacific mill in northern 
California. This grisly accident sent shock waves through our community, and 
eventually led Northern California Earth First! to renounce tree spiking. Southern 
Oregon and Southern Willamette EF! joined us, as well as a few EFIers from 
Stumptown, but that's all. The rest of Earth First! still endorses spiking, and many 
of them even today react to our no spiking policy by denouncing us as traitors and 
dismissing us as wimps, without ever considering the reasons for our actions. 
Because of this, because there are so many new EF'.ers who don't know this history, 
I think it is time to re-examine the issue of tree spiking. A few years ago, George 
Alexander and his wife Laurie agreed to talk to me about the 1987 incident. The 
following account is based on my conversation with them. 

"I was the perfect victim," began George Alexander. "I was nobody." George, a 
lifetime Mendocino County resident and son of an old-time Willits logger, was 23 
years old and just married, with his wife Laurie three months pregnant at the time 
of the accident. George's job at the mill was called off-bearer. The off-bearer operates 
a huge band saw that makes the first rough cut on logs as they come into the mill, 
sectioning off slices of wood that will later be cut to standard lengths and planed 
for finished lumber. 

Off-bearer is one of the most dangerous jobs in the mill. The saw that George 
Alexander worked on was sized for old growth logs — 52 feet around, with a ten-inch 
blade of high tensile steel. "That saw was so powerful that when you turned it off 
you could make three more cuts through a 20-foot log before it stopped," George 
told me. One of the dangers of working as off-bearer is that if the 
blade hits a hard knot or metal debris (from old fences, choker 
chains, nails, etc., embedded in the wood), the sawteeth can break 
off and go flying. If it's bad enough, the sawblade can break. To 
protect against this, workers have to wear a heavy face mask and stay 
on the alert, checking each log as it goes through. 

George knew the job was dangerous, but he also was confident of 
his skill. "I always figured that if the blade ever hit me, it would hit 
me on the run," he said. He knew every sound the saw made, and 
could tell by listening when something was going wrong. He also 
knew to look for the tell-tale black stains that usually show up on the 
smooth surface of the de-barked logs if metal is present in the wood. 

Although George Alexander was an L-P employee, he was no 
company man. L-P had earned his disrespect long ago through the 
callous way they treat their employees. "We're not even people to 
them," he said. "All they care about is production." The perfect 
example of this L-P management attitude was Dick Edwards, file day 
shift foreman. Edwards was always after everyone, but he seemed to 
go out of his way to harass George. In the months before the tree 
spiking, Edwards would often stand on the catwalk overlooking 
George's work station with L-P Western Division head Joe Wheeler, 
just watching George work. 

L-P has never been known to spend too much time maintaining 
equipment or worrying about worker safety. But in the weeks 
preceding the tree spiking incident, conditions had gotten worse 
than usual. The bandsaw blade was wobbling when it ran, and cracks 
had begun to appear in it. But when George and other workers 
complained, Edwards shined them on, saying the new blades were 
not in yet, and they would have to make do. "That blade was getting 
so bad," said George, "that I almost didn't go to work that day." 

Normally when a big tree is sawed, they start from the outside and 
square off the edges first. But the tree that George was sawing on May 
8, 1987, was a 12-inch pecker pole, and because it was so small he 
took the first cut down the middle. Halfway through the 20-foot log, 
the saw hit a 60-penny nail. "That nail must have been recently 
placed and countersunk," George told me. He had checked the log 
when he started cutting it and had seen no sign of the metal. And 
because he hit the nail square-on, there was no warning sound. 

"Usually there's a high-pitched metal sound and you have time to 
get out of the way," explained George. "This time I didn't hear 
nothing but 'Boom!'" 

The next thing he knew, George was lying on the floor covered with his own 
blood. "I knew I was dying. And all I could think about was Dick Edwards, and all 
the shit he gave me when I complained about the saw. I tried to get up but they 
pushed me back down. I tried to beckon to Edwards so he would come close enough 
for me to get my hands around his throat in a death grip. If I had to die, I wanted 
to take that bastard with me." 

A 1 2-foot section of the huge sawblade had broken off and hit George in the throat 
and face, ripping through his face mask and cutting into his jugular vein. His jaw 
was broken in five places and a dozen teeth were knocked out. The blade was 
wrapped around him, and his co-workers had to blowtorch it off while they tried 
to keep him from bleeding to death. "The saw hit me flat," said George. "If it had 
hit me with the teeth I'd be dead. I'm only here because my friend Rich Phillips held 
my veins together in the hour before the ambulance came." 

L-P didn't call the press right away, but when they did they had a field day. "Tree 
Spiking Terrorism," screamed the headline in the Santa Rosa Press Democrat. And 
even though there was no evidence that Earth First! was involved, the Eureka Times- 
Standard proclaimed, "Earth First! Blamed for Worker's Injuries." Mendocino 
County Sheriff Shea put out a widely quoted press release that was almost gleeful 
in its condemnation. "This heinous and vicious criminal act is a felony offense, 
punishable by imprisonment in State Prison for up to three years," he wrote. "Still 
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undetermined in the investigation is the motive of the suspect or suspects, to deter 
logging operations or inflict great bodily injury and death upon lumber processing 
personnel." Even L-P President Harry Merlo got into the fray, blaming "terrorism 
in the name of environmental goals" for George's injury. 

Meanwhile, George and Laurie Alexander had a different take on the incident. 
"I'm against tree spiking," George told the press from his hospital bed. "But I don't 
like clearcutting either." Laurie also tried to include L-P in the list of culprits. "I hate 
UP, " she told me. "I like trees. " But the press wouldn't print a word Laurie said, and 
George's comments about mill safety and clearcutting were mentioned in only one 
news article, by Eric Brazil of the San Francisco Examiner. 

Earth First!, on the other hand, was much less generous in 
their reaction, displaying practically no sympathy for this 
innocent man who had just been through such a terrifying 
ordeal caused by a spiked tree. And after advocating the 
tactic for years, even putting out a manual on how to do it 
and teaching tree spiking workshops at EF! Rendezvous, 
when the shit came down they tried to disassociate them- 
selves from it. "This is probably the first time we've made 
international news, and we weren't even involved in it," 
was one comment attributed to Earth First! in the San 
Francisco newspapers. Dave Foreman came off sounding 
even more flippant, as he was quoted as saying, "I think it's 
unfortunate that somebody got hurt, but you know I quite 
honestly am more concerned about old growth forests, 
spotted owls and wolverines and salmon — and nobody is 
forcing people to cut those trees." This moral arrogance 
didn't win Earth First! many supporters in our area. In fact 
it discredited EFI's claim of non-involvement, and made it 
even easier to tar us with the incident and portray us as 
unfeeling "terrorists." 

But did EF! spike that tree? The answer is almost definitely 
no. Back in 1987, EF! was just getting started in Mendocino 
County, and the only issue at the time was old growth. 

There was no consciousness yet about baby tree logging, 
and the spiked tree was only 12 inches in diameter. There 
were signs that this may have been the work of a disturbed 
individual. L-P traced the tree to a cut on Cameron Ridge 
Road near the coastal town of Elk, where neighbors had 
been complaining about L-P's liquidating the forest and 
threatening their water supply. One of the local residents 
was a strange 50-year-old man with bleached blond hair, 
who drifted in and out of the area and mostly kept to 
himself. He liked guns, and was described by neighbors as 
a survivalist. Before the tree spiking incident, loggers re- 
ported finding mutilated animals around the site — a be- 
headed deer hanging from a tree, a skinned dog draped over 
a bulldozer — hardly Earth First! tactics, to say the least. 

The Mendocino County Sheriff was certainly aware of the 
survivalist tree spike suspect, but they were strangely quiet 
about him, and the case was eventually dropped without 
any charges being filed. Recently, when I got my FBI files, I 
found out why. The sheriff's reports on the spiking were 
included in my file, and. I learned that the suspect's name 
was Bill Ervin. He lived in southern California, but he owned 
property in Elk and sometimes stayed there in a crude cabin. 

Ervin freely admitted spiking trees on his own side of the 
property line, and he did it because L-P is well known in this 
area for cutting a few feet past their property line and taking 
their neighbors' trees. "I may get crucified for this," Ervin 
said when questioned by the sheriff. "I may be in error, but 
I understand that one can spike trees on one's own prop- 
erty." 

Bill Ervin made no secret of the trees he spiked. He marked 
them with yellow flagging and left the spikes sticking part 
way out of the trees. He borrowed the hammer from his 
neighbor and told him what he intended to use it for. He 
also told a truck driver at the L-P logging site, and he told a 
California Highway Patrol cop. So it is reasonable to assume 
that L-P may have known in advance that there were spiked 
trees in the area. There is also reason to believe that the tree 
that broke George Alexander's sawblade was not spiked on 
Bill Ervin's property, but rather was hit while lying on a log 
deck after it was cut. The saw hit the spike about nine feet 
up the tree. If you figure a foot for the stump, that means it 
would have to have been spiked ten feet off the ground. 

Bruce Anderson described the technique like this in the May 
27, 1987, Anderson Valley Advertiser: "One average-sized 
person teams up with a midget. The midget gets up on the 
shoulders of his partner to hammer in the spikes. L-P can 
nail those pesky terrorists before they nail the trees by 
arresting any stray midgets they spot roaming around 
Mendocino County." 

Bill Ervin also insists that he used only 16-penny (approximately six-inch) nails 
on the trees he spiked. No other size nail was found when the sheriffs and L-P

The Dismemberment 
of the North Cascades 

by Hooded Merganser 

Decades of fire suppression across western North America set the stage for 
the tragedy realized in Washington state this past summer. Unnaturally 
high levels of dead wood and other fuels were allowed to build up, inviting 
lightning strikes and careless people (with the help of hot, dry, windy 
weather) to trigger "catastrophic" wildfires. 

The largest of these fires, the Tyee Creek fire, burned in several roadless 
areas contiguous with the Glacier Peak Wilderness. The Glacier Peak roadless 
area, at 1,607,000 acres, is the largest roadless area in Washington, and 
comprises the central core of the Greater North Cascades Ecosystem. 

Wildlife inhabiting this area include mountain goat, wolverine, fisher, 
gray wolf, grizzly bear, cutthroat trout, steelhead, and Chinook salmon. The 
size of this area has been a major factor in the survival of so many rare species. 

But as the wheels of "progress" continue to turn, this gem of biodiversity 
continues to erode. Salvage efforts resulting from the recent fire will 
accelerate this process on the Glacier Peak roadless area's eastern fringes. The 
Tyee Creek fire had barely cooled when the logging companies and their 
toadies in state and federal agencies were rubbing their hands together and 
drooling over the prospect of "rehabilitating" this and other burned zones 
by building roads and logging them to hell and back. 

The roadless areas which extend southeast from the Glacier Peak Wilder- 
ness area south of Lake Chelan are particularly important. In the Mad River 
watershed, which drains the Entiat Mountains, at least three pairs of spotted 
owls were reproducing last year, and nesting pairs of northern goshawks 
were also present. The Mad River also has a resident population of bull trout 
(also known as dolly varden). These rare species would be adversely affected 
by the siltation and habitat fragmentation from salvage logging and the 
accompanying roadbuilding. 

But we need not wait for salvage logging to see the devastating effects that 
fire "management" policies have on the forests. This process has already 
begun: firefighters with tractors and bulldozers tore apart large sections of 
the Lower Mad River Trail and other nearby trail systems while trying to 
establish fire lines to stop the Tyee Creek fire. 

WHAT YOU CAN DO: 

Write letters to the Wenatchee National Forest and tell them to keep their 
hands off roadless areas. These areas should be expanded to include adjacent 
roadless lands. Burned areas should be studied as they naturally regenerate 
and recover. Restoration should be done along sections of trail that were 
widened into firebreaks. Finally, there should be no roadbuilding or logging 
of burned areas until full environmental impact statements have been 
completed.

Also write letters to the Washington State Department of Natural Re- 
sources and tell them to suspend the Miner's Ridge Timber Sale until they 
determine the current status of the northern spotted owls that were nesting 
and reproducing in the surrounding survey area prior to the Tyee Creek fire.

PAVE CHESAPEAKE BAY !?!

Highway huggers are pushing a plan to widen the Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel that crosses the mouth of Chesapeake Bay in Virginia. The Environ- 
mental Impact Statement (EIS) has just been released. 

The project could have three very nasty impacts if implemented. The 
additional 1000 pilings will more than double the turbulence zone at the 
mouth of Chesapeake Bay, which could inhibit migratory whales, bluefish, 
shad, sea turtles and other species from entering the bay. Broadening and 
adding shoulders to the bridge will open up Fisherman Island National 
Wildlife Refuge, the mid-Atlantic's most important shorebird nesting area, 
to raccoon, fox and skunk predation. And developers will use the 'improved' 
bridge to open up the largely rural and wetlands-filled lower Delmarva 
Peninsula to vacation home and heavy industrial development. 

The Coast Guard, which commissioned the EIS, appears poised to sign off 
on it despite the protests of activists, human fishers and marine scientists. 
The highway huggers have their usual array of biostitutes swearing it's all 
hunky dory, of course. ' . ^

The Biodiversity Legal Foundation has petitioned the US Fish 
and Wildlife Service (USFWS) for a listing of the Amargosa toad as 
an endangered species, including emergency listing consider- 
ation. And on November 29, they filed a formal 60 day notice of 
intent to file suit regarding the failure of the USFWS to list the 
boreal toad under the Endangered Species Act in the southern 
Rockies. 

Despite warnings from the scientific community about severe 
declines in amphibian population levels and uncertainty about 
the causes of these declines, the USFWS has failed to extend 
protection to a number of species under the ESA in the Rocky 
Mountains, including: the Amargosa toad in southern Nevada, the 
southern Rocky Mountains population of the western boreal toad 
(the rarest unprotected amphibian in North America), and the 
spotted frog in the Great Basin of Nevada. This is symptomatic of 
a larger, more insidious policy of Bruce Babbitt to undermine the 
ESA unless forced by lawsuit to comply. [Rumor has it that Bruce is 
on his way out, but that is a story for next issue...] 

The Amargosa toad is endangered due to an extremely limited 
breeding population, very restricted range, continued habitat 
destruction, and inadequate government protection programs. 

Less than 40 years ago, thousands of this species inhabited the 
Oasis Valley in southern Nevada. In the last decade alone, despite 
scientific evidence that populations were in dramatic decline, toad 
populations and habitat have degraded further. Today, this en- 
demic population probably consists of fewer than 100 individuals. 
Only 30 adult and juvenile toads have been observed along the 
Amargosa River and at surrounding springs in the Oasis Valley this 
year. With the population at less than one percent of its historic 
size, the toad is extremely vulnerable to further habitat loss from 
grazing, off-road vehicle use, non-native predators, grading for 
flood control and modification by heavy equipment. Water 
projects and pollution have also impacted toad populations. 

Amargosa toads are well adapted to natural predation. Unfortu- 
nately, they now have to cope with introduced predators, such as 
catfish and crayfish. The existence of these predators, combined 
with the destruction, modification, and pollution of habitat in the 
Oasis Valley, have had a dire and irrefutable effect on the toads. 

Although the remaining population is significantly smaller than 
those of many other species at the time they were listed as 
endangered by the USFWS, this agency, which is charged with 
enforcing the Endangered Species Act, has remained idle during 
the steady and visible decline of the Amargosa toad. The USFWS 
has until Yule, 1994 to issue a preliminary finding as to the merit 
of the petition.

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Bigger is not Better 
for the Forest Service

Ruling in favor of the Southwest Center for 
Biological Diversity and the Greater Gila 
Biodiversity Project, a federal judge has permanently 
removed 1.8 million board feet of "sawtimber" from 
the Elk Timber Sale on the Apache-Sitgreaves 
National Forest in Arizona. The suit was filed when 
the Forest Service increased the amount of large 
trees to be cut by 529 percent after the Decision 
Notice was signed. This is a real NEPA no-no. 

The circumstances leading to the volume increase 
were rather suspicious. Stone Forest Industries 
appealed the timber sale because not enough 
sawtimber was offered. Arizona Game and Fish and 
the White Mountain Conservation League 
intervened on behalf of the forest. Following a 
meeting between the Apache-Sitgreaves and Stone 
(to which the intervenors were not invited), the 
logging company dropped its appeal. Next thing 
you knew, the amount of sawtimber volume was 
increased by 529 percent. 

Before ruling on the case, the judge spent two 
days walking the timber sale with the 
plaintiffs: Stone, the Forest Service and 
Arizona Game and Fish. He wanted to 
see if there was likely to be significant 
biological impact from the extra 
logging. We spent most of the 
time in old growth and 
northern goshawk 
management areas which 
were marked for logging. I 
thought I was in a 
Salvador Dali painting 
when the District 
Ranger, wearing a white 
hard hat, lest a pine 
needle or bird's doodoo 
fall on his head, 
explained to the judge 
that although the Lakeside 
District has no old growth 
remaining, it has an excessive 
number of large trees. Mr. 

Ranger also explained that according to the 
principles of ecosystem management, he had to cut 
down an ancient ponderosa pine supporting a 
squirrel nest in order to improve goshawk foraging 
habitat. They did have good donuts, though. 

To make a long story short, the judge ordered a 
permanent injunction against the cutting of any 
sawtimber until the Forest Service completes a new 
or supplemental environmental analysis subject to 
public notice and appeal procedures. The Forest 
Service and Stone immediately appealed this 
decision but lost. 


Highway (go) to Hell

Local, state and federal officials intend to 
pave Highway 162 through northern 
California's Mendocino National Forest 
between Covelo, 30 miles east of US Highway 
101, and Willows, on Interstate 5. The 
"improved" road would fragment old growth 
habitat, require extensive logging, and 
contribute to the erosion, sedimentation, 
and pollution of the Middle Fork Eel River, 

Black Butte River, and Cold Creek. 

A total of $4.5 million in federal and state 
dollars have been earmarked this year for 
portions of the route, known as Forest 
Highway 7. A "total upgrade" of the road was 
given high priority under the Federal Lands 
Program for 1995. Funding has been secured 
to study the proposal. 

Arguments being used in support of the 
paving include transportation convenience 
and a perceived economic revitalization 
through increased tourism. The latter 
argument is made despite the fact that nearby 
towns along the fully-paved Highway 101 


Etiwanda 
is Saved!!! 


After four years of battle, the Etiwanda alluvial fan 
has been saved! Located at the base of the San Gabriel 
Mountains in southern California, Etiwanda is home 
to the largest contiguous piece of Riversidian alluvial 
fan sage scrub as well as a peat bog estimated to be over 
one hundred thousand years old. Both ecosystems are 
considered globally imperiled. In addition, four other 
plant communities Considered endangered occur on 
the 762 acre site. 

The Landmark Land Co. planned to put 620 homes 
and a golf course on the site, but after the failure of its 
bank, an S&L in Louisiana, the property fell into the 
hands of the Resolution Trust Corp. (RTC), the federal 
agency formed in 1 989 to sell the assets of failed S&Ls. 

Despite the conservation efforts of environmentalists, 
Native Americans (who consider Etiwanda a sacred 
site), and government agencies who wished to acquire 
the property for a preserve, the RTC pressed for the 
original Landmark development plan. Having the 
development approved would boost the asking price 
for the area at the RTC auction of the land. Who 
headed the list of prospective buyers? Yep, Landmark 
Land Co. After costing taxpayers millions and ducking 
out under cover of bankruptcy, they positioned 
themselves to make a quick buck off one of the most 
ecologically significant areas in southern California. 
The RTC, citing their "responsibility to the 
taxpayers, " pushed on with the development. In 
fact, they spent a quarter of a million pushing 
the project, subcontracting the work out to 
Landmark executives! 

Well-dressed Earth Firstlers infiltrated RTC's 
bidder's conference and warned potential 
buyers, through RTC lookalike flyers, of the 
"environmental constraints " that potential 
buyers of the Etiwanda property would 
face. The auction was postponed shortly 
after the conference, in order to allow the 
RTC more time to secure the development 
approval. This delay gave the resistance time 
to rally behind the sage. 

The Spirit of the Sage Council, headed by 
Gabrielino-Shoshone Chief Vera Rocha and Leeona 
Klippstein organized people to speak to the planning 
commission. They were joined by warriors from the 
Aztec Nation and the American Indian Movement in 
emotionally shaming the pro-development San 
Bernadino Planning Commission into rejecting the 
golf course plan. Meanwhile, wildlife agency personnel 
and environmentalists looked for funding sources to 
purchase the land from RTC. 

The funding eventually came from an unlikely 
source: CalTrans. In exchange for California Fish & 
Wildlife's approval of a highway project, which would 
destroy 200 acres of disturbed sage scrub, CalTrans 
agreed to purchase the Etiwanda site as mitigation. 
While it is still unclear how the backroom dealings 
worked themselves out, on September 13 RTC 
announced that they accepted CalTrans' bid. Etiwanda 
has been saved. 




Daniel Boone

Logging on the Boone loses millions of taxpayers' 
dollars every year. That's your money. The revision 
is our opportunity to throw out this wasteful, 
destructive plan and replace it with one that 
protects our forests (and saves everyone money). 

Write a letter for the Boone immediately. The 
Forest Service imposed a very short public comment 
period which has ended, but we are asking people to 
continue to write letters. Urge them to : 

•Develop a biologically based Forest Plan that 
protects crucial wildlife habitats for songbirds, black 
bear, endangered species and stream ecosystems. 

•Restore old growth forests across the Boone 
rather than short rotation logging. 

•End below-cost timber sales on the Boone. 

•Protect all roadless areas. Close some roads to 
restore roadless areas for their ecological and 
recreational value. 

•Protect recreational values for hiking, horseback 
riding, bird watching, and hunting. Logging and 
road building destroy these values. 

•Remind the Forest Service that the Boone 
belongs to all Americans. Most people, including 
you, do not support commercial logging on 
national forests. 

•Lastly, urge the Forest Service to extend the 
public comment period. The original comment 
period was ridiculously short, only 25 days.

GTE Plant Blockaded 

Activists Target Phone Giant’s Role in Rainforest Destruction 


The War In the Woods acknowledges no artifi- 
cially imposed national borders! On October 18, the 
fight to end the rampant clearcutting in British 
Columbia came south to the toxic industrial heart 
of Los Angeles. At eight o'clock in the morning, 


activists from Rainforest Action Network, Pacific 
Environment and Resources Center, Greenpeace 
and local forest groups converged on MacBlo 
customer GTE's downtown LA printing plant. 
Outraged by MacBlo's conversion of Clayoquot 
Sound's ancient rainforests to disposable newsprint 
and GTE phone books, we shut down this rainforest 
graveyard for four and a half hours. 

Four people locked down to the main gate using 
motorcycle chains, while four other BC and US 
activists closed the other entrance with the ever- 
versatile and dependable concrete barrel lockblocks. 
A 15-by-25 foot banner reading "no clearcut 
rainforests for GTE phone books" was hung by 
climbers on telephone poles flanking the main gate. 
The banner showed the famous yellow page fingers 
buzzsawing old-growth into phone books. GTE was 
exposed to millions of their customers as buyers of 
MacBlo's Powell River-Alberni paper on local and 
national TV, as well as being embarrassed by inter- 
national press coverage. 

Officials at the 12-acre LA plant remained sullen, 
stone-faced and uncommunicative throughout the 
lockdown. Turning their own insidious technology 
against them, front gate CDers Winona LaDuke, 
Randy Hayes, Barbara Williams and David Chatfield 
reached GTE's chief paper buyer in Dallas by cellular 
phone. Confronted by his complicity in cultural 
genocide and ecocide, purchasing agent David 
Rawles spent almost an hour listening to these 
activists from the native rights, world rainforest and 
international environmental movement chew him 
out. At the second gate barrelista Tamara Stark used 
her cellular phone to contact local and international 
media with updates on the action. 

The police seemed initially confused by the tactic 
of using different lockdown systems (chains and 
barrels) at each gate. When they finally decided to 
act, they declared the entire 1/2 mile-long block an 
"illegal assembly" and used the action as a practice 
riot deployment. They sent in 50 of LA's finest to 
sweep out the 60 or so legal protesters and prevent 
media coverage — an unconstitutional tactic becom- 
ing more popular. Fortune smiled upon us in the 
person of the owner of a small scrap yard across the 
street. He gave us a sanctuary where we could 
watch, film and heckle the LAPD. While television 
news helicopters circled overhead, the cops formed 
protective phalanxes against no one and a fire crew 
futilely attempted to use bolt cutters on the chains. 
The police had no idea how to deal with the barrels, 
and quickly gave up the idea of getting through the 
second gate. Eventually the fire crews brought in 
hydraulic "jaws of life" to cut the motorcycle chains 
from around the four at the front gate. They were 
arrested and charged with trespass. The same fate 


awaited banner hangers Bill Mosca and Dana Guidi 
when they climbed down. With the main gate now 
open, the four barrellistas voluntarily unlocked in 
exchange for not being charged. 

GTE refuses to accept responsibility for their role 
as bankroller of ecocide, and calls 
paper an insignificant factor in 
deforestation. They pay MacBlo 
12 million dollars a year for 
Clayoquot paper which is used to 
print 22 million phone books. 
The campaign against 
MacMillian Bloedel, and its 
customers, will continue until 
Clayoquot Sound's old growth is 
safe from clearcuts. MacBlo 
clearly heard the message of the 
action. An official from MacBlo 
whined later in the day that "... 
it was okay if people called, met 
with or sent information to our 
customers, but we really don't 
like people locking themselves to 
our customers' gates." Does this 
suggest any possible tactics to 
y'all? 

GTE is one of many MacBlo users getting their 
chemical fix from the slurried 
lifeblood and fibers of 
Clayoquot's ancient red cedar, 
sitka spruce, fir, hemlock and 
ponderosa pine. While other 
MacBlo customers haven't yet 
been hit as directly as GTE, they 
have not escaped unscathed. 

Western Canada Wilderness 
Committee's 1,000 year old red 
cedar stump paid visits to the 
New York Times and Pacific Bell 
Directories (who got stumped in 
Santa Cruz, San Francisco and 
Sacramento). Many groups and 
individuals are joining their 
voices in alliance with the EFlers, 

RAGs, Greenpeace, canvassers 
and US Clayoquot campaigners 
who are supporting BC native 
peoples and forest activists. The 
pressure this incredible coalition generates is being 
felt by all major MacBlo customers in the US. 
Grassroots pressure is needed now more than ever! 

If you can't shut them down, at least harass GTE on 


their customer line: (800) 233-6408. Call often. Talk 
for a long time. BC forests are clearcut at the rate of 
an acre every 12 seconds — the fastest rate of non- 
agricultural deforestation on Earth — yet contain 
some of the last large fragments of North American 
wilderness. Take some time. Have some fun. Help 
save it now! 

FIELD NOTES: Cobra Links are the brand name 
for motorcycle chains of steel cables inside of 
flexible hardened steel casing. They come in differ- 
ing lengths (4 foot, 6 foot, etc.) and are fully adjust- 
able — the links slip through the lock's eyehole in 
increments of 2 inches, allowing, you to fit the chain 
comfortably across your waist, but too tight to go 
over your hips or shoulders. The manufacturer 
claims they can't be nitrogen-frozen or cut without 
hydraulics and that acetylene torches aren’t hot 
enough to get through. Four foot lengths cost 
approximately $130 through the Graingers catalog 
(when available) or slightly more at motorcycle 
accessory shops. They are excellent for long-term 
lockdowns in areas where fire personnel don't do 
police dirtywork or are too rural for sophisticated 
fire equipment (like in Freddy territory). 

When climbing utility poles, always be sure which 
lines are low-amp telephone and which are high- 
amp electrical lines — which will cause your short 


hairs to straighten, with your resultant cellular 
implosion the lead story on the news, not your 
cause.

Cove/Mallard Injunction Lifted

On December 5, the court decision preventing the US Forest Service from allowing roadbuilding 
and logging in the Cove/Mallard area of Idaho's Nez Perce National Forest was overturned. US District 
Judge Alan McDonald of Yakima, Washington threw out an injunction which had been in place since 
February. The pro-wildlife Idaho Sportsmen's Coalition (ISC) immediately challenged McDonald's 
decision to the Federal Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals in San Francisco. The ISC is the lead plaintiff 
among groups using the courts to protect Cove/Mallard. Other organizations taking part in the anti- 
logging lawsuit are the Alliance for the Wild Rockies, Missoula's Ecology Center, and the Foundation 
for North American Wild Sheep. ISC President Ron Mitchell is confident that the injunction will be 
reinstated by the Federal Appeals Court. He said Judge McDonald used a very weak technicality to 
throw out the injunction and "made a couple of glaring errors which will stand out like neon in a 
budhist temple " when his decision is reviewed. Judge McDonald is incredibly misguided. 

The injunction was issued in February based on Judge Harold Ryan of Idaho's understanding that 
the plaintiffs were likely to ultimately prevail in their allegations of Forest Service mismanagement. 

I McDonald took over the case when Ryan got sick. The plaintiffs are confident they will win a perma- 
nent stop to the road building and logging. This view is based on the Forest Service's violations of both 
the Endangered Species Act and National Forest Management Act. Cove/Mallard is part of the largest 
roadless area in the lower 48. Roadbuilding and logging would adversely affect bull trout, wolves, 
i northern goshawks, wolverines, and other species. The lifting of the injunction leaves two timber sales 
i in Cove/Mallard open for logging at any time. Activists from the Cove/Mallard Coalition, which 
; includes Earth Firstiers, are in the area watching for signs of renewed logging or roadbuilding. If there is j

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Montana’s North Bridgets: 

Another Wild Place on the Chopping Block

Twenty five miles north of Bozeman, Montana, on 
the east slope of the precipitous Bridger Mountains, a 
frenzy of logging and roadbuilding is commencing. 
What was once publicly owned, roadless wilderness is 
now privately owned by the Oregon-based Big Sky 
Lumber Company (BSL). Through the Gallatin Range 
Consolidation and Protection Act of 1993, wherein 
private inholdings in the Gallatin Range were aquired 
by the Gallatin National Forest in exchange for other 
public lands and some cash, BSL owner Tim Blixseth 
aquired 3,500 acres of primarily roadless, old growth 
forest in the Bridgers. BSL 
plans to log 60 to 80 per- 
cent of the trees on this 
land in the next two or 
three years in this, the last 
best forest in the whole 
range. BSL has obligations 
to provide logs to the Loui- 
siana-Pacific mill in 
Belgrade, MT, and the 
North Bridgers is where 
they plan to get most of 
them. The forests of the 
North Bridgers have be- 
come a pawn in a huge 
game of land-swap chess, 
and they are in deep peril 
indeed. 

This is a forgotten forest (at least by humans). The 
main defenders of the North Bridgers have been a 
handful of ranchers who live at the foot of the range. 
They don't want their irrigation water or their view 
wrecked by BSL. Other than them, few people seem to 
know what is at stake here. 

The Bridgers are an "island" range, isolated from 
other mountains and surrounded by dry valleys. It is 
a long, narrow range, with high rocky limestone peaks 
rising to over 9,000 feet. The strip of forest on the east 
side is narrow, not much more than a mile wide 
between sagebrush and alpine tundra. This makes it 
especially important as wildlife habitat. This forest is 
winter range for hundreds of mule deer — one of the 
best herds in southwest Montana. It is also home to 
such rare predators as wolverines and great grey owls. 
Mountain lions roam the foothills, black bears are 
abundant, and an occasional grizzly is spotted here. 
The Bridgers are also an important wildlife corridor. 
Thanks to the range's narrow profile and steep topog- 
raphy, eagles, hawks, falcons and other birds of prey 
can soar the length of the Bridgers on their annual 
migrations. These birds often stop to feed and rest in 
the dense forest below the ridge. The Bridgers are also 
one of only two wildland corridors connecting the 
Yellowstone Ecosystem with the island ranges and the 
Bob Marshall Wilderness to the north. 


The forest itself is amazing. Big clumps of Douglas fir 
are scattered in open park-like glades. Meadows of 
wildlflowers grace some of the steeper slopes. In more 
sheltered draws are some massive, spire-like subalpine 
fir. Small groves of aspen grow on the meadow edges, 
and wetlands abound along the lower edges of the 
forest. 

So this is what BSL is playing with. They have already 
begun logging near the north edge, at Flathead Pass, 
and have flagged logging roads into the heart of the 
forest. They plan to clearcut up to 1,600 acres in three 
drainages: South Fork Flathead Creek, Frazier Creek 
and Carrol Creek. This could mean 14 miles of new 


road, all in currently roadless forest. The only restric- 
tions BSL has to deal with are requirements that they 
abide by the Montana Best Management Practices 
code and the Montana Streamside Zone Management 
Law. These don't really amount to a hill of beans, and 
are rarely enforced (in fact BMPs are voluntary), so BSL 
will do as they please. 

Enter the Forest Service. Due to the concerns of the 
downstream ranchers, and the fact that the FS may 
have an option to buy the land back, the Gallatin 
National Forest sent hydrologist Mark Story to the 
North Bridgers to estimate the impacts to water quality 
from BSL's logging. Story's initial report concluded 
that the logging could increase sediment loads in the 
creeks by as much as 185 percent for S. Fork Flathead, 
82 percent for Frazier Creek and 75 percent for Carrol 
Creek. According to Story, "Genetically pure 
Yellowstone cutthroat trout populations were found 
in the South Fork of Carrol Creek and the South Fork 
of Flathead Creek. These populations are small and 
localized, and fairly sediment sensitive. Since the 
Yellowstone cutthroat currently only occupy about 
five to eight percent of their former range, the Mon- 
tana Department of Fish, Wildlife, and Parks and the 
Forest Service are emphasizing protection of this re- 
maining habitat. The potential acceleration of sedi- 
ment yields in these drainages poses a substantial 


adverse impact to the habitat. 

The Forest Service then made some fairly good 
reccomendations as to how BSL could mitigate im- 
pacts. Well, I reckon the BSL boys didn't like the results 
of this meeting, nor the fact that a field trip of Freddies 
and ranchers had gone onto "their" land without their 
knowledge. So they called a powwow with the Freddies 
to smooth things out. As a result, Story reran his 
sediment model with assumptions that logging will 
occur in winter only and that road construction will be 
"desynchronized" with logging (not done the same 
year), and with less logging and roadbuilding in S. Fork 
Flathead Creek. Thus he came up with a follow-up 
report predicting sediment loads about 60-75 percent 
over normal, still way over the FS standard of 30-50 
percent. 

Mitigation sounds swell. Problem is, BSL is under no 
obligation to follow the FS reccomendations, as BSL 
Spokesguy Chuck Borone told me on the phone. So 
the Freddies have mostly let them off the hook by 

giving them an out 
(the follow-up re- 
port) while actually 
having no say in how 
the logging is done. I 
say I trust BSL as far 
as I can hurl a buck 
mule deer. 

There are several 
things we can do: 

1) Two more 
rounds of the 
Gallatin Land Ex- 
change are slated to 
occur, and Congress 
has already allocated 
$10 million for 
buyout of inholdings in the Gallatin Range and the 
Taylor Fork of the Gallatin River. The Forest Service is 
obliged to prepare a report for the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture on the potential for aquiring critical lands. They 
are late in preparing this report, but that is to our 
advantage. We need to make enough noise to get the 
North Bridgers included as a priority for buyback 
before BSL has their way with them. 

2) We should pressure BSL — let them know that the 
forests of the North Bridgers are important to us and 
that we will not stand by while they get trashed. If it 
gets hot enough they may be willing to sell. Call them 
at (406) 587-7004, or write to Chuck Borone, BSL, 225 
E Mendenhall, Bozeman, MT 59715, and express your 
outrage at what they plan to do to. 

3) People need to visit the place and get to know it. 
I would be happy to lead field trips into the North 
Bridgers if given some advance notice. 

4) Is anyone out there willing to petition for ESA 
listing of Yellowstone cutthroat trout? 

5) Folks in Portland, OR, and vicinity, can you help 
investigate BSL's corporate office and head honcho 
Tim Blixseth? 

5) Use your imagination!!

security cops inspected the trees in the area, and there is no evidence that Ervin ever 
possessed either any larger nails or a hammer big enough to pound them in with. 
Yet the nail in the log at the Cloverdale mill was a 60-penny, 11-inch spike. The 
sheriffs gave Bill Ervin a lie detector test, however, and they claim that he failed on 
the following questions: "Did you spike the logs at the log deck on Cameron Road?" 
and "Did you spike any trees outside of your property?" 

So all in all, it's still unclear who was at fault in the Cloverdale tree spiking. We 
don’t even know if the tree was spiked to keep it from being cut, or to create a martyr 
and make EF! look like terrorists. But it really doesn't matter whether an EF!er, a lone 
survivalist, or L-P President Harry Merlo himself spiked that tree. The point is that 
if you advocate a tactic, you had better be prepared to take responsibility for its 
results. And I don't want anything to do with causing the kind of injuries suffered 
by George Alexander. 

While George was convalescing from those injuries, he was contacted by 
someone from the yellow ribbon gang of pro-timber stooges. George doesn't 
remember her name, just that it was "some woman from Humboldt County." She 
asked him to go on tour with her denouncing Earth First! for tree spiking. And 
George refused. 


No matter what you think of L-P's forest practices, this much should be clear: 
George Alexander is not the enemy. He has no say over his bosses' policies, either 
in or out of the mill. I have heard EFiers say that doesn't matter; he shouldn't be 
working at an L-P mill. Well, I shouldn't be driving a car, either, but that doesn't 
make it okay to put a bomb in it. 

After George refused to go on tour denouncing us, he was forced to return to work 
at L-P before his injuries even healed. His and Laurie's baby was about to be born, 
he needed money, and there were not many jobs where he and his family live. 
George got worker's compensation for the time he was off work, but L-P didn't offer 
him a cent for the trauma and hardship he suffered. They made a big public show 
of putting up a $20,000-dollar reward for information leading to the conviction of 
the spiker, but George Alexander had to file a lawsuit against L-P to get anything 
at all. And while the company was crying crocodile tears over his injuries in public, 
in private they were fighting him tooth and nail over his damage claim. He ended 
up with just $9,000 and an involuntary transfer to night shift. "They used my name 
all over the country," George told me. "Then they laid me off when the mill closed 
down." 

"DP is just sorry I didn't die," said George Alexander. "Yeah, I know," I replied. 
"They’re sorry I didn't die, too." 
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Street Fighting in East London

The campaign against the Mil Link road in east London is one of 
many anti-road campaigns currently being waged in England. It is the 
biggest and most publicized of the anti-road campaigns, probably 
because it requires the forced eviction of over 400 homes and will plow 
through several relatively peaceful multi-racial working class neighbor- 
hoods in east London. 

The link road gets its name because it will link the Ml 1 motorway to 
another motorway 
thereby reducing, 
its proponents 
claim, the daily 
commute by seven 
minutes. The link 
is one of dozens of 
road projects cur- 
rently being built or 
planned by the con- 
servative national 
government. 

To oppose the 
road, the main tac- 
tics of the Mil pro- 
testers are squatting 
and barricading 
houses slated for 
demolition, sitting 
in trees and tree 
houses, and sporadic offensive actions which usually entail entering 
construction sites and jumping on moving equipment. Until recently 
England had no laws against squatting or trespassing, though the 
passage of the so-called Criminal Justice Bill changed all this. 

The Department of Transportation relies on an army of private 
security guards to get the road built. The guards occupy houses to 
prevent them being squatted by protesters, guard and defend construc- 
tion sites, and help remove demonstrators during periodic eviction 
battles and demolitions. 

The theme of the campaign is "non-violent direct action." For the 
most part the police and security are forced by public pressure to also 
be non-violent. There are, however, regular incidences of violence, 
particularly by a handful of the security guards who take advantage of 
situations during actions when there is no one looking to assault 
protesters. In one recent incident at another road protest outside the 
town of Bath, a protester nearly died and is in critical condition after 
falling 100 feet from a tree as he was being removed by a cherry-picker 
(see Mabon issue of the Joumat). 

Claremont Road 

At the moment, the center and focus of the No Mil campaign is 
Claremont Road, a somewhat liberated zone consisting of an entire street 
of squats lying in the path of the proposed motorway. The street itself has 
been shut to traffic for several months now and is full of artwork, 
sculptures, living spaces, tents, a pool table, a stage where bands perform 
at weekly Sunday evening parties, and several fire circles. Rooftops are 
adorned with numerous platforms and towers in preparation for eviction 
day when many people will occupy the roofs and lock parts of their 
bodies onto structures with bike locks and hand-cuffs. Many of the trees 
have tree houses which are connected to the roofs by aerial walkways, 
ropes, and huge cargo nets, also in preparation for eviction day. 


On the road there are about 100 people living in 35 Victorian houses, 
most of which are heavily barricaded. One of the houses has been 
turned into a popular cafe, one is an art house, one the campaign 
offices, and a jazz cafe has just opened at the far end of the block. One 
of the few remaining original residents of the street is Dolly, a 94 year 
old woman who has lived in her house since she was born. 

For the most part the current residents of the street are people who 
have come to the area because of the campaign. Most are young and 
can be said to loosely comprise what in England is a sizable counter- 
cultural direct action environmental movement. 
There is a certain faction that has come mostly 
just to party, and they don't seem to contribute 
much. Of the more serious activists who are not 
long term residents of the area, most could be 
said to be coming from either an Earth First!, a 
liberal environmentalist, or a folk revivalist po- 
sition. The campaign lacks a social critique of the 
government's road building scheme. Feminism 
is not a strong point of the campaign either: 
there is a lot of sexism, and meetings and infor- 
mal decision-making structures, such as exist at 
Claremont Road, are dominated by men — usu- 
| ally older men. 

I National Anti-Roads Campaign 

| The government's road building plans are ridicu- 

| lous in a country that seems to be almost com- 
3 pletely covered in motorways. Many of the planned 
roads are "Euro-routes," designed to more easily 
accommodate international commerce. In Lon- 
don, where air pollution is already very bad, it makes even less sense. 
The people who live in the direct vicinity of the M 1 1 (that is, those who 
haven't already been forced out), are going to see their communities 
destroyed. Many people will be living right next to a four-lane motorway 
with air pollution, noise pollution, and their communities cut in half. 

The campaign against the Mil is quite strong, as is the anti-road 
movement nationally. Nevertheless, most Mil activists don't expect 
to actually stop the road, but want to cost the government as much 
time, money, and political clout as possible so that other and future 
road projects may be canceled. For the future, it is unclear how 
effective the protesters will be now that the Criminal Justice Bill has 
made most of their current tactics illegal. The bill is a sweeping piece 
of legislation designed to rein in various social groups who are 
perceived as a threat to the social norm. Among its provisions are: 
attacks on prisoner's rights including abolishing the right to remain 
silent; malting trespass and interfering with workers illegal; making 
squatting illegal; giving the police more powers to shut down raves 
and festivals; giving the police more powers to stop and harass New 
Age travelers, Gypsies, and people on their way to raves or festivals; 
and making hunt sabotage illegal. 

In the meantime, the success of the campaign largely hinges on 
prolonging the existence of Claremont Road, slated for eviction possi- 
bly as soon as the printing of this article. Be sure to keep your ears open 
for this. It promises to be a big event, probably requiring at least 1,000 
police, possibly over several days, and is sure to attract a lot of media 
attention. 

Editors note: The Journal Office received word as this issue went to press that 
Claremont Road had been destroyed. The police spent five days evicting the 
residents and activists in a brutal siege. See next issue for the story.

European Resistance to W)rld Bank Lending Policies

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Bear Habitat Threatened in Pyrenees 


The Pau-Zaragoza link, or E7, is a four-lane 
highway that would cut through the last remaining 
bear habitat in the Pyrenees. If completed an 
estimated one thousand trucks per day will pass 
through the now quiet Vallee d'Aspes. 

The tunnel de Somport, the section of the road 
linking Spain and France through the Somport 
pass, has seen the most opposition. In July, activ- 
ists assembled at La Goutte 
d'Eau, an abandoned railway 
station/cafe and coordination 
center for resistance to the E7. 

The protesters marched to the 
pont d'Esquit where they were 
greeted by twenty police on foot 
and two truckloads of armed 
national guard waiting along the 
roadside. Activists handed out 
leaflets and shouted "no 
pasaron" and "sauvez les ours" 
to passing cars. 

A few hours later, the activists 
crossed the border into Spain 
and marched to the site of 
decimation at the entrance of 
the tunnel de Somport in the 
small village of Canfranc. At 
least 500 Spanish Guardia Civil waited at the 
tunnel site, in formation with riot shields down 
and machine guns poised. Approaching the 
destruction site, an envoy of the Guardia Civil 
accosted the protesters, warning that if they did 
not turn back in five minutes, the small army 
would attack. The activists waited four minutes 
and turned around, marching through Canfranc, 
banners unfurled shouting "no pasaron" as the

Since the end of 1993, Kazakhstan has witnessed 
a rapidly developing illegal trade with the Near 
East in baloban falcons, a CITES II animal. A well- 
organized market for the capture and sale of these 
birds exists in Kazakhstan, fueled by the knowledge 
that these birds can fetch prices of up to $80,000 
on the international market. In 1994, some English 
ornithologists illegally exported 300 falcons from 
the country. Every week, local papers print reports 
of poaching and the detainment by customs 
officials of smugglers and trappers from Pakistan, 
Saudi Arabia, the United Arab Emirates, Jordan, 
and Egypt. In October 1992, according to docu- 
ments in our possession, Saudi Prince Mansur ibn 
Saud used his diplomatic passport to smuggle 
approximately one dozen falcons out of 
Kazakhstan. According to a local paper, Karavan, 
the mass smuggling of falcons began with the visit 
of Saudi Prince Mohammed bin Bander bin 
Adbullah Rachman Al-Saud. The Prince founded 
the Kazakhstan Saudi Arabia Ecological Foundation 
in January 1994. The purpose of the foundation is 
ostensibly to facilitate ornithological research and 
nature protection projects. 

The foundation's general director is also an 
assistant director of the Department for Animal 
Conservation, K.O. Yelyubaev. For nearly a year, 
Yelyubaev illegally occupied two positions, simul- 
taneously preserving and selling falcons. The 
prince, in a breach of Kazakhstan's laws, was given 
permission by the government to hunt bustard 
(CITES I) with falcons for ten years and also 
export falcons without any tariff. Approximately 
50,000 hectares of prime land have been set 
aside for the prince's hunts. The prince has 
hunted on protected lands in the Naurzumsky 
Nature Reserve, thereby violating the laws of 
Kazakhstan. According to an agreement reached 
with the government of Kazakhstan, the prince 
is supposed to donate $2,000,000 to the founda- 
tion. However, the value of the birds he will 
export over the course of ten years greatly 


Guardia Civil escorted the activists back to the 
French border. 

Resistance to the tunnel began in 1990, when the 
project began and La Goutte d'Eau was founded by 
activist Eric Petetin, who lives in the valley. In 1992, 
several international activists were arrested and in 
May 1994, 10,000 European activists marched to 
the tunnel construction site where the Spanish 


Guardia Civil threw tear gas bombs and shot rubber 
bullets at protestors who ripped down the fence 
surrounding the tunnel entrance and demolished a 
shack where workers took cat naps. 

Resistance remains strong although state repres- 
sion persists. For further information contact

exceeds that sum. In September, the prince 
was given permission by the Ministry of 
Ecology and Bioresources to export twenty 
falcons worth an estimated $1,600,000. This 
occurred despite the August closing of the 
foundation (on charges of improvidence) by 
the government of Kazakhstan. 

The illegal capture and export of falcons by 
high ranking guests from Near East countries has 
evidently been sanctioned by the Minister of 
Ecology and Bioresources (Svyatoslav 
Medvedyev), the Ministry's Chief Inspector (M. 
Zharkenov), the Minister of Foreign Affairs (K. 
Tokaev), and the Ministry of Internal Affairs. This 
trade in falcons is in blatant opposition to the 
ideological premises of CITES. Moreover, nature 
reserve hunting and falcon export are direct 
violations by Kazakhstan of the Convention for 
Biological Diversity, which Minister Medvedyev 
personally signed in Rio in 1992. Green Salvation 
speaks for the entire environmental community 
of Kazakhstan in urging the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service to protest these blatant violations of 
international environmental law by pressuring 
USAID, the World Bank, and other donors to 
confront Kazakhstan. Foreign aid should not flow so 
freely to a country with such undemocratic and 
corrupt violations of public trust and such a gener- 
ally low regard for the rule of law. 

Last week, an open parliamentary session was 
convened to address these allegations. A wide cross- 
section of scientists, journalists, ministry representa- 
tives, and activists were invited to participate. 
Minister Medvedyev was absent, reportedly on 
vacation. Instead Yelyubaev came to take the rap. 
Deputy ministers and parliamentarians addressed 
poaching, violations of import and export regula- 
tions, and other breeches of Kazakhstan's laws. No 
one said a word about international law. Generally, 
the highly placed ministry officials who sanctioned 
these activities were not charged with any indiscre- 
tions. However, Yelyubaev, Medvedyev, and other 
employees of the Ministry of Ecology were nailed to 
the wall for their activities. Questions about author- 


Philippine Villagers 
Fight Mitsubishi 


Residents of Masinloc on the Philippine island of 
Luzon are fighting a gigantic power plant that could 
force them off their land, cut thousands of century- 
old mango trees, pollute rivers, and endanger one of 
the Philippines' best preserved coral reefs. The 
Philippines Environmental Action Network (PEAN) 
has issued an urgent appeal for support to stop 
construction of the 700-megawatt, coal-fired 
thermal plant. 

Mitsubishi Corporation has won the bid to build 
the plant for $525 million, funded in part by the 
Asian Development Bank ($200 million) and the 
Export-Import Bank of Japan ($150 million). Neigh- 
borhood leaders have been fighting for four years to 
stop the project. 

Despite their protests, Philippine President Fidel 
Ramos broke ground for the plant in June. He told 
residents that blocking construction would deny the 
youth of Masinloc a brighter future, keeping them 
hostage to marginal farming and subsistence 
fishing. 

Activists fighting the plant claim that Mitsubishi 
is not planning to install the desulfurization unit, 
an expensive but important pollution-reducing 
device. The opponents further claim that project 
director Napacor, the National Power Corporation, 
has failed to meet the conditions set forth in the 
original Environmental Compliance Certificate. 

The controversy has reached a critical stage 
because the funding banks have required 100% land 
acquisition as a condition of its loan. As a result, 
Napacor filed an eminent-domain action against 
residents of the Masinloc village of Bani who 
refused to sell their property to the company 
voluntarily. 

Napacor also began issuing "Notice to Take 
Possession" documents to residents in a bid to 
forcibly evict them. Napacor's threats have no 
apparent legal authority, but Catholic Bishop 
Deogracias Iniguez cited it as another instance of 
Napacors's "deceptive and bully tactics." 

A local court rejected a resident's petition to stop 
the project. Lawyers working with PEAN are prepar- 
ing another petition. 

PEAN is calling upon groups internationally to 
write letters to the heads of these two banks express- 
ing concern about this project. Local opposition has 
temporarily held up the loans, so now is a critical 
time to stop them. Write:

ity were not answered. A deputy minister acceded 
only that Medvedyev had greatly exceeded his 
authority in issuing permits for falcons. Parliamen- 
tarians attacked and disgraced the ministry employ- 
ees and suggested that those involved in the affair 
resign. A commission is being formed to examine 
the affair. 

International environmental organizations need 
to protest these activities by filing complaints 
against Saudi Arabia for its part in this scandal and, 
most importantly, by making international donors - 
aware of Kazakhstan's retreat from otherwise 
laudable rule of law and anti-corruption reforms. 
Further protests need to be lodged against Pakistan, 
Jordan, Egypt, and the UAE. Also, letters of protest 
should be addressed to President Nursultan 
Nazarbaev demanding the cessation of such activi- 
ties within Kazakhstan's borders and the prosecu- 
tion of guilty parties. 



Falcon Smuggling in Kazakhstan 
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Rod Coronado Granted Bail! Milton Bom With A Tooth 


At a hearing in Michigan on December 9, Rod Coronado was granted bail. Rod 
was arrested in late September (see Samhain 1994 issue of the Journal) after more 
than two years underground. Since 1988, Rod has been targeted by the FBI for his 
animal rights and environmental activism. In 1992 he was indicted by a grand jury 
for a break-in at an animal research laboratory at Michigan State University (MSU). 
Originally jailed in Tucson, he was moved to Michigan to face the MSU charges. 

The judge decided to grant bail, calling the hearing "unusual," and stating that 
"the government did not provide weighty evidence" that would prevent him from 
granting bail. Rod's lawyer stressed his character and commitment to the commu- 
nity. The judge granted a $650,000 bail ($50,000 cash bond and $600,000 in assets 
put up by family and friends) with the stipulation that Rod must live with electronic 
and personal monitoring. He is also forbidden to leave Pima County, AZ and can not 
attend any animal rights rallies. 

Rod is looking forward to going back to the Tucson area. He has immediate plans 
to visit Pasqua Yaqui spiritual leader Enselmo Valencia, who is currently in the 
hospital recovering from a stroke. After more than two years without seeing a lot 
of his friends, Rod is encouraging folks to come down to Tucson and visit. For the

WITH THE FBI ON OUR BACKS 


What do Anna Mae Aquash, Pedro Bissonette, Tina Trudell and her family, Joe 
Killsright Stuntz, Martin Luther King, Vicki Weaver and her son, and David Koresh 
and 86 members of his church have in common? Besides all being dead, they also 
were all the subjects of FBI investigations. Somehow, under the watchful eye of law 
enforcement agencies, they were murdered. Why is it that whenever American 
citizens explore the Freedom of their First Amendment Rights, they become the 
targets of harassment, intimidation, arrest and murder? Is this question so difficult 
to understand, or do we not have time to really think about it, because we are too 
busy trying to protect ourselves? 

In my case, when the FBI endorsed a WANTED poster produced by the fur 
industry prior to the issuance of any criminal indictment, and then spread the 
message that my life was in danger, I didn't spend much time thinking about it. I 
simply decided that I might not want to join my ancestors and friends in the spirit 
world yet. 

Since 1 988, FBI agents have illegally harassed and intimidated my family and me. 
They have tapped our phones, shined spotlights into our home, broken into our 
home, arrested our employees, and followed my mother on a family visit to 
England. My mother was subpoenaed to the Federal Grand Jury in Portland, 
Oregon, in 1993. She told FBI agents that she didn't want to talk to them and that 
she was taking medication for the stress that they were causing her. Special Agent 
John Zent replied, "This should help your stress," and then handed her the 
subpoena. 

In March of 1988, Zent told me that the FBI suspected I might become a 
spokesperson for more radical elements of the environmental and animal rights 
movement due to my publicized bent toward the earth and animals. It comes as no 
surprise, then, that six years later, I've spent two months in jail. Two times I have 
been denied bail and held in solitary confinement. "Innocent until proven guilty" 
does not apply to me, because the government has presented no evidence that 
connects me to the break-in and arson at MSU's animal research laboratories. As a 
matter of fact, most of the evidence presented so far consists of interviews, articles, 
letters, press releases, and documented associations with legitimate political 
activists in the environmental and animal movements. 

This may all sound a little unjust, but when you are an indigenous person in the 
context of the last 500 years, you learn to expect it. First, they steal your land. Then 
they steal your children. They steal your traditions, your beliefs, your language. If 
you stand upandtrytomaintain your identity and represent your earth mother and 
her children, forget it. You're in here playing cards with Peltier faster than you can 
say "Quincenteniary." 

What do you expect from people who shot in the face a mother holding her child, 
from people who burned to death 26 children and their families? Sand Creek, 
Wounded Knee, Bonner's Ferry, Waco, Redwood Summer. (Who's the terrorist, 
Pilgrim?) Remember friends, it could happen to you. It is happening to people you 
know. This is just the beginning, because some of us still believe in Liberty, Justice, 
Earth, and Freedom. For indigenous peoples. For wilderness areas. For wolves. For 
people who just want to live and be left alone. 

Call it a death march or just US history. It's not easy to understand, but don't stop 
and think about it too much. We really need your help. Don't give up when it starts 
to get ugly; draw strength from the forces we protect. That's power. Enough to keep 
you alive 502 years. Remember Anna. Remember Leonard. Remember Mark and 
Darren. Remember buffalo so many they covered the plains, salmon so plentiful 
you could walk across their backs. For our children who have to live here after us, 

we're all in this together. Don't forget to enjoy 
all the beauty you are fighting for, and remem- 
ber our greatest strength is that we don't kill 
people like them.

Milton Born With A Tooth is currently serving time in jail for defending Peigan 
land against provincial government action towards the Oldman River. In March of 
1990, the Alberta government went ahead with a $350 million dam on the river 
despite a victory by a citizens group in the Federal Court of Canada. The court 
ordered the Ottawa government to exercise its legal obligations and conduct 
environmental studies on the dams' effects. By the time the Federal Environmental 
Assessment Review Office (FEARO) panel produced recommendations in 1992, the 
dam was finished. Ottawa backed away from any fight with .Alberta despite calls by 
natives and environmentalists to have the dam decommissioned. Late in the 
summer of 1 990, as Alberta continued to ignore the federal court ruling, Milton and 
members of the Peigan Lonefighters Society dug a river-diversion channel to foil 
construction of the dam. 

On September 7, 1 990, Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) officers escorted 
a provincial work crew onto Peigan territory to fill in the channel. The Peigan 
considered it trespassing, and Milton fired two warning shots in the air. No one was 
hurt. Milton was arrested about a week later. He was convicted on seven fire arms 
charges at his first trial in 1991. This conviction was overturned on appeal, and a 
new trial was ordered. Milton was found guilty on five charges in the second trial, 
and in September he was sentenced to 16 months. Milton is now attempting to 
appeal this sentence. 

As an indigenous person, Milton has every right to protect and defend his 
territory. Milton's legal challenge to the Alberta Court of Appeal and further to the 
Supreme Court (if necessary) will allow the truth of his case to be brought forward. 
There are Charter of Rights issues and jurisdictional arguments which will finally 
test the Government of Canada's fiduciary responsibilities to the First Nations of 
Canada. Alberta and Canada must be held accountable to the International 
Community for their apartheid treatment of First Nations peoples. 

The Oldman dam is slowly choking the life out of the Castle, Crowsnest and 
Oldman Rivers. The longer the federal and provincial governments ignore the 
FEARO recommendations, the more damage is done to the Peigan people and the 
environment. 

The Mother Earth Defense Fund has been set up to support indigenous people 
who protect and defend Mother Earth in conflict with the Canadian legal system. 
Milton's is only the first case. There will be other cases as more of us honor our 
traditional belief systems and say no to the raping and destruction of our Mother.

Letter from Milton 

Dear Friends, 

My case has now been in the Alberta courts 
for four years. I know I have a responsibility for 
maintaining the truth. For that reason I have 
filed a Notice of Appeal of my recent conviction 
on five charges. These charges stem from one 
action of firing two warning shots into the air. 

As a Peigan Indian on Peigan land, I still feel 
that I was within my rights to defend my home 
against the trespass of the government officials 
and RCMP officers. As one of our Elders testi- 
fied at my sentencing hearing, it was an act 
"done out of desperation." 

The real criminals are the provincial government who persisted in destroying the 
Oldman River through the continued construction of the Oldman Dam. The 
government defied the federal courts, which had pulled the license required for the 
Dam and had ordered a public environmental review (EARP).The first recommen- 
dation of the EARP was that the Dam not be put into operation. The review 
concluded that "the Oldman River Dam project could be very detrimental to the 
Peigan band..." None of the recommendations of the EARP have been followed by 
the provincial government. 

I believe it's important to all indigenous peoples that I continue my struggle for 
justice. The federal government has a fiduciary responsibility to Treaty Indians to 
ensure our treaty rights are protected. Our jurisdictional rights in protection of our 
homeland are continually disregarded while the federal and provincial govern- 
ments assert their own interests. 

There have been several major studies into the inadequacies and failure of the 
Canadian justice system for indigenous peoples (the Causey Report and the Donald 
Marshall Inquiry). My case is challenging Canada to put these findings and 
recommendations into action. 

I cannot ignore my responsibility of defending my homeland when politically 
motivated invaders destroy the heart of the Peigan Nation — the Oldman River. 
History has proven that precedent-setting cases like mine have to go all the way to 
the Supreme Court. This requires political, spiritual and financial support. 

I have asked Lorraine Sinclair of the Mother Earth Healing Society to coordinate 
a campaign and defense fund on my behalf. 

I will continue to follow through with my commitment to Mother Earth and all 
people. We have to fight together for justice — justice for the land is justice for all.

Trees and the Forest Ecosystem . T rees have roots 
that tap deep into the Earth. They have a trunk 
which forms little crevices and caves along the 
base. Depending on the kind of tree, the bark is 
either rough or smooth. Toward the upper third or 
half, the trunk branches out, or branches grow from 
it. Leaves or needles cover the branches. These, 
together with the roots, provide the tree's livelihood: 
water from the rain with minerals leached from stone 
and soil, energy from the sun to form chlorophyl and 
carbohydrates. That's the tree ... by itself. 

But Brother and Sister Tree are rarely EVER by 
themselves! It's just not their choice! Trees like 
company. Depending on the kind of tree and 
ecosystem (neighborhood), whether hot or cold, dry 
or moist, light or dusk, small cluster or forest- many 
different plants, birds, reptiles, insects and mammals 
will live on, with and around them. Lichens, mosses, 
and vines use the trunk for support, mistletoe and 
mushrooms feed off the tree. The trees upper parts 
are nicely shaded and create dark places for mobile 
visitors, like birds and mammals. They hide, sleep or 
raise little ones in nests on the branches or in holes 
in the trunk, or they just sit and look out... for food, 
or how not to become food. 

Many of the guests pay rent. A typical arrangement 
between the plant and animal kingdoms is for plants 
to provide shelter and food, for animals (incl. 
insects) to pay back with fertilizing ground and 
blossoms, working the soil (ants, moles), and eating 
each other to stay at a number low enough not to 
kill off the plants.

biodiversity and ecosystem's maintenance.

Festivals today don't differ that much: we 
celebrate birthdays, religious holidays, parties,^ 
for our friends, Thanksgiving (the old harvest 
festival), and we think of dead family and 
friends. 

What IS different is not WHY, but HOW. 

Our forefathers and mothers made, grew? 
collected, or hunted all items used for festivals 
themselves. They used what their 
surroundings offered readily, on the surface of 
the Earth. They used their own hands' labor, „ 
their own knowledge and skills, and perhaps 
fire, as production energy, in an eternally 
sustainable production cycle. 

Since machines were invented and fossil 
fuels developed, festivals have become "high- ^ 
tech," using many more Earth resources for _ 
both production materials and production 
energy. Just think about the difference in 
production of a basket woven of sweetgrass or 
pine needles, and a plastic toy. Or a robe 
made from homespun wild cotton vs. a Dupont 
nylon jacket. Or name your own examples! 

Let's follow through the production process of 
the grass basket and the plastic toy as our 
examples here. 






The Sweetgrass Basket 

Our first setting is an Apache wickiup village 
in Southeastern Arizona. A woman walks out of 
the village, two boys running happily ahead. 
She's carrying an infant in a woven grass sling 
on her back. They go to collect sweetgrass, a 
favorite raw material for traditional basketry. ~ 
_The mothe r has lea rned basketry. ~ffke everv-^ 
brTe'elseln her family as a child and has 
helped make baskets, mats, sandals, and bags 
i since she was quite small. Once the grass is 
it is sortedbyjeogtlvjhickness, and 
,^fcolo7~lTie'cfiffei^Tstrands are woverttegetteef 
in handed-dowrT patterns which are both 
beautiful and functional. Depending on the type 
of basket, the weaving can take quite some 
time. 


t The production of this basket goes along with 
other family activities like cooking, watching 
children at play, or sitting by the home fire and 
telling stories while young ones get a first 
hands-on experience in basketry. This adds a 
spiritual quality to the basket: part of the 
family's life is in that basket. The only energy 
going into the production of the basket is that of 
the maker(s), and maybe some fire and water 
for working the grasses. 

When the basket is presented as a gift, it 
needs no wrapping. It is placed on a long table 
or a cloth or animal hide on the ground, along 
with all the other gifts which were obtained in 
the same low-energy, high-personal input way 
with no harm to the people's clean water, air, 
and soil.

The Plastic ToW G^r V^/ 

Now let's see haw tt)e plastic toy is made 
which represented common gift item today. 

Let's assume a Ejupont plastics production plant 
synthesizes plastic/from fossil fuel as "raw" 
material for the (toy. Different machines are 
used in this alteration process. A large amount 
of "raw" material is produced because the 
factory can't afford to only produce one single 
toy. Hundreds are made a minute, thousands 
a day. To make the actual toy, the plastic goes 
to another factory where it is put into more 
machines which finally stamp out the toy 
through a toy press. Lastly, the different parts 
are assembled. The actual production process 
can take place in this country, or the raw plastic 
is sent across our borders where labor is 
cheaper and the production process becomes 
even more "economical." Very little hand work 
goes into the toy. The energy used to produce 
it frdm start to finish is fossil fuel or hydro- 
pic energy. 



And what happens to the air, water, 
and soil which come in contact with 
production, from drilling the oil to the 
finished toy? Oil spills happen all along 
the way, many small, some huge. And 
making plastic from oil puts toxic fumes 
into air and water ... and the lungs of 
those working the machines. 


From the factory, the toys are taken to close-by and far- 
away stores for people to buy. A lot of energy goes into 
that, and stores use a lot of energy for lights, cooling and 
heating 

Finally someone buys the toy and wraps it in gift paper 
(that’s another high-cost-to-nature process!) and puts a 
pretty plastic bow on it. And what happens to bow and 
wrapping? It is usually torn carelessly and discarded. 

How long does our plastic toy last? Isn’t that the real test, 
when things last? The answer is the plastic lasts forever! It 
FAR outlasts the toy! Contrary to the sweetgrass basket, 
plastic doesn’t turn to compost and grow new plastic. So, it 
can be recycled, you say. But should it? From what we 
could find out, recycling plastic emits a lot of toxics into the 
atmosphere. Some folks believe it should just be buried and 
we should not produce any more. 


The purpose of these two examples is to give you an 
'idea on how to change things in your day-to-day live. 
'Wejkhow that as a society, we won't be going back to 
"'the wickiup village too soon. But as individuals we 
must work toward such a goal: a simple conservationist 
lifestyle. Kids have a choice to buy —or make- what's 
low on the "ecology chain" (production, use, and 
disposal). And even of such low-eco-cost items, we 
use only what we absolutely need. And the time we 
have left over by not cluttering our life with "stuff"? Of 
course! We spend more of it in a better, healthier, and 
WILDER OUTDOORS! 

So: Which Side Are You On? 

The one which allows all creatures to 
live, or the side that wants 
Consumption Monsters 
up? 
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HELLO, KIDS 

Over the past few years, the Earth First! Journal 
has received many letters from kids requesting 
information on about five major questions: What is 
Earth First! (EF 1 ), how does EF! work, how big is 
our budget, what EFIers get paid, and help with a 
school or science fair project on the environment. 
So the EF ! Journal folks and KIDS for KONSER- 
VATION decided to put togehter a crosscut of 
information on EF 1 as a movement, EF! as an 
outlook on life (a life philosophy), and on the most 
important issue concerning life on our Planet Earth: 
human overuse of Earth resources. 

WHAT and WHO is Earth First!? 

Earth First! is a radical (=going to the root of a 
problem) environmental movement. As the name 
suggests, Earth Firstlers believe the Earth comes 
First 'What does this mean, the Earth comes 
First?" you ask. The answer is very simple and 
extremely important. The Earth is our MOTHER. 


EF! is a movement of people from many different 
walks of life, not an organization with fixed 
guidelines, membership dues, etc. Individuals or 
groups get project funding from donations to help 
them launch an important campaign. Still, that's 
minimal, and the campaign always tries to raise 
additional funds for expenses, NEVER anything like 
a "salary.” That thought is almost ffunny to an EF!er: 
to get paid for working for Mother Earth! That's a 
DUTY you don't expect to get paid for! 

EFIers try to'live "low" on any "chain" imaginable: 
the food chain (they don't eat meat, don't buy "pre- 
fab" foods), the clothing chain (they wear thrift store 
clothing or make their own), the energy chain (they 
run small-engine older vehicles or don't own cars, 
use bicycles and pool cars when needed), the job 


Humans, other animals, and plants and their natural chain ( the y have 'ow-paying jobs or work as 


homes are part of the Earth. Mother Earth gives us 
what we need and she gives to our fellow species 
what t hey need. She feeds us, clothes us, and 
shelters us There is NOTHING, even in a "high- 
tech" home or office building that wasn't taken from 
the Earth, made from a so-called "natural resource." 
Where else COULD it come from? Mars? 

When we take more than we need, we hurt our 
wild cousins, the plants and animals, and their 
homes (mountains, wetlands, forests, prairies, the 
sky, rivers), and through this we hurt our 
Mother Earth. And in hurting the Earth, 
we hurt ourselves, since we are a part of 
the Earth In deciding on a lifestyle (how 
jfp \ you live, what foods and objects you eat

independent professionals with lots of time "on" to 
work for Mother Earth), and little money left over to 
contribute to the wasting of the Earth by buying a lot 
of things. By deciding on a low-consumption 
lifestyle, they're putting the Earth First! EFIers 
believe it's the only way to live 

EARTH FIRST! TACTICS 

Earth First! has many ways of achieveing it's goal 
to help protect the Earth and to help heal Her. 

EF'ers act as individuals and they act in groups. 
Whenever you do something that is putting the 
Earthe First, you are being an EFIer. You could be 
writing letters to your congress person, handing out 
leaflets at McD's to educate kids about the 
connection between burgers and cutting down 
rainforests, locking your neck to a bulldozer to 
protest another highway, nother parking lot, another 
shopping mall, another dumpsite, another suburban 
development, another golf course, or anther clearcut 
in our National Forests 
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EF! actions are non-violent and are often acts of 
"Civil Disobedience." CD was used in the 1960s b 
black Americans to g et their civil rights recognized. 
EFIers are fighting for Nature’s Rights! 

EFIers don't compromise on the issues they are 
fighting like the "mainstream" groups (e.g. Sierra 
Club, Audubon, Nature Conservancy). EF! doesn't 
"swap" one part of Mother Earth that needs 
protection for another, a "deal" often offered by Big 
Brother Big Business and his allies, the politicians. 

Finally, what about the "famous" 
monkeywrenching, like tree spiking, putting dozers 
and othe vehicles out of operation, "working" on 
Earth-raping companies computers, etc. This does 
happen, occasionally, when folks with strong beliefs 
and a strong heart see no othe way to stop the 
destruction of Mothe Earth. It’s a last resort, after 
other attempts have failed it's NEVER done to hurt 
people! With tree spiking (also called inoculation 
against the logging disease), authorities are notified 
to avoid injury to people. In fact, there is not a 
single PROVEN act of monkeywrenching t hat has 
caused personal injury including spiking. Still, 
monkeywrenching is NOT a priority in our struggle 
to heal our Earth. It's too easily done irresponsibly 
by non-EF!ers without regard to human life and then 
blamed on EF!. 

SURROUNDING MOTHER EARTH 

A growing number of people with an EF! 
philosophy and lifestyle are found 
in all comers of the world. EFIers 
work on many issues including 
forest destruction, mining, indus- 
trial pollution, hydroelectricity, 
nuclear threat, toxic waste, animal 
rights, and overconsumption, 
to name a few.

WATTS BAR: STRIKE TWO

Legal, smooth, subtle yet effective — these words are 
not associated in the minds of many Earth Firstlers 
with demonstrations at the Watts Bar Nuclear Power 
Plant. The demonstration that took place at Watts Bar 
on October 29, however, was all of these. Over 200 
activists took part in the "Something Scary is Going 
On In There" march, rally, and Halloween costume 
contest in Spring City, Tennessee. Familiar faces from 
the infamous July 1 1 blockade returned, but the major- 
ity of protesters were students, senior citizens, and other 
folks from the region who agreed that something scary 
is still going on at Watts Bar. 

Negotiations with the Tennessee Valley Authority 
(TVA) about the demonstration began in late Septem- 
ber. Organizers described their plans to TVA officials: a 
march down the access road, culminating in a rally on 
the Watts Bar site. The TVA folks were initially uncoop- 
erative and unhappy about the plans — what a surprise. 
TVA countered with an offer to rally at a site across the 
river in full view of the cooling towers but out of the 
reach of spray paint cans and monkeywrenches. The 
organizers said 
"NO." TVA then 
offered to bus 10- 


20 people on site 

for a press con- * 


ference. The or- 
ganizers said "NO 
WAY IN HELL." 
Finally, less than 
a week before the 
demonstration, 
TVA agreed to let 
all the protesters 
march on to the 





site and rally in the omi- 
nous shadow of the cool- 
ing towers. 

The actual demonstra- 
tion went very smoothly. 

Over 200 activists were 
taken on buses provided by 
TVA to the beginning of 
the access road to Watts 
Bar — the exact site of the 
July 1 1 blockade, ironically. 

This understandably made 
a few activists nervous, but 
noneofthebusesevermade 
a detour to the Rhea 
County Jail. The march 
ended with a two hour rally 
featuring speakers and 
music. Ingenious Halloween costumes were the high- 
light of the day, including grim reapers, a vulture, 
Meltdown Man, a Three Mile Island "survivor," an 
employee from TVA's Inspector General's Office, and 
the prize winning Zapatista/third world farmer/revolu- 
tionary. The Halloween party atmosphere did 
not take anything away from the underlying 
message, however. Everyone was there to stop 
Watts Bar from going on line. Period. 

The demonstration may have been fairly 
tame by Earth First! standards, but it served its 
purpose perfectly. It was another part of the 
overall strategy to continue building regional 
and national opposition to Watts Bar. In case 
you didn't know, 58 Earth Firstlers were 
arrested at Watts Bar this summer (see 
Lughnasadh '94 issue of the Journal). It was 
because of the July 1 1 action that the media 
was out in full force on October 29; the 





"Something Scary" demonstration was featured promi- 
nently in the region's news media. Watts Bar became 
an issue on July 1 1, and the October 29 demonstration 
built on that momentum and increased it through a 
different set of tactics. 

At a non-violence training the night before the 
march, activists were asked what the ideal headlines 
would be the day after the demonstration. Someone 
said "EF! 2, TVA O." Through all the speeches and songs 
of the next say, truer words were never spoken. TVA 
now has two strikes against it. The next crucial step will 
be the demonstration planned for Chernobyl day, April 
26. If the streets are filled with hundreds or thousands 
of voices raised against Watts Bar, perhaps it will be 
enough. Three strikes, TVA, and you're out.

How to Appeal a US Forest Service Decision

Some call the administrative appeals process used by 
the US Forest Service (USFS) in decision-making the 
"paper monkeywrench. " Appeals have stopped, slowed 
and reduced countless USFS projects of destruction in 
the past. Though the playing field is hardly fair, since 
the USFS sets the appeal regulations and decides 
whether to uphold or deny them, appeals are a potent 
weapon that we as a movement are obliged to make 
use of. 

Before one can sue a government agency such as the 
Forest Service, all "administrative remedies" must be 
exhausted. Otherwise, a judge can be expected to 
throw the case out of court. Keeping these issues out of 
the courts is largely the reason for the existence of the 
appeals process. 

When an appeal is filed, it should be done with the 
expectation that it will be denied by a Forest Service 
Regional Forester, and that court action will be neces- 
sary. Whether money or legal help is available to carry 
through with the lawsuit is irrelevant. The appeal must 
be tailored to take to court, citing violations of laws, 
such as the Endangered Species Act or the National 
Environmental Policy Act (NEPA), and the Forest 
Service should understand that you intend to sue if the 
appeal is denied. 

A good appeal catches the USFS violating laws. If you 
can prove, within the context of the appeal regula- 
tions, that the USFS is violating laws, then you have a 
chance at having the project withdrawn. The most 
commonly used laws in appeals are NEPA, the Endan- 
gered Species Act, the Clean Water Act, and National 
Forest Management Act. 

In order to file an appeal or a lawsuit (litigation), one 
must establish "standing." Standing is a legal term 
which means that you will be adversely affected by the 
project. To have legal standing for an appeal you must 
submit comments or otherwise express interest in the 


particular proj ect to the USFS outlining your concerns, 
and explaining to them why they should or should not 
proceed. A one-sentence letter stating, "I am interested 
in the Cove/Mallard Timber Sales," would preserve 
legal standing. Send it certified mail; the Forest Service 
is known for losing this type of correspondence. 
Comment periods are typically 30 days. You must 
make the USFS aware, in writing, that you expect to be 
notified when documents are ready for comment. 

To get started paper-wrenching, get on the list to 
receive the Quarterly Project Report that all national 
forests are required to send to interested persons. To do 
this for every national forest you want to monitor, call 
their offices and give them your name and address. Ask 
them to send you the Quarterly Project Report, and 
request to be placed on their general "scoping" list. 
You may also express interest in a particular activity, 
such as mining or logging. 

Once you begin receiving their quarterly reports, 
make comments on projects you are concerned about. 
The process of soliciting public input is known as 
"scoping" or determining the scope of the project. 

The USFS uses confusing jargon to categorize their 
projects into three types: 1) Categorical Exclusion (CE) 
from environmental evaluation, 2) Projects requiring 
an Environmental Assessment (EA), and 3) Projects 
requiring an Environmental Impact Statement (EIS). 

Projects receiving Categorical Exclusions are assumed 
by the USFS to have no impact on the environment, 
although these projects can be very destructive. They 
are not subject to environmental documentation, but 
some are subject to appeal. 

An Environmental Assessment is performed to de- 
termine whether the project will have an environmen- 
tal impact. The completed EA will usually include a 
"Finding of No Significant Impact" (FONSI — pro- 
nounced like the guy from Happy Days), which means 
there will be no adverse environmental effects. There 
will be a comment period when the EA is released to 
the public. 



All "major federal actions" require an Environmen- 
tal Impact Statement (EIS), which is the highest level 
of environmental review. An EIS will have a comment 
period after the Draft (DEIS), and again after the Final 
(FEIS) is issued. At this point, the USFS will render a 
decision that quite likely will disgust you. This means 
it is time to write the appeal. There will be a period of 
45 days from the date it is announced in a "publication 
of general circulation" during which you can appeal. 
Send your appeal by certified or registered mail, or 
hand deliver it and get a receipt. It is vital to send 
appeals to the correct address within the 45-day win- 
dow for them to be considered. 

At the point of writing your first appeal, I highly 
recommend that you enlist the help of a veteran 
appeal writer. They do exist, and can be infinitely 
helpful. Many will jump at the chance to help you. 
Among other benefits, it will lighten their work load to 
train you well! 

If you appeal a USFS decision, then you have stand- 
ing to sue. Many folks involved in forest watch activi- 
ties feel that the USFS is denying appeals, at present, 
because they view the appellants as incapable of taking 
their case to court. This is sometimes true, but not in 
every case. Please don't let this discourage you. Not all 
appeals are being denied, and there is a real possibility 
of obtaining funds for a good lawsuit. 

Administrative appeals are one of the most effective 
means we have to stop the Forest Service from pillag- 
ing the forests — legal or otherwise. So shine up your 
paper wrench, hit the books, and save an ecosystem 
today. 
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Why is the Arctic Refuge 
Still Unprotected?

Covering the northeast corner of 
Alaska, the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge stretches from the Beaufort Sea, 
south across the coastal plain to the 
forest and peaks of the Brooks Range. 

Wildlife here is abundant. Polar bears 
den on the Arctic plains, musk-ox roam 
glacial rivers, wolves prowl the foothills, 
grizzly bears stalk the tundra, Dahl 
sheep scale the mountains, and moose 
range the Taiga forests to the south. 

Most notable of all are the 160,000 
caribou known as the Porcupine herd, 
named after the Porcupine River. The 
Porcupine herd migrates hundreds of 
miles annually between their wintering 
grounds and the coastal plains of the 
Arctic Refuge, where they give birth to 
their young each spring. 

The History 

In 1960, President Eisenhower 
established the Arctic Wildlife Range 
in recognition of the area's unparalleled 
scenic, wildlife and recreational values. 
In 1980, Congress renamed it the Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge and enlarged 
it to 19 million acres. 

The only area left unprotected was the 
1.5-million acre coastal plain. The US 
Fish and Wildlife Service calls this stretch 
the heart of the Arctic Refuge because it 
is "the center of wildlife activity." 
Activists of all persuasions are working 
to secure permanent protection for the 
coastal plain by encouraging Congress 
to designate it as a Wilderness Area. 

Putting the First People First 

At Blue Fish Cave, near the 
northern Yukon village of Old Crow, 
is the oldest evidence of human 
occupation in North America. For 
more than 20,000 years the Gwich'in 
people of northern Alaska and 
Canada have lived here. Countless 
generations have raised their children 
and sustained themselves from their 
single most important resource — the 
Porcupine caribou herd. Their 
survival is a testament to their 
knowledge and ability to live in 
harmony with nature. 

The herd sustains some 7,000 
aboriginal people in northern Canada 
and Alaska. They rely on caribou for 
food and for sustaining their culture. 
The values and social order of the 
Gwich'in are based on nature's cycle 
and the annual return of the caribou. 
For the Gwich'in, this animal is the 
spiritual center of life. Gwich'in means 
"caribou people." 


The clash over the Arctic Refuge 
comes not from nature, but from people 
a world away. The Gwich'in are face to 
face with the consumptive demands of 
modem American society. Decisions 
made in corporate boardrooms of the 
petroleum industry and in Congress 
could have a devastating effect on these 
people: the future of the Gwich'in 
people is at risk for 200 days worth of 
oil. 

The Threat 

The 125-mile-long coastal plain is the 
only stretch of Arctic coastline which 
has been spared from oil and gas leasing. 
At nearby Prudhoe Bay, there are 600 
square miles of massive industrial 
infrastructure which suffer from air and 
water pollution and hazardous waste. 
The wildlife habitat there is destroyed 
and polluted beyond repair. 

There is less than a one-in-five chance 
that any economically recoverable oil 
exists on the coastal plain of the Arctic 
Refuge. According to figures from the 
Department of Interior, there is only a 1 - 
in- 100 chance of a find the size of 
Prudhoe Bay in the Arctic Refuge. 

The Alternatives 

We wouldn't flood the Grand Canyon 
to build a hydro-electric dam. We 
wouldn’t plug Yellowstone's Old Faithful 


to tap its geothermal energy. Why should 
we irreparably harm this unique 
wilderness for a short-term supply of 
oil? There are other options and resources 
that can permanently reduce this 
country's dependence on oil. 

Rather than follow the oil industry's 
"drain America first" philosophy, 
Americans support the safer and more 
long-lasting alternative of energy 
conservation. Greater energy efficiency 


and the increased use of 
renewable, non-polluting 
energy alternatives, such as 
solar power and wind power, 
will save this country much 
more oil than could ever be 
taken from the Arctic. 

The American Petroleum 
Institute claims the coastal 
plain of the Arctic National 
Wildlife might produce as 
much as 250,000 barrels of 
crude oil per day, (about 105 
million barrels per year). The 
same amount could be saved 
annually by properly inflating 
our tires. Are we willing to 
destroy the last complete 
ecosystem in North America, 
and risk yet another valuable 
native culture because we are 
too lazy to check the air in 
our tires? 

Now and Beyond 

Support in the US Congress 
for the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge is without precedent. 

In 1994 members of the House 
of Representatives rallied 
behind the house version of 
the wilderness legislation with 
134 cosponsors, more than ever before. 
Twenty-nine Senators signed onto the 
Senate version of the bill. 

Canada, having vast experience with 
oil and gas exploration in Arctic regions 
and recognizing their fragile qualities, 
has opposed oil and gas exploration on 
the Arctic Plains since 1987. They 


initiated discussions with the US to create 
an International Wildlife Refuge, 
combining the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge in Alaska with the adjacent 
Iwavik National Park in the Yukon 
Territory. 

Even President Clinton has publicly 
stated that he opposes any petroleum 
exploration and development on the 
coastal plain and has said he is in favor 
of wilderness initiatives in Congress. 

So what is the problem? Why is the 
coastal plain still without permanent 
wilderness protection? If Congress is 
on our side, President Clinton is on our 
side, Canada is on our side and the First 
Nations of Canada and Alaska can't 
survive without wilderness, then why 
no wilderness? We must face a very 
powerful enemy. Yes, we do, and that 
enemy is our complacency (and the 
petroleum industry). We have not 
worked hard enough!

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NMActivkes Challenge Wise Use Stronghold 

Environmental Groups Sue Catron County

Two Silver City environmental groups and a local 
businessman have struck at the heart of the Wise 
Use movement with a lawsuit challenging unconsti- 
tutional ordinances in Catron County, New Mexico. 
The illegal ordinances, and a County Land Use Plan, 
seek to supersede federal laws in 
an attempt to grab control of 
federal lands within Catron 
County, the backcountry strong- 
hold of Wise Users and birthplace 
of the Coalition of Counties, a 
group of reactionary western 
counties attempting to maintain 
extractive industries — logging, 
ranching, and mining — at any cost 
to the environment. 

County Ordinances enacted over 
the past year define privileges such 
as grazing permits on the Gila 
National Forest as "property 
rights," threaten the arrest of 
federal officers who regulate 
grazing, prohibit the reintroduc- 
tion of wolves, bears and wildcats 
on public lands within the county 
and restrict public participation in forest manage- 
ment issues. Other ordinances claim all roads within 
the Gila Forest as County Roads and establish 


Catron's "eminent domain," asserting the County's 
authority to condemn and manage public lands for 
private use. 

Gila Watch, Greater Gila Biodiversity Project and 
bike shop owner Michael Sauber filed suit in Federal 
District Court in New Mexico on November 17, 
charging that the Catron ordinances violate the 
Supremacy and Property Clauses 
of the US Constitution and chill 
their rights to free speech and 
redress of grievances guaranteed 
under the First Amendment. 

The petitioners have been the 
targets of harassment and intimi- 
dation by Catron's Wise Users'. 
Peter Galvin of Greater Gila 
Biodiversity Project, who owns 
land in Catron, and Greater Gila's 
Director, Kieran Suckling, were 
forced to move from Catron to the 
relative safety of Silver City last 
year. Catron residents have threat- 
ened to do "bodily harm" if the 
two return to the county following 
recent timber sale appeals. Gila 
Watch Director Susan Schock was 
encircled by hostile ranch women, 
told to "get out of our county" and challenged to a 
fight while attending a County Commission meet- 
ing in Catron last summer. Sauber's business has 


been the target of repeated but ineffective boycotts 
by ranchers and miners. And Catron County is 
currently drafting an ordinance that would require 
"enviros" to register and attend "environmental 
school" — or face arrest [editor's note: the ordinance 
would require that anyone who indentifies him/herself as 
an environmentalist in public testimony be "certified" as 
such with the county — and the county uses its own 
defintion of the word "environmentalist"]. 

In the midst of denying environmentalists' rights, 
Catron County has grabbed national media with 
publicity stunts such as a "Protect Your Constitu- 
tional Rights" rally, a resolution requiring the head 
of each household to carry a gun to protect "em- 
battled residents" against "federal encroachment" 
and has evoked widespread sympathy by bawling 
about the "custom and culture" of its "fourth- 
generation ranchers." However, less than 8% of 
Catron's 2600 residents are ranchers, and the 
county actually has a higher percentage of non- 
native residents than the rest of the state: 53% of all 
Catron residents were bom outside New Mexico. 

The real custom and culture of Catron County is 
exploitation of public lands for private profit. In 
addition to a handful of long time exploiters, 
investors include Texas oil companies, doctors 
looking for tax write-offs, and real estate developers 
who slop at the public lands grazing trough while 
they subdivide private lands.

One way that we Texas EF!ers have maintained our enthusiasm for years and 
overcome our feeling of isolation from other EF! groups has been through your 
incredible contribution to our cause. The ever increasing number and skill of EF! 

Please come help us 
howl the wilderness back into Texas. 
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Where On Earth Will We Be? 

The setting will be the Texas Hill Country, a limestone geological formation that 
is deeply dissected by streams and is noted for its scenic ruggedness and biological 
diversity. Under the hills along the southern boundary of the Hill Country lies the 
Edwards Aquifer, a vast waterbearing karst formation, which gives rise to numerous 
springs and harbors unique forms of life and much of the magic of the region. 

For thousands of years, indigenous people lived in harmony with the crystal clear 
springs of central Texas. They held as sacred the waters that nourished them. The 
archaic peoples were followed by the Tonkawa, who like their ancestors camped by 
and drew life and inspiration from the waters. The settlement of Texas by Europeans 
brought an end to the Tonkawa culture, but even in more recent times, the springs 
have remained powerful spiritual and cultural icons. Only over the last decade has 
the miracle of the aquifer and springs been jeopardized by human recklessness and 
greed. For these reasons, the purity of the aquifer water has been a focal point of 

Earth First! campaigns. 

Wildlife also suffers from the never-ending swath 
of the developers' bulldozers. Nine species are al- 
ready listed as endangered in the Hill Country west 
of Austin, and about a dozen more are in some stage 
of consideration for listing. The unique nature of 
the Hill Country has fostered a high degree of 
endemism, meaning that many species' ranges are 
limited to some portion of Hill Country, or even to 
a single watershed, cave or spring. 

Ever since the bust of the oil industry, the primary 
source of new wealth in Texas has been real estate 
development. Overgrazing and unwise agricultural 
practices have also played into the hands of real 
estate interests, since much of the land has become too degraded to support a rural 
agricultural economy. One by one, ranches on the perimeters of cities like Austin, 
San Antonio, and Georgetown get subdivided and covered with asphalt and 
concrete because there is no way for ranchers or their children to make a living off 
their land anymore. 

Advocating protection of the waters and wildlife of the region under these 
circumstances has been trying, to say the least. Politicians, bureaucrats, real estate 
the high tech industry, and banking and investment interests are all aligned to 
promote the paving of the Hill Country. Hordes of yuppies escaping California's 
expensive, toxic Silicon V alley are oblivious to the fact that the same mistakes made 
in the valley are about to be repeated in the Texas hills. But what are the lessons of 
history compared to the money to be made sucking the last life from the land? 

Of course there have always been forward-thinking people who are not under the 
spell of greed. This is where you fit in, fellow citizens of the Earth. Your struggles 
are not much different in theme from ours. Your redwoods make the yuppies' hot 
tubs, your tax dollars bail out failed Texas savings and loans. We are all facing the 
same domestic Republican rule and global One World Government (aka GATT). 
Come make your voices heard deep in the heart of Texas (which will heretofore be 
called by its true name: Aztlan del Norte!).

Takings: 

The latest arrow in the Wise Use quiver 


he Wise Use Movement has taken up an 
obscure legal concept as its latest tool to roll 
back environmental, health, safety and 
worker protections in the United States. 
Regulatory takings — the "loss" of property through 
government regulation — is providing local and na- 
tional Wise Use groups with a vehicle to pursue their 
agenda in the court room and legislature. 

The concept of takings is rooted in the concern for 
private property found in the US Constitution. The 
Fifth Amendment, in addition to guarding against self 
incrimination, states "nor shall private property be 
taken for public use without just compensation." This 
"takings" clause protects the individual from confisca- 
tion of property without fair compensation. 

Until 1922, the takings clause remained an unam- 
biguous protection against the physical invasion of 
real property by government. In that year, however, 
the US Supreme Court ruling in Pennsylvania Coal v. 
Mahon opened the door to the indirect loss of property 
through government regulation. The Pennsylvania Coal 
Company claimed that local ordinances prohibiting 
mining beneath surface structures — actually a small 
community — restricted the use of the company's prop- 
erty to such a degree that the effect was the same as if 
the government had physically taken the property 
away from Pennsylvania Coal. Consequently, the 
company claimed that this "taking" required compen- 
sation in accordance with the takings clause of the 
Fifth Amendment. The Court, trying to find middle 
ground between the need for government to act and 
private property rights, ruled that when government 
regulation went too far, it would be recognized as a 
taking. 

Of course, the Court's ruling must be considered in 
light of the expanded definition of corporate 
personhood that had evolved in the previous decades. 
In particular, the Supreme Court ruled shortly after its 
passage that the Fourteenth Amendment, ostensibly 
designed to free the slaves, also granted corporations 
legal status as "persons." This interpretation allowed 


corporations the protections of the constitution, al- 
though to this day corporations avoid many of the 
obligations real people are bound to. [For further 
discussion of corporate personhood see "Letter to the Big 
IS" Samhain 1994 edition of the Journal] 

In the 70 years following the Pennsylvania Coal 
decision, the Supreme Court steered a course which 
oscillated, at times wildly, between supporting the 
supremacy of private property and recognizing an 
expanded definition of government's right to regu- 
late the actions of "individuals." From the Court's 
rulings arose specific criteria for determining whether 
a regulatory taking had occurred. Was the 
government action final? (In other words, had you 
exhausted all administrative avenues such as obtain- 
ing a variance for that building permit the city refused 
to grant?) Did the action of the government make it 
impossible to enjoy any economic value from the 
entire property? If the answer is yes to all these 
questions, then a regulatory taking probably oc- 
curred. 

The definition of regulatory takings, however, 
continues to be challenged and the increasingly con- 
servative Court appears interested in moving towards 
enhanced private property rights. In the 1992 case 
Lucas v. South Carolina Coastal Council — a case in 
which a property owner sued the state over a beach 
protection act which prevented development of his 
property — the Court ruled that such statutes might 
constitute a regulatory taking. While the Court's 
opinion on Lucas was less than decisive, it sent a 
message to property rights activists that future claims 
along the lines of the Lucas case may receive Supreme 
Court attention and produce a shift in the Court's 


position on regulatory takings yet again. 

Regulatory takings as a means to undo the gains of 
environmental, labor and consumer activists came 
into the limelight when President Reagan signed 
Executive Order 12630 in 1988. The order raised 
concerns that enforcement of existing health, safety, 
and environmental regulations could be considered 
takings under the Fifth Amendment. XO 12630's 
recommendation for avoiding potential claims for 
compensation by property owners was for executive 
agencies to avoid enforcing their own regulations too 
aggressively. In addition to confirming the already 
dismal leadership of the Reagan administration in 
protecting the environment, consumers and workers, 
XO 12630 gave legitimacy to a legal theory long 
brewing in far right think tanks and helped place it in 
the hands of Wise Use activists. 

The Wise Use Movement has used regulatory tak- 
ings in two very effective ways. Taking advantage of 
the judiciary’s shift to the right, Wise Use activists have 
initiated takings litigation across the country. At the 
national level, the 1992 Lucas ruling gave a clear signal 
to the plaintiffs that the conservative justices would 
entertain future challenges to government regulation. 
Cases similar to Lucas are filling state and federal court 
dockets across the country. Earlier this year, Dolan v. 
City ofTigard overturned a municipal ordinance aimed 
at protecting wetlands and promoting alternative trans- 
portation. Although the ultimate ruling by the Su- 
preme Court was again less than decisive, the result 
boosted the credibility of Oregonians In Action, the 
absolute property rights group which championed the 
Dolan case. 

Perhaps more important than the actual courtroom 
victories is the psychological impact on regulators and 
the elected officials who oversee them. Waves of new 
cases from well-funded Wise Use activists can be 
intimidating to an agency that's already spread too 
thin or to the legislator concerned with the next 
election. Under those circumstances, endless litiga- 
tion can serve to effectively freeze the wheels of 
government — if only temporarily — and shift the frame 
of discussion by lawmakers. 

Lawmakers are being exposed to takings philosophy 
on another front as well. The Wise Use Movement has 
launched a major legislative effort to enshrine their 
interpretation of regulatory takings in law. For the past 
three years, takings bills have appeared in over thirty 
state legislatures across the country under the guise of 
"private property acts." Four states — Arizona, Dela- 
ware, Utah and Virginia — have passed them. [Due to 
a popular referendum, Arizona's bill was overturned in 
November's elections — see article at left] The bills require 
state agencies to conduct assessments for any action 
which may create a "taking." Other property rights 
bills require public compensation for any regulation of 
private property. Closely related to these bills are the 
local civil rights ordinances which argue that federal 
and state regulation — particularly environmental — 
represent an infringement (e.g. a taking) of civil rights. 
The ordinances require federal and state agencies to 
obtain local approval before taking any regulatory 
action. 

This effort by the Wise Use Movement is both well 
organized and well funded. Starting in the late 1980s, 
the Pacific Legal Foundation, the Mountain States 
Legal Foundation, and other Wise Use law firms began 
providing workshops, seminars and other educational 
campaigns on the value of takings in promoting the 
corporate agenda. The American Legislative Exchange 
Council — a rightist think tank with deep corporate 
pockets, including Weyerhaeuser — is helping draft 
takings bills for local activists and more recently added 
"right to work" model bills to its menu. 

The implications of regulatory takings — either 
through litigation or legislation — cannot be taken 
lightly. We must redouble our efforts to expose this 
latest corporate scam.

Wise Use Wet Dream Interrupted!

On November 8, the Wise Use Movement (WUM) was dealt 
a harsh blow as Arizona voters soundly defeated Proposition 
300, the State Regulatory Takings Bill. Corrupt politicians 
passed the bill in the Arizona legislature in 1992, but it was 
prevented from becoming law because community activists 
circulated a petition and gathered over 71,000 signatures, 
which suspended it and put it to referendum on the ballot. 

All across the country developers, the mining, chemical, 
timber, and livestock industries, corporate bastards, corrupt 
politicians, bureaucrats, and other land rapers had their eyes 
fixed on Arizona, hoping that Prop 300 would pass. However, 
a broad coalition of environmentalists and public health and 
safety organizations cmshed their dream. 

In recent years the WUM (pronounce like dumb with a "w") 
has focused its diabolical efforts on legalizing their destruc- 
tion of nature by passing "takings" laws. Takings legislation is 
a systematic attempt to gain unlimited access to wilderness, 
our health and safety laws, and our public monies to maximize 
their private profits. Of course, when this truth is revealed even 
Joe six-pack thinks it's crazy. But the WUM uses highly decep- 
tive and misleading messages when selling their takings agenda. 

They trump takings up as "private property rights protection." 

They say, "It's our Fifth Amendment right." They claim that it 
"protects the little guy." Lies, lies, lies!!! 

Fortunately, the power of grassroots organizing stopped 
them. Scores of environmental, women's, public health, 
labor, civil rights, consumer, and community groups joined forces across Arizona to raise voter awareness of 
Proposition 300. Although private property rights is a very compelling message in the state, particularly among 
the rural populations, everyone responded to the fact that Prop 300 was a taxpayer's nightmare. 

A splinter faction of the broader campaign, including Arizona EF! and SEAC Southwest, created a 25-foot tall 
paper mache Frankenstein that was paraded around Tucson and Phoenix. Frankenstein symbolized Prop 300, The 
Taxpayer's Nightmare, and the special interest monster to be unleashed on the public if passed on the ballot. 

Supported and transported by six puppeteers and accompanied by a critical mass of street demonstrators, 
Frankenstein successfully drew loads of free media and popular opposition to Prop 300. One of the campaign 
highlights was confronting People for the West at a Wise Use rally in Phoenix. With accompanying banners, 
Frankenstein stole the show. The Wise User's had rented a park for their rally and fled an hour and a half ahead 
of their scheduled closing to escape us! It was beautiful! 

Although we successfully stopped the WUM here in Arizona, takings bills are pouring into state 
legislatures from WUM think tanks like the Washington, DC based American Legislative Exchange Council. 
Beware; as activists we will continue to be challenged by the WUM. Their goal is to deregulate their ecocide. 
Their strategy is takings legislation. Their tactics are incredibly well financed and increasingly grassroots 
styled with rallies, letters, etc.... And now, takings is even number eight on their "Contract on America." 
Are you gonna take that?

•here in Nova Scotia, support by the Pictou 
Landing Micmac Band Council for Scott Maritimes 
to build a pipeline to discharge toxic, chlorine-laced 
pulp mill effluent one kilometer out into the 
Northumberland Strait, but away from the Landing.

In many of the above situations, the abysmal 
economic situation of most native peoples in 
Canada undermines environmental/First Nations 
solidarity on environmental issues (over half of 
Canada's Indians are on welfare). The economic 
situation is easily manipulated by provincial and 
federal governments and their corporate partners, 
who can free up public monies for aboriginal groups 
or provide jobs and very junior "partnerships" in 
Earth-destroying activities — all to facilitate more 
industrial growth. Provincial and federal govern- 
ments, whatever their political complexion and 
"greenwash" rhetoric, share a human-centered 
resource orientation to Nature, and are prepared to 
trade away the environment for corporate growth 
and short-term industrial jobs. Also, just as is the 
case with the non-native Canadian Environmental 
Network, government funding of native organiza- 
tions reduces reliance on the grassroots and in- 
creases dependency on, and subservience to, the 
existing bourgeois legal system — and leads to 
"solutions" within the capitalist industrial 
economy. If an organization becomes too militant, 
there will be problems with the continuity of 
funding.

The continent 
we now call Africa is believed to be the original 
centre of human life. Early human fossils have 
never been found in the Americas. Thus, most of

years ago, people migrated from Asia across the

Ecological Realism not Romanticism 

A romanticized view of natives in Canada assu mes 
that "teaching" is only one-way, fr om native to 
non-native. Some native spokespersons, oft en 
prominent bn the environmental conference, 
circuit, arti cu late the same o ne-wa y positionj that is, 
mbn-native environmentalists are free to endorse

understanding, e.g., "There are environmental 
groups who have been very supportive to First 
Nations issues, howeyer, there are some who do not 
understand our ways-^Or, there may be more 
heavy-handed coniments, and environmentalists 
may)je explicitly told "to tread softly," i.e. to shut 
up/fhere is a fear among non-native environmen- 
talists, whi ch h as some basis in reality, of being 
Tt eriounced as "paternalistic" or even "racist." if 
dissenting views are raised) . 

I think that non-native environmentalists who go 
along with a non-critical and essentially deferential 
attitude towards the native peoples of Canada do 
this out of a genuine sense of wanting to atone in 
some way for past atrocities and the dispossession of 
native lands. This is good sentiment, butJiberal 
guilt is not the foundation for a realistic environ - 
pient al alliance in tire 90's/T his alliance has to be 
built to confront and defeat* the Earth Destroyers, 
who are everywhere at work on this planet. We 
cannot go back, even to a non-romanticized past, 
although we must certainly 
learn from such a past. This 
continent has a lot more 
people today than when the 
Europeans first arrived, and 
its carrying capacity has 
been severely undermined, 
as the destruction of the 
fisheries, forests and wildlife 
show. We can only come to 
terms with this and go 
forward, hopefully on a 
different path. 

Certainly our industrial 
culture must be dismantled 
for any long-term ecological 
and social sustainability. At 
the same time, all cultures 
must be assessed on their 
environmental compatibil- 
ity. Whatever is environ- 
mentally incompatible in a 
culture must be thrown out. 

There must be a commit- 
ment to social justice for 
aboriginals within contem- 
porary Canadian society. 
Progressive people should 
support and help initiate 
whatever social changes are 
necessary for this to be achieved, as long as such 
changes are just to non-native Canadians and do 
not negatively impact upon what remains of the 
natural world. However, it is important that there 
be an atmosphere in the environmental movement 
which fosters critical thinking and public exchanges 
between non-native environmentalists and native 
peoples about aboriginal issues and the assumptions 
on which they rest. This is not the situation today.

"You cannot save one tree (or an entire 
Forest for that matter) until your life is 
environmentally pure. If you use wood or 
paper products then you have nothing to 
say about the matter. If you wear leather 
shoes then you can't be an animal rights 
activist. If you use electricity then you 
shouldn't be whining about energy con- 
sumption." 

These comments seem absurd, don't they? 
They obviously try to discount everything 
activists do. I think we can safely say that 
these statements are not true because no 
one is perfect. Imperfect people should not 
be discouraged form taking action in de- 
fense of the Earth. I think this is the way 
some people try to discourage us from tak- 
ing action. Action is easy to criticize because 
the critics are just sitting on their asses, 
whining and bitching.

Dear Ludd-huggers: 

Just passing along a wrenchin' tactic we heard about that seems like a real 
contender for the annual green monkeywrench reward. You know, screws up the 
TechnoBeasts while being nonviolent or something like that. 

If you live in or are passing through northern California, Oregon, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Georgia or any of those states spewing woodchips in to greater GATT-land 
across the seas, chances are you'll come across woodchip export terminals. Giant 
boxy buildings with long conveyor belts on one end and giant mounds of 
woodchips on the other. Truckloads and truckloads of logs 
pouring in. This is the export technology of the deforestation 
business, as guilty as chainsaws and fellerbunchers.

Editor's note: Charcoal dust also works! 


Editor's note: The following guidelines are being put out by the American Pulpwood 
Association. Would be vandals are advised to take note... AND DON'T GET CAUGHT! 

Equipment vandalism can be reduced by remaining aware of the level of anti- 
harvesting sentiment in your area and by frequent patrols to check on equipment 
parked in remote locations, especially on long holiday weekends. Proper locks will 
often deter spur-of-the-moment vandalism by kids and bored hunters. American 
Pulpwood Association also recommends that organizations with exposure to the 
risks of equipment vandalism develop a security plan that includes some or all of 
the following daily defensive measures. 

1) Block vehicle access to prevent driving within close proximity of equipment. 
Use gates or barriers of cut trees to block roads. 

2) Securely lock equipment cab doors and provide locks for service access doors, 
fuel tanks, radiators and master switches. 

3) If possible, secure all oil intakes with locks and 
screening material to protect the engine's lubrication 
system. 

4) Install "lock out" switches on equipment to prevent 
unauthorized starting. These may affect either the fuel or 
electrical systems. 

5) Park equipment in "cleared" spots that cannot bum 
over. 

6) When possible, leave equipment near the homes of 
friendly neighbors who are willing to observe the ma- 
chines periodically. Do not park equipment unobserved 
next to public roads. Otherwise, leave the equipment as 
far back in the woods as possible and avoid parking two 
or three machines together in one place. 

7) Install motion detecting cameras to videotape all 
visitors to the site and motion activated alarms to warn 
if equipment is being abused. 

8) At first sign of tampering, all oils should be drained 
from equipment and analyzed, to reduce potential for 
engine damage. Also, check all grease fittings for the 
presence of abrasives, such as sand. 








MAINE LOGGING EQUIPMENT SABBED MONKEYWRENCHIN’ BEE CAUSES HAVOC 


More than a dozen incidents of van- 
dalism have struck northern Franklin 
County, Maine over the past month. 
Since September, logging equipment has 
been torched, tires slashed, gauges de- 
stroyed, fuel lines cut, and windows 
smashed and kicked out. Most of the 
machinery targeted had been parked for 
the night in log yards deep in the woods, 
but one skidder was set on fire as it sat at 
a loading site sometime during the night 
of October 15. 

Contractors who come from around 
Franklin County, as well as the towns of 
Anson and Skowhegan, say they are dis- 
couraged with the slow results from po- 
lice investigations. 

"People are concerned that if they have 
equipment out there, they're going to be 
next," said David Boynton. Boynton has 
been a lumberman for 1 2years and works 
alone. His 1987 Franklin skidder was not 
insured. 

"They're angry the police can't seem 
to put anything together, so we decided 
to form a coalition." 

"This is hurting my pocketbook drasti- 
cally. It will take a month to get every- 
thing back together. I've started tearing it 
down to repair it and figure it will cost at 
least $10,000," he said. "Not only am I 
going to have to go without work, but I'll 
have to spend money." 

The reports of vandalism began in 
September in the area near Mount 
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Abraham north of Kingfield. Jack Frost, 
owner of the J.W. Frost Co. in Anson, 
said his 20-man logging operation on 
Scott Paper Co. land is about seven miles 
from Route 27. During the nights of 
September 3, 15, and 29, $40,000 worth 
of his equipment was destroyed. 

The motive behind the attacks baffles 
observers. Loggers don't believe the inci- 
dents are being done by forest activists 
and they wonder why local outfits that 
hire mostly local workers are being hurt. 
Frost said at first he thought he was being 
singled out; then others reported similar 
incidents. 

Frost contends that until other loggers 
were hit, the Sheriffs Department and 
State Police dragged their feet. 

"It bothers me the way this is being 
handled. When we do something wrong, 
likehavingoverweighttrucks, they'reright 
after us. We work hard to make a living, 
and then we get treated like this," he said. 

But police investigators say they are do- 
ing what they can with the manpower 
(sic) and time they have available. 

"This is a very serious problem and we 
are putting as many resources as we can on 
this," said State Police Sgt. Michael Sperry. 
"We are following up on leads and have 
asked the night patrols to be on the 
lookout for suspicious activity. We are 
looking at all possible links and expect 
to be getting together this week to form 
a plan." 


A bee flew in the window and within minutes two girls were headed to the 
emergency room, apower transformer blewup, nearby 
grass caught fire and hundreds in Washtenaw County 
were without power. 

It all started about 3 PM Wednesday, October 12, as 
two girls from Whitmore Lake were traveling along 
East Shore Drive. A bee flew in the window, startling 
the driver. 

The car swerved into a utility pole, causing the 
transformer to explode, the wires to fall, the custom- 
ers to lose power, and the grass to catch fire. 

The driver and her passenger, both 16, were treated at a hospital in Ann Arbor. 

"It's unlikely the driver will be charged because of the unusual circumstances of 
the crash," said Sgt. Dennis Grushow of the Northfield Township police. 

"The bee probably escaped unhurt," Gruschow said.

There are those among us who deserve medals of 
honor for the harrowing ordeals we have gone 
through to avoid further population the planet with 
our progeny. None the less, most of us still know at 
least a few young folk. A renowned educator once 
said that the best thing you can possibly do to 
facilitate a young person's learning is to read to 
them out loud. I agree, though being read to is a 
pleasure not to outgrow and a cozy alternative to 
the icy glare of the tube. 

Here are two books written for young people that 
I would like to recommend, A Swim Through the Sea 
written and illustrated by Kristin Joy Pratt and The 
People Who Hugged the Trees adapted from the 
folktale by Deborah Lee Rose and illustrated by 
nature painter Birgitta Saflund. Both books are 
notable for their charming watercolor illustrations. 

A Swim Through the Sea 

Written and Illustrated by Kristin Joy Pratt 
Dawn Publications, (800) 545-7475 [free catalog] 
$6.95 US, $9.50 Canada 

A lot goes on in this book A Swim Through the Sea. 
Dedicated to the children of the blue planet, it 
invites interaction. I read this book with an active 
three-year-old and for maximizing fun potential, 
that's what I recommend. First, meet Seamore the 
seahorse. Seamore does a "where's Waldo?" thing 
on each page as he swims through the ocean 
visiting fellow sea creatures in alphabetical order, 
from admiring the amiable angelfish to zipping 
away from a zapping zebrafish. Seamore is hard to 
find on some pages, and therein lies the fun. 

Three to four-year-old kids, who are just learning 
the alphabet, can be introduced to sea creatures at 
the same time. Besides the main sea creature fea- 
tured on each colorful page, the borders host more 
critters, yellow-bellied sea snakes, honey damsel 
fish, hog fish and hat shells to name a few. But 
wait — there's more. Each featured critter has a 
whole paragraph that I didn't even look at look at 
while prancing through the pages with my young 
friend and our short spans of attention. Older 
children (including us) will appreciate this in depth 
look at life beneath the sea. Here's a glimpse at some 
intriguing facts: grouper fish create sonic booms 
with their tails, angelfish mate for life, flashlight fish 
use bacteria to create a greenish light. 

Manatees have been around for about 45 million 
years. Like their distant relatives the elephants, they 
are mammals that breathe air and have little hair. 
Manatees are herbivores and eat about 100 pounds 
of sea plants daily. With such a diet, it is no 
wonder that these gentle giants can weigh up to 
3,500 pounds and reach 10 to 13 feet in length. 
Manatees spend most of their time eating and 
playing in the warm waters off Florida. Because 
they are very docile and have fanlike tails, some 
people believe manatees may gave given rise to the 
mermaid legend. Manatees have no natural 
enemies, but are often hurt or killed by careless 
humans in motorboats. 

A Swim Through the Sea is the second book of 
Kristin Joy Pratt's published before she graduated 
from high school. The first, A Walk in the Rainforest, 
received praise from both Parents Magazine and 
School Library Journal. Kristin believes, " anything is 
possible if you devote sufficient time and energy, 
and refuse to be distracted by limiting thoughts."

The People Who Hugged the Trees 

Adapted by Deborah Lee Rose 
Illustrated by Birgitta Saflund 
Roberts Rinehart, Inc., $13.95 US 

The charm of The People Who Hugged the Trees is in 
the beautifully detailed watercolor illustrations of 
this rural Rajastani folktale. This "children's" book is 
one that I bought for myself. It tells the story of 
Amrita Devi; the Rajastani peasant woman who 
centuries ago led the people of her village in a non- 
violent uprising to save their forest. The actions and 
sacrifices of the people of Khejare village are cred- 
ited as the beginnings of today's Chipko (tree- 
hugging) movement in India. The story is also a 
demonstration of the spiritual legacy that lies 
behind what is now considered Ghandian practice 
of non-violent direct action. 

Much of the power and poignancy of the tale is • 
lost in the adaptation. Historically, when the 
Maharajah's axemen came to cut down the trees 
surrounding Amrita's village, she clung to a tree and 
refused to be moved. She was killed with an axe. 
After she fell, her daughters rose to take her place 
and they also were killed by the axemen. That day 
several hundred people were slaughtered as they 
stood to defend the trees. The heroic sacrifice made 
by the villagers is acknowledged on the back cover. 
However, in the pages of the book Amrita Devi is 
shoved aside by the axemen and the villagers who 
hug the trees are not killed. A bloodbath is not a 
pretty picture, and it is understandable why the 
story is adapted for children. This story took place 
in the realm of mythology and in that sense Amrita 
Devi will never die. By their willingness to sacrifice, 
the villagers do make the Maharajah understand the 
vital importance of the forest. The forest then comes 
under the Maharajah's protection and each year the 
people remember and celebrate. 

Many years have passed since that day, but some 
people say Amrita still comes to the forest to hug 
the trees. 

"Trees, " she whispers, "you are so tall and your 
leaves are so green! How could we live without 
you?"

Yep, those crazed eco- 
freaks played a prominent role with some very 
interesting revelations for consumption by the 
masses. 

This episode takes place amid the forests and 
clearcuts of Washington state, where the timber 
industry is being besieged by hordes of eco-terror- 
ists, (this label must've been used at least a dozen 
times in the half hour show). Our fed heroes (?) are 
called to the devastated hills to investigate the 
disappearance of a-30 man logging crew, who are 
thought to have been murdered by the eco-thugs.

What is this world 
coming to? But more importantly, is Earth First! 
filed under "X," alongside alien abductions? The 
truth is out there!

I've never put out the call for people to attend an environmental conference. But, 
invitations are out for the 4th Annual West Coast Ancient Forest Activists 
Conference (call (503) 482-4459 for yours). The dates are January 12-16, 1995, at 
Southern Oregon State College in Ashland. This year's conference is sponsored by 
the Laird Norton Foundation (Laird Norton was a turn of the century timber baron 
who liquidated forests in Michigan before moving to Washington, where the 
foundation still owns and logs timberland). 

The agenda is chock full of reports from foundation stump monitors and petty 
bureaucrats. This year's Special Focus: "Reaching out to young people, other 
cultures and the 'mainstream.'" 

At this same conference two years ago, the foundations unveiled their newly- 
paid-for seat at the head of the ancient forest table and the enforcer who would 
occupy it — Bob Chlopak. That conference, which began amid the excitement of the 
anticipated Clinton Forest Summit, ended with it being painfully clear that the 
foundations and their henchmen were in charge of just who was going to represent 
us at the summit. And we all know what a failure "our" representation was. 

After a year of further failed strategy, the foundations last year simply didn't show 
up. But the content was, of course, just what the masters ordered. Only after huge 
pressure was a Zero Cut panel added (left off again this year) and by all accounts, 
that panel was the sole passionate presentation of the conference. 

This year, I recommend that all concerned activists show up. By then, it is entirely 
likely that the same plaintiff groups that were behind last fall's "Deal of Shame" 
(also not a topic at last year's meeting) and the surrender of the Dwyer Injunction 
(not a topic this year), will have given up on the (co)-Option Nine lawsuit, as well. 

I'll never forget that Oregon Natural Resources Council's defense for surrendering 
the injunction was, "the Deal and the injunction are just skirmishes. We plan to win 
the war. We plan to save all the old growth and havejudge Dwyer issue a permanent 
injunction." By the way, the going price for surrendering the injunction seems to 
be above six figures ($200,000 for Headwaters, the conference host) from the Pew 
Charitable Trust. The purpose of the grants? In Headwaters own words: "to monitor 
the implementation of the Clinton Plan in a tight campaign fashion." 

We all need to show up because unless we demand that the proposed agenda be 
canned, we may never get the chance to force a debate on the failed strategy of the 
past four years. More importantly, we must forge a new strategy that goes back to 
our passionate roots — a strategy that measures success in how much forest is saved, 
not how big our foundation grant account might be. 

So, given the timing of the event, I propose that in the loving memory of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., we attend, sit in and confront these foundation lap-dogs 
who would continue to undo decades of our work and trade our life support systems 
for pseudo-power and continued funding.

Forming 

Grassroots activists from around the 
country are banding together to form a 
nationwide network dealing with Habi- 
tat Conservation Plans. HCPs, autho- 
rized through a 1 982 amendment to the 
Endangered Species Act, provide for the 
legal "take" (killing) of endangered and 
threatened species on private lands. (In 
a move that hopefully won't foreshadow 
their performance in the present ESA 
debate, the mainstream enviro groups 
acquiesced to the insidious amendment, 
fearing the perceived threat the Reagan 
revolution posed to the existence of the 
ESA itself.) 

Presently 28 HCPs have been imple- 
mented, with over 130 more in plan- 
ning. Not a single approved HCP has 
been successful in the recovery of the 
species around which it was formed. 

The long term goal of the network is 
to establish a nationwide database and 
network of communication to educate, 
provide independent scientific review, 
ensure legal compliance and facilitate 
policy analysis on conservation and re- 
covery effectiveness. 

If you are working on or watching 
over a ESA section 10(a) Habitat Conser- 
vation Plan, please contact the Spirit of 
the Sage Council immediately. We are 
requesting that you send a typed three- 
page document that includes the his- 
tory of the HCP, species, HCP size, the 
names of the corporations involved and 
their attorneys (especially if they hap- 
pen to be Lindell Marsh and R.D. 
Thornton), the consulting firms and 
biologists who performed surveys and 
the consulting firm that was given the 
thirty-year contract to monitor and 
manage endangered species habitat, the 
Fish and Wildlife Supervisor who signed 
the 10(a) permit and the environmental 
organizations which worked on the HCP 
agreements. We would like to know if 
mainstream organizations (Sierra Club, 
Audubon) worked with or against you.

Waving 
cheerily as we march through Grant's 
Pass ("a place where they want to kick 
my ass," as the song goes), we'd make a 
right turn at Roseburg and edge over to 
Oregon's unprotected eastside. 

Bending over at Bend (might even be 
a full moon) we'd continue northeast- 
erly, and in the spirit of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., we'd march on Wash- 
ington. State, that is. Ultimately, we'd 
head for the roadless areas of Cove/ 
Mallard for a logging protest in Idaho, 
making the entire walk a felony. Finally, 
on the night of September 1 we'd all get 
ceremoniously soused and stumble into 
whatever Missoula flat Jake Jagoff is 
lowbagging it in. There, we'd sever the 
phone lines (to get Jagoff's attention), 
take a body count, mourn the missing 
and declare victory. 

A mere 1,200 miles or so. Interested? 
The idea's been getting good reviews 
and it may just be an idea whose time 
has come. The timber industry won't 
know whether to ignore us or gore us. 
The media needs a fresh approach to the 
timber issue. The Clinton administra- 
tion will require a serious wake up call 
by summer 1995. And the people of 
these United States are suckers for a 
good old fashioned walk. And you know 
the best part. We get to get out of our 
f**king cars. I can feel my calves cramp- 
ing already. Shoe up, everyone. Break in 
them Birkenstocks. Callous up them 
footsies. Lace up those high tops. We're 
going for a walk. A Walk for the Forest.

The Judi Bari 
Defense Committee 
Asks for Your Help 

In May, 1990, a bomb exploded under 
the car seat of Earth First! forest and 
labor activist Judi Bari as she drove 
through Oakland, CA, with fellow ac- 
tivist Darryl Chemey. The bomb nearly 
killed Judi, leaving her maimed for life. 

Within minutes of the blast, the FBI 
was on the scene, and in defiance of all 
the evidence, arrested Judi and Darryl, 
claiming they were knowingly trans- 
porting the bomb. After eight weeks, 
the charges were dropped for lack of 
evidence. Yet to this day, neither the FBI 
nor the Oakland police have conducted 
a serious investigation of the bombing. 

Judi and Darryl have filed a civil rights 
lawsuit against the FBI and the OPD, 
and have gained access to some of the 
agencies' internal files on the case. These 
files have revealed that the FBI's civil 
rights abuses were even greater than 
imagined, and targeted a broad spec- 
trum of the environmental commu- 
nity. 

With this evidence of FBI wrongdo- 
ing, Congressman Dan Hamburg was 
able to get the House Subcommittee on 
Civil Rights to agree to review the case 
and the role of the FBI. But the inquiry 
has lagged, and it is clear that without a 
massive public outcry the investigation 
will not happen. 

It is urgent that a full Congressional 
investigation of the case happen early 
in the next session of Congress. Even 
now, as the lawsuit uncovers more dam- 
aging evidence about the FBI's involve- 
ment, Judi has become the target of a 
campaign of malicious rumors, innuen- 
does and accusations designed to dis- 
credit her in the public's eyes, chill her 
support and disrupt the movement she 
has worked for many years to build. 
While there is no tangible connection 
between this campaign and the FBI, it 
certainly mirrors FBI COINTELPRO tac- 
tics of the past. 

Please join us in demanding a full 
Congressional investigation of the FBI's 
continued abuse of power and suppres- 
sion of activists. Write to your 
Congressperson and urge them to call 
for such an investigation. The address is 
US House of Representatives, Washing- 
ton, DC 20515. 

We are also asking that you write 
Attorney General Janet Reno, and de- 
mand that she conduct a full-scale in- 
vestigation into the FBI's involvement 
and conduct in this matter. Her address 
is Department of Jusitce, 10th St. and 
Constitution Ave., NW, Washington, 
DC 20530.

The Fund for Wild Nature — 
Your Earth First! Foundation 

by Bill Wald and Lorin Lindner 

Over the Halloween weekend, the Fund for Wild Nature held our annual Board 
of Directors face-to-face meeting. At that time we gave away nearly $30,000 in grant 
money to various hard-hitting no-compromise grassroots campaigns. We thought 
the Journal readers would be interested in knowing what the Fund is all about. 

The Fund for Wild Nature was started as the Earth First! Foundation in 1982 by 
activists to support the protection and preservation of large wild areas, biodiversity, 
grassroots activism, and the integrity of natural ecosystems. Bill Devall served 
longer on the Board than any other member, and in 1991, he and another Board 
member suggested that the Foundation change its name and focus its mission 
statement on big wilderness and biodiversity issues. It was hoped that the name 
change might facilitate a broader funding base, but in no way did it change our 
ideals or actions. We espouse an Earth First! philosophy — no compromise in 
defense of natural diversity. 

The Fund is one of a kind in North America. We disburse funds to groups and 
individuals engaged in cutting edge projects and have provided the seed money to 
such groups as the Rainforest Action Network, the Biodiversity Legal Foundation, 
and the Predator Project — all of which have become effective and influential forces 
for progressive environmental change. 

We are a grant-making foundation bom and bred of the grassroots. We seek out 
and support progressive ecological ideas, strategies, and programs wherever they 
arise. Our primary function is to raise money. We then award funds to dozens of 
biocentric activists around the country every year. The groups we fund are 
passionate about saving wild nature and the Fund believes that these activists are 
the only hope for lasting environmental preservation. The Fund, almost exclu- 
sively, helps send local people representing their own bioregions into the field and 
into the faces of those who profit at nature's expense. 

In 1 988, the Fund started the Edward Abbey Deep Ecology Award — $ 1 ,000 given 
annually to an activist who has been on the front lines in defending the wild. Some 
of the past winners have been Darryl Chemey, Lou Gold, Jan Wilder-Thomas, John 
Seed, and Karen Pickett. We are very pleased this year to present the award to the 
inveterate, unbelievably devoted eco-defender Jasper Carlton of the Biodiversity 
Legal Foundation. 

All members of the Board of Directors and the Advisory Board volunteer our time, 
so we have very little overhead — only recently did we hire a full-time staff person 
whose primary purpose is to bring in more money for us to give away. In an effort 
to reduce expenses so that nearly all funds we receive can be given directly to 
grassroots activists, the Fund limits face-to-face Board meetings and instead 
conducts bimonthly or quarterly phone conference calls. Most of our grants range 
from $500 to $2,000 — sometimes just the right amount to get a newsletter off the 
ground or a slide show, conference, road show, or other educational, scientific, or 
artistic project going. Some groups without their own tax-exempt status have also 
received fiscal sponsorship from the Fund for a small processing fee. 

Among the groups we have funded in the past year are the Biodiversity Legal 
Foundation, Restore: The North Woods, The Grizzly Project, the Southwest Center 
for Biological Diversity, and the Alliance for a Paving Moratorium. 

Our funding cycle is now quasi-quarterly and we ask that proposals get to us no 
later than two weeks before our meetings. We provide information on how to write 
your grant proposal, and if we cannot fund you we can offer ideas as to what other 
foundations might be able to help. If you would like information on how to apply 
for a grant and what kind of projects we fund, as well as funding guidelines and cut- 
off dates, please contact us. In addition, if you would like to nominate someone for 
the Deep Ecology Award, we'd be glad to take your suggestions. 

Finally, if you or anyone you know would like to provide us with funds so that 
we can ultimately make them available to some energetic and promising individual 
or group, please also let us know about that. Although we apply for grants for 
$10,000 or $20,000 (or more), we can always make good use of your contributions 
of $10 to $20, or whatever you can afford. And all the money goes right back into 
the movement.
